INTRODUCTORY. 


N  the  closing  months  of  the  year  1875  an  opinion  was  formed  by 
Her  Majesty’s  Government  that  it  had  become  desirable,  in 
consequence  of  the  possibility  of  danger  to  India  resulting  from 
the  rapid  and  unchecked  advances  of  Russia  in  the  East,  to  place 
the  British  relations  with  Afghanistan  on  a  more  definite  and 
satisfactory  footing  than  had  hitherto  subsisted  ;  and  that  for  the 
attainment  of  this  object  the  first  favourable  opportunity  should 
be  taken  to  reopen  amicable  negotiations  with  the  Amir  of  Kabul,  Shere  Ali  Khan. 

At  this  time  the  only  formal  obligation  existing  between  the  British  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  Barakzai  rulers  of  Afghanistan  was  a  treaty  which  had  been^  entered 
into  in  March,  1855,  establishing  perpetual  peace  and  friendship  between  the  East 
India  Company  and  the  Amir  Dost  Muhammad  Khan— the  father  of  Shere  Ali — 
and  his  heirs,  binding  each  party  to  the  contract  to  respect,  reciprocally,  the 
territories  of  the  other,  and  pledging  the  Afghan  ruler  to  be  the  friend  of  the  East 
India  Company’s  friends,  and  the  enemy  of  its  enemies.  This  compact  had  been 
supplemented,  two  years  afterwards,  by  a  more  complete  engagement,  limited, 
however,  to  take  effect  only  during  the  continuance  of  the  war  then  being  waged 
with  the’ Shah  of  Persia.  Dost  Muhammad  received  a  large  grant  of  treasure  and 
arms  a  stipulation  being  at  the  same  time  made  that  British  representatives  should 
be  permitted  to  reside  at  Kabul,  Kandahar,  and  Herat.  In  compliance  with  the 
earnest  solicitations  of  the  Amir,  the  fulfilment  of  this  condition,  in  so  far  as  it  had 
reference  to  the  nationality  and  number  of  these  residents,  was  not  exacted  ;  but  an 
arrano-ement  was  substituted  by  which  the  Government  was  permanently  represented 

at  Kabul  by  a  Vakeel  or  Native  Agent. 

In  1863  the  eventful  career  of  Dost  Muhammad  Khan  was  brought  to  a  close 
by  death  and  Afghanistan  became  rent  by  internal  dissensions.  Shere  Ali,  alone 
and  unaided  after  varying  fortunes  and  many  reverses,  eventually  regained  the 
throne  bequeathed  to  him  by  his  father,  and  while  exhibiting  some  trace  of  resent¬ 
ment  for  the  neutral  attitude  which  had  been  observed  towards  him  in  his  hour  of

need,  expressed  a  desire,  without  loss  of  time,  to  bring  himself  into  close  relations 
with  the  British  Government.  The  consistent  aim  of  the  latter  during  a  series  of 
years  had  been  to  establish  on  the  North-Western  border  of  India  a  strong,  friendly, 
and  independent  State,  with  interests  in  unison  with  its  own,  and  ready  to  act, 
in  certain  eventualities,  as  an  auxiliary  in  the  protection  of  the  frontier  from 
foreign  intrigue  or  aggression  ;  and  this  object,  it  had  been  considered,  was.  best 
attained  by  abstaining  from  active  interference  in  the  internal  affairs  of  Afghanistan, 
and  by  the  friendly  recognition  of  its  de  facto  rulers,  without  undertaking  incon¬ 
venient  liabilities  on  their  behalf.  Shere  Ali’s  advances  were,  however,  responded 
to,  a  somewhat  closer  political  connection  being  entered  into.  In  1868  a  free  grant 
of  money  and  arms  was  made  to  him  by  Lord  Lawrence ;  and  the  following  year, 
at  a  conference  held  at  Umballa  between  the  Amir  and  Lord  Mayo,  Lord  Lawrences 
successor  in  the  Viceroyalty,  a  written  assurance  was  given  him  that  assistance  in 
strengthening  his  government  would  be  extended  as  circumstances  might  require, 
and  that  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  his  rivals  to  disturb  his  position  as  ruler 
of  Kabul,  would  be  viewed  with  severe  displeasure. 

Rendered,  as  time  progressed,  distrustful  in  a  high  degree  of  the  intentions  of 
Russia  by  the  complete  disregard  of  the  assurances  given  by  the  Government 
of  that  country  to  refrain  from  interference  within  the  recently  defined  boundaries 
of  Afghanistan,  and  becoming  more  immediately  apprehensive  in  consequence  of  the 
subjugation  of  the  Khanate  of  Khiva  by  the  forces  of  the  Czar,  in  the  spring 
of  1873,  Shere  Ali  deputed  to  Lord  Northbrook,  Lord  Mayo’s  successor,  during 
the  succeeding  summer,  a  special  envoy,  charged  with  the  duty  of  applying  for 
money  and  arms  with  a  view  to  the  preparation  of  defensive  works  on  the  Northern 
border  of  his  territories,  and  ascertaining  to  what  further  extent  he  might  rely, 
under  the  circumstances,  on  the  assistance  of  the  British  Government.  In  the 
conference  which  ensued  he  was  given  to  understand  that  though,  under  certain 
conditions,  the  Government  would  assist  him  in  repelling  unprovoked  aggression,  it 
did  not,  at  the  time,  share  his  apprehensions  ;  and  he  was  ultimately  informed  that 
the  discussion  of  the  question  would  be  best  postponed  to  a  more  convenient  season. 
1  he  effect  of  this  announcement  on  the  Amir  was  not  favourable.  He  took 
no  notice  of  a  proposal  made  by  the  Viceroy  to  depute  a  British  officer  to  examine 
the  Northern  frontier  of  Afghanistan ;  he  subsequently  refused  permission  to 
a  British  envoy,  who  had  been  sent  on  a  friendly  mission  to  Kashgar,  to  return  to 
India  through  Kabul ;  he  left  untouched  a  gift  of  money  which  had  been  lodged  to 
his  credit ;  and  he  assumed  towards  the  Indian  Government,  generally,  an  attitude 
of  extreme  reserve.  Thus  matters  stood  when,  in  1875,  the  Home  Government 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  place  the  relations  with 
Afghanistan  on  a  more  definite  and  satisfactory  footing. 

Conformably  with  the  views  entertained  by  Her  Majesty’s  advisers,  the  Indian 
Government  availed  itself  of  the  opportunity  for  re-opening  negotiations  which  was 
afforded  by  the  accession  of  Lord  Lytton  to  the  Viceroyalty,  and  by  the  assumption 
by  the  Queen  of  her  Imperial  title,  and  invited  Shere  Ali  to  receive  a  temporary 
mission  at  Kabul  in  order  that  he  might  be  conferred  with  on  what  was  taking 
place,  assured  of  the  readiness  of  Her  Majesty’s  Government  to  give  an  explicit 
pledge  of  material  support  in  the  event  of  his  territories  being  subjected  to  unpro- 
Qr  1  i°ieigij  aggression,  and  induced  to  permit  British  agents  to  be  placed  on  the 
Afghan  frontier  to  watch  the  course  of  events  beyond  it. 
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Lord  Lytton’s  overtures  were  not  met  by  Shere  Ali  with  the  cordial  reception 
which  it  was  expected  would  be  accorded  them.  Declining  to  receive  the  proposed 
Mission  at  Kabul,  on  the  ground  that  he  desired  no  change  in  his  relations  with  the 
Government,  and  for  the  additional  reasons  that  he  could  not  guarantee  the  safety 
of  a  British  envoy,  and  that  if  he  were  to  admit  the  mission  he  could  not  refuse 
to  receive  a  Russian  one,  he  subsequently  deputed  the  Native  Agent  of  the  Indian 
Government  to  proceed  to  Simla  to  suggest  that,  if  the  terms  of  a  treaty  were  to  be 
discussed,  the  conference  should  be  held  between  envoys  of  the  respective  Govern¬ 
ments  on  Indian,  and  not  Afghan  territory.  The  Agent  was  also  entrusted  to 
recapitulate  various  grievances  which  were  weighing  on  His  Highness’s  mind  : 
notably  a  communication  he  had  received  from  the  late  Viceroy  in  1874  on  behalf  of 
his  rebellious  son  Yakub  Khan,  whom  he  had  imprisoned  ;  and  the  repeated 
rejection  of  his  previous  requests  for  an  alliance  and  a  formal  recognition  of  the 
order  of  succession  as  established  by  him  in  the  person  of  his  son  Abdulla  Jan. 

The  proposition  concerning  the  reception  of  the  Afghan  envoy,  with  a  view  to 
the  formulation  of  terms  for  a  treaty,  was  acceded  to  by  the  Indian  Government, 
which  intimated  its  willingness  to  recognize  the  proposed  order  of  succession,  and 
its  desire  to  clear  up  past  misunderstandings  and  remove  all  cause  of  complaint ;  but 
although  the  Amir  was  informed  in  writing  that  the  concessions  which  the  Govern¬ 
ment  was  ready  to  grant  to  him  were  dependent  on  his  compliance  with  the 
condition  that  accredited  British  officers  should  be  located  upon  those  points  of  the 
Afghan  frontier  from  whence  intelligence  could  be  obtained  by  no  other  means,  and 
which  were  most  exposed  to  the  attacks  against  which  the  Government  was  asked 
to  defend  it ;  and  although,  at  the  same  time,  it  was  signified  to  him  that  it  would 
be  of  no  avail  for  him  to  send  his  envoy  unless  he  were  prepared  to  agree  to  this 
condition  as  the  basis  of  the  proposed  treaty,  it  became  apparent  in  the  course  of 
the  conference,  which  was  subsequently  held  at  Peshawar,  that  his  minister  had 
received  no  specific  authority  to  accept  it.  As,  moreover,  the  conduct  of  the  Amir, 
in  encouraging  Russian  intrigue,  became  more  and  more  openly  inimical,  the 
British  representative,  Sir  Lewis  Pelly,  took  advantage  of  the  sudden  death  of  the 
Afghan  envoy  to  discontinue  negotiations,  the  basis  of  which  had  been  practically 
rejected. 

Early  in  1868,  two  years  after  declining  to  receive  a  British  envoy,  even 
temporarily,  within  his  territory,  on  the  ground  that  he  could  not  guarantee  his 
safety,  nor  thereafter  be  left  with  any  excuse  for  declining  to  receive  a  Russian 
mission,  Shere  Ali,  well  knowing  that  the  cabinet  of  St.  Petersburg  stood  pledged 
by  engagements  with  England  to  regard  Afghanistan  as  completely  beyond  the 
sphere  of  Russian  influence,  welcomed  with  every  appearance  of  ostentation  an 
embassy  from  the  Czar,  despatched  to  his  Court  at  a  time  when  there  were  indications 
that  an  interruption  of  friendly  relations  between  Great  Britain  and  Russia  was 
imminent.  Under  these  circumstances  it  was  decided  by  Her  Majesty’s  Govern¬ 
ment  to  insist  on  the  reception  of  a  British  mission  at  Kabul. 

In  a  letter  carried  to  the  Afghan  capital  by  the  Nawab  Ghulam  Hussain  Khan, 
C.S.I.,  formerly  British  Agent  at  Kabul,  Shere  Ali  was  informed  of  the  projected 
departure  of  the  mission  on  a  specified  date,  which  would  give  adequate  time  for  the 
issue  of  orders  to  the  local  Afghan  officials  for  its  reception  ;  and  that  it  was  to  be 
headed  by  an  officer  of  rank  in  the  person  of  Sir  Neville  Chamberlain,  whose  name 
and  family  were  held  in  high  esteem  by  the  Amir. 
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On  the  2 1 st  Sept.,  1878,  the  mission  eventually  left  Peshawar,  and  moving  to 
Jamrud,  encamped  there  for  the  day.  Major  Cavagnari,  of  the  envoy’s  staff,  who 
was  specially  charged  with  the  conduct  of  the  intercourse  of  the  mission  with  Kabul, 
was  deputed  to  ride  forward  with  a  small  escort  to  Ali  Musjid  to  demand  from  the 
Amir’s  officials  permission  for  its  advance  through  the  Khyber  Pass.  The  passage 
of  the  mission  was,  however,  refused  ;  it  being  announced  by  Faiz  Muhammad  Khan, 
the  Governor  of  the  Fort,  that  it  was  his  intention  to  oppose,  by  force  of  arms,  its 
further  progress,  and  that  but  for  his  personal  friendship  for  Major  Cavagnari  he 
would  have  fired  on  him  and  his  party. 

A  demand  was  now  addressed  to  Shere  Ali  consisting  of  three  requisitions :  that  a 
full  and  suitable  apology  should  be  made  within  a  given  time  for  the  affront  which  he 
had  offered  to  the  British  Government ;  that  a  permanent  British  mission  should  be 
received  within  his  territories  ;  and  that  reparation  should  be  made  for  any  injury 
inflicted  by  him  on  the  Afridi  tribesmen  who  had  attended  Sir  Neville  Chamberlain 
and  Major  Cavagnari  into  the  Khyber  Pass,  as  well  as  an  undertaking  not  to  molest 
them  hereafter  ;  and  the  Amir  was  informed  that  unless  a  clear  and  satisfactory 
reply  were  received  from  him  by  the  20th  Nov.,  1878,  his  intentions  would  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  hostile,  and  he  would  be  treated  as  a  declared  enemy.  To  this  manifesto 
no  satisfactory  reply  was  returned  within  the  specified  period  during  which  its  receipt 
would  have  averted  the  threatened  recourse  to  arms. 

In  the  meantime  the  military  authorities  were  not  idle,  and  for  weeks  the  trans- 
Indus  was  alive  with  troops  and  supplies  streaming  on  towards  Peshawar,  Thai,  and 
Quetta,  the  three  points  from  which  the  British  forces  were  to  cross  the  frontier  into 
Afghanistan  in  the  event  of  war  being  declared.  The  plan  of  operations  eventually 
decided  on  was,  to  launch  three  columns  of  invasion  simultaneously  from  these  posi¬ 
tions,  one  through  the  Khyber  Pass,  one  through  the  Kuram  Valley,  and  one  into 
the  Pishin  Valley,  the  two  Northern  divisions  being  intended  to  advance,  respectively, 
to  Daka  and  the  Peiwar  Pass  as  their  objectives,  and  the  Southern  division,  after 
being  reinforced  with  a  large  body  of  troops  in  course  of  concentration  at  Multan,  to 
march  on  Kandahar.  Originally,  no  operations  up  the  Khyber  Pass  were  contem¬ 
plated,  though  the  Corps  of  Guides  had  been  retained  at  Jamrud  after  the  repulse 
of  Sir  Neville  Chamberlain’s  mission,  and  had  since  been  strengthened  by  the  advent 
of  the  Hazara  Mountain  Battery  and  the  1st  Sikhs.  In  the  early  days  of  October, 
1878,  a  proposition  that  this  force,  supported  by  1,000  Infantry  and  three  heavy 
guns,  should  by  a  sudden  movement  effect  the  surprise  and  capture  of  Ali  Musjid, 
was  made,  and  accepted  by  Government ;  but  intelligence  being  received  that  the 
garrison  of  the  Fort  had  been  largely  augmented,  the  projected  attempt  was 
abandoned. 

The  antecedents  of  the  Generals  to  whom  the  various  commands  were  allotted, 
bear  witness  that  the  selection  of  the  authorities  was  not  ill  exercised.  To  Lieut.- 
General  Sir  Sam.  Browne,  K.C.S.I.,  C. B.,  V.C.,  was  entrusted  the  command 
of  the  advanced  column  at  Peshawar,  subsequently  designated  the  Peshawar  Valley 
Pield  Force,  which  consisted  of  some  10,000  men  and  thirty  guns;  to  Major- 
General  F.  S.  Roberts,  C. B.,  V.C.,  the  command  of  the  advanced  column  at  Thai, 
subsequently  designated  the  Kuram  Valley  Field  Force,  which  consisted  of  some 
5,500  men  and  twenty-four  guns;  and  to  Major-General  M.  A.  S.  Biddulph,  C.B., 
the  command  of  the  advanced  column  at  Quetta,  which  consisted  of  some  6,250 
men  with  eighteen  guns.  A  strong  reinforcement  for  the  latter,  consisting  of  some 
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7,300  men,  with  a  large  proportion  of  artillery,  had  assembled  under  the  command 
of  Lieut. -General  D.  M.  Stewart,  C.B.,  at  Multan,  and  was  advancing  to  Quetta  by 
the  Dera  Bughti  and  Bolan  route.  General  Stewart,  on  arrival,  was  to  take  over 
the  command  of  the  whole  Quetta  army,  which,  when  eventually  made  up  to  its 
full  strength,  was  organized  in  two  divisions,  designated  the  1st  and  2nd  Division 
Kandahar  Field  Force,  the  immediate  command  of  the  latter  of  which  was  retained 
by  General  Biddulph.  The  Peshawar  Valley  Force  was  based  upon  Peshawar; 
the  Kuram  Force,  upon  Kohat ;  and  the  Kandahar  Force,  when  completed,  was  to 
rest  on  Quetta.  In  addition  to  these  columns,  reserve  divisions  were  being  formed  at 
Hassan  Abdal,and  Sukkur:  one,  under  the  command  of  Major-General  F.  F.  Maude, 
C.B.,  V.C.,  to  consist  of  some  6,000  men,  and  to  act  in  support  of  the  Peshawar  Valley 
Force;  the  other,  under  the  command  of  Major-General  J.  M.  Primrose,  C.S.I., 
composed  of  Bombay  and  Madras  troops,  and  also  to  consist  of  some  6,000  men,  to 
act  in  support  of  the  Kandahar  Force.  A  contingent,  too,  consisting  of  some  5,000 
men,  with  artillery,  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  Government  by  the  Sikh  Feudatory 
States,  and  was  to  be  employed,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  J.  Watson,  C.B.,  V.C., 
on  the  lines  of  communication.  In  consequence  of  the  wide  extent  of  the  held  of 
the  contemplated  operations  precluding  the  possibility  of  rapid  intercommunication, 
the  Generals  commanding  the  various  columns  were  to  act  independently  of  one 
another,  and  take  their  instructions  direct  from  the  head-quarters  of  the  Army  and 
of  Government. 

At  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  the  Army  of  Invasion  was  constituted 
approximately  as  follows  : — *

II. 

THE  FIRST  CAMPAIGN. 

TH  E  period  allowed  for  the  acceptance  by  Shere  Ali  of  the  terms  of  the  ultimatum 
having  expired  at  sunset  on  the  20th  Nov.,  1878,  without  any  satisfactory  reply 
having  been  received  by  the  Indian  Government,  telegrams  were  despatched  from 
Army  head-quarters  setting  the  various  columns  of  invaaion  in  motion. 

The  capture  of  Ali  Musjid,  the  formidable  fortress  that  had  figured  so  pro¬ 
minently  in  the  repulse  of  the  British  mission,  was  appropriately  decided  on,  though 
only  at  the  last  moment,  as  the  initiatory  measure  of  the  campaign,  the  duty  of 
carrying  it  out  devolving  on  the  Peshawar  Valley  Field  Force,  which  was  by  this 
time  assembled  at  Jamrud,  a  small  fort  on  the  extreme  frontier  of  British  India, 
four  miles  distant*  from  the  entrance  to  the  Khyber  Pass,  and  separated  by  a  stream 
from  the  Afghan  frontier.  Sir  Sam.  Browne’s  plan  of  operations,  which  was 
explained  in  detail  to  the  brigadiers  and  staff  officers  of  the  division,  and  which  was 
based  upon  information  gleaned  from  reconnaissances  that  had  been  made  by  himself 
and  by  detachments  of  the  Corps  of  Guides  up  the  Khyber  Pass,  was,  to  send  forward 
the  1  stand  2nd  Brigades  under  Brigadier-General  Macpherson — the  latter  under  the 
immediate  command  of  Brigadier-General  Tytler — to  work  their  way  to  the  rear  of 
Ali  Musjid :  the  one  to  proceed  cautiously  along  the  Rhotas  heights  in  quest  of  a 
point  commanding  the  fort  itself,  from  which  a  flank  attack  might  be  delivered  ;  the 
other  to  make  a  wide  detour,  and  to  take  up  a  position  near  the  village  of  Kata 
Kushtia,  commanding  the  debouchure  of  the  defile  through  which  it  was  expected 
the  garrison  might  attempt  to  escape  in  the  event  of  defeat ;  and  with  the  remainder 
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of  the  division,  commanded  by  himself  in  person,  it  was  the  General’s  purpose  to 
storm  the  enemy’s  position  from  the  front. 

In  accordance  with  this  plan,  Tytler’s  brigade,  consisting  of  the  ist  Battalion 
17th  Foot,  the  Guide  Infantry,  and  the  ist  Sikhs,  commenced  its  march  at  6  p.m. 
on  the  20th  Nov.,  Macpherson’s,  consisting  of  the  4th  Battalion  Rifle  Brigade,  the 
4th  Goorkhas,  the  20th  Native  Infantry,  and  the  Hazara  Mountain  Battery 
following  some  eight  hours  later.  It  being  anticipated  that  they  would  reach  their 
assigned  positions  by  1  p.m.  on  the  21st,  it  was  intended  that  about  that  hour  the 
front  and  flank  attacks  should  be  simultaneously  delivered. 

Counting  on  the  co-operation  of  the  ist  Brigade,  which,  as  it  eventually  turned 
out,  was  prevented  by  the  insuperable  obstacles  of  the  country  from  reaching  its 
destination,  Sir  Sam.  Browne,  with  the  remainder  of  the  force,  marched  from 
Jamrud  at  7  a.m.  on  the' 2  ist  Nov.  The  advance  guard,  commanded  by  Brigadier- 
General  Appleyard,  consisting  of  250  of  all  ranks  of  the  14th  Sikhs,  250  of  the  8 ist 
Foot,  two  companies  Sappers  and  Miners,  40  of  the  nth  Bengal  Lancers,  and  I/C, 
R.H.A.,  was  followed  by  0/9,  R.A.,  the  remainder  of  the  14th  Sikhs,  and  the 
Engineer  Field  Park,  and,  at  an  interval  of  half  a  mile,  by  the  remainder  of  the 
81st  Foot,  the  27th  Native  Infantry,  and  Batteries  E/3  and  13/9,  R.A.,  the  rear  being 
brought  up  by  the  4th  Infantry  Brigade,  under  Brigadier-General  W.  B.  Browne. 

Almost  immediately  after  the  leading  companies  had  entered  the  Khyber  Pass, 
a  picquet  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  was  seen,  which  gradually  retired  as  the  British 
force  advanced,  and  eventually,  after  being  fired  upon,  galloped  off  in  the  direction 
of  Ali  Musjid. 

At  11  a.m.  the  head  of  the  advance  guard  reached  the  Shagai  heights,  and  was 
halted  while  the  remainder  of  the  troops  came  up.  From  these  heights  Ali  Musjid 
and  its  defences,  distant  some  2,500  yards,  were  distinctly  visible.  The  enemy’s 
extreme  right  rested  on  a  ridge  connected  with  an  extensive  range  of  hills  behind 
Ali  Musjid  ;  and  a  line  of  breastworks,  broken  by  three  peaks  commanding  the  fort 
and  separated  from  it  by  a  deep  gorge,  extended  at  an  angle  of  450  from  this  range 
due  east.  The  fort  itself  is  on  a  detached  hill  commanding  the  defile,  and  imme¬ 
diately  opposite,  across  the  Khyber  stream,  is  a  cliff.  From  this  point  a  sort  of 
covered  way  and  entrenchments  were  continued  along  the  face  of  another  very 
precipitous  cliff  under  the  Rhotas  mountain,  and  extended  some  600  yards,  com¬ 
pleting  the  defences  on  the  enemy’s  left ;  and  above  this  line,  on  the  highest  points 
of  the  spurs  from  the  Rhotas  mountain,  Afghan  irregular  troops  were  posted. 
On  all  these  positions  guns  of  various  calibre  were  mounted ;  and  the  defences,  on 
the  whole,  were  of  a  most  formidable  character. 

Large  numbers  of  the  enemy  being  assembled  on  the  Rhotas  heights,  to  the 
British  right,  a  portion  of  the  4th  Brigade  was  directed  to  occupy  the  intervening 
ridges  ;  and  at  the  same  time  the  advance  guard  threw  out  parties  to  its  right  and 
left,  one  of  100  rifles  also  being  moved  forward  to  occupy  a  rocky  acclivity  some 
200  yards  in  front,  and  to  cover  a  working  party  employed  in  making  the  descent 
towards  it  from  the  Shagai  ridge  passable  for  guns. 

About  noon  the  enemy  opened  fire,  and  the  ranges  being  well  known  to  them, 
made  excellent  practice,  though  the  advanced  parties,  being  well  sheltered,  suffered 
but  slightly.  Battery  I/C,  R.  H.A.,  was  the  first  to  reply.  Within  the  next  hour 
all  the  British  artillery  had  entered  into  action,  and  from  various  positions  remained 
engaged  throughout  the  day. 
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At  2.25  p.m.,  in  view  of  the  probability  of  the  1st  and  2nd  Brigades  having 
reached  their  destinations,  Sir  Sam.  Browne  ordered  a  general  advance,  Brigadier- 
General  Appleyard,  who  was  entrusted  with  the  attack  on  the  enemy’s  right,  being 
directed  to  cross  the  Khyber  stream  with  two  companies  81st  Foot,  100  rifles  14th 
Sikhs,  and  six  companies  27th  Punjab  Native  Infantry  at  a  place  called  Lala  China, 
and  availing  himself  of  the  shelter  of  an  intervening  spur,  to  work  round  towards 
the  three  peaks  already  referred  to  as  commanding  the  fort.  Sir  Sam.  Browne 
himself  at  the  same  time  led  the  51st  Foot,  the  6th  Native  Infantry,  the  45th  Sikhs, 
and  various  detachments  on  to  the  ridge  in  front  of  Shagai  to  attack  the  enemy’s 
left,  Battery  11/9,  R. A.,  being  ordered  also  to  advance  on  to  this  ridge,  and  open 
fire,  and  Battery  I/C,  R.H.A.,  to  descend  with  an  escort  of  the  10th  Hussars  into 
the  Khyber  stream,  and  take  up  the  most  suitable  position  to  aid  in  silencing  the 
enemy's  guns.  The  place  of  the  latter  battery,  which,  after  making  its  way  down 
from  the  heights,  went  into  action  at  a  range  of  1,000  yards,  was  taken  by  the 
heavy  battery  and  E/3,  R.A.,  and  a  heavy  and  effective  fire  was  kept  up  on  the 
enemy’s  position  till  dusk. 

About  3.30  p.m.  the  troops  under  Sir  Sam.  Browne’s  immediate  command 
were  in  sharp  conflict  with  the  enemy’s  left,  which  was  strongly  posted  along  the 
face  of  a  precipitous  cliff,  against  which  no  further  advance  could  be  made.  In  the 
meantime  the  troops  under  Brigadier-General  Appleyard  had  reached  the  indicated 
spur,  and  about  4  p.m.  were  ordered  forward  to  attack  the  enemy’s  position  beyond 
it,  two  companies  of  the  27th  Native  Infantry  being  directed  to  hold  a  hill  to  the 
left,  to  prevent  the  flank  of  the  attacking  force  being  turned,  the  100  men  of  the 
14th  Sikhs  to  skirmish  in  advance,  the  four  remaining  companies  of  the  27th  Native 
Infantry  to  act  in  support  of  the  14th  Sikhs,  and  the  two  companies  of  the  81st 
Foot  to  remain  temporarily  in  reserve. 

Day  was  now  closing  in,  and  as  yet  there  was  no  evidence,  either  by  the  abate¬ 
ment  of  the  enemy’s  fire,  or  by  signs  of  confusion,  that  Macpherson’s  brigade  had 
accomplished  its  task,  and  carried  the  Rhotas  hill,  or  that  Tytler  had  worked  round 
so  as  to  threaten  the  communications.  Until  these  operations  were  effected,  it  would 
evidently  have  involved  a  useless  loss  of  life  for  the  3rd  and  4th  Brigades  to  press 
on  the  front  attack  up  to  the  fort.  The  order  to  cease  firing  was  therefore  given, 
word  being  sent  to  Brigadier-General  Appleyard  to  postpone  further  operations  till 
the  following  morning,  and  to  hold  during  the  night  the  ridge  under  cover  of  which 
he  had  effected  his  advance.  By  this  time,  however,  his  skirmishers  were  hotly 
engaged  with  the  enemy  behind  their  successive  lines  of  entrenchment,  and  before 
the  order  to  retire  could  be  carried  out,  Major  Birch  and  Lieut.  Fitzgerald  of  the 
27th  Native  Infantry  had  met  their  death  while  gallantly  leading  on  their  men, 
Captain  Maclean,  14th  Sikhs,  had  been  wounded,  and  many  other  casualties  in  the 
two  leading  detachments  had  taken  place. 

During  the  night  Sir  Sam.  Browne  decided  to  reinforce  General  Appleyard 
with  the  mountain  battery  and  some  infantry,  in  view  of  a  renewed  attack  on  the 
enemy’s  right  the  following  morning.  At  daybreak  on  the  22nd  it  was  noticed, 
however,  that  while  the  battery,  conformably  with  this  decision,  was  crossing  an 
exposed  portion  of  the  Khyber  stream,  it  failed  to  draw  the  enemy’s  fire ;  and  other 
indications  that  Ali  Musjicl  had  been  abandoned  by  the  Amir’s  troops  under  cover 
of  the  night  were  observed,  and  subsequently  verified. 

W  hile  the  3rd  and  4  th  Brigades  had  been  engaged  in  the  front  attack,  the  1st  ^

and  2nd  Brigades  were  encountering  almost  insuperable  difficulties  in  carrying  out 
the  flanking  operations  with  which  they  had  been  entrusted.  Tytler’s  column,  after 
a  most  laborious  march,  had  bivouacked  during  the  night  of  the  20th  at  a  broad  and 
sandy  part  of  the  bed  of  the  Khyber  stream,  called  Lashura,  and  from  thence  had 
made  its  way  up  a  precipitous  hill  to  a  spur  of  the  Tartara  mountains  known  as 
Panipat,  where  it  arrived,  utterly  exhausted,  at  1  p.m.  on  the  21st.  It  being  then 
found  impossible  for  the  whole  column  to  reach  Kata  Kushtia  that  night,  General 
Tytler  directed  the  Guides  and  the  1st  Sikhs,  under  Colonel  Jenkins,  to  press 
forward  in  advance  and  descend  into  the  Khyber  defiles,  the  European  battalion 
remaining  at  Panipat  to  bring  on  the  supplies,  which  were  being  convoyed  up 
by  Macpherson’s  brigade.  Starting  at  2.30  p.m.,  Colonel  Jenkins’  troops,  clamber¬ 
ing  with  hands  and  knees,  leaping  from  rock  to  rock,  and  sliding  down  water-worn 
declivities,  succeeded  by  great  efforts  in  reaching  Kata  Kushtia  at  dusk.  Hardly 
had  the  companies  been  placed  in  position  in  the  rocky  hills  overhanging  the  Pass 
before  a  body  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  appeared,  and  receiving  a  volley,  scattered 
and  fled.  After  a  brief  interval  they  were  followed  by  parties  of  infantry,  and 
these,  being  surrounded,  threw  down  their  arms,  and  were  taken  prisoners.  Early 
on  the  22  nd  General  Tytler  arrived  on  the  scene  with  the  17th  Foot,  in  time  to 
render  aid  in  taking  more  prisoners — the  total  capture  amounting  to  5  officers  and

Macpherson’s  column,  which  had  started  at  2  a.m.  on  the  21st,  followed  as  far 
as  Panipat  the  route  traversed  by  Tytler,  encountering  the  same  difficulties,  and 
being  further  impeded  by  the  duty  of  convoying  rations  for  the  advanced  biigade. 
From  Panipat  the  route  pursued  by  the  1st  Brigade  diverged  from  that  taken  by 
the  2nd,  and  thenceforward  the  advance  became  still  more  laborious.  W hen,  about 
noon  on  the  22nd,  the  position  on  the  Rhotas  mountains  was  at  length  reached  by 
the  exhausted  troops,  it  was  found  to  have  been  evacuated ;  and  it  being  ascer¬ 
tained,  on  examination,  that  there  was  no  track  leading  from  it  to  Ali  Musjid, 
General  Macpherson  was  compelled  to  retrace  his  steps  and  seek  the  Khyber  by 
the  Tor  Tong  defile,  through  which  part  of  the  column  passed  on  the  night  of  the 
22nd,  and  the  remainder  the  following  morning.  A  small  force  of  the  20th  Native 
Infantry,  under  Major  Gordon  of  that  regiment,  had  been  detached  from  the  biigade 
at  Tubai  while  en  route ,  and  coming  across  a  party  of  the  enemy  on  Rhotas,  had 
driven  them  before  them,  some  50  being  captured  by  a  few  men  under  Captain 

W.  H.  Meiklejohn  of  the  same  regiment.  . 

Though,  in  consequence  of  the  imperfect  nature  of  the  information  obtainable, 
the  distances  to  be  traversed  and  the  difficulties  to  be  overcome  by  the  1st  and  2nd 
Brio-ades  had  been  under-estimated,  the  movements  of  those  columns  being  observed 
by  the  enemy,  had  had  the  effect  relied  on,  causing  the  Amir’s  troops  to  commence 
the  retreat  which  Brigadier-General  Appleyard’s  attack  on  the  entrenchments  on 

the  British  left  materially  accelerated.  . 

The  strength  of  the  enemy — the  greater  number  of  whom,  finding  their  direct  line 
of  retreat  cut  &off,  had  fled  by  the  Pesh  Bolak  track,  which  lay  through  their  right 
entrenchments — was  ascertained  to  have  been,  in  cavalry,  200  men  ;  artillery,  24 
guns  •  infantry,  3,000  regulars  and  600  irregulars.  The  defensive  works  proved,  on 
examination,  to  be  most  skilfully  and  formidably  designed.  Had  they  been  manned 
by  a  sufficient  force,  and  had  measures  been  taken  to  counteract  flanking  move¬ 
ments,  the  position  would  have  been  almost  impregnable,  and  an  attack  in  tront 
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alone  could  only  have  been  successful  at  the  cost  of  an  immense  loss  of  life.  As  it 
was,  the  casualties  of  the  attacking  force  were  comparatively  light,  2  officers  and 
1  3  men  being  killed,  and  1  officer  and  34  men  being  wounded. 

After  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  Ali  Musjid,  the  bulk  of  the  Peshawar  Valley 
Force,  preceded  by  the  General  with  some  detachments  of  cavalry,  made  its  way 
leisurely  through  the  Khyber  Pass  to  Daka,  Brigadier-General  Appleyard  s 
brigade  being  detached  eu  route  to  hold  Landi  Khana.  d  he  advance  was  uncon¬ 
tested,  the  attitude  of  the  tribes  being  very  friendly,  and  several  of  the  headmen  of 
the  villages  coming  in  to  proffer  their  services.  At  Daka,  a  miserable  village  on  the 
southern  bank  of  the  Kabul  river,  situated  in  a  level  plain  surrounded  by  wild  and 
rocky  hills,  it  was  found  that  no  supplies  were  procurable  ;  so  all  carriage  had  to  be 
sent  back  to  Peshawar,  to  bring  up  such  as  were  to  be  obtained  at  the  base.  To 
relieve  the  immediate  pressure  on  the  commissariat  department,  a  portion  of  the 
force,  under  Brigadier-General  Macpherson,  was  moved  on  to  Basawal,  one  march 
in  advance. 

On  the  departure  of  the  main  body  of  the  division  from  Ali  Musjid,  the  camp 
had  been  left  in  charge  of  Brigadier-General  W.  B.  Browne’s  brigade,  on  which 
devolved  the  arduous  duty  of  holding  the  country  between  Shagai  and  Kata 
Kushtia,  a  tract  infested  with  Afridi  robbers  and  assassins.  In  this  portion  of  the 
P2ss  raids  on  convoys,  thefts  of  telegraph  wire,  and  similar  depredations,  were  of 
daily  and  nightly  occurrence,  these  offences  at  length  culminating,  about  8  p.m.  on 
the  27th  Nov.,  in  an  organized  attack  on  the  camp  and  the  outlying  picquets. 
After  an  hour’s  severe  fighting  the  attack  was  repelled ;  but  the  enemy  mustered 
in  such  force  that  they  subsequently  succeeded  in  closing  the  Khyber  Pass  for  two 
days.  Two  regiments  of  infantry  and  some  artillery,  under  Brigadier-General 
Appleyard,  were  despatched  from  Landi  Khana  to  Brigadier-General  Browne’s 
assistance  ;  and  with  the  help  of  this  reinforcement,  communication  with  Jamrud 
was  reopened.  No  further  organized  opposition  was  offered,  though  desultory 
firing  into  camp  at  night  was  continued. 

During  the  period  the  head-quarters  of  the  1st  Division  remained  at  Daka, 
numerous  reconnaissances  and  several  unopposed  expeditions  were  conducted  into 
the  surrounding  country,  one  of  the  latter  being  led  by  Major  Cavagnari,  the  chief 
Political  officer  with  the  Division,  against  the  Zaka  Khel,  a  section  of  the  Afridi 
tribe,  for  recently  committed  depredations  ;  another  being  led  by  General 
Macpherson  from  Basawal  to  Pesh  Bolak  in  pursuit  of  the  Amir’s  Master  of  Horse, 
who,  however,  succeeded  in  making  his  escape ;  and  a  third,  to  Chiari,  against  the 
Mirzan  Khel,  a  section  of  the  Shinwari  tribe,  who  had  cut  off  and  killed  four  native 
camp  followers.  In  each  case  punishment  was  inflicted  by  the  destruction  of  towers 
and  villages. 

In  the  second  week  in  December,  1878,  Sir  Sam.  Browne  received  orders  to 
push  on  to  Jalalabad — the  scene  of  General  Sale’s  stubborn  defence  in  the  winter  of 
1841-1842 — instead  of  returning  to  Peshawar,  as  had  been  originally  intended; 
and  after  being  detained  till  the  morning  of  the  1 7th  of  that  month,  for  want 
of  supplies,  the  Cavalry  Brigade,  the  1st  Infantry  Brigade,  and  a  portion  of  the  2nd 
Infantry  Brigade  commenced  their  march,  the  remainder  of  the  2nd  Brigade,  under 
General  Tytler,  being  left  en  route  at  Basawal.  Jalalabad  was  reached  on  the  20th 
idem,  no  opposition  being  encountered  ;  and  after  marching  through  the  town,  which, 
with  the  fort,  was  found  to  be  in  a  state  of  rapid  decay,  the  force  encamped  outside 
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the  walls.  It  was  now  ascertained  that  Shere  Ali,  panic-stricken  with  the  news  of 
the  reverses  which  had  been  sustained  by  his  arms  both  at  Ali  Musjid  and  on  the 
Kuram  line  of  invasion,  had  handed  over  the  Government  to  his  son,  Yakub  Khan, 
whom  he  had  released  from  prison  for  the  purpose,  and  had  quitted  Kabul  for 
Turkestan,  in  order,  as  he  asserted,  that  he  might  seek  Russian  protection,  and  lay 
his  case  for  consideration  before  a  congress  of  the  European  Powers. 

By  the  end  of  the  first  week  in  December,  the  2nd  or  Reserve  Division  of  the 
Peshawar  Valley  Force  was  moving  forward  from  Hassan  Abdal  to  Peshawar,  and 
General  Maude,  on  arrival,  took  over  the  command  of  the  troops  at  that  station  and 
in  the  Khyber  Pass.  A  redistribution  of  brigade  commands  was  also  made,  the 
4th  Brigade,  which  was  the  junior  one  of  the  1st  Division,  being  broken  up,  and  the 
regiments  composing  it  being  absorbed  into  Brigadier-General  Appleyard’s  brigade, 
which  returned  to  Landi  Khana.  General  Maude’s  division,  when  completed, 
included  a  Cavalry  Brigade,  consisting  of  the  9th  Lancers  and  the  10th  and  13th 
Bengal  Cavalry,  commanded  by  Brigadier-General  J.  E.  Michell,  C.B.  ;  a  1st 
Infantry  Brigade,  consisting  of  the  1st  Battalion  25th  Foot,  the  24th  Native 
Infantry,  and  the  Bhopal  Battalion,  commanded  by  Brigadier-General  H.  S.  Blyth  ; 
and  a  2nd  Infantry  Brigade,  consisting  of  the  1st  Battalion  5th  Foot,  the  2nd 
Goorkhas,  and  the  Mhairwara  Battalion,  commanded  by  Brigadier-General  Doran, 
together  with  three  batteries  of  Artillery  and  two  companies  of  Sappers. 

The  sections  of  the  Afridi  tribe  mainly  implicated  in  the  recent  attacks  on  the 
camp  at  Ali  Musjid,  and  in  the  perpetration  of  numerous  minor  raids  in  the  Khyber 
Pass,  were  the  Zaka  Khels  of  Bazar  and  Bara,  valleys  lying  to  the  south  of  the 
Pass,  and  separated  from  it  by  a  lofty  range  of  mountains.  The  almost  total 
immunity  from  punishment  which  these  predatory  clans  had  long  enjoyed  had 
served  to  encourage  them  in  the  belief  that  the  fastnesses  they  occupied  were 
practically  inaccessible  to  the  operations  of  regular  troops ;  and  the  necessity  for 
disabusing  them  of  this  conviction  became  every  day  more  apparent.  It  was 
accordingly  decided  to  send  out  an  expeditionary  force,  under  the  command  of 
General  Maude,  to  surround  their  stronghold,  and  effect,  by  means  of  a  surprise, 
the  capture  of  their  headmen  ;  and,  with  this  object  in  view,  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  simultaneous  advance  of  mutually  supporting  columns  from  Ali 
Musjid  and  Daka.  The  Ali  Musjid  column,  which  consisted  of  three  guns  D/A, 
R.H.A.,  troops  of  the  nth  and  13th  Bengal  Lancers,  300  of  all  ranks  of  the  1st 
Battalion  5th  Foot,  200  of  the  51st  Foot,  the  2nd  Goorkhas,  and  the  Mhairwara 
Battalion,  under  Brigadier-General  Doran,  and  was  accompanied  by  General  Maude, 
commenced  its  march  during  the  night  of  the  19th  Dec.,  and  making  its  way 
southwards  by  ill-defined  mountain  tracks,  bivouacked  near  the  village  of  Chura. 
The  following  day  the  column  pursued  its  course  along  the  bed  of  the  Chura 
river  without  meeting  with  any  hostile  demonstration  other  than  an  occasional  shot 
from  the  hills,  the  heights  on  both  sides  being  crowned  with  flanking  parties,  and 
frequent  reconnaissances  being  pushed  forward.  Wallai,  the  first  of  the  Bazar 
villages,  was  reached  about  noon,  but  was  found  to  be  deserted  :  here  the  force 
remained  for  the  rest  of  the  day,  and  bivouacked  for  the  night.  At  9  a.m.  on 
the  2 1  st,  the  troops  were  paraded,  it  having  been  decided  that  if  certain  terms 
which  had  been  offered  to  the  people  of  the  district  by  Captain  Tucker,  the  political 
officer  accompanying  the  force,  were  not  by  that  time  complied  with,  the  work  of 
destroying  their  villages  and  towers  should  be  commenced.  Exactly  at  that  hour

Brigadier-General  Tytler,  the  officer  in  command  of  the  co-operating  column  from 
Daka,  arrived  upon  the  scene,  and  by  his  opportune  appearance  excited  in  no  small 
degree  the  admiration  of  a  number  of  headmen  of  the  friendly  Malikdin  Khel,  who 
had  accompanied  General  Maude  from  Chura.  His  column,  consisting  of  two  guns 
1 1/9,  R.A.,  300  of  all  ranks  of  the  1st  Battalion  17th  Foot,  a  company  of  Sappers, 
263  of  the  27th  Native  Infantry,  and  1 14  of  the  45th  Sikhs,  had  started  from  Daka, 
in  successive  sections,  on  the  19th  Dec.,  and  about  4  p.m.  on  the  following  day, 
after  protracted  marches  over  very  mountainous  country,  had  reached  a  cave 
village  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  Bazar  plain.  Halts  had  been  made  en  route  at  the 
villages  of  Chunar  and  Sitsobi,  the  headmen  of  which  had  proffered  their  submission, 
and  had  been  made  use  of  as  guides.  During  the  night  of  the  20th  the  column  had 
bivouacked  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  plain,  and  shortly  after  daybreak  on  the  21st, 
the  cave  village,  which,  like  Wallai,  was  found  to  have  been  deserted,  together  with 
two  others  in  its  neighbourhood,  had  been  destroyed.  General  Tytler  was  now 
directed  to  move  on  Nekai,  another  village,  and  after  burning  it  to  return  to  Daka. 
Chinar,  Halwai,  and  every  other  village  of  any  importance  in  the  Valley  were  then 
visited  by  Doran’s  column,  and  their  towers  razed  to  the  ground.  From  each  and 
all  of  these  the  enemy  had  escaped  with  their  cattle  and  other  moveable  property. 

After  firing  Nekai,  on  the  21st,  Brigadier-General  Tytler  found  that  it  was  too 
late  to  reach  the  Sitsobi  Pass  before  dark ;  but  learning  that  there  was  water  and  a 
camping  ground  some  few  miles  off  in  the  Tubai  Pass,  another  defile  by  which  Daka 
could  be  reached,  he  resolved  to  pass  the  night  there,  and  proceed  by  the  new  route 
next  day.  On  nearing  the  camping  ground,  it  became  evident  that  the  enemy  were 
gathering  in  the  neighbourhood ;  and  the  rear-guard,  coming  up  the  valley,  was 
sharply  attacked,  one  man  of  the  17th  Foot  being  wounded.  During  the  night  the 
column  was  undisturbed,  and  the  following  morning,  at  8.30  a.m.,  it  moved  on  its 
way,  the  usual  order  of  march,  in  view  of  the  notorious  predilection  of  the  Afridis 
for  attaking  the  baggage-guard,  being  varied,  each  corps  carrying  its  own  baggage, 
the  Artillery  and  Sappers,  being  most  encumbered,  following  close  behind  the 
advance-guard,  and  a  strong  rear-guard  being  told  off  to  resist  pressure  from  behind. 
The  heights  on  the  right  of  the  Pass  were  occupied  by  flanking  parties  of  the  45th 
Sikhs,  under  Lieut.  McRae,  and  two  companies  of  the  27th  Native  Infantry,  under 
Captain  Cook,  were  sent  forward  to  secure  the  highest  point  of  the  road,  which  was 
both  steep  and  tortuous.  The  main  body  of  the  column  had  hardly  started  when  a 
brisk  fire  was  opened  upon  it  from  a  high  hill  to  the  left.  Captain  Cook,  who  had 
by  this  time  gained  the  crest  of  the  Pass,  directed  Lieut.  Leach,  R.E.,  with  a  half¬ 
company  of  Sappers,  together  with  a  party  of  the  27th  Native  Infantry,  under  Lieut. 
Williams,  to  take  the  summit  of  the  hill,  an  order  which  was  rapidly  and  effectively 
carried  out.  General  Tytler  and  his  staff  remained  with  the  rear  of  the  column  to 
superintend  the  advance,  and  did  not  reach  the  top  of  the  Pass  till  9.45  a.m.  Before 
this  time  the  rear-guard,  consisting  of  a  company  of  the  27th  Native  Infantry,  under 
Captain  Lonsdale,  17th  Foot,  had  become  hotly  engaged,  and  was  now  reinforced  by 
a  company  of  the  17th  Foot,  under  Captain  Gamble,  which,  at  the  commencement 
of  the  march,  had  been  sent  forward  to  clear  the  hills.  Captain  Lonsdale  was  at 
this  time  directed  to  hold  the  crest  of  the  Pass  with  two  companies  27th  Native 
Infantry  and  one  company  of  his  own  regiment  until  the  flanking  parties  should  be 
withdrawn,  and  then  to  follow  the  remainder  of  the  troops.  The  whole  column, 
during  its  progress,  was  more  or  less  molested  ;  and  near  the  termination  of  the 
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Pass  a  number  of  the  enemy,  who  had  concealed  themselves  in  a  deep  gorge,  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  killing  two  men  and  wounding  a  third.  From  this  position  the  enemy 
were  dislodged  by  a  half-company  of  the  17th  Foot,  under  Lieut.  Creed,  and  the 
gorge  was  held  by  a  force  of  30  Sikhs  under  Captain  Rogers,  4th  Goorkhas,  during 
the^egress  of  the  rear-guard,  which  had  been  engaged  in  a  continuous  skirmish  from 
the  top  of  the  Pass.  After  open  country  was  gained,  all  opposition  ceased,  and  the 
column  continued  its  advance.  Daka  was  eventually  reached  about  11.30  p.m.  the 
same  day,  after  a  very  trying  march  of  fifteen  hours’  duration,  during  the  greater 
number  of  which  the  troops  had  been  more  or  less  under  fire.  The  casualties  of 
the  column  during  the  day’s  fighting  were,  2  men  killed  and  7  wounded.  Brigadier- 
General  Doran’s  column  also  reached  its  point  of  departure,  Ali  Musjid,  on  the 


22nd  Dec.  .  .  .  , 

In  consequence  of  the  information  which  the  enemy  had  gained  of  the  intended 

attack,  enabling  them  to  escape  with  their  cattle  and  other  moveable  goods,  the 
expedition  was  to  some  extent  a  failure;  and  notwithstanding  that  a  certain  amount 
of  punishment  had  been  inflicted  on  them  by  the  destruction  of  their  huts  and 
towers,  and  the  fallacy  of  their  belief  in  the  inaccessibility  of  their  mountain  fast¬ 
nesses  had  been  clearly  demonstrated,  they  continued  to  give  considerable  tiouble 

after  the  return  of  the  expeditionary  force  to  the  Khyber  Pass.  .  . 

For  some  time  after  the  arrival  of  the  head-quarters  of  the  1st  Division  at 
Jalalabad,  the  troops  were  actively  employed  in  improving  the  sanitary  condition  01 
the  place,  in  erecting  a  new  fort,  with  barracks  and  store  accommodation,  and.  in 
spanning  the  Kabul  river  with  a  bridge  capable  of  bearing  field  artillery.  During 
the  same  period  the  road  through  the  Khyber  Pass  was  being  brought  into  excellent 
condition  by  General  Maude’s  division,  while  camps  for  winter  quarters  were  being 
formed,  and  hospitals  and  supply  depots  established  along  the  whole  line  of. com¬ 
munications.  By  both  divisions  numerous  reconnaissances  were  conducted  into  a 
wide  extent  of  surrounding  country,  and  from  time  to  time  various  expeditions  were 
despatched  to  break  up  hostile  gatherings,  and  inflict  punishment  on  refractory,  tri  3es. 

On  the  1  st  Jan.,  1879,  an  imposing  durbar  was  held  at  Jalalabad  by  bir  bam. 
Browne,  which  was  attended  by  most  of  the  local  Khans  and  other  influential  men 
of  the  neighbourhood.  Major  Cavagnari,  addressing  them,  commented  on  recent 
events  as  manifesting  the  strength  of  the  British  Government  and  the  failure  of  e 
Amir’s  resistance,  and  at  the  same  time  assured  them  that  the  Government  had  no 
quarrel  with  the  people  of  Afghanistan.  The  principal  Khan  expressed  his  con¬ 
tentment  with  the  change  of  authority,  and  the  services  of  all  were  freely  proffered. 

A  number  of  murders  and  robberies  having  been  committed  by  a  section  oi  the 
Mohmand  tribe  in  Kama,  a  district  on  the  north  side  of  the  Kabul  ,  river,  under  the 
rule  of  a  well-affected  chief,  a  force  under  Brigadier-General  Jenkins  consisting  of 
30  of  the  Guide  Cavalry,  under  Captain  Battye,  250  of  the  Guide  Infantry,  under 
Major  Campbell,  and  two  guns  of  the  Mountain  Battery,  under  Captain  de  Lautour, 
was  sent  out  from  Jalalabad  before  daybreak  on  the  nth  Jan.,  with  the  object  o 
surprising  the  fort  of  Shergash,  a  village  in  which,  it  was  believed,  the  marauders 
were  being  sheltered.  The  expedition  was  accompanied  by  Major  Cavagnari,  and 
guided  by  Khalik  Khan,  the  chief  of  Besud.  After  fording  the  Kabul  and  Kunar 
rivers,  and  marching  some  ten  miles,  the  force  reached  Shergash  about  1 1  a.m  and 
the  headmen  of  the  village,  finding  their  retreat  cut  off,  came  out  and  surrendered 
While  they  were  being  secured,  a  band  of  ninety  Mohmands  emerged  from  a  small 
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fort  hard  by,  and  made  off  rapidly  for  the  hills.  Though  they  were  too  far  off  to 
be  intercepted,  Captain  de  Lautour  was  able  to  throw  two  or  three  well-directed 
shells  into  their  midst  after  they  had  gained  the  heights,  killing  three  and  wounding 
one.  The  column  then  moved  on  to  a  large  village  called  Serai,  and  after  passing 
the  night  there,  made  its  way  back  by  the  ford  of  the  river  opposite  Ali  Boghan, 
the  men  suffering  keenly  from  the  icy  coldness  of  the  water,  which  rendered  several 
of  them  quite  insensible.  The  object  of  the  expedition  was  successfully  attained,  its 
good  effects  becoming  immediately  manifest.  A  party  of  25  sabres  of  the  10th 
Hussars  and  100  rifles  of  the  20th  Native  Infantry  were  sent  out  beyond  Ali  Boghan 
as  a  support,  but  their  help  was  not  needed. 

The  road  between  Ali  Musjid  and  Jamrud  having  been  on  one  occasion 
temporarily  closed  by  the  Afridis,  and  the  attacks  on  outposts  and  picquets,  the 
raiding  on  convoys,  and  the  cutting  up  of  camp  followers  in  the  Khyber  Pass  being 
carried  on  with  unabated  vigour,  it  was  considered  that  a  salutary  effect  might  be 
produced  by  despatching  a  second  expeditionary  force  under  General  Maude  to 
temporarily  occupy  the  Bazar  Valley,  and  visit  in  rotation  a  number  of  villages  in 
which  both  thieves  and  stolen  property  were  known  to  have  been  harboured.  With 
this  object  in  view,  arrangements  were  made  for  sending  out,  towards  the  latter  end 
of  January,  three  columns,  one  from  Jamrud,  one  from  Ali  Musjid,  and  one  from 
Basawal,  the  two  former,  after  effecting  a  junction,  to  join  the  latter  at  the  head  of 
the  Bazar  Valley  ;  and  it  being  considered  desirable  that  a  more  accurate  topograph¬ 
ical  knowledge  of  the  district  should  be  obtained,  two  surveying  parties  were 
detailed  to  accompany  the  expedition.  The  Jamrud  Column,  consisting  of  two  guns 
D/A,  R.H.A.,  two  guns  11/9,  R.A.,  313  of  all  ranks  of  the  5th  Fusiliers,  316  of  the 
25th  Foot,  145  of  the  13th  Bengal  Lancers,  356  of  the  24th  Native  Infantry,  and 
55  of  the  Madras  Sappers,  under  Brigadier-General  Blyth,  and  the  Ali  Musjid 
Column,  consisting  of  two  guns  1 1/9,  R.A.,  213  of  all  ranks  of  the  51st  Foot,  312 
of  the  2nd  Goorkhas,  320  of  the  Mhairwara  Battalion,  31  Sappers,  and  (from  Landi 
Kotal)  31  of  the  6th  Native  Infantry,  under  Brigadier-General  Appleyard,  marched 
from  their  respective  points  of  departure  on  the  25th  Jan.,  and  after  destroying  the 
towers  of  various  villages,  effected  a  junction,  on  the  26th,  at  Burj.  From  that 
place,  the  towers  of  which  were  likewise  blown  up,  an  advance  was  made  to  the 
Bazar  Valley,  the  enemy  attacking  the  tail  of  a  detached  portion  of  the  Jamrud 
Column  en  7'07ite,  but  being  repelled  by  two  companies  of  the  2nd  Goorkhas  march¬ 
ing  in  the  extreme  rear,  ably  handled  by  Major  Battye  of  that  regiment.  During 
the  night  of  the  26th  there  was  considerable  firing  upon  the  picquets,  one  private 
of  the  25th  Foot  being  killed,  and  two  wounded.  At  daybreak  on  the  27th  300 
men  under  Colonel  Ruddell,  25th  Foot,  were  sent  by  General  Maude  to  scour  the 
Chinar  hill,  and  a  detachment  of  cavalry  under  Lt. -Colonel  Low,  13th  Bengal 
Lancers,  to  cut  off  the  retreat  of  the  enemy,  seven  or  eight  of  whom  were  killed. 
The  same  afternoon  the  Basawal  Column,  consisting  of  two  guns  1 1/9,  R.A.,  413 
of  all  ranks  of  the  17th  Foot,  210  of  the  4th  Battalion  Rifle  Brigade,  32  of  the 
Guide  Cavalry,  43  Sappers,  201  of  the  4th  Goorkhas,  104  of  the  27th  Native 

Infantry,  and  257  of  the  45th  Sikhs,  under  Brigadier-General  Tytler,  arrived  in 
camp. 

On  the  28th  Jan.  General  Maude  proceeded  to  make  a  personal  reconnaissance 
of  the  Bokhar  Pass,  leading  towards  Bara,  the  movement  being  covered  by  a  force 
of  1,000  men,  with  two  guns  of  the  Mountain  Battery,  under  Brigadier-General 
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Tytler.  On  the  arrival  of  this  force  opposite  Halwai,  two  miles  from  camp,  the 
Afridis  opened  fire  from  a  hill  opposite  that  village  ;  and  from  there  to  within  1,100 
yards  of  the  top  of  the  Bokhar  Pass,  every  hill-top  was  contested.  By  the  judicious 
advance  of  Brigadier-General  Tytler,  the  enemy  was  forced  to  abandon  each 
successive  position ;  and  after  observations  had  been  taken,  the  force  returned  to 
camp,  the  retirement  being  carried  out  in  the  same  careful  manner  as  the  advance. 
The  British  loss  on  this  occasion  was,  1  man  killed,  and  1  officer  and  3  men 
wounded,  that  of  the  enemy  being  allowed  to  have  been  15  killed.  On  the  same 
day  a  detachment  under  Captain  Atkins,  6th  Native  Infantry,  while  taking  back 
camels  to  Ali  Musjid  for  supplies,  was  attacked  near  the  Prang  Darah  heights  ;  but 
owing  to  the  able  dispositions  of  the  officer  in  command,  not  a  man  or  animal  was 
touched,  while  four  of  the  enemy  were  seen  to  fall.  On  the  29th,  450  men  under 
Colonel  Thompson,  6th  Nativd*Infantry,  were  detached  by  General  Maude  to  blow 
up  the  towers  of  Halwai,  where  fire  had  been  first  opened  on  the  reconnoitring 
force  the  previous  day.  The  enemy  showed  in  great  force ;  and  on  the  return  of 
Colonel  Thompson  through  the  low  hills  to  the  south  of  the  camp,  after  effecting 
the  object  of  his  advance,  their  numbers  became  largely  augmented.  A  sharp 
skirmish  ensued,  1  man  of  Colonel  Thompson’s  force  being  killed,  and  5  wounded, 
while  a  loss  estimated  at  20  killed  was  inflicted  on  the  enemy.  On  the  same  day 
Lt.-Colonel  Low,  13th  Bengal  Lancers,  while  reconnoitring  towards  the  Sasobai 
Pass,  also  found  the  enemy  occupying  the  hills  in  great  force. 

The  duration  of  the  expedition  had  been  strictly  limited  by  the  military 
authorities  to  ten  days,  of  which  six  had  already  elapsed  :  and  it  was  now  rapidly 
becoming  evident  that  the  hostility  of  many  other  sections  of  the  Afridi  tribe 
besides  the  Zaka  Khel  was  being  aroused.  Bearing  in  mind  that  war  had  been 
declared  not  against  the  people  of  Afghanistan,  but  against  the  Amir  and  his  troops, 
and  finding  that,  by  forcing  his  way  to  Bara  in  the  face  of  the  determined  opposition 
he  was  likely  to  meet  with,  the  commencement  of  an  Afridi  war  was  almost 
certain  to  develope  itself,  General  Maude  directed  Captain  Tucker,  the  political 
officer  accompanying  the  force,  to  endeavour  to  break  up  the  hostile  combination, 
and  at  the  same  time  applied  for  further  instructions  as  to  the  course  which,  under 
the  circumstances,  he  was  to  pursue.  On  the  31st,  whilst  negotiations  were 
proceeding,  an  additional  complication  arose  from  the  receipt  of  a  telegram  from  Sir 
Sam.  Browne  calling  for  the  return  of  Tytler’s  column  in  view  of  a  threatened  attack 
by  Mohmands  and  Bajwaris  on  Jalalabad  and  Daka.  Just  at  this  time  it  fortunately 
transpired,  however,  that  the  enemy  had  suffered  severely  in  the  skirmishes  of  the 
last  few  days,  and  that,  in  consequence  of  the  protracted  occupation  of  the  Valley, 
they  were  well  disposed  to  accede  to  reasonable  conditions.  A  deputation  from  all 
the  sections  of  the  Bara  Zaka  Khel  was  received  in  camp  ;  the  restitution  of  a 
number  of  stolen  camels  was  accepted  as  an  earnest  of  future  good  behaviour ;  and 
terms  which  were  considered  satisfactory  were  rapidly  arranged.  The  columns 
were  thus  enabled  to  leave  the  Valley  on  the  3rd  Feb.,  Brigadier-General  Tytler’s 
proceeding  by  the  Sitsobi  Pass  to  Daka,  and  Brigadier-Generals  Blyth  and  Apple- 
yard’s  by  Chura  to  Ali  Musjid  and  Jamrud  respectively,  each  reaching  its  original 
point  of  departure  the  following  day. 

The  threat  of  an  attack  on  Jalalabad  and  Daka,  which  had  prompted  the  recall 
of  Brigadier-General  Tytler’s  column,  was  not  carried  into  effect,  the  hostile  attitude 
of  a  force  of  some  8,000  Mohmands,  Bajwaris,  and  Utman  Khels,  who  had 
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assembled  on  the  north  side  of  the  Kabul  river  opposite  Chardeh,  in  the  territory 
of  a  Chief  under  British  protection,  resulting  merely  in  a  raid  on  a  cluster  of  villages 
in  Kama,  which  were  partly  destroyed.  On  the  7th  Feb.,  the  day  after  the 
perpetration  of  this  outrage,  a  force  under  Brigadier-General  Macpherson,  consisting 
of  detachments  of  the  Rifle  Brigade,  20th  Native  Infantry,  4th  Goorkhas,  and 
1  st  Sikhs,  with  a  mountain  battery,  a  troop  of  the  10th  Hussars,  and  a  squadron  of 
the  nth  Bengal  Lancers,  crossed  the  Kabul  river  by  the  bridge  at  Jalalabad  with 
the  object  of  breaking  up  the  hostile  combination,  a  force  under  Brigadier-General 
Tytler,  consisting  of  300  rifles  17th  Foot,  two  mountain  guns,  and  a  squadron  of 
Guide  Cavalry  being  detailed  to  co-operate  from  Basawal.  After  making  his  way 
for  some  distance  eastwards,  and  fording  the  Kunar  river,  in  the  passage  of  which 
he  lost  three  camp  followers,  General  Macpherson  found  the  enemy  had  already 
retreated  to  the  hills ;  but  succeeding  in  coming  within  long  range  of  them,  he 
dispersed  a  few  scattered  parties  by  Artillery  fire.  In  the  meantime  General 
Tytler  had  moved  to  Chardeh,  and  endeavoured  to  cross  the  Kabul  river  at  a 
neighbouring  ford  ;  but  finding  the  water  near  the  northern  shore  of  the  river  too 
deep  for  the  passage  of  his  infantry  and  guns,  he  had  drawn  up  the  bulk  of  his 
force  on  an  island,  with  the  intention  of  enfilading  any  of  the  enemy  who  might 
be  driven  past  by  the  Guide  Cavalry,  which,  under  Major  Battye,  succeeded  in 
reaching  the  opposite  bank.  By  a  reconnaissance  which  was  made  by  this  squadron 
to  the  foot  of  a  range  of  hills  three  miles  north  of  the  river,  it  was  ascertained, 
however,  that  the  district  had  been  evacuated.  The  two  columns  shortly  after¬ 
wards  retraced  their  steps,  and  within  a  few  days  all  excitement  in  the  district 
had  subsided. 

In  consequence  of  the  attitude  taken  up  by  the  Sirdar  Azmatallah  Khan  of 
Lughman,  who,  influenced  by  the  intrigues  of  Yakub  Khan,  had  steadily  refused 
to  tender  his  submission,  and  had  carried  his  hostility  to  the  extent  of  incarcerating 
two  brothers  of  the  native  Governor  of  Jalalabad,  it  was  decided  to  despatch  an 
expedition  into  his  territory,  to  overawe  the  inhabitants,  and  take  measures  for 
obtaining  the  release  of  the  prisoners.  With  this  object  in  view,  a  force  under 
Brigadier-General  Jenkins,  consisting  of  a  troop  of  the  10th  Hussars,  a  squadron 
of  the  Guide  Cavalry,  two  guns  of  the  Mountain  Battery,  200  of  the  Rifle  Brigade, 
250  of  the  Guide  Infantry,  and  250  of  the  1st  Sikhs,  accompanied  by  Major 
Cavagnari,  marched  from  Jalalabad  at  daybreak  on  the  22nd  Feb.,  with  four  days’ 
supplies,  and  making  its  way  across  the  Lughman  river  on  the  23rd,  continued 
its  advance  up  a  fertile  and  populous  valley  to  the  confluence  of  the  Alingar  and 
Alishang  rivers,  opposite  Tingari.  The  expedition  was  most  successful,  not  a  shot 
being  fired,  and  most  of  the  headmen  tendering  their  submission.  After  hostages 
for  the  release  of  the  imprisoned  Sirdars  were  taken,  the  column  returned  on 
the  25th. 

On  the  28th  Feb.  a  letter  arrived  at  Jalalabad  from  Yakub  Khan,  couched  in 
friendly  terms,  and  conveying  the  important  announcement  that  his  father,  Shere 
Ali,  who,  it  was  known,  had  for  some  time  been  suffering  from  a  mortal  malady, 
had  died  on  the  21st  of  that  month  at  a  place  called  Mazar-i-Sharif,  near  Balkh,  in 
Turkestan. 

In  view  of  the  unsettled  condition  of  political  affairs,  orders  were  now  issued 
for  a  forward  concentration  of  the  1st  Division  at  Jalalabad,  and  for  the  2nd 
Division  to  move  up  and  occupy  the  positions  vacated  by  Sir  Sam.  Browne’s  troops 
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as  far  westward  as  Daka.  This  forward  concentration  was  completed  on  the  28th 
of  March.  By  that  date  nine  months’  supplies  had  been  accumulated  between  Daka 
and  Jalalabad,  ammunition  was  abundant,  the  transport  service,  though  the  mortality 
amongst  the  camels  was  excessive,  was  in  fair  working  order,  and  preparations 
generally  had  been  made  to  meet  the  contingent  necessity  for  a  further  advance. 

Meanwhile,  on  the  28th  Feb.,  an  attack  had  been  made  by  a  large  number  of 
Afridis  on  a  party  of  twenty  men  of  the  4th  Native  Infantry  under  Mr.  Scott,  of  the 
Survey  Department,  who  was  collecting  topographical  data  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Michni.  Mr.  Scott  eventually  succeeded  in  fighting  his  way  through  his  assailants, 
almost  forfeiting  his  life,  while  doing  so,  in  a  most  heroic  attempt  to  save  one  of  his 
sepoys,  who  was  wounded,  from  falling  into  their  hands.  A  few  weeks  afterwards, 
on  the  17th  of  March,  a  similar  attack  was  made  by  a  force  of  200  Shinwaris  on 
Captain  Leach,  R.E.,  while  carrying  on  surveying  operations  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Maidanak,  near  Jalalabad,  with  an  escort  of  30  sabres  of  the  Guide  Cavalry, 
under  Lieut.  Hamilton,  and  40  rifles  of  the  45th  Sikhs,  under  Lieut.  Barclay.  The 
onslaught  was  very  successfully  repelled,  a  loss  of  9  killed  and  6  wounded  being 
inflicted  on  the  enemy.  Of  the  Survey  party,  Captain  Leach — who  for  his  gallant 
behaviour  on  the  occasion  was  decorated  with  the  Victoria  Cross — was  severely 
wounded,  Lieut.  Barclay  was  shot  through  the  lungs,  and  died  shortly  afterwards, 
and  one  native  officer  was  killed.  To  obtain  satisfaction  for  this  attack,  a  force 
under  Brigadier-General  Tytler,  consisting  of  100  of  the  Guide  Cavalry  and  11th 
Bengal  Lancers,  500  of  the  17th  Foot,  4th  Goorkhas,  27th  Native  Infantry,  and 
45thT Native  Infantry,  four  mountain  guns,  and  100  Sappers,  marched  from  Barikab 
at  midnight  on  the  21st  towards  Ghilzai,  and  being  there  joined  by  a  force  under 
Lieut. -Colonel  Ball  Acton,  51st  Foot,  consisting  of  30  of  the  nth  Bengal  Cavalry, 
100  of  the  17th  Foot,  and  300  of  the  51st  Foot,  advanced  up  the  valley  towards 
Maidanak  and  Girdi  Kas.  The  objects  of  the  expedition  were  accomplished  without 
bloodshed,  the  Shinwaris,  who  assembled  to  the  number  of  2,000,  accepting  General 
Tytler’s  terms,  which  were,  that  the  interrupted  survey  should  be  carried,  out  on 
the  spot,  that  a  fine  of  1,500  rupees  should  be  paid,  and  twelve  hostages  given  for 
its  liquidation,  and  that  seven  of  the  towers  in  the  valley  should  be  destroyed.  In 
the  meantime,  on  the  18th  March,  the  day  following  the  attack  on  Captain  Leach 
and  his  escort  near  Maidanak,  a  detachment  of  the  27th  Native  Infantry  under 
Jemadar  Gunesha,  which  was  protecting  some  camels  and  mules  sent  out.  to  bring 
in  supplies,  had  been  attacked  by  another  section  of  the  tribe,  the  Shinwaris  of  Deh 
Sarak.  The  Jemadar  covered  the  retirement  of  his  convoy  without  loss,  killing  one 
and  wounding  two  of  the  enemy.  The  duty  of  inflicting  punishment. on  the  villages 
which  had  furnished  the  attacking  party  was  again  entrusted  to  Brigadier-General 
Tytler,  who,  with  a  force  consisting  of  two  guns,  1 1/9*  R.A.,  90  sabres  1  ith  Bengal 
Cavalry,  60  sabres  13th  Bengal  Cavalry,  150  rifles  5th  Fusiliers,  250  of  the  17th 
Foot,  50  of  the  27th  Native  Infantry,  and  50  of  the  2nd  Goorkhas,  started  at  .1  a.m. 
on  the  24th  of  March  from  Basawal.  The  march  was  tedious  ;  and  day  beginning 
to  break  before  the  column  had  reached  its  destination,  General  Tytler  trotted  for¬ 
ward  with  the  cavalry  in  order  to  prevent  the  escape  of  the  enemy  from  a  large 
fortified  villao-e  called  Mausam,  which  was  situated  on  high  ground  sloping  down  to 
the  Pesh  Bolak  plain,  and  was  found  to  be  protected  by  deep  nullahs  on  either  side. 
At  the  bottom  of  this  slope,  about  half  a  mile  distant  from  Mausam,  were  three 
smaller  villages  ;  and  near  these  the  cavalry  were  halted.  The  people  of  Mausam, 
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who  had  by  this  time  become  cognizant  of  their  proximity,  were  now  seen  to  crowd 
the  walls  of  the  village  and  occupy  the  ground  in  front,  while  others  were  observed 
collecting  in  one  of  the  nullahs,  to  General  Tytler’s  right,  and  on  a  level  plateau 
beyond  it ;  and  from  each  of  these  positions,  as  also  from  the  most  distant  of  the 
three  smaller  villages,  which  were  situated  on  the  British  right  rear,  a  heavy  fire 
was  almost  immediately  opened.  General  Tytler  dismounted  a  portion  of  his 
cavalry,  and  extended  them  to  reply  to  this  fire,  and  for  about  half-an-hour  held  his 
position  against  increasing  numbers  of  the  enemy,  who  were  gradually  pushing 
closer.  The  infantry,  meantime,  hurried  up  at  the  double  with  the  guns ;  and  as 
the  leading  companies  arrived,  they  took  the  place  of  the  cavalry  skirmishers.  The 
guns  were  now  ordered  to  shell  the  village  of  Mausam,  and  the  infantry  to  advance 
in  skirmishing  order,  the  cavalry,  under  Captain  Thompson,  13th  Bengal  Lancers, 
being  at  the  same  time  directed  to  cross  the  nullah  to  the  right  to  prevent  a  flank 
attack,  and  to  charge  the  enemy  in  the  event  of  a  favourable  opportunity  presenting 
itself.  These  movements  met  with  the  most  complete  success.  The  enemy  holding 
Mausam  were  overwhelmed  by  the  fire  of  the  artillery  and  the  skirmishers,  and 
abandoned  the  village,  which  was  taken  by  the  infantry  with  a  rush,  while  those  on 
the  plateau  across  the  nullah,  occupied  with  the  attack  of  the  infantry,  did  not 
observe  the  approach  of  the  cavalry  till  too  late.  Captain  Thompson,  as  soon  as  he 
came  in  sight  of  them,  ordered  the  charge,  and  rushed  upon  them  with  a  line  of  100 
lances.  The  enemy,  numbering  about  300,  met  the  onslaught  with  a  volley  at  close 
range,  which  emptied  two  saddles ;  but  in  a  moment  more  the  whole  of  them  were 
dispersed,  pursued  by  the  Lancers,  and  from  50  to  60  were  left  dead  on  the  plain. 
The  enemy  now  retreated  in  every  direction,  and  General  Tytler  occupied  a  position 
in  advance  of  Mausam,  seizing  two  other  villages  a  few  hundred  yards  to  the  left, 
and  sending  infantry  picquets  to  hold  the  high  ground  on  either  side  beyond  the 
nullahs.  After  a  number  of  towers  had  been  blown  up,  and  the  villages  given  to 
the  flames,  a  leisurely  retirement  was  commenced  by  alternate  lines  of  skirmishers, 
halts  being  occasionally  made  to  open  Are  with  the  guns  against  large  masses  of  the 
enemy,  over  3,000  of  whom  had  again  collected,  and  who  began  to  press  on  the  rear 
of  the  column  and  on  either  flank,  sometimes  approaching  to  within  eighty  or  a 
hundred  yards  of  the  skirmishers,  and  making  demonstrations  of  attacking  sword  in 
hand.  I  heir  shooting  was,  fortunately,  very  wild,  and  their  efforts  to  charge,  per¬ 
fectly  futile ;  for  whenever  they  exposed  themselves,  which  they  freely  did,  the 
deadly  Are  which  was  poured  into  them  by  the  infantry  caused  them  to  recoil. 
After  open  country  was  reached,  the  retirement  was  covered  by  the  cavalry  in 
alternate  squadrons,  and  the  force  ultimately  made  its  way  back  to  camp.  In  this 
admirably  managed  affair  only  2  men  of  General  Tytler’s  force  were  killed,  and  12 
wounded,  while  the  loss  suffered  by  the  enemy  was  upwards  of  160  in  killed  alone. 

During  the  next  few  days  numerous  small  raids  continued  to  be  made  by  the 
tribesmen  along  the  line  of  communications,  while  disturbances  in  the  contiguous 
districts  supposed  to  be  the  result  of  the  intrigues  of  emissaries  from  Kabul — were 
from  time  to  time  reported.  At  the  latter  end  of  March  a  second  expedition  to  the 
Lughman  Valley  was  organized  with  the  object  of  effecting  the  capture  of  the 
refiactory  chief  Azmatallah  Khan,  who  was  believed  to  be  inciting  the  inhabitants 
^  ^  ^lstr^ct  t0  rise.  With  this  purpose  in  view  a  force  under  Brigadier-General 
Macpherson,  consisting  of  300  of  all  arms  of  the  Rifle  Brigade,  300  of  the  20th 
Aative  Infantry,  300  of  the  4th  Goorkhas,  and  four  guns  of  the  Hazara  Mountain 
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Battery,  marched  from  Jalalabad  at  9  a.m.  on  the  30th  of  that  month,  a  force  of 
cavalry  under  Lieut. -Colonel  Wood,  10th  Hussars,  being  detailed  to  co-operate  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Kabul  river.  After  crossing  the  Siah  Koh  range  of  mountains, 
General  Macpherson  ascertained  that  Azmatallah  had  made  good  his  escape;  so 
the  column  retraced  its  steps.  In  the  meantime  the  co-operating  force  under 
Lieut. -Colonel  Wood,  consisting  of  a  squadron  of  the  10th  Hussars  and  a  squadron 
of  the  11th  Bengal  Lancers,  had  quitted  Jalalabad,  marching  down  at  10  p.m.  on 
the  31st  to  the  Kala-i-Sakh  ford  of  the  Kabul  river,  distant  about  a  mile  from  camp. 
The  stream  was  here  divided  by  a  large  island,  beyond  which  flowed  the  main  channel, 
between  two  and  three  hundred  feet  broad.  Descending  into  the  water  by  the 
light  of  the  moon,  the  Lancers,  headed  by  Col.  Wood,  were  followed  by  the 
mules  carrying  their  supplies,  the  immediate  rear  being  brought  up  by  the  10th 
Hussars.  The  Lancers,  with  the  baggage  animals,  reached  the  northern  shore  of 
the  river  in  safety,  but  owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  light  and  the  great  velocity 
of  the  current,  which  was  running  at  about  nine  miles  an  hour,  the  tail  of  the 
squadron  had  unconsciously  diverged  down  stream,  a  tendency  which  more  and 
more  affected  the  files  in  the  rear.  In  the  rapidly  deepening  water  the  horses 
became  restive  and  lost  their  footing,  the  lamentable  result  being,  that  nearly  the 
whole  of  the  squadron  of  Hussars  was  swept  away — a  struggling  mass  of  heavily 
accoutred  men  and  animals — to  the  rapids  below.  Of  the  seventy  officers,  non¬ 
commissioned  officers,  and  men  who  had  marched  from  Jalalabad,  no  less  than 
forty-six  were  consigned  by  this  accident,  in  the  space  of  a  few  minutes,  to  a 
common  grave.  The  remainder  of  the  squadron  returned  to  Jalalabad  the  same 
night, 'the  rest  of  the  force,  on  it  becoming  known  that  Azmatallah  Khan  had  fled, 
retracing  their  steps  the  following  day. 

On  the  day  after  the  departure  of  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Mac¬ 
pherson  for  the  Lughman  Valley,  the  31st  March,  a  column  under  Brigadier-General 
C.  Gough,  consisting  of  three  troops  of  the  10th  Hussars,  three  troops  of  the  Guide 
Cavalry,  400  men  of  the  17th  Foot,  210  of  the  27th  Native  Infantry,  300  of  the 
45th  Native  Infantry,  four  guns,  I/C,  R.  H.A.,  and  a  company  of  Sappers,  was  pushed 
forward  by  Sir  Sam.  Browne  towards  Gandamak,  a  village  some  thirty  miles  in 
advance  of  Jalalabad,  on  the  Kabul  road.  After  advancing  fifteen  miles,  the  force 
encamped  near  the  village  of  Futtehabad.  About  1  p.m.  on  the  2nd  of  April,  the 
look-out  picquets  reported  the  proximity  and  hostile  movements  of  large  bodies  of 
Kugianis,  a  tribe  of  Durani  Afghans,  whose  lands  lie  between  those  of  the  Shinwaris 
and  Ghilzais,  and  from  whom  some  opposition  had  been  anticipated.  The  troops 
were  immediately  ordered  under  arms,  and  preparations  made  for  an  attack.  The 
position  taken  up  by  the  enemy,  who  numbered  between  four  and  five  thousand, 
was  on  an  elevated  plateau,  protected  by  breastworks,  and  commanding  the 
Gandamak  road ;  their  front  extended  about  a  mile,  each  flank  resting  on  a  steep 
declivity,  from  the  base  of  which  the  ground  fell  gradually  towards  the  British 
camp.  Leaving  the  camp  in  charge  of  Lieut.-Colonel  M’Pherson,  17th  Foot,  with 
300  infantry  and  two  troops  of  cavalry,  and  directing  the  rest  of  the  infantry  to 
follow,  General  Gough  galloped  forward,  with  the  bulk  of  the  cavalry  and  the  horse 
artillery,  to  within  1,200  yards  of  the  plateau,  and  opened  fire.  The  enemy  throwing 
out  lines  of  skirmishers  from  their  right,  General  Gough  gradually  retired  his  cavalry 
and  guns,  with  the  object  of  drawing  the  main  body  out  of  their  very  strong  position. 
The  movement  was  completely  successful,  the  enemy  streaming  forth  with  flags 
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flying  drums  beating,  and  every  demonstration  of  making  an  attack..  As  the 
cavaTry  fell  back,  the  infantry  came  up,  and  were  immediately  brought  into  action 
on  the  left,  being  ordered  to  make  a  continuous  advance  :  the  17th  Foot  and  the 
27th  Native  Infantry  in  the  front  line,  with  the  45th  Native  Infantry  in  reserve. 
During  this  advance,  which  was  resisted  with  great  determination,  a  gallant  charge 
was  made  by  a  few  men  of  the  17th  Foot  under  Lieut.  Wiseman,  who,  unhappily  at 
the  cost  of  his  life,  captured  the  enemy’s  standard.  The  resistance  now  beginning 
slightly  to  slacken,  the  cavalry,  on  the  right,  swept  forward  to  the  charge— three  troops 
of  the  Guides,  under  Major  Wigram  Battye,  and  three  troops  of  the  10th  Hussars, 
under  Lieut. -Colonel  Lord  Ralph  Kerr— breaking  upon,  the  wavering  masses  with 
irresistible  impetuosity,  riding  through  their  ranks,  rallying,  and  again  falling  upon 
them.  The  enemy  fled  in  every  direction,  endeavouring  to  reach  the  numerous 
forts  which  dotted  the  richly  cultivated  valleys  surrounding  the  plateau  ;  but  the 
cavalry,  again  let  loose,  pursued  them  with  great  slaughter,  the  guns  at  the  same 
time  being  brought  to  bear  with  effect  on  groups  wherever  cohesion  manifested 
itself.  Between  three  and  four  hundred  dead  were  left  upon  the  plain,  the  British 
loss  being  6  killed  and  40  wounded.  The  victory  was  dimmed  by  the  death  of 
Major  Wigram  Battye,  a  gallant  and  revered  officer  of  the  Corps  of  Guides,  who 
was  severely  wounded  immediately  after  the  first  charge  was  ordered,  but  who,  * 
with  the  life-blood  pouring  from  his  body,  continued  to  lead  his  men  till  a  second 
bullet  pierced  his  heart.  For  the  gallantry  he  displayed  in  this  action,  another  young 
officer  of  the  Guides,  Lieut.  Hamilton,  who  led  the  troops  of  his  regiment  in  the 
pursuit,  was  subsequently  awarded  the  Victoria  Cross. 

After  remaining  two  days  at  Futtehabad,  General  Gough’s  column,  which  was 
reinforced  by  a  detachment  from  General  Macpherson’s  brigade  in  the  Lughman 
Valley,  and  by  the  bulk  of  the  2nd  Brigade  under  General  Tytler,  continued  its 
march  on  Gandamak,  which  was  reached  without  further  opposition  on  the  6th  April. 
Its  advance  was  followed  by  the  gradual  forward  concentration  of  the  1st  Division, 
the  head-quarters  of  which  were  eventually  located  in  a  camp  formed  at  Safed 
Sang,  an  elevated  position  three  miles  from  Gandamak,  on  the  Jalalabad  side. 

On  the  2 1  st  April  a  somewhat  regrettable  collision  with  a  section  of  the 
Mohmand  tribe  occurred  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Daka.  The  headmen  of  Kam 
Daka,  a  village  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Kabul  river,  having  expressed  their 
sympathy  with  the  British  cause,  and  their  fear  to  display  their  friendship  openly 
lest  such  an  exhibition  might  draw  down  upon  them  the  displeasure  of  their  fellow 
tribesmen  on  the  north  side  of  the  river,  it  was  determined,  through  some  miscon¬ 
ception  of  their  requirements,  to  send  over  from  Daka  a  small  force  to  give  confidence 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  ;  and  a  party  of  1 50  men  of  the  Mhairwara  Battalion, 
under  Captain  Creagh,  were  detailed  for  this  duty.  On  his  arrival  at  Kam  Daka, 
Captain  Creagh  was  informed  that  the  presence  of  so  small  a  force  would,  of  a 
certainty,  prove  an  irresistible  temptation  to  the  tribesmen  to  the  north  of  the  river 
to  cross  over  and  annihilate  it ;  and  entreaties  and  threats  were  alternately  used  to 
induce  him  to  leave.  His  orders  were,  however,  absolute,  and  he  encamped  for 
the  night ;  the  result  being  that,  by  daybreak  on  the  21st,  a  force  of  2,000  Mohmands 
had  crossed  the  river,  and  more  were  rapidly  following.  Captain  Creagh  now 
endeavoured  to  withdraw  to  Daka,  but  found,  after  he  had  proceeded  about  two 
miles,  that  his  retreat  was  cut  off.  He  then  made  the  best  disposition  of  his  little 
force  that  was  possible,  intrenching  himself  in  a  graveyard,  where  he  was  immediately 
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surrounded.  A  gallant  sowar  of  the  ioth  Bengal  Lancers  ran  the  gauntlet  of  the 
enemy’s  position,  carrying  a  message  to  the  officer  commanding  at  Daka,  explaining 
the  situation,  particulars  of  which  were  telegraphed  on  to  General  Maude  at  Landi 
Kotal.  Captain  Tucker,  the  political  officer  in  charge  of  the  Jalalabad  section  of 
the  line,  who  happened  to  be  on  the  spot,  was  at  once  despatched  with  twenty-five 
troopers  of  the  ioth  Bengal  Lancers,  under  Captain  Strong,  and  a  company  of  the 
5th  busiliers,  under  Captain  Ormond,  to  render  assistance,  a  further  reinforcement, 
consisting  of  two  guns  of  a  mountain  battery,  escorted  by  100  men  of  the  12th  Foot, 
being  ordered  on  immediately  afterwards.  When  the  first  reinforcement  arrived 
upon  the  scene,  Captain  Creagh’s  situation  had  become  critical,  his  ammunition 
being  nearly  expended.  Up  to  this  time  he  had  lost  one  man  killed,  and  four  or 
five  wounded  ;  but  within  the  next  few  minutes  three  more  were  killed  and  seven 
or  eight  wounded.  The  Bengal  Lancers  now  gallantly  charged  the  enemy,  while 
the  Mhaiwaras,  under  Captains  Creagh  and  Tucker,  fell  back  by  alternate  companies, 
the  Fusiliers  holding  the  line  of  retreat,  and  the  Mohmands  occupying  each  successive 
position  as  it  was  vacated.  The  second  reinforcement  was  met  with,  hurrying 
forward,  shortly  afterwards,  and  the  retreat,  now  covered  by  the  company  of  the 
1 2th  Foot,  was  continued  to  Daka,  which  was  reached  about  10  p.m.  The  British 
loss  on  this  day  amounted  to  5  killed  and  24  wounded.  For  the  gallantry  of  his 
defence,  Captain  Creagh  was  subsequently  awarded  the  Victoria  Cross. 

While  Sir  Sam.  Browne’s  division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion  had  been  engaged 
in  the  forcing  of  the  Khyber  Pass  and  the  advance  to  Jalalabad,  successes  no  less 
significant  had  been  achieved  by  the  column  under  General  Roberts  on  the  Kuram 
line.  Pushing  forward  a  squadron  of  the  ioth  Hussars  and  two  companies  of  the 
29th  Native  Infantry  to  intercept  the  escape  of  the  garrison  of  Kapigong,  the  General 
crossed  the  frontier  with  the  main  body  of  the  division  on  the  21st  Nov.,  1878,  a 
few  hours  after  permission  had  been  accorded  to  commence  hostile  operations,  and 
advanced  upon  the  fort,  which  was  found  to  have  been  quite  recently  evacuated. 
On  the  23rd  and  24th  Nov.  the  column,  preceded  by  the  General  with  detachments 
of  cavalry,  continued  its  progress  over  very  broken  ground  to  Ahmadshana  and 
Hazar  Pir,  and  during  the  three  succeeding  days  to  Muhammad  Azim’s  fort,  which 
was  occupied  without  opposition.  The  inhabitants  of  the  country  showed  a  friendly 
disposition,  the  Turis  bringing  up  their  flocks  for  disposal,  and  the  tribesmen  of  the 
Khost  district  sending  in  a  deputation  to  proffer  their  allegiance. 

After  reconnoitring  with  the  12th  Bengal  Cavalry  to  Habib  Kila,  in  the 
direction  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  and  finding  the  enemy  posted  in  force,  General 
Roberts  ordered  an  advance  of  the  division  in  two  columns  from  Muhammad 
Azim’s  fort,  at  3  a.m.  on  the  28th  November  ;  one  column,  under  Brigadier-General 
Cobbe,  consisting  of  one  squadron  12th  Bengal  Cavalry,  two  guns  No.  1  Mountain 
Battery,  a  wing  of  the  8th  King’s,  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry,  the  23rd  Pioneers,  the 
29th  Native  Infantry,  and  two  guns,  F/A,  R.H.A.,  mounted  on  elephants,  taking 
a  path  leading  along  the  foot  of  the  hills  which  bound  the  plain  to  the  north  ;  the 
other  column,  under  Brigadier-General  Thelwall,  consisting  of  one  squadron 
1  2th  Bengal  Cavalry,  two  guns  No.  1  Mountain  Battery,  a  wing  of  the  72nd  High¬ 
landers,  the  2nd  Punjab  Infantry,  the  5th  Goorkhas,  and  two  guns,  F/A,  R.H.A., 
marching  by  the  direct  road.  At  Habib  Kila,  which  was  reached  about  10  a.m., 
it  was  reported  that  the  enemy  were  flying  in  confusion  up  the  eastern  side  of 
the  Peiwar  Kotal,  having  abandoned  twelve  guns.  To  ascertain  the  real  state  of 
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the  case,  a  reconnaissance  in  force,  consisting  of  two  guns  No.  i  Mountain  Battery, 
the  8th  King’s,  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry,  the  29th  Native  Infantry,  and  the  23rd 
Pioneers,  subsequently  reinforced  by  the  5th  Goorkhas,  was  passed  up  the  south¬ 
eastern  flanks  of  the  mountain.  A  hot  skirmish  rapidly  ensued,  the  fact  being 
elicited  that  so  far  from  the  enemy  having  abandoned  any  guns,  they  had  taken  up  an 
extremely  strong  position  on  the  Pass,  and  that  they  were  well  provided  with 
artillery  judiciously  placed.  The  object  of  the  reconnaissance  being  accomplished, 
the  detached  troops  were  withdrawn,  and  rejoined  the  main  body  of  the  division. 
In  the  fighting  on  this  day  one  sepoy  was  killed,  and  one  British  officer  (Lieut.  Reid, 
29th  N.I.),  one  native  officer,  and  eight  sepoys,  were  wounded. 

Sufficient  having  been  seen  of  the  Afghan  defences  to  convince  General 
Roberts  that  they  could  not  be  carried  by  a  direct  attack  without  incurring  severe 
loss,  he  resolved  to  halt  a  few  days  :  first,  with  the  view  of  recruiting  the  men’s 
strength,  which  had  been  severely  taxed  by  the  recent  marching ;  and  secondly,  to 
gain  time  to  ascertain,  by  further  reconnaissances,  whether  the  position  could  not  be 
turned,  or,  failing  that,  in  what  manner  a  front  attack  might  be  most  advantageously 
conducted. 

The  defences  were  found  to  extend  along  the  crest  of  a  lofty  and  rugged  range 
of  mountains  from  the  Spin  Gawai  Kotal,  on  the  Afghan  left,  to  some  commanding 
heights  a  mile  south  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  and  to  have  a  front  of  about  four  miles,  facing 
east,  the  Peiwar  Kotal  forming  the  right  centre.  These  mountains,  which  were 
mostly  covered  with  dense  pine  forests,  rose  almost  precipitously  from  the  plain  on 
the  eastern  or  Kuram  side,  but  were  known  to  descend  westwards  in  a  succession  of 
upland  meadows  stretching  away  towards  the  valley  of  the  Hariab. 

After  carefully  supplementing,  by  successive  reconnaissances,  the  information 
he  had  already  obtained,  General  Roberts  formulated  his  plan  of  operations,  which 
was  explained  in  detail  to  commanding  officers  as  darkness  was  closing  in  on  the 
1st  of  December.  His  intention  was,  by  a  secret  night  march  on  the  Spin  Gawai 
Kotal,  to  throw  the  bulk  of  the  troops  at  his  disposal  on  the  enemy’s  flank,  with  the 
object  of  turning  it,  while  the  remainder  of  his  force,  left  temporarily  in  camp,  were 
to  co-operate  with  the  main  body  of  the  division  by  a  direct  attack  on  the  enemy’s 
position  as  soon  as  the  turning  movement  should  be  developed.  The  29th  Native 
Infantry,  the  5th  Goorkhas,  and  No.  1  Mountain  Battery,  under  Colonel  Gordon, 
29th  N.I.  ;  the  72nd  Highlanders,  the  2nd  Punjab  Infantry,  and  the  23rd  Pioneers, 
under  Brigadier-General  rhelwall,  together  with  four  guns,  F/A,  R. H.A.,  mounted 
on  elephants,  the  whole  under  General  Roberts’  immediate  command,  were  detailed 
to  form  the  turning  force,  and  were  to  march  the  same  night,  without  noise  or  bugle 
sound,  and  leaving  camps  standing;  while  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry,  the  12th  Bengal 
Cavalry,  two  guns,  F/A,  R.H.A.,  and  three  guns,  G/3,  R.A.,  together  with  a  number 
of  I  uri  and  other  levies  commanded  by  Major  Palmer,  the  whole  under  Brigadier- 
General  Cobbe,  were  to  remain  temporarily  in  camp.  Brigadier-General  tobbe 
received  general  instructions  to  open  fire  upon  the  enemy  about  6  a.m. ;  to  get  his 
troops  into  position  in  front  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal  by  8.30  a.m.  ;  and  to  storm  the 
place  when  the  flank  attack  should  have  shaken  the  enemy’s  defence. 

At  10  p.m.  the  troops  under  General  Roberts  marched  silently  out  of  camp,  and 
after  reaching  the  village  of  Peiwar,  commenced  a  long  and  intensely  laborious 
ascent  of  the  mountain  side.  It  was  the  General’s  intention  to  halt  the  column 
en  route  foi  a  three  hours’  rest  during  the  night ;  but  an  unforeseen  breach  of  faith 
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frustrated  this  arrangement.  Knit  by  ties  of  kindred  with  the  race  against  whom 
they  were  being  led,  some  Pathans  in  the  ranks  of  the  29th  Native  Infantry,  the 
leading  battalion,  at  first  manifested  their  disaffection  by  impeding  the  progress  of 
the  rest  of  the  force  by  their  slow  and  straggling  advance,  and  at  length,  within  an 
hour  of  dawn,  their  treachery  culminated,  at  a  most  critical  juncture,  in  an  attempt 
to  warn  the  enemy  of  the  approach  of  the  column  by  firing,  in  the  intense  stillness 
of  the  night,  two  shots  from  their  rifles.  Fortunately,  these  shots  were  unheard,  or, 
if  heard,  were  unheeded.  The  regiment  was  at  once  halted,  and  sent  to  the  rear, 
its  place  being  taken  by  the  5th  Goorkhas  and  72nd  Highlanders.  After  this 
change  had  been  effected  in  the  order  of  march,  the  advance  was  quickly 
pushed  forward,  and  at  length,  about  6  a.m.  on  the  2nd  of  December,  the  head  of 
the  column,  thus  far  unobserved,  reached  the  foot  of  the  Spin  Gawai  Kotal.  The 
alarm  being  given  at  this  moment  by  musket  shots  from  the  enemy’s  sentries,  the 
advanced  company  of  the  5th  Goorkhas  rapidly  formed  up,  and  led  by  Major 
Fitz  Hugh  and  Captain  Cook,  and  closely  followed  by  the  leading  company  of  the 
72nd  Highlanders  under  Colonel  Brownlow,  rushed  straight  at  the  first  barricade, 
which  now  became  apparent  about  fifty  yards  to  the  front.  The  remainder  of  the 
5th  Goorkhas  extended,  and  swarmed  round  the  flanks  of  the  obstacle,  which  was 
carried  in  brilliant  style,  its  defenders  firing  one  volley  into  the  attacking  force,  and 
being  nearly  all  bayoneted  at  their  posts.  Goorkhas  and  Highlanders,  vying  with 
one  another  in  their  eager  desire  to  close  with  the  enemy,  continued  to  fight  their 
way  up  the  steep  side  of  the  Kotal,  carrying,  in  brilliant  succession,  stockade  after 
stockade,  each  of  which  was  most  obstinately  defended.  During  this  advance,  No.  1 
Mountain  Battery,  whose  gallant  commander,  Captain  Kelso,  R.A.,  was  shot 
through  the  head  just  after  passing  the  first  barricade,  rendered  the  greatest 
assistance,  the  guns  being  fought  in  the  most  determined  manner  well  up  in  the 
front  line.  The  29th  Native  Infantry,  acting  as  a  support,  rapidly  demonstrated 
the  fact  that  the  disloyalty  which  had  been  manifested  was  confined  to  isolated 
companies,  and  performed  valuable  service  in  repelling  an  attempted  attack  by  the 
enemy  on  the  right  flank.  By  half-past  six  o’clock  the  whole  of  the  Spin  Gawai 
barricades  and  stockades  had  been  captured,  the  line  of  the  enemy’s  defence  being 
completely  turned  ;  and  an  hour  later  communication  by  visual  signalling  was  estab¬ 
lished  with  Brigadier-General  Cobbe,  who  was  instructed  to  co-operate  vigorously 
from  below  in  attacking  the  Kotal.  Orders  were  now  given  for  the  turning  force  to 
continue  its  direct  advance  on  the  enemy’s  left  flank,  along  the  crest  of  the  Peiwar 
towards  the  Pass  leading  over  its  centre,  and  General  Roberts  himself  led  on  the 
29th  Native  Infantry  to  clear  the  intervening  woods  and  heights.  About  this  time 
the  guns  in  the  British  camp  below  opened  fire  upon  the  enemy’s  position,  and 
shortly  afterwards  considerable  execution  was  wrought  by  the  four  guns,  F/A, 
R.H.A.,  which  had  been  brought  up  on  elephants. 

Continuing  its  advance  along  the  crest  of  the  Peiwar  ridge,  and  being  subjected 
at  every  yard  to  a  more  and  more  severe  fire,  the  29th  Native  Infantry  at  length 
reached  a  precipitous-sided  gully,  on  the  farther  side  of  which  the  enemy  were  posted 
in  great  force.  Supported  by  small  detachments  of  the  23rd  Pioneers  and  2nd  Punjab 
Infantry,  the  regiment  at  once  descended  into  the  ravine,  and  made  two  gallant  but 
unsuccessful  attempts  to  scale  the  opposite  heights,  the  enemy  contesting  the  posi¬ 
tion  with  the  greatest  determination,  continually  bringing  up  fresh  reinforcements, 
and  at  times  assuming  the  offensive.  Here  Major  Anderson,  of  the  23rd  Pioneers, 
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was  killed  while  charging  up  the  hill-side  at  the  head  of  his  men.  The  72nd  High¬ 
landers,  the  5th  Goorkhas,  and  the  remainder  of  the  23rd  Pioneers  were  now  brought 
into  the  front  line,  but  the  fight  continued  for  some  time  without  any  perceptible 
advantage  being  gained  by  either  side,  till  at  length  the  enemy  retired  to  their 
original  "position.  The  5th  Punjab  Infantry,  which,  originally  left  behind  in  camp, 
had  worked  its  way  up  over  the  slopes  in  front  of  the  enemy’s  left  centre,  now 
appeared  upon  the  scene,  and  proved  a  welcome  addition  to  the  turning  force. 
About  this  time  intimation  was  received  of  the  discovery  of  a  position  on  the  ridge 
from  which  the  Afghan  camp  behind  the  Kotal  was  within  range  of  the  artillery ; 
and  two  guns  of  the  Mountain  Battery  being  sent  to  the  spot,  a  number  of  shells 
were  thrown  from  them  with  such  precision  as  to  fire  the  enemy’s  tents,  and  cause  a 
hasty  stampede. 

It  having  now  become  apparent  that  the  Kotal  was  practically  inaccessible 
from  the  northern  side,  on  which  he  was  operating,  General  Roberts  resolved 
to  withdraw  the  troops  from  this  line  of  attack  altogether,  and,  by  making  another 
turning  movement,  to  attempt  to  penetrate  to  the  rear  of  the  enemy’s  centre.  With 
this  object  in  view  it  was  arranged  that  the  2nd  Punjab  Infantry  should  hold  the 
crest  of  the  hill  to  which  the  advance  had  already  been  pushed,  that  the  29th 
Native  Infantry  should  occupy  the  heights  overlooking  the  Spin  Gawai,  and  protect 
the  field  hospital  which  had  been  established  there,  and  that  the  remainder  of  the 
force,  consisting  of  the  5th  Goorkhas,  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry,  the  23rd  Pioneers, 
the  72nd  Highlanders,  the  four  guns,  F/A,  R.H.A.,  and  the  Mountain  Battery, 
under  Brigadier-General  Thelwall,  should  march  under  the  immediate  command  of 
General  Roberts  in  the  Zabarclast  Kila  direction,  so  as  to  threaten  the  enemy’s  line 
of  retreat.  By  this  time,  about  1  p.m.,  the  men,  who  had  been  marching  con¬ 
tinuously  since  10  p.m.  the  previous  day,  and  fighting  since  6  a.m.,  were  in  a  state 
of  great  exhaustion.  A  short  rest  was  therefore  ordered,  and  a  hurried  meal 
partaken  of,  before  the  second  turning  movement  was  commenced. 

Conformably  with  the  orders  he  had  received  prior  to  the  departure  of  the  main 
body  of  the  division  from  camp,  and  with  the  supplementary  directions  which  had 
subsequently  been  signalled  to  him  from  the  Spin  Gawai  Kotal,  Brigadier-General 
Cobbe  had  moved  his  artillery  into  position  before  daybreak,  about  a  mile  up 
the  Peiwar  Valley,  under  escort  of  a  company  of  the  8th  King’s,  and  at  6.15  a.m. 
had  opened  fire,  at  a  range  of  about  1,700  yards,  upon  a  gun  placed  on  a  crag 
which  commanded  the  lower  part  of  the  Pass,  the  infantry  of  his  force  being  at  the 
same  time  extended  slightly  in  advance,  and  under  cover.  About  7  a.m.  the  fire  of 
a  portion  of  the  artillery  was  turned  upon  the  Kotal  batteries,  which  were  at  the 
time  being  vigorously  served,  and  an  hour  later  a  further  advance  was  ordered,  two 
companies  of  the  8th  King’s  and  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry  occupying  a  ridge  350 
yards  nearer  the  enemy’s  position.  For  the  next  three  hours  an  incessant  and 
well-directed  artillery  fire  was  kept  up  on  both  sides,  with  the  result  that  two  of  the 
enemy’s  guns,  situated  to  the  left  of  the  summit  of  the  Pass,  were  silenced  at  about 
1 1  o’clock.  The  infantry  simultaneously  advanced  from  ridge  to  ridge,  and  by 
noon  had  approached  to  within  1,400  yards  of  the  top  of  the  Kotal.  About  this 
time  Brigadier-General  Cobbe  was  severely  wounded,  and  the  command  of  the 
troops  devolved  upon  Colonel  F.  Barry  Drew,  of  the  8th  Foot.  The  5th  Punjab 
Iniantry,  who  had  made  considerable  progress  to  the  right  front,  and  were  close 
under  the  main  ridge  of  which  the  Kotal  forms  the  lowest  part,  now  established 
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communication  with,  and  joined  the  force  under  General  Roberts’  immediate 
command.  Shortly  after  i  o’clock  the  remaining  infantry,  consisting  of  five 
companies  of  the  8th  King’s,  gained  the  crest  of  an  extremely  steep  and 
difficult  hill,  from  which  they  were  able  to  open  fire,  at  a  range  of  800  yards, 
upon  the  guns  on  the  Kotal,  and  also  to  clear  the  opposite  side  of  the  valley.  The 
Afghan  artillerymen  continued  to  serve  their  guns  for  some  time  with  the  greatest 
gallantry,  but  the  withering  fire  which  was  poured  upon  them  at  length  compelled 
them  to  abandon  their  batteries. 

By  2  p.m.  the  second  turning  movement  of  the  troops  under  General  Roberts’ 
immediate  command  was  in  part  developed,  and  its  effect  became  immediately. 
apparent;  the  enemy,  subjected  to  a  galling  fire  in  front,  and  finding  their  line  of 
retreat  simultaneously  threatened,  beginning  to  waver  in  their  defence.  Colonel 
Drew  now  resolved  to  deliver  his  attack.  As  his  infantry,  the  8th  King’s,  were 
making  their  way  across  two  deep  and  precipitous-sided  ravines  to  gain  the  road 
which  led  up  to  the  side  of  the  Kotal,  they  were  subjected  to  a  dropping  fire ;  but 
once  on  the  road,  all  opposition  ceased,  and  shortly  before  half-past  two  o’clock  the 
troops  entered  the  Afghan  position  without  further  loss.  The  enemy  had  fled  with 
the  greatest  precipitation,  leaving  behind  them  a  number  of  their  dead,  besides 
eighteen  pieces  of  ordnance,  and  vast  quantities  of  stores  and  ammunition  which 
had  evidently  been  accumulated  with  a  view  to  the  occupation  of  the  position 
throughout  the  winter.  The  12th  Bengal  Cavalry,  under  Colonel  Hugh  Gough, 
were  now  sent  in  pursuit,  and  captured  several  more  guns  which  had  been  abandoned 
by  the  enemy  in  their  rapid  flight. 

The  native  levies  under  Major  Palmer  had  been  detached,  earlier  in  the  day, 
to  operate  on  the  Afghan  right  flank,  with  the  design  of  diverting  the  enemy’s 
attention,  and  committing  the  Turis  and  other  tribes  to  the  British  cause.  It  was 
with  the  utmost  difficulty  that  they  could  be  induced,  during  the  action,  to  expose 
themselves  to  fire,  or  restrained,  after  the  Afghan  position  was  carried,  from  muti¬ 
lating  the  dead. 

During  the  night  the  Peiwar  Kotal  was  garrisoned  by  the  8th  King’s,  the 
troops  under  General  Roberts’  immediate  command  bivouacking  near  the  village  ol 
Zabardast  Kila. 

An  examination  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal  proved  the  place  to  be  one  of  enormous 
natural  strength,  and  that  the  dispositions  for  repelling  any  attack  on  it  from  the 
front  were  very  complete  and  judicious.  The  enemy’s  strength  was  reliably  ascer¬ 
tained  to  have  been  3,500  regulars  and  large  numbers  of  irregulars;  while  that  of 
the  British  consisted  of  43  officers  and  2,220  men,  forming  the  turning  force,  and 
30  officers  and  838  men,  forming  the  co-operating  column.  Of  these,  21,  including 
2  officers,  were  killed,  and  72  wounded.  The  losses  of  the  enemy  throughout  the 
day  must  have  been  heavy,  over  70  of  their  dead  having  been  counted  on  the  Spin 
Gawai  Kotal  alone. 

The  sick  and  wounded  being  sent  back  to  Fort  Kuram,  and  a  wing  of  the  8th 
King’s  and  three  guns  left  at  Peiwar,  with  the  29th  Native  Infantry  to  act  as  a 
support  in  the  valley  below,  the  main  body  of  the  division  advanced  on  the  5th  and 
6th  of  December  to  Zabardast  Kila  and  Ali  Khel,  large  quantities  of  ammunition 
and  grain,  which  had  been  stored  by  the  Afghan  army,  being  secured  en  route. 
During  the  succeeding  week  General  Roberts,  with  detachments  of  the  72nd  High¬ 
landers  and  5th  Goorkhas,  and  two  guns  of  the  Mountain  Battery,  conducted  an 
11.  e 
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unopposed  reconnaissance  to  the  Shutargardan  Pass,  the  object  of  which  was,  to 
ascertain  the  extent  of  the  defeat  which  had  been  administered  to  the  Amir’s  forces, 
and  the  capability  of  the  Pass  for  being  held  as  a  defensive  position  against  troops 
moving  from  the  Kuram  Valley  on  Kabul.  It  was  found  that  though  the  summit 
of  the  Pass  was  11,200  feet  high,  no  insuperable  difficulties  were  presented  by  it  to 
the  advance  of  an  opposing  army ;  and  the  complete  nature  of  the  defeat  of  the 
Afghan  forces  on  the  2nd  of  December  was  evidenced  by  the  Jagi  and  Ghilzai 
tribesmen,  who  were  supposed  to  have  been  very  loyal  to  the  Amir’s  cause,  coming 
forward  with  warm  protestations  of  welcome. 

It  being  important  to  obtain  an  exact  knowledge  of  the  lines  of  communication 
between  the  Kuram  Valley  and  the  trans-Peiwar  district  of  Hariab,  in  which  Ali 
Khel  is  situated,  General  Roberts  marched  from  the  latter  post  on  the  12th  of 
December  with  a  brigade  of  troops  consisting  of  No.  1  Mountain  Battery,  a  wing 
of  the  72nd  Highlanders,  the  5th  Goorkhas,  and  the  23rd  Pioneers,  and  following  a 
route  which  cuts  off  the  angle  formed  by  the  junction  of  the  Hazardarakht  stream 
and  the  Kuram  river,  encamped  the  same  night  near  the  hamlet  of  Sapari.  At 
2  a.m.  on  the  13th  of  December,  in  consequence  of  a  warning  which  had  been 
received  from  friendly  Ghilzai  villagers  that  the  force  would  probably  be 
obstructed  by  the  Mangal  tribe  when  passing  through  the  defile  which  lies  between 
Sapari  and  Kharaiah,  the  next  halting-place,  the  baggage  of  the  column,  in  charge 
of  Captain  F.  T.  Goad,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Transport,  was  sent  on  in 
advance,  with  a  view  to  its  reaching  the  summit  of  the  Pass  before  the  tribesmen 
might  have  time  to  collect.  The  difficulties  of  the  ascent,  however,  proved  to  be 
greater  than  had  been  anticipated  ;  and  it  was  not  till  1 1  a.m.  that  the  last  of  the 
camels  had  passed  over  the  highest  point  of  the  Pass.  The  strength  of  the  brigade 
was  insufficient  to  admit  of  the  surrounding  hills,  which  were  broken  and  precipi¬ 
tous,  being  crowned  with  effect;  and  a  lamentable  loss  of  life  was  the  result.  As 
the  long  column  of  animals  was  descending  the  steep  and  narrow  valley  into  which 
the  defile  opened,  the  Mangals,  of  whom  nearly  a  hundred  had  collected,  and  whose 
numbers  were  subsequently  considerably  increased,  commenced  firing  into  the  bag- 
gage-guard,  and  pressing  the  5th  Goorkhas  in  the  extreme  rear.  F'rom  this  time 
till  nearly  4  p.m.,  when  the  column  at  length  cleared  the  heights,  the  enemy  never 
ceased  annoying  the  rear-guard,  sometimes  becoming  so  bold  in  their  attaeks  as  to 
oblige  the  Goorkhas  to  use  their  bayonets.  Early  in  the  day  Captain  Goad,  who 
had  been  most  active  in  keeping  order  in  the  baggage-train,  was  mortally  wounded, 
and  while  lying  helpless  on  the  ground  was  defended  with  great  gallantry  against  a 
horde  of  the  Mangals  by  Sergeant  Greer  and  four  men  of  the  72nd  Highlanders. 
Besides  Captain  Goad,  three  Goorkha  Sepoys  were  killed,  and  Captain  Powell  and 
eleven  Goorkha  Sepoys  wounded,  the  former  mortally.  So  successfully  was  the 
rear-guard  duty  performed  by  the  5th  Goorkhas,  that  not  a  single  baggage-animal 
or  load  was  lost.  For  the  gallantry  of  their  behaviour  under  very  trying  circum¬ 
stances,  a  warm  tribute  was  paid  to  the  officers  and  men  of  this  regiment  by  the 
General  in  his  despatch. 

The  Field  force  head-quarters  moved  forward  to  Fort  Kuram  on  the  14th  of 
ecember,  and  were  shortly  afterwards  followed  by  the  remainder  of  the  brigade, 
unng  the  next  fortnight,  a  period  throughout  which  the  Afridis  were  giving  great 
trou  j  e  on  the  Khyber  line,  the  tribesmen  of  the  Kuram  Valley  were  no  less  active, 
numerous  raids  being  made  on  convoys  moving  between  Kohat  and  Peiwar. 
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Retaliatory  measures  were  taken  where  the  offences  could  be  brought  home  to  the 
inhabitants  of  specific  villages  ;  and  a  salutary  effect  was  produced  by  executing,  in 
the  presence  of  the  principal  headmen  of  the  valley,  four  marauders  who  had  been 
taken  in  the  act  of  cutting  up  camp  followers  in  the  Darwaza  Pass. 

On  the  26th  of  December  an  important  Durbar  was  held  by  General  Roberts 
at  Fort  Kuram,  which  was  attended  by  all  the  Khans  and  principal  inhabitants  of 
the  valley  and  the  neighbouring  districts.  The  General,  addressing  them,  formally 
announced  the  annexation  of  the  valley  by  the  British  Government,  and  informed 
them  that  they  were  henceforth  to  look  to  the  Empress  of  India  as  their  Sovereign, 
for  the  rule  of  the  Amir  had  passed  away  for  ever.  The  following  day  the  head¬ 
quarters  camp  at  Kuram  was  broken  up,  and  the  troops  distributed,  the  5th  Goorkhas 
and  a  company  of  the  72nd  Highlanders  remaining  to  garrison  the  fort,  a  wing  of 
the  72nd  being  sent  back  to  Habib  Kila,  and  General  Roberts,  with  his  staff  and 
the  remainder  of  the  brigade,  proceeding  to  Hazar  Pir,  a  small  village  on  the 
Kuram  river,  situated  midway  between  the  fort  and  Thai. 

It  being  considered  that  a  satisfactory  result  might  be  produced  by  the  tem¬ 
porary  occupation  of  the  hitherto  comparatively  unexplored  district  of  Khost,  and 
that  the  topographical  information  attainable  by  this  means  might  prove  of  value,  a 
flying  column  was  organized  for  the  purpose  at  the  latter  end  of  December,  and  on 
the  2nd  of  January,  1879,  commenced  its  march  from  Hazir  Pir.  Muhammad 
Akram  Khan,  the  Afghan  Deputy  Governor  of  the  district,  a  functionary  with 
whom  General  Roberts  had  been  for  some  time  in  communication,  had  agreed,  on 
the  condition  that  his  own  personal  safety  should  be  guaranteed,  to  maintain  order 
until  the  arrival  of  the  column,  and  then  to  make  over  possession  of  the  important 
fort  of  Matun.  It  was  therefore  hoped  that  the  objects  of  the  expedition  might  be 
effected  without  bloodshed. 

The  force  was  commanded  by  General  Roberts  in  person,  and  consisted  of  a 
squadron  of  the  10th  Hussars,  a  wing  of  the  72nd  Highlanders,  three  troops  of  the 
5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  Nos.  1  and  2  Mountain  Batteries,  and  the  21st  and  28th 
Native  Infantry,  Colonel  Barry  Drew  being  in  command  of  the  Infantry,  Colonel 
H  ugh  Gough  of  the  Cavalry,  and  Lieut. -Colonel  Lindsay  of  the  Artillery.  During 
the  3rd,  4th,  and  5th  of  January  the  march  was  continued  through  generally  fertile 
and  populous  country,  and  on  the  6th  the  village  of  Matun  was  reached,  and  pos¬ 
session  taken  of  the  fort.  Hitherto,  no  opposition  had  been  met  with,  though  indi¬ 
cations  were  not  wanting  that  the  presence  of  the  column  in  the  valley  was  unwel¬ 
come.  Some  of  the  most  influential  of  the  headmen  had  refrained  from  coming  in 
to  pay  their  respects  until  they  were  sent  for,  while  others  who  were  met  with  on 
the  road  asked  for  permission  to  return  before  they  had  entered  the  camp.  This 
attitude  of  the  inhabitants  was  attributable,  it  would  seem,  to  the  influence  of  the 
religious  teachers,  of  whom  that  district  possessed  a  large  number  famed  for  their 
learning  and  fanaticism.  On  the  day  on  which  possession  was  taken  of  the  fort, 
intelligence  was  received  of  a  projected  attack  by  the  Mangal  tribe,  and  a  reconnais¬ 
sance  sent  out  early  the  following  morning  was  fired  on,  and  elicited  the  fact  that 
the  enemy,  to  the  number  of  several  thousands,  had  collected  round  three  sides  of 
the  camp. 

General  Roberts  decided  that  the  time  had  now  arrived  when  prompt  and 
vigorous  action  was  required  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  column,  separated,  as  it 
was,  from  its  nearest  support  by  many  miles  of  country;  and  with  the  object  of 
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inflicting  speedy  and  severe  punishment  on  the  tribes  who  had  ventured  to  organize 
the  attack,  he  proceeded  to  make  his  dispositions.  While  the .  Cavalry,  under 
Colonel  Hugh  Gough,  supported  by  six  companies  of  the  28th  Native  Infantry  and 
No.  2  Mountain  Battery  were  moved  out  to  operate  to  the  north-west  of  the  camp, 
where  the  enemy  appeared  to  have  the  greatest  strength,  the  remainder  of  the 
Infantry  and  Artillery  were  temporarily  retained  for  purposes  of  defence,  a  wing  of 
the  2 1  st  Native  Infantry  and  two  guns  of  No.  1  Mountain  Battery  being  detailed 
to  protect  the  right  or  eastern  flank  of  the  camp,  the  other  wing  of  the  21st  Native 
Infantry  and  the  remaining  two  guns  of  No.  1  Mountain  Battery  to  cover  the  rear, 
and  the  wing  of  the  72nd  Highlanders  to  take  care  of  the  front  and  left  flank. 
The  whole  of  the  troops  in  and  around  the  camp  were  placed  under  the  command 
of  Colonel  Barry  Drew,  who  was  directed  merely  to  hold  his  own  until  Colonel 
Gough  should  have  disposed  of  the  enemy  in  his  front.  For  the  consummation  of 
this  task  Colonel  Drew  had  not  long  to  wait.  Dismounting  part  of  his  force, 
Colonel  Gough  engaged  the  enemy,  drove  him  up  into  the  higher  ranges  of  the 
hills,  and  kept  him  well  in  check  until  his  supports  arrived.  He  then  assumed  com¬ 
mand  of  all  the  troops  in  that  part  of  the  field,  retired  his  cavalry  under  cover  of 
the  Infantry  and  Artillery  fire,  and  formed  them  up  in  the  plain  ready  to  cover,  in 
turn,  the  withdrawal  of  the  Infantry.  Each  arm  ably  performed  the  duty  entrusted 
to  it,  the  result  being  that  the  enemy  on  the  north-west  side  were  completely 
repulsed. 

General  Roberts  now  directed  Colonel  Drew  to  carry  a  number  of  villages  to 
the  right  and  rear  of  the  camp,  from  which  fire  had  been  opened,  and  to  burn  them 
as  a  punishment  to  the  inhabitants  for  having  given  shelter  to  the  enemy.  During 
this  operation,  which  was  rapidly  performed,  a  troop  of  the  5th  Punjab  Cavalry, 
which  had  been  taken  from  Colonel  Gough’s  command,  made  a  very  effective  charge 
on  a  number  of  the  Mangals  who  were  escaping  from  the  rear  of  a  village  on  which 
the  infantry  were  advancing,  killing  about  twenty  of  them.  Before  it  was  dark,  all 
the  troops  had  been  withdrawn  to  camp,  and  so  completely  had  the  enemy  been 
beaten,  that  they  did  not  attempt  to  follow  up  the  retirement,  according  to  the  usual 
Pathan  custom. 

During  the  night  of  the  8th,  a  number  of  prisoners  who  had  been  taken  made 
a  desperate  attempt,  by  preconcerted  signal,  to  escape.  To  prevent  themselves 
being  overwhelmed,  their  guard  was  compelled  to  fire  upon  them,  and  eight  were 
killed  before  order  could  be  restored.  The  following  day  the  remainder  were 
released,  some  being  fined,  others  merely  admonished. 

Iror  the  next  three  weeks  the  expeditionary  force  remained  in  occupation  of 
the  district,  which  was  exhaustively  explored  and  surveyed.  The  lesson  which  had 
been  administered  on  the  7th  of  January  was  not  without  effect,  representatives  of 
tribes  dwelling  in  territory  beyond  the  limits  of  Khost,  as  well  as  the  head  men  of 
the  various  villages,  coming  in  to  make  their  submission.  A  small  force  was 
detached  by  General  Roberts  to  garrison  the  fort  of  Matun  ;  but  in  view  of  the 
more  pressing  requirements  of  the  advanced  posts  on  the  main  line  of  communi¬ 
cations,  it  was  subsequently  withdrawn,  and  replaced  by  600  Turi  levies  under 
a  native  Assistant  Commissioner,  Shahzada  Sultan  Jan. 

After  the  installation  of  the  native  representative,  which  took  place  on  the  26th 
ot  January,  camp  was  struck,  and  the  troops  commenced  their  return  march  to  the 
Kuram  Valley.  The  column  had  not,  however,  proceeded  beyond  Sabari,  some 
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twelve  miles  on  the  road,  when  reports  were  brought  in  that  the  Mangals  were 
again  threatening  Matun.  On  receiving  this  news  General  Roberts,  with  the  bulk 
ol  his  force,  at  once  hurried  back  to  rescue  the  Shahzada,  and  arrived  just  in  time  to 
avert  an  attack  on  the  fort  by  large  bodies  of  the  hill-men,  who  were  found  to  have 
assembled  round  it.  It  was  now  decided,  in  view  of  the  impossibility  of  adequately 
garrisoning  the  fort,  to  abandon  it  altogether.  The  native  Assistant  Commissioner 
and  the  levies  were  accordingly  removed,  and  a  quantity  of  grain  and  other  stores 
which  could  not  be  carried  away  were  destroyed.  The  column  then  returned  to 
Sabari,  the  cavalry,  which  covered  the  rear  during  the  march,  engaging  the 
Mangals  in  a  slight  skirmish,  and  killing  several.  From  Sabari  the  whole  of  the 
troops  forming  the  expeditionary  force  continued  their  march  to  Hazar  Pir,  and 
ultimately  arrived  at  their  destination  on  the  31st  of  January. 

Immediately  prior  to  his  departure  from  Khost,  General  Roberts  received 
news  from  the  front  of  considerable  political  significance.  Captain  Rennick,  the 
Political  Officer  of  the  Hariab,  who,  with  a  small  escort,  had  been  holding  his  own 
in  the  midst  of  a  hostile  and  fanatical  population  at  the  isolated  village  of  Ali  Khel, 
thirteen  miles  in  advance  of  the  British  outposts,  had  succeeded  in  detaching  from 
the  Amir’s  cause  the  influential  Ghilzai  chief,  Pashah  Khan;  and  almost  imme¬ 
diately  afterwards  the  same  officer  reported  that  the  Sirdar  Wali  Muhammad, 
Governor  of  Kuram  and  Khost,  a  half-brother  of  Shere  Ali,  and  a  man  of  consider¬ 
able  importance  in  Afghanistan,  had  also  come  in,  and  wished  for  an  interview.  His 
request  was  at  once  complied  with,  General  Roberts  receiving  him  in  durbar  at 
Hazar  Pir  on  the  1st  of  February.  It  being  deemed  desirable,  however,  that  he 
should  be  placed  in  direct  communication  with  the  political  officers  on  the  Khyber 
line,  merely  formal  courtesies  were  exchanged,  and  a  few  days  afterwards  the  Sirdar 
started  with  an  escort  of  the  10th  Hussars  for  Jalalabad.  About  this  time,  too,  the 
welcome  intelligence  was  received  that  the  Punjab  Chiefs’  Contingent,  under  General 
Watson,  had  been  ordered  up  to  Kohat  and  Thai  :  a  measure  urgently  needed,  as 
the  Kuram  Valley  Force  was  at  the  time  distributed  over  a  vast  area,  and  not  only 
were  its-  communications  far  too  extended  for  its  strength,  but  its  base  had  been 
almost  entirely  denuded  of  troops. 

During  the  absence  of  General  Roberts  in  the  Khost  Valley  the  advanced 
troops  under  Brigadier-General  Thelwall  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Peiwar 
Kotal  were  busily  employed  in  constructing  defensive  works  and  improving  their 
quarters.  The  position  was  again  and  again  seriously  threatened  by  hostile 
combinations  of  the  tribes — notably,  on  the  nights  of  the  3rd,  4th,  and  5th  of 
January  by  the  Mangals  and  Jagis,  who  assembled  in  the  neighbourhood  in 
immense  numbers.  Every  preparation  was  made  for  their  reception ;  but  the 
actual  attack  was  in  each  instance  averted,  either  by  the  diplomatic  skill  of  Captain 
Rennick,  the  Political  officer  at  Ali  Khel,  or  by  dissensions  between  the  tribes 
arising  from  mutual  jealousy  and  distrust,  and  without  external  stimulus. 

With  the  exception  of  a  series  of  raids  on  the  line  of  communications  and  on 
the  frontier,  with  which  the  Mahsud  Waziris  followed  up  an  incursion  they  had 
made  into  British  territory  in  the  first  week  in  January,  no  disturbances  occurred 
in  the  Kuram  Valley  or  its  neighbourhood  for  some  little  time,  the  operations  of 
the  Field  Force  during  the  remainder  of  the  winter  being  mainly  confined  to 
strengthening  the  outposts,  improving  the  quarters,  and  passing  up  supplies  to  the 
front,  while  minor  redistributions  of  the  troops  from  time  to  time  took  place.  The 
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23rd  Pioneers  and  the  Sappers  had  been  long  actively  employed  in  road-making, 
and  by  the  middle  of  February  there  were  two  excellent  routes  available  for 
wheeled  traffic  between  Thai  and  Kuram.  For  some  weeks  the  snow,  which 
first  made  its  appearance  at  the  latter  end  of  January,  lay  several  feet  deep  on  the 
Peiwar  and  Shutargardan  passes,  and  the  cold  was  intense  ;  but  the  troops  were 
comfortably  hutted  before  the  first  fall,  and  notwithstanding  the  rigorous  nature  of 
the  climate,  enjoyed  excellent  health. 

At  the  latter  end  of  March,  the  Peiwar  Kotal  and  the  intermediate  posts  on 
the  Kuram  line  were  visited  by  FI  is  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief,  who 
had  recently  inspected  the  Peshawar  Valley  army,  and  shortly  afterwards  a  forward 
concentration  of  the  Field  Force  towards  Ali  Khel,  almost  contemporaneously  with 
the  advance  of  Sir  Sam.  Browne’s  division  on  the  Khyber  line,  was  ordered. 
Arrangements  were  at  the  same  time  made  for  the  Punjab  Chiefs’  Contingent, 
under  Brigadier-General  Watson,  the  greater  part  of  which  had  arrived  at  Thai  in 
the  middle  of  February,  to  move  up  and  occupy  the  different  stations  vacated  by 
the  advanced  troops.  In  the  meantime  the  Pioneers  and  Sappers,  having  com¬ 
pleted  their  work  between  Thai  and  Kuram,  had  been  sent  on  to  Peiwar,  and  were 
actively  employed  in  preparing  the  road  beyond  that  post.  The  excitement 
amongst  the  tribes  had  now  abated,  and  the  more  important  sections  of  the  Mangals 
and  Jagis  had  sent  in  representatives  and  tendered  their  submission. 

For  the  next  few  weeks  the  forward  concentration  steadily  progressed,  the 
whole  of  the  infantry  of  the  division  moving  up  to  Ali  Khel,  though  the  cavalry 
and  artillery  still  remained  at  Kuram  in  consequence  of  the  larger  quantity  and 
better  quality  of  the  fodder  obtainable  there.  Besides  large  quantities  of  stores 
and  ammunition,  4,000  camels  were  collected  at  the  front,  and  there  was  a 
sufficiency  of  transport  for  the  troops  and  fifteen  days’  supplies.  By  the  end  of 
April  the  snow  had  melted  from  the  passes,  and  the  Kuram  column,  like  the  1st 
Division  of  the  Peshawar  Valley  Army,  stood  ready  to  advance. 

To  turn  to  the  movements  of  the  forces  on  the  southern  line  of  invasion.  By 
the  2 1  st  of  November,  1878,  two  of  the  regiments  of  cavalry  and  seven  of  the 
regiments  of  infantry  which  had  been  detailed  to  General  Biddulph’s  command  had 
arrived  at  Quetta,  while  the  troops  under  General  Stewart  destined  for  the 
reinforcement  of  the  Ouetta  division  were  pushing  forward  as  rapidly  as  possible 
on  their  long  march  of  250  miles  from  Sukkar  through  Dadar  and  the  Bolan  Pass. 
On  that  date  the  nucleus  of  General  Biddulph’s  column  commenced  its  advance 
northwards  from  Quetta,  the  march  being  carried  out  for  convenience  of  organiza¬ 
tion  and  supply  by  successive  detachments,  and  concentration  being  afterwards 
made  at  suitable  points.  On  the  27th  Nov.  the  divisional  head-quarters,  having 
entered  Afghanistan,  reached  Haikalzai  in  the  Pishin  Valley  without  encountering 
opposition,  and  there  remained  till  the  8th  Dec.,  large  quantities  of  supplies,  during 
tiie  interval,  being  collected,  numerous  reconnaissances  into  the  surrounding 
country  and  to  the  entrances  of  the  passes  over  the  Khoja  Amran  Mountains 
being  conducted,  a  route  through  the  Gazaband  Pass  for  the  artillery  of  General 
Stewart  s  force  being  prepared  by  native  labour,  and  the  organization  of  the  division 
being  gradually  rendered  more  complete  by  the  arrival  of  the  brigadiers.  During 
the  same  period  a  detachment  at  Dadar  marched  to  Oramzai,  on  the  Ivalat  border, 
and  another  detachment  occupied  Sibi,  in  Afghan  territory.  From  Flaikalzai  the 
main  body  of  General  Biddulph’s  force  moved  forward  to  Kila  Abdula,  a  post 
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being  formed  at  the  same  time  at  the  foot  of  the  Khojak  Pass — the  route  eventually 
adopted  for  the  passage  of  General  Biddulph’s  division  in  its  advance  on  Kandahar. 
The  reconstruction  of  the  road  over  the  pass  was  now  commenced,  the  other  passes 
over  the  Khoja  Amram  range,  including  the  Ghwaja,  the  route  subsequently 
adopted  for  the  passage  of  General  Stewart’s  division,  being  thoroughly  examined. 

On  the  evening  of  the  14th  Dec.  the  Khojak  Pass  was  reported  fit  for  the 
passage  of  infantry,  cavalry,  and  mountain  guns;  and  on  the  15th  Colonel  Kennedy, 
2nd  Punjab  Infantry,  moved  the  advance  guard  to  Chaman,  on  the  farther  side. 
On  this  day  General  Stewart  arrived  and  assumed  supreme  command  of  the  troops, 
General  Biddulph  retaining  command  of  the  advance  column,  which  was  constituted 
as  the  2nd  Division.  About  this  time  reports  were  received  that  the  Amir  did  not 
intend  to  defend  Kandahar  in  the  event  of  the  British  advance  being  continued  as 
far  as  that  city. 

The  passage  of  the  Khojak  Pass  by  the  2nd  Division  continued  from  the  19th 
Dec.  to  the  end  of  that  month  without  intermission,  every  path  and  zigzag  being 
thronged  with  streams  of  troops,  and  laden  and  unladen  camels  passing  to  and  fro. 
From  a  pinnacle  hard  by,  a  complicated  correspondence  was  carried  on  by  helio¬ 
graph  with  five  stations  :  two,  occupied  by  the  cavalry  brigade,  in  the  Kadani  plain, 
one  at  Chaman,  one  at  Khojak  camp,  and  one  at  Kila  Abdula,  which,  in  turn,  was 
connected  with  Gulistan  Karez,  where  General  Stewart’s  head-quarters  were 
situated.  At  the  latter  end  of  January  the  passage  of  the  Ghwaja  Pass  by  the  1st 
Division  presented  a  scene  of  similar  activity,  it  having  been  decided  to  adopt  both 
routes  for  the  advance  of  the  troops  on  Kandahar.  After  the  passage  of  the  Khoja 
Amran  range  should  be  completed,  the  two  divisions  were  to  continue  their  march 
by  separate  routes  converging  towards  Takht-i-pul,  where,  on  arrival,  they  were  to 
concentrate. 

The  forward  movement  of  the  head-quarters  of  the  1st  Division  was  com¬ 
menced  on  the  2nd  Jan.,  1879,  and  that  of  the  head-quarters  of  the  2nd  Division 
on  the  following  day.  The  Cavalry  Brigade  of  the  2nd  Division,  under  Brigadier- 
General  Palliser,  led  the  advance  on  each  road,  Brigadier-General  Palliser,  on  the 
Ghwaja  road,  commanding  in  person  the  Left  Column  of  the  advanced  troops, 
which  consisted  of  a  squadron  of  the  15th  Hussars,  two  guns,  A/B,  R.H.A.,  two 
squadrons  1st  Punjab  Cavalry,  the  25th  Punjab  N.I.,  the  32nd  Pioneers,  a  wing  of 
the  2nd  Baluchis,  and  two  companies  of  Sappers  ;  and  Colonel  Kennedy,  2nd 
Punjab  Cavalry,  on  the  Khojak  road,  being  in  command  of  the  Right  Column, 
which  consisted  of  one  troop  15th  Hussars,  two  guns,  A/B,  R.H.A.,  200  sabres 
2nd  Punjab  Cavalry,  and  30  sabres  3rd  Sind  Horse.  The  leading  troops  of  General 
Biddulph’s  division  on  the  Khojak  road,  following  Colonel  Kennedy,  were  one 
company  2nd  Battalion  60th  Rifles,  a  wing  of  the  70th  Foot,  the  26th  Native 
Infantry,  a  wing  of  the  2nd  Baluchis,  E/4,  R.A.,  a  company  of  Sappers,  and  the 
Engineer  Field  Park.  The  most  advanced  troops  on  the  Ghwaja  route  following 
Brigadier-General  Palliser,  were  D/2,  R.A.,  and  a  detachment  of  the  2nd  Battalion 
60th  Rifles.  These  were  followed  by  the  whole  of  the  1st  Division,  with  the 
exception  of  A/B,  R.H.A.,  I/i,  and  11/n,  R.A.,  and  the  15th  Hussars,  which, 
with  the  2nd  Division,  moved  by  the  Khojak  route.  A  moveable  column,  con¬ 
sisting  of  a  squadron  of  the  8th  Bengal  Cavalry,  two  guns  of  the  Peshawar  Mountain 
Battery,  and  the  1st  Punjab  Infantry,  remained  for  duty  in  the  Pishin  Valley.  The 
fort  of  Chaman  was  held  by  two  companies  of  the  2nd  Sikhs,  two  guns  of  the 
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Jacobabad  Battery,  and  40  sabres  of  the  3rd  Sind  Horse  ;  and  a  wing  of  the 

30th  Bombay  N.I.,  was  detached  to  Kalat. 

On  the  mornino-  of  the  4th  Jan.,  the  Right  and  Left  columns  of  the  advance, 
under  Brigadier-General  Palliser,  the  former  under  the  immediate  command  of 
Colonel  Kennedy,  while  marching  by  separate  routes  across  the  Mel  Valley— the 
one  to  encamp  at  the  entrance  to  the  Ghlo  Pass,  and  the  other  at  Saif-u-din— came 
into  contact  with  some  regiments  of  Afghan  cavalry  which  had  been  sent  out  from 
Kandahar  with  the  object,  apparently,  of  intercepting  their  progress.  About  1  p.m.. 
Major  Luck,  15th  Hussars,  who  was  in  command  of  a  reconnoitring  party  consist¬ 
ing  of  100  sabres  15th  Hussars  and  28  sabres  1st  Punjab  Cavalry,  which  had  been 
despatched  through  the  Konna  Pass  (Palliser’s  line  of  route)  into  the  Takht-i-pul 
Valley,  sent  a  message  to  the  effect  that  he  had  exchanged  shots  with  the  enemy  s 
scouts,  and  that  they  were  retiring  before  him.  General  Palliser  at  once  ordered  a 
reconnaissance  in  force  from  both  columns  tlnough  the  passes  lespectively  in  front 
of  them,  and  taking  all  his  available  cavalry  and  the  two  guns,  A/B,  R.H.A., 
pushed  forward  and  joined  Major  Luck.  An  advance  was  now  made  by  the  Left 
column  parallel  to  the  course  of  the  Kadani  river,  over  very  broken  ground,  and 
presently  detached  groups  of  the  enemy  were  sighted  on  ridges  a^  mile  distant. 
About  the  same  time  the  cavalry  and  horse  artillery,  under  Colonel  Kennedy,  came 
across  another  party  of  the  Amir’s  horsemen,  and  bringing  an  effective  fire  to  bear 
on  them,  succeeded  in  emptying  several  saddles.  The  groups  which  had  been 
sighted  by  the  Left  column  retiring  as  the  force  moved  forward,  and  the  fire  of 
Kennedy’s  guns  now  becoming  audible  from  the  south  of  the  Ghlo  Pass,  to  the 
right,  General  Palliser  changed  the  direction  of  the  advance  of  his  cavalry  towards 
the  northern  debouchure  of  the  pass,  with  the  object  of  falling  upon  the  rear  of  the 
portion  of  the  enemy  with  which  the  Right  column  was  engaged.  At  the  same 
time  orders  were  given  for  the  two  guns,  A/B,  R. H.A.,  to  continue  their  march 
along  the  route  originally  pursued  ;  for  the  32nd  Pioneers  to  enter  the  Konna  Pass 
and  hold  it ;  and  for  the  remainder  of  the  infantry  to  close  up  to  the  artillery. 
After  proceeding  a  distance  of  some  three  miles,  the  cavalry  neared  the  northern 
entrance  to  the  Ghlo  Pass  from  the  Kandahar  direction,  and  found  the  enemy,  to 
the  number  of  not  less  than  300,  debouching  from  it  in  a  leisurely  retirement  before 
the  advance  of  Colonel  Kennedy’s  force.  T  he  two  troops  of  the  15th  Hussars  and 
detachments  of  the  1st  Punjab  Cavalry,  led  by  Major  Luck,  at  once  swept  forward 
to  the  charge,  and  were  received  with  a  volley  from  the  carbines  of  the  Afghan 
horsemen,  who,  after  a  short  hand-to-hand  encounter  turned  and  fled,  and  were 
pursued  for  some  distance  along  the  base  of  the  hills.  Wry  shortly  afterwards, 
Colonel  Kennedy’s  cavalry  and  guns  emerged  from  the  pass,  and  a  junction  having 
been  effected  between  the  two  columns,  General  Palliser  returned  towards  Saif-u-din 
with  the  intention  of  selecting  ground  for  encamping.  In  the  meantime  the  guns 
and  infantry  had  been  placed  in  position  by  Colonel  Moore,  C.I.E.,  who  had 
assumed  temporary  command,  and  bodies  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  were  reported 
to  General  Palliser  on  his  arrival  as  being  some  distance  in  front,  firing  occasional 
shots  at  the  detachment  of  the  1st  Punjab  Cavalry — the  gun  escort — which  had 
advanced  to  drive  them  back.  At  these  groups  two  or  three  rounds  were  fired  by 
the  Horse  Artillery  after  the  camping  ground  had  been  selected,  and  subsequently 
a  few  shots  by  four  companies  of  the  2nd  Baluchis,  supported  by  the  25th  Native 
Infantry,  which  were  moved  forward  for  the  purpose.  Darkness  now  coming  on, 
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the  whole  force,  with  the  exception  of  a  strong  picquet,  was  retired  to  camp,  and  the 
following  morning  it  was  ascertained,  from  a  reconnaissance,  that  the  Afghan 
horsemen  had  fallen  back  towards  Kandahar.  The  number  of  the  enemy  engaged 
was  estimated  to  have  been  1,000  to  1,200,  and  their  loss  in  killed  and  wounded, 
100.  The  casualties  of  the  British  forces  during  the  day  were  11  officers  and  men 
wounded,  and  10  horses  killed,  wounded,  or  missing. 

On  the  6th  Jan.,  the  1st  and  2nd  Divisions  effected  their  junction  at  Abdul 
Rahman  in  the  I  akht-i-pul  district,  and  from  thence  continued  their  march,  still  by 
separate  roads,  on  Kandahar.  At  Kushab,  a  village  seven  miles  south  of  that  city, 
information  was  received  by  General  Stewart  to  the  effect  that  the  Governor  of 
Kandahar,  and  most  of  the  other  officials,  together  with  the  Afghan  cavalry,  had  fled 
towards  Herat;  and  on  the  afternoon  of  the  7th  Jan.,  a  letter  from  the  Deputy 
Governor,  tendering  submission  and  professing  his  readiness  to  hand  over  the  city, 
was  sent  into  camp. 

At  3.30  p.m.,  on  the  8th  January,  1879,  the  Shikarpur  Gate  of  Kandahar  was 
reached  by  General  Stewart  with  his  staff  and  escort,  and  a  ceremonial  march  was 
made  by  the  1st  Infantry  Brigades  of  the  two  divisions  through  the  streets  of  the 
city.  The  attitude  of  the  population — with  the  exception  of  the  large  Hindoo 
colony,  the  members  of  which  crowded  round  the  troops  with  every  manifestation 
of  delight — was  purely  apathetic,  the  greater  number  of  the  shopkeepers  plying 
their  trades,  and  the  artificers  their  crafts,  as  if  nothing  unusual  were  happening. 
After  arriving  at  the  centre  of  the  city,  the  column  made  its  way  out  by  the  Kabul 
Gate,  and  encamped  in  a  plain  by  the  side  of  the  Kabul  road,  where  it  was  even¬ 
tually  joined  by  the  remainder  of  the  force.  The  following  day  the  troops  entered 
Kandahar  freely  ;  and  no  measures  of  a  precautionary  nature,  further  than  the 
occupation  of  the  central  square  of  the  city  by  a  half  battalion  of  infantry,  and  the 
placing  of  guards  at  each  of  the  city  gates,  were  considered  necessary. 

Kandahar  having  fallen  without  serious  opposition,  it  was  now  determined  that 
the  Field  Force,  separated  into  divisions  as  formerly,  should  advance  laterally  to 
the  North-East  and  North-West,  the  1st  Division,  under  General  Stewart’s  imme¬ 
diate  command,  moving  on  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  about  ninety  miles  distant  on  the 
Ghazni  and  Kabul  road,  and  the  2nd  Division,  under  General  Biddulph,  having  for 
its  objective  the  Halmand  river  and  Girishk,  about  eighty  miles  distant  on  the 
Herat  road,  while  a  force  consisting  of  detachments  from  each  division  should 
remain  behind,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Nuttall,  to  form  the 
garrison  of  Kandahar.  Preparations  for  the  march  were  at  once  pushed  forward, 
superfluous  native  followers  being  sent  back  to  India,  and  the  commissariat  and 
transport  services  being  more  perfectly  organized.  Captain  Bisset,  R.E.,  was  left 
behind  to  undertake  the  serious  task  of  putting  the  fort  and  palace,  which  were  in 
a  state  of  dirt,  decay,  and  confusion,  into  a  condition  suitable  for  hospitals  and  the 
many  requirements  of  an  army.  The  garrison  of  Kandahar,  on  the  departure  of 
the  columns  consisted  of  Batteries  E/4,  5/1 1,  and  6/1 1,  R.A.,  the  1st  Punjab 
Cavalry,  a  wing  of  the  59th  Foot,  a  wing  of  the  12th  Native  Infantry,  and  the 
26th  Native  Infantry,  the  troops  moving  from  camp,  and  taking  up  their  quarters 
in  the  citadel.  Major  St.  John,  R.E.,  remained  at  Kandahar  as  Political  Officer, 
and  the  Nawab  Ghulam  Hussan  as  Civil  Commandant. 

On  the  15th  January  the  1st  Division  commenced  its  advance  on  Kalat-i- 
Ghilzai,  the  scene  of  the  memorable  defence  of  1841-42,  Brigadier-General  Hughes’ 
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Brigade,  which  was  accompanied  by  General  Stewart,  being  preceded  by  the 
Cavalry’  Brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Fane,  by  one  march,  and  followed  by 
Brigadier- General  Barter’s  brigade,  one  day’s  march  in  the  rear.  The  country 
traversed  was  generally  barren,  but  interspersed  with  patches  of  irrigated  cultivation ; 
and  the  inhabitants,  who  were  found  to  be  friendly,  brought  in  their  supplies  freely. 
On  the  Cavalry  Brigade  arriving  at  the  village  of  Pul-i-Sang,  which  was  reached  on 
the  20th,  Colonel  Browne,  the  Political  Officer  accompanying  the  force,  at  once 
pushed  forward  with  a  small  escort  to  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  and  entered  the  fort,  which 
was  found  to  have  been  quite  recently  vacated,  the  garrison  having  left  behind  them 
a  quantity  of  ammunition  and  grain.  The  Cavalry  Brigade  arrived  on  the.  21st, 
and  encamped  hard  by,  General  Stewart,  with  Brigadier-General  Hughes  brigade, 
moving  up  the  following  day,  while  Brigadier-General  Barter  s  brigade  was  halted 
at  Jaldak,  a  village  on  the  Kandahar  road  some  fourteen  miles  distant. 

General  Stewart,  with  the  Cavalry  and  2nd  Infantry  Brigades,  remained  at 
Kalat-i-Ghilzai  for  eleven  days,  during  which  the  troops  were  regularly  employed 
in  improving  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  fort,  and  preparing  it  generally  for  a 
more  lengthened  occupation.  Foraging  parties  were  sent  out  daily;  and  difficulty 
being  experienced  in  obtaining  supplies,  a  system  of  requisitioning  the  neighbouring 
villages  to  produce  specific  quantities  was  successfully  inaugurated.  ^  During  this 
period  reconnaissances  were  pushed  into  the  Argandab  and  Arghesan  Valleys,  which 
were  thoroughly  explored.  On  the  2nd  of  February  General  Stewart  fell  back  on 
Kandahar  with  the  Cavalry  and  1st  Infantry  Brigade,  leaving  Brigadier-General 
Hughes  in  temporary  occupation  ;  and  on  the  22nd  idem  the  2nd  Brigade  was  also 
withdrawn,  the  fort  being  handed  over  to  a  Native  official  who  had  been  selected  to 
take  charge  of  the  place  when  it  might  be  vacated. 

Almost  simultaneously  with  the  advance  of  the  Column  under  General  Stewart  s 
immediate  command  from  Kandahar  for  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  General  Biddulph  s  column, 
consisting  of  the  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry,  the  3rd  Sind  Horse,  Battery  I/i,  R.A.,  two 
guns,  11/11,  R.A.,  four  guns  No.  3  Mountain  Battery,  the  70th  Foot,  a  wing  of  the 
19th  Native  Infantry,  the  2nd  Baluchis,  and  the  32nd  Pioneers  commenced  its 
march  for  the  Halmand,  the  head-quarters  and  main  body  of  the  force  moving  on 
the  1 6th  of  January  to  Kokaran.  Brigadier-General  Palliser  commanded  the 
Cavalry,  and  fell  into  command  of  the  advance  column,  while  Brigadier-General 
Lacy  commanded  the  Infantry,  and  ultimately  the  rear  column.  The  objects  of  the 
expedition  being  to  reduce  the  consumption  of  the  products  of  the  immediate 
neighbourhood  of  Kandahar  and  the  provisions  brought  from  India,  and  there  being 
no  pressure  with  regard  to  time,  the  movements  of  the  force  were  conducted  in  a 
leisurely  manner,  which  admitted  of  the  collection  of  supplies  without  seriously 
inconveniencing  or  producing  unnecessary  excitement  among  the  people,  halts  of 
one  or  two  days  being  made  according  to  the  productive  capacity  of  the  country 
traversed.  The  days  of  halting  were  fully  occupied  in  reconnoitring,  surveying, 
and  foraging.  No  opposition  was  met  with  en  route,  and  on  the  29th  of  January 
General  Biddulph  reconnoitred  in  force  across  the  Halmand,  visited  the  castle  of 
Girishk,  which  was  found  to  be  in  a  somewhat  dilapidated  condition,  and  selected 
sites  for  camps.  These  were  subsequently  formed  on  both  sides  of  the  river,  and 
occupied  by  the  troops,  the  accommodation  of  the  fort  being  also  utilized.  The  pas¬ 
sage  of  the  Halmand  by  boat  and  pontoon  raft  was  rapidly  reduced  to  a  system,  and 
in  a  short  time  the  ferry  became  a  busy  scene  of  traffic  from  daybreak  to  nightfall. 
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After  a  time  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the  river,  formed  of  rough  timber 
procurable  in  the  valley,  was  commenced.  Heliographic  communication  provided  a 
means  of  correspondence  by  day,  and  signal  lights  were  used  by  night.  During  this 
period  reconnaissances  were  pushed  for  two  or  three  marches  towards  Herat,  and 
careful  surveys  were  made  up  the  valley  of  the  Halmand  to  the  border  of  Zamin- 
dawar,  and  to  the  south,  to  Kala  Bist.  In  the  work  of  completing  the  passages  of 
the  river,  in  survey  and  reconnaissance  duties,  and  in  collecting  supplies,  every 
officer,  soldier,  follower,  and  animal  of  the  force  were  engaged  day  by  day. 

The  force  maintained  its  position  on  the  Halmand  till  the  23rd  of  February, 
when  the  return  march  to  Kandahar  was  commenced.  It  was  part  of  the  plan  of 
the  retirement  that,  while  the  main  body  of  the  division  was  gaining  the  road  lead¬ 
ing  to  the  village  of  Khushk-i-Nakhud,  a  force  under  Colonel  Malcolmson,  3rd  Sind 
Horse,  should  watch  the  fords  from  Zamindawar,  where,  it  was  expected,  an  attack 
might  be  made  by  the  warlike  Alizai  tribe,  sections  of  which  had  taken  up,  within 
the  last  few  days,  a  somewhat  hostile  attitude.  The  passage  of  the  river  was 
effected,  however,  without  opposition,  and  the  force  under  Colonel  Malcolmson,  now 
acting  as  rear-guard,  followed  General  Palliser’s  Column  at  an  interval  of  one  day’s 
march.  On  the  25th  of  February  an  attack  by  the  Alizais  on  the  main  body  of  the 
column,  then  at  Khushk-i-Nakhud,  again  seemed  imminent,  but  was  not  carried  into 
effect.  The  following  morning  the  village  was  vacated,  and  the  rear-guard  moved 
up  and  encamped  there.  The  force  at  Colonel  Malcolmson’s  disposal  consisted  of 
only  283  of  all  ranks  of  his  own  regiment,  the  3rd  Sind  Horse,  2  Lance- Duffadars 
of  the  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry,  and  121  Native  officers  and  men  of  the  2nd  Baluch 
Regiment,  under  Lieut. -Colonel  O.  V.  Tanner,  and  under  the  impression,  apparently, 
that  it  might  be  easily  overwhelmed,  the  Alizais  determined  to  deliver  their  long- 
defefred  attack.  About  4.30  p.m.  large  numbers  of  them  were  seen,  with  flags 
flying,  advancing  over  the  crest  of  some  rising  ground  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from 
the  left  front  of  the  camp.  Dispositions  were  at  once  made  for  their  reception. 
With  a  view  to  drawing  the  enemy  on  to  some  open  ground  which  extended  about  a 
mile  to  the  front  and  left  of  the  camp,  upon  which  the  cavalry  might  act  with  effect, 
Colonel  Tanner  was  directed  by  Colonel  Malcolmson  to  take  forward  the  infantry, 
and  after  making  a  demonstration,  gradually  to  fall  back.  Keeping  up  a  heavy  fire,  the 
enemy  continued  to  advance  rapidly  on  the  camp  till  the  Baluchis  opened  a  lively 
fusillade  upon  them  at  a  range  of  about  500  yards,  when  they  began  to  diverge  slightly 
to  their  right,  with  the  intention,  apparently,  of  gaining  some  huts  and  enclosures  on 
the  British  left  flank.  A  few  minutes  afterwards,  judging  that  they  were  sufficiently 
in  the  open  to  be  dealt  with  effectively,  Colonel  Malcolmson  led  the  3rd  Sind  Horse 
against  their  left  centre,  the  most  formidable  portion  of  their  line.  A  fierce  hand-to- 
hand  fight  ensued,  which  lasted  for  about  ten  minutes  :  the  enemy  then  gave  way, 
and  dividing  into  two  portions,  commenced  a  rapid  retreat,  still,  however,  continuing 
to  contest  the  ground.  While  Colonel  Malcolmson,  collecting  a  few  of  his  men, 
endeavoured  to  intercept  a  number  of  fugitives  who  were  making  for  a  village  near 
the  camp,  the  remainder  of  the  3rd  Sind  Horse,  under  Major  Reynolds,  were  let 
loose  in  pursuit  of  the  right  wing  of  the  routed  enemy,  numbers  of  whom  were 
sabred.  In  this  pursuit,  Major  Reynolds,  who,  though  he  had  been  severely  wounded 
early  in  the  day,  nevertheless  continued  to  discharge  with  the  utmost  gallantry  the 
duties  of  his  command,  was  thrown  from  his  horse,  and  was  instantly  set  upon  and 
slain.  In  the  meantime  Colonel  Tanner,  with  the  infantry,  had  followed  up  and 
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dealt  very  effectively  with  the  left  wing  of  the  retreating  force,  and  only  desisted 
from  pursuit  when  darkness  closed  in.  The  enemy  were  computed  to  have  num¬ 
bered  over  1,500,  of  whom  163  were  counted  dead  on  the  plain,  many  more  being 
killed  in  the  enclosures,  and  many  wounded.  The  British  loss  was  5  killed  and  24 
wounded.  The  severe  lesson  taught  by  this  action  was  taken  to  heart,  and  the 
troops  arrived  at  Kandahar  without  further  molestation. 

During  the  absence  of  Generals  Stewart  and  Biddulph  from  Kandahar,  a  few 
isolated  outrages  had  been  perpetrated  in  the  city  by  fanatics,  but  on  the  whole 
affairs  had  been  quiet. 

Meanwhile,  early  in  January,  Major-General  Primrose  had  been  ordered  up 
from  India  to  take  command  of  the  1st  Division,  and  Brigadier-General  Phayre 
was  placed  in  command  of  the  troops  between  Sukkur  and  Dadar.  Towards  the 
end  of  that  month  General  Phayre  was  charged  with  the  difficult  duty  of  convoying 
six  months’  supplies  for  30,000  men  to  Dadar  and  Quetta  before  the  end  of  April  : 
a  task  which,  in  the  sequel,  was  successfully  accomplished,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  route  between  Jacobadad  and  Dadar  which  had  hitherto  been  used 
had  become  totally  unsuitable  for  wheeled  traffic,  and  a  new  one  had  to  be  selected 
and  prepared. 

The  retirement  of  the  columns  from  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  and  Girishk  proved  to  be 
part  of  a  scheme  for  the  material  reduction  of  the  numbers  of  the  troops  in  Southern 
Afghanistan  before  the  hot  weather  should  set  in,  a  measure  determined  on  by  the 
authorities  in  the  expectation  that  matters  were  about  to  be  permanently  settled. 
Orders  were  accordingly  given  to  General  Stewart  to  retain  for  disposal  at  Kan¬ 
dahar,  Pishin,  and  Quetta,  a  force  consisting  of  only  seven  batteries  of  artillery, 
three  regiments  of  native  cavalry,  two  battalions  of  British  infantry,  seven  of  native 
infantry,  and  two  companies  of  Sappers,  while  the  remainder  of  the  troops,  itnder 
General  Biddulph,  were  to  open  up  and  return  to  India  by  a  new  route — known  as 
the  Thal-Chotiali  route — leading  through  the  hitherto  unexplored  country  lying  to 
the  east  of  the  Pishin  valley.  On  the  1st  of  March  General  Biddulph  reached 
Kandahar,  and  immediately  afterwards  broke  up  his  division  and  set  the  various 
corps  in  motion  towards  Khushdil  Khan,  the  selected  point  of  departure. 

The  Thal-Chotiali  Field  Force  was  organized  in  three  columns,  which  quitted 
Khushdil  Khan,  successively,  on  the  11th,  21st,  and  22nd  of  March.  The  1st 
Column,  consisting  of  a  squadron  of  the  8th  Bengal  Cavalry,  a  squadron  of  the  2nd 
Sind  Horse,  two  guns  of  the  Jacobabad  Mountain  Battery,  two  guns  of  the 
Peshawar  Mountain  Battery,  and  the  1st  Punjab  Infantry,  was  commanded  by 
Major  Keen,  1st  Punjab  Infantry,  and  accompanied  by  Major  Sandeman,  the 
Governor-General’s  Agent  in  Ivalat,  an  officer  to  whose  great  personal  influence  the 
sympathy  and  goodwill  which  had  hitherto  been  shown  by  the  Baluch  tribes  were 
mainly  attributable  ;  the  2nd  Column,  consisting  of  the  15th  Hussars,  two  guns  of 
the  Peshawar  Mountain  Battery,  the  32nd  Pioneers,  and  the  1st  Goorkhas,  was 
commanded  by  Colonel  Sale  Hill,  1st  Goorkhas,  and  accompanied  by  General 
Biddulph  and  the  head-quarters  staff ;  and  the  3rd  Column,  consisting  of  two 
squadrons  of  the  8th  Bengal  Cavalry,  six  companies  of  the  70th  F'oot,  a  wing  of 
the  1 2th  Native  Infantry,  and  a  company  of  Sappers,  was  commanded  by  Brigadier- 
General  Nuttall.  Another  column,  consisting  of  two  squadrons  of  the  15th  Bengal 
Cavalry,  400  of  the  21st  Madras  Native  Infantry,  200  of  the  30th  Madras  Native 
Infantry,  and  100  of  the  Rawalpur  Contingent,  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
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Prendergast,  15th  Bengal  Cavalry,  constituted  as  the  Dera  Ghazi  Column,  marched 
from  the  Indus  for  Legari  Barkhan,  with  supplies  for  the  columns  advancing  east¬ 
ward.  Besides  a  general  survey  being  taken,  the  country  traversed  was  to  be 
carefully  examined  with  a  view  to  the  construction  of  a  military  road  and  railway, 
and  choice  was  to  be  made  of  a  suitable  military  post. 

The  movement  was  carried  out  without  serious  opposition  until  the  advance 
column,  under  Major  Keen,  had  marched  about  a  hundred  miles  from  its  original 
point  of  departure.  While  it  was  leisurely  making  its  way  through  the  Smallan 
Valley,  on  the  22nd  of  March,  the  rear-guard  was  attacked  by  some  2,000  marauders. 
This  attack  was  effectively  repulsed  by  Captain  Lome  Campbell,  1st  Punjab 
Infantry,  with  the  loss  of  one  Sepoy  killed.  Two  days  afterwards,  on  the  24th  of 
March,  the  same  column  was  again  attacked  at  a  place  called  Baghao  by  the 
combined  tribal  forces  of  Zhob,  Bori,  and  the  vicinity.  Notice  of  the  enemy’s 
approach  was  given  by  the  videttes  about  3  p.m.,  and  orders  were  immediately 
issued  to  the  troops  to  fall  in.  Leaving  the  two  guns  of  the  Peshawar  Mountain 
Battery,  a  squadron  of  the  2nd  Sind  Horse,  and  four  companies  of  the  1st  Punjab 
Infantry,  under  Major  G.  U.  Prior,  Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  to  protect 
the  camp,  Major  Keen  set  out  with  the  two  guns  of  the  Jacobabad  Mountain 
Battery,  the  squadron  of  the  8th  Bengal  Cavalry,  and  four  companies  of  the  1st 
Punjab  Infantry,  in  the  direction  from  which  the  tribesmen  were  advancing.  After 
proceeding  a  short  distance,  a  party  of  the  1st  Punjab  Infantry,  under  Major 
Vallings,  was  directed  to  move  forward  in  skirmishing  order  against  the  enemy’s 
line,  the  two  guns  at  the  same  time  being  brought  into  action,  and  a  party  of  the 
8th  Bengal  Cavalry,  under  Major  Chapman,  detailed  to  protect  the  left  flank  of  the 
advance.  After  two  or  three  rounds  had  been  fired,  the  enemy  were  seen  to 
halt,  and  immediately  afterwards  a  number  of  them  were  observed  to  make  their 
way  up  some  hills  to  the  right.  Major  Keen  now  ordered  Major  Higginson  and 
Captain  Campbell,  of  the  1st  Punjab  Infantry,  with  two  companies  of  that  regiment, 
to  carry  these  heights  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  a  feat  which  was  gallantly 
performed  in  the  face  of  a  determined  opposition,  a  heavy  loss  being  inflicted. 
At  the  same  time  Major  Vallings,  advancing  rapidly  to  the  left,  drove  another 
portion  of  the  enemy’s  force  before  him,  and  subsequently  took  up  a  position  from 
which  he  was  able  to  co-operate  with  the  companies  clearing  the  hills.  While 
these  operations  were  progressing,  both  the  guns  of  the  Jacobabad  Mountain 
Battery,  one  accompanying  Major  Chapman,  and  the  other  moving  to  somewhat  higher 
ground,  made  excellent  practice.  Major  Vallings  next  cleared  a  number  of  caves 
and  rocks  ;  and  the  enemy  being  now  completely  routed,  further  pursuit  was  stopped, 
and  the  troops  were  ordered  to  return  to  camp.  The  enemy  were  estimated  to 
have  numbered  3,000,  of  whom  some  150  were  killed,  and  many  wounded.  Major 
Keen’s  loss  was  1  killed  and  5  wounded. 

The  march  of  the  Thal-Chotiali  Field  Force  was  concluded  without  any 
misadventure,  and  the  columns,  after  incessant  watchfulness  and  much  hard  work, 
found  a  few  days’  repose  in  the  peaceful  Barkhan  Plain.  From  this  district,  being- 
in  a  country  absolutely  peaceful  and  friendly,  the  corps  were  moved  singly  by  two 
routes,  a  proportion  of  them  being  left  at  Barkhan  with  the  view  of  establishing  a 
camp  at  Vitakri.  In  the  meantime  Colonel  Prendergast’s  Column,  which  had 
started  from  Dera  Ghazi  Khan  on  the  23rd  February,  reached  Vitakri  on  the  6th  of 
March,  and  continuing  its  advance  from  thence,  on  the  30th  idem,  through  the  Han 
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Pass,  effected  a  junction  with  Major  Keen  and  Major  Sandeman.  The  column  was 
threatened,  but  was  not  attacked. 

For  some  time  after  the  departure  of  the  troops  under  General  Biddulph  for 
India,  affairs  at  Kandahar  remained  generally  quiet,  and  by  the  middle  of  April 
many  of  the  chiefs  who  had  fled  from  the  city  had  returned  and  given  in  their 
adhesion  to  the  British  cause.  Raids  on  foraging  parties  and  assassinations  of  camp 
followers  along  the  line  of  communications  were  of  occasional  occurrence,  but  these 
grew  less  and  less  frequent  as  time  wore  on.  The  only  active  operation  in 
Southern  Afghanistan  of  any  importance  within  this  period  was  the  defeat  of  a 
large  body  of  Barechi  Pathans  at  Syud  But,  in  Shorawak,  by  a  party  of  30  of  the 
1st  Punjab  Cavalry  and  176  of  Jacob’s  Rifles,  under  Major  F.  T.  Humfrey,  of  the 
latter  regiment,  who  were  attacked  while  escorting  Mr.  O.  T.  Duke,  Assistant 
Agent  for  the  Governor-General,  from  Kalat  to  Pishin.  About  8  a.m.  on  the  27th 
of  March  reports  were  received  by  Major  Humfrey  of  the  advance  of  3,000  of  the 
tribesmen  on  his  camp.  He  at  once  ordered  out  the  cavalry,  under  Ressaldar  Mir 
Alam  Khan,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Duke,  to  reconnoitre  ;  and  after  the  latter  had 
proceeded  some  four  miles,  the  enemy  were  sighted,  moving  forward  under  the 
protection  of  a  range  of  sand-hills,  about  sixty  feet  in  height.  By  the  judicious 
withdrawal  of  the  cavalry,  the  enemy  were  induced  to  temporarily  abandon  their 
cover ;  but  on  Are  being  opened  upon  them  by  a  company  of  infantry  under 
Subadar  Hyder  Khan,  which  was  moved  forward  for  the  purpose,  they  again 
sought  shelter.  Major  Humfrey  hereupon  determined  to  assault  their  position  on 
two  sides  ;  and  entrusting  Subadar  Hyder  Khan,  in  command  of  his  company 
of  the  Rifles,  with  the  front  attack,  moved  under  a  heavy  fire  with  the  remainder  of 
the  infantry  in  skirmishing  order  to  the  left,  round  the  base  of  the  sand-hills,  the 
cavalry  also  taking  up  a  position  in  the  same  direction.  After  working  their  way 
forward  for  a  short  distance  under  cover,  the  files  detailed  for  the  left  attack  rapidly 
ascended  the  hills,  and  gaining  the  summit  of  the  ridge,  found  the  enemy  posted 
upon  it  in  masses,  about  300  yards  distant.  A  heavy  and  effective  fire  was  at  once 
opened,  the  front  attack  being  developed  about  the  same  time.  The  enemy, 
finding  their  position  enfiladed,  retreated  fighting.  In  a  few  minutes  their  retreat 
was  turned  into  a  complete  rout,  the  cavalry,  led  by  Mr.  Duke,  charging  over  a 
spur  of  the  hills,  and  falling  upon  them  with  great  execution.  In  this  affair  90  of 
the  Pathans  were  killed,  and  many  wounded,  while  the  loss  of  the  escort  was  only 
7  wounded.  The  whole  of  the  enemy’s  baggage  was  captured.  The  following  day 
the  headmen  of  the  district  came  in  and  surrendered  unconditionally. 

The  political  effects  of  the  successful  military  operations  which  have  been  thus 
far  briefly  chronicled  had  long  since  begun  to  make  themselves  apparent,  and  while 
the  troops  of  the  northern  divisions  of  the  Army  of  Invasion  were  being  concentrated 
at  the  most  advanced  posts  on  the  Khyber  and  Kuram  lines  for  an  advance  on 
Kabul,  should  such  a  movement  become  necessary,  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  a 
peaceful  settlement  were  being  rapidly  removed.  The  reverses  sustained  by  the 
Afghan  army  at  Ali  Musjid  and  the  Peiwar  Kotal  had  resulted,  as  has  been  already 
recorded,  in  the  flight  of  the  Amir  from  Kabul,  which,  in  turn,  had  been  followed 
by  wholesale  desertions  from  the  garrisons  of  the  capital.  The  assumption  of 
authority  by  ShereAli’s  long  incarcerated  son,  the  Sirdar  Yakub  Khan,  had  afforded 
the  Indian  Government  an  opportunity  for  addressing  to  him,  through  Major 
Cavagnari,  a  letter  which,  though  couched  in  general  terms,  was  friendly  in  its  tone, 
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and  such  as  to  afford  His  Highness  an  opportunity  of  separating  himself,  were  he 
so  minded,  from  the  policy  which  had  proved  so  disastrous  to  his  father.  But 
Yakub  Khan  was  not  at  this  time  regarded  either  by  himself  or  his  fellow-subjects 
as  a  free  agent ;  and  the  reply  he  returned  to  Major  Cavagnari’ s  letter  expressed 
no  desire  on  his  own  behalf  or  that  of  the  Amir  to  come  to  terms.  Early  in 
February,  1879,  however,  a  spontaneous  communication  was  received  from  the 
Sirdar,  containing  distinct  overtures  for  the  reconciliation  which  had  been  suggested, 
and  an  offer  of  his  good  offices,  as  an  intermediary  between  the  British  Government 
and  the  Amir,  for  the  removal  of  differences  which  he  regarded  as  susceptible  of 
adjustment ;  and  a  few  days  afterwards  another  letter  was  received  from  him,  an¬ 
nouncing  the  death  of  his  father  and  his  own  accession  to  the  throne.  These 
communications  were  received  by  Major  Cavagnari,  who  was  authorized  to  respond 
to  the  latter  by  a  suitable  expression  of  the  Viceroy’s  condolences,  and  to  the 
former,  by  a  plain  statement  of  the  terms  on  which  His  Excellency  in  Council  was 
prepared  to  entertain  negotiations  for  peace.  After  some  discussion  of  these  con¬ 
ditions,  Yakub  Khan,  accelerated  in  his  decision,  apparently,  by  the  defection  from 
his  cause  of  the  Wali  Muhammad,  Padshah  Khan,  and  others,  announced  his 
intention,  within  a  few  days  after  the  occupation  of  Gandamak  by  the  British  troops, 
of  proceeding  to  that  place  for  the  purpose  of  entering  into  a  personal  conference 
with  Major  Cavagnari.  The  latter  was  accordingly  instructed  to  arrange  with  Sir 
Sam.  Browne  for  the  honourable  reception  of  His  Highness,  and  was  invested  with 
full  powers  to  represent  the  Government  in  negotiations,  respecting  which  he  had 
previously  been  furnished  with  detailed  oral  instructions  by  the  Viceroy  at  Lahore. 

From  the  hour  when  war  with  Shere  Ali  had  been  declared,  and  the  various 
columns  of  invasion  had  been  set  in  motion,  the  efforts  of  the  Government  had  been 
directed  not  only  to  the  punishment  of  what  was  considered  to  have  been  an 
unprovoked  affront,  but  also  to  the  prompt  and  complete  attainment  of  the  following 
objects:  firstly,  the  exclusion  of  all  foreign  influence  from  Afghanistan;  and 
secondly,  a  rectification  of  the  frontier  sufficient  to  render  impossible  for  the  future 
the  exclusion  of  British  influence  from  that  State.  Such  a  result,  it  was  considered, 
would  be  obtained  by  locating  a  British  representative  at  Kabul,  and  by  permanently 
securing  the  command  of  those  passes  which,  piercing  the  extreme  edge  of  the  vast 
mountain  tract  which  rises  immediately  above  the  plains  of  India,  constitute  the 
only  practicable  approaches  to  the  Empire  beyond  its  northern  and  western  confines. 
In  draughting  the  terms  of  the  proposed  treaty,  Major  Cavagnari  was  instructed  to 
hold  these  objects  of  the  Government  carefully  in  view. 

Yakub  Khan  reached  Gandamak  on  the  8th  of  May,  1879,  and  was  received 
there  by  the  British  authorities  with  all  possible  honour  and  hospitality.  After  the 
formal  ceremonies  of  his  reception,  negotiations  were  opened  by  His  Highness,  and 
continued  without  interruption  till  the  26th  of  May.  On  that  date  a&treaty  was 
signed  in  the  British  camp  by  the  Amir,  and  by  Major  Cavagnari  on  behalf  of  the 
British  Government.  By  this  treaty,  which  was  formally  ratified  by  the  Viceroy  at 
Simla  on  the  30th  of  May,  the  objects  held  to  be  of  paramount  importance  by  the 
Government  in  prosecuting  the  war  were  very  amply  secured.  Its  more  important 
clauses  provided  in  detail  not  only  for  the  exercise  of  adequate  control  by  the 
British  Government  over  the  Amir’s  external  relations,  and  for  the  location  of  a 
British  representative  at  Kabul,  but  also  for  the  cession  by  the  Amir,  under  an 
assignment,  of  the  districts  of  Pishin,  Sibi,  and  Kuram,  and  the  retention  by  the 
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British  Government  of  the  control  of  the  Khyber  and  Michni  Passes.  With  the 
exception  of  the  assigned  districts,  which  were  not  to  be  considered  as  permanently 
severed  from  the  Afghan  kingdom,  and  the  revenues  of  which,  less  the  charges  of 
civil  administration,  were  to  be  handed  over  to  the  Amir,  all  the  territory  in 
possession  of  the  British  armies  was  to  be  restored.  On  the  part  of  the  British 
Government,  obligations  were  contracted  to  assist  the  Amir  against  foreign  aggression, 
and  to  pay  to  His  Highness  and  his  successors  an  annual  subsidy  of  six  lakhs  of 
rupees.  Provision  was  also  made  in  the  treaty  for  the  publication  by  the  Amir  of 
a  complete  amnesty,  absolving  all  his  subjects  from  responsibility  for  intercourse 
with  the  British  forces  during  the  war  ;  for  the  protection  and  encouragement  of 
commerce  between  India  and  Afghanistan  ;  and  for  the  immediate  construction  of 

a  line  of  telegraph  between  Kabul  and  Kuram. 

After  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  the  Amir  returned  to  Kabul,  and  orders 
were  immediately  issued  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  troops  of  the  two  Northern 
divisions  from  most  of  the  positions  lying  beyond  the  newly-defined  British  frontier, 
though  the  evacuation  of  Kandahar  was  postponed,  for  sanitary  reasons,  till  the 
ensuing  autumn.  This  retirement,  which  was  conducted  in  the  burning  heat  of 
summer,  and  through  territory  notoriously  unhealthy,  was  not  effected  without  an 
appalling  loss  of  life,  cholera  in  its  most  virulent  form  breaking  out,  and  together 
with  heat  apoplexy,  literally  decimating  the  ranks  of  regiments  weakened  by  the 
exposure  to  which  they  had  long  been  subjected,  and  the  arduous  nature  of  the 
duties  they  had  been  called  upon  to  perform.  By  the  middle  of  J  une  the  evacuation 
of  Northern  Afghanistan  was  practically  complete,  and  the  garrisons  of  the  various 
posts  in  the  Khyber  Pass  and  the  Kuram  Valley  were  reduced  to  a  peace  footing. 


THE  SECOND  CAMPAIGN. 

A  FEW  weeks  after  the  ratification  of  the  Peace  of  Gandamak,  Major  Cavagnari 
— who,  for  his  recent  eminent  services  was  created  a  Knight  Commander  of  the 
Order  of  the  Bath — proceeded  to  Kabul  as  Envoy  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of 
the  British  Government  at  the  Court  of  His  Highness  the  Amir  Yakub  Khan. 
He  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  William  Jenkins,  of  the  Punjab  Civil  Service,  as 
Political  Assistant,  and  Dr.  Ambrose  Kelly,  of  the  Indian  Medical  Department,  as 
Medical  Officer  to  the  Embassy,  and  was  escorted  by  twenty-five  Sowars  and 
fifty  Sepoys  of  the  Corps  of  Guides,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  W.  R.  P. 
Hamilton,  V.C. 

The  Mission  arrived  at  Kabul  on  the  24th  of  July,  1879,  and  was  accorded  a 
brilliant  reception.  As  early  as  the  6th  of  August,  however,  indications  of  hostility 
towards  it  on  the  part  of  a  section  of  the  army  and  the  people  were  to  be  observed. 
On  that  day  large  bodies  of  turbulent  soldiery,  who  had  recently  returned  to  Kabul 
from  Herat,  paraded  the  streets,  and  followed  by  a  disorderly  crowd  of  townspeople, 
manifested  their  disaffection  by  loudly  abusing  the  Ambassador  by  name. 

As  time  wore  on  the  relations  subsisting  between  the  Embassy  and  the  Amir 
appear  to  have  become  somewhat  strained,  and  indications  of  the  menacing  attitude 
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of  the  populace,  to  have  multiplied.  In  the  Kabul  diaries  allusion  is  more  than 
once  made  to  the  prevalence  of  insubordination  amongst  the  Afghan  regiments,  and 
street  fights  between  the  Amir  s  troops  and  the  soldiers  of  the  Envoy’s  escort  were 
not  of  unfrequent  occurrence.  Notwithstanding  this,  no  cause  for  immediate  alarm 
seems  to  have  been  felt  at  the  Residency,  and  a  telegram  despatched  by  Sir  Louis 
Cavagnari  to  the  Viceroy  of  India  as  late  as  the  2nd  of  September  contained  the 
announcement  that  all  was  well  with  the  Embassy.  That  this  confidence  was 
misplaced,  the  sequel  disastrously  proved.  The  cheerfully-worded  message  had 
barely  reached  its  destination  before  the  hand  which  had  written  it  was  closed  in 
death,  and  the  labours  of  the  Mission  had  been  brought  to  an  untimely  and  tragical 
close. 

The  buildings  occupied  by  the  British  Ambassador  and  his  retinue  were 
situated  within  the  Bala  Hissar,  the  citadel  of  Kabul,  and  were  erected  on  two 
sides  of  a  spacious  courtyard,  distant  but  a  stone’s  throw  from  the  Amir’s  palace. 
Here,  on  the  morning  of  the  3rd  of  September,  were  collected  the  Envoy,  his 
suite,  and  sixty-eight  Sepoys  and  troopers  of  the  escort,  seven  of  the  latter  being 
absent  on  duty  with  grass-cutters  on  the  plains  beyond  the  city.  About  8  a.m.  on 
that  day  some  unarmed  Afghan  regiments  were  paraded  in  the  Bala  Hissar  to 
receive  their  pay,  and  began  clamouring  for  arrears.  Upon  these  being  refused,  a 
riot  broke  out.  While  some  of  the  mutinous  troops  hurried  off  to  fetch  their  arms 
and  to  loot  the  magazine  of  the  Upper  Bala  Hissar,  others  made  their  way  across 
to  the  Envoy’s  stables,  and  commenced  to  stone  the  syces  and  unfasten  the  horses. 
The  gates  of  the  courtyard  were  at  once  closed.  In  a  short  time  the  Residency 
was  regularly  besieged,  the  mutinous  troops  being  joined  by  the  townspeople,  and 
the  mob  being  every  minute  augmented  by  fresh  accessions  from  the  city.  A 
message,  despatched  by  Sir  Louis  Cavagnari  to  the  Amir  at  the  very  beginning  of 
the  fray,  was  safely  delivered  into  his  hands  ;  but  beyond  sending  out  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  of  his  Forces,  Daud  Shah,  and  subsequently  his  son,  to  remonstrate 
with  the  rabble,  he  made  no  effort  to  avert  the  impending  catastrophe.  With 
devoted  gallantry,  the  defence  of  the  Residency  was  conducted  by  the  little  garrison 
for  hour  after  hour,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  their  numbers  were  rapidly  diminishing, 
and  of  the  conviction  which  must  have  early  forced  itself  upon  them  that  all  hope 
of  succour  was  at  an  end.  Three  of  the  British  officers,  it  is  reported,  charged  out 
of  the  building,  a  little  before  noon,  at  the  head  of  twenty-five  of  the  Guide  Sowars 
and  Sepoys ;  and  when  charged,  the  Afghans — according  to  the  testimony  of  an 
eye-witness — ran  like  sheep  before  a  wolf.  Later  in  the  day,  another  sally  was 
made  by  a  party  with  two  officers  leading ;  and  subsequently  a  third,  and  a 
fourth,  the  last  charge  being  led  by  a  gallant  Sikh  Jemadar,  every  British  officer 
being  by  that  time  killed.  About  noon  the  gates  of  the  courtyard  were  burst 
open,  and  the  Residency  was  fired  ;  but  it  was  some  time  before  the  flames  made 
any  appreciable  impression  upon  the  building  in  which  the  members  of  the  Mission 
made  their  final  stand.  At  length  the  walls  fell  in,  and  the  rabble,  streaming 
through,  completed  their  work  of  devastation.  The  first  shot  had  been  fired  shortly 
before  8  o’clock  in  the  morning,  and  it  was  nearly  8  o’clock  in  the  evening  before 
the  last  of  the  garrison  was  killed.  Besides  Sir  Louis  Cavagnari  and  his  suite,  the 
gallant  Guide  Sowars  and  Sepoys  forming  the  Envoy’s  escort  perished  almost  to 
a  man. 

The  first  intelligence  of  the  attack  on  the  Embassy  to  reach  India,  which  was 
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received  by  the  Government  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  of  September  through 
Captain  Conolly,  the  Assistant  Political  Officer  at  Ali  Khel,  left  room  for  hope  that 
the  members  of  the  Mission  had  not  yet  perished,  and  that  if  the  defence  of  the 
Residency  could  be  maintained  for  a  short  time  longer,  the  lives  of  its  inmates  might 
still  be  saved.  To  that  end,  strenuous  efforts  were  at  once  directed.  Captain 
Conolly  was  instructed  to  inform  the  Amir  by  letter  that  he  would  be  held  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  safety  of  Sir  Louis  Cavagnari  and  his  companions.  At  the  same 
time,  as  a  preliminary  measure,  Brigadier-General  Dunham  Massy,  commanding  the 
advanced  troops  at  Ali  Khel,  was  ordered  to  seize  and  hold  the  Shutargardan  Pass, 
while  General  Stewart,  who  was  still  commanding  in  Southern  Afghanistan,  was 
directed  to  stand  fast  at  Kandahar,  concentrating  there  all  the  troops  previously 
under  orders  to  return  to  India.  During  the  night  of  the  5th  of  September  sup¬ 
plementary  information  was  received  from  Captain  Conolly  which  dissipated  all 
hope  of  saving  the  lives  of  the  members  of  the  Mission  ;  but  the  occupation  of, 
and  complete  domination  over  Kabul,  within  the  very  shortest  period  possible,  was 
nevertheless  regarded  by  Government  to  be  a  measure  of  paramount  importance. 
To  attain  this  object  it  was  decided  that  a  strong  column  should  move  forward  with 
all  speed  from  the  Shutargardan,  and  that  preparations  should  be  made  for  the 
maintenance  of  its  communications  by  two  routes,  the  Khyber  as  well  as  the  Kuram, 
in  view  of  the  necessity  for  abandoning  the  latter  at  an  early  date  in  consequence 
of  the  closing  of  the  passes  by  the  first  winter  snowfall. 

The  general  arrangements  for  carrying  out  these  operations  were  as  follows. 
The  column  destined  for  the  advance  on  Kabul  was  to  consist  of  three  batteries  of 
artillery,  one  squadron  of  British  cavalry,  two  regiments  of  Native  cavalry,  three  of 
British  infantry,  four  of  Native  infantry,  and  one  company  of  Sappers,  in  all  about 
6,500  men.  It  was  to  be  commanded  by  Major-General  Sir  F.  S.  Roberts,  V.C., 
K.C.B.,  and  was  to  be  divided  into  three  brigades,  one  of  cavalry,  under  Brigadier- 
General  W.  G.  D.  Massy,  and  two  of  infantry,  under  Brigadier-Generals  H.  T. 
Macpherson,  V.C.,  C.B.,  and  T.  D.  Baker.  The  country  between  the  Shutargardan 
and  Thai  was  to  be  held  by  two  batteries  of  artillery,  two  regiments  of  Native 
cavalry,  one  of  British  infantry,  and  five  of  Native  infantry,  in  all  about  4,000  men, 
under  Brigadier-Generals  T.  E.  Gordon,  C.S.I.,  and  J.  A.  Tytler,  V.C.,  C.B., 
Brigadier-General  Hugh  Gough,  V.C.,  C.B.,  being  placed  in  charge  of  the  com¬ 
munications.  In  addition  to  the  Peshawar  garrison  and  the  troops  already  holding 
the  Khyber  Pass  as  far  as  Landi  Kotal,  a  force  consisting  of  five  batteries  of 
artillery,  two  regiments  of  British  cavalry,  four  of  Native  cavalry,  five  of  Native 
infantry,  and  two  companies  of  Sappers,  in  all  about  6,600  men,  under  the  command 
of  Major-General  R.  O.  Bright,  was  detailed  for  operations  on  the  Jalalabad  line. 
This  force,  it  was  intended,  should  protect  the  road  from  Peshawar  to  Gandamak, 
and  provide  a  moveable  column  for  holding  Jagdalak  and  establishing  communi¬ 
cations  with  Kabul.  At  the  same  time  measures  were  taken  for  securing  an  efficient 
reserve  of  5,500  men  between  Peshawar  and  Rawal  Pindi.  Major-General  J.  Ross, 
C.B.,  was  to  command  the  Reserve  Division,  Brigadier-General  J.  Doran,  C. B.,  the 
section  of  the  line  from  Peshawar  to  Basawal,  Brigadier-General  C.  G.  Arbuthnot, 
C.B.,  from  Basawal  to  Jalalabad  and  Gandamak,  and  Brigadier-General  Charles 
Gough,  V.C.,  C.B.,  from  thence  onwards.  The  Khyber  and  Kuram  forces,  as  thus 
constituted,  would  represent  a  division  having  its  head-quarters  at  Kabul,  with  its 
army  line  base  at  Peshawar,  and  a  secondary  line  across  the  Shutargardan  until  that 
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pass  should  be  closed.  It  was  considered  that  it  would  be  capable  of  crushing  any 
resistance  that  was  likely  to  be  opposed  to  it.  The  Kandahar  force,  composed 
mainly  of  the  troops  which  had  recently  evacuated  the  city  and  were  echeloned 
along  the  line  from  Kokaran  to  Ouetta,  was  to  consist  of  eight  batteries  of  artillery, 
four  regiments  of  Native  cavaliy,  two  of  British  infantry,  seven  of  Native  infantry, 
and  two  companies  of  Sappers,  in  all  about  9>ooo  men,  and  was  to  be  commanded 
by  Lieut.-General  Sir  D.  M.  Stewart,  K.C.B.,  with  Brigadier-Generals  C.  H. 
Palliser,  C. B.,  R.  J.  Hughes,  and  R.  Barter  commanding  brigades.  By  this  force 
Kalat-i-Ghilzai  was  to  be  re-occupied  without  delay,  and  Ghazni  threatened  besides. 
In  addition  to  these  troops  there  was  a  small  force  at  Vitakri,  consisting  of  a  moun¬ 
tain  battery,  one  regiment  of  Native  cavalry,  and  two  of  Native  infantry,  about 
1^,080  men,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  J .  C.  Georges,  and  also  a  reserve  of  the 
Kandahar  force  on  the  communications  from  Quetta  to  Sukkur,  composed  of  Bombay 
troops,  and  consisting  of  one  regiment  of  Native  cavalry,  three  of  Native  infantry, 
and  four  companies  of  Sappers,  about  2,000  men  in  all,  under  the  command  of 
Brigadier-General  R.  Phayre,  C.B. 

Many  of  the  transport  animals  of  the  Kuram  force  had  suffered  severely  from 
sickness  during  the  previous  months,  and  the  remainder  had  to  a  great  extent  been 
dispersed  to  graze  where  they  were  not  immediately  available  beyond  the  Shutar- 
gardan.  To  expedite  the  advance  of  the  entire  force  under  General  Roberts,  it  was 
consequently  necessary  to  collect  at  that  point  carriage  and  supply  for  6,500  men. 
This  operation  General  Massy  successfully  completed  on  the  evening  of  the  nth  of 
September,  though  it  could  only  be  done,  with  a  minimum  of  difficulty  and  delay, 
by  denuding  the  Peshawar  Valley  force  of  all  its  available  transport.  To  supply 
within  the  shortest  possible  period  the  deficiency  thus  created,  all  parts  of  the 
Empire  were  subsequently  placed  under  requisition.  In  view  of  the  anticipated 
difficulties  in  collecting  and  organizing  transport  for  operations  which  might  be 
indefinitely  extended,  a  new  office  was  called  into  being,  separated  from  the  Military 
Department,  and  placed  in  immediate  communication  with  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  head  of  the  Civil  Government,  on  the  other.  The  direct 
control  of  this  office  was  entrusted  to  Lieut.-General  Sir  Michael  Kennedy,  R.E., 
K.C.S.I.,  who  was  invested  with  special  powers  for  the  expeditious  conduct  of  its 
business.  As  Comptroller-General  of  the  Commissariat,  this  officer  was  to  be 
responsible  for  the  supply  of  transport  to  the  various  columns  detailed  for  field 
operations ;  but  on  their  receipt  of  the  transport  thus  supplied,  it  was  to  be  treated 
as  regimental  equipment,  for  the  supervision  and  organization  of  which  the  respon¬ 
sibility  was  to  rest  exclusively  upon  the  commanding  officers  concerned. 

During  the  second  and  third  week  in  September  the  forward  concentration  of 
the  troops  detailed  for  the  advance  on  Kabul  was  continued  with  the  greatest 
activity.  On  the  11th  of  that  month  the  Shutargardan  Pass  was  occupied  by  the 
23rd  Pioneers,  the  5th  Goorkhas,  and  No.  2  Mountain  Battery,  the  position  taken 
up  being  strongly  intrenched.  The  following  day  Sir  Frederick  Roberts,  with 
Brigadier-Generals  Macpherson  and  Baker,  arrived  at  Ali  Khel,  from  whence  the 
latter  proceeded  onward  to  take  command  of  the  advanced  troops.  On  the  14th  the 
Nawab  Sir  Ghulam  Hussan  Khan,  who  had  been  sent  from  Kandahar  to  join  Sir 
Louis  Cavagnari  as  Native  Assistant  at  Kabul,  and  concerning  whose  safety  great 
anxiety,  had  been  felt,  arrived  in  the  British  camp,  having  heard  of  the  outbreak  at 
the  capital  when  within  a  few  miles  of  his  destination,  and  having  at  once  made  for 
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the  Shutargardan.  Several  letters  were  now  received  by  General  Roberts  from 
the  Amir,  expressing  his  regret  for  what  had  happened,  his  intention  to  punish  the 
mutineers,  and  his  unabated  confidence  in  the  friendship  of  the  Viceroy ;  but  the 
simultaneous  receipt  of  reports  that  His  Highness  was  making  every  effort  in  his 
power  to  induce  the  tribes  to  oppose  the  impending  advance  of  the  British  forces 
cast  some  doubt  on  the  sincerity  of  these  professions. 

With  the  exception  of  occasional  shots  being  fired  at  night,  no  hostility  was 
shown  by  the  tribes  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Shutargardan  till  the  22nd  of 
September,  when  a  convoy  of  telegraph  stores,  escorted  by  eleven  Sepoys  of  the 
5th  Punjab  Infantry,  was  attacked  near  Karatiga  by  a  body  of  two  or  three  hundred 
Mangals  and  Ghilzais.  In  this  affair  six  Sepoys  and  about  twenty  mule-drivers  were 
killed,  and  the  whole  of  the  stores  looted.  A  detachment  of  the  72nd  Highlanders 
was  immediately  sent  out  to  the  scene  of  the  encounter,  but  the  tribesmen  had  made 
off,  and  pursuit  proved  useless. 

By  the  24th  September  the  supply  of  transport  and  the  progress  made  up  the 
Kuram  Valley  by  the  successive  reinforcements  had  placed  the  column  in  a  position 
to  advance.  On  that  day  the  troops  under  Brigadier-General  Baker  moved  down 
from  the  Shutargardan,  and  crossing  the  Shinkai  Kotal,  reached  Kushi,  a  village 
distant  only  forty-eight  miles  from  Kabul,  the  same  evening.  On  the  27th 
General  Roberts  moved  his  head-quarters  from  Ali  Khel  for  the  Shutargardan,  in 
company  with  the  head-quarters  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade,  a  squadron  of  the  9th 
Lancers,  the  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  the  28th  Native  Infantry,  and  a  detachment  of 
the  5th  Punjab  Infantry,  the  infantry  being  directed  to  bring  up  the  rear  of  the 
force  during  the  march,  whilst  the  cavalry  and  staff  were  to  push  forward  and 
endeavour  to  reach  the  Shutargardan  before  dark.  About  10.30  a.m.  the  head  of 
the  column  was  joined  by  twenty-five  men  of  the  92nd  Highlanders,  who  had  been 
sent  from  Karatiga  to  act  as  an  advance  guard  in  consequence  of  a  rumour  that  the 
Mangals  and  Ghilzais  were  gathering  in  the  Hazardarakht  defile.  The  rumour** 
proved  to  be  well  founded.  About  11  a.m.  it  was  ascertained  by  a  reconnoitring 
party  under  Captain  Vousden,  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  who  had  his  horse  shot  under 
him,  that  some  2,000  of  the  tribesmen  were  assembled  on  either  side  of  the  ravine, 
about  half  a  mile  beyond  a  ruined  fort  called  Jagi  Thana.  The  detachment  of  the 
92nd  Highlanders,  supported  by  a  dismounted  troop  of  the  9th  Lancers,  speedily 
cleared  the  northern  side  of  the  gorge,  but  the  enemy  clung  obstinately  to  some 
precipitous  heights  to  the  south  ;  they  were,  however,  eventually  dislodged,  and  on 
the  arrival  of  the  28th  Native  Infantry,  a  commanding  hill  was  held  till  the  rear¬ 
guard  had  passed,  A  volley  fired  at  close  quarters  at  Sir  F.  Roberts  and  his  staff 
took  effect,  Surgeon-General  Townsend  being  severely  wounded  in  the  face.  A 
small  detachment  of  the  92nd  Highlanders  and  3rd  Sikhs,  which  had  been  sent 
out  from  Karatiga  to  meet  the  column,  now  appeared  in  sight,  with  large  numbers 
of  the  enemy  in  full  flight  before  it.  This  detachment,  ably  handled  by  Colour- 
Sergeant  Hector  Macdonald,  and  Jemadar  Sher  Muhammad,  had  been  for  some 
hours  hotly  engaged,  and  though  consisting  of  only  63  rifles  all  told,  had  succeeded 
in  inflicting  a  loss  on  the  Mangals  of  30  killed,  its  own  casualties  being  1  Havildar 
and  3  Sepoys  killed. 

Sir  Frederick  Roberts  continued  his  advance,  on  the  28th  September,  to 
Kushi.  At  that  place  the  Amir  Yakub  Khan,  after  sending  forward  to  make 
inquiries  as  to  whether  he  could  be  received,  had  arrived  in  General  Baker’s  camp 
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the  previous  day,  attended  by  his  eldest  son  and  several  influential  Sirdars, 
including  Daud  Shah,  the  Alghan  Commander-in-Chief,  together  with  a  suite  of 
forty-five  members  and  an  escort  of  two  hundred  men.  The  Amir  had  apparently 
proceeded  in  some  haste  from  Kabul  on  hearing  that  the  Sirdar  Wali  Muhammad 
and  other  influential  personages  were  about  to  join  the  British  force.  Sir  Frederick 
Roberts  now  received  general  instructions  to  secure  his  Highness’s  personal  safety, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  retain  adequate  control  over  his  movements  until  the 
question  as  to  his  complicity  in  the  recent  outrage  at  Kabul  could  be  solved. 

On  the  29th  of  September  another  attack  was  made  near  Karatiga  by  the 
Mangals  and  Ghilzais  on  a  wing  of  the  67th  Foot,  forming  the  rear-guard  of  a  force 
convoying  stores  and  reserve  ammunition  through  the  Hazardarakht  defile.  The 
attack  was  effectively  repulsed,  the  only  casualties  on  the  British  side  beino-  two 
men  wounded. 

To  avoid  leaving  small  parties  along  the  road  while  it  was  still  insecure,  and 
being  desirous  of  reaching  Kabul  with  as  strong  a  force  as  possible,  General  Roberts 
now  arranged  to  evacuate  Ivushi  until  he  should  be  firmly  in  possession  of  the  Bala 
Hissar,  when  it  was  his  intention  to  establish  a  military  postal  service  between  the 
capital  and  the  Shutargardan  Pass.  The  whole  column  accordingly  moved  to 
Zargunshahr  on  the  2nd  of  October,  and  the  following  morning  marched  on  to 
Zaidabad.  Here  it  was  compulsorily  halted  for  a  day,  owing  to  the  lack  of 
transport,  the  insufficiency  of  which  had  long  been  keenly  felt.  On  the  morning  of 
the  5th  of  October  the  march  was  resumed,  a  force  consisting  of  two  guns  No.  2 
Mountain  Battery,  one  squadron  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  a  wing  of  the  67th  Foot,  and 
the  28th  Native  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Macpherson, 
being  left  behind  to  escort  the  reserve  ammunition  and  commissariat  stores.  The 
passage  of  the  Logar  river  at  Zaidabad  was  attended  with  considerable  difficulty, 
partly  in  consequence  of  the  bridge  being  unequal  to  the  weight  of  artillery  or 
laden  animals,  and  partly  in  consequence  of  the  hostility  evinced  by  the  tribesmen, 
large  numbers  of  whom  assembled  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  at  times  showed  so 
determined  a  front  as  to  necessitate  their  being  driven  off  at  the  point  of  the 
bayonet  by  covering  parties  of  the  72nd  Highlanders  and  5th  Goorkhas.  The 
village  of  Charasiab  was  reached  the  same  afternoon,  and  opposition  being  expected, 
reconnoitring  parties  of  cavalry  were  pushed  forward  along  three  roads  leading 
towards  the  city  of  Kabul,  eleven  miles  distant.  A  few  shots  were  fired  at  these 
parties  from  villages  and  walled  enclosures,  but  no  traces  were  visible  of  any  large 
body  of  the  enemy. 

That  night  strong  picquets  were  thrown  out  all  round  the  camp,  which  was 
pitched  to  the  south  of  the  village,  and  cavalry  patrols  were  ordered  to  proceed  at 
daybreak  to  feel  for  the  enemy.  At  the  same  time  General  Roberts  determined  to 
seize,  as  soon  as  possible  after  dawn,  the  crest  of  the  pass  known  as  the  Sang-i- 
Nawishta,  about  six  miles  in  advance  of  the  camp,  on  the  road  by  which  he  had 
decided  to  continue  his  march  towards  Kabul.  With  the  purpose  of  preparing  this 
road,  which,  it  had  been  reported,  was  unfit  for  the  passage  of  artillery,  the&2  3rd 
Pioneers,  accompanied  by  a  wing  of  the  92nd  Highlanders,  and  two  guns  No.  2 
Mountain  Battery,  were  sent  forward  from  camp  shortly  after  daybreak  on 
the  6th. 

Almost  before  any  report  could  be  received  from  the  cavalry  patrols,  all  doubts 
as  to  the  intentions  of  the  enemy  were  dissipated.  Troops  could  be  seen  in  large 
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numbers  and  regular  formation  crowning  the  crest  line  of  the  hills,  which  extended 
from  the  narrow  defile  of  the  Sang-i-Nawishta — both  sides  of  which  were  held — on 
their  extreme  left,  to  the  heights  above  the  Chardeh  Valley,  which  formed  their 
right ;  other  bodies  were  observed  assembling  on  the  heights  on  either  side  of  the 
camp,  with  the  obvious  intention  of  attacking  it  on  the  first  favourable  opportunity ; 
while  reports  were  brought  in  that  the  road  in  the  rear  was  blocked,  and  that  the 
march  of  Macpherson’s  brigade,  with  its  long  string  of  baggage,  would  be  contested. 
Behind  the  heights  extending  from  the  Sang-i-Nawishta  to  the  Chardeh  Valley  lay 
the  densely  crowded  city  of  Kabul,  the  scarcely  less  crowded  suburbs  of  Chardeh  and 
Deh-i-Afghan,  and  numerous  villages  clustered  all  over  the  Kabul  Valley.  Each 
and  all  of  these  had  contributed  their  quota  of  men  to  assist  the  troops  collected  to 
oppose  the  advance  on  the  capital,  and  it  was  certain  that  the  numbers  already 
assembled  would  be  still  further  augmented  if  they  were  allowed  to  remain  in 
possession  of  their  stronghold  a  single  night.  Under  these  circumstances  Sir 
Frederick  Roberts  determined  not  to  postpone  the  engagement  which  had  now 
become  inevitable  ;  and  sending  notice  to  General  Macpherson  to  keep  a  keen 
look  out,  and  to  reach  Charasiab,  if  possible,  before  dark,  he  proceeded  to  make 
his  preparations  for  dislodging  the  enemy  from  the  very  strong  position  they  had 
taken  up. 

The  party  which  had  been  sent  out  to  improve  the  road  had  been  halted, 
about  a  mile  in  front  of  the  camp,  as  soon  as  it  was  ascertained  that  the  Sang-i- 
Nawishta  defile  and  the  heights  on  either  side  of  it  were  strongly  held.  Appre¬ 
hending,  from  the  direction  which  had  been  taken  by  this  party  and  by  the  cavalry 
patrols,  that  an  attack  was  about  to  be  made  on  their  left,  the  enemy  were  now 
seen  to  be  rapidly  concentrating  their  forces  in  the  vicinity  of  the  gorge.  General 
Roberts  determined,  however,  merely  to  hold  them  in  check  in  that  quarter,  and  by 
an  outflanking  movement  to  throw  the  main  body  of  his  column  on  their  extreme 
right,  with  the  object  of  taking  them  in  reverse. 

1  he  conduct  of  these  operations  was  entrusted  to  Brigadier-General  Baker, 
under  whose  command  was  placed  a  force  consisting  of  four  guns  No.  2  Mountain 
Battery,  under  Captain  Swinley,  R.A.,  two  Gatling  guns,  under  Captain  Broadfoot, 
R.A.,  the  7th  Company  Sappers  and  Miners,  under  Lieut.  Nugent,  R.E.,  the  72nd 
Highlanders,  under  Lieut.-Colonel  Clarke,  six  companies  5th  Goorkhas,  under 
Major  Fitz  Hugh,  and  200  rifles  5th  Punjab  Infantry,  under  Captain  Hall,  in  all 
about  2,000  men,  in  addition  to  the  party  which  had  already  advanced  towards  the 
Sang-i-Nawishta,  whilst  the  force  left  to  protect  the  camp,  exclusive  of  the  5th 
Punjab  Infantry,  which  was  shortly  afterwards  sent  forward  to  guard  General 
Baker’s  reserve  ammunition  and  field  hospital,  was  reduced  to  about  450  cavalry, 
9  guns,  and  between  600  and  700  infantry. 

After  assembling  his  little  column  in  the  wooded  enclosures  of  the  Charasiab 
village,  General  Baker  made  his  dispositions  for  the  attack.  The  party  which  had 
first  left  camp,  and  which  consisted  of  three  guns  G/3,  R.A.,  under  Major  Parry, 
two  squadrons  of  cavalry  made  up  of  detachments  9th  Lancers,  5th  Punjab  Cavalry, 
and  1 2th  Bengal  Cavalry,  under  Major  Hammond,  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  awing 
92nd  Highlanders  under  Major  Hay,  and  100  rifles  23rd  Pioneers  under  Captain 
1  atterson,  the  whole  under  the  command  of  Major  White,  92nd  Highlanders,  was 
entrusted  with  the  operations  on  the  right,  Major  White  being  directed  to  continue 
threatening  the  Sang-i-Nawishta;  to  prevent  the  enemy  occupying  any  portion  of 
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the  Cha.rasia.b  village;  to  advance  within  artillery  range  of  the  enemy’s  main 
position  ,  and  when  the  outflanking  movement  should  be  thoroughly  developed,  and 
the  enemy  in  retreat,  to  push  the  cavalry  tnrough  the  pass  and  pursue.  With  the 
remainder  of  his  force  General  Baker  moved  off  to  the  left,  to  attack  the  extreme 
nght  of  the  enemy  s  position,  his  line  of  advance  lying  through  the  Charasiab 
vi  lage  and  over  a  series  of  bare  undulating  hills  rising  to  the  left  or  west  of  the 
plain  through  which  the  road  led  to  the  Sang-i-Nawishta  gorge. 

. .  The  strength  of  the  enemy  s  position  now  became  fully  apparent,  their  front 
being  found  to  extend  in  the  form  of  a  crescent  for  a  distance  of  nearly  three  miles, 
and  to  rest  on  a  succession  of  commanding  ridges  extremely  difficult  of  access.  The 
most  elevated  of  these  ridges  rose  to  a  height  of  over  2,000  feet,  about  half  a  mile 
distant  from,  and  to  the  proper  right  of  the  Sang-i-Nawishta  gorge,  towards  which 
it  gradually  fell  away,  but  again  rose  to  terminate  in  a  steep  hill  immediately  to  the 
§for&e-  #  To.  the  left  of  the  gorge,  and  bounding  the  plain,  three  steep 
hills  formed  a  continuation  of  the  range.  Each  horn  of  the  crescent  terminated  in 
a  high  peak,  on  both  of  which  detached  parties  of  the  enemy  were  posted. 

On  emerging  from  the  village,  which  was  cleared  about  11.30  a.m.,  the  troops 
under  General  Baker’s  immediate  command  continued  to  move  forward,  in  the  face 
of  some  opposition,  to  the  first  low  range  of  hills  held  by  the  enemy  in  force.  After 
the  advance  had  been  continued  for  about  a  mile,  a  flanking  company  of  the  72nd 
Highlanders,  under  Captain  Brooke  Hunt,  was  directed  to  crown  some  heights  to 
the  British  left,  in  fiont  of  the  peak  which  formed  the  extreme  advanced  point  on 
the  right  of  the  enemy  s  position,  and  which  dominated  the  elevations  all  round  it. 
At  the  same  time  the  remainder  of  the  72nd,  led  by  Lieut.-Colonel  Clarke,  swept 
forward  under  a  heavy  fire  to  attack  a  strongly-held  ridge — termed,  from  its  colour, 
the  Red  Ridge  which  extended  from  this  peak  to  the  enemy’s  centre,  and  in  a  few 
minutes  were  hotly  engaged.  So  obstinate  was  the  resistance  offered  in  both  these 
quarters  that  it  became  necessary  to  move  up  reinforcements,  two  companies  of  the 
5th  Goorkhas,  under  Major  Cook,  V.C.,  being  pushed  forward  to  assist  Captain  Brooke 
Hunt,  and  two  more  companies  of  the  5th  Goorkhas,  under  Major  Fitz  Hugh, 
together  with  200  men  of  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry,  under  Captain  Hall,  being  at 
the  same  time  advanced  to  strengthen  the  direct  attack. 

In  . the  meantime  it  had  become  evident  to  the  enemy  that  the  real  attack  was 
being,  directed  against  their  right,  and  their  troops  had  for  some  time  been  observed 
hurrying  down  from  their  main  position  in  the  centre  of  the  crescent  to  reinforce 
that  quarter.  The  attacking  battalions  were,  however,  not  to  be  denied,  and  by 
2  p.m.,  after  two  hours’  fighting,  the  Highlanders,  Goorkhas,  and  Punjab  Infantry, 
admirably  covered  in  their  advance  by  the  fire  of  the  Mountain  Battery,  had  carried 
both  the  Red  Ridge  and  the  Left  Peak,  the  defenders  of  the  latter,  in  their  retreat, 
suffering  heavy  loss  from  the  cross-fire  which  was  directed  upon  them. 

The  Afghans  now  took  up  a  second  position  on  a  higher  ridge  some  600  or 
700  yards  to  the  rear  of  that  from  which  they  had  been  driven,  but  still  well  in 
advance  of  their  centre.  Against  this  new  position  General  Baker’s  troops 
advanced  in  rushes,  covered  by  the  fire  of  the  Mountain  Battery.  After  making  a 
stand  for  half  an  hour,  the  enemy  again  fell  back,  the  attack  made  by  a  company  of 
the  23rd  Pioneers  under  Lieut.  Chesney,  supported  by  the  72nd  Highlanders,  the 
5th  Goorkhas,  and  two  companies  of  the  92nd  Highlanders,  proving  irresistible. 

1  he  two  companies  of  the  92nd,  under  Captain  Oxley,  had  been  detached  by  Major 
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White  from  the  right  attack  earlier  in  the  day,  and  had  performed  excellent  service 
while  working  their  way  round  to  join  the  outflanking  force. 

The  troops  now  advanced  rapidly  at  the  double  in  order  to  keep  the  enemy  on 
the  move,  and  to  prevent  them  from  making  a  further  stand  ;  all  the  available 
artillery  being  at  the  same  time  brought  to  bear  upon  them.  The  result  quickly 
made  itself  manifest.  By  3.45  p.m.  the  main  ridge  was  carried,  the  Afghan 
regiments  which  had  held  it  breaking  and  flying  in  disorder  in  the  direction  of 
Chardeh.  The  defence  of  this  ridge  was  almost  their  last  effort,  for  very  shortly 
afterwards  they  commenced  to  evacuate  their  position  on  the  immediate  right  of  the 
Sang-i-Nawishta  gorge. 

While  these  operations  were  progressing,  the  troops  under  Major  White, 
entrusted  with  the  right  attack,  had  not  been  idle.  The  enemy’s  left  was  found  to 
be  very  strongly  posted  on  the  advanced  detached  hill,  with  cavalry  and  infantry 
picquets  occupying  a  series  of  ridges  on  their  right  front.  Two  companies  of  the 
92nd,  under  Captain  Oxley,  were  detached  to  drive  in  these  picquets.  This  they 
quickly  accomplished,  and  subsequently  working  their  way  across  to  General 
Baker’s  force,  joined  the  left  attack.  Major  Parry,  commanding  G/3,  R.A.,  was 
now  directed  to  shell  the  detached  hill :  but  notwithstanding  the  excellent  practice 
made  by  the  guns,  the  enemy  refused  to  quit  their  entrenchments.  Major  White 
therefore  ordered  Captain  Cotton,  with  two  companies  of  the  92nd,  to  carry  the 
position,  a  feat  which  was  performed  with  great  gallantry,  the  Afghans  rushing 
forward  to  repel  the  advance,  but  being  forced  back  by  the  Highlanders,  and  driven 
headlong  down  the  reverse  slopes  of  the  hill.  After  a  halt  of  some  duration  had 
been  made  to  await  the  development  of  the  left  attack,  the  other  heights  on  the 
left  of  the  gorge  were  carried  in  succession,  the  Highlanders  and  Pioneers  meeting 
with  but  feeble  resistance.  From  the  last  hill  a  battery  of  four  guns,  stationed  at 
the  entrance  to  the  gorge,  was  taken  in  flank  and  captured.  The  plain  was  then 
crossed,  and  the  hill  immediately  on  the  right  of  the  gorge,  and  commanding  it, 
fell  to  Captain  Gordon’s  company  of  the  92nd  Highlanders,  who  captured  twelve 
mountain  guns  in  position  on  its  summit.  The  cavalry,  in  the  meantime,  entered 
the  gorge,  supported  by  detachments  of  the  Pioneers  and  Highlanders,  under  Major 
Hay.  After  proceeding,  however,  for  about  half  a  mile  over  very  broken  ground, 
and  occasionally  dismounting  to  reply  to  a  brisk  fire  which  was  opened  upon  them 
from  either  side,  they  found  their  further  progress  barred  by  the  enemy,  large 
numbers  of  whom  had  posted  themselves  in  a  fort  built  in  the  middle  of  the  pass, 
and  completely  commanding  the  road. 

By  this  time,  about  4.30  p.m.,  the  troops  under  General  Baker’s  immediate 
command,  encountering  little  resistance  after  having  turned  the  enemy’s  main 
position,  had  worked  round  to  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  gorge.  On  the 
situation  of  the  cavalry  becoming  apparent,  the  guns  of  the  Mountain  Battery  were 
at  once  brought  into  action  from  a  position  on  the  heights  above,  the  23rd  Pioneers 
and  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry  being  at  the  same  time  directed  to  descend  into  the 
valley  at  the  double,  and  to  engage  the  remains  of  the  enemy’s  force.  These 
orders  were  rapidly  carried  out.  The  artillery  fire  proved  most  effective,  and 
together  with  the  infantry  advance,  crushed  the  last  vestige  of  opposition. 

It  was  subsequently  ascertained  that  thirteen  regular  regiments  of  the  enemy 
had  been  engaged  in  the  action,  besides  large  contingents  from  the  Kabul  city  and 
neighbouring  villages.  Their  loss  was  estimated  to  have  been  upwards  of  300 
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killed,  and  many  wounded,  while  that  of  General  Baker’s  force  was  20  killed  and 
6^7  wounded.  All  the  guns,  twenty  in  number,  which  had  been  brought  out  from 
Kabul  to  assist  in  the  defence  were  captured.  During  the  engagement  the  camp 
at  Charasiab  had  been  threatened,  but  not  attacked. 

That  night  a  portion  of  General  Baker’s  force  bivouacked  on  the  Kabul  side 
of  the  Sangi-Nawishta,  and  the  following  day  the  remainder  of  the  Division  moved 
through  the  defile  and  encamped  at  Ben-i-Shahr. 

On  the  'morning  of  the  8th,  the  Cavalry  Brigade  under  General  Massy  was 
sent  out  to  cut  off  the  retreat  of  a  number  of  the  Afghan  troops  who,  it  was 
ascertained,  had  not  yet  dispersed  to  their  homes,  and  who  seemed  likely  to  offer 
further  resistance.  After  making  his  way  northwards  over  the  Siah  Sang  heights 
and  across  the  Kabul  River,  General  Massy,  finding  the  Sherpur  cantonment  Tiad 
been  abandoned,  proceeded  to  take  possession  of  it,  76  pieces  of  ordnance  of  various 
calibre  falling  into  his  hands.  From  this  place  the  enemy  were  observed  in  great 
force  on  the  Asmai  heights,  to  the  westward,  provided  with  artillery,  and  occupying 
a  position  commanding  the  city  of  Kabul  Heliographing  this  information  to  Sir 
F.  Roberts,  General  Massy  moved  off  in  a  westerly  direction  towards  the  Chardeh 
Valley,  and  placed  himself  in  the  enemy’s  direct  line  of  retreat.  On  being  made 
acquainted  with  the  situation,  General  Roberts  at  once  despatched  from  "camp  a 
force  of  infantry  and  artillery  under  General  Baker  to  assault  the  enemy’s  position. 
After  a  very  arduous  march,  the  neighbourhood  of  Asmai  was  reached  by  this 
force  just  as  darkness  was  closing  in,  and  the  attack  had  consequently  to  be 
postponed  till  the  following  morning ;  during  the  night,  however,  it  was  ascertained 
that  the  enemy  had  abandoned  the  position,  and  their  camp,  together  with 
18  pieces  of  artillery,  fell  into  General  Baker’s  hands.  At  daybreak  on  the  9th, 
the  cavalry  scoured  the  neighbouring  villages  and  a  wide  area  of  the  surrounding 
country,  but  with  the  exception  of  a  few  small  parties  who  were  overtaken  and  cut 
up  by  the  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  the  enemy  had  made  good  their  escape.  During 
the  day,  several  of  the  horses  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  died  of  exhaustion  and  priva^ 
tion.  Before  nightfall  the  whole  of  the  troops  had  returned  to  camp,  General 
Massy,  with  the  cavalry,  having  passed  through  the  city  of  Kabul  on  the  way 
without  mishap. 

On  the  9th  of  October  the  camp  of  the  whole  division  was  moved  from 
Ben-i-Shahr  to  the  heights  of  Siah  Sang,  an  elevated  and  commanding  plateau  less 
than  a  mile  to  the  east  of  the  Bala  Hissar,  and  dominating  the  city  of  Kabul. 
The  two  following  days  were  devoted  by  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  to  visiting  the 
Sherpur  cantonment  and  the  Bala  Hissar,  and  making  an  examination  of  the 
buildings  which  had  been  occupied  by  the  late  Envoy  and  his  suite  and  escort. 

General  Roberts  took  formal  possession  of  the  Bala  Hissar  on  the  12th  of 
October.  The  Amir  did  not  accompany  him,  but  the  Heir  Apparent  and  a  large 
number  of  the  most  influential  Sirdars  of  Kabul  were  in  attendance,  and  special 
care  was  taken  that  the  proceedings  should  be  impressive.  After  the  Amir’s 
garden  was  reached,  General  Roberts  made  known,  by  proclamation,  the  intentions 
of  the  British  Government,  announcing  that  a  heavy  penalty  would  be  inflicted  on 
the  city  for  the  murder  of  the  Envoy  and  his  companions,  and  that  rewards  would 
be  given  for  the  surrender  of  persons  implicated  in  the  attack  on  the  Residency. 
Notification  was  also  given  of  the  arrangements  which  would  be  made  for  the 
repression  of  disorder,  and  the  restrictions  which  would  be  imposed  as  to  bearino- 
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arms.  The  assembled  Sirdars  were  then  dismissed,  four  of  their  number,  however, 
beino-  detained  on  suspicion,  pending-  a  detailed  inquiry  into  their  conduct.  The 
following  day  the  whole  of  the  Field  Force  marched  through  the  leading  thorough¬ 
fares  of  Kabul,  no  opposition  being  encountered,  and  the  inhabitants  maintaining  a 
respectful  demeanour.  The  city  and  the  surrounding  country  to  a  distance  of 
ten  miles  was  placed  under  martial  law,  Major-General  Hills,  V.C.,  C.B.,  taking 
over  the  office  of  Military  Governor,  and  the  Nawab  Sir  Ghulam  Hussan  Khan 
being  appointed  to  assist  him  in  his  duties,  while  for  the  investigation  of  the 
circumstances  of  the  late  outbreak,  and  the  trial  of  persons  suspected  of  participation 
in  the  attack  on  the  Embassy,  commissions  under  the  presidency,  respectively,  of 
Colonel  C.  M.  Macgregor,  C.B.,  C.S.I.,  C.I.E.,  and  Brigadier-General  Dunham 
Massy,  were  nominated. 

Besides  vast  stores  of  ammunition,  eighty-five  guns,  mortars,  and  howitzers 
were  found  in  the  Bala  Hissar,  making  a  total  capture  of  over  two  hundred  pieces 
of  ordnance.  In  consequence  of  immense  quantities  of  gunpowder  lying  loose 
within  the  fortress,  various  precautions  were  taken  against  accidents ;  but  on  the 
1 6th  of  October  a  terrific  explosion  occurred,  followed,  several  hours  afterwards,  by 
a  succession  of  minor  detonations.  Twenty  lives,  including  that  of  Captain 
Shafto,  R.A.,  were  lost  by  this  accident.  The  conflagration  which  ensued  was  not 
extinguished  till  the  morning  of  the  18th,  the  profoundest  anxiety  being  felt,  during 
the  interim,  for  the  safety  of  the  magazine,  which  was  known  to  contain  upwards  of 
two  hundred  tons  of  gunpowder.  As  it  appeared  probable  that  the  Bala  Hissar 
had  been  undermined,  it  was  now  determined  to  destroy  the  fortification,  partly  as 
a  precaution  against  further  accidents,  and  partly  by  way  of  a  national  punishment, 
which  would  fall  with  peculiar  severity  on  the  Sirdars  and  other  influential  per¬ 
sonages  of  Kabul,  nearly  all  of  whom  possessed  houses  within  its  walls.  A  short 
time  afterwards  the  work  of  demolition  was  commenced. 

On  the  day  on  which  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  had  made  his  formal  entry  into 
the  Bala  Hissar,  the  Amir  Yakub  Khan,  prompted,  apparently,  by  the  conviction 
of  his  inability  to  control  the  Afghan  people,  by  weariness  of  a  life  of  incessant 
trouble  and  intrigue,  and  possibly  in  part  by  the  suspicion  which  had  been  thrown 
upon  his  action  and  motives,  had  announced  to  the  Lieutenant-General  his  intention 
to  abdicate.  His  Highness  was  requested  by  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  to  take  time 
to  reconsider  his  decision,  but  a  few  hours  afterwards  he  stated  that  the  determination 
he  had  come  to  was  final.  This  unexpected  declaration  had  been  communicated  to 
the  Indian  Government,  and  transmitted  by  the  Viceroy  to  England  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Her  Majesty’s  advisers,  who,  after  due  deliberation,  had  decided  that 
the  government  of  Afghanistan  should  be  temporarily  carried  on  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  General  Roberts,  without  the  declared  aid  of  any  Afghan  Chief  or 
Sirdar.  On  the  28th  of  October  a  proclamation  to  that  effect,  announcing  the 
abdication  of  the  Amir,  was  issued  at  Kabul,  and  the  various  functionaries  engaged 
in  the  administration  of  the  country  were  bidden  to  continue  to  maintain  order  in 
their  several  districts. 

On  the  17th  ol  October  Brigadier-General  Hugh  Gough  quitted  Kabul  with 
a  force  consisting  of  the  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry,  and  four 
guns  of  the  Mountain  Battery,  for  Kushi,  with  the  object  of  opening  communication 
with,  and  it  necessary  reinforcing,  the  troops  holding  the  Shutargardan  Pass  and 
Ali  Khel,  who  were  at  the  time  being  threatened  by  an  extensive  combination  of 
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the  neighbouring  tribes.  On  the  advance  of  the  main  body  of  the  Field  Force 
from  the  Shutargardan  on  Kabul,  an  intrenched  force  consisting  of  the  3rd  Sikhs, 
the  2 1  st  Native  Infantry,  and  four  guns  No.  1  Mountain  Battery,  under  the 
command  of  Lieut.-Colonel  Noel  Money,  3rd  Sikhs,  had  been  left  by  General 
Roberts  as  a  permanent  garrison  to  hold  the  pass,  the  command  of  the  line  of 
communications  from  Ali  Khel  eastward  to  Kohat  having  been  previously  handed 
over  to  Brigadier-General  T .  E.  Gordon,  C.S.I.,  whose  head-quarters  were  now  at  Ali 
Khel.  With  the  exception  of  a  murderous  attack  which  had  been  made  near  Thai 
by  a  party  of  Zaimushts  on  a  British  officer — Lieut.  K  inloch,  of  the  Bengal  Cavalry 
— proceeding  through  the  valley  to  join  his  regiment  at  the  front,  the  hostile 
operations  of  the  tribes  on  the  Kuram  line  had  been  confined,  during  the  last  few 
weeks,  to  the  neighbourhood  of  the  more  advanced  posts.  Shortly  after  daybreak 
on  the  2nd  of  October,  the  independent  Ghilzais,  emboldened  by  the  departure  of 
the  Field  Force  from  the  Shutargardan,  began  to  make  their  appearance  on  the 
hills  which  overlook  the  crest  of  the  pass.  Although  their  intentions  were  evidently 
hostile,  and  they  were  actually  within  range  of  the  mountain  guns,  Colonel  Money 
refrained,  tor  a  time  from  attacking  them,  as  it  was  represented  to  him  by  the  officer 
in  political  charge  of  the  Shutargardan  that  Allahudin  Khan,  a  brother  of  Padshah 
Khan,  the  head  of  the  Ghilzais,  who  was  momentarily  expected  in  camp,  would 
probably  have  sufficient  influence  to  induce  the  hostile  tribes  to  come  to  friendly 
terms,  and  withdraw  without  bloodshed.  Accepting  this  suggestion,  but  deeming 
it  of  importance  to  secure  the  crest  of  the  Kotal  in  order  that  heliographic 
communication  with  the  Field  Force  should  not  be  interrupted,  Lieut. -Colonel 
Money  sent  100  rifles  3rd  Sikhs,  under  Major  Griffiths,  together  with  a  signalling 
party,  to  occupy  it.  Before  they  were  far  from  camp,  however,  the  enemy,  in 
considerable  numbers  and  with  several  standards  flying,  appeared  on  the  very  spot 
it  was  intended  to  hold.  One  hundred  more  rifles  of  the  3rd  Sikhs,  under  Captain 
Aislabie,  were  immediately  despatched  in  support  of  Major  Griffiths,  who  was 
directed  to  halt  for  a  short  time  in  the  hope  that  Allahudin  Khan  might  yet 
arrive. 

* 

Rendered  confident  by  the  apparent  hesitation  of  the  British  troops,  the  enemy, 
who  by  this  time  had  increased  to  some  1,500  in  number,  and  held  a  position  strong 
in  itself  and  further  strengthened  by  breastworks  in  front  and  on  the  flanks,  began 
firing  upon  the  advanced  party,  thus  annulling  all  hope  of  intervention.  Colonel 
Money  judged  that  the  time  had  now  arrived  for  a  prompt  and  vigorous  attack, 
and  directing  fire  to  be  opened  by  the  four  guns  of  the  Mountain  Battery,  which 
were  posted  in  divisions  on  the  right  and  left,  ordered  Major  Griffiths,  3rd  Sikhs, 
with  200  rifles  of  his  regiment  and  50  rifles  of  the  21st  Native  Infantry  under 
Lieut.  Dyce,  to  storm  the  enemy’s  position,  150  rifles  21st  Native  Infantry  being 
held  temporarily  in  reserve.  The  assault  was  delivered  in  the  most  spirited 
manner,  and  was  perfectly  successful,  the  Ghilzais  being  forced  to  take  to  pre¬ 
cipitate  flight,  and  being  pursued  for  a  considerable  distance  down  the  opposite 
slopes  of  the  hills.  Their  loss  was  estimated  to  have  been  heavy,  the  practice  of 
the  mountain  guns  having  been  excellent  throughout.  The  casualties  of  Colonel 
Money’s  force  on  this  day  were  1  British  officer  and  6  non-commissioned  officers 
and  Sepoys  wounded. 

Despite  the  punishment  administered  to  them  on  the  2nd  of  October,  the  tribes 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Ali  Khel  and  the  Shutargardan  continued  for  some  time  to 
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give  considerable  trouble.  At  daybreak  on  the  14th  large  numbers  of  Mangals, 
Spegwals,  and  Jagis  surrounded  and  made  a  bold  attack  on  Brigadier-General 
Gordon’s  camp  at  Ali  Khel,  which  was  at  the  time  held  by  the  8th  King’s,  the  nth 
and  29th  Native  Infantry,  and  three  guns,  C/4,  R.A.,  together  with  detachments  of 
the  nth  Bengal  Cavalry  and  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  which  were  passing  through  to 
join  the  head-quarters  of  those  regiments  at  the  front.  The  attack  was  repulsed  on 
all  sides  ;  and  a  counter-attack  made  by  a  detachment  of  the  29th  Native  Infantry, 
under  Lieut.  Picot,  supported  by  parties  of  the  8th  King’s  and  the  nth  Native 
Infantry,  resulted  in  the  complete  rout  of  the  enemy,  numbers  of  whom  were 
effectively  dealt  with  by  the  cavalry  details  and  the  artillery  during  their  retreat. 
The  casualties  of  Brigadier-General  Gordon’s  force  were  only  6  wounded.  The 
enemy  numbered  between  1,500  and  2,000,  and  twenty-three  of  their  dead  were 
counted  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  camp. 

While  these  operations  were  progressing  at  Ali  Khel,  a  heavy  engagement  was 
being  carried  on  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Shutargardan,  between  Colonel 
Money’s  force  and  the  Ghilzais,  large  numbers  of  whom  had  assembled  about  the 
pass  before  daybreak  on  the  14th.  In  view  of  their  threatening  demeanour,  the 
precaution  was  taken  of  augmenting  the  ordinary  relief  of  the  garrison  of  a  block¬ 
house  on  the  Surkai  Kotal,  above  Karatiga,  which  was  held  by  a  detachment  of 
Colonel  Money’s  force,  under  the  command  of  a  British  officer.  About  7  a.m.  Major 
Collis,  2 1st  Native  Infantry,  left  camp  in  command  of  90  men  of  the  3rd  Sikhs,  100 
of  the  2 1  st  Native  Infantry,  and  two  guns  of  the  Mountain  Battery,  and  made  his 
way  towards  the  block-house.  On  arriving  at  the  Surkai  Kotal  he  found  the  post 
being  actually  attacked,  and  his  own  force  immediately  afterwards  became  engaged 
with  the  enemy.  Receiving  intimation  of  this,  Colonel  Money  sent  forward  a 
further  reinforcement  of  100  men  of  the  3rd  Sikhs,  under  Major  Griffiths  of  that 
regiment,  who,  on  arriving  upon  the  scene,  found  Major  Collis  attacking  large  bodies 
of  the  Ghilzais  on  the  hills  to  the  north  of  the  Kotal.  These  were  in  a  short  time 
routed,  and  pursued  for  some  distance  with  considerable  slaughter.  Meanwhile 
other  bodies  of  the  enemy  had  assembled  on  some  heights  to  the  south  of  the  block¬ 
house,  and  made  demonstrations  of  again  taking  the  offensive.  Against  these 
Major  Griffiths  advanced  with  a  company  of  the  21st,  supported  by  a  flanking  com¬ 
pany  of  the  3rd  Sikhs  and  the  two  guns.  The  enemy  were  rapidly  driven  back, 
but  reaching  some  broken  ground,  rallied,  and  made  another  stand  on  a  steep  ridge 
fortified  with  breastworks.  Major  Collis,  who  had  been  collecting  his  men  after  the 
pursuit  of  the  enemy  to  the  north,  now  came  up,  and  the  advance  was  resumed  in 
full  strength.  The  Ghilzais  were  forced  out  of  their  defences  by  a  bayonet  charge, 
and  gave  way  along  the  whole  line,  being  subsequently  pursued  for  a  distance  of 
two  miles.  Fifty  of  their  number  were  killed.  The  loss  sustained  by  Major 
Griffiths  was  2  Sepoys  killed,  and  1  British  officer  and  5  Sepoys  wounded. 

1  hough  the  enemy  were  totally  routed,  they  did  not  wholly  disperse,  but  took 
up  a  position  on  the  Spegah  road,  some  five  miles  distant  from  the  camp  on  the 
Shutargardan.  Here  they  received  daily  large  accessions  to  their  numbers,  till  their 
total  strength  amounted  to  upwards  of  17,000  men.  In  view  of  this  vast  gathering, 
Colonel  Money  deemed  it  advisable  to  withdraw  the  garrison  of  the  Surkai  Kotal. 
On  the  1 6th  of  October  the  Shutargardan  was  completely  invested  by  the  enemy, 
and  on  the  1 8th,  after  the  little  garrison  had  been  called  upon  to  surrender,  a  deter¬ 
mined  attack  was  commenced  upon  the  position,  the  Ghilzai  sharp-shooters  pushing 
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up  to  within  a  short  distance  of  the  advanced  picquets.  The  following  day  the  force 
under  Brigadier-General  Gough,  which  had  been  sent  out  from  Kabul,  arrived  at 
Kushi,  and  established  heliographic  communication  with  the  garrison.  Colonel 
Money  at  once  resumed  the  offensive,  the  result  being  that  the  enemy,  disheartened 
by  the  failure  of  their  attacks  and  the  near  approach  of  reinforcements,  broke  and 
dispersed.  About  this  time  a  successful  demonstration  from  Kuram  along  the 
Chakmani  valley  dispersed  the  Chakmanis,  Mangals,  and  Jagis,  who  were  again 
assembling  and  threatening  Ali  Khel. 

By  the  end  of  October  the  opening  up  of  the  Khyber  line  was  sufficiently  far 
advanced  to  justify  General  Roberts  in  closing  the  Ali  Khel  line  of  supply,  and 
abandoning  the  Shutargardan  for  the  winter.  The  post  was  accordingly  vacated  on 
the  30th  of  that  month,  the  bulk  of  the  garrison  returning  with  Brigadier-General 
Hugh  Gough’s  force  to  Kabul. 

In  the  meantime  the  military  commissions  at  the  capital  had  been  steadily  pro¬ 
secuting  their  inquiries,  and,  though  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
obtaining  evidence,  many  cases  had  been  clearly  proved.  The  general  who  com¬ 
manded  the  parade  of  the  Afghan  troops  in  the  Bala  Hissar  on  the  3rd  of  September 
was  convicted  and  hanged,  and  by  the  end  of  October  eleven  criminals  had  been 
executed.  During  this  period  the  cantonment  of  Sherpur  was  being  rapidly  pre¬ 
pared  for  occupation  by  the  British  troops,  and  it  was  now  decided  to  abandon  the 
camp  at  Siah  Sang.  The  neighbouring  tribes  had  by  this  time  quieted  down,  and 
supplies  were  coming  in  plentifully. 

On  the  1st  of  November  a  force  consisting  of  the  12th  Bengal  Cavalry,  two 
guns,  F/A,  R.H.A.,  No.  2  Mountain  Battery,  the  67th  Foot,  the  23rd  Pioneers, 
and  the  28th  Native  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Macpherson, 
marched  from  Kabul  towards  Jagdalak,  with  the  object  of  establishing  communica¬ 
tion  between  General  Roberts’s  force  and  the  Khyber  column.  The  following  day 
Sir  Frederick  Roberts  joined  General  Macpherson  at  Butkhak,  and  carefully  recon¬ 
noitred  the  Chinari,  Khurd  Kabul,  and  Lataband  passes.  The  junction  between 
the  two  columns  was  effected  on  the  6th,  at  a  place  called  Kata  Sang,  the  advance 
brigade  of  the  Khyber  column  being  commanded  by  Brigadier-General  Charles 
Gough,  and  accompanied  by  General  Bright  in  person.  The  following  day  General 
Gough  fell  back  towards  Gandamak,  while  General  Macpherson  proceeded  north¬ 
ward,  and  crossing  the  Kabul  River  at  Sirobi,  conducted  a  reconnaissance  up  the 
Lughman  Valley.  On  the  10th  of  November,  while  the  brigade  was  encamped  at 
Naghlu,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  a  foraging  party,  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Poole,  67th  Foot,  was  attacked  by  several  hundreds  of  the  Safis  of  Tagao, 
near  the  village  of  Doaba.  The  little  force  made  a  gallant  resistance,  and  managed 
to  hold  the  enemy  in  check,  inflicting  a  heavy  loss  upon  them,  till  relief  arrived  from 
Camp.  Three  men  of  the  foraging  party  were  killed,  and  Captain  Poole  and  four 
men  were  wounded.  The  same  evening  the  brigade  recrossed  the  Kabul  River, 
and  after  remaining  encamped  at  various  places  en  route,  returned,  towards  the  end 
of  the  month,  to  Sherpur,  having  furnished  posts  at  Butkhak  and  Lataband.  In 
the  meantime  working  parties  of  the  23rd  Pioneers  and  28th  Native  Infantry  were 
actively  engaged  in  making  a  road  through  the  Lataband  Pass,  the  route  ultimately 
adopted  as  the  line  of  communication  towards  Jalalabad. 

On  the  2 1  st  of  November  a  force  of  all  arms,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Baker,  was  sent  into  the  Maidan  district,  with  the  dual  object  of  drawing 
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supplies  and  at  the  same  time  ascertaining  the  movements  of  the  aged  head  Mulla, 
the  Mushk-i-Alam,  a  priest  famed  for  his  learning  and  fanaticism,  who,  it  was 
reported,  was  inciting  the  tribes  to  rise.  The  following  day  information  reached 
General  Baker  to  the  effect  that  a  number  of  the  tribesmen,  instigated  by  the  Mulla, 
had  assembled  in  the  north  of  the  Wardak  district  with  the  intention  of  crossing 
over  into  the  Nirkh  valley,  immediately  to  the  west  of  Maidan,  and  at  the  same 
time  Bahadur  Khan,  headman  of  a  section  of  the  Ghilzais  of  that  valley,  refused  to 
respond  to  a  summons  to  appear  in  camp.  General  Roberts,  who  had  ridden  over 
from  Sherpur  on  the  23rd,  ordered  Captain  Turner,  the  Political  Officer  with 
General  Baker’s  force,  to  proceed  on  that  day  with  two  squadrons  of  cavalry  to 
Nirkh,  and  bring  in,  if  necessary  by  force,  the  refractory  Chief.  On  nearing 
Bahadur  Khan’s  village,  which  was  found  to  be  strongly  fortified,  the  cavalry  were 
received  with  a  heavy  fire,  the  Ghilzais  appearing  in  force  on  all  sides.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  morning  the  remainder  of  the  brigade  arrived  upon  the  scene,  and  the  vil¬ 
lage  and  fort,  which  were  found  to  have  been  deserted,  were  destroyed.  On  the  27th 
of  November,  while  reconnoitring  with  his  cavalry  near  Beni  Badam,  General  Baker 
fell  in  with  a  small  body  of  the  insurgents,  with  whom  shots  were  exchanged,  and  on 
whom  punishment  was  inflicted.  After  gathering  in  the  forage  requisitioned  from 
the  district,  the  brigade  made  its  way  back  to  Sherpur,  where  it  arrived  on  the  1st 
of  December.  On  that  day  the  ex- Amir,  Yakub  Khan,  who  for  some  days  had 
been  kept  a,  close  prisoner,  left  Sherpur  under  a  strong  guard  for  India,  it  having 
been  discovered  that  the  night  before  the  action  of  Charasiab  he  was  visited  in  his 
tent  by  Nek  Muhammad,  who  commanded  the  enemy  the  following  day,  and  also 
that  a  plan  for  his  escape  from  the  British  camp  had  been  matured.  His  deporta¬ 
tion  was  followed,  shortly  afterwards,  by  that  of  Yahya  Khan,  Zakaria  Khan,  and 
the  Wazir  Shah  Muhammad,  his  ministers,  who  had  all  been  placed  under  arrest  on 
suspicion  of  complicity  in  the  outbreak  of  the  3rd  of  September,  and  whose  influence, 
it  was  considered,  was  likely  to  be  adversely  employed,  so  long  as  they  were  per¬ 
mitted  to  remain  in  the  country. 

For  some  time  both  before  and  after  the  return  of  General  Baker’s  force  from 
Maidan,  the  disaffection  of  the  tribes  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kabul,  quickened 
by  the  fervent  addresses  to  Mahommedan  religious  feeling  made  by  the  Mushk-i- 
Alam  and  his  following,  by  the  appeals  of  the  ladies  of  Yakub  Kahn’s  family 
to  the  popular  sympathies,  and  by  the  distribution  of  large  quantities  of  con¬ 
cealed  treasure,  was  rapidly  gaining  ground.  It  appears  probable  that,  after  the 
rapid  march  of  events  terminating  in  the  occupation  of  Kabul,  the  general  expec¬ 
tation  amongst  the  Afghans  had  been  that  the  British  Government,  following 
the  course  which  had  been  pursued  by  it  forty  years  previously  under  similar 
circumstances,  would  withdraw  its  army,  after  exacting  a  heavy  retribution  from 
the  nation  and  the  city  for  the  murder  of  its  representative.  The  spectacle  of  the 
prolonged  occupation  of  the  capital ;  the  measures  which  had  been  taken  to  dis¬ 
mantle  the  Bala  Hissar,  the  historical  fortress  of  the  nation  and  the  residence 
of  its  kings  and  principal  nobles  ;  and  finally  the  imprisonment  and  deportation 
to  India  of  the  ex- Amir,  Yakub  Khan,  and  his  leading  ministers,  had  conspired 
to  inflame  to  a  high  degree  the  natural  antipathies  felt  towards  a  foreign  invader. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  Mullas  were  able  to  succeed  in  subordinating 
private  quarrels  to  hatred  of  the  common  foe,  and  the  movement  they  set  on 
foot,  after  passing  through  the  phase  of  religious  enthusiasm,  at  length  culminated 
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in  nothing-  less  than  a  national  uprising  against  the  English  invader.  Musa 
Khan,  the  heir  of  Yakub,  was  with  the  insurgents,  and  Muhammad  Jan,  a  Wardak 

general  of  some  note,  appeared  as  the  military  head  of  the  combination  of  the 
tribes. 

It  was  now  ascertained  that  with  the  object  of  gaining  possession  of  the  city 
and  Bala  Hissar,  and  after  occupying  the  numerous  forts  and  villages  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  Sherpur,  of  surrounding  the  cantonments,  a  general  plan  of  operations 
had  been  matured,  by  which  the  Afghan  forces  from  the  south — viz.,  from  Logar, 
Zurmat,  and  the  Mangal  and  Jadran  districts — should  seize  the  range  of  hills  which 
extends  fiom  Kabul  to  Charasiab ;  while  the  Kohistans  should  occupy  the  Asmai 
heights  and  the  hills  to  the  north,  and  the  Maidan  and  Wardak  troops  move  upon 
the  city  from  the  westward. 

As  it  was  evident  that  if  these  several  bodies  once  concentrated  on  Kabul  they 
would  be  joined  by  the  disaffected  portion  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  villages,  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  took  measures  to  deal  with  the  advancing 
forces  in  detail.  With  this  intent  a  column  consisting  of  four  guns,  F/A,  R.H.aT, 
four  guns  No.  i  Mountain  Battery,  401  men  of  the  67th  Foot,  509  of  the  3rd  Sikhs' 
393  °f  the  5th  Goorkhas,  one  squadron  9th  Lancers,  and  two  squadrons  14th  Bengal 
Lancers,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Macpherson,  was  despatched 
from  Sherpur  on  the  8th  of  December  towards  the  west,  by  way  of  Killa  Aushar 
and  Argandi,  in  order  to  meet  the  enemy  and  force  him  back  on  Maidan.  The 
following  day  Brigadier-General  Baker  was  ordered  to  proceed  with  a  force  consist- 
ing  of  two  and  a  half  squadrons  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  four  guns  No.  2  Mountain 
Battery,  25  men  of  tne  Sappers  and  Miners,  45°  of  the  92nd  Highlanders,  and  450 
of  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry,  by  way  of  Charasiab,  towards  Maidan,  and  thus  place" 
himself  across  the  line  by  which  the  enemy,  in  the  event  of  defeat  by  General 
Macpherson,  would  have  to  retire.  To  give  time  for  the  completion  of  this  move¬ 
ment,  and  to  draw  the  Afghans  forward  by  an  appearance  of  hesitation,  General 
Macpherson  was  halted  on  the  9th  at  Killa  Aushar.  It  being  ascertained,  however, 
that  large  numbers  of  the  enemy  were  moving  up  from  Argandi  and  Paghman 
towards  Kohistan,  and  that  a  considerable  body  of  Kohistanis  had  collected  at 
Karez  Mir,  about  ten  miles  north  of  Kabul,  Macpherson’s  line  of  advance  was 
changed,  in  order  that  he  might  deal  with  the  latter  before  a  junction  between  the 
two  forces  could  be  effected.  Quitting  Killa  Aushar  at  7  a.m.  on  the  10th  of 
December,  and  leaving  behind  him  the  bulk  of  the  cavalry  and  the  horse  artillery 
of  his  force  in  consequence  of  the  country  being  unsuitable  to  the  operations  of  those 
arms,  he  now  continued  his  march  in  a  north-westerly  direction.  On  reaching  the 
Surkh  Kotal,  about  two  miles  short  of  Karez  Mir,  he  found  that  his  arrival  was 
well  timed,  the  enemy  advancing  from  the  west  being  still  below  him  in  the  Paghman 
Valley.  About  10.30  a.m.  reports  were  brought  in  by  the  cavalry  (a  squadron  of  the 
14th  Bengal  Lancers  which  had  accompanied  the  main  body  of  the  column  from  Killa 
Aushar)  that  the  Kohistanis,  to  the  number  of  over  2,000,  were  occupying  a  position 
on  three  conical  hills  at  Karez  Mir,  having  a  front  extending  about  three-quarters 
of  a  mile.  At  the  same  time  a  large  body  of  the  enemy  was  observed  advancing 
from  this  direction  towards  the  Surkh  Kotal.  With  the  object  of  effecting  a  surprise, 
General  Macpherson  had  concealed  his  force  under  the  crest  of  the  ridge,  and  his 
dispositions  were  so  far  successful  that  about  noon  the  advancing  Kohistanis  arrived 
within  striking  distance  without,  apparently,  being  aware  of  its  juxtaposition.  Two 
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companies  of  the  67th  Foot,  under  Major  Baker,  and  two  companies  of  the  5th 
Goorkhas,  under  Captain  Cook,  were  now  moved  rapidly  and  silently  forward,  and 
burstino-  suddenly  upon  the  foe,  drove  them  helter-skelter  down  the.  reverse  slopes 
of  the  hill  to  the  plain  which  lay  between  the  Kotal  and  their  main  position.  A 
general  advance  was  now  ordered,  Lieut.-Colonel  Money,  3rd  Sikhs,  with  .five  com¬ 
panies  of  his  own  regiment,  one  company  of  the  67th,  and  two  guns,  being  left  to 
hold  the  ridge.  Sweeping  forward  at  the  double — the  5th  Goorkhas  to  the  left,  the 
67th  Foot  in  the  centre,  and  the  3rd  Sikhs,  in  support  of  the  cavalry,  on  the  right— 
the  main  body  of  the  column  kept  the  retreating  enemy  incessantly  on  the  move, 
preventing  them  from  rallying  till  they  reached  their  intrenched,  position  at  Karez 
Mir.  So  complete  was  their  demoralization  that  even  behind  their  breastworks  they 
were  able  to  offer  but  a  half-hearted  resistance,  and  after  a  momentary  pause  the 
infantry,  covered  by  a  well-directed  fire  from  the  mountain  guns,  which,  throughout 
the  advance  had  made  excellent  practice,  carried  the  main  position  with  a  rush. 
The  casualties  of  Macpherson’s  force  during  this  engagement  were  7  wounded.  The 
enemy  advancing  from  Maidan  seemed  inclined  at  first  to  ascend  the  Surkh  Kotal 
from  the  Paghman  Valley  and  assist  the  Kohistanis,  but  on  seeing  that  the  British 
troops  held  all  the  commanding  positions,  and  probably  hearing  of  the  defeat  of  their 
allies,  they  retreated  towards  Argandi.  With  the  object  of  cutting  in  on  their  line 
of  retreat,  the  horse  artillery  and  cavalry  were  ordered  out  from  Killa  Aushar,  but 
as  soon  as  it  made  its  appearance  the  enemy  took  shelter  in  the  villages  and  on  the 
skirts  of  the  high  hills  which  surround  Paghman.  The  troops  consequently  retraced 

their  steps.  _ 

General  Macpherson  encamped  on  the  night  of  the  10th  at  Karez  Mir,  and 
General  Baker,  who  had  steadily  pursued  his  march  by  a  very  difficult  road,  halted 
a  short  distance  to  the  west  of  Maidan.  Meantime  orders  were  sent  to  General 
Macpherson  to  follow  up,  as  early  as  possible  on  the  1  ith,  the  enemy  who  had  been 
observed  retreating  south  and  west  by  the  Paghman  Valley,  and.endeavour  to  drive 
them  towards  General  Baker ;  he  was  informed  at  the  same  time  that,  the  horse 
artillery  and  cavalry  at  Killa  Aushar,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Massy,  would  leave  that  place  at  9  a.m.,  and  he  was  directed  to  join  them  later  in 
the  day  on  the  Argandi  road. 

On  the  morning  of  the  nth  of  December  General  Massy  moved  out  from 
Killa  Aushar  with  four  guns,  F/A,  R.H.A.,  two  squadrons  9th  Lancers,  and  one 
squadron  14th  Bengal  Lancers,  his  orders  being  to  advance  cautiously  along  the 
main  Ghazni  road  towards  Argandi,  feeling  for  the  enemy,  but  not  committing  him¬ 
self  to  an  engagement  until  he  should  have  placed  himself  in  communication  with 
General  Macpherson,  to  the  movements  of  whose  force  he  was  to  subordinate  those 
of  his  own.  Misunderstanding,  however,  the  directions  which  had  been  laid  down 
for  his  guidance,  General  Massy,  to  avoid  the  wide  detour  which  would  have,  been 
involved  in  adhering  to  the  route  indicated,  struck  across  country,  with  the  object  of 
gaining  the  main  Ghazni  road  beyond  the  village  of  Killa  Ivazi.  The  mistake  was 
attended  with  disastrous  consequences,  the  projected  junction  between,  the  two  forces 
never  being  effected.  The  hills  on  either  side  of  the  main  road  some  distance  beyond 
the  village  were  found  to  be  strongly  held,  and  as  Massy  continued  to  advance,  the 
enemy  moved  down  in  overwhelming  strength  to  attack  him.  To  check  their 
advance,  the  guns  were  three  times  moved  forward,  and  on  each  occasion  went  into 
action ;  no  appreciable  effect  was,  however,  produced  by  them,  and  the  same 
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lack  of  result  attended  the  efforts  of  a  troop  of  the  Lancers  who  were  dismounted 
to  open  fire  as  soon  as  carbine  range  was  reached. 

About  this  time  General  Roberts,  who  had  started  from  Sherpur  with  the  object 
of  taking  command  of  Macpherson  and  Massy’s  united  forces,  arrived  upon  the 
ground,  and  seeing  the  inutility  of  continuing  a  cavalry  and  horse  artillery  action 
against  an  enemy  in  such  overwhelming  strength,  ordered  General  Massy  to  retire 
slowly,  to  find  a  road  by  which  the  artillery  could  be  safely  withdrawn,  and  to  watch 
for  an  opportunity  for  the  cavalry  to  charge,  so  that  time  might  be  gained  for 
extricating  the  guns.  Orders  were  at  the  same  time  sent  back  by  the  Lieutenant- 
General  to  Brigadier-General  Hugh  Gough,  commanding  at  Sherpur,  to  despatch 
200  of  the  72nd  Highlanders  with  the  least  possible  delay  to  hold  the  Deh  Mozang 
gorge,  in  order  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  gaining  possession  of  the  city.  Towards 
this  point  the  retirement  was  now  directed. 

A  cavalry  charge,  gallantly  led  by  Lieut. -Colonel  Cleland,  who  was  dan¬ 
gerously  wounded,  and  by  Captain  Bloomfield  Gough  on  the  flank,  was  brilliantly 
delivered  and  wrought  considerable  execution,  but  did  not  succeed  in  checking 
the  enemy  for  more  than  a  few  minutes,  and  was  attended  with  great  loss.  Shortly 
afterwards  the  artillery  found  their  further  movement  in  retirement  stopped  by 
a  deep  and  narrow  channel.  Here,  whilst  searching  for  a  passage  across,  General 
Roberts  ordered  another  cavalry  charge  as  a  last  hope  of  saving  the  guns ;  but  this 
had  still  less  effect  than  the  first,  the  enemy  coming  rapidly  forward,  outflanking  the 
troops  on  both  sides,  and  maintaining  a  destructive  fire.  It  being  found  impossible 
to  get  the  guns  across  the  deep  channel,  it  became  absolutely  necessary  to  spike  and 
abandon  them.  This  was  done,  after  which  General  Roberts  fell  back  towards  Deh 
Mozang  with  the  greater  part  of  the  cavalry,  who,  by  manoeuvring  in  front  of  the 
enemy  and  keeping  them  in  check,  enabled  the  72nd  Highlanders  to  arrive  at  the 
gorge  just  in  time  to  hold  it,  and  bar  the  passage  of  the  on-coming  hordes.  The 
retirement  throughout  was  conducted  with  admirable  steadiness  and  coolness. 
Many  of  the  troopers  lost  their  horses  in  the  charges,  and  instances  of  saving 
wounded  and  dismounted  men  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  were 
numerous. 

Finding  they  were  unable  to  enter  the  city,  the  enemy  took  ground  on  their 
right  and  occupied  the  Takht-i-Shah,  the  slopes  leading  up  to  it,  and  the  large  walled 
villages  of  Chardeh,  thereby  threatening  the  Bala  Hissar. 

While  these  events  were  in  progress,  General  Macpherson,  who  had  marched 
from  the  Surkh  Kotal  at  8  a.m.,  moved  in  a  south-westerly  direction  towards  Argandi, 
but  observing  large  bodies  of  the  enemy  crossing  his  front  and  proceeding  towards 
Kabul,  and  hearing  the  firing  of  General  Massy’s  guns  on  his  left,  he  brought  his 
right  forward,  and  at  12.30  p.m.,  or  about  an  hour  after  the  cavalry  and  artillery  had 
commenced  retiring,  found  himself  very  nearly  on  the  ground  where  General  Massy’s 
action  had  been  fought.  Here  he  came  across  the  rear  of  the  enemy,  who  were 
speedily  dispersed,  some  making  for  the  hills  above  Killa  Kazi,  others  for  the 
Chardeh  Valley  ;  during  the  afternoon  General  Macpherson  withdrew  his  force,  con¬ 
formably  with  an  order  received  from  Sherpur,  to  Deh  Mozang,  arriving  at  7  a.m., 
and  thus  still  further  securing  the  approach  to  the  city. 

When  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  retired  the  main  portion  of  General  Massy’s 
cavalry  to  Deh  Mozang,  Colonel  MacGregor,  Deputy  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster- 
General,  who  had  accompanied  him  to  Killa  Kazi,  thinking  that  the  infantry  that 
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had  been  ordered  from  Sherpur  might  take  the  road  by  the  Kotal  to  the  north  of 
Killa  Aushar,  went  in  that  direction  to  meet  them.  Observing  from  this  point  that 
the  ground  where  the  abandoned  horse  artillery  guns  were  lying  had  been  partially 
cleared  of  the  enemy  by  the  advance  of  General  Macpherson’s  troops,  he  collected  a 
small  party  of  the  9th  Lancers,  14th  Bengal  Lancers,  and  artillerymen  who  had 
remained  with  him,  retraced  his  steps,  and  picking  up,  on  the  way,  a  few  soldiers 
belonging  to  Macpherson’s  baggage-guard,  succeeded  in  recovering  the  guns  and 
bringing  them  into  cantonments. 

On  the  morning  of  this  day,  the  nth,  General  Baker  had  started  early  from 
his  encampment  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Maidan,  and  found  the  enemy  in  con¬ 
siderable  force,  occupying  the  hills  on  either  side  of  the  Argandi  road.  The  main 
body  of  General  Baker’s  force  was  allowed  to  proceed  unmolested,  but  his  rear¬ 
guard  and  baggage  were  somewhat  hotly  attacked  ;  owing,  however,  to  the  able 
manner  in  which  the  rear-guard  was  commanded  by  Captain  M’Callum,  92nd 
Highlanders,  and  to  the  energy  of  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  Transport,  the 
whole  of  the  baggage  was  brought  through  in  safety.  The  advance  guard  had  in 
the  meantime  reached  Argandi,  and  found  the  enemy  in  possession  of  both  sides  of 
the  gorge  through  which  the  road  runs  into  the  Chardeh  Valley.  Although  late  in 
the  afternoon,  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  dislodge  them  at  once  from  their  position, 
commanding,  as  it  did,  the  road  to  Kabul.  This  was  effected  in  a  brilliant  manner 
by  a  portion  of  the  92nd  Highlanders  under  the  command  of  Major  White, 
gallantly  led  by  Lieut.  Scott  Napier.  That  night  General  Baker  encamped  at 
Argandi.  Though  attempts  had  been  made  during  the  day  to  open  communication 
with  him  by  heliograph,  it  was  not  until  the  following  morning  that  he  learnt  that 
the  enemy  were  threatening  the  city  in  very  considerable  strength,  and  that  he  was 
required  to  return  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Sherpur. 

The  casualties  of  the  British  force  during  the  nth  of  December  were — of 
General  Massy’s  brigade,  27  killed  and  25  wounded,  together  with  51  horses 
-  killed  and  16  wounded  ;  of  General  Macpherson’s  brigade,  2  killed  and  7  wounded  ; 
and  of  General  Baker’s  brigade,  1  killed  and  1 2  wounded. 

Feeling  that  the  enemy  could  not  be  permitted  to  retain  their  commanding 
position  on  the  Takht-i-Shah,  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  directed  General  Macpherson, 
on  the  morning  of  the  12th  of  December,  to  endeavour  to  drive  them  from  it  by  an 
attack  from  the  Bala  Hissar  and  Deh  Mozang  directions.  Lieut. -Colonel  Money, 
of  the  3rd  Sikhs,  was  deputed  to  undertake  this  operation,  the  force  placed  at  his 
disposal  consisting  of  two  guns  No.  1  Mountain  Battery,  215  rifles  of  the  67th  and 
72nd  Regiments,  150  of  the  3rd  Sikhs,  and  195  of  the  5th  Goorkhas. 

The  position  which  had  been  taken  up  by  the  enemy  on  the  Takht-i-Shah  was 
a  most  formidable  one,  the  slopes  of  the  mountain,  which  were  extremely  steep, 
being  strewn  with  jagged  masses  of  rock  and  intercepted  with  scarps,  and  the 
natural  impediments  with  which  the  assaulting  party  had  to  contend  being  still 
further  increased  by  breastworks,  which  had  been  thrown  up  at  various  points  on 
the  ascent  to  the  peak.  Behind  these  the  enemy  were  strongly  posted,  and  fought 
resolutely.  After  many  gallant  attempts  had  been  made  to  carry  the  position,  it  at 
last  became  evident  that,  to  insure  success  without  very  serious  loss,  and  to 
prevent  the  enemy  relieving  and  reinforcing  the  party  holding  the  peak,  as  they 
had  been  doing  during  the  day,  it  was  necessary  not  only  to  attack  them  in  front, 
but  also  to  operate  on  their  line  of  retreat.  The  assault  was  consequently  ordered 
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by  the  Lieutenant-General  to  be  deferred,  General  Macpherson  being  directed  to 
hold  the  ground  of  which  he  had  already  gained  possession,  and  informed  that  on 
the  following  morning  General  Baker  would  co-operate  with  him  from  the  Ben-i- 
Shahr  side. 

During  this  day,  the  12th  of  December,  General  Baker’s  brigade  returned  to 
Sherpur.  The  enemy  showed  themselves  in  considerable  force  in  his  rear  and  on 
both  flanks,  and  the  rear-guard,  which  was  ably  commanded  by  Major  Pratt,  5th 

Infantry’  was  at  ^rst  closely  pressed.  On  the  march  the  little  column  was 
skilfully  protected  and  covered  by  the  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  who,  under  the  command 
of  Lieut.-Colonel  Williams,  missed  no  opportunity  of  inflicting  loss  on  the  enemy. 
The  casualties  on  the  12th  were — of  Macpherson’s  brigade,  4  killed  and  12  wounded  ; 
of  Baker’s  brigade,  1  killed  and  2  wounded. 

Conformably  with  the  intentions  formed  on  the  previous  day,  a  force  consisting 
of  four  guns  G/3,  R.A.,  four  guns  No.  2  Mountain  Battery,'  one  squadron  9th 
Lancers,  the  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  six  companies  92nd  Highlanders,  seven  companies 
Guide  Infantry,  and  300  rifles  3rd  Sikhs,  afterwards  reinforced  by  150  rifles  5th 
Punjab  Infantry,  marched  from  Sherpur  on  the  morning  of  the  13th  of  December, 
under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Baker,  with  orders  to  proceed  by  the 
Bala  Hissar  road  in  the  direction  of  Ben-i-Shahr,  to  seize  the  heights  above  that 
village,  and  to  operate  on  the  enemy’s  position  on  the  Takht-i-Shah  from  the  south¬ 
east.  General  Macpherson  was  at  the  same  time  directed  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  General  Baker  from  the  north. 

Soon  after  passing  the  Bala  Hissar,  General  Baker  observed  the  enemy 
streaming  out  of  the  villages  immediately  below  the  Ben-i-Shahr  Ridge,  the  centre 
of  which  he  seized  by  a  bold  and  rapid  movement,  and  thus  cut  the  enemy’s  forces 
in  two.  The  92nd  Highlanders  led  the  advance,  which  was  covered  by  a  heavy 
and  well-directed  fire  from  the  eight  guns.  The  attack  on  the  enemy’s  first  position 
was  gallantly  headed  by  Lieut.  Forbes,  who,  together  with  the  Colour-Sergeant  of 
his  company,  James  Drummond,  was  killed  in  a  hand-to-hand  fight.  The  leading 
men  of  the  92nd  Highlanders  were  most  resolutely  charged  by  the  enemy,  who  had 
a  very  considerable  advantage  both  in  numbers  and  position.  For  the  gallantry  he 
displayed  on  this  occasion  Lieut.  Dick-Cunyngham,  who  had  taken  Lieut.  Forbes’s 
place,  was  awarded  the  Victoria  Cross. 

After  the  first  position  was  carried,  the  92nd  Highlanders  and  Guides,  covered 
by  the  fire  of  Swinley  s  guns,  which  had  by  this  time  gained  the  summit  of  the 
lower  ridge,  and  aided  by  that  of  G/3,  R.A.,  from  the  plain  below,  continued  the 
advance  on  the  Takht-i-Shah,  fighting  for  some  distance  every  foot  of  the  way. 
d  he  position  the  enemy  had  taken  up  on  the  heights  was  enormously  strong,  but  by 
1 1.30  a.m.  the  92nd  and  the  Guides  had  reached  the  summit.  Here  they  were 
met  by  some  of  the  72nd  Highlanders,  3rd  Sikhs,  and  5th  Goorkhas,  under  the 
command  of  Major  Sym,  5th  Goorkhas,  from  Macpherson’s  force,  who  had 
ascended  a  few  minutes  before.  Colour-Sergeant  John  Yule,  72nd  Highlanders — a 
gallant  non-commissioned  officer  who  lost  his  life  the  following  day — was  the  first 
man  up,  and  succeeded  in  capturing  two  standards. 

During  the  main  attack  the  reserve  of  Baker’s  force  in  the  valley  below 
became  engaged  with  large  bodies  of  the  enemy  who  had  debouched  from  the  city 
during  the  advance,  and  occupied  positions  on  both  flanks  and  in  the  rear,  while 
the  cavalry  of  the  force  was  occupied  in  disposing  of  reinforcements  coming  up 
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from  the  direction  of  the  Khurd  Khyber.  To  assist  General  Baker  in  dealing  with 
so  many  detached  parties,  General  Massy  was  sent  out  by  Sir  Frederick  Roberts 
from  Sherpur  with  one  squadron  9th  Lancers,  two  squadrons  14th  Bengal  Lancers, 
and  the  Guide  Cavalry,  and  proceeded  first  in  the  direction  of  the  Siah  Sang  heights, 
where  large  numbers  of  the  enemy  had  collected.  In  the  operations  which  ensued, 
most  efficTent  service  was  rendered  by  the  cavalry,  brilliant  charges  being  again  and 
again  delivered,  and  large  numbers  of  the  enemy  slain.  In  the  evening  General  Baker 
was  recalled  to  cantonments,  and  General  Macpherson  was  directed  to  move  from 
Deh  Mozang  and  occupy  the  Bala  Hissar  heights,,  leaving  the  5th  Goorkhas  to 
retain  possession  of  the  Takht-i-Shah.  The  casualties  of  the  Infantry  during  this 
day  were  6  killed,  and  26  wounded  ;  of  the  Cavalry,  8  killed  and  19  wounded. 

The  successes  on  the  1 3th  of  December  had  been  so  decided,  and  the  losses 
inflicted  on  the  enemy  so  heavy,  that  it  was  anticipated  by  the  Lieutenant-General 
that  the  hostile  combination  would  have  broken  up,  and  that  the  various  sections 
would  have  scattered  and  returned  to  their  homes.  But  at  daylight  on  the  14th 
very  large  numbers  of  men,  with  numerous  standards,  were  seen  to  be  occupying  a 
high  hill  on  the  Kohistan  road,  about  a  mile  north  of  the  Asmai  range,  and  as  the 
day  advanced  they  passed  in  great  numbers  from  this  hill,  and  also  along  the  road 
from  Kohistan,  to  the  crest  of  the  Asmai  heights,  where  they  were  joined  by  many 
others  from  the  direction  of  Chardeh  and  the  city.  It  then  became  apparent  that, 
foiled  in  their  operations  in  the  west  and  south,  the  Afghans  had  concentrated  to 
the  north-west,  and  were  about  to  deliver  an  attack  in  great  strength  from  that 
quarter. 

In  view  of  this  new  aspect  of  affairs,  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  determined  to 
drive  the  enemy  off  the  Asmai  heights,  to  cut  their  communications  with  the  north, 
and  to  carry  out  the  same  plan  of  operations,  modified  in  detail,  as  that  which  had 
been  so  successfully  applied  on  the  previous  day  in  dealing  with  the  combinations 
to  the  south. 

Brigadier-General  Baker  was  accordingly  sent  out  from  Sherpur  at  9  a.m.  on 
the  14th  of  December  towards  the  eastern  slope  of  the  Asmai  range  to  attack  the 
heights,  the  force  placed  at  his  disposal  consisting  of  four  guns,  G/3,  R.A.,  four  guns 
No.  2  Mountain  Battery,  the  14th  Bengal  Lancers,  192  rifles  72nd  Highlanders, 
100  rifles  92nd  Highlanders,  460  rifles  Guides  Infantry,  and  470  rifles  5th  Punjab 
Infantry.  His  first  object  was  to  seize  a  small  conical  hill  which  forms  the  northern 
shoulder  of  the  Aliabad  Kotal,  and  thus  to  place  himself  on  the  enemy’s  line  of 
communication,  and  prevent  the  force  on  Asmai  receiving  support  either  from  the 
large  bodies  on  the  hill  to  the  north  or  from  those  on  the  Kohistan  road. 

The  attack  was  commenced,  under  cover  of  the  fire  of  the  field  and  mountain 
guns,  by  194  rifles  72nd  Highlanders,  under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Brownlow,  70  rifles 
92nd  Highlanders,  under  Captain  Gordon,  and  422  rifles  Guides  Infantry,  under 
Colonel  jenkins,  and  after  a  short  conflict,  the  conical  hill  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
British  troops.  Leaving  64  men  of  the  72nd  Highlanders,  and  60  of  the  Guides 
Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Clarke,  72nd  Highlanders,  who 
had  led  the  successful  assault  upon  this  point,  to  secure  the  hill  against  reoccupa¬ 
tion,  Colonel  Jenkins,  who  was  in  immediate  command  of  the  advance,  pushed  on 
with  the  remainder  of  the  force  to  dislodge  the  enemy  from  the  position  on  Asmai, 
the  72nd  Highlanders,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Brownlow,  now 
leading,  and  the  Guides  Infantry  on  the  right  affording  assistance  by  continually

operating  on  the  enemy  s  flank.  The  advance  was  covered  by  four  guns,  F /A, 
R.H.A.,  under  Captain  Pipon,  which  were  brought  into  action  near  the  south-west 
corner  of  the  Sherpur  cantonment,  in  addition  to  the  four  guns,  G/3,  R.A.,  under 
Major  Craster,  which  were  with  General  Baker  ;  and  the  attack  was  further  assisted 
by  the  fire  of  four  guns  of  No.  1  Mountain  Battery,  under  Captain  Morgan,  attached 
to  Brigadier-General  Macpherson  s  column,  from  the  Bala  Hissar  hill,  as  also  by 
two  companies  of  the  67th  Foot,  under  Major  Baker,  which  crossed  the  Kabul  river, 
and  acting  on  the  enemy  s  left  rear,  contributed  to  render  their  position  on  the  Asmai 
heights  untenable.  The  ground  was  most  difficult,  and  the  enemy  fought  with  the 
greatest  obstinacy ;  the  Highlanders  and  Guides  were,  however,  not  to  be  denied, 
and  eventually  reached  the  highest  peak  of  the  range,  where  a  number  of  Ghazis 
stood  fast,  determined  to  die.  Here  a  great  struggle  took  place,  several  of  the 
Highlanders  distinguishing  themselves  by  great  personal  gallantry.  By  12.30  p.m. 
the  British  troops  were  in  possession  of  the  whole  of  the  Asmai  heights. 

As  soon  as  the  extreme  eastern  point  of  the  enemy’s  position  had  been  carried, 
General  Baker  had  directed  four  guns  of  No.  2  Mounted  Battery,  escorted  by  100  rifles 
of  the  5 th  Punjab  Infantry,  to  reinforce  the  party  which  had  been  left  on  the  conical 
hill,  with  a  view  of  supporting  the  main  advance  by  engaging  the  enemy  in  the 
Chardeh  and  Kohistan  directions.  Shortly  after  the  highest  peak  of  Asmai  had 
been  carried,  very  large  bodies  of  the  enemy  were  observed  moving  northwards 
from  Indiki,  with  the  apparent  intention  of  effecting  a  junction  with  the  hostile  force 
that  still  held  the  hills  in  the  Kohistan  direction,  and  of  endeavouring  to  retake 
the  original  position,  and  a  few  minutes  later  it  was  noticed  that  the  little  force 
holding  the  conical  hill  was  being  hotly  pressed.  A  party  of  the  5th  Punjab 
Infantry  was  at  once  sent  to  their  assistance  by  General  Baker,  and  at  the  same 
time  Sir  F rederick  Roberts  moved  up  200  rifles  of  the  3rd  Sikhs  from  Sherpur, 
likewise  to  render  aid.  Unfortunately,  before  either  of  the  reinforcements  could 
reach  the  threatened  position,  the  enemy  had  gained  possession  of  it.  Their  num¬ 
bers  were  overwhelming,  and  though  the  Highlanders,  Guides,  and  5th  Punjab 
Infantry  made  a  most  stubborn  defence,  and  Captain  Spens,  of  the  72nd  High¬ 
landers,  sacrificed  his  life  in  a  heroic  attempt  to  stem  the  advance  of  the  enemy, 
it  was  of  no  avail :  the  British  troops  retreated  quietly  and  steadily  down  the 
eastern  slope  of  the  hill,  unable  to  bring  away  two  guns — which  were,  however, 
eventually  recovered— of  the  Mountain  Battery,  that  had  been  served  with  the 
utmost  gallantry  up  to  the  very  last  moment. 

Whilst  these  events  were  in  progress,  numbers  of  the  enemy  were  observed  to 
be  collecting,  as  during  the  previous  day,  on  the  Siah  Sang  heights,  and  proceeding 
round  the  eastern  flank  of  the  cantonments  in  the  direction  of  Kohistan.  A  small 
force  of  cavalry  and  two  guns,  F/A,  R.H.A.,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Hugh  Gough,  was  thererefore  sent  out  by  Sir  F.  Roberts  to  disperse  them ; 
but  the  ground  was  found  to  be  so  intersected  by  deep  watercourses  that  the 
advance  of  the  artillery  was  necessarily  slow,  and  by  the  time  the  obstacles  were 
overcome  the  enemy  had  got  so  far  on  the  road  towards  Kohistan,  and  so  close  to 
the  hills,  that  pursuit  was  hopeless.  A  party  of  the  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  which 
regiment  was  quartered  in  the  King’s  Garden,  between  Sherpur  and  the  city,  met, 
however,  with  better  success.  About  1  p.m.  some  three  or  four  hundred  of  the 
enemy  were  observed  by  Captain  Vousden — who,  with  one  troop,  was  out  recon¬ 
noitring — moving  along  the  left  bank  of  the  Kabul  river.  Captain  Vousden  most 
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o-ailantlv  charged  into  the  middle  of  them,  and  notwithstanding  that  only  twelve  of 
his  men,  six  of  whom  were  wounded,  were  able  to  follow  him,  the  remainder  being 
stopped  by  a  heavy  fire  which  was  opened  upon  them  from  behind  some  walls  he 
succeeded  in  dispersing  the  enemy,  and  inflicting  severe  loss  upon  them,  killing  five 

men  with  his  own  hand.  .  A  r  , 

Up  to  this  time  there  had  been  no  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  Afghans  were 

in  sufficient  force  to  successfully  cope  with  disciplined  troops  ;  but  the  determined 
manner  in  which  the  conical  hill  had  been  recaptured,  and  the  fact  that  arge  masses 
of  the  enemy  were  still  advancing  from  the  north,  south,  and  west,  made  it  evident 
that  the  numbers  who  had  combined  were  too  overwhelming  to  admit  of  the  com¬ 
paratively  small  force  at  the  Lieutenant-General’s  disposal  meeting  them,  especia  y 
on  around  which  still  further  increased  the  advantages  they  possessed  from  their 
vas?  numerical  superiority.  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  therefore  determined  to  with¬ 
draw  from  all  isolated  positions,  and  to  concentrate  the  whole  force  at  Sherpur,  thus 
securing  the  safety  of  the  large  cantonments,  and  avoiding  what  had  now  become 
a  useless  sacrifice  of  life.  Involving,  as  it  did,  the  temporary  abandonment 
of  the  city  and  the  Bala  Hissar,  a  loss  serious  in  itself  and  likely  to  produce 
a  bad  effect  on  the  country  at  large,  the  measure  was  one  which  was  most  reluc¬ 
tantly  decided  on.  Under  the  circumstances,  however,  it  was  clear  that  no  other 
course  was  open  but  to  remain  for  a  time  on  the  defensive,  and  wait  until  the 
arrival  of  reinforcements,  or  the  growing  confidence  of  the  enemy,  should  present 
a  favourable  opportunity  for  delivering  an  attack.  Orders  to  retire  were  accord¬ 
ingly  issued.  .  ,  .  ,  v  i  j 

The  withdrawal  from  the  Bala  Hissar  and  the  Asmai  heights  was  accomplished 

in  a  manner  highly  creditable  to  the  officers  in  command  and  to  the  discipline  of  tie 
troops.  General  Macpherson’s  brigade  had  to  pass  through  a  portion  of  the  city 
and  the  suburb  of  Deh  Afghan.  His  rear-guard  was  harassed,  and  his  troops  were 
subjected  to  a  heavy  fire  as  they  moved  along  the  narrow  streets  and  through  the 
numerous  gardens  and  orchards  ;  but  the  Brigadier-General  brought  off  his  men 
and  baggage  in  perfect  order,  and  with  comparatively  little  loss.  By  the  evening 
of  the  14th  all  the  troops  were  within  cantonments,  and  that  night  the  Afghan  army 
occupied  the  City  and  the  Bala  Hissar.  The  casualties  of  the  British  force  on  this 
day  were — of  Brigadier-General  Baker’s  brigade,  29  killed  and  89  wounded  ,  of 
Brigadier-General  Macpherson’s  brigade,  5  killed  and  1 1  wounded  ;  and  of  the 

Cavalry  Brigade,  8  wounded,  1  mortally.  .... 

The  Sherpur  cantonment,  a  large  fortified  enclosure  built  by  Shere  All,  is  in 
form  a  rectangular  parallelogram,  about  a  mile  and  a  hall  long,  and  three-quarters  o 
a  mile  broad.  Its  northern  side  is  formed  by  the  Bemaru  heights,  a  range  of  steep 
isolated  hills,  and  its  southern  face  and  western  flank  consist  ol  a  massive  and  con¬ 
tinuous  mud  wall,  some  sixteen  feet  in  height,  which  has  also  been  cairied  round  on 
the  eastern  side,  but  not  completed,  rising  here  only,  to  a  height  of  seven  feet. 
Although  the  perimeter  was  large  for  the  force  at  the  Lieutenant-General  s  disposal, 
still  its  defensive  powers,  both  natural  and  artificial,  were  so  great  that  it  was  con¬ 
fidently  anticipated  that  it  might  be  successfully  held  against  any  attack. 

The  possible  necessity  for  withdrawing  into  Sherpur  had  been,  foreseen  by  Sir 
Frederick  Roberts  and  provided  for;  and  besides  supplies,  medicine,  and  hospital 
comforts,  there  was  a  sufficient  store  of  ammunition  to  last  the  entire.  British  force 
for  at  least  four  months.  The  defences  of  the  place  were,  however,  in  parts  very 
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defective,  and  throughout  the  period  of  the  investment,  afforded  incessant  employ¬ 
ment  for  the  troops. 

Eaily  on  the  morning  of  the  15th  of  December  the  telegraph  wire  was  cut  by 
the  enemy,  but  not  before  a  message  had  been  despatched  communicating  the 
situation  at  Kabul  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  the  Government  of  India,  and 
requesting  that  reinforcements  might  be  sent  up  as  speedily  as  possible  At  the 
same  time  orders  were  sent  by  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  to  Major-General  Bricffit  at 
Jalalabad,  to  move  Brigadier-General  Charles  Goughs  brigade  from  Gandamak  to 
Kabul  without  loss  of  time,  and  also  to  send  forward  another  brigade  of  the  Khyber 
Line  Force  as  soon  as  fresh  troops  should  reach  Jalalabad  from  India. 

It  had  been  decided  hy  the  Lieutenant-General  to  recall  to  Sherpur  the  garrison 
of  Butkhak,  which  was  in  an  exposed  and  isolated  position,  and  not  sufficiently 
strong  to  defend  itself  against  serious  attack.  The  expediency  had  been  considered 
of  also  withdrawing  the  force  at  Lataband,  which  consisted  of  two  mountain  guns, 
the  28th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  and  a  wing  of  the  23rd  Pioneers,  the  whole  com¬ 
manded  by  Colonel  J.  Hudson,  of  the  former  regiment;  but  as  the  position  was  a 
strong  one,  ammunition  plentiful,  and  supplies  in  hand  sufficient  to  last  over  the 
probable  date  of  Brigadier-General  Charles  Gough’s  arrival,  and  as,  moreover,  it 
was  in  direct  communication  with  Kabul,  it  was  decided  to  maintain  the  post.  So 
long  as  Lataband  was  held,  no  serious  opposition,  it  was  anticipated,  could  be  offered 
to  General  Goughs  advance.  It  was,  in  fact,  the  most  important  link  in  the  chain 
of  communications ;  and  though  its  occupation  materially  diminished  the  force  at 
Sherpur,  its  retention  was  considered  to  be  worth  the  sacrifice. 

On  the  1 6th  of  December  a  body  of  the  enemy  numbering  about  1,000 
threatened  the  camp  at  Lataband.  Colonel  Hudson,  however,  attacked  and  dis¬ 
persed  them,  inflicting  considerable  loss  both  in  killed  and  wounded.  Owing  to  the 
excellent  manner  in  which  the  attack  was  covered  both  by  artillery  and  infantry  fire, 
there  were  no  casualties  in  Colonel  Hudsons  force. 

During  the  interval  between  the  14th  and  21st  of  December  the  enemy  daily 
took  up  positions  in  the  forts  and  gardens  surrounding  Sherpur,  and  their  fire  from 
behind  cover  caused  a  few  casualties  in  the  camp.  Each  day  cavalry  reconnaissances 
were  made,  and  some  portion  of  the  force  moved  out  to  dislodge  the  Afghans  from 
any  place  where  they  could  cause  special  annoyance.  Some  of  the  forts  and  other 
cover  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  Sherpur  were  destroyed,  but  only  minor 
operations  of  this  description  were  undertaken,  sorties  on  a  large  scale  with  the 
object  of  gaining  possession  of  portions  of  the  enemy’s  positions  being  avoided, 
as  the  British  force  was  insufficient  to  admit  of  acquisitions  thus  acquired  being 
retained. 

Every  night  information  was  received  that  an  attack  was  contemplated,  but  it 
was  not  until  the  21st  of  December  that  the  enemy  showed  signs  of  special  activity. 
On  that  and  the  following  day  large  numbers  of  them  moved  from  the  city,  and 
passing  round  to  the  eastward  of  Sherpur,  occupied  the  numerous  forts  beyond  it  in 
very  great  force.  It  became  apparent  that  this  movement  was  preparatory  to  an 
attack  from  that  quarter.  At  the  same  time  intelligence  was  received  that  the  enemy 
were  preparing  a  number  of  ladders,  with  the  intention  of  attacking  the  southern  and 
western  walls  by  escalade. 

The  night  of  the  22nd  of  December  passed  without  disturbance,  but  the  songs 
and  cries  of  the  enemy  could  be  heard  in  the  surrounding  villages.  Information 
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had  been  received  that  the  23rd  was  the  day  fixed  upon  for  their  great  effort,  and  it 
had  also  been  ascertained  that  the  aged  Mushk-i-Alam  would  with  his  own  hand 
light  the  beacon-fire  at  dawn  on  the  Asmai  heights,  which  was  to  be  the  signal  for 
the  commencement  of  the  attack.  Possessing  this  knowledge,  and  being  also  aware 
that  the  feelings  of  the  people  had  been  worked  to  the  highest  pitch  of  excitement 
by  the  preachings  of  the  Mullas,  General  Roberts  directed  all  troops  to  be  under 
arms  at  a  very  early  hour  on  that  date. 

The  information  which  had  been  received  proved  correct,  and  the  appearance 
of  the  signal-fire  on  the  Asmai  heights,  shortly  before  daybreak  on  the  23rd, 
announced  the  beginning  of  the  assault.  Heavy  firing  almost  immediately  com¬ 
menced  against  the  southern  and  eastern  faces  of  the  cantonment,  and  by  7  a.m.  an 
attack  in  force  against  the  eastern  side  was  fully  developed,  whilst  a  very  large 
number  of  the  enemy,  provided  with  scaling  ladders,  were  drawn  up  under  cover  of 
the  walls  to  the  south.  From  7  a.m.  until  10  a.m.  the  fight  was  carried  on 
vigorously :  repeated  attempts  were  made  to  carry  the  low  eastern  wall  by  escalade, 
but  though  the  enemy  on  several  occasions  reached  the  abattis,  they  were  each  time 
repulsed,  and  many  dead  marked  the  spots  where  the  assault  had  been  most  deter¬ 
minedly  pressed  home.  Soon  after  10  a.m.  a  lull  took  place,  as  though  the  attack¬ 
ing  force  had  recoiled  before  the  breechloader,  but  at  1 1  a.m.  the  fight  again  grew 
hot,  although  it  was  not  marked  by  the  determination  of  the  former  period. 

Finding  that  it  was  impossible  to  dislodge  the  enemy  by  any  fire  that  could  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  them  from  the  defences,  General  Roberts  determined  to  attack 
them  in  flank,  and  for  this  purpose  directed  four  guns  of  G/3,  R.A.,  and  the  5th 
Punjab  Cavalry,  under  the  command  of  Major  Craster,  R.A.,  and  Lieut. -Colonel 
Williams,  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  respectively,  to  move  out  through  the  gorge  in  the 
Bemaru  heights.  This  counterstroke  at  once  told.  The  Afghans  wavered,  and 
shortly  afterwards  broke.  By  1  p.m.  all  vigour  had  passed  from  the  attack,  and 
the  time  for  the  action  of  cavalry  having  arrived,  Brigadier-General  Massy  was 
directed  to  proceed  with  every  available  man  and  horse  and  do  his  utmost  against 
the  enemy.  At  the  same  time  a  party  of  infantry  and  sappers  moved  out  to  destroy 
some  villages  to  the  south,  which  had  caused  considerable  annoyance,  and  which  it 
was  necessary  to  clear  in  order  to  facilitate  the  arrival  of  Brigadier-General  Charles 
Gough’s  brigade  from  Jagdalak,  which  was  expected  to  reach  Kabul  the  following 
day.  This  work  was  successfully  accomplished,  though,  unhappily,  at  the  cost  of 
the  lives  of  two  gallant  officers — Captain  Dundas,  V.C.,  R.E.,  and  Lieut.  Nugent, 
R.  E. — who  were  killed  by  the  premature  explosion  of  a  mine.  Meanwhile  a  party 
of  the  cavalry  had  worked  round  to  the  base  of  Siah  Sang,  and  succeeded  in  ren¬ 
dering  a  good  account  of  the  enemy  in  that  quarter,  whilst  the  Guides  Cavalry  and 
a  squadron  of  the  14th  Bengal  Lancers,  who  had  been  manoeuvring  more  to  the 
eastward,  had  been  equally  fortunate.  By  evening  firing  had  nearly  ceased,  and 
daylight  on  the  24th  showed  that  the  enemy,  abandoning  all  hope  of  success,  had 
dispersed,  not  a  man  being  found  in  the  neighbouring  villages,  or  being  visible  on 
the  surrounding  hills.  The  city,  too,  was  clear  of  them,  and  so  precipitate  was  their 
flight  that,  leaving  their  dead  unburied  where  they  fell,  many  parties  of  fugitives 
were  by  mid-day  upwards  of  twenty-five  miles  from  Kabul,  the  rapidity  of  their 
retreat  being  doubtless  accelerated  by  the  knowledge  that  reinforcements  were  near 
at  hand.  At  5  o’clock  in  the  morning  a  party  of  the  72nd  Highlanders  occupied 
without  opposition  the  fort  of  Muhammad  Sharif,  and  later  a  force  under  Brigadier- 
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General  Macpherson  moved  out  to  cover,  and  if  necessary  aid,  the  entry  of  Brigadier- 
General  Charles  Gough’s  column,  which  had  halted  the  previous  evening  about  six 
miles  from  Sherpur.  The  cavalry,  divided  into  two  parties  commanded  respectively 
by  Brigadier-Generals  Dunham  Massy  and  Hugh  Gough,  proceeded  by  Ben-i-Shahr 
and  the  Chardeh  Valley  in  pursuit;  but  the  squadrons  were  retarded  by  a  heavy 
snow-storm,  and  no  success  attended  their  efforts,  though  neither  party  returned  to 
Sherpur  until  after  nightfall. 

Thus  broke  up  the  most  extensive  and  formidable  combination  which  had  ever 
opposed  British  arms  in  Afghanistan.  The  united  forces  of  the  enemy  are  said  to 
have  exceeded  100,000,  and  it  has  been  computed  that  of  these,  as  many  as  60,000 
at  one  time  took  the  field.  Their  losses  from  first  to  last  were  considerable,  not  less 
than  3,000  having  been  killed  or  wounded. 

Commenting  on  the  services  of  the  troops  under  his  command,  Sir  Frederick 
Roberts  dwells  in  warm  terms,  in  his  despatch,  on  the  spirit  by  which  they  were 
animated.  All  night  and  every  night,  in  most  severe  weather,  officers  and  men 
were  at  their  posts  or  sleeping  with  their  arms  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
trenches,  and  hardships  and  exposure  were  throughout  cheerfully  borne  by  all.  The 
casualties  between  the  15th  and  24th  of  December  were  18  killed  and  68  wounded, 
including  camp  followers. 

During  the  time  the  enemy  had  occupied  the  city  and  the  Bala  Hissar  they  had 
committed  some  excesses,  maltreating  the  inhabitants  whose  relations  with  the 
British  force  had  been  friendly,  and  looting  their  houses.  About  one  hundred  and 
thirty  tons  of  gunpowder,  which  it  had  been  found  impossible  to  destroy  before  the 
retirement  within  the  lines  of  Sherpur  became  necessary,  had  been  left  in  the  large 
magazine,  and  the  whole  of  this  was  either  carried  off  by  the  Afghans,  or  expended 
in  accidental  explosions.  In  one  of  these,  which  were  of  common  occurrence, 
upwards  of  one  hundred  of  the  enemy  were  killed. 

On  the  27th  of  December  a  force  of  all  arms,  under  General  Baker,  was  sent 
into  Kohistan,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  whether  the  inhabitants  of  that  district 
had  dispersed  to  their  homes.  Everything  was  found  to  be  quiet,  and  on  the  31st 
of  December  the  column  re-entered  Kabul  after  a  somewhat  harassing  march  con¬ 
sequent  on  the  country  being  covered  with  snow.  In  the  meantime  affairs  at  the 
capital  were  rapidly  settling  down,  the  shops  in  the  bazaars  were  being  re-opened, 
and  the  inhabitants  generally  were  resuming  their  ordinary  avocations. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  concentration  of  the  Field  Force  under  the  command  of 
Sir  Frederick  Roberts  at  Ali  Khel  and  the  Shutargardan  immediately  prior  to  the 
advance  on  Kabul,  all  available  transport  and  supplies  had  been  diverted  from 
Peshawar  to  facilitate  the  projected  operations  of  that  column.  As  soon,  however, 
as  the  dispositions  for  the  forward  movement  on  the  capital  had  been  completed,  it 
became  a  matter  of  paramount  importance  to  mobilize  the  Khyber  Force,  and  by 
the  latter  end  of  September  every  effort  was  being  directed  towards  that  end,  though 
the  difficulties  to  contend  with  were  stupendous. 

On  the  13th  of  September  General  Bright  had  arrived  at  Peshawar  and 
assumed  command  of  the  troops,  his  arrival  being  followed  during  the  succeeding 
week  by  that  of  Brigadier-Generals  Charles  Gough  and  Arbuthnot.  Brigadier- 
General  Doran,  commanding  at  Landi  Kotal,  had  for  some  days  previously  been 
pushing  forward  reconnaissances  towards  Daka,  and  had  ascertained  that  there  was 
little  likelihood  of  the  advance  of  the  British  troops  being  opposed. 
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At  this  time  many  of  the  corps  detailed  for  the  operations  on  the.  Khyber  line 
were  still  en  route  to  the  front,  while  many  more  had  not  even  left  their  stations  far 
down  country.  It  was  several  weeks,  therefore,  before  the  brigade  organization  of 
the  force  could  become  anything  like  complete.  Orders,  however,  that  a  demon¬ 
stration  should  be  made  in  the  direction  of  Jalalabad  were  pressing,  and  with  this 
object  in  view  a  force  under  Brigadier-General  Charles  Gough  was  with  some 
difficulty  equipped  by  the  end  of  the  month.  General.  Gough  left  Peshawar  on  the 
27th  of  September,  and  on  the  29th  arrived  at  Landi  Kotal.  On  the  same  <aaY 
Colonel  Jenkins,  C.B.,  with  the  Guides  Cavalry  and  two  guns  of  the  Hazara  Moun¬ 
tain  Battery,  pushed  on  to  Daka,  whither  he  was  followed  on  the  30th  by  General 
Gouo-h  with  a  regiment  of  cavalry  and  a  regiment  of  infantry.  The  fort  was  occupied 
without  opposition.  There  had  been  rumours  of  a  gathering  of  the  Mohmands  in 
the  neighbourhood,  but  none  were  met  with,  and  the  only  sign  of  hostility  was  the 
removal  of  women  and  children  from  Lalpura,  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Kabul 
river.  The  Khan  of  that  place  who  was  in  power  during  the  British  occupation  of 
the  country  in  the  spring,  had  been  removed  by  the  Amir,  and  his  successoi.at  first 
declined  to  aid  the  advance  of  the  British  troops,  alleging  that  he  had  received  no 
orders  from  Kabul  to  do  so;  but  upon  it  becoming  known  to  him  that  Yakub  Khan 
had  crone  to  meet  General  Roberts  at  Kushi,  supplies  were  freely,  promised. 

*On  the  2nd  of  October  General  Gough  marched  with  a  portion  of  his  brigade 
through  the  Kurd  Khyber,  though  transport  was  still  so  scarce  that  it  was  only  by 
utilizing  the  baggage-animals  of  the  force  left  behind  that  he  was  able  to  do  so. 
Shortly  after  Basawal  was  reached,  a  messenger  arrived  bearing  a  letter  from  the 
Governor  of  Jalalabad,  who  wrote  that  he  had  been  ordered  by. the  Amir  to  afford 
every  assistance  in  supplies  and  transport,  and  that  he  had  enjoined  the  tribes  to 
refrain  from  acts  of  hostility.  On  the  4th  the  Governor  of  Jalalabad  himself, 
accompanied  by  the  Khan  of  Lalpura,  visited  General  Gough  in  camp,  and  supplies 
shortly  afterwards  began  to  come  in  Ireely.  The  sickness  amongst  the  troops  in 
the  Peshawar  Valley  and  Khyber  Pass  had  for  some  time  been  unusually  great,  no 
less  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  entire  force  being  under  medical  treatment. 
The  health  of  the  men  at  the  more  advanced  posts  had  recently  improved,  but  at 
Ali  Musjid  the  condition  of  some  of  the  corps  was.  deplorable,  the  returns  of 
one  battalion,  the  29th  Native  Infantry,  showing  470  sick  out  of  a  total  of  556. 

During  the  next  few  weeks  the  forward  movement  along  the  whole  line  was 
continued  without  opposition,  and  post  after  post  was  occupied  as  the  means  of  trans¬ 
port  and  supply  gradually  improved.  Jalalabad  was  entered  by  the  Corps  of  Guides 
— which  acted  throughout  as  the  advance  guard  of  Gough’s  brigade — on  the  12  th 
of  October,  and  Gandamak  on  the  23rd,  Divisional  Head-quarters  moving  up  to 
Jalalabad  on  the  24th.  On  the  2nd  of  November  General  Bright  reached  Ganda¬ 
mak,  and  the  following  day  the  advance  brigade,  under  Brigadier-General  Gough, 
carrying  seven  days’  provisions,  started  for  Jagdalak,  to  meet  the  force  under 
Brigadier-General  Macpherson,  which  had  been  sent  out  from  the  . capital  to  open 
communication  between  the  Kabul  and  Khyber  columns,  The  junction,  as  has 
been  already  recorded,  was  effected  at  Kata  Sang  on  the  6th  of  November.  After 
an  interview  with  General  Macpherson,  Generals  Bright  and  Gough  fell  back,  from 
want  of  supplies,  towards  Gandamak,  leaving  at  Jagdalak  Colonel  Jenkins  with  the 
Guides,  the  2nd  Goorkhas,  and  two  guns  of  No  4  Mountain  Battery. 

On  the  19th  of  November  telegraphic  communication  between  Kabul  and 
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India  was  completed.  Posts  held  by  the  Guides  were  established  at  Pezwan,  Jag- 
dalak,  and  Kata  Sang,  and  by  the  end  of  the  month  convoys  to  and  from  Kabul 
were  passing  continually  without  interruption.  During  this  period  the  construction 
of  new  cantonments  at  Gandamak  was  being  proceeded  with,  and  the  troops  along 
the  line  were  settling  down  into  winter  quarters.  Conformably  with  orders  received 
from  Sir  Frederick  Roberts,  the  Corps  of  Guides  was  sent  forward  from  Jagdalak  to 
Kabul  on  the  9th  of  December,  and  arrived  at  its  destination  in  time  to  render  distin¬ 
guished  service  in  the  stirring  operations  with  which  the  year  was  brought  to  a  close. 

For  some  weeks  after  the  return  of  the  column  which  established  communication 
with  the  capital,  nothing  of  importance  occurred  on  the  Khyber  line  till  the  middle 
of  December,  when  it  became  known  that  Sir  Frederick  Roberts’s  force  was  being 
attacked  by  immense  numbers  of  the  enemy,  and  orders  were  received  for  the  1st 
Brigade  of  General  Bright’s  Division  to  hold  itself  in  readiness  for  an  advance  at 
any  moment  to  Kabul.  The  flame  of  insurrection  rapidly  spread  eastwards  along 
the  line  of  communications,  the  first  symptom  of  coming  hostility  appearing  in  the 
relinquishment  by  the  Ghilzai  labourers  of  their  work  upon  the  road. 

At  this  time  Brigadier-General  Gough  was  at  Gandamak  with  an  effective 
strength  of  150  cavalry,  935  infantry,  and  a  battery  of  Horse  Artillery,  and  the 
three  outposts  on  the  Kabul  side  of  Gandamak,  viz.,  Pezwan,  Jagdalak  Kotal,  and 
Jagdalak  Fort,  were  somewhat  weakly  held — Pezwan,  by  50  of  the  10th  Bengal 
Lancers,  four  guns  of  the  Hazara  Mountain  Battery,  a  company  of  Sappers,  and 
187  of  the  2nd  Goorkhas ;  the  Kotal,  by  a  company  of  Sappers  and  40  of  the  2nd 
Goorkhas  ;  and  the  Fort,  by  90  of  the  10th  Bengal  Lancers,  two  guns  of  the  Hazara 
Mountain  Battery,  and  180  of  the  2nd  Goorkhas.  On  the  14th  of  December 
General  Gough,  taking  with  him  two  of  the  headmen  of  the  Kugianis  as  hostages 
for  the  good  behaviour  of  the  tribe,  moved  on  to  Jagdalak,  his  force  now  consisting 
of  140  lances  10th  Bengal  Lancers,  73  rifles  Sappers  and  Miners,  487  rifles  2nd 
Battalion  9th  Foot,  and  375  rifles  4th  Goorkhas.  At  Pezwan  he  was  joined  by 
two  guns  of  the  Mountain  Battery,  to  replace  which  he  left  at  that  post  280  rifles  of 
the  9th  Foot  and  187  rifles  oi  the  4th  Goorkhas.  These  parties,  under  the  command 
of  Lieut.-Colonel  Daunt,  9th  Foot,  rejoined  the  main  body  of  the  brigade  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day,  their  rear-guard  being  attacked,  during  the  march  to  Jagdalak,  by  a 
number  of  the  Ghilzais,  who  were  repulsed  with  comparatively  little  trouble,  and 
suffered  some  loss.  Early  on  the  morning'of  the  15th  the  telegraph  wire  was  cut 
on  both  sides  of  Jagdalak,  but  not  before  General  Gough  received  from  Sir 
Frederick  Roberts  orders  to  advance  as  soon  as  he  possibly  could  to  Kabul,  and  to 
bring  on  with  him  the  detachment  under  Colonel  Hudson,  which  was  holding  the 
isolated  post  at  Lataband.  That  evening  crowds  of  men  with  standards  were 
observed  from  camp  assembling  on  all  the  surrounding  hills,  and  information  was 
received  that  the  Ghilzai  chief,  Azmatallah  Khan,  had  advanced  from  Lughman  with 
a  large  gathering,  and  purposed  to  attack  Jagdalak,  in  conjunction  with  the  Flissarak 
section  of  the  tribe.  Later  on,  as  it  was  getting  dark,  the  enemy  came  pouring 
down  from  the  hill-tops,  and  opened  a  desultory  and  long-range  fire  from  all  sides 
upon  the  camp,  fortunately,  however,  without  inflicting  loss.  As  they  continued  to 
harass  the  position  from  behind  cover  on  the  hills,  after  daybreak  on  the  1 6th, 
Lieut.  Mayne,  of  the  9th  Foot,  with  a  small  party  of  his  regiment,  was  sent  out  to 
dislodge  them,  a  duty  which  was  effectually  performed.  On  the  1 7th  of  December 
Major  Macnaghten,  10th  Bengal  Lancers,  was  sent  out  towards  Pezwan  with  two 
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companies  of  infantry  and  forty  lances  of  his  own  regiment  to  clear  the  road,  and 
reopen  communications  with  Gandamak,  Major  Thackeray,  V.C.,  R.E.,  commanding 
at  Jao-dalak  Kotal,  being  directed  to  co-operate.  Major  Macnaghten  vigorously 
attacked  over  a  thousand  of  the  enemy,  whom  he  found  posted  across  tire  road 
about  two  miles  south  of  the  Kotal,  and  dispersed  them  with  loss.  Colonel 
Norman,  24th  Native  Infantry,  had  also  moved  out  from  Pezwan  and  attacked  the 
enemy  in  the  rear,  but  in  consequence  of  the  divergent  retreat  of  the  Ghilzais  the 
co-operating  forces  did  not  meet.  On  the  18th  the  road  was  again  cleared  by  forces 
advancino-  simultaneously  from  the  two  posts,  one  under  Major  Rowcroft,  4th 
Goorkhas,  and  the  other  under  Colonel  Norman.  The  latter  officer  was  now 
directed  to  move  up  to  Jagdalak  on  the  19th,  with  two  guns  of  the  Mountain 
Battery,  the  24th  Native  Infantry,  a  wing  of  the  2nd  Goorkhas,  and  as  large  a 
convoy  of  supplies  as  he  could  obtain,  the  arrival  of  reinforcements  at  Pezwan 
settino'  these  troops  free;  and  in  order  to  assist  his  advance,  a  force  consisting  o 
two  mountain  guns,  80  cavalry,  and  300  infantry,  under  the  command  of  Major 
Roberts,  9th  Foot,  was  sent  out  from  Jagdalak  to  act  against  the  Ghilzais,  who  had 
ao-ain  assembled  on  the  road.  Major  Roberts  found  the  enemy  posted  near  .e 
spot  they  had  previously  occupied,  and  a  sharp  encounter  ensued,  the  Ghilzais 
attempting  to  outflank  the  British  force,  but  being  successfully  repelled.  Colonel 
Norman  now  arrived  upon  the  scene  from  Pezwan,  and  bringing  his  guns  into 
action,  enfiladed  the  enemy’s  whole  line,  causing  them  to  retire  with  considerable 
loss,  their  leader,  Syud  Khan,  and  his  son,  being  amongst  the  wounded.  Major 
Roberts  then  covered  the  passage  of  Colonel  Norman’s  convoy,  which  was  brought 
into  camp  without  the  loss  of  a  single  animal,  a  daring  attempt  made  to  get  at  it 
whilst  it  was  making  its  way  through  a  pass  to  the  west  of  the  Kotal  being  defeated 

by  the  steadiness  of  the  rear-guard.  . 

The  arrival  of  Colonel  Norman’s  party  increased  the  strength  of  the  brigade  at 
Jagdalak  to  six  mountain  guns,  242  cavalry,  and  1,752  infantry,  and  together  with 
a  convoy  of  supplies  which  came  in  on  the  20th,  placed  General  Gough  in  a  position 
to  carry  out  an  order  he  received  from  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  on  that  day  to 
advance  with  all  speed  to  Kabul.  Garrisoning  Jagdalak  with  two  guns  of  the 
Hazara  Mountain  Battery,  the  24th  Native  Infantry,  and  224  of  the  10th  Bengal 
Fancers,  the  whole  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Norman,  General  Gough  com¬ 
menced  his  march  with  the  remainder  of  the  brigade  on  the  21st  of  December,  and 
reaching  Fataband  the  following  day,  united  his  force  with  that  of  Colonel  Hudson, 
and  with  the  12th  Bengal  Cavalry,  which  regiment,  under  the  command  ol  Major 
J.  H.  Green,  had  moved  out  from  Sherpur  before  daybreak  on  the.22nd,  and  had 
rendered  gallant  service  in  running  the  gauntlet  of  the  hordes  investing  the  canton¬ 
ments.  On  the  23rd  of  December  the  entire  column  halted  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Logar  river,  protecting  the  bridge  which  lies  half-way  between  Kabul  and 
Butkhak,  and  on  the  24th  marched  into  Sherpur  without  a  shot  being  fired. 

During  the  afternoon  of  the  23rd  of  December  a  very  determined  attack  was 
made  on  the  fortified  post  at  Jagdalak  Kotal,  distant  about  three  and  a  half  miles 
from  Jagdalak,  and  held  by  two  companies  of  Sappers  and  Miners,  and  a  company 
of  the  24th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Major  E.  T.  I  hackeray, 
V.C.,  RTF  The  small  garrison  gallantly  held  their  own,  and  dispersed  the  enemy, 
though  the  latter  numbered  between  two  and  three  thousand.  Major  1  hackeray 
was  severely  wounded,  and  three  of  his  men  were  killed.  Of  the  enemy,  twelve 
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were  killed,  and  many  more  wounded.  Colonel  Norman,  commanding  at  Jagdalak 
Fort,  hearing  that  the  enemy  were  about  to  renew  their  attack,  reached  the  Kotal 
the  following  morning,  and  having  strengthened  the  post  there,  proceeded  a  short 
distance  towards  Pezwan,  to  meet  a  force  under  Lieut. -Colonel  Ball  Acton,  51st 
Light  Infantry,  which  had  been  directed  to  march  from  thence  to  co-operate  with 
the  Jagdalak  troops.  After  effecting  a  junction,  the  two  columns  retraced  their 
steps,  Colonel  Norman,  on  his  way  back  to  the  fort,  coming  into  contact  with  the 
enemy,  who  partly  blocked  the  pass.  The  fire  of  the  guns,  and  the  rifle  fire  of  two 
parties,  commanded,  respectively,  by  Captain  Barrow,  10th  Bengal  Lancers,  and 
Jemadar  Bidhi  Chand,  a  young  Dogra  officer  of  the  24th  Punjab  Native  Infantry, 
quickly  overcame  resistance,  and  the  force  reached  Jagdalak  in  the  evening  with  a 
loss  of  three  men  wounded.  The  enemy’s  casualties  were  twenty-five  killed  and 
wounded. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  the  29th  of  December  the  enemy  again  began  to  show 
in  large  numbers  round  the  camp  at  Jagdalak.  A  detachment  of  the  51st  Light 
Infantry  under  Captain  Smyth,  and  100  men  of  the  24th  Punjab  Native  Infantry 
under  Captain  Stedman,  were  sent  by  Colonel  Norman  to  clear  some  heights  to  the 
left,  while  Captain  Money-Simons,  of  the  24th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  with  100 
rifles  of  his  regiment,  advanced  upon  a  somewhat  similar  position  to  the  right. 
Captain  Stedman  quickly  carried  the  hill  for  which  he  had  made,  and  perceiving 
that  the  enemy  were  in  considerable  force  on  the  hill  against  which  the  right  attack 
was  being  directed,  despatched  the  party  of  the  51st  Light  Infantry  to  Captain 
Simons  aid,  a  further  reinforcement  of  25  men  of  the  9th  Foot,  under  Lieut. 
Ommanney,  being  at  the  same  time  sent  up  by  Colonel  Norman.  The  two  guns 
of  the  Hazara  Mountain  Battery,  with  some  dismounted  men  of  the  10th  Bengal 
Lancers  acting  as  escort,  were  now  moved  from  the  camp,  whence  they  had  been 
firing,  to  a  position  which  enabled  them  to  enfilade  the  enemy,  and  went  into  action 
with  good  effect.  At  1  o’clock  p.m.  a  heliogram  was  received  by  Colonel  Norman 
stating  that  Lieut. -Colonel  Ball  Acton  was  moving  up  from  Pezwan  with  four  guns 
ll! 9,  R-A.,  three  companies  of  the  51st  Light  Infantry,  and  six  companies  of  the 
45th  Native  Infantry,  and  as  there  were  signs  that  the  enemy  were  changing  their 
position  in  order  to  enable  them  to  assail  this  force  when  it  was  making  its  way 
through  the  pass,  Major  Macnaghten,  with  50  Sowars  of  the  10th  Bengal  Lancers, 
was  sent  to  meet  Lieut.-Colonel  Ball  Acton  and  acquaint  him  with  the  position. 
By  4  p.m.  the  Pezwan  column  had  reached  Norman’s  right,  and  fire  was  opened  by 
the  four  guns  of  1 1/9,  R.A.,  Lieut.  I.  D.  Wright,  of  the  Battery,  being  shortly  after¬ 
wards  killed.  The  enemy  now  began  to  retire,  but  as  darkness  was  coming  on,  and 
the  baggage  of  the  Pezwan  column  had  not  come  in,  Colonel  Norman  considered 
that  it  would  not  be  safe  to  withdraw  from  the  hills  which  covered  its  passage,  and 
engage  his  troops  in  pursuit.  About  an  hour  after  the  last  shot  had  been  fired,  the 
baggage  and  rear-guard  arrived  safely  in  camp,  and  the  troops  were  then  withdrawn. 
Azmatallah  Khan,  of  Lughman,  on  this  day  commanded  in  person,  and  the  number 
of  the  enemy  engaged  was  not  short  of  2,000  men.  Their  loss  was  heavy,  and 
their  defeat  complete.  The  casualties  of  Colonel  Norman’s  force  were  comparatively 
light,  one  officer  and  one  man  being  killed,  and  three  non-commissioned  officers  and 
men  being  wounded. 

On  the  28th  of  December  Captain  Tucker,  S.C.,  who  had  accompanied 
Brigadier-General  Charles  Gough’s  brigade  to  Sherpur  on  political  duty,  was 
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despatched  by  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  from  Kabul,  escorted  by  one  squadron  of 
cavalry,  to  re-open  communications  with  Jagdalak,  a  duty  which  was  very  efficiently 
performed.  Seh  Baba  was  reached  on  the  30th,  and  Jagdalak  on  the  31st* 
Azmatallah  Khan,  already  disheartened  by  his  defeat  by  Colonel  Norman,  receiving 
exaggerated  reports  of  the  strength  of  Captain  Tucker’s  escort,  and  believing  that 
troops  were  being  sent  against  him  from  Kabul,  on  that  day  quitted  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Jagdalak,  and  returned  with  his  following  to  the  Lughman  Valley.  Seh 
Baba  and  Lataband  were  now  permanently  re-occupied,  but  the  drain  of  reinforce¬ 
ments  towards  the  advanced  posts  had  considerably  weakened  the  lower  portion  of 
the  line  of  communications  and  the  base,  and  an  addition  to  the  strength  of  the 
Khyber  column  became  urgently  requisite.  The  crisis,  while  it  lasted,  had  been 
severe,  and  the  Government  of  India  had  deemed  it  necessary  not  only  to  deiay 
the  return  home  of  those  battalions  which  would  have  embarked  for  England  as 
soon  as  their  places  were  filled  by  the  annual  reliefs,  but  also  to  obtain  a  legiment 

for  service  from  the  Cape.  .  . 

With  the  exception  of  an  unimportant  raid  made  by  a  party  of  Shmwans  upon 
a  post  near  Ali  Boghan,  no  further  disturbances  occurred  along  the  line  of  communica¬ 
tions  before  the  year  closed.  Lieut. -Colonel  Fryer,  6th  Dragoon  Guards,  was  sent 
out  with  a  few  troops  of  cavalry  from  Jalalabad  on  the  26th  of  December  to 
obtain  information  concerning  this  attack  5  and  on  the  29th  a  mixed  force  under 
Lieut.-Colonel  Mackenzie,  3rd  Bengal  Cavalry,  marched  to  Barikab,  and  effecting 
the  surprise  of  a  cluster  of  villages  some  ten  miles  distant,  which  were  supposed  to 
have  given  shelter  to  the  marauders,  secured  a  number  of  hostages  for  the  future 
good  behaviour  of  the  inhabitants. 

A  few  days  after  the  withdrawal  of  the  Shutargardan  garrison  to  Kabul 
at  the  latter  end  of  October,  and  the  closing  of  the  Ali  Khel  line  of  supply, 
the  Hariab  Valley  was  also  evacuated,  the  Peiwar  Kotal  becoming  the  most 
advanced  post  held  by  the  troops  of  the  Kuram  Division.  In  the  meantime 
Brigadier-General  John  Watson,  V.C.,  C.B.,  had  arrived  and  assumed  command 
of  the  Field  Force,  vice  Brigadier-General  Gordon,  whose  services  were  required 
in  India. 

Preparations  had  for  some  weeks  been  in  progress  for  an  expedition  against  the 
Zaimushts,  a  tribe  occupying  territory  to  the  North  and  East  of  the  British 
communications  between  Kuram  and  Kohat,  who,  in  addition  to  being  guilty  of  the 
murder  of  a  British  officer  while  travelling  to  join  his  regiment  at  the  front,  had 
recently  been  committing  numerous  minor  outrages.  With  the  object  of  inflicting 
punishment  upon  them,  a  column  consisting  of  four  guns,  1/8,  R.A.,  two  guns  No.  1 
Mountain  Battery,  a  company  of  Sappers,  detachments  of  the  1st,  13th,  and  18th 
Bengal  Cavalry,  the  85th  Foot,  and  detachments  of  the  8th  Foot,  the  13th,  20th, 
and  29th  Bengal  Native  Infantry,  and  the  4th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  in  all  about 
250  sabres  and  2,560  bayonets,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Tytler, 
marched  from  Bulesh  Khel  on  the  8th  of  December,  eleven  clays’  supplies  being 
taken.  Destroying  a  number  of  towers  en  route ,  and  meeting  with  little  organized 
opposition,  the  expeditionary  force  arrived  on  the  12th  of  December  at  the  village 
of  Chinarak,  and  the  same  afternoon  reconnaissances  were  pushed  forward  towards 
the  Zaimusht  stronghold  of  Zawa,  General  Tytler’s  objective  point.  1  his  fastness, 
deemed  by  the  enemy  to  be  impregnable,  consists  of  a  group  of  five  villages,  lying 
in  a  hollow  plateau  or  basin,  approachable  from  Chinarak  through  a  ravine  six  or 
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seven  miles  long,  winding  between  high  hills,  and  narrowing  gradually  until  the 
cliffs  on  either  side  meet  at  the  top. 

Leaving  a  small  force  under  Colonel  Rogers,  C.B.,  20th  Native  Infantry,  to 
protect  the  camp  at  Chinarak,  General  Tytler  marched  with  the  remainder  of  the 
troops  at  daybreak  on  the  1 3th  of  December  towards  the  village  of  Ragha,  situated 
at  the  entrance  of  the  ravine.  From  an  elevated  plateau  immediately  fn  front  of  this 
village,  the  two  guns  of  1/8,  R.A.,  went  into  action,  at  a  range  of  about  800  yards, 
against  detached  bodies  of  the  Zaimushts  crowning  the  opposite  heights  to  the  right. 
Under  cover  of  the  fire  of  the  guns,  a  force  under  Colonel  J.  Id.  Gordon,  C.B., 
consisting  of  four  companies  of  the  85th  Foot  and  four  companies  of  the  29th 
Native  Infantry  forming  the  right  attack,  advanced  against  the  enemy,  and  after 
rapidly  carrying  the  first  position,  continued  to  push  forward  over  a  succession  of 
ravines  and  ridges,  each  of  the  latter  higher  than  the  one  preceding  it,  and  all 
defended  by  stone  breast-works.  As  soon  as  Colonel  Gordon’s  attack  was 
sufficiently  developed,  General  Tytler  descended  from  the  plateau  fronting  Ragha, 
and  led  the  main  body  of  his  column,  consisting  of  two  guns,  1/8,  R.A.,  two  guns 
No.  1  Mountain  Battery,  one  company  of  the  85th  Light  Infantry,  the  4th  Punjab 
Infantry,  and  the  20th  Native  Infantry,  up  the  ravine.  As  he  advanced,  the  enemy 
opened  a  desultory  fire  from  the  rocks  above.  To  drive  them  from  the  heights  the 
guns  were  brought  into  action  on  the  sides  of  the  gorge,  firing  across  it.  A  few 
shells  were  on  each  occasion  sufficient  to  dislodge  them,  and  the  infantry,  occupying 
the  positions  they  vacated,  worked  steadily  from  crest  to  crest  until  they  reached 
the  village  of  Bagh,  about  three  miles  and  a  half  from  Chinarak.  Here  picquets 
were  thrown  out,  and  the  troops  bivouacked,  communication  being  maintained  with 
the  column  on  the  right.  In  the  meantime  Colonel  Gordon,  after  clearing  the  hills 
to  the  right  of  Ragha,  had  advanced  against  a  strong  position  taken  up  by  the 
enemy  on  a  rocky  ridge  to  the  east  of  the  village  of  Bagh,  from  which  all  attempts 
to  dislodge  him  by  a  direct  attack  failed.  A  flanking  movement  by  the  29th  Native 
Infantry  resulted,  however,  after  a  fierce  hand-to-hand  fight,  in  the  capture  of  a  hill 
from  which  the  ridge  could  be  enfiladed  ;  and  the  two  guns  No.  1  Mountain  Battery, 
which  had  worked  round  to  the  left,  now  coming  into  action,  the  opportunity  was 
seized  by  the  85th  Foot  and  29th  Native  Infantry  for  delivering  a  simultaneous 
attack  on  the  enemy’s  main  position.  By  4  p.m.  the  whole  of  the  ridge  had  been 
carried.  There  Gordon’s  column  bivouacked  for  the  night,  the  enemy  having 
taken  up  a  new  position  about  a  mile  distant,  to  the  north.  Early  on  the  morning 
of  the  14th  the  advance  of  both  columns  was  continued,  and  by  11  a.m  Colonel 
Gordon’s  force  commanded  the  approaches  to  Zawafrom  the  eastward,  the  Zaimushts 
having  retired  from  that  direction  as  the  troops  moved  forward.  Meanwhile  the 
force  under  General  Tytler’s  immediate  command  was  moving  with  difficulty  along 
the  bed  of  the  ravine,  parties  of  the  4th  Punjab  Infantry  and  the  20th  Native 
Infantry  crowning  the  hills  to  the  right,  and  an  effective  fire  being  opened  by  the 
two  guns,  1/8,  R.A.,  aided  by  the  two  guns  No.  1  Mountain  Battery  with  Colonel 
Gordon’s  force,  upon  masses  of  the  enemy  occupying  the  heights  in  front.  The 
column  continued  to  move  forward,  under  a  plunging  fire  and  a  shower  of  rocks 
from  above,  through  the  defile  opening  out  upon  Zawa  itself,  the  crest  of  the  pass 
being  at  length  gained  with  the  loss  of  one  British  officer  and  two  Sepoys  of  the 
4th  Punjab  Infantry  mortally  wounded.  Here  a  brief  halt  was  ordered,  after  which, 
all  opposition  having  ceased,  the  villages  were  given  to  the  flames.  The  column 
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then  returned  unmolested  to  Bagh ;  and  a  few  days  afterwards  the  whole  force 
quitted  Zaimusht  territory  and  made  its  way  to  Thai,  the  objects  of  the  expedition 

having  been  successfully  attained.  .  .  , 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  month  of  December  the  Penvar  Kotal  and  some 
other  of  the  advanced  posts  were  threatened  by  gatherings  of  the  tribes,  but  these 
dispersed  after  news  of  the  British  re-occupation  of  Kabul  became  circulated,  and  in 
the  Kuram  district,  as  on  the  Khyber  line,  the  year  closed  quietly. 

With  the  exception  of  occasional  operations  undertaken  in  consequence  of 
hostile  demonstrations  along  the  Khyber  line  of  communications,  the  earlier  months 
of  the  year  1880  were  marked  by  little  of  military  interest  in  Northern  Afghanistan. 
At  the  capital  the  troops  were  actively  engaged  in  perfecting  the  defences  of  the 
British  position,  and  by  the  middle  of  February  these  were  well  advanced.  All 
walled  enclosures  within  1,000  yards  of  Sherpur  were  demolished,  and  amongst 
other  works  a  good  military  road  was  constructed  round  the  walls  of  the  canton¬ 
ments,  while  another  led  to  Siah  Sang  over  a  strong  bridge  practicable  for  artillery. 
The  Ghilzai  Chief,  Padshah  Khan,  together  with  several  leading  men  from  Kohistan 
and  Lughman,  reassured  by  the  terms  of  a  general  amnesty  which  had  been 
proclaimed,  were  received  in  durbar  by  Sir  Frederick  Roberts,  and  shortly  after¬ 
wards  the  Sirdar  Wali  Muhammad  was  appointed  Governor  of  Kabul,  the  office 
of  Military  Governor,  the  duties  of  which  had  been  ably  discharged  by  General 
Hills,  being  at  the  same  time  abolished.  During  this  period  reports  were  from  time 
to  time  received  of  attempts  on  the  part  of  Muhammad  Jan,  Mir  Butcha — the  leader 
of  the  force  which  had  sustained  defeat  at  the  hands  of  General  Macpherson  at 
Karez  Mir— and  the  Mushk-i-Alam  to  incite  a  rising  amongst  the  tribes  of  Logar, 

and  of  renewed  disturbances  in  Koh  Daman. 

About  the  middle  of  March  Mr.  Lepel  Griffin  arrived  at  Kabul  on  a  special 
political  mission;  but  hitherto  there  had  been  no  indication  of  the .  provisional 
government  of  Afghanistan  being  superseded,  though  some  political  interest  had 
begun  to  attach  to  the  movements  of  Abdul  Rahman  Khan,  the  son  of  Mir  Afzul 
and  a  grandson  of  Dost  Muhammad,  who  had  the  reputation  of  being  an  able 
soldier,  and  a  man  possessed  of  greater  influence  than  any  other  chief  in 
Afghanistan. 

This  prince  had  taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  hostile  operations  conducted  by  his 
father  against  Shere  Ali ;  but  when  the  latter  had  crushed  all  opposition,  Abdul 
Rahman  had  retired  into  exile,  and  had  since  been  supported  by  Russian  bounty. 
News  was  now  received  that  he  was  collecting  men  and  raising  money  with  a  view 
to  prosecuting  his  claim  to  the  throne  of  Kabul,  and  that  his  emissaries  were  being 
well  received  in  Kohistan. 

On  the  11th  of  April  a  number  of  maliks  of  Ghazni,  Maidan,  and  Logar,  and 
minor  chiefs  of  the  Ghilzai,  Wardak,  and  neighbouring  tribes,  were  induced,  to  come 
in  from  the  disaffected  districts  to  the  capital,  and  give  expression  to  their  views  and 
wishes,  and  on  the  13th  of  that  month  they  were  received  in  durbar  to  hear  an 
announcement  of  the  intentions  of  the  British  Government  with  regard  to  the  future 
settlement  of  the  country.  In  the  course  of  an  address  delivered  in  Persian  Mr. 
Lepel  Griffin  informed  them  that  the  province  of  Kandahar  would  be  severed  from 
Kabul,  and  placed  under  the  independent  rule  of  a  Barakzai  prince ;  that  for  the 
administration  of  the  provinces  remaining  attached  to  Kabul  the  Government  was 
anxious  to  appoint  an  Amir  who  should  be  strong  enough  to  govern  his  people  and 
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be  steadfast  in  his  friendship  to  the  British ;  that  if  only  these  qualifications  were 
secured  the  wishes  of  the  Afghan  people  and  their  tribal  chiefs  would  be  recognized, 
and  an  Amir  of  their  choice  nominated,  though  no  prayer  for  the  restoration  of 
Yakub  Khan  would  be  considered,  and  that  when  the  country  should  have  become 
settled,  and  a  friendly  ruler  selected,  the  British  forces  would  be  withdrawn  from 
Afghanistan.  1  he  assembled  maliks  were  then  dismissed. 

In  the  neighbourhood  of  the  advanced  posts  on  the  Khyber  line  the  Ghilzais 
continued,  during  the  month  of  January,  to  give  trouble.  Masulla  Khan,  Chief  of 
the  Hissarak  section  of  the  tribe,  in  return  for  a  free  pardon  for  past  misdemeanours, 
had  sworn  to  protect  the  postal  and  telegraph  communications  ;  but  injuries  to  the 
wires  between  Pezwan  and  Jagdalak,  and  petty  raids  along  the  line,  were  of 
frequent  occurrence,  and  a  punitory  expedition  into  the  Hissarak  district,  as  well  as 
into  the  Lughman  Valley,  was  only  delayed  until  such  time  as  the  arrival  of 
reinforcements  might  enable  troops  to  be  spared  for  the  duty. 

During  the  second  week  of  January  reports  were  received  of  large  gatherings 
of  the  Mohmand  tribe  on  the  north  side  of  the  Kabul  river  opposite  Ali  Boghan,  and 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Palosi  and  Reina,  opposite  Kam  Daka.  On  the  i 2th  of 
that  month  a  party  of  the  enemy  under  Moghal  Khan  of  Goshta  crossed  over  to  the 
south  side  of  the  river  and  attacked  the  post  of  Ali  Boghan,  but  were  beaten  off  by 
the  garrison,  and  returned.  Early  the  following  morning  ioo  sabres  of  the  3rd 
Bengal  Cavalry  and  500  rifles  drawn  from  the  12th  Foot  and  27th  and  45th  Native 
Infantry,  under  Colonel  Walker,  12th  Foot,  were  sent  from  Jalalabad  to  reinforce 
the  post,  and  it  being  intimated  that  the  enemy,  to  the  number  of  several  thousands, 
were  about  to  cross  the  river,  a  second  reinforcement,  consisting  of  two  guns,  D/A, 
R.H.A.,  and  two  troops  of  the  Carabineers,  under  Lieut.-Colonel  Fryer,  of  that 
regiment,  were  also  despatched  by  General  Bright  to  the  scene  of  the  threatened 
attack.  On  arriving  at  his  destination,  Colonel  Fryer  found  the  Mohmands  drawn 
up  in  three  bodies,  one  of  which  had  partly  forded  the  river.  Fire  was  opened 
upon  them  by  the  two  guns  with  such  good  effect  that  the  gathering  almost  at  once 
broke  up.  Meanwhile  large  numbers  of  the  force  which  had  assembled  opposite 
Kam  Daka  had  crossed  the  river  and  blocked  the  road  between  Landi  Khana  and 
Daka.  With  the  object  of  dispersing  them  a  column  under  Brigadier-General 
Doran,  consisting  of  two  guns,  1 1/9,  R.A.,  200  bayonets  5th  Fusiliers,  200  of  the 
25th  Foot,  30  of  the  17th  Bengal  Cavalry,  32  of  the  Sappers  and  Miners,  300  of 
the  31st  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  300  of  the  1st  Madras  Native  Infantry,  and  200 
of  the  4th  Madras  Native  Infantry,  marched  from  Landi  Khana  before  daybreak 
on  the  15th  of  January,  a  co-operating  column  under  Colonel  Boisragon,  consisting 
of  four  guns,  I/C,  R.H.A.,  60  sabres  of  the  Carabineers,  50  of  the  17th  Bengal 
Cavalry,  and  550  bayonets  of  the  8th  and  30th  Native  Infantry,  moving  out  from 
Daka  some  hours  later.  About  10  a.m.  Colonel  Boisragon  came  across  masses  of 
the  enemy  occupying  the  Gara  hills,  and  under  cover  of  a  well-directed  fire  from  the 
guns,  the  Native  Infantry,  led  by  Captains  Webb  and  Halkett,  swarmed  up  the 
heights  and  carried  the  enemy’s  position  with  a  rush,  the  Mohmands  retreating 
towards  Kam  Daka.  About  this  time  the  main  body  of  Doran’s  column,  after  a 
very  difficult  march,  arrived  upon  a  large  open  plain  below  Kam  Daka,  across 
which  large  numbers  of  the  enemy  were  flying ;  and  pushing  forward  rapidly,  the 
troops  succeeded  in  intercepting  and  inflicting  loss  upon  them.  At  nightfall  both 
columns  moved  on  to  Kam  Daka  and  bivouacked  without  food  and  without  bedding, 
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the  baggage,  owing  to  the  extremely  difficult  nature  of  the  country  traversed,  not 
arriving  till  midday  on  the  16th.  On  the  17th  the  Daka  lorce  crossed  the  Kabul 
river  on  rafts,  and  the  following  morning  burnt  the  village  of  Reina,  after  which  it 
returned,  and  the  two  columns  made  their  way  back  to  their  respective  points  of 
departure. 

Towards  the  end  of  January  the  arrival  of  reinforcements  at  the  base  had  pro¬ 
gressed  sufficiently  to  admit  of  the  concentration  between  barikab  and  Lataband  of 
the  troops  hitherto  distributed  along*  the  whole  line  of  communications.  General 
Ross’s  command  was  now  extended  to  Daka,  the  Reserve  Division  being  broken 
up  into  three  new  brigades  commanded,  respectively,  by  Brigadier-Generals  Roberts, 
Sale  Hill,  and  Gib,  the  1st  of  which  remained  at  Peshawar,  while  the  2nd  moved  up 
to  Jamrud,  and  the  3rd  to  Landi  Kotal,  the  latter  furnishing  posts  up  to  and 
including  Daka  and  Basawal,  and  a  moveable  column  at  Landi  Rotal.  Moveable 
columns  at  Jalalabad  and  Gandamak  were  also  furnished  by  General  Brights 


division. 

The  forward  concentration  of  these  reinforcements  along  the  line  of  com¬ 
munications  at  length  set  free  a  sufficient  number  of  troops  to  enable  General  Blight 
to  make  preparations  for  the  long  projected  expedition  into  the  Lughman  Valley,  a 
fertile  tract  of  country  to  the  west  of  Jalalabad,  watered  by  the  Kabul  river.  The 
eastern  entrance  to  the  division  of  the  valley  lying  south  of  the  river  is  by  the 
Lakai  Pass,  which  crosses  the  Siah  Koh  about  eight  miles  to  the  west  of  Fort  Sale, 
while  the  northern  division,  or  Lughman  Valley  proper,  is  accessible  from  the 
south-east  by  the  Daranta  ford.  Prior  to  its  improvement  by  working  parties  sent 
out  for  the  purpose  from  Jalalabad,  the  Lakai  Pass  was  a  mere  goat-track,  and  it 
had  been  customary  to  effect  the  entrance  to  the  southern  division  of  the  valley 
with  laden  animals  by  first  fording  the  river  at  Daranta,  and  subsequently  re-cross¬ 
ing  it  by  another  ford  farther  to  the  westward.  It  was  considered  that,  besides 
restraining  the  movements  of  the  freebooter  Azmatallah  Khan,  a  force  occupying 
the  valley  would  hold  in  check  the  Safis  of  Tagao  on  the  west,  as  well  as  the 
dwellers  in  the  valley  of  the  Kunar,  and  Moghul  Khan,  the  hostile  chief  of  Goshta, 
and  farther  east,  the  powerful  tribe  of  the  Mohmands,  as  also  the  people  of  Kama, 
east  of  the  Kunar  river. 

On  the  27th  of  January  the  expeditionary  force,  consisting  of  two  squadrons 
of  the  Carabineers,  one  squadron  17th  Bengal  Cavalry,  two  guns,  C/3,  R.A.,  two 
guns,  1 1/9,  R.A.,  two  guns  Hazara  Mountain  Battery,  four  companies  12th  Foot, 
four  companies  25th  Foot,  two  companies  Madras  Sappers  and  Miners,  300 
bayonets  27th  Native  Infantry,  and  the  30th  Native  Infantry,  the  whole  under  the 
command  of  Colonel  Walker,  12th  Foot,  and  accompanied  by  General  Bright  and 
his  staff,  marched  from  Jalalabad,  and  entering  the  valley  the  following  day, 
remained  in  occupation  of  it  for  some  seven  weeks.  During  this  period  the  whole 
district,  both  south  and  north  of  the  Kabul  river,  was  thoroughly  explored  and 
mapped,  reconnaissances  being  pushed  to  the  borders  of  Kafiristan.  Seventy  of  the 
head  men  of  the  Valley  in  all,  came  in  and  tendered  their  submission,  and  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  shots  being  fired  upon  one  of  the  reconnoitring  parties,  the 
columns  into  which  the  force  was  broken  up  were  permitted  to  conduct  their  various 
operations  without  molestation.  After  the  objects  of  the  expedition  had  been 
accomplished,  the  valley  was  evacuated,  and  by  the  16th  ol  March  the  last  of  the 
troops  had  returned  to  Jalalabad. 
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By  this  time  an  entirely  new  distribution  of  the  forces  in  Northern  Afghanistan, 
and  of  the  divisional  and  brigade  commands,  had  been  decided  on,  and  on  the  13th 
of  March  a  general  order  had  been  issued  notifying  the  changes  which  were  to  take 
place.  The  2nd  Division  of  the  Kabul  Field  Force  under  Major-General  Bright, 
and  the  Reserve  Division  under  Major-General  Ross,  were  to  be  broken  up,  and 
the  latter  absorbed  on  the  line  of  communications.  The  force  at  Kabul  was  to  be 
divided  into  two  divisions,  the  1st  to  be  under  the  immediate  command  of  Sir 
Frederick  Roberts,  the  2nd  under  that  of  Major-General  Ross.  Major-General 
Bright  was  to  be  Inspector-General  of  the  Line  of  Communications,  commanding 
all  troops  thereon.  The  Peshawar  District  Force  lately  commanded  by  Major- 
General  Ross  was  to  be  temporarily  commanded  by  Brigadier-General  Hankin, 
4th  Bengal  Cavalry.  The  line  of  communications  was  to  be  divided  into  three 
sections,  the  1st  from  Jamrud  to  Basawal,  under  Brigadier-General  Gib,  the  2nd 
from  Barikab  to  Fort  Battye,  under  Brigadier-General  Doran,  and  the  3rd  from 
Safed  Sang  to  Butkhak,  under  Brigadier-General  Hill.  Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot 
was  to  command  the  moveable  columns  at  Jalalabad  and  Safed  Sang,  and 
Brigadier-General  Roberts  a  brigade  of  the  2nd  Division  at  Kabul.  The  whole 
force  at  Kabul  was  to  be  henceforth  styled  the  Kabul  Field  Force,  and  that  on  the 
line  of  communications,  the  Khyber  Line  Force.  The  movements  of  the  troops 
consequent  upon  these  changes  in  the  organization,  and  the  equipment  of  the  move- 
able  columns,  were  now  rapidly  proceeded  with. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  month  of  March  the  raiding  on  convoys  and  thefts 
of  telegraph  wire  beyond  Jalalabad  were  carried  on  with  unabated  activity,  and  on 
the  22nd  of  that  month  a  British  officer,  Lieut.  Thurlow,  51st  Foot,  was  fired  upon 
and  killed  by  a  party  of  Hissarak  Ghilzais  while  riding  between  Jagdalak  and 
Jagdalak  Ivotal.  On  the  26th  a  small  force  under  Colonel  Hodding,  4th  Madras 
Native  Infantry,  moved  out  from  Jalalabad  to  the  support  of  the  friendly  chief 
Azim  Khan,  against  a  threatened  attack  by  Moghal  Khan  of  Goshta  ;  but  the  latter 
took  to  flight  on  hearing  of  the  approach  of  the  British  troops.  The  same  day  the 
Kugianis  and  Shinwaris  assembled  in  force  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Futtehabad, 
and  during  the  night  made  a  determined  attack  on  Fort  Battye,  which  was  held  by 
small  detachments  of  the  4th  Bengal  Cavalry,  31st  Bengal  Native  Infantry,  and 
4th  Madras  Native  Infantry,  under  Major  Blenkinsop,  of  the  latter  regiment.  After  a 
brief  hand-to-hand  conflict,  the  enemy  were  beaten  off  with  considerable  loss,  the 
casualties  of  the  garrison  being  8  killed,  including  Lieut.  Angelo,  31st  Madras 
Native  Infantry,  and  19  wounded.  In  this  attack  two  sections  of  the  Kugiani  tribe 
were  concerned.  The  head  men  of  one  section  were  at  once  seized,  and  a  fine  of  5,000 
rupees  extracted  from  them,  by  Captain  Tucker,  the  Political  Officer  at  Gandamak. 
The  leaders  of  the  other  section,  the  Wazir  Kugianis,  trusting  to  the  inaccessibility 
of  their  position  under  the  Safed  Koh,  refused,  however,  to  pay  a  fine  of  like  amount, 
and  with  the  object  of  compelling  them  to  do  so,  the  two  moveable  columns,  which 
were  now  fully  equipped,  were  set  in  motion  to  visit  the  implicated  districts.  On 
the  3rd  of  April  the  No.  1  Column,  consisting  of  four  guns,  I/A,  R.H.A.,  a  squadron 
of  the  6th  Dragoon  Guards,  a  squadron  of  the  4th  Bengal  Cavalry,  400  rifles  1 2th 
Foot,  the  31st  Native  Infantry,  and  the  1st  Goorkhas,  under  the  command  of 
Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot,  commenced  its  march  from  Safed  Sang,  being  sub¬ 
sequently  joined  by  General  Bright  with  a  company  of  the  Madras  Sappers  and 
Miners,  and  the  same  day  No.  2  Column,  consisting  of  two  guns,  C/3,  R.A.,  two

guns,  1 1/9,  R.A.,  a  squadron  of  the  6th  Dragoon  Guards,  head-quarters  2  5th  Foot, 
and  the  4th  Madras  Native  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Doran,  started  from  Jalalabad.  On  the  evening  of  the  5th  both  columns  encamped 
at  Kailagu,  on  the  borders  of  Wazir  territory,  and  the  following  day  advanced  up 
the  valley.  Several  towers  were  blown  up,  and  four  villages  concerned  in  the  recent 
attack  were  burnt.  On  the  6th  the  Waziris  sent  in  a  deputation  with  promises  to 
pay  the  fine  which  had  been  inflicted,  and  the  object  of  the  expedition  being  gained, 
the  columns  returned.  General  Doran’s  column  shortly  afterwards  moved  up  to 
Safed  Sang  in  relief  of  Arbuthnot’s  force,  which  was  now  ordered  into  the  Hissarak 
Valley  to  inflict  punishment  on  the  Ghilzais  under  Mazulla  Khan  for  the  recent 
murder  of  Lieut.  Thurlow  near  Jagdalak,  the  troops  detailed  for  this  duty  being 
50  sabres  6th  Dragoon  Guards,  50  sabres  4th  Bengal  Cavalry,  two  guns,  I/A,  R.H.A., 
two  guns,  1 1/9,  R.A.,  two  guns  No.  1  Mountain  Battery,  the  5Ist  Foot,  the  8th  and 
3ist&Native  Infantry,  the  1st  Goorkhas,  one  company  of  Bengal  Sappers  and 
Miners,  and  one  company  Madras  Sappers  and  Miners.  This  column,  accompanied 
by  General  Bright,  commenced  its  march  on  the  12th  of  April,  and  after  crossing 
the  Kar  Kacha  river,  came  upon  a  number  of  the  Ghilzais  posted  on  the  Nasar 
ridge.  These  were  quickly  dislodged  by  skirmishing  parties  of  the  51st  Foot,  8th 
Native  Infantry,  and  1st  Goorkhas,  covered  by  the  fire  of  the  mountain  guns,  and 
the  same  evening  the  brigade  reached  Mazulla  Khan’s  fort,  which  was  found  to  be 
deserted.  The  neighbouring  villages,  which  had  been  implicated  in  Lieut.  T.  hurlow  s 
murder,  were  given  to  the  flames,  and  the  troops  bivouacked  for  the  night  within  a 
short  distance  of  the  fort,  a  reconnaissance  having  previously  been  pushed  forward 
some  six  miles,  and  having  drawn  the  fire  of  the  enemy.  On  the  14th  a  recon¬ 
noitring  party  of  600  rifles  and  two  mountain  guns,  under  Colonel  Ball  Acton, 
51st  Foot,  accompanied  by  General  Bright,  found  the  enemy  holding  a  strongly 
entrenched  position  on  either  side  of  the  Awazangani  gorge.  A  brisk  encounter 
ensued,  the  parties  on  the  west  side  being  forced  from  behind  their  breast-works  ; 
but  it  being  found  that  further  attempts  to  carry  the  position  on  the  eastern  side  of 
the  gorge  would  entail  a  useless  loss  of  life,  Colonel  Acton  was  directed  to  withdraw 
his  force.  Though  the  retirement  was  ably  conducted,  it  was  not  effected  without 
loss,  one  British  officer  being  killed,  and  two  officers  and  two  men  wounded.  By  a 
counter  attack  delivered  within  a  mile  of  the  camp,  the  enemy  were  dispersed.  On 
the  15th  another  fort  and  some  villages  were  destroyed,  and  the  following  day  the 
valley  was  evacuated,  the  enemy  following  up  the  retirement,  harrying  the  rear¬ 
guard  of  the  column  the  whole  way,  and  inflicting  on  it  a  loss  of  six  wounded. 
After  the  return  of  the  column,  the  posts  on  the  line  were  fired  into  at  night,  the 
telegraph  wire  was  constantly  cut,  and  some  levies  which  had  been  raised  to  help  to 
protect  the  road  disbanded  themselves  and  disappeared.  To  remedy  this  condition 
of  affairs  it  was  found  necessary  to  locate  two  regiments  between  Hissarak  and 
Pezwan,  and  as  the  position  occupied  flanked  the  road,  and  was  a  standing  menace 
to  Hissarak,  its  tenure  had  a  good  effect. 

While  the  divisions  in  Northern  Afghanistan  had  been  engaged  in  establishing 
British  supremacy  at  Kabul  and  along  the  Kuram  and  Khyber  lines  of  communi¬ 
cation,  the  forces  in  Southern  Afghanistan,  under  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  command, 
had  likewise  been  discharging  their  allotted  duties  in  accordance  with  the  general 
plan  of  operations.  After  the  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  massacre  of  the  British 
Envoy  at  Kabul,  all  the  troops  north  of  Pishin  had  been  immediately  recalled  to

Kandahar,  and  by  the  third  week  in  September,  1879,  General  Stewart  was  in  a 
position  to  carry  out  the  orders  he  had  received  to  aid  the  movement  of  Sir 
Frederick  Roberts  on  Kabul  by  demonstrating  towards  Ghazni.  The  Sirdar  Shere 
Ali,  Governor  of  Kandahar,  had  expressed  his  devotion  to  the  British  cause  ;  the 
Khan  of  Kalat  had  offered  to  render  assistance  to  the  Government  to  the  utmost  of 
his  power ;  and  the  disposition  of  the  Baluch  tribes  remained  friendly. 

On  the  23rd  of  September,  1879,  a  column  consisting  of  two  guns,  G/4,  R.A., 
two  guns,  6/1 1,  R.A.,  three  guns,  ii/'ii,  R.A.,  the  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry,  a  wing  of 
the  59th  Foot,  a  wing  of  the  3rd  Goorkhas,  and  six  companies  of  the  29th  Bombay 
Native  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Hughes,  marched  from 
Kandahar  for  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and  on  the  25th  Major  St.  John,  who  accompanied 
the  force  on  political  duty,  received  a  letter  from  the  Afghan  Governor  of  that 
place,  Sirdar  Tahir  Khan,  expressing  pleasure  at  the  approach  of  the  British  troops, 
and  promising  assistance  in  obtaining  supplies.  The  march  was  conducted  without 
difficulty,  the  Sirdar  Shere  Ali  Khan  having  made  excellent  arrangements  for 
supplies  along  the  road,  and  no  opposition  being  met  with.  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  was 
reached  on  the  30th  of  September,  the  Afghan  Governor  meeting  the  British  com¬ 
mander  outside  the  fort.  Grain  was  found  to  be  abundant,  but  forage  and  fuel  were 
scarce.  The  surrounding  country  was  apparently  quiet,  and  caravans  were  arriving 
unmolested  from  Kabul. 

Leaving  the  two  guns,  6/it,  R.A.,  with  two  companies  of  the  59th  Foot  and 
four  companies  of  the  29th  Bombay  Native  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Lacy,  59th  Foot,  to  garrison  the  fortress,  General  Hughes  moved  forward  with  the 
remainder  of  his  column,  on  the  3rd  of  October,  to  Naorak,  and  from  thence  to  Tazi, 
thirty-two  miles  from  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  on  the  Ghazni  road.  Here  the  force  remained 
encamped  for  some  weeks.  About  the  middle  of  October  reports  were  received 
that  the  Taraki  Ghilzais,  under  the  leadership  of  Sahib  Jan,  a  notorious  freebooter, 
were  assembling  in  force  at  Shah  Jui,  some  twelve  miles  farther  on  the  Ghazni 
road,  and  it  was  subsequently  ascertained  that  an  attack  on  the  camp  was  meditated. 
Deciding  to  anticipate  this  movement,  General  Hughes  sent  out  a  small  force  con¬ 
sisting  of  two  squadrons  of  the  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry,  two  guns,  1 1/1 1,  R.A.,  80  rifles 
59th  Foot,  and  100  rifles  29th  Bombay  Native  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Kennedy,  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry,  shortly  after  midnight  on  the  23rd  of 
October,  to  reconnoitre  in  the  direction  from  whence  hostilities  were  expected,  and 
with  the  remainder  of  the  brigade  himself  moved  forward  early  on  the  morning  of 
the  24th.  Arriving  within  two  miles  of  Shah  Jui  as  day  broke,  Colonel  Kennedy 
surprised  and  drove  in  the  enemy’s  outlying  picquets.  The  alarm  being  given,  the 
Ghilzais  came  streaming  out  of  the  village  to  the  attack,  but  being  checked  by  the 
fire  of  the  mountain  guns  and  the  breech-loaders,  diverged  towards  the  left  in  their 
advance,  and  sought  cover  behind  some  hillocks  on  a  ridge  which  separates  the 
Tarnak  and  Argandab  valleys.  Dislodged  from  this  position  by  a  turning  move¬ 
ment  of  the  59th  Foot,  they  were  met  in  front  and  taken  in  flank  by  the  two 
squadrons  of  the  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry.  After  a  fierce  hand-to-hand  conflict  the 
main  body  of  the  enemy  turned  and  fled,  and  were  hotly  pursued  by  the  cavalry. 
A  number  of  Ghazis  still  remaining  posted  on  the  summit  of  a  precipitous-sided 
hill,  the  position  they  had  taken  up  was  stormed  and  brilliantly  carried  by  Captain 
Sartorius,  59th  Foot,  with  five  or  six  men  of  his  regiment,  two  standards  being 
captured,  and  seven  of  the  enemy  being  bayoneted  where  they  stood.  For  the 
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o-allantry  he  displayed  on  this  occasion,  Captain  Sartorius,  who  was  severely 
wounded  with  sword-cuts,  was  awarded  the  Victoria  Cross.  Of  the  enemy,  whose 
strength  was  estimated  at  200  horse  and  700  foot,  Sahib  Jan  himself  and  41  others 
were  found  dead  on  the  field,  and  many  were  wounded.  Colonel  Kennedy’s  losses 
on  this  day  were  2  killed  and  27  wounded.  After  the  cavalry  had  returned  from 
the  pursuit,  the  troops  rejoined  the  remainder  of  the  force  under  General  Hughes, 
which  had  in  the  meantime  moved  up  to  Shah  Jui.  Here  a  halt  was  made  for  two 
days,  after  which  the  column  made  its  way  back  to  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.  On  the  2nd  of 
November  General  Hughes,  in  accordance  with  orders  he  had  received,  withdrew 
the  main  portion  of  his  column  to  Kandahar,  which  was  reached  on  the  8th  of  that 
month,  a  small  force  consisting  of  a  squadron  of  the  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry,  two  guns, 
G/4,  R.A.,  two  guns,  1 1/ 1 1 ,  R.A.,  two  companies  of  the  59th  Foot,  and  the  29th 
Bombay  Native  Infantry,  the  whole  under  Colonel  Tanner,  of  the  latter  regiment, 
being  left  as  a  winter  garrison  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai. 

The  proclamation  issued  by  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  at  Kabul,  commanding  all 
Afghan  authorities  to  continue  their  functions  and  to  preserve  order,  was  read  in 
fulf  durbar  at  Kandahar  on  the  4th  of  November,  and  an  announcement  was  then 
made  that  in  consideration  of  the  peaceable  behaviour  of  the  Duranis  and  the  loyal 
conduct  of  the  Sirdar  Shere  Ali  Khan,  the  British  Government,  had  been  pleased 
to  appoint  the  latter  Governor  of  the  province,  including  Pusht-i-Rud  and  Kalat-i- 
Ghilzai,  till  the  new  arrangements  alluded  to  in  the  proclamation  should  be  made. 
Both  the  terms  of  the  proclamation  and  the  confirmation  of  the  Sirdar’s  authority 
were  well  received  by  the  mass  of  the  people. 

For  some  length  of  time  after  the  return  of  General  Hughes’s  column  from 
Kalat-i-Ghilzai  no  further  movements  of  importance  were  undertaken  in  Southern 
Afghanistan,  and  throughout  the  winter  the  country  remained  in  a  state  of  almost 
unbroken  tranquillity.  "To  the  north  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  however,  complete  anarchy 
prevailed,  and  at  Herat,  where  the  Sirdar  Ayub  Khan,  the  brother  of  Yakub 
Khan,  was  endeavouring  to  consolidate  his  rule,  disturbances  were  also  rife. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  reign  of  his  father,  Shere  Ali,  this  prince  had  been 
living  in  exile  ;  but  on  the  flight  of  the  Amir  from  Kabul  he  had  returned  to  and 
made  himself  master  of  Herat,  which  he  had  formerly  governed  conjointly  with  his 
brother  Yakub.  So  early  as  November,  1879,  it  was  rumoured  that  two  Kabul 
regiments  which  were  in  that  city  were  clamouring  to  be  led  against  Kandahar,  and 
that  they  had  since  mutinied  and  seized  a  considerable  amount  of  revenue  which 
had  been  recently  collected.  Early  in  December  Ayub  actually  did  move  a  few 
miles  out  of  Herat,  presumably  with  the  object  of  advancing  on  Kandahar,  but  an 
opposing  faction  seized  the  city  and  closed  the  gates  upon  him,  whereupon  a  conflict 
ensued  between  the  Kabuli  and  Herati  regiments,  ending  in  the  defeat  of  the  latter. 
This  misadventure  induced  Ayub  to  abandon  for  the  time  his  projected  expedition. 

Towards  the  end  of  January,  1880,  it  was  directed  that,  in  view  of  renewed 
operations  in  the  spring,  the  Bengal  troops  under  Sir  Donald  Stewart  s  command 
should  be  held  in  readiness  to  move  as  a  division  from  Kandahar  on  Ghazni,  and 
open  up  communications  with  Kabul,  and  that  they  should  be  relieved  in  the  Pishin 
Valley,  at  Kandahar,  and  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  by  General  Phayre’s  brigade  (hitherto 
employed  to  the  eastward  of  Quetta),  strengthened  by  reinforcements  from  Bombay, 
which,  in  turn,  should  be  relieved  by  another  Bombay  contingent.  On  the  18th  of 
March  it  was  notified  that  Major-General  Primrose,  C.S.I.,  was  to  command  the 
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Bombay  division  of  the  Kandahar  Field  Force,  and  that  Brigadier-Generals 
G.  R.  S.  Burrows  and  H.  F.  Brooke  were  to  command  brigades  of  the  same,  while 
Brigadier-General  Phayre  was  given  command  of  the  line  of  communications.  In  the 
meantime  the  forward  concentration  of  the  Bombay  troops  was  actively  pushed  on, 
and  by  the  latter  end  of  March  had  progressed  sufficiently  to  enable  the  Bengal 
division  to  commence  its  advance. 

On  the  29th  of  March  the  1st  Infantry  Brigade  of  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  Divi¬ 
sion,  consisting  of  the  1st  Punjab  Cavalry,  11/11,  R.A.,  the  2/6oth  Foot,  the  15th 
Sikhs,  and  the  25th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Barter,  accompanied  by  Major  Clifford,  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry,  as  political 
officer,  started  from  Kandahar,  and  pursued  its  march  towards  Ghazni  by  way  of  the 
Arghastan  and  Kushkirud  valleys ;  its  departure  was  followed  on  the  30th  by  that 
of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Palliser,  which  was  accompanied  by 
divisional  head-quarters,  and  consisted  of  the  19th  Bengal  Lancers,  A/B,  R.H.A., 
6/1 1,  R.A.,  the  19th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  the  Engineer  Field  Park,  one  company 
2/6oth,  and  one  company  25th  Native  Infantry,  the  route  adopted  lying  through  the 
Parnak  valley  ;  and  the  Cavalry  Brigade  was  in  turn  followed  on  the  3 1st  by  the  2nd 
Infantry  Brigade,  consisting  of  the  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry,  G/4,  R.A.,  the  59th  Foot, 
the  3rd  Goorkhas,  the  2nd  Sikhs,  and  the  Ordnance  Field  Park,  under  the  command 
of  Brigadier-General  Hughes. 

The  head-quarters  of  the  Ghazni  Field  Force  arrived  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  on  the 
6th  of  April.  The  following  day  the  march  was  continued,  the  Bengal  troops 
forming  part  of  the  garrison  of  that  place  being  absorbed  into  the  division  and  taken 
on.  Until  Shah  Jui  was  reached  supplies  were  plentiful,  but  beyond  that  place  all 
villages  were  found  to  have  been  forsaken,  the  inhabitants  having  carried  off  to  the 
hills  the  bulk  of  their  moveable  property,  and  having  either  destroyed  or  buried  the 
grain  they  could  not  take  away.  The  marches  were  long  and  trying,  and  the  diffi¬ 
culty  of  procuring  supplies  was  very  great.  Foraging  parties,  which  were  sent  out 
daily,  were  compelled  to  proceed  long  distances,  and  in  many  instances  had  to 
resort  to  turning  over  freshly-dug  ground  for  concealed  grain,  to  prevent  themselves 
from  returning  empty-handed.  Beyond  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  large  bodies  of  Hazaras, 
taking  advantage  of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  advance  of  the  division  for 
wreaking  vengeance  on  their  hereditary  foes,  followed  in  the  rear  of  the  Cavalry 
Brigade,  and  at  night  fired  many  villages  and  committed  some  atrocities.  No 
opposition  was  met  with  till  Ghazni  was  neared,  though  for  some  time  previously 
a  hostile  gathering  had  been  observed  marching  on  the  British  right  flank  at  a 
distance  of  about  eight  miles. 

On  the  19th  of  April  the  Field  Force  moved  at  dawn  from  the  halting-ground 
of  Mushaki  in  the  following  order : — Under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Palliser — 300  sabres  19th  Bengal  Lancers,  six  guns,  A/B,  R.H.A.,  470  rifles  19th 
Punjab  Native  Infantry,  Field  Force  head-quarters,  63  rifles  2/6oth  Foot,  85  rifles 
25th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  50  sabres  19th  Bengal  Lancers,  and  80  rifles  Bengal 
Sappers  and  Miners  ;  under  the  command  "of  Brigadier-General  Hughes — 436  rifles 
59th  Foot,  289  rifles  3rd  Goorkhas,  367  rifles  2nd  Sikh  Infantry,  six  guns,  G/4, 
R.A.,  four  guns,  6/1 1,  R.A.,  and  349  sabres  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry;  Field  Hospitals, 
Ordnance  and  Engineer  Field  Parks,  Treasure,  Commissariat,  and  Baggage ;  under 
the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Barter — 443  rifles  2/6oth  Foot,  570  rifles  15th 
Sikhs,  380  rifles  25th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  six  guns,  1 1/1 1,  R.A.,  and  316  sabres 
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i st  Punjab  Cavalry.  The  length  of  the  entire  column  in  order  of  march  was  about 

six  ^  hour  after  the  camp  paq  been  vacated  the  enemy  were  observed  in 

oreat  strength  about  three  miles  in  advance  of  the  head  of  the  column,  holding  a 
position  on  a  range  of  hills  at  Ahmad  Khel,  some  twenty-three  miles  south  of 
Ghazni.  In  view  of  an  impending  attack,  General  Stewart  at  once  proceeded  to 
make  his  dispositions.  The  three  batteries  of  artillery  being  in  column  of  route 
upon  the  road,  the  infantry  of  Brigadier-General  Hughes’s  brigade  was  advanced  to 
the  left,  in  line  with  the  leading  battery,  one  troop  of  the  19th  Bengal  Lancers 
being  detached  to  scout  on  the  left  flank,  along  a  range  of  low  hills  terminating  in 
the  enemy’s  position  ;  the  remainder  of  the  cavalry  was  formed  to  the  right  of  the 
guns  in  flat  country  stretching  for  some  three  miles  as  far  as  the  Ghazni  river ;  and 
the  19th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  the  two  companies  of  Sappers  and  Miners,  with 
the  Lieutenant-General’s  escort— one  troop  19th  Bengal  Lancers,  one  company 
2 /60th  Rifles,  and  one  company  25th  Punjab  Native  Infantry— were  placed  in 
reserve.  At  7.45  a.m.  orders  were  sent  to  Brigadier-General  Barter  to  bring  for¬ 
ward  one-half  of  the  infantry  of  his  brigade,  and  to  release  two  squadrons  of  the  1st 
Punjab  Cavalry  to  join  Palliser,  who  assumed  command  of  the  cavalry. 

In  this  formation  the  advance  was  continued  at  8  o’clock.  When  the  column 
was  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  the  enemy  s  line,  A/B,  R.H.A.,  and  G/4,  R.A., 
moved  out  to  positions  immediately  to  the  right  of  the  road,  6/1 1,  R.A.,  coming 
into  action  from  a  knoll  1,500  yards  in  rear,  the  infantry  under  the.  command  of 
Brigadier-General  Hughes  (59th  Foot,  3r<^  Goorkhas,  and  2nd  Sikh  Infantry) 
being  formed  for  attack  on  the  left  of  the  field  batteries,  while  the  19th  Punjab 
Infantry  furnished  one  company  as  escort  to  G/4,  R.A.,  and  the  19th  Bengal 
Lancers  detached  a  squadron  as  escort  to  A/B,  R.H.A.  At  9  o’clock,  and  before 
the  intended  attack  was  developed,  the  crest  of  the  range  of  hills  occupied  by  the 
enemy  was  observed  to  be  swarming  with  men  along  a  front  of  nearly  two  miles,  a 
body  of  horsemen  who  formed  the  enemy’s  right  outflanking  the  left  of  the  British 
line.  The  guns  had  scarcely  opened  fire  when  an  enormous  mass  of  the  Afghan 
troops,  with  standards  flying,  formed  on  the  crest  of  the  hills,  a  considerable  number 
of  horsemen  riding  along  the  ridge  with  the  intention  of  sweeping  to  the  rear  of  the 
British  line  to  attack  the  baggage.  From  the  central  mass  out  rushed  successive 
waves  of  swordsmen  on  foot,  stretching  out  right  and  left,  and  seeking  to  envelope 
General  Stewart’s  position.  The  horsemen  succeeded  in  turning  the  British  left, 
which  had  been  recently  strengthened  by  a  squadron  of  the  19th  Bengal  Lancers, 
and  pouring  down  two  ravines,  struck  the  troopers  before  they  could  charge,  forcing 
back  the  leading  squadron  on  to  a  knoll  occupied  by  the  head-quarters  staff.  The 
3rd  Goorkhas,  the  infantry  of  the  left,  formed  rallying  squares,  and  by.  a  withering 
fire  temporarily  stemmed  the  rush  of  the  oncoming  horde  ;  but  the  situation  was 
critical,  as  the  Lancers  could  not  be  rallied  till  they  had  passed  to  the  rear  of  the 
right  of  the  line  of  infantry,  which  itself  was  hotly  pressed,  and  beginning  to  give 
way. 

The  onslaught  of  fanatic  swordsmen  was  at  this  time  so  rapid,  and  was  pushed 
with  such  desperation,  that  during  the  few  minutes  which  followed  it  became  neces¬ 
sary  to  place  every  man  of  the  reserve  in  the  firing  line — the  two  Sapper  companies 
with  a  half  battalion  of  the  19th  Punjab  Infantry  reinforcing  the  left,  while. the  other 
half  battalion  of  the  19th,  with  the  two  companies  serving  on  the  Lieutenant- 
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General’s  escort,  supported  the  guns  on  their  left.  The  enemy,  however,  continued 
to  push  on,  and  approached  within  a  few  yards  of  the  guns.  The  whole  of  their 
case-shot  being  expended,  both  batteries,  the  guns  of  which  were  served  with 
the  utmost  gallantry  till  the  last,  were  withdrawn  a  distance  of  two  hundred 
yards,  two  of  the  9-pounders  of  G/4  being  detached  to  the  left  centre,  where 
they  were  shortly  afterwards  followed  by  the  remainder  of  the  battery.  The 
infantry  of  the  right  was  at  the  same  time  forced  back  by  sheer  weight  of  numbers, 
but  took  up  a  fresh  position  with  its  right  thrown  back  to  meet  any  further  attack 
on  the  guns,  d  wo  troops  of  the  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry  now  relieved  the  escort  of 
A/B,  R.H.A.,  and  the  remainder  of  the  regiment  moved  to  the  left  of  the  line,  the 
19th  Bengal  Lancers  and  two  squadrons  of  the  1st  Punjab  Cavalry  being  pushed  to 
the  right,  towards  the  river,  while  some  well-directed  shell  from  the  40-pounders  of 
6/1 1,  R.A.,  checked  the  forward  movement  of  the  enemy’s  horsemen  round  the 
British  left  flank. 

The  fighting  lasted  till  10  o’clock,  the  troops  under  General  Barter  coming  up 
towards  the  close  of  the  engagement  and  reinforcing  the  British  left  centre.  At 
that  hour  the  order  to  cease  fire  was  sounded,  the  enemy’s  attack  having  been 
effectually  defeated,  their  entire  body  spreading  broadcast  over  the  country,  and 
considerable  numbers  of  them  being  cut  up  by  the  cavalry  on  the  right.  The 
pursuit  was,  however,  checked  by  the  necessity  for  retaining  the  greater  portion  of 
that  arm  to  protect  the  large  parks  and  baggage-train  formed  in  the  rear  of  the 
column. 

The  enemy’s  strength  was  estimated  at  1,000  horse  and  from  12,000  to  15,000 
foot.  More  than  a  thousand  of  their  dead  were  counted  on  the  field,  and  their 
total  loss  was  computed  to  have  been  between  2,000  and  3,000.  The  casualties  of 
the  British  force  during  the  engagement  were  17  killed  and  124  wounded.  Testi¬ 
mony  is  borne  by  General  Stewart,  in  his  report  of  the  action,  to  the  admirable 
spirit  which  animated  all  ranks  under  very  trying  conditions. 

After  halting  for  two  hours,  during  which  time  the  dead  were  buried  and  the 
wounded  attended  to,  the  entire  force  moved  forward  and  passed  over  the  enemy’s 
position,  completing  a  march  of  seventeen  miles  to  Nani,  where  camp  was  pitched. 
The  following  day  the  advanced  cavalry  entered  Ghazni  without  opposition,  and  on 
the  2 1  st  the  whole  Division  moved  up  and  encamped  to  the  north-east  of  that  place. 
Here  the  force  remained  halted  for  three  days,  communication  being  opened  with  a 
column  under  Major-General  Ross,  which  had  been  sent  out  from  Kabul  for  the 
purpose. 

On  the  22nd  of  April  the  presence  of  a  force  of  the  enemy  occupying  a  position 
on  some  high  ground  about  six  miles  to  the  south-east  of  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s 
camp,  was  reported  by  the  cavalry  patrols,  and  an  hour  before  daybreak  on  the 
23rd  a  column  consisting  of  A/B,  R.H.A.,  11/11,  R.A.,  525  rifles  2/6oth  Foot, 
578  rifles  15th  Sikhs,  458  rifles  25th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  and  424  rifles  2nd 
Sikhs,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Palliser,  and  647  sabres  1st  and 
2nd  Punjab  Cavalry,  under  Brigadier-General  Barter,  were  sent  out  to  dislodge  them. 
On  nearing  the  position  the  enemy  had  taken  up,  General  Palliser  found  it  too 
strong,  however,  to  attack  with  the  troops  at  his  disposal,  and  heliographed  to  that 
effect  to  Field  Force  head-quarters.  General  Stewart  at  once  reinforced  Palliser 
with  a  half  battalion  of  the  59th  Foot  and  six  companies  of  the  3rd  Goorkhas,  and 
shortly  afterwards  himself  moved  forward  with  G/4,  R.A.,  a  half  battalion  59th 
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Foot,  a  half  battalion  19th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  and  the  19th  Bengal  Lancers, 
leaving  Major  Tillard,  R.A.,  with  6/1 1,  R.A.,  two  companies  of  Sappers  and  Miners, 
and  two  companies  of  the  3rd  Goorkhas,  together  with  the  usual  standing  guards,  to 
protect  the  camp.  General  Palliser  had  meanwhile  taken  up  a  position  on  a  ridge  some 
2,500  yards  short  of  the  villages  of  Arzu  and  Shatez,  which  were  held  by  the 
enemy.  Here  General  Stewart  arrived  at  1 1  o’clock,  and  resuming  command  of  the 
entire  force,  formed  the  troops  for  the  attack,  the  horse  artillery  and  cavalry,  with 
the  1  st  Infantry  Brigade,  being  disposed  on  the  right,  from  which  side  the  attack  on 
the  village  of  Shatez  was  delivered,  the  remainder  of  the  troops  moving  on  Arzu 
from  the  left,  and  taking  Shatez  in  flank.  The  advance  was  ordered  at  1 1.40,  and 
by  12.30  all  was  over,  the  enemy,  after  slight  resistance,  having  fled  precipitately, 
pursued  by  the  cavalry  and  horse  artillery.  Four  hundred  of  their  number  were 
computed  to  have  been  killed  and  wounded,  while  the  casualties  of  the  Field  Force 
were  only  two  killed  and  eight  wounded. 

On  the  28th  of  April  Sir  Donald  Stewart  took  leave  of  the  Division,  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  by  way  of  Shekabad  to  Kabul  to  assume  supreme  command  of  the  forces  in 
Northern  Afghanistan.  The  Ghazni  Field  Force,  shortly  afterwards  reconstituted 
as  the  3rd  Division  Kabul  Field  Force,  then  entered  the  Logar  Valley,  and 
remained  in  occupation  of  that  district,  under  the  commands,  successively,  of 
Brigadier-General  Hughes  and  Major-General  Hills,  C.B.,  V.C.,  till  the  troops 
were  eventually  concentrated  at  Kabul,  prior  to  the  evacuation  of  Northern 
Afghanistan. 

Meanwhile  Major-General  Ross,  C.B.,  who  had  arrived  at  Kabul  and  assumed 
command  of  the  2nd  Division,  had  started  on  the  16th  of  April  for  Shekabad,  with 
a  force  consisting  of  one  squadron  9th  Lancers,  the  3rd  Bengal  Cavalry,  two  squad¬ 
rons  3rd  Punjab  Cavalry,  four  guns,  6/8,  R.A.,  No.  4  Mountain  Battery,  the  2/9th 
Foot,  the  23rd  Pioneers,  the  24th  Native  Infantry,  the  4th  Goorkhas,  and  a  com¬ 
pany  of  Sappers  to  join  hands  with  the  Division  advancing  from  Kandahar,  and  to 
open  up  the  roads  leading  from  the  grain-growing  districts  towards  Kabul.  After 
this  column  had  entered  the  Maidan  Valley,  and  was  engaged  in  collecting  supplies 
and  reconnoitring  the  surrounding  country,  reports  were  received  that  serious  oppo¬ 
sition  to  its  further  progress  was  likely  to  be  offered  from  the  direction  of  Logar. 
Considering  a  counter-movement  in  anticipation  of  this  threatened  hostile  action 
desirable,  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  sent  out  from  Sherpur,  on  the  20th  of  April,  a 
small  force  consisting  of  the  Guides  Cavalry,  two  guns,  F/A,  R.H.A.,  a  wing  of  the 
92nd  Highlanders,  and  the  Guides  Infantry,  in  all  873  men,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Jenkins,  C.B.,  with  orders  to  march  towards  Logar  and  keep  the  tribes  of 
the  district  in  check. 

On  the  2 1  st  of  April  Colonel  Jenkins  encamped  near  the  village  of  Chihildal- 
taran,  beyond  Charasiab,  and  there  learned  that  Muhammad  Hassan  Khan,  the 
ex-Governor  of  Jalalabad,  with  a  large  following,  had  arrived  in  the  neighbourhood 
with  the  intention  of  attacking  General  Ross’s  column.  Nothing  of  importance 
occurred,  however,  till  the  night  of  the  24th,  when  intelligence  was  received  that 
Muhammad  Hassan  had  moved  forward  to  a  position  on  the  Logar  river,  within 
seven  miles  of  the  camp.  Information  to  this  effect  was  sent  back  to  Sherpur,  and 
at  the  same  time  Colonel  Jenkins  ordered  his  infantry  under  arms,  and  sent  a  party 
of  the  Guides  Cavalry  down  the  Logar  road,  in  the  direction  from  which  an  attack 
was  to  be  expected.  As  day  broke,  the  enemy  were  seen  to  be  advancing  in  force 
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over  the  hills  to  the  south-east  of  the  camp,  and  also  from  the  westward,  while  the 
party  of  Guides  cavalry,  which  had  been  sent  out  a  short  time  previously,  were 
already  engaged  with  and  retiring  slowly  before  a  third  body  moving  forward  along 
the  Logar  road.  Without  hurry  or  confusion,  the  tents  were  at  once  struck  and  the 
baggage  parked  under  a  small  hill  in  rear  of  the  site  of  the  camp,  where  it  was  pro¬ 
tected  by  a  half  company  of  the  92nd  Highlanders  and  a  company  of  the  Guides  ; 
detachments  of  the  latter  regiment  were  also  sent  to  occupy  two  small  ruined  forts 
close  at  hand,  one  of  which  afforded  shelter  to  a  troop  of  the  cavalry ;  and  at  the 
same  time  two  companies  of  the  92nd,  under  Captain  Robertson,  were  extended  in 
line  with  two  companies  of  the  Guides,  under  Captain  Battye,  to  cover  the  front, 
while  three  companies  of  the  Guides,  under  Captain  Hammond,  covered  the  left 
flank,  and  the  two  guns,  F/A,  R.H.A.,  under  Lieut.  Wodehouse,  went  into  action  a 
few  hundred  yards  to  the  rear. 

The  enemy,  at  first  about  3,000  strong,  but  afterwards  reinforced,  advanced 
against  the  front  and  both  flanks  of  Colonel  Jenkins’s  position  simultaneously,  pouring 
in  a  heavy  fire  from  their  Martinis  and  Sniders,  which  was  replied  to  with  good 
effect  by  the  British  Infantry  and  the  guns.  As  soon  as  the  sun  was  sufficiently 
high,  an  intimation  that  the  camp  was  attacked  was  sent  by  heliograph  to  the  station 
on  the  Shahr  Darwaza,  and  a  reply  was  shortly  afterwards  received  to  the  effect 
that  Brigadier-General  Macpherson  had  started  with  reinforcements  from  Sherpur. 
An  unequal  fight  was  sustained  by  Colonel  Jenkins  till  about  1.30  p.m.  During 
this  period  the  casualties  amongst  the  horses  of  the  artillery  were  so  many  that  the 
guns  had  to  be  withdrawn  400  yards  ;  but  in  consequence  of  the  small  number  of 
the  infantry  available  for  stemming  a  sudden  onslaught,  it  was  necessary  to  keep 
the  Guides  Cavalry,  whose  horses  suffered  equally  severely,  exposed  to  fire  through¬ 
out  the  day.  As  the  attack  developed,  the  enemy  brought  up  their  standards  to 
within  one  and  two  hundred  yards  of  the  troops  extended  on  the  front  and  right ; 
but  the  fire  of  the  British  infantry  was  so  effective  that  they  could  not  be  induced  by 
their  leaders  to  make  an  effective  charge. 

About  1.30  p.m.  General  Macpherson,  who  had  left  two  companies  of  the  45th 
Sikhs  en  route  to  hold  the  Sang-i-Nawishta  pass,  and  thus  secure  the  road  to 
Kabul,  arrived  upon  the  scene  with  one  troop  3rd  Punjab  Cavalry,  two  guns,  6/8, 
R.A.,  four  guns  No.  2  Mountain  Battery,  278  rifles  92nd  Highlanders,  six  companies 
45th  Sikhs,  and  104  rifles  2nd  Goorkhas,  and  at  once  made  preparations  for  attacking 
the  enemy’s  left,  shortly  afterwards  detaching  three  companies  of  the  45th  Sikhs, 
under  Lieut. -Colonel  Armstrong,  to  reinforce  Colonel  Jenkins,  who,  it  was  arranged, 
should  deliver  a  counter-attack  on  the  enemy’s  centre  as  soon  as  the  operations  on 
the  right  were  developed.  The  two  companies  of  the  2nd  Goorkhas,  under 
Captain  Hill,  and  the  head-quarters  wing  of  the  92nd  Highlanders,  under  Lieut. - 
Colonel  Parker,  covered  by  the  fire  of  the  four  guns  of  the  Mountain  Battery  under 
Major  Swinley,  moved  forward  at  the  double,  and  quickly  became  engaged,  some 
rising  ground  upon  which  was  planted  the  enemy’s  principal  standard  having  been 
indicated  to  Captain  Hill  as  his  objective.  In  spite  of  the  opposition  offered  to 
their  further  advance,  the  companies  continued  steadily  to  push  forward,  the  guns 
of  Swinley’s  battery,  and  the  horse-artillery  guns  under  Lieut.  Wodehouse,  at  the 
same  time  making  excellent  practice.  In  a  short  time  the  Highlanders  were  able 
to  enfilade  the  enemy,  and  the  Goorkhas,  supported  on  their  extreme  right  by  a 
detachment  of  the  45th  Sikhs,  had  forced  their  way  to  within  400  yards  of  their 
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objective  point.  General  Macpherson  now  directed  Captain  Hill  to  assault  the 
position  without  firing,  and  responding  to  the  order  with  a  cheer,  the  Goorkhas 
sprang  forward  to  the  attack,  and  captured  the  standard.  This  was  the  signal  for 
a  general  falling  back  of  the  Afghans.  A  fire,  however,  being  opened  by  them 
from  the  orchards  of  Charasiab,  these  were  at  once  rushed,  and  the  enemy,  after 
suffering  severely,  abandoned  the  whole  of  the  left  of  their  position,  making  for  the 
hills  to  the  north  under  a  telling  fire  from  the  guns.  At  this  juncture  Colonel 
Jenkins,  finding  their  centre  exposed,  delivered  the  left  attack  with  great  spirit,  the 
infantry  carrying  a  position  which  had  been  taken  up  by  the  enemy  on  a  high  hill 
in  front,  and  the  cavalry  and  horse  artillery,  let  loose  in  pursuit,  following  the  flying 
foe  for  four  miles  in  the  direction  of  Logar.  While  the  pursuit  on  the  left  was 
being  continued,  Macpherson’s  infantry  cleared  the  hills  to  the  north  and  west, 
until  not  a  man  was  visible.  At  4  p.m.  the  whole  force  re-formed  on  the  site  of 
the  camp,  and  commenced  their  return  march  to  Sherpur.  The  enemy’s  loss  was 
estimated  at  200  killed,  while  that  of  the  united  columns  under  Macpherson  was 
4  killed  and  34  wounded. 

In  the  meantime  General  Ross,  on  the  20th  of  April,  had  succeeded  in  opening 
heliographic  communication  with  the  advance  guard  of  the  Ghazni  Field  Force,  and 
had  received  intelligence  of  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  victory  at  Ahmad  Khel,  which 
was  forwarded  on  by  special  messenger  to  Sherpur.  On  the  23rd  the  column  had 
reached  Zaidabad  and  halted,  no  serious  opposition  having  been  thus  far  met  with, 
though  reconnoitring  parties  had  been  occasionally  fired  upon,  and  numbers  of  the 
tribesmen  had  been  observed  during  the  last  march  gathering  in  the  direction  of 
Langar.  On  the  24th  of  April  a  company  of  Sappers  employed  in  improving  the 
road  near  Shekabad  was  threatened  by  a  party  of  the  enemy,  and  during  the  night 
numerous  beacon-fires  were  observed  on  some  high  ridges  distant  four  or  five 
miles  north-west  of  the  camp,  where,  it  was  subsequently  ascertained,  large  bodies 
of  the  tribesmen  had  assembled  under  the  leadership  of  Abdul  Gafur,  of  Langar, 
and  Atkai  Biland,  of  Rustam  Khel.  Early  on  the  morning  of  the  25th  groups  of 
men  with  several  standards  became  visible  on  these  spurs  and  ridges,  and  later  in 
the  day,  General  Ross’s  picquets  were  fired  upon.  At  11  a.m.  a  force  consisting  of 
two  guns  of  the  Hazara  Mountain  Battery,  two  companies  of  the  2/gth  Foot,  awing 
of  the  4th  Goorkhas,  and  a  troop  of  the  3rd  Bengal  Cavalry,  under  the  command  of 
Lieut.-Colonel  Rowcroft,  4th  Goorkhas,  was  sent  out  from  camp  to  dislodge  the 
enemy  from  the  position  they  had  taken  up,  and  at  the  same  time  another  party, 
consisting  of  three  companies  of  the  24th  Punjab  Native  Infantry  and  a  half  troop 
of  the  3rd  Punjab  Cavalry,  under  the  command  of  Major  Combe,  Deputy  Assistant 
Quartermaster-General,  was  directed  to  proceed  along  the  Shekabad  road  and 
operate  on  the  enemy’s  left  as  soon  as  the  direct  attack  should  have  developed 
itself.  Colonel  Rowcroft’s  party  engaged  the  enemy  at  11.45  a-m->  and  though 
they  clung  tenaciously  to  several  strong  positions,  and  the  ground  was  rugged 
and  difficult,  they  were  driven  from  point  to  point  till  they  retired  to  positions  on 
the  ridge  so  distant  that  further  pursuit  was  considered  useless.  At  1  p.m.  two 
companies  of  the  24th  Native  Infantry  were  despatched  to  Rowcroft’s  support,  while 
two  other  companies  of  that  regiment,  and  two  guns,  6/8,  R.A.,  were  sent  out  to  hold 
a  gorge  some  miles  to  the  west  of  the  camp,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  which  parties 
of  the  tribesmen  were  assembling  with  the  apparent  intention  of  cutting  off  or 
harassing  his  retreat.  In  the  meantime  the  Shekabad  party,  under  Major  Combe, 
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had  turned  into  the  hills  and  attacked  the  enemy  on  the  right,  and  soon  succeeded  in 
driving  them  back  to  the  higher  ridges.  While  these  operations  were  progressing, 
two  more  guns  of  6/8,  R.  A.,  and  the  remaining  wing  of  the  4th  Goorkhas,  had  been 
sent  out  to  ascend  the  slopes  of  a  high  hill  lying  to  the  west  of  the  camp,  and  from 
this  position  they  succeeded — aided  by  the  fire  of  the  guns  from  the  valley  below — 
in  dispersing  several  groups  of  the  tribesmen  who  had  gathered  in  this  direction  on 
a  ridge  leading  from  the  gorge  already  indicated  towards  the  camp.  The  enemy 
having  got  beyond  range,  the  troops  were  gradually  withdrawn,  no  attempt  being 
made  to  follow  them  up  ;  and  by  6  p.m.  all  had  returned  to  camp.  The  enemy’s 
total  strength  was  computed  to  have  been  between  1,200  and  1,500  men  ;  but  many 
of  these  being  on  peaks  and  ridges  well  out  of  range,  were  never  engaged.  Forty 
of  their  dead  were  counted  on  the  ground,  and  their  loss  was  believed  to  have 
amounted  to  1 50  killed  and  wounded.  The  casualties  of  General  Ross’s  column  on 
this  day  were  singularly  small,  one  Goorkha  Sepoy  only  having  been  killed,  and 
four  other  men  slightly  wounded. 

The  night  of  the  25th  passed  quietly,  but  early  the  following  morning  intima¬ 
tion  was  received  that  the  enemy  were  again  assembling  on  the  ridges  beyond  the 
high  hill  to  the  west  of  the  camp.  Two  guns  of  the  Hazara  Mountain  Battery  were 
at&once  sent  out  in  that  direction  to  occupy  the  hill,  whilst  Brigadier-General  Charles 
Gough  moved  rapidly  up  the  valley  beyond  it  with  two  guns,  6/8,  R.A.,  a  wing  of 
the2/9th  Foot,  and  a  wing  of  the  23rd  Pioneers.  A  few  well-directed  shells  from 
the  guns  soon  dispersed  the  enemy,  who  retired  along  the  ridge .  bordering  the 
valley  on  the  south  towards  the  pass  at  its  western  end.  Crossing  the  gorge, 
they  then  ascended  a  rocky  slope  leading  towards  a  high  peak  on  its  north  side. 
From  this  position  also  they  were  quickly  dislodged  by  the  fire  of  the  guns,  and 
the  acclivity  was  shortly  afterwards  occupied  by  Gough’s  force  without  opposi¬ 
tion.  The  enemy  having  now  completely  dispersed,  the  troops  returned  to  camp. 
The  practice  of  the  guns  had  been  very  accurate,  and  nine  dead  bodies  and  several 
wounded  were  found  amongst  the  hills.  The  following  day  it  was  found  that  Abdul 
Gafur  had  decamped  from  Langar. 

On  the  27th  of  April  a  junction  was  effected  between  General  Ross  s  column 
and  the  Ghazni  Field  Force,  after  which,  while  the  latter  proceeded  into  the  Logar 
Valley,  the  former,  accompanied  by  Sir  Donald  Stewart,  made  its  way  back  to 
Kabul,  where  it  arrived  on  the  2nd  of  May,  a  small  force  under  Brigadier-General 
Charles  Gough  having  been  detached  en  route  to  destroy  Abdul  Gafur  s  forts  in 
Langar. 

For  some  time  after  the  crushing  defeat  of  the  enemy  by  Sir  Donald  Stewart 
at  Ahmad  Khel,  and  the  successes  attending  the  operations  of  the  columns  under 
Generals  Ross  and  Macpherson,  affairs  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Kabul  remained 
comparatively  quiet,  and  though  disturbances  continued  to  occur  in  the  outlying 
districts,  and  it  was  found  necessary  on  occasions  to  occupy  them  with  British 
columns  in  order  to  restore  tranquillity,  this  result  was  effected,  generally  speaking, 
with  little  or  no  bloodshed.  I  he  conviction  of  their  powerlessness  to  expel  the 
British  troops  from  the  country  by  force  appeared  to  be  gradually  gaining  ground 
amongst  the  people  of  Northern  Afghanistan,  and  by  the  end  of  June  affans  seemed 
generally  to  point  to  a  speedy  pacification  and  the  consequent  evacuation  of  Kabul, 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Lepel  Griffin  s  speech  of  the  12th  of  Apiil. 

Early  in  May  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  started  from  Sherpur  for  the  Logar 
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Valley  with  a  column  of  all  arms  under  the  immediate  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Baker,  with  the  object  of  easing  the  pressure  on  supplies,  and  of  opening 
communications  with  the  Ghazni  Field  Force.  After  visiting  General  Hughes  in 
camp  and  remaining  in  and  about  Logar  for  some  three  weeks,  the  Lieutenant- 
General  returned  with  a  portion  of  the  column  to  the  capital,  the  main  body  moving 
to  Maidan,  where  General  Baker  continued  to  collect  supplies  and  make  explorations 
of  the  district  till  the  8th  of  June. 

About  a  week  after  the  return  of  General  Baker  s  column  to  Kabul,  Brigadier- 
General  Charles  Gough  moved  out  with  his  brigade  towards  Pughman.  No  oppo¬ 
sition  was  met  with  by  this  force  till  the  20th  of  June,  on  which  day  Colonel 
Norman,  24th  Native  Infantry,  was  sent  into  the  Maidan  district  with  a  few 
cavalry  and  infantry  details  to  disperse  a  gathering  in  the  direction  of  Argandab, 
and  a  slight  skirmish  ensued  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Kotal-i-Takht  between  a 
detached  party  of  the  3rd  Bengal  Cavalry  under  Lieut.  Lumsden — afterwards  rein¬ 
forced  from  Gough’s  camp  by  another  squadron  of  the  3rd  Bengal  Cavalry,  a  wing 
of  the  4th  Goorkhas,  and  two  guns  of  No.  4  Mountain  Battery,  under  Colonel 
Mackenzie,  3rd  Bengal  Cavalry— and  a  large  body  of  the  enemy  who  appeared  from 
the  direction  of  Ghazni.  On  the  arrival  of  the  reinforcements,  these  were  quickly 
put  to  flight.  Again  on  the  29th  of  June  a  small  detached  force  under  Colonel 
Mackenzie  encountered  and  drove  off  from  Sofian  and  Baba-Kuch-Kar  about  200 
of  the  tribesmen  who  had  some  days  previously  fired  upon  a  reconnoitring  party. 

At  the  latter  end  of  June  the  late  Ghazni  Field  Force — now  reconstituted  as 
the  3rd  Division  Northern  Afghanistan  Field  Force,  and  commanded  by  Major- 
General  Hills,  C.B.,  V.C. — moved  up  from  Hissarak  to  Charasiab,  and  from  thence, 
on  the  30th  of  that  month,  to  Zargunshahr.  Here  information  was  received  that 
some  1,000  or  1,500  Zermuttis  were  assembled  at  the  village  of  Patkao  Shana,  under 
the  command  of  Sirdar  Hassan  Khan,  and  were  in  hourly  expectation  of  reinforce¬ 
ments  reaching  them  under  Muhammad  Jan.  To  operate  against  this  gathering 
Brigadier-General  Palliser  started  from  camp  at  3.30  a.m.  on  the  1st  of  July  with 
226  sabres  1st  Punjab  Cavalry,  155  sabres  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry,  and  183  sabres 
19th  Bengal  Lancers;  but  on  nearing  Patkao  Shana  he  found  that  the  enemy  had 
received  timely  notice  of  his  approach,  and  were  in  full  retreat.  Ascertaining,  how¬ 
ever,  the  direction  of  their  retirement,  and  hearing  that  the  greater  number  of  them 
had  only  proceeded  a  short  distance,  General  Palliser  left  a  squadron  of  the  2nd 
Punjab  Cavalry  under  Captain  Broome  to  watch  the  village,  and  pressed  on  with  the 
rest  of  the  brigade.  After  advancing  about  three  miles,  the  squadrons  succeeded 
in  overtaking  some  1,500  of  the  Zermuttis.  This  force  General  Palliser  at  once 
attacked,  and  with  such  vigour  that,  although  the  enemy  offered  resistance  wherever 
the  nature  of  the  ground  favoured  them,  they  were  again  and  again  broken  by  the 
cavalry,  and  by  9.30  a.m.  had  disappeared,  utterly  demoralized,  amongst  the  high 
hills  opposite  Altimor,  leaving  200  dead  and  wounded  behind  them  in  their  retreat. 
The  casualties  of  Palliser’s  force  in  this  engagement  were  3  killed  and  29  wounded, 
together  with  8  horses  killed  and  25  wounded.  The  day’s  work  was  long  and  trying, 
the  cavalry  covering  nearly  forty  miles  of  country  before  they  returned  to  camp. 

The  political  events  in  Northern  Afghanistan  during  this  period  were  highly 
important.  After  the  capture  of  Kabul  and  the  infliction  of  punishment  on  the  per¬ 
petrators  of  the  crime  which  had  been  committed  there,  the  British  Government  had 
been  anxious  to  withdraw  the  troops  as  soon  as  possible  from  all  points  beyond  the 
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frontier  settled  by  the  treaty  of  Gandamak,  and  had  only  refrained  from  doing  so 
for  two  reasons  :  firstly,  because  of  the  continued  disturbances  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
capital,  and  the  presence  of  armed  gatherings  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Ghazni ;  and 
secondly,  in  consequence  of  the  inability  of  the  Kabul  Sirdars  to  agree  amongst 
themselves  on  the  selection  of  a  ruler  strong  enough  to  maintain  order  after  the 
evacuation.  With  the  successes  attending  the  operations  of  the  armies  under  Sir 
Frederick  Roberts  and  Sir  Donald  Stewart,  the  first  of  these  objections  had  ceased 
to  exist ;  and  with  the  appearance  of  Abdul  Rahman  as  a  candidate  for  the  throne 
of  Kabul,  together  with  the  probability  of  his  being  supported  by  at  least  a  majority 
of  the  population,  the  second  objection  seemed  likely  also  to  be  speedily  removed. 
Under  these  circumstances  it  was  definitely  decided  to  withdraw  the  troops  from 
Kabul  before  the  month  of  October ;  and  conformably  with  this  decision  Mr.  Lepel 
Griffin  was  directed  to  depute  a  mission  to  Afghan  Turkestan  to  invite  Abdul 
Rahman  to  declare  his  intentions,  and  to  inform  him  that  the  Government  were 
disposed  to  consider  favourably  any  representations  that  he  might  have  to  make. 
The  invitation  was  not,  however,  to  be  given,  as  a  preliminary  to  forming  any 
alliance  with  him,  and  thus  contracting  fresh  liabilities,  but  chiefly  in  order  that,  by 
transferring  the  administration  to  a  competent  ruler,  the  Government  might  be 
spared  the  necessity  of  leaving  the  country  in  a  state  of  anarchy.  Two  Native 
gentlemen  attached  to  Mr.  Griffin’s  staff  were  accordingly  despatched  from  Kabul 
to  Turkestan  on  the  2nd  of  May,  1880,  with  a  brief  written  communication  addressed 
to  the  Sirdar,  the  contents  of  which  were  to  be  supplemented  orally.  On  arriving 
at  their  destination  they  were  received  with  every  manifestation  of  welcome  ;  but  a 
letter  written  by  Abdul  Rahman  in  response  to  the  invitation  which  had  been 
addressed  to  him  contained  nothing  beyond  general  expressions  of  friendship  and 
hope  for  support,  and  it  shortly  afterwards  became  evident  that  he  was  merely  tem¬ 
porizing.  In  the  meantime  the  purport  of  the  communications  which  were  passing 
became  known  throughout  Northern  Afghanistan.  The  general  uncertainty  as  to 
the  result  of  this  correspondence,  the  rumours  prevalent  regarding  the  Sirdar’s  real 
dispositions  and  plans,  and  the  jealousies  of  opposing  factions,  caused  much  fer¬ 
mentation  among  the  people ;  while  this  uneasiness  was  increased  and  extended  by 
letters,  purporting  to  emanate  from  Abdul  Rahman,  and  bidding  the  tribes  to  be 
armed  and  ready,  which  circulated  through  the  country.  Some  of  these  letters  were 
intercepted  and  brought  to  Kabul,  and  the  Sirdar  was  simultaneously  reported  to  be 
in  close  correspondence  with  Muhammad  Jan,  who  was  known  to  be  levying  forces 
with  hostile  intentions.  A  peremptory  letter  was  now  addressed  to  him  by  the 
chief  Political  Officer,  desiring  him  to  proceed  to  Kabul  and  take  immediate 
measures  for  controlling  the  tribal  gatherings  ;  and  though  the  prospect  of- a  solution 
of  the  difficulties  which  had  arisen  appeared  at  one  time  slight,  the  Sirdar  was 
induced  to  cross  the  Hindu  Kush  with  friendly  intentions,  and  the  negotiations 
with  him  were  at  length  carried  by  Mr.  Griffin  to  a  successful  issue.  On  the  20th 
of  July  Abdul  Rahman  reached  Charikar.  A  large  number  of  leading  chiefs  and 
other  personages,  including  Mushk-i-Alam  and  some  of  the  principal  men  of  the 
Ghilzai  and  Wardak  tribes  having  signified  their  adhesion  to  his  cause,  and  many 
of  them  having  gone  to  meet  him,  Sir  Donald  Stewart  and  Mr.  Griffin  considered 
that,  under  the  circumstances,  it  was  advisable  that  his  public  recognition  as  Amir 
should  no  longer  be  deferred  ;  and  the  Sirdar  himself,  who  was  consulted,  expressed 
much  satisfaction  at  the  proposal.  On  the  22nd  of  July,  accordingly,  an  imposing 
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durbar,  which  was  attended  by  a  large  number  of  chiefs  and  other  influential  per¬ 
sonages,  and  by  a  deputation  from  Charikar,  was  held  at  the  capital ;  and  Abdul 
Rahman  was  then  and  there  formally  and  publicly  recognized  on  the  part  of  Her 
Majesty’s  Government  as  Amir  of  Kabul. 

During  the  spring  and  early  summer  of  1880  the  general  restlessness  of  the 
tribes  occupying  territory  contiguous  to  the  Khyber  line  of  communications  con¬ 
tinued  to  prevail  after  the  return  of  the  moveable  columns  from  the  expeditions 
against  the  Wazir  Kugianis  and  Hissarak  Ghilzais  :  isolated  posts  were  fired  into 
at  night,  rumours  of  projected  attacks  were  frequent,  and  raids  on  convoys  and 
thefts  of  telegraph  wire  were  of  almost  daily  occurrence  ;  and  in  order  to  quell  dis¬ 
turbances  and  disperse  gatherings  it  was  found  necessary  to  despatch  expeditionary 
columns  of  considerable  strength  into  the  districts  of  Besud,  Kama,  Mazina,  and 
Lughman. 

At  the  latter  end  of  April  rumours  of  a  projected  attack  on  Seh  Baba  by  the 
Khan  of  Tagao  caused  that  post  to  be  considerably  strengthened,  and  on  the  25th 
of  the  same  month  reports  of  hostile  movements  in  Tezin  led  to  the  concentration 
of  Arbuthnot’s  column  at  Jagdalak.  During  the  night  of  the  5th  of  May  a  raid 
was  made  from  the  Lughman  Valley  on  a  herd  of  commissariat  cattle  collected  at 
Jalalabad,  a  large  number  of  which  were  driven  off.  The  5th  Foot,  under  Colonel 
Rowland,  were  at  once  sent  out  in  pursuit  of  the  marauders,  and  after  a  very  rapid 
march  succeeded  in  coming  up  with,  and  inflicting  some  loss  upon,  their  rear-guard, 
in  the  Daranta  pass ;  the  cattle,  however,  were  not  recovered. 

Reports  being  received  during  the  second  week  in  May  that  the  district  of 
Besud,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Kabul  river,  opposite  Jalalabad,  was  being 
threatened  by  a  large  gathering  of  Safis  and  men  from  the  Kunar  Valley  under  the 
leadership  of  Mulla  Khalil,  a  force  consisting  of  two  guns  No.  1  Mountain  Battery, 
200  rifles  5th  Fusiliers,  200  rifles  12th  Foot,  two  troops  Central  India  Horse,  and 
200  rifles  1  st  and  4th  Madras  Native  Infantry,  crossed  over  to  the  left  bank  on  the 
14th,  15th,  and  1 8th  of  that  month,  and  bivouacked  in  the  fort  of  Dabila  Kila.  At 
daybreak  on  the  19th  of  May  this  force,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Doran,  moved  out  to  the  northward,  and  shortly  afterwards  came  upon  upwards  of 
2,000  of  the  enemy,  who  had  debouched  from  the  hills,  and  were  about  to  seize  on 
the  Besud  villages.  General  Doran’s  troops,  under  the  immediate  command  of 
Colonel  Dawson,  Madras  Native  Infantry,  the  senior  regimental  officer  present,  at 
once  formed  in  order  of  attack — the  5th  Fusiliers  on  the  left,  the  1st  Madras  Native 
Infantry  in  the  centre,  and  the  12th  Foot  on  the  right,  while  the  cavalry  were 
drawn  up  to  the  left  rear  of  the  Fusiliers,  and  the  guns  were  held  in  reserve  in  rear 
of  the  centre  of  the  line.  In  this  formation  the  column  advanced  until  within  900 
yards  of  the  enemy’s  centre,  and  600  yards  from  a  fort  on  which  their  right  rested, 
a  heavy  fire  being  opened  on  both  sides,  and  the  mountain  guns  entering  into 
action.  Unable  for  long  to  face  the  deadly  fusilade  which  was  directed  upon  them, 
the  main  body  of  the  enemy  fell  back  upon  the  village  of  Beninga ;  but  upon  a  few 
shells  being  thrown  into  their  midst,  they  rapidly  quitted  this  position  and  retreated 
to  rising  ground  in  their  rear,  there  making  a  temporary  stand  until  the  infantry 
again  moved  forward  to  attack  them,  when  they  fled  in  disorder  towards  the  Kunar 
Valley.  In  the  meantime,  on  the  first  position  being  abandoned,  the  Central  India 
Horse,  under  Lieut.-Colonel  Martin,  had  swept  forward  between  the  fort  and  the 
hills  on  which  the  second  position  had  been  taken  up,  and  succeeded  in  rendering  a 
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good  account  of  the  enemy  in  this  part  of  the  field.  Some  of  the  defenders  of  the 
fort,  seeing  their  retreat  cut  off,  stood  their  ground  to  the  last.  The  guns  having- 
been  brought  up,  and  several  shots  fired,  a  number  of  the  enemy  made  a  sortie,  but 
were  cut  down  to  a  man  by  a  small  party  of  the  5th  Fusiliers  under  Colonel  Row¬ 
land.  Immediately  afterwards  Captain  Kilgour  and  Colour-Sergeant  Wood,  of  that 
regiment,  gallantly  charged  into  the  building,  and  after  a  desperate  conflict  disposed 
of  the  remainder,  five  in  number,  who  still  stood  their  ground.  The  pursuit  was 
carried  on  by  the  cavalry  to  the  banks  of  the  Kunar  river,  several  of  the  Safis  being 
forced  into  its  waters,  and  many  slain.  In  this  affair  70  of  the  enemy  were  killed, 
and  a  large  number  wounded*  while  the  casualties  of  General  Doran’s  force  were 
only  seven  wounded,  one  of  wuom  subsequently  died.  After  remaining  in  the  district 
for  the  next  three  days,  and  destroying  the  forts  of  Abdul  Khel  and  Kila  Banaras 
Khan,  the  troops  re-crossed  the  Kabul  river  and  returned  to  Jalalabad — an  opera¬ 
tion  which,  in  consequence  of  the  river  being  at  high  flood,  was  attended  with  some 
loss,  one  Sepoy  and  four  horses  being  swept  away  and  drowned. 

While  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Doran  was  engaged  in  operating 
against  the  Safis  in  Besud,  a  moveable  column,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Gib,  consisting  of  one  squadron  8th  Hussars,  one  squadron  5th  Bengal 
Cavalry,  two  guns,  L/5,  R.A.,  400  rifles  14th  Foot,  and  400  rifles  32nd  Pioneers, 
had  marched  out  from  Pesh  Bolak  on  the  18th  of  May  to  break  up  a  large 
gathering  of  the  Shinwaris  under  the  leadership  of  Ghulam  Ahmad.  On  the  20th  of 
that  month  General  Gib  encountered  and  defeated  with  heavy  loss  between  2,000 
and  3,000  of  the  enemy,  who  occupied  an  entrenched  position  on  high  ground  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Mazina.  In  this  action  more  than  100  of  the  enemy  were  com¬ 
puted  to  have  been  slain. 

On  the  31st  of  May  the  moveable  column  under  Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot, 
consisting  of  on^  squadron  6th  Dragoon  Guards,  one  squadron  4th  Bengal  Cavalry, 
two  guns,  1 1/9,  R.A.,  the  51st  Foot,  the  1st  Goorkhas,  and  the  31st  Punjab  Native 
Infantry,  in  all  1,605  rifles  and  226  sabres,  marched  from  jagdalak  for  Pezwan,  to 
inflict  punishment  on  the  Mulla  Fakir  for  several  recently-committed  outrages. 
After  the  column  had  started,  however,  it  was  found  necessary  to  change  its  desti¬ 
nation  for  the  Lughman  Valley,  in  consequence  of  the  threatening  attitude  assumed 
by  the  tribes  under  Azmatallah  Khan.  One  of  the  objects  of  the  expedition  was 
to  bring  away  the  Governor  of  the  district,  Azaf  Khan,  who  was  at  the  time  in  a 
very  anomalous  position — nominally  the  servant  of  the  British  Government,  but 
unsupported,  and  quite  unable  to  hold  his  own.  After  proceeding  to  a  place  oppo¬ 
site  the  fortified  village  of  Sali  Kali,  the  bulk  of  the  force  crossed  the  Kabul  river 
by  raft,  on  the  8th  and  9th  of  June,  into  the  Upper  Lughman,  Azaf  Khan  coming 
into  camp  on  the  8th,  and  remaining  with  Captain  Tucker,  the  Political  Officer 
accompanying  the  column.  The  next  two  days  were  devoted  to  destroying  the 
forts  of  the  principal  offenders,  seizing  cattle,  and  cutting  the  green  crops  for  fodder, 
this  being  the  only  possible  method  of  realizing  a  fine,  as  the  inhabitants  had  all 
disappeared.  On  the  morning  of  the  1  ith  of  June  the  troops  commenced  to  re-cross 
the  river,  picquets  being  posted,  for  the  purpose  of  covering  the  embarkation,  on  a 
semicircle  of  low  mounds  forming  a  natural  tete  de pont  to  the  ferry  which  had  been 
selected.  By  evening  the  whole  of  the  column,  with  the  exception  of  some  60  or 
70  men,  had  reached  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  and  the  picquets  were  withdrawn. 
Just  as  they  were  about  to  embark,  however,  the  position  they  had  hitherto  held 
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was  suddenly  occupied  by  the  Lughmanis,  who  opened  a  heavy  fire  upon  them. 
During  the  next  half-hour  the  situation  of  the  detached  party  on  the  north  side  of 
the  river  was  a  critical  one ;  but  General  Arbuthnot  eventually  succeeded,  by  the 
exercise  of  admirable  coolness  and  fertility  of  resource,  in  getting  them  across 
without  mishap,  the  Brigadier  himself  being  the  last  to  quit  the  shore. 

While  preparations  were  being  made  for  General  Arbuthnot’s  expedition  into 
the  Lughman  Valley,  one  squadron  Central  India  Horse,  two  guns,  C/3,  R.A.,  two 
guns,  L/5,  R.A.,  two  guns  No.  1  Mountain  Battery,  and  detachments  of  the  i/5th 
and  2/i4th  Foot,  9th  and  32nd  Bengal  Native  Infantry,  and  14th  and  15th  Madras 
Native  Infantry  were  concentrating  from  Jalalabad.^ and  Pesh  Bolak  at  Girdi  Kas 
for  an  expedition  into  Kama,  the  object  of  which  was  to  inflict  punishment  on 
Mulla  Khalil  and  other  refractory  chiefs  who  had  assembled  in  that  district.  On 
the  2nd  of  June  General  Doran  arrived  and  assumed  command  of  the  troops,  and 
on  the  3rd  and  4th  of  that  month  the  main  body  of  the  force  crossed  over  to  the 
north  side  of  the  Kabul  river,  which  was  at  the  time  in  high  flood.  On  the  approach 
of  the  troops,  Mulla  Khalil  and  his  following  took  to  flight,  and  after  several  strong 
forts  had  been  blown  up,  and  a  cavalry  reconnaissance  conducted  into  Goshta,  the 
column  re-crossed  the  river  without  having  encountered  any  opposition,  and  was 
broken  up. 

After  the  return  of  the  Lughman  Valley  expeditionary  force,  the  raiding  on  the 
line  between  Pezwan  and  Jagdalak  was  continued  with  unabated  vigour.  On  the 
29th  of  June,  four  men  were  killed  and  two  wounded  while  on  convoy  duty,  and 
the  following  day  an  officer  of  the  51st  Foot  was  wounded.  At  the  instigation  of 
Captain  Tucker,  the  Political  Officer  in  charge  of  this  section  of  the  line,  an  expedition 
was  organized  with  the  object  of  retaliating  on  the  perpetrator  of  these  outrages,  a 
Ghilzai  chief,  who  had  established  himself  at  Jokan,  a  village  near  Hissarak,  and 
who  had  hitherto  enjoyed  immunity  from  punishment  for  his  misdemeanours.  At 
1 1  p.m.  on  the  4th  of  July  a  force  consisting  of  40  sabres  4th  Bengal  Cavalry,  two 
guns,  11/9,  R.A.,  200  rifles  i/25th  Foot,  196  rifles  51st  Foot,  and  94  rifles  31st 
Native  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Ball  Acton,  51st  Foot,  moved  out 
from  Pezwan  towards  Ishpan,  south  of  the  Surkhab  river,  there  to  co-operate  with 
two  squadrons  of  the  Carabineers  under  Lieut. -Colonel  Fryer,  which  were  ordered 
to  advance  simultaneously  from  Safed  Sang.  As  the  column  neared  Jokan,  the 
enemy’s  outlook  picquets  sprang  up  and  disappeared  in  the  darkness,  and  the 
neighbouring  village  of  Nargusai  was  reached  at  daybreak  without  a  shot  having 
been  fired.  Here  the  Pezwan  and  Safed  Sang  parties  effected  a  junction,  and  shortly 
afterwards  the  enemy  were  found  posted  in  strength  on  a  ridge  a  little  to  the  east  of 
the  village.  After  a  few  shots  had  been  fired,  the  western  part  of  the  enemy  s  position 
was  carried  with  a  rush  by  the  1/2  5th  Foot,  and  shortly  afterwards  the  whole  of 
the  ground  which  had  been  occupied  was  cleared.  Nargusai  and  two  small  adjacent 
villages  were  then  given  to  the  flames,  some  arms  were  captured,  some  cattle  lifted, 
and  a  large  quantity  of  grain  was  destroyed,  after  which  the  troops  returned  without 
molestation.  In  this  affair  58  of  the  enemy  were  killed  and  5  wounded,  the  British 
casualties  being  2  killed  and  2  wounded.  The  result  of  the  summary  punishment 
which  was  inflicted  became  immediately  apparent,  the  raiding  on  the  advanced 
section  of  the  line  entirely  ceasing. 

During  the  month  of  July  the  troops  along  the  whole  of  the  Khyber  line  of 
communications  were  busily  employed  on  duties  connected  with  the  return  to  India 
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of  the  large  accumulations  of  superfluous  stores.  A  system  of  raft  service  was  suc¬ 
cessfully  inaugurated,  but  more  than  once  had  to  be  suspended  in  consequence  of 
the  difficulty  of  protecting  the  parties  on  the  river  from  the  hostile  action  of  the 
tribes.  On  the  12th  of  July  a  most  determined  attack  was  made  near  Lachipur 
on  a  number  of  rafts  conveying  invalids ;  it  was,  however,  effectively  repulsed  by 
Captain  Fenwick,  1st  Madras  Native  Infantry,  commanding  at  that  place,  with 
detachments  of  his  own  regiment  and  the  Central  India  Horse;  and  though  the 
rafts  continued  to  be  molested  from  time  to  time  in  many  other  parts  of  the  river, 
the  service  was  maintained  with  fair  regularity,  and  proved  of  immense  value  as  a 
means  of  transit. 

In  the  Kuram  district  little  of  military  interest  occurred  during  the  spring  and 
summer  of  1880,  the  operations  of  the  troops  employed  in  the  Valley  being  confined 
to  such  small  expeditions  as  were  rendered  necessary  by  disturbances  on  or  near  the 
line  of  communications,  and  to  the  occasional  infliction  of  punishment  on  the  tribes  for 
raids  committed  on  the  border.  Throughout  April  the  Waziris  gave  considerable 
trouble,  raiding  on  convoys,  murdering  native  labourers  employed  on  the  roads,  and 
cutting  and  stealing  telegraph  wire.  On  the  6th  of  that  month  large  numbers  of 
the  Mahsud  section  of  the  tribe  were  reported  to  be  collecting  near  Jandola,  to  the 
north-west  of  Tank,  while  other  bodies  were  threatening  the  Gumal  Valley,  more  to 
the  southward.  A  few  days  afterwards  an  isolated  post  in  the  Gumal  Valley  was 
attacked,  but  the  enemy  were  gallantly  repulsed  by  a  few  Sowars  of  the  4th  Punjab 
Cavalry.  On  the  13th  of  April  a  squadron  of  the  18th  Bengal  Cavalry,  under  the 
command  of  Captain  Richardson,  which  had  been  sent  out  from  Thai  to  the  south¬ 
west  to  reconnoitre,  encountered  and  put  to  flight  some  600  Waziris  at  Biland  Khel, 
killing  four  and  wounding  eight  of  their  number.  The  only  occasion  on  which  loss 
of  life  was  inflicted  on  British  troops  was  a  night  surprise  which  was  effected  on 
the  1  st  of  May  by  a  body  of  Khostwals  on  the  post  of  Chapri,  a  small  fort  and 
courtyard  situated  some  eight  miles  distant  from  Thai,  and  four  from  Mandoria. 
The  sentry,  who  was  presumably  asleep,  together  with  an  officer  of  the  Commis¬ 
sariat  Department  and  ten  men,  were  killed,  and  sixteen  wounded.  Armed  parties 
were  sent  out  the  following  morning  from  Thai  and  Mandoria  to  scour  the  country 
in  search  of  the  enemy,  but  their  efforts  were  unsuccessful.  During  the  next  few 
weeks  rumours  were  current  of  gatherings  of  the  Khostwals  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Thai,  and  of  the  Mahsud  Waziris  in  the  vicinity  of  Tank,  but  these  broke  up 
without  any  attempt  at  concerted  action. 

News  being  received  at  Pei  war  on  the  22nd  of  May  of  the  presence  at  Ivar- 
manna  of  the  Malik  Nanak  Shamu  Khel,  a  notorious  intriguer  and  enemy  of  the 
British,  a  small  force  of  all  arms  marched  out  with  the  object  of  effecting  his  capture. 
The  village,  which  is  situated  some  three  miles  beyond  Ali  Khel,  was  surrounded 
before  daybreak  on  the  23rd,  but  the  Malik  was  found  to  have  effected  his  escape. 
After  blowing  up  his  forts,  the  column  retraced  its  steps. 

Throughout  the  month  of  June  the  country  was  comparatively  quiet,  and  in 
July,  though  raiding  on  the  part  of  the  tribes  was  renewed,  it  was  carried  on  with 
less  zest  than  heretofore.  A  number  of  camels  having  been  carried  off  near  Biland 
Khel,  a  party  of  the  18th  Bengal  Cavalry  under  Captain  Richardson  was  sent  out 
from  Thai  in  pursuit,  and  surrounded  the  village  of  Fatteh  Khel.  Several  of  the 
camels  w£re  seized,  and  hostages  taken,  and  the  following  day  the  stolen  animals 
were  restored  by  the  inhabitants. 
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During  this  period  various  changes  took  place  in  the  organization  ot  the  Field 
Force.  On  the  14th  of  February  the  services  of  a  gallant  and  revered  soldier  were 
lost  to  Government  by  the  death  of  Brigadier-General  Tytler,  who  succumbed  to 
pneumonia  within  a  few  weeks  after  his  return  from  the  Zaimusht  expedition.  On 
the  1 8th  of  March  Major-General  Watson  proceeded  on  a  tour  of  inspection  to 
Rawal  Pindi,  Brigadier-General  Gordon,  C.B.,  who  had  been  appointed  to  com¬ 
mand  a  brigade,  vice  Brigadier-General  Tytler,  deceased,  assuming  temporary 
command  of  the  Upper  Kuram.  At  the  latter  end  of  March  Brigadier-General 
H.  R.  L.  Newdigate,  C.B.,  was  appointed  to  command  a  brigade  in  the  Kuram  Valley, 
and  on  the  31st  of  that  month  General  Watson  returned  and  resumed  command  of 
the  line. 

Shortly  after  the  departure  of  the  Bengal  troops  under  Sir  Donald  Stewart  for 
Ghazni,  General  Primrose  arrived  at  Kandahar  and  took  over  the  command  of  the 
Bombay  Division  from  General  Phayre,  who  proceeded  to  assume  charge  of  the 
communications.  Throughout  April,  May,  and  June  the  defences  of  the  city  were 
strengthened,  the  sanitation  improved,  and  the  surrounding  country  cultivated. 
Occasional  raids  along  the  line  of  communications  and  disturbances  in  some  of  the 
outlying  districts  from  time  to  time  necessitated  punitory  measures  being  taken 
against  the  tribes  implicated ;  but  it  was  the  hostile  preparations  of  Ayub  Khan 
at  Herat  to  which  during  this  period  attention  was  chiefly  directed. 

On  the  1 7th  of  April  telegraphic  communication  with  Chaman  was  interrupted, 
and  shortly  afterwards  information  was  received  that  Dabrai,  a  small  post  in  the 
Kadanai  Valley,  some  twenty-five  miles  beyond  Chaman  on  the  Kandahar  road, 
which  was  held  by  native  levies,  had  been  sacked  and  burnt.  It  was  subsequently 
ascertained  that  on  the  previous  day  Major  Waudby,  19th  Bombay  Native  Infantry, 
Road  Commandant,  with  two  Sowars  of  the  3rd  Sind  Horse  and  two  Sepoys  of  his 
own  regiment,  had  halted  at  Dabrai  while  returning  to  Kandahar  from  a  tour 
of  inspection,  and  a  few  hours  afterwards  had  received  intelligence  that  large 
numbers  of  Kakar  Pathans  were  gathering  in  the  neighbourhood  with  hostile  inten¬ 
tions.  About  10  p.m.  over  three  hundred  of  the  enemy  were  observed  by  the 
garrison  advancing  over  some  hills  to  the  eastward,  and  shortly  afterwards  the  post 
was  surrounded.  For  several  hours  a  most  heroic  defence  was  maintained  by  Major 
Waudby  and  his  party,  but  their  ammunition  at  length  failing  them,  they  were  over¬ 
whelmed  and  slain.  One  Sowar,  who  escaped,  carried  news  of  the  catastrophe  to 
Chaman,  and  General  Brooke,  who  was  at  Kila  Abdulla,  at  once  hastened  up  with  a 
detachment  of  the  3rd  Sind  Horse  and  a  wing  of  the  30th  Native  Infantry  to  the 
scene  of  the  encounter.  The  assailants  had,  however,  in  the  meantime  made  off. 
The  duty  of  exacting  retribution  for  this  outrage  was  entrusted  to  Sirdar  Shere  Ali 
Khan,  the  Governor  of  Kandahar.  On  the  26th  of  April  some  cavalry  and  infantry 
details  drawn  from  Chaman  and  Gatai,  with  two  mountain-guns,  the  whole  under 
the  command  of  Major  Singleton,  28th  Native  Infantry,  proceeded  to  co-operate 
with  the  Sirdar’s  troops  against  Abu  Said,  a  Kadanai  Malik,  who  was  believed  to 
be  implicated  in  the  attack.  Abu  Said  himself  was  taken  prisoner,  and  his  fort 
destroyed. 

On  the  1  st  of  May  Colonel  Tanner,  commanding  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  marched 
from  that  place  with  five  companies  of  the  29th  Native  Infantry  and  a  signalling 
party  of  the  66th  Foot  to  Kaj  Baj,  to  exact  retribution  from  the  inhabitants  for  a 
recently-committed  raid,  and  to  pay  a  punitory  visit  to  the  villages  of  Jaldak  and 
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Tirandaz,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Tarnak  river,  opposite  Pul-i-Sang,  for  sheltering 
marauders.  The  following  morning  these  villages  were  surrounded,  and  a  quantity 
of  stolen  property  was  recovered,  hostages  being  taken  for  the  payment  of  a  fine 
which  was  inflicted.  On  returning  to  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  Colonel  Tanner  found  a  con¬ 
siderable  body  of  Achakzais  posted  on  a  high  hill  known  as  the  Shah  Bolan,  and 
after  a  brisk  encounter,  defeated  and  dispersed  them,  killing  fourteen  of  their  number, 
including  their  leader,  and  wounding  eight. 

During  the  month  of  May  the  reports  of  Ayub’s  movements  and  intentions 
continued  to  be  uncertain  and  conflicting.  Affairs  at  Herat  were  described  as  being 
in  a  state  of  disorder,  while  Ayub’s  preparations  for  departure  were  supposed  to  be 
dictated  by  a  desire  to  escape  from  his  own  troops.  On  the  29th  of  May  intelli¬ 
gence  was  received  that  a  body  of  horsemen  were  already  on  the  Kandahar  road ; 
but  this  was  shortly  afterwards  denied,  and  up  to  the  17th  of  June  messengers  from 
Herat  reported  that  no  attempt  had  been  made  to  advance  beyond  planting  the 
standards  outside  the  gates  of  the  city.  On  the  21st  of  June,  however,  the  Wali 
Shere  Ali  Khan,  who  had  been  at  Girishk  with  his  troops  since  the  10th  of  that 
month,  sent  word  to  Colonel  St.  John,  the  Resident  at  Kandahar,  that  the  rumours 
previously  received  were  correct ;  that  Ayub  himself  was  advancing  with  the  main 
body  of  his  troops  ;  and  that  he  had  sent  forward  one  of  his  colonels,  the  Luinab 
Khushdil  Khan,  with  2,000  horsemen,  towards  the  Kandahar  frontier,  to  raise  the 
country  in  his  favour. 

In  the  meantime  earnest  representations  had  been  made  by  Shere  Ali  Khan  of 
the  desirability  of  his  being  supported  by  the  presence  of  a  British  Brigade  at 
Girishk,  to  enable  him  to  advance  with  confidence  in  the  direction  of  Herat  ;  and 
trustworthy  information  was  now  received  to  the  effect  that  if  the  Wali  were  to 
meet  Ayub’s  army  without  support,  he  would  almost  certainly  be  defeated.  His 
own  regular  troops,  it  was  reported,  were  wavering  in  their  allegiance  to  him  ;  while 
a  contingent  of  Alizais  from  Zamindawar,  who  had  recently  joined  him,  were  said 
to  be  merely  awaiting  a  favourable  opportunity  to  desert  to  Ayub’s  camp.  U  nder 
these  circumstances,  it  was  decided  to  despatch  a  British  brigade  from  Kandahar 
to  the  Halmand,  and  to  push  up  reinforcements  as  quickly  as  possible  from  the  line 
of  communications  and  the  reserves  in  Sind  ;  and  it  was  hoped  that  its  presence 
would  not  only  help  to  confirm  the  allegiance  of  the  Wali’s  wavering  troops,  and 
overawe  the  Zamindawaris,  but  also  that  its  departure  on  such  a  mission  would 
have  a  favourable  effect  on  the  population  of  the  city  and  the  surrounding  country. 
By  the  26th  of  June  Ayub’s  advance  guard  had  reached  Farah,  164  miles  from 
Herat,  and  Ayub  himself,  with  the  main  body  of  his  troops,  was  only  a  march  or 
two  in  rear  of  it.  The  strength  of  the  British  forces  in  Southern  Afghanistan  at 
this  time  was  approximately  as  follows  :  Under  Colonel  Tanner  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai, 
1,050  of  all  ranks  ;  under  General  Primrose  at  Kandahar,  4,700  of  all  ranks  ;  under 
General  Phayre  on  the  line  of  communications  and  in  the  outlying  districts,  5,270 
of  all  ranks. 

On  the  2nd  of  July  a  force  consisting  of  E/B,  R.H.A.,  six  companies  of  the  66th 
Foot,  500  sabres  of  the  3rd  Bombay  Light  Cavalry  and  3rd  Sind  Horse,  and  the  1st 
and  30th  Bombay  Native  Infantry,  in  all  about  2,300  of  all  ranks  and  arms,  under  the 
command  of  Brigadier-General  Burrows,  the  cavalry  under  the  immediate  command 
of  Brigadier-General  Nuttall,  was  accordingly  detailed  for  an  immediate  advance  to 
the  Halmand  ;  and  on  the  4th  and  5th  of  that  month  the  brigade  quitted  Kandahar, 
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instructions  having  been  issued  to  the  effect  that  it  was  on  no  account  to  cross  the 
river,  beyond  which  boundary  the  Wali  would  have  to  rely  on  his  own  resources. 
The  cavalry  and  artillery,  under  General  Nuttall,  which  preceded  the  infantry 
throughout  by  one  march,  arrived  at  the  Halmand  on  the  nth  of  July,  and 
encamped  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  opposite  Girishk,  where  it  was  joined  by 
the  remainder  of  the  brigade  the  following  day.  Forage  was  plentiful,  and  supplies 
had  been  collected  in  abundance  by  the  Wali,  the  main  body  of  whose  force  was  on 
the  right  bank  a  little  south  of  Girishk,  his  advanced  troops  occupying  a  position 
about  twenty  miles  distant,  to  the  north-east.  On  this  day  news  reached  Colonel 
St.  John,  the  political  officer  with  General  Burrows’s  force,  that  the  advanced  portion 
of  Ayub  Khan’s  army  was  at  Washir,  sixty  miles  west  of  Girishk,  and  that  Ayub 
himself  was  not  far  in  rear. 

On  the  13th  of  July  it  became  evident  that  the  infantry  in  the  service  of  the 
Wali,  about  2,000  strong,  were  in  such  an  unsatisfactory  state,  and  so  untrust¬ 
worthy,  that  General  Burrows  and  Colonel  St.  John  deliberated  on  the  question  of 
disarming  them  ;  and  it  was  decided  to  test  their  loyalty  the  following  day  by 
ordering  them  to  cross  the  river.  Directions  were  issued  accordingly  on  the 
morning  of  the  14th,  and  in  a  short  time  the  cavalry  were  seen  marching  down  from 
their  camp,  under  the  immediate  command  of  the  Wali ;  the  infantry,  however, 
began  to  move  off  in  the  opposite  direction,  and  it  soon  became  evident  that  they 
were  deserting  en  masse ,  taking  with  them  a  battery  of  smooth-bore  guns,  which 
had  been  recently  presented  to  Shere  Ali  Khan  by  the  British  Government. 
Almost  immediately  afterwards  a  portion  of  the  cavalry,  about  2,500  strong,  which 
had  in  the  meantime  reached  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  began  streaming  off  in  the 
direction  of  Kandahar. 

Leaving  two  companies  of  the  66th  Foot,  the  1st  Grenadiers,  and  five  com¬ 
panies  of  Jacob’s  Rifles,  to  protect  the  camp,  General  Burrows,  with  the  remainder 
of  his  force,  crossed  the  bed  of  the  Halmand,  which  was  here  some  two  miles  in 
width,  and  in  parts  dry,  and  started  in  pursuit  of  the  mutinous  infantry,  with  the 
hope  of  recovering  the  guns.  On  reaching  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  the  cavalry 
and  horse  artillery,  under  General  Nuttall,  pushed  on  in  advance  to  feel  for  the 
enemy  and  hold  him  in  check  until  the  infantry  could  be  brought  up  ;  but  the 
country  being  irrigated,  the  guns  were  somewhat  delayed  in  their  progress,  and  the 
3rd  Sind  Horse,  under  Colonel  Malcolmson,  were  passed  rapidly  forward.  After 
proceeding  some  little  distance,  Colonel  Malcolmson  came  upon  the  rebels,  formed 
up  on  a  rocky  ridge,  with  their  left  resting  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Halmand.  The 
nature  of  the  ground  was  such  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  a  charge  being 
delivered,  but  by  demonstrating  with  his  cavalry,  Malcolmson  succeeded  in  drawing 
the  enemy’s  fire,  and  holding  him  in  check  for  upwards  of  half  an  hour.  Before  the 
guns  and  infantry  could  be  brought  up,  however,  the  mutineers  moved  off  in  a 
direction  parallel  to  the  river,  but  being  followed  up  and  threatened  by  the  cavalry, 
again  halted  and  opened  fire  with  their  artillery.  A  few  minutes  afterwards  Major 
Blackwood,  commanding  E/B,  R. H.A.,  succeeded  in  bringing  four  of  his  guns  into 
action,  and  in  half  an  hour  completely  silenced  the  enemy’s  fire,  causing  the  gunners 
to  abandon  their  position.  The  cavalry  at  once  charged  forward  and  seized  the  guns, 
but  were  met  by  a  sharp  fusillade  from  masses  of  the  enemy  posted  on  the  reverse 
slopes  of  the  hill ;  on  the  approach  of  the  horse  artillery  and  infantry,  however,  the 
Afghan  troops  completely  abandoned  their  position,  dispersing  and  flying  in  all 
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directions,  under  a  heavy  fire  from  the  guns  and  breech-loaders,  and  leaving  sixty 
of  their  dead  on  the  field.  Besides  the  battery,  which  consisted  of  four  6-pounder 
smooth-bore  guns  and  two  12-pounder  howitzers,  the  whole  of  the  enemy’s  baggage 
and  ammunition  was  captured.  The  British  casualties  on  this  day  were  four 
wounded. 

As  the  mutinous  troops  had  plundered  the  stores  of  supplies  collected  at 
Girishk  by  Shere  Ali  Khan,  and  as  reports  reached  Colonel  St.  John  that  it  was 
Ayub  Khans  intention,  if  he  were  to  cross  the  Halmand  at  all,  to  do  so  at  a  point 
to  the  north  of  Girishk,  General  Burrows  determined  to  abandon  the  position  he 
had  hitherto  occupied,  and  retire  to  Khushk-i-Nakhud,  distant  thirty  miles  from 
Girishk  and  forty-five  from  Kandahar,  where  several  roads  from  the  Halmand  to 
Kandahar  converge,  and  where  supplies  were  plentiful.  This  retirement  was 
effected  during  the- night  of  the  15th,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  16th  the  troops 
occupied  their  old  camping-ground.  On  the  18th  a  more  favourable  site,  two  miles 
nearer  to  Mir-Karez,  was  selected,  the  stores  being  collected  in  an  enclosure,  and 
arrangements  made  to  leave  the  baggage  with  a  small  guard,  should  it  be  necessary 
to  move  out  to  meet  the  enemy.  This  camp  was  held  till  the  morning  of  the  27th 
of  July.  Reliable  information  concerning  Ayub’s  movements  was  meagre  in  the 
extreme,  and  was  mainly  derived  from  spies  sent  out  by  Colonel  St.  John,  under 
the  auspices  of  Shere  Ali  Khan;  for  some  days  little  was  ascertained  beyond  the 
bare  fact  that  Ayub  had  reached  the  Halmand,  and  moving  from  Girishk,  had  dis¬ 
tributed  his  troops  along  the  river  bed,  south  of  the  ford  at  Haidarabad.  Cavalry 
patrols  were  sent  out  daily,  but  nothing  of  the  enemy  was  seen  until  the  21st.  On 
that  day  a  reconnoitring  party  encountered  a  small  force  at  Sangbar,  a  village 
situated  about  midway  between  Khushk-i-Nakhud  and  Girishk,  and  after  ex¬ 
changing  a  few  shots,  retired.  On  the  22nd,  Sangbar  was  again  found  to  be  occu¬ 
pied,  and  the  following  day  a  reconnaissance  in  force  towards  that  place  found  about 
600  of  Ayub’s  horsemen  in  the  plain  below  the  Garmao  hills.  Shortly  afterwards 
the  enemy  retired,  pursued  by  the  cavalry  and  shelled  by  the  horse-artillery  guns  at 
long  ranges  for  some  miles. 

During  this  period  the  brigade  received  some  small  accessions  to  its  strength 
from  Kandahar,  and  General  Burrows  was  kept  fully  advised  by  General  Primrose 
of  the  instructions  which  were  being  transmitted  to  him  from  Army  Head- Quarters. 
The  most  important  of  these  was  contained  in  a  communication  despatched  from 
Simla  on  the  21st  of  July,  by  which  General  Burrows  was  given  full  liberty  to 
attack  Ayub  in  the  event  of  his  considering  himself  strong  enough  to  do  so,  and 
by  which  he  was  informed  that  Government  considered  it  of  the  greatest  political 
importance  that  Ayub’s  force  should  be  dispersed,  and  prevented  from  passing  on  to 
Ghazni. 

Vague  reports  daily  found  their  way  into  camp  concerning  the  strength  of  the 
enemy  ;  the  regular  troops,  however,  were  believed  to  number  4,000  cavalry,  and 
4,000  to  5,000  infantry,  and  to  have  at  their  disposal  thirty  guns.  In  addition 
to  these  there  were  the  deserters  from  the  Wali’s  army,  another  2,000,  besides  an 
irregular  force  composed  of  malcontents  from  all  the  unsettled  districts  north  of  the 
Halmand.  Of  the  number  of  the  latter  it  was  impossible  to  form  any  estimate. 
At  Kandahar  at  this  time,  great  uneasiness  prevailed  in  the  city,  and  large  numbers 
of  families  were  leaving  daily,  ostensibly  for  fear  of  Ayub’s  approach. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  26th  of  July  important  information  reached  camp  at 
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Khushk-i-Nakhud.  2,000  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  and  a  large  number  of  Ghazis,  it 
was  reported,  had  arrived  at  Garmao  and  Maiwand,  and  were  to  be  followed 
immediately  by  Ayub  Khan  with  the  main  body  of  his  army,  his  intention  being,  it 
was  said,  to  make  his  way  into  the  Argandab  Valley  by  the  Maiwand  Pass.  It  thus 
became  necessary,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  directions  which  had  been  received  with 
reference  to  preventing  him  from  slipping  past  towards  Ghazni,  to  arrest  his  further 
progress  without  delay ;  and  it  was  believed  that  by  a  rapid  advance  on  the  village 
of  Maiwand  his  force  might  be  cut  in  two ;  and  his  advanced  cavalry  at  Garmao 
driven  to  the  northward  before  aid  could  reach  it. 

At  6.30  a.m.  on  the  27th  of  July  camp  was  struck,  and  the  brigade^ — now 
consisting  of  E/B,  R.H.A.,  the  smooth-bore  battery  captured  from  the  mutineers, 
516  of  all  ranks  of  the  66th  Foot,  316  of  the  3rd  Light  Cavalry,  260  of  the  3rd  Sind 
Horse,  45  of  the  Sappers  and  Miners,  648  of  the  1st  Grenadiers,  and  625  of  Jacob’s 
Rifles,  in  all  2,599  of  all  ranks  and  arms,  inclusive  of  34  Europeans  and  50  natives 
in  hospital — commenced  its  march  on  Maiwand,  The  hostile  state  of  the  country 
rendered  it  impossible  to  leave  anything  behind  in  safety,  and  the  column  was 
consequently  encumbered  by  an  enormous  quantity  of  ordnance  and  commissariat 
stores  and  baggage. 

The  advance  lay  through  a  belt  of  cultivated  land,  along  the  right  bank  of  the 
Khushk-i-Nakhud  river,  which  was  at  this  season  perfectly  dry.  At  8  a.m.  the 
village  of  Mushak  was  reached,  and  a  halt  was  made  to  allow  the  baggage  to  close 
up.  Half  an  hour  later  a  move  was  made  to  Karezak,  eight  miles  distant  from  the 
Khushk-i-Nakhud  camp,  and  four  miles  south-east  of  Maiwand.  Here  it  was 
reported  that  Ayub  Khan’s  whole  army,  including  his  artillery,  was  in  the  immediate 
vicinity,  and  marching  on  Maiwand  ;  but  the  information  which  had  been  recently 
derived  from  native  sources  had  proved  so  untrustworthy,  that  little  heed  was  given 
to  the  rumour.  About  10  a.m.,  however,  a  brief  reconnaissance  disclosed  large 
masses  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  moving  across  the  left  front  towards  Maiwand.  As 
the  brigade  continued  to  advance,  these  bodies  were  observed  to  incline  in  a  northerly 
direction  towards  Garmao.  A  thick  haze  which  shrouded  the  surrounding  country 
precluded  the  possibility,  however,  of  forming  any  correct  estimate  of  their  disposi¬ 
tion  and  numbers. 

About  10  a.m.  the  advanced  cavalry  occupied  without  opposition  the  village  of 
Mundabad,  three  miles  to  the  south-west  of  Maiwand,  it  being  General  Burrows’ 
intention  to  avail  himself  of  the  walled  enclosures  of  the  village  for  relieving  the 
brigade  of  the  heavy  baggage  train  with  which  it  was  encumbered,  and  then  to  make 
his  dispositions  for  attacking  the  enemy.  While  the  arrival  of  the  baggage  was 
awaited,  General  Nuttall  proceeded  with  two  of  the  guns  of  E/B,  R.H.A.,  under 
Major  Blackwood,  to  reconnoitre  the  enemy’s  position  from  the  edge  of  a  broad  and 
deep  ravine,  running  north  and  south,  in  front  of  the  village. 

To  the  west  of  Mundabad,  and  separated  from  the  village  by  the  ravine  already 
alluded  to,  stretched  a  waterless  stony  plain,  bounded  on  its  northern  and  north¬ 
western  extremity  by  three  parallel  ranges  of  hills,  which,  extending  in  a  north¬ 
easterly  direction,  enclose  between  them  the  Garmao  and  Maiwand  V alleys.  Beyond, 
and  opening  into  the  Maiwand  Valley — the  more  easterly  of  the  two — is  the 
Khakrez  Valley,  through  the  eastern  barrier  of  which,  north  of  the  Maiwand  Pass, 
are  roads  leading  towards  Kandahar  and  the  Upper  Argandab.  It  was  across  this 
stony  plain  to  the  westward  that  Ayub  Khan’s  army,  almost  entirely  hidden  from 
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view  by  the  dense  haze,  was  moving  in  an  easterly  direction  towards  the  village  of 
Maiwand,  which,  lying  a  little  to  the  west  of  the  pass  of  the  same  name,  covers  its 
entrance  as  well  as  the  approaches  to  the  valuable  water-supply  in  that  neighbour¬ 
hood.  Had  General  Burrows  desired  to  remain  on  the  defensive,  the  position  he 
now  occupied  offered  many  advantages.  The  village  of  Mundabad  would  have 
afforded  protection  for  the  baggage  ;  a  number  of  low  walled  enclosures  which 
connected  its  various  parts  would  have  given  admirable  cover  for  the  infantry ;  and 
there  was  abundance  of  water.  But  acting  under  the  erroneous  impression  that  the 
enemy  had  no  guns,  and  that  their  force,  whatever  its  strength  might  be,  would  very 
possibly  retire  without  risking  an  encounter,  General  Burrows  considered  that  a 
favourable  opportunity  had  arrived  for  taking  the  initiative,  and  determined  on 
delivering  an  attack  without  further  delay. 

An  incident  now  occurred  which  at  once  precipitated  the  commencement  of  the 
action.  While  General  Nuttall  and  Major  Blackwood  were  observing  the  move¬ 
ments  of  groups  of  the  enemy  who  were  visible  from  the  edge  of  the  broad 
nullah,  two  of  the  four  advanced  guns  of  E/B,  R.H.A.,  under  the  command  of 
Lieut.  Maclaine,  escorted  by  a  troop  of  the  3rd  Sind  Horse  under  Lieut.  Monteith, 
had  crossed  the  ravine  somewhat  lower  down,  and  advancing  rapidly  across  the 
plain  on  the  extreme  left  opened  fire  at  a  range  of  1,800  yards  on  a  large  mass  of 
Afghan  horsemen  who  had  just  become  visible.  Failing  in  his  attempts  to  recall 
this  detachment  before  the  guns  had  entered  into  action,  General  Nuttall  sent  back 
orders  for  two  guns  of  the  same  battery,  under  Lieut.  Osborne,  which  were  with  the 
rear-guard,  to  hasten  up  to  the  front,  and  crossing  the  ravine  with  the  3rd  Sind 
Horse,  and  Blackwood’s  two  remaining  guns,  advanced  to  within  800  yards  of  the 
position  which  had  been  taken  up  by  Lieut.  Maclaine.  Here  a  halt  was  made  to 
await  the  arrival  of  the  infantry,  Maclaine  being  at  the  same  time  directed  to  move 
down  nearer  the  main  body. 

In  the  meantime  the  infantry  under  General  Burrows,  with  the  smooth-bore 
guns  under  Captain  Slade,  had  crossed  the  nullah  and  deployed  in  the  following 
order  : — the  66th  Foot  on  the  right,  the  smooth-bore  guns  in  the  centre,  the  1st 
Grenadiers  on  the  left,  and  the  30th  Native  Infantry  (Jacob’s  Rifles),  with  the 
Sappers,  in  support.  Immediately  on  the  left  of  the  infantry  line  were  the  four  guns 
of  E/B,  R.H.A.,  under  Major  Blackwood  and  Lieut  Osborne,  supported  by  130 
sabres  of  the  3rd  Light  Cavalry  under  Major  Currie,  who,  with  Captain  Mayne  of 
that  regiment,  also  watched  the  right  flank  ;  the  two  remaining  guns  of  E/B,  R.  H.  A., 
under  Lieut.  Maclaine,  supported  by  a  troop  of  the  3rd  Sind  Horse,  were  on  the 
extreme  left ;  and  in  rear,  echeloned  outside  the  guns,  but  with  its  left  thrown  back, 
was  a  troop  of  the  3rd  Light  Cavalry  under  Lieut.  Reid,  formed  thus  to  watch  a 
large  body  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  who  were  threatening  the  British  left  flank. 
Protecting  the  baggage,  which  had  followed  in  rear  at  an  interval  of  about  1,000 
yards,  were  Colonel  Malcolmson  and  Lieut.  Geoghegan,  the  former  with  96  sabres 
3rd  Sind  Horse,  and  the  latter  with  50  sabres  3rd  Light  Cavalry. 

By  the  time  this  disposition  was  effected,  the  enemy  had  assumed  more  definite 
formations,  but  nothing  had  yet  occurred  to  unmask  their  real  strength.  Their 
numbers,  however,  rapidly  developed,  and  in  a  short  time  an  advance  was  made  by 
a  large  number  of  Ghazis  from  the  direction  of  Maiwand  upon  the  British  right 
flank.  To  meet  this  movement,  the  right  of  the  infantry  line  (the  66th  Foot)  was 
thrown  back,  and  the  front  extended  by  ordering  up  two  companies  of  Jacob’s 
11.  o 
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Rifles  to  the  extreme  left,  and  filling  the  gap  between  the  guns  and  the  66th  with 
the  other  four  companies  of  Jacob’s  Rifles  and  the  little  party  of  Sappers.  Two  of 
the  smooth-bore  guns  were  at  the  same  time  withdrawn  from  the  centre  to  the  right, 
while  Lieut.  Maclaine,  recalled  from  the  extreme  left,  formed  up  in  the  centre  with 
the  other  four  guns  of  E/B,  R.H.A.  The  whole  of  the  fighting  strength  was  thus 
in  line,  ten  of  the  twelve  guns  being  massed  in  the  centre,  and  two  on  the  extreme 
rioflit.

For  the  first  half-hour  the  enemy’s  artillery  had  made  no  sign,  but  by  degrees 
battery  after  battery  was  unmasked,  till  eventually  the  fire  of  thirty  guns  was 
concentrated  on  the  British  position.  The  infantry  were  ordered  to  lie  down,  but 
there  was  little  or  no  cover  for  the  artillery  and  cavalry,  nor  could  the  latter  be 
withdrawn  out  of  range,  as  it  was  necessary  to  demonstrate  continuously  against 
the  swarm  of  Afghan  horsemen,  which  from  the  first  began  circling  round  both 
flanks  and  threatening  the  baggage.  The  Ghazis  on  the  right  advanced  to  within 
500  yards  of  the  infantry,  but  recoiling  before  the  Martini  fire  of  the  66th,  sought 
cover  in  a  small  watercourse  and  remained  stationary. 

For  two  hours  the  artillery  duel  was  continued  with  little  change  in  the  dis¬ 
position  of  the  British  troops,  two  of  the  smooth-bore  guns,  under  Captain  Slade, 
being  temporarily  withdrawn  to  the  left,  however,  to  check  an  advance  in  that  quarter. 
During  this  period  the  numbers  of  the  enemy  on  either  flank  were  continually 
augmented,  and  though  General  Nuttall’s  force  succeeded  in  preventing  the  Afghan 
horsemen  establishing  themselves  in  the  immediate  rear  of  the  British  infantry,  its 
strength  was  totally  inadequate  to  control  the  more  extended  flanking  operations, 
and  in  a  short  time  the  brigade  was  all  but  surrounded,  the  rear-guard  being  hotly 
engaged  in  protecting  the  baggage.  By  2  o’clock  p.m.  the  cavalry  had  lost  14  per 
cent,  of  the  men  in  the  front  line  and  149  horses,  and  though  the  infantry,  lying  on 
the  ground,  had  not  suffered  so  severely,  they  had  not  escaped  punishment.  The 
day  was  unusually  hot  and  sultry,  and  want  of  water  had  soon  began  to  tell  upon 
the  Sepoys,  who  were  continually  leaving  the  ranks  and  falling  to  the  rear  to  assuage 
their  thirst. 

About  2.30  p.m.,  the  smooth-bore  guns  ran  short  of  ammunition,  and  a  few 
minutes  later  were  ordered  to  the  rear  to  replenish.  Their  withdrawal  was  followed 
by  a  general  move  along  the  enemy’s  front,  the  Afghan  horsemen  on  the  British 
left  spreading  out  in  loose  order  and  endeavouring  to  complete  the  cordon  around 
the  British  troops,  the  right  rear  of  the  column  having  been  already  turned  by 
large  bodies  of  mounted  and  dismounted  irregulars,  who  had  taken  possession  of 
the  village  of  Mundabad.  The  fire  of  the  enemy’s  guns  now  momentarily  slackened, 
and  swarms  of  Ghazis  appeared  to  be  preparing  to  rush  upon  the  British  centre 
and  left.  At  this  critical  juncture  the  two  companies  of  Jacob’s  Rifles  on  thq 
extreme  left  fell  back  in  disorder,  the  men,  who  had  been  suffering  severely  from 
want  of  water,  being  completely  cowed  by  the  heavy  artillery  fire  to  which  they  had 
been  subjected,  and  the  casualties  which  had  occurred  in  their  ranks.  Unsteadied 
by  the  Rifles,  the  1st  Grenadiers,  which  had  twice  successfully  checked  the  advance 
of  the  enemy,  also  gave  way,  and  a  few  moments  afterwards  the  collapse  on  the 
left  flank  was  complete,  the  Native  Infantry  rolling  up  like  a  wave  towards  the 
right,  the  Sepoys,  surrounded  and  mixed  up  with  the  Ghazis,  being  swept  back  on 
the  guns  of  E/B,  R.H.A.  A  very  gallant  stand  was  here  made  by  the  artillery, 
who  had  throughout  borne  the  brunt  of  the  enemy’s  fire,  the  gunners,  ably  seconded 
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by  the  little  detachment  of  Sappers  under  Lieut.  Henn,  R.  E.,  fighting  the  Ghazis 
with  handspikes,  sponge-rods,  and  other  improvised  weapons.  When  the  order  to 
limber  up  and  retire  was  reluctantly  given,  there  was  barely  sufficient  time  to  carry 
it  out,  and  the  two  guns  under  Lieut.  Maclaine,  which  occupied  a  position  a  little  in 
advance  of  the  rest  of  the  battery,  remaining  behind  to  fire  one  more  round,  fell  into 
the  enemy’s  hands.  The  Ghazis  now  threw  the  whole  of  their  strength  on  the 
retreating  Native  Infantry,  who,  in  one  hopelessly  confused  mass  were  falling  back 
upon  the  66th  Foot.  The  havoc  which  ensued  was  appalling.  Officers  and  men 
were  carried  back  by  sheer  weight  of  numbers,  the  Sepoys,  making  little  attempt  to 
defend  themselves,  in  many  instances,  being  literally  dragged  out  of  the  ranks  and 
massacred.  A  cavalry  charge  was  now  ordered  as  a  last  resource  to  cover  the 
infantry  retirement,  but  cavalry,  as  well  as  infantry,  were  demoralized  by  the  terrible 
artillery  fire  to  which  they  had  been  subjected,  and  in  consequence  of  a  considerable 
detachment  being  absent  on  duty  with  the  baggage  in  rear,  and  of  many  horses 
having  been  killed  or  disabled,  General  Nuttall  had  only  255  sabres  at  his  disposal. 
With  these  numbers  a  charge  was  made  in  the  direction  of  the  captured  guns,  but 
not  being  driven  home,  it  failed,  and  the  troopers  retired  in  disorder.  All 
subsequent  attempts  made  at  this  time  to  induce  the  men  to  rally  were  unsuccessful, 
and  the  squadrons  were  withdrawn  to  the  east  side  of  the  main  ravine  immediately 
in  front  of  the  village  of  Mundabad,  where,  covered  by  the  horse  artillery  guns, 
they  again  formed  up  facing  the  enemy.  In  the  meantime  the  infantry,  hemmed  in 
by  the  Ghazis  on  all  sides,  retired  laboriously  towards  the  village  of  Khig,  situated 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  north-east  of  Mundabad.  After  crossing  the  ravine  the 
scattered  remnants  of  the  Native  Infantry  streamed  away  to  the  eastward.  All 
General  Burrows’s  efforts  to  rally  them  were  unavailing;  discipline  was  utterly  gone, 
and  in  spite  of  every  endeavour  to  induce  them  to  close  on  the  cavalry  and  artillery, 
the  fugitives  persisted  in  inclining  away  in  a  direction  which  carried  them  farther 
and  farther  from  water.  A  small  number  had,  however,  joined  a  body  of  the 
66th,  which,  rallying  round  its  colours,  made  a  gallant  stand,  with  a  small  party  of 
the  Sappers,  in  a  garden  enclosure  near  Khig.  Here,  amongst  others,  several 
officers  of  the  66th,  including  Colonel  Galbraith,  were  killed,  and  the  little  force 
becoming  rapidly  outflanked,  again  retired,  making  stand  after  stand,  until  at  last 
only  eleven  men  survived.  So  valiantly  did  these  eleven  bear  themselves  that  it 
was  not  till  the  last  man  was  disabled  that  the  Ghazis  dared  to  advance  on  them. 
Amongst  this  band  were  Major  Blackwood,  R.H.A.,  Lieut.  Henn,  R.E.,  and  Lieut. 
Hinde,  1st  Grenadiers. 

Whilst  the  infantry  was  thus  hotly  engaged  in  the  enclosures  of  the  village  of 
Khig,  the  cavalry,  covered  by  the  guns,  and  now  in  proper  formation,  moved  on 
after  the  baggage,  which  was  by  this  time  stretching  away  for  miles  in  the  direction 
of  Kandahar.  One  or  more  of  the  enemy’s  guns  opened  fire  upon  this  portion  of  the 
force,  but  a  single  troop  was  sufficient  to  hold  the  irregular  horse,  who  attempted  to 
follow,  completely  in  check.  The  majority  of  the  men  wounded  early  in  the  day 
were  at  this  time  well  in  advance  with  the  smooth-bore  battery,  but  others,  less  for¬ 
tunate,  had  fallen  behind,  and  were  picked  up  and  carried  on.  At  5  p.m.  the  bed  of 
the  Khushk-i-Nakhud  river,  about  four  miles  from  the  scene  of  action,  was  reached, 
and  the  two  lines  of  stragglers  effected  a  junction.  The  retreat  was  then  continued, 
a  troop  of  cavalry  covering  the  rear  as  before,  with  the  aid  of  the  horse  artillery 
guns,  the  limbers  of  which  were  now  crowded  with  wounded.  Pursuit  had  by  this 
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time  practically  ceased,  and  although  groups  of  the  enemy’s  horse  were  seen  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  river-bed,  they  were  kept  at  a  distance  by  the  fire  of  the 
dismounted  troopers. 

The  line  of  baggage  and  wounded  officers  and  men  formed  a  straggling  column 
upwards  of  six  miles  in  length,  and  were  following  a  route  which,  after  passing 
within  a  short  distance  of  the  camping-ground  previously  occupied  at  Khushk-i- 
Nakhud,  crossed  a  bare  and  waterless  expanse  to  Hanz-i-Madat,  sixteen  miles 
distant.  Shortly  before  nightfall  General  Burrows  pushed  forward  with  the  main 
body  of  the  cavalry  by  a  divergent  route  towards  Ata  Karez  for  water,  and  an 
orderly  was  sent  forward  to  turn  the  retreating  line  in  that  direction ;  the  rout, 
however,  had  become  so  general,  and  the  remnants  of  the  brigade  were  so  widely 
scattered,  that  this  was  found  to  be  impossible,  and  the  greater  number  of  the 
fugitives,  suffering  agonies  of  thirst,  and  impelled  onward  by  alarms  which  were 
constantly  raised  that  the  enemy  were  in  close  pursuit,  struggled  painfully  on  to 
Hanz-i-Madat,  which  was  at  length  reached  shortly  before  midnight.  After  a  long 
search,  a  well  was  found,  and  water  was  obtained  for  the  first  time  after  leaving  the 
battle-field.  The  first  care  was  for  the  wounded  on  the  guns,  and  at  the  end  of  an 
hour  every  one  had  drunk.  Stragglers  were  continually  coming  in,  and  at  once 
hurried  to  the  water,  each  succeeding  quarter  of  an  hour  adding  largely  to  the 
numbers ;  happily,  however,  the  noisy  gathering,  struggling  angrily  for  precedence, 
was  completely  unmolested,  although  the  barking  of  watch-dogs  gave  warning  that 
a  village  was  not  far  distant.  After  half  an  hour’s  rest  the  troops  struggled  on  to 
Asu  Khan,  where  the  cultivated  portion  of  the  Argandab  was  entered,  and 
numerous  villages  had  to  be  passed  through.  The  news  of  the  defeat  had  been 
spread  by  the  retainers  of  the  Wali  Shere  Ali  Khan,  who  had  sought  safety  in  flight 
from  the  battle-field  early  in  the  day,  and  as  soon  as  it  grew  light  large  numbers  of 
armed  villagers,  greedy  for  loot,  turned  out  and  harassed  the  retreat.  Hovering 
around  the  line,  they  made  dashes  wherever  a  gap  occurred,  and  numbers  of  fol¬ 
lowers  fell  victims  to  their  knives.  The  troops  had  to  fight,  more  or  less,  all  the 
way  to  Kokaran,  from  whence  a  small  force  under  Brigadier-General  Brooke, 
which  had  been  sent  to  their  aid,  covered  the  further  retirement  to  Kandahar,  and 
was  instrumental  in  saving  a  large  number  of  followers  from  destruction.  Between 
Asu  Khan  and  Sinjiri,  Lieut.  Whitby,  ist  Grenadiers,  was  killed,  and  Lieut. 
Maclaine,  R.H.A.,  taken  prisoner,  both  officers  having  been  surprised  while 
in  search  of  water.  Besides  the  two  horse  artillery  guns  captured  by  the  enemy, 
five  of  the  smooth-bore  guns  had  to  be  abandoned,  one  after  the  other,  during  the 
retreat,  four  of  the  horses  in  one  team  alone  dying  of  exhaustion.  About  noon  on 
the  28th  the  remnants  of  the  brigade  reached  Kandahar.  Out  of  a  total  of  2,476  of 
all  ranks,  engaged  on  this  disastrous  day,  964,  including  20  officers,  were  killed,  and 
r 6 7,  including  9  officers,  wounded;  331  regimental  followers  and  201  horses  were 
also  killed,  and  7  followers  and  68  horses  wounded. 

The  first  news  of  the  reverse  which  had  been  sustained  reached  Kandahar  at 
1.30  a.m.,  on  the  28th  of  July,  and  with  a  view  to  covering  the  retreat  of  the 
defeated  troops,  Brigadier-General  Brooke  started  from  cantonments  at  5  a.m.  with 
40  sabres  Poona  Horse,  two  guns,  C/2,  R.A.,  70  rifles  7th  Fusiliers,  and  100  rifles 
28th  Native  Infantry,  and  pushed  forward  along  the  Herat  road.  Rapidly  clearing 
the  village  of  Abasabad,  the  gardens  of  which  were  full  of  armed  men,  the  little 
column  emerged  into  the  open  country  beyond,  continually  meeting  small  bodies  of 
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fugitives,  each  of  whom  imagined  that  they  were  the  last  survivors  of  the  ill-fated 
brigade.  At  9  a.m.,  after  dislodging  the  enemy  from  a  strong  position  they  had 
taken  up,  the  force  reached  the  eastern  outskirts  of  Kokaran,  and  took  up  a  position 
commanding  the  village  and  the  Herat  road,  while  a  small  body  of  cavalry  under 
Captain  Anderson  went  forward  to  communicate  with  General  Burrows,  who,  with 
the  remnants  of  his  brigade,  was  seen  halted  about  one  mile  west  of  the  village. 
Large  numbers  of  armed  men,  who  had  for  some  time  been  cutting  off  and  killing 
stragglers  from  the  retiring  force,  were  now  observed  streaming  out  of  the  fortified 
enclosure  of  Kokoran,  and  taking  up  a  strong  position  on  the  right  flank  of  General 
Brooke’s  column  ;  a  few  shells  and  a  rapid  demonstration,  however,  soon  put  them  to 
flight.  After  the  retreating  force  had  passed  through  the  village,  General  Brooke 
withdrew  his  cavalry,  which  had  meantime  been  watching  a  ford  of  the  Argandab 
river  a  mile  in  advance.  During  their  retirement  the  enemy,  emboldened  by  the 
preparations  for  departure,  suddenly  rushed  down  from  the  neighbouring  heights  in 
great  numbers  to  cut  them  off ;  but  Captain  Anderson  succeeded  in  cutting  his  way 
through  their  midst,  with  the  loss  of  only  one  man  killed.  The  whole  force  then 
moved  on  towards  Kandahar,  General  Brooke  covering  the  retirement,  which  was 
unmolested  for  three  miles,  when  a  message  was  received  from  the  front  that  the 
village  of  Abasabad  and  the  hills  immediately  above  it  were  strongly  occupied  by 
the  enemy.  The  two  guns  of  C/2,  R.A.,  under  Captain  Law,  and  the  cavalry  under 
Captain  Anderson,  were  at  once  pushed  through  Burrows’s  halted  force,  followed  by 
Brooke’s  infantry.  A  well-directed  artillery  fire  soon  cleared  the  hills,  after  which 
the  skirmishers,  a  second  time  that  day,  swept  the  garden  enclosures  of  the  village. 
General  Burrows  then  moved  on  without  further  molestation  to  the  cantonments, 
from  whence  a  company  of  the  7th  Fusiliers  under  Captain  Adderley  was  despatched 
to  hold  the  eastern  outskirts  of  Abasabad  during  the  retirement  of  Brooke’s  column. 
On  arriving  at  the  cantonments  all  the  wounded  and  sick  were  sent  into  the  citadel, 
whither  they  were  followed  by  the  remainder  of  the  force  the  same  evening. 

In  the  meantime,  at  Kandahar  preparations  for  a  siege  had  been  commenced. 
It  being  considered  impossible  to  retain  the  cantonments,  which,  besides  having  no 
military  defences  of  any  kind,  and  being  commanded  on  one  side  by  two  low  hills, 
were  also  without  an  independent  water  supply,  it  was  decided  to  concentrate  the 
British  force  in  and  near  the  citadel ;  but  as  this  could  not  possibly  have  been  held 
against  an  enemy  in  possession  of  the  city,  it  became  necessary  to  adopt  the  only 
alternative,  and  to  occupy  the  latter  also. 

The  city  of  Kandahar  is  in  form  quadrilateral,  with  a  total  perimeter  of  6,286 
yards,  its  walls  being  built  of  solid  sun-dried  masonry,  varying  from  eighteen  to 
twenty-five  feet  in  height.  The  citadel  is  a  square  of  268  yards,  its  northern  face 
lying  seventy-three  yards  within  the  northern  wall  of  the  city,  to  meet  which  the 
eastern  and  western  faces  are  prolonged. 

By  dusk  on  the  28th  of  July  the  whole  force  was  withdrawn  from  the  canton¬ 
ments,  and  told  off  for  duty  on  the  city  walls.  The  effective  garrison  on  the  night 
of  the  28th,  including  the  survivors  of  General  Burrows’s  force,  numbered  4,360  °1 
all  ranks  and  arms.  A  detachment  of  the  19th  Native  Infantry  and  Poona  Horse  at 
Mandi  Hissar  was  recalled  to  Kandahar,  while  the  garrisons  of  Abdul  Rahman,  Mel 
Karez,  Dabrai,  and  Gatai  were  ordered  to  fall  back  on  Chaman. 

A  cavalry  reconnaissance  sent  out  on  the  morning  of  the  29th  of  July,  found 
the  abandoned  cantonment  looted  and  partly  burnt,  and  the  whole  country  covered 
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with  armed  men.  The  following  day  orders  were  issued  that  the  whole  of  the 
Pathan  population,  whose  presence  in  Kandahar  was  considered  to  be  a  source  of 
the  utmost  danger,  should  leave  the  city,  and  that  in  the  afternoon  search  parties 
would  go  round  to  ascertain  that  the  order  was  being  obeyed.  .  This  eventually 
resulted  in  about  12,000  persons  moving  out,  no  opposition  having  been  offered. 
The  next  care  was  to  improve  and  strengthen  the  existing  fortifications  both  inside 
and  out.  Numerous  walls  and  houses  which  had  been  built  up  to  the  city  gate 
were  destroyed,  free  communication  along  the  entire  length  of  the  walls  was 
arranged,  platforms  for  mounting  guns  in  important  positions  were  constructed  and 
repaired,  an  entanglement  of  telegraph  wire  was  drawn  round  the  city,  abattis  were 
placed  in  front  of  all  the  entrances  and  weak  portions  of  the  walls,  and  numerous 
other  works  undertaken.  Though  every  available  man  was  employed  on  work  all 
day,  it  was  not  until  the  13th  of  August  that  the  Commanding  Royal  Engineer 
reported  that  he  had  no  further  need  of  military  labour.  During  this  period 
covering  parties  were  daily  engaged  with  the  enemy,  and  in  a  sharp  skirmish  on  the 
1 2th  of  August  inflicted  severe  loss  upon  them,  killing,  amongst  others,  the  Governor 
of  Farah. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  the  8th  of  August,  the  enemy  opened  artillery  fire  on 
the  citadel  from  Picquet  Hill,  an  eminence  behind  the  old  cantonment,  which  Ayub 
Khan  had  chosen  for  the  site  of  his  camp,  and  shortly  afterwards  brought  guns  to 
bear  on  the  city  from  the  villages  of  Deh  Khoja  and  Deh  Khati.  This  fire, 
though  it  was  sustained  regularly  for  many  days,  did  little  or  no  harm,  excellent 
cover  being  found  for  both  men  and  animals  behind  the  walls  of  the  citadel. 

The  enemy  having  clearly  shown  his  intention  of  making  a  complete  and  careful 
investment  of  Kandahar,  by  occupying  and  fortifying  the  adjacent  villages,  under 
cover  of  which  batteries  could  at  any  time  be  unmasked,  and  there  being  no  reliable 
information  regarding  his  actual  dispositions,  General  Primrose  decided  on  making 
a  sortie  to  force  him  to  show  his  hand.  The  village  of  Deh  Khoja,  situated  about 
half  a  mile  east  of  the  city,  was  selected  as  the  point  of  attack,  and  in  accordance 
with  arrangements  made  on  the  afternoon  of  the  previous  day,  a  force  consisting  of 
four  companies  each  of  the  7th  Fusiliers,  19th  and  28th  Native  Infantry,  in  all  800 
rifles,  together  with  a  detachment  of  Sappers,  the  whole  under  the  command  of 
Brigadier-General  Brooke,  proceeded  at  dawn  on  the  16th  of  August  to  clear  the 
village,  and,  if  possible,  destroy  any  works  the  enemy  might  have  constructed  under 
cover  of  the  walls,  while  Brigadier-General  Nuttall  co-operated  with  100  sabres  each 
of  the  3rd  Light  Cavalry,  the  Poona  Horse,  and  the  3rd  Sind  Horse.  The  infantry 
were  divided  into  three  columns — the  1st  under  Lieut.-Colonel  Daubeny,  7th 
Fusiliers,  consisting  of  two  companies  7th  Fusiliers  and  two  companies  19th  Native 
Infantry;  the  2nd,  under  Lieut.-Col.  Nimmo,  28th  Native  Infantry,  consisting  of 
one  company  7th  Fusiliers  and  three  companies  28th  Native  Infantry  ;  and  the  3rd, 
under  Colonel  Heathcote,  19th  Native  Infantry,  consisting  of  one  company  7th 
Fusiliers,  two  companies  19th  Native  Infantry,  and  one  company  28th  Native 
I  nfantry. 

At  4.30  a.m.,  the  cavalry  emerged  from  the  city  by  the  Iclgah  Gate  and  trotted 
round  to  the  east  of  Deh  Khoja,  to  keep  the  ground  clear  in  that  direction  and  pre¬ 
vent  the  arrival  of  reinforcements;  at  4.45  a.m.,  one  of  the  40-pounders,  two 
9-pounders,  and  two  8-inch  mortars  opened  fire  on  the  village  from  the  city  walls  ; 
and  at  5  a.m.  the  first  two  parties  of  infantry,  under  Colonels  Daubeny  and  Nimmo, 
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debouched  from  the  Kabul  Gate,  and  made  for  the  south  of  the  village,  which  they 
entered,  under  a  heavy  fire,  half  an  hour  later. 

At  this  time  large  numbers  of  Ghazis  were  seen  making  for  Deh  Khoja,  across 
the  open  ground  to  the  south  ;  a  well-delivered  charge  by  a  troop  of  the  3rd 
Light  Cavalry,  under  Lieut.  Geoghegan,  however,  drove  them  back,  with  heavy 
loss,  into  broken  ground,  where  further  pursuit  was  hopeless.  A  few  minutes 
afterwards  they  again  collected  in  large  numbers,  and  attempted  to  cross  from  the 
south  ;  but  Major  Trench,  19th  Native  Infantry,  who  had  seized  a  position  on  the 
extreme  British  right,  with  two  companies  of  his  regiment,  met  them  with  three 
well-directed  volleys,  and  General  Nuttall,  falling  upon  them  with  the  3rd  Light 
Cavalry  and  Poona  Horse,  cut  up  many  of  their  number,  and  forced  the  remainder 
to  seek  shelter  a  second  time  in  the  broken  ground. 

In  the  meantime  the  two  attacking  columns  forced  their  way,  under  a  heavy 
fire,  through  the  southern  portion  of  the  village ;  but  it  soon  became  evident 
that  the  force  at  General  Brooke’s  disposal  was  quite  inadequate  in  strength 
to  perform  the  heavy  task  which  had  been  allotted  to  it.  Every  door  was 
blockaded,  every  wall  loop-holed,  every  loop-hole  occupied  by  a  rifle,  and  all  that 
could  be  done  was  to  press  on  and  seize,  if  possible,  one  or  more  houses  in  rear  of 
the  village,  whence  to  work  back,  clearing  the  walls  and  enclosures  en  route ,  and  so 
giving  the  sappers  an  opportunity  of  demolishing  the  outer  wall  facing  the  Kabul 
Gate.  The  3rd  column,  under  Colonel  Heathcote,  supported  the  movement  by 
lining  the  walls  in  the  fields,  close  to  the  south  and  east  of  the  village,  and  suc¬ 
ceeded,  to  some  extent,  in  drawing  the  fire  of  its  defenders.  Every  minute  the 
troops  within  the  village  itself  were  getting  spread  over  a  wider  and  wider  area,  it 
being  necessary  to  guard  the  cross  streets,  as  they  were  passed,  to  prevent  the 
columns  being  taken  in  rear.  General  Brooke  now  reported  his  position  as  un¬ 
tenable,  and  General  Primrose,  who  was  watching  the  progress  of  affairs  from 
Kandahar,  ordered  the  troops  to  be  recalled,  the  movement  to  be  covered  by  artil¬ 
lery  and  rifle  fire  from  the  city  walls.  On  receiving  this  order,  Brooke  sent  to 
Nuttall,  requesting  him  to  cover  the  retirement  of  the  infantry,  which  were  still 
south  of  the  village  ;  and  the  supporting  column,  with  Trench’s  companies,  then  fell 
back  to  the  Kabul  Gate,  followed  by  the  cavalry,  whose  withdrawal  was  the  signal 
for  the  advance  of  every  Afghan  who  had  hitherto  been  held  in  check  by  them. 
Every  wall  in  the  fields  and  gardens  was  immediately  lined  by  the  enemy’s 
skirmishers,  who  kept  up  a  crushing  fire,  from  which  the  cavalry  suffered  heavily 
before  reaching  the  city  walls. 

By  this  time  General  Brooke’s  troops,  broken  up  into  small  detachments,  had 
penetrated  to  the  north  of  Deh  Khoja,  where,  under  cover  of  some  high  walls,  they 
obtained  a  brief  respite ;  but  finding  it  impossible  to  make  good  their  hold,  they 
endeavoured  shortly  afterwards  to  make  their  way  back  through  the  village.  The 
enemy’s  reinforcements  were,  however,  arriving  in  swarms,  and  the  fire  from  the 
loop-holes  was  terribly  severe  ;  three  bodies  of  the  British  troops,  at  last,  extricated 
themselves,  two  by  the  north  and  one  by  the  west,  and  rallied,  to  a  certain  extent, 
behind  walls  in  the  fields.  Brigadier-General  Brooke,  while  supporting  Captain 
Cruickshank,  R.E.,  who  was  severely  wounded,  was  himself  shot  down,  Captain 
Cruickshank  being  killed  immediately  afterwards.  The  disastrous  retirement  was 
at  length  completed  about  7  a.m.,  when  the  firing  ceased,  and  the  enemy  were  seen 
carrying  away  their  dead,  some  being  evidently  leaders  of  consequence.  The  total 
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number  of  British  troops  engaged  in  this  sortie  was  1,556,  of  whom  106,  including 
8  British  officers,  were  killed,  and  1 17  wounded.  The  troops  behaved  with  the 
utmost  gallantry  throughout,  and  many  individual  acts  of  heroism  were  per¬ 
formed. 

Whilst  the  fighting  was  going  on  in  Deh  Khoja,  the  enemy  opened  artillery 
fire  on  the  city  from  Picquet  Hill  and  from  a  gun  in  position  about  1,200  yards  from 
the  west  face  of  the  city  wall.  They  also  attempted  to  form  up  their  infantry  in 
the  old  cantonments  ;  but  the  answering  fire  from  the  city  effectually  prevented 
them  carrying  out  their  intention,  and  within  an  hour  their  guns  were  silenced,  one 
of  them  on  Picquet  Hill  being  dismounted. 

During  this  day  a  messenger  arrived  from  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  reporting  that  a 
large  British  force  was  being  collected  at  Quetta,  and  that  a  strong  division,  under 
Sir* Frederick  Roberts,  had  left  Kabul  for  Kandahar  on  the  7th  instant. 

In  reporting  on  the  events  of  the  16th  of  August,  General  Primrose  stated  his 
opinion  that  although  disastrous  as  regards  the  heavy  British  losses,  the  sortie  had 
a  good  effect  on  the  spirits  and  morale  of  his  troops,  which  had  been  considerably 
shaken  by  the  results  of  the  action  of  Maiwand  ;  and  further,  that  by  it  the  confi¬ 
dence  of  the  enemy  received  a  shock  from  which  it  never  recovered,  hardly  another 
shot  being  fired  till  the  garrison  of  Kandahar  was  relieved. 

On  the  receipt  of  news  in  India  of  the  reverse  which  had  been  sustained  at 
Maiwand,  and  of  the  subsequent  investment  of  Kandahar  by  the  Afghan  forces, 
measures  for  the  relief  of  the  beleaguered  garrison  were  immediately  decided  on, 
orders  being  issued  for  the  formation  and  equipment  of  two  strong  divisions  destined 
to  advance  simultaneously  from  the  north  and  east  and  co-operate  in  the  overthrow 
of  Ayub  Khan  :  the  one,  under  the  command  of  Sir  Frederick  Roberts,  from 
Kabul,  and  the  other,  under  the  command  of  General  Phayre,  from  Quetta..  It 
was  also  determined  that  the  events  which  had  happened  should  not  be  permitted 
to  interfere  with  the  projected  evacuation  of  Northern  Afghanistan,  and  that  while 
General  Roberts  moved  southwards  on  Kandahar  to  raise  the  siege  of  that  city, 
General  Stewart  should  retire  the  remainder  of  the  troops  in  Northern  Afghanistan 
by  the  Khyber  route  to  India.  Conformably  with  this  decision,  the  detached 
brigades  were  recalled  to  Kabul  from  the  outlying  districts,  and  the  equipment  of 
a  division  for  special  service  under  the  command  of  Sir  Frederic^  Roberts  was 
hastened  forward  with  all  speed.  At  the  beginning  of  the  second  week  in  August 
this  force  quitted  Kabul  on  its  march  southwards,  and  the  remainder  of  the  troops, 
combined  in  one  division  under  the  command  of  Major-General  Hills,  and  consist¬ 
ing  of  three  brigades  commanded  respectively  by  Brigadier-Generals  C.  Gough, 
R.  Hughes,  and  W.  Daunt,  made  preparations  for  immediately  evacuating  the 
capital. 

At  7  a.m.  on  the  11th  of  August,  1880,  the  new  Amir  was  received  in  Durbar 
outside  the  western  gate  of  Sherpur  by  Sir  Donald  Stewart,  Major-General  Hills, 
and  other  officers,  as  well  as  by  many  of  the  political  staff  under  Mr.  Griffin,  and 
about  7.30,  a.m.,  the  whole  of  the  British  troops  in  Kabul  moved  off  in  three 
parallel  columns  to  Butkhak,  after  the  Bala  Hissar  and  the  cantonments  had  been 
handed  over  to  Abdul  Rahman’s  representatives.  During  the  next  few  weeks  the 
gradual  retirement  of  the  Khyber  Line  Force  was  continued  in  conjunction  with 
the  movements  of  the  Kabul  brigades,  and  by  the  second  week  in  September,  1880, 
the  last  of  the  troops  destined  for  India  had  reached  Burj  Hari  Singh,  four  miles 
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west  of  Peshawar,  where  a  standing  camp  had  been  formed.  The  frontier  of  the 
treaty  of  Gandamak  was  again  adopted  on  the  Peshawar-Jalalabad  line,  and  the 
military  situation  in  the  Khyber  was  almost  identical  with  that  which  had  existed 
at  the  moment  of  the  Kabul  outbreak  of  the  3rd  September,  1879. 

The  force  which  had  been  placed  at  Sir  Frederick  Roberts’s  disposal  for  the 
relief  of  Kandahar  comprised  three  brigades  of  infantry,  one  brigade  of  cavalry,  and 
three  batteries  of  mountain  guns — the  1st  Infantry  Brigade  consisting  of  the  92nd 
Highlanders,  23rd  Pioneers,  45th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  and  2nd  Goorkhas ;  the 
2nd  Infantry  Brigade  consisting  of  the  72nd  Highlanders,  2nd  Sikh  Infantry,  3rd 
Sikh  Infantry,  and  5th  Goorkhas;  the  3rd  Infantry  Brigade  consisting  of  the 
2/6oth  Rifles,  15th  Sikhs,  25th  Punjab  Native  Infantry,  and  4th  Goorkhas;  the 
Cavalry  Brigade  consisting  of  the  9th  Lancers,  3rd  Bengal  Cavalry,  3rd  Punjab 
Cavalry,  and  Central  India  Horse ;  and  the  Artillery  Division  consisting  of 
Battery  6/8,  R.A.,  1 1/9,  R.A.,  and  No.  2  Mountain  Battery  :  in  all,  2,562  British 
troops,  7,151  Native  troops,  273  British  officers,  and  18  guns.  Major-General 
Ross  commanded  the  Infantry  Division,  the  1st,  the  2nd,  and  3rd  Brigades  of 
which  were  commanded  respectively  by  Brigadier-Generals  Macpherson,  Baker, 
and  MacGregor;  Brigadier-General  Hugh  Gough  commanded  the  Cavalry  Brigade, 
and  Colonel  A.  C.  Johnson  the  Artillery;  Colonel  JE.  Perkins  held  the  position  of 
Commanding  Royal  Engineer,  and  Deputy  Surgeon-General  Hanbury  that  of 
Principal  Medical  Officer.  The  object  of  the  expedition  being  to  reach  Kandahar 
in  the  shortest  possible  time,  and  it  being  not  improbable  that  the  main  road 
would  have  to  be  left  should  the  Afghan  army  endeavour  to  make  its  way  towards 
Ghazni  and  Kabul  by  the  valleys  of  the  Argandab  and  Arghastan,  it  was  decided 
that  no  wheeled  guns  or  transport  should  accompany  the  force,  that  the  baggage 
should  be  lightened  as  much  as  possible,  that  the  supplies  carried  should  be  reduced 
to  a  minimum,  and  that  the  baggage-animals  should  not  include  camels. 

The  Kabul- Kandahar  Field  Force  moved  into  camp  by  brigades  on  the  8th  of 
August  in  the  vicinity  of  Kabul,  and  the  following  morning  commenced  its  march. 
The  route  lay  through  the  fertile  Logar  Valley,  that  line  being  chosen  instead  of 
the  usual  road  by  Maidan,  on  account  of  the  facilities  it  offered  for  collecting 
supplies.  Ghazni,  ninety-eight  miles  distant  from  Kabul,  was  reached  on  the 
seventh  day  of  the  march,  and  the  force  encamped  on  the  east  side  of  the  city,  the 
keys  of  which  were  handed  over  by  the  Governor  to  Sir  F.  Roberts.  Though  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Wardak  country  were  unfriendly  to  the  new  Amir,  no  hostilities 
had  been  attempted,  and  Major  Hastings,  the  principal  political  officer  accompany¬ 
ing  the  force,  had  found  no  great  difficulty  in  managing  the  various  headmen. 
Supplies,  forage,  wood,  and  water  had  been  plentiful.  The  march  had  commenced 
daily  about  4  a.m.,  and  wherever  possible  had  been  carried  out  in  two  or  three 
parallel  lines  ;  the  troops  were  encamped  by  1  or  2  p.m.,  the  baggage  being  usually 
reported  all  in  by  5  p.m.  ;  the  road,  though  difficult,  had  been  generally  good ;  the 
thermometer  by  day  had  varied  between  84°  and  920  in  the  shade.  No  further 
tidings  of  the  beleaguered  garrison  having  been  as  yet  received,  the  Lieutenant- 
General  determined  to  push  on  with  all  speed,  and  some  hours  before  daybreak  on 
the  16th  of  August  the  Field  Force  was  again  in  motion. 

On  the  20th  of  August,  shortly  after  reaching  Panjak,  General  Roberts  received 
a  letter  from  Colonel  Tanner,  29th  Bombay  Native  Infantry,  commanding  at 
Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  written  on  the  18th,  intimating  that  all  was  well  with  his  garrison, 
11.  p 
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that  the  neighbourhood  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  was  quiet,  and  that  General  Phayre, 
writing  from  Quetta  on  the  12th  of  August,  had  stated  that  he  hoped  to  be  in 
Kandahar  on  the  2nd  of  September  at  latest.  The  following  day  heliographic 
communication  was  opened  with  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and  by  this  means  news  was  heard 
of  the  welfare  of  the  garrison  of  Kandahar  :  that  they  were  in  no  straits  for  supplies 
for  troops  and  followers,  that  they  were  all  in  good  health  and  spirits,  and  that  they 
had  forage  sufficient  to  hold  out  for  some  little  time.  Under  these  circumstances 
it  was  decided  to  push  on,  and  give  the  troops  a  well-earned  rest  of  one  day  at 
Kalat-i-Ghilzai  ;  here  the  Field  Force  arrived  on  the  23rd,  the  distance  from 
Ghazni,  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  miles,  having  been  marched  in  eight  days,  an 
average  daily  rate  of  sixteen  miles  and  three-quarters  having  been  sustained. 

Being  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  inconvenient  to  keep  open  communication 
with  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  for  some  time  to  come,  and  seeing  no  immediate  advantage  in 
continuing  its  occupation,  General  Roberts  determined  to  withdraw  the  garrison 
and  take  it  on  to  Kandahar.  All  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this  purpose  were 
made  during  the  day  the  force  halted,  the  24th  of  August ;  and  the  charge  of  the 
fort  was  handed  over  to  Muhammad  Sadik  Khan,  a  Toki  Ghilzai,  who  had 
possession  of  it  when  the  British  troops  under  Sir  Donald  Stewart  reached 
Kalat-i-Ghilzai  in  January,  1879.  The  following  day  the  march  was  resumed. 

On  the  26th  of  August,  at  Tirandaz,  news  was  received  from  General 
Primrose,  commanding  at  Kandahar,  that  on  the  23rd  Ayub  Khan  had  abandoned 
the  villages  to  the  east  and  west  of  Kandahar  ;  and  that  on  the  24th  he  had  struck 
his  camp  and  taken  up  a  position  in  the  Argandab  Valley  between  Baba  Wali  and 
Mazra,  due  north  of  the  city — thus  practically  abandoning  the  investment  of 
Kandahar. 

With  the  object  of  opening  communication  with  General  Primrose,  and  if 
possible,  with  General  Phayre,  who  was  advancing  from  Quetta,  Brigadier-General 
Hugh  Gough  was  despatched,  on  the  morning  of  the  27th  of  August,  with  two  regi¬ 
ments  of  cavalry  to  Robat,  a  distance  of  thirty-four  miles,  the  remainder  of  the  force 
moving  forward  the  same  day  about  half-way  to  that  village.  At  Robat  General 
Gough  was  met  by  Lieut-Colonel  St.  John,  the  Resident,  and  Major  Adam, 
Assistant  Quartermaster-General  at  Kandahar,  and  information  was  received  to 
the  effect  that  Ayub  Khan  was  strengthening  his  position,  which  was  said  to 
extend  from  Gandizan  to  Kotal-i-Murcha,  and  would  probably  make  a  stand. 
Upon  receipt  of  this  news  it  was  determined  by  the  Lieutenant-General  to  halt  one 
day  at  Robat,  and  to  divide  the  remaining  distance  to  Kandahar,  nineteen  miles, 
into  two  short  marches.  Soldiers,  followers,  and  transport  animals  had  been 
severely  taxed  by  the  long  and  continuous  marching,  and  were  beginning  to  feel 
the  effects  of  the  now  daily  increasing  heat ;  it  was  desirable,  moreover,  that  the 
troops  should  be  brought  into  Kandahar  in  as  'fresh  a  state  as  possible,  and  fit  for 
any  work  that  might  be  required  of  them. 

During  the  halt  at  Robat  on  the  29th,  General  Roberts  received  a  letter  from 
General  Phayre  stating  that  he  was  in  hopes  that  his  division,  which  had  been 
retarded  in  its  movements  for  want  of  transport,  would  be  assembled  at  Kila 
Abdulla  on  the  28th,  and  be  able  to  march  for  Kandahar  on  the  30th — a  date 
which,  it  was  apparent,  would  preclude  the  possibility  of  its  arrival  in  time  to 
co-operate  with  the  Kabul  force. 

On  the  31st  of  August  the  Field  Force  marched  at  3.30  a.m.  from  Mohmand, 
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whither  it  had  advanced  the  previous  day,  for  Kandahar.  Sir  Frederick  Roberts, 
who  had  been  ailing  for  some  time,  was  carried  in  a  dhoolie  till  within  two  miles 
of  the  city,  when  he  mounted  his  horse  in  time  to  meet  General  Primrose  and  his 
brigadiers,  a  little  to  the 'east  of  Deh  Khoja.  By  8.30  a.m.,  the  whole  force  had 
piled  arms  under  the  southern  face  of  the  city  in  front  of  the  Shikarpur  gate,  where 
breakfast  had  been  prepared  for  them  by  the  garrison.  All  the  baggage-animals 
were  here  unloaded  and  fed,  as  it  was  not  improbable  that  the  troops  might  have  to 
fight  for  their  camping-ground,  a  site  for  which  was  selected  north  of  the  city,  the 
right  resting  on  the  cantonments — commanded  by  the  Karez  Hill — and  the  left  on 
Old  Kandahar.  The  Karez  Hill  was,  however,  unoccupied  by  the  enemy,  and 
together  with  the  Picquet  Hill  was  held  by  the  1st  and  3rd  Brigades,  while  the 
2nd  Brigade  and  the  Cavalry  were  engaged  on  baggage  and  rear-guard  duties.  A 
few  distant  shots  were  fired  at  the  advance  guard,  but  no  decided  opposition  was 
met  with,  and  by  3  p.m.  the  whole  force  was  tented.  The  total  distance  from 
Kalat-i-Ghilzai  was  eighty-eight  miles,  which  had  been  traversed  in  seven  days, 
including  the  halt  at  Robat. 

Thus  was  brought  to  a  successful  issue  one  of  the  most  memorable  marches  of 
modern  times,  an  operation  that  had  been  unopposed  throughout,  owing,  possibly,  to 
the  good  offices  of  the  new  Amir,  and  had  fortunately  been  greatly  assisted  by  the 
favourable  condition  of  the  standing  crops  of  autumn  corn,  which  served  as  the 
principal  means  of  feeding  the  numerous  animals.  On  the  other  hand,  it  had  been 
carried  out  through  a  hostile  country  by  a  force  which  had  no  base,  and  no  assured 
line  of  retreat  in  the  event  of  a  reverse  from  the  southward ;  and  which  was  entirely 
dependent  upon  the  country  for  its  daily  supply  of  meat,  flour,  and  corn. 

From  the  encampment  of  the  Field  Force,  on  the  morning  of  the  31st  of 
August,  large  bodies  of  the  enemy  were  seen  occupying  the  Baba  Wali  Kotal, 
distant  two  miles  and  a  half  from  the  north-west  bastion  of  Kandahar,  while  work- 
ing  parties  were  observed  to  be  engaged  in  constructing  shelter-trenches  along  the 
crests  of  its  under-features  on  the  south-east,  and  by  a  cursory  examination  it  at 
once  became  evident  that  a  direct  attack  on  Ayub  Khan’s  position  would  be  attended 
with  severe  loss.  Under  these  circumstances,  Sir  Frederick  Roberts — who,  on 
arriving  at  Kandahar  had  assumed  supreme  command  of  the  troops  in  Southern 
Afghanistan  decided  on  a  turning  movement  by  the  enemy’s  right,  and  with  a 
view  of  ascertaining  how  this  operation  could  best  be  carried  out,  ordered  General 
Gough  to  proceed  with  the  3rd  Bengal  Cavalry,  3rd  Sikhs,  and  two  guns  of  1 1  /g, 
R.  A.,  to  make  as  complete  a  reconnaissance  as  possible. 

Starting  at  1  p.m.  on  the  31st,  General  Gough  made  his  way  towards  the  high 
ground  immediately  above  the  village  of  Gandizan,  and  halting  his  infantry  and 
guns,  advanced  about  two  miles  farther  with  the  cavalry  to  the  front  of  the  village  of 
Pir  Paimal,  where  it  was  found  the  enemy  were  strongly  entrenched.  As  soon  as 
the  fire  of  the  Afghan  troops  along  this  line  had  been  drawn,  the  cavalry  fell  slowly 
back,  the  guns  in  rear  being  meantime  brought  into  action  ;  partly  to  test  the  range, 
and  also  to  check  the  enemy,  who  now  advanced  in  such  numbers  that  eventually 
the  whole  of  the  3rd  Brigade,  and  part  of  the  1st  Brigade,  were  ordered  under  arms. 
The  required  information  having  been  obtained,  the  retirement  was  completed  by 
dusk,  not,  however,  without  the  loss  of  4  killed,  and  10  wounded.  During  the 
night  occasional  sharp  bursts  of  musketry  fire  took  place  along  the  line  of  picquets 
to  the  westward,  which  were  accordingly  strengthened. 
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In  the  meantime  General  Roberts’s  plan  of  operations  had  been  matured,  and 
was  personally  explained  by  him  at  6  a.m.  to  commanding  officers.  This  plan, 
briefly,  was  to  threaten  the  enemy’s  centre  and  left  (the  Baba  Wali  Kotal),  and  to 
attack  in  force  his  right  by  the  village  of  Pir  Paimal.  The  troops  were  to  breakfast 
at  7  a.m.,  and  to  be  in  position  soon  after  8  a.m. 

The  whole  of  the  infantry  of  the  Kabul- Kandahar  Field  Force,  to  whom  was 
entrusted  the  duty  of  carrying  the  enemy’s  position,  were  formed  up  in  rear  of  the 
low  hills  which  covered  the  front  of  the  British  camp,  the  right  being  at  Picquet 
Hill,  and  the  left  resting  on  Chilzani,  while  the  cavalry,  under  the  command  of 
Brigadier-General  Hugh  Gough,  was  held  in  readiness,  in  rear  of  the  left,  to  operate 
by  Gandizan  towards  the  bed  of  the  Argandab  river,  so  as  to  threaten  the  rear  of 
Ayub  Khan’s  camp,  and  endanger  his  line  of  retreat  towards  Girishk  and  Khakrez. 
Four  guns  of  E/B,  R.H.A.,  two  companies  of  the  2/7th  Fusiliers,  and  four  com¬ 
panies  of  the  28th  Native  Infantry,  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  General  Gough  to 
take  up  a  position  near  Gandizan,  and  when  opportunity  might  offer  to  support  his 
advance.  Small  detachments  of  the  2/7th  Fusiliers,  66th  Foot,  and  1st  and  30th 
Bombay  Native  Infantry  were  detailed  for  the  protection  of  the  city,  the  remaining 
troops  of  General  Primrose’s  command  being  ordered  to  be  distributed  as  follows  : — 
A  force  under  Brigadier-General  Daubeny,  composed  of  four  companies  66th  Foot, 
and  two  companies  each  of  the  1st  and  28th  Bombay  Native  Infantry  to  hold  the 
ground  from  which  the  Kabul  force  would  advance  to  the  attack ;  a  force  under 
Brigadier-General  Burrows,  consisting  of  C/2,  R.A.,  four  guns  5/1 1  R.  A.  (40- 
pounders),  four  companies  2/7th  Foot,  and  the  4th  and  19th  Bombay  Native 
Infantry,  together  with  all  the  available  cavalry,  viz.,  the  Poona  Horse,  3rd  Sind 
Horse,  and  3rd  Bombay  Light  Cavalry,  under  Brigadier- General  Nuttall,  to  take  up 
a  position  north  of  the  cantonment,  from  which  the  40-pounders  might  be  brought 
to  bear  directly  on  the  Baba  Wali  Pass  :  the  cavalry  being  instructed  to  watch  the 
pass  called  Kotal-i-Murcha,  and  to  cover  the  city. 

It  was  clear  from  a  very  early  hour  in  the  morning  that  an  offensive  movement 
was  contemplated  by  the  enemy.  The  villages  of  Gandizan  and  Gandi  Mullah 
Sahibdab  were  held  in  strength  ;  and  a  desultory  fire  was  brought  to  bear  upon  the 
British  front  from  the  orchards  connecting  these  two  villages,  while  an  ill-directed 
shell  fire  was  opened  from  the  Baba  Wali  Kotal,  which  was  held  by  the  enemy  in 
force  during  the  greater  part  of  the  day’s  operations. 

At  9.30  a.m.  fire  was  opened  from  the  4<>pounders  upon  the  Baba  Wali  Pass, 
and  shortly  afterwards  the  brigades  of  the  Kabul- Kandahar  Field  Force  were 
ordered  to  the  attack,  the  1st  Brigade  being  on  the  right,  the  2nd  on  the  left,  and 
the  3rd  in  reserve.  Two  batteries  of  artillery,  viz.,  C/2,  R.A.,  and  6/8,  R.A.,  had 
meanwhile  been  placed  in  position  to  cover  the  advance  of  the  infantry,  and  com¬ 
menced  shelling  the  village  of  Gandi  Mullah  Sahibdad.  The  instructions  given  by 
General  Ross  to  General  Macpherson  were,  to  make  his  first  attack  on  that  village, 
and  afterwards  to  clear  the  enemy  from  the  enclosures  which  lay  between  the  village 
and  a  low  spur  of  the  hill  short  of  Pir  Paimal.  He  further  ordered  General  Baker 
to  advance  in  a  westerly  direction,  keeping  touch  with  the  1st  Brigade  on  his  right, 
and  clearing  the  gardens  and  orchards  in  his  immediate  front. 

The  attack  upon  the  village  of  Gandi  Mullah  Sahibdad  was  made  by  the  2nd 
Goorkhas  and  92nd  Highlanders,  under  the  respective  commands  of  Lieut.-Colonels 
Battye  and  Parker,  the  remaining  two  regiments  of  the  1st  Infantry  Brigade  being 
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in  support.  The  village  was  carried  in  the  most  dashing  style,  Goorkhas  and 
Highlanders  vying  with  each  other  in  the  rapidity  of  their  advance.  By  10.33  a-m- 
the  enemy  had  withdrawn  sullenly  and  leisurely,  a  considerable  number  remaining 
to  the  last  in  the  village  to  receive  a  bayonet  charge. 

During  the  advance  of  the  1st  Brigade  on  the  village  of  Gandi  Mullah  Sahib- 
dad,  the  2nd  Brigade  had  been  threading  its  way  through  lanes  and  walled  enclo¬ 
sures  towards  Gandizan,  the  first  line  being  formed  by  the  72nd  Highlanders  on  the 
left,  and  the  2nd  Sikhs  on  the  right,  supported  respectively  by  the  5th  Goorkhas, 
with  No.  2  Mountain  Battery,  and  the  3rd  Sikhs.  The  resistance  encountered  was 
most  stubborn,  the  enemy  being  well  protected  by  high  loop-holed  walls,  and  the 
leading  battalions  had  frequently  to  fix  bayonets  to  carry  different  points  in  the 
position,  or  to  check  determined  rushes.  The  left  wing  of  the  72nd,  under  Major 
Guinness,  supported  by  the  5th  Goorkhas,  under  Lieut.-Colonel  Fitz-Hugh,  soon 
carried  the  village,  while  the  right  wing,  under  Major  Stockwell,  cleared  orchard 
after  orchard,  at  one  time  being  exposed  to  a  terrible  enfilading  fire  from  a  loop- 
holed  wall  which  the  2nd  Sikhs,  on  the  right,  were  trying  to  turn.  Here  Colonel 
Brownlow  and  Captain  Frome,  of  the  former  regiment,  were  killed.  A  few  minutes 
later  the  wall  was  carried,  and  Baker’s  right  reached  some  rather  more  open  ground, 
where  it  was  exposed  to  the  fire  of  three  guns  from  the  Pir  Paimal  ridge,  and  to  the 
rush  of  large  masses  of  Ghazis,  who,  however,  could  make  but  little  impression  on 
the  firm  front  presented  by  the  2nd  Sikhs,  under  Colonel  Boswell.  A  counter¬ 
attack  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  by  Stockwell’s  Highlanders,  soon  dispersed  these 
bodies,  and  the  brigade  obtained  a  short  breathing-time. 

By  this  time  the  leading  troops  of  the  1st  Brigade  were  in  alignment  with 
Baker’s  right,  and  the  moment  had  arrived  for  a  final  rush  round  the  southern  face 
of  the  ridge.  The  92nd  Highlanders  and  2nd  Goorkhas,  rounding  the  face  of  the 
hill,  soon  carried  the  village,  while  Baker’s  troops,  sweeping  round  to  the  left, 
cleared  the  closely-wooded  gardens  and  orchards  covering  the  western  slopes  of  the 
ridge. 

It  was  now  noon,  and  up  to  this  time  the  3rd  Brigade  had  taken  no  active  part 
in  the  operations.  This  brigade  had  been  drawn  up  in  front  of  the  village  of 
Abasabad,  with  the  double  object  of  forming  a  reserve  to  the  leading  brigades,  and 
of  meeting  a  possible  counter-stroke  from  the  Baba  Wali  Kotal ;  but  the  capture  of 
Pir  Paimal  had  brought  the  leading  British  troops  in  rear  of  the  pass,  and  seeing 
that  nothing  was  now  to  be  feared  from  the  enemy’s  left  centre  and  left,  the 
Lieutenant-General  ordered  Brigadier-General  MacGregor  to  advance  to  the 
support  of  Major-General  Ross. 

Meanwhile,  however,  Major  White,  commanding  the  advanced  portion  of  the 
92nd  in  Pir  Paimal,  found  himself  face  to  face  with  masses  of  the  enemy,  who 
seemed  determined  to  make  a  final  stand  about  their  guns  to  the  south-west  of  the 
Baba  Wali  Kotal ;  reinforcements  also  were  hurrying  up  from  the  northward,  and 
the  guns  on  the  Kotal  itself  were  turned  round  to  increase  the  heavy  artillery  fire 
brought  to  bear  on  the  British  advance.  It  became,  therefore,  necessary  to  storm 
this  position  without  waiting  for  reinforcements,  and,  covered  by  the  fire  of  6/8, 
R.A.,  and  supported  by  Becher’s  Goorkhas  and  the  23rd  Pioneers,  which  had 
worked  up  into  the  front  line,  the  92nd,  led  by  Major  White,  made  a  gallant  rush 
and  carried  the  two  guns  on  the  more  easterly  entrenchment.  The  enemy  (said  to 
have  numbered  about  8,000  at  this  point)  were  hopelessly  broken  by  this  advance; 
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the  92nd  pressing  forward  like  a  wedge  between  him  and  the  slopes  of  the  ridge  on 
his  left  as  far  as  the  western  debouchure  of  the  Baba  Wali  Kotal,  drove  him  down 
towards  the  river,  where  Baker’s  brigade  swept  away  numbers  who  tried  to  cling  to 
the  cover  afforded  by  the  lower  watercourses  to  the  westward,  while  a  wing  of  the 
3rd  Sikhs,  under  Lieut.-Colonel  Money,  charged  a  body  of  men  on  the  extreme 
British  left,  and  succeeded  in  capturing  three  guns. 

The  enemy  were  now  completely  routed,  the  first  stream  of  fugitives  making 
for  the  Argandab  in  the  Kokaran  direction,  where  they  fell  into  the  hands  of 
Gough’s  cavalry,  and  a  second  stream  making  off  northwards  to  Ayub  Khan’s  main 
camp  at  Mazra.  Owing  to  the  conformation  of  the  ground,  it  was  impossible,  how¬ 
ever,  for  General  Ross,  who  was  commanding  in  the  front  line,  to  realize  the  extent 
of  his  success  ;  and  expecting  the  enemy  to  take  up  a  fresh  position  farther  on,  and 
to  continue  their  resistance," he  halted  the  1st  and  2nd  Brigades,  and  ordered  them 
to  replenish  with  ammunition.  When  this  had  been  done,  the  advance  was  con¬ 
tinued,  when,  on  rounding  a  spur  which  had  hitherto  hid  Mazra  from  view,  the 
leading  troops  came  in  sight  of  Ayub’s  chief  camp,  standing  deserted,  and  apparently 
just  as  it  had  been  left  by  the  enemy  in  the  morning.  A  little  after  3  p.m.  it  was 
occupied  by  the  two  brigades,  which  then  moved  forward  to  Mazra,  where  they  were 
shortly  afterwards  joined  by  the  3rd  Brigade. 

With  his  camp  Ayub  Khan  lost  all  his  artillery,  numbering  thirty-two  pieces, 
including  the  two  guns  of  E/B,  R.H.A.,  which  had  been  captured  by  his  troops  at 
Maiwand.  The  success  of  the  day  was  clouded  by  the  barbarous  murder  of  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Maclaine,  R.H.  A.,  who,  having  been  a  prisoner  of  war  in  Ayub’s  camp  since 
the  27th  of  July,  was  now  found  with  his  throat  cut,  close  to  Ayub’s  tent. 

The  operations  of  the  cavalry  were  continued  throughout  the  day ;  while 
General  Gough,  crossing  the  Argandab  river  and  pushing  beyond  the  line  of  the 
enemy’s  retreat  towards  Kakrez,  succeeded  in  cutting  up  some  350  fugitive  Ghazis 
and  irregulars,  General  Nuttall,  taking  his  squadrons  across  the  Baba  Wali  Kotal 
and  up  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  rendered  a  good  account  of  the  enemy  in  that 
direction.  With  the  exception  of  the  1st  Brigade,  which  remained  halted  at  Mazra 
for  the  night,  all  the  troops  returned  to  Kandahar  before  dark. 

The  number  of  the  Kabul- Kandahar  Field  Force  engaged  on  this  day  was 
8,392  of  all  ranks,  and  the  casualties,  35  killed,  including  3  British  officers,  and  213 
wounded,  including  9  British  officers  ;  of  the  Kandahar  garrison — who,  by  setting 
free  the  whole  of  the  Bengal  troops,  contributed  materially  to  the  success  of  the  day 
— 4,1 10  of  all  ranks  were  under  arms,  1  of  whom  was  killed,  and  5  wounded.  The 
strength  of  the  enemy  was  computed  to  have  been  4,800  regulars  and  8,000 
irregulars  ;  and  his  estimated  loss  was  1,200  killed,  of  whom  600  were  counted  and 
buried  between  Kandahar  and  Pir  Paimal  alone. 

After  toiling  through  Sind  and  the  Bolan  Pass  at  the  very  hottest  time  of  the 
year,  the  troops  under  General  Phayre  destined  for  the  relief  of  Kandahar  from  the 
south,  had  been  retarded  in  their  further  advance,  not  only  by  formidable  difficulties 
in  connection  with  transport  and  supplies,  but  also  by  having  to  take  serious  pre¬ 
cautions,  in  view  of  the  hostile  attitude  assumed  by  the  Marris  and  other  tribes,  for 
the  safety  of  the  line  of  communications,  by  which  alone  supplies  could  be  furnished 
for  the  garrison  of  Kandahar  and  the  Kabul- Kandahar  Field  Force.  Though  great 
exertions  were  put  forth  to  overcome  these  obstacles,  the  division_was  only  able  to 
reach  Abdul  Rahman,  twenty-six  miles  distant  from  Kandahar,  by  the  3rd  of

September,  on  which  date  Sir  F rederick  Roberts’s  despatches  were  received  announc¬ 
ing  the  crushing  defeat  of  the  forces  of  Ayub  Khan  two  days  previously. 

With  the  battle  of  Kandahar  the  second  Afghan  War  was  brought  to  a  close. 
The  recent  accession  of  a  Liberal  Government  to  office  resulted  in  a  complete 
reversal  of  the  policy  which  had  been  pursued  by  their  predecessors,  and  it  was  now 
determined  to  abandon  the  advanced  military  positions  on  the  north-west  frontier 
which  had  been  acquired  by  the  treaty  of  Gandamak,  and  to  restore  Kandahar  as 
soon  as  arrangements  could  be  made  for  doing  so,  to  the  dominion  of  Afghanistan. 
Conformably  with  this  intention,  the  Kuram  Valley  and  Khyber  Pass  were  succes¬ 
sively  evacuated  by  the  British  troops  during  the  winter  of  1 880-1 88 1,  the 
independence  of  the  Turis  of  the  Kuram  Valley,  and  the  tribes  inhabiting  the 
Khyber.  Pass  and  contiguous  country,  being  recognized,  and  arrangements  being 
made  with  the  latter  .for  keeping  the  road  through  the  Pass  open  and  free  from 
interference.  In  the  meantime  an  early  opportunity  had  been  taken  to  inform  the 
Amir  that  the  Government  were  disposed  to  reconsider  the  arrangements  which  had 
been  made  with  reference  ,  to  Southern  Afghanistan,  and  during  the  succeeding 
summer,  after  brief  negotiation,  the  province  of  Kandahar  was  transferred  to  his  rule^ 
the  districts  of  Sibi  and  Pishin  being  thus  the  only  portion  of  the  territory  assigned 
to  India  by  the  treaty  of  Gandamak  which  was  still  retained,  and  this  only  as  a 
temporary  measure.  The  apprehensions  which  had  disturbed  both  India  and 
Lngland  in  and  before  1878  were  dispelled ;  and  with  the  present  Amir  of  Kabul 
established  without  a  rival  in  the  country,  and  closely  bound  by  his  interests,  if  not  by 
his  gratitude,  to  the  Power  to  which  he  owes  his  throne,  there  appeared  ground  for 

hope  that  the  danger  of  foreign  interference  in  the  affairs  of  Afghanistan  was  at 
an  end.

Clasps  have  been  granted  for  the  battles  or  actions  of  u  Peiwar  Kotal,”  “  Ali 
Musjid,  “Charasia,  “Kabul/  “Ahmed  Kheyl,”  and  “Kandahar,”  and  a  bronze 
decoration  for  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar.

T.-COLONEL  H.  R.  Abadie,  gth  Lancers.  (For  services  see  9th  Lancers.) 

Capt.  A.  K.  Abbott ,  B.S.C.,  served  with  the  Transport  Corps,  Kuram  Valley 
F.F.,  from  14  Jan.  till  7  Apl.,  1879,  and  with  the  Punjab  Chiefs’  Contingent  from 
6  May,  1879,  till  conclusion  of  first  campaign.  Was  appointed  to  the  command  of 
various  posts  on  the  line  of  communication.  Conducted  the  Kapur  Thala  troops 
to  their  State. 

Major  F  J.  S.  Adam ,  Bo.S.C.,  served  during  the  second  campaign  as 
1  jj  j  _n  luT-j-r  Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  Kandahar  Field  Force,  being  present  throughout 
the  defence  of  Kandahar,  and  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  J.  C.  Addison ,  R.E.,  served  during  the  second  campaign  as  Assistant  Field  Engineer,  Khyber 
Line  Force. 

Lieut.  W.  Adye ,  Royal  Lrish  Rifles ,  served  throughout  the  second  campaign,  first  as  Transport  Officer 
on  the  Kandahar  line,  having  charge,  for  six  months,  of  the  stations  of  Dozan  and  Darwaza  in  the  Bolan 
Pass,  and  afterwards  as  Brigade  Transport  Officer,  1st  Division,  Kandahar  F.F.,  at  Kandahar.  Per¬ 
formed  garrison  duty  throughout  the  siege.  During  the  retirement  of  the  troops  from  the  sortie  to  Deh 
Khwaja  distinguished  himself  by  carrying,  under  a  heavy  fire,  two  of  the  wounded  to  places  of  safety. 
Was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  Proceeded  to  India 
in  Nov.,  1880,  to  rejoin  his  regiment  prior  to  embarkation  to  Natal.  (Recommended  by  H.E.  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  and  by  General  Primrose,  for  the  Victoria  Cross.) 

Lieut.  A.  Adye ,  B.S.C.  (For  services  see  5th  Bengal  L.I.) 

Surgeon-General  E  F.  Allen ,  M.L).,  Q.H.B.,  C.B.,  late  Bengal  Med.  Dept.,  served  as  Principal 
Medical  Officer,  Kuram  F.F.,  from  Oct.,  1878,  till  Nov.,  1879,  being  present  at  the  assault  and  capture 
of  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  F.  E.  Allsopp,  R.A.  (For  services  see  R.A.) 

Major  M.  A.  Alves,  R.E.,  served  with  the  1st  Division,  Kabul  F.F.,  during  the  second  campaign, 
being  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab,  25  April,  1880.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Capt.  A.  D.  Anderson ,  R.A. ,  served  throughout  the  first  campaign  as  Brigade  Major  of  R.A.,  under 
Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot,  commanding  R.A.  in  S.  Afghanistan,  and  on  the  head-quarter  Staff  of 
General  Stewart,  commanding  S.  Afghanistan  F.F.,  taking  part  in  the  original  advance  on,  and  occupation 


of,  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai. 

Major  W.  C.  Anderson,  B.S.C.  (For  services  see  3rd  Punjab  Cavalry.) 

Capt.  J.  IV.  Andrews ,  Devonshire  Regt.,  served  during  the  second  campaign  as  Brigade  Major,  2nd 
Division,  Kandahar  F.F. 

Capt.  J.  Angus,  York  and  Lancashire  Regt.,  served  with  the  Transport  Dept,  in  the  first  campaign. 
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Colonel  F.  E.  Appleyard ,  C.B.,  commanded,  with  rank  of  Brigadier-General,  the  3rd  Brigade,  1st 
Divis.,  Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  from  the  date  of  its  formation  on  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  till  it  was  broken 
up  on  the  3rd  Dec.,  1878,  taking  part  in  the  front  attack  on  Ali  Musjid.  From  3  Dec.,  1878,  till  24 
March,  1879,  was  in  command  of  all  troops  on  the  line  extending  from  Ali  Musjid  to  Landi  Kotal. 
Took  part,  in  command  of  the  Ali  Musjid  Column,  in  the  second  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  and  commanded 
the  rear  and  flank  guards  (which  extended  over  three  miles)  of  the  expeditionary  force  during  its  return 
march.  Commanded  the  3rd  Brigade,  1st  Divis.,  Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  from  24  March,  1879,  ^  ,after 
peace  was  signed,  being  in  command  at  Jalalabad  after  the  departure  of  the  other  units  of  the  Division 
for  Gandamak  on  the  12th  April,  1879.  After  returning  to  India,  assumed  command,  19  June,  1879,  °f 
the  Multan  Division.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Colonel  Sir  C.  G.  Arbuthnot,  K.C.B. ,  R.A.,  commanded  the  R.A.,  1st  Division,  Kandahar  F.F., 
during  the  first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar.  During  the 
second  campaign  commanded  the  2nd  Brigade  of  the  Khyber  Division  and  subsequently  a  moveable 
column  of  the  Khyber  Line  Force.

Brigadier- General  Sir  C.J.  S.  Gough,  K.C.B.,  V.C.,  commanded  the  Cavalry  Brigade,  1st  Division, 
Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  throughout  the  first  campaign,  being  present  at  the  taking  of  Ali  Musjid  and  the 
forcing  of  the  Khyber  Pass,  leading  the  advance  from  Jalalabad  to  Gandamak,  and  defeating  and  cutting 
up  the  enemy  at  Futtehabad.  During  the  second  campaign  commanded  first  the  advanced  brigade,  and 
afterwards  a  moveable  column,  of  the  Khyber  Division,  a  brigade  of  the  Kabul  and  ot  the  N.  Afghanistan 
F.F. ,  a  brigade  of  the  troops  returning  from  Kabul  on  the  evacuation  ot  that  city,  and  eventually  the 
Khyber  Brigade.

Sir  Lepel  H.  Grijfin ,  K.C.S.L,  C.S.,  was  deputed  in  February,  1880,  by  H.E.  the  Viceroy  of  India, 
to  proceed  on  a  special  Political  mission  to  Kabul,  and  from  that  date  till  the  evacuation  of  N.  Afghanistan 
had  entire  and  independent  control  of  all  political  work  in  Northern  and  Eastern  Afghanistan,  conducting 
the  negotiations  and  arrangements  which  resulted  in  the  Amir  Abdul  Rahman  Khan  being  placed  upon 
the  throne.  (Received  on  many  occasions  the  thanks  of  the  Government  of  India;  K.C.S.I.)

Brigade-Surgeon  A.  Guthrie,  M.D. ,  A.M.D.,  served  as  Principal  Medical  Officer  to  the  Reserve 
Division  at  Peshawar  from  Jan.  till  Feb.,  1880,  when  he  was  posted  to  the  Medical  charge  of  the  Field 
Hospital  at  Landi  Kotal  and  to  act  as  P.M.O.  of  the  1st  section  Khyber  Line  Force,  in  which  capacity 
he  continued  to  serve  till  the  close  of  the  operations  in  Sep.,  1880.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.)

Valley  expedition. 

Capt.  G.  R.  Hadaway,  R.A.,  served  with  the  Ordnance  Field  Park,  Peshawar  Valley  F.F.  during 
the  first  campaign. 

Capt.  IV.  Hailes,  B.S.C.,  served  as  Deputy  Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  Reserve  Division, 
Peshawar,  and  on  the  Khyber  Line  extending  to  Basawal,  from  Sep.,  1879,  till  the  Division  was  broken 
up.

N  September,  1879,  on  receipt  of  news  of  the  massacre  of  H.M.’s  Envoy  and 
escort  at  Kabul,  the  regiment  received  orders  to  take  the  field,  and  on  the  30th 
Sept.,  and  1st  Oct.,  left  Umballa,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  for  the  front. 

The  Carabiniers,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.-Col.  John  Fryer,  C.B.,  arrived  at 
Peshawar  on  the  23rd  Oct.,  1879,  and  on  the  following  day  crossed  the  frontier  into 
Afghanistan,  with  orders  to  push  on  to  join  the  2nd  Brigade  Jalalabad  Field  Force, 
under  Br.-Genl.  C.  G.  Arbuthnot,  C.B., — the  whole  of  the  Khyber  Divis.  being  under 
command  of  Lieut.-Genl.  Sir  R.  O.  Bright,  K.C.B. 

Leaving  en  route  one  squadron  under  command  of  Capt.  Hardin  Burnley  to  garrison  Basawal,  the 
regiment  marched  into  Jalaladad  on  the  31st  Oct.,  and  joined  the  Hd.-Qrs.  of  the  2nd  Brigade.  Its  duties 
now  consisted  in  escorting  convoys,  mails,  &c.,  and  patrolling  along  the  line  of  communications. 

The  Carabiniers  formed  the  escort  of  the  ex-Amir  Yakub  Khan,  with  Lieut.-Col.  Fryer,  C.B.,  in 
personal  charge,  when  His  Highness  was  sent  to  India  as  a  state  prisoner ;  the  regiment  also  escorted,  at 
different  times,  several  other  state  prisoners  to  India,  amongst  them  the  ex-Amir’s  father-in-law,  and 
Daud  Shah,  the  late  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Afghan  army. 

On  the  13th  Jan.,  1880,  Capts.  D.  C.  Graham  and  T.  C.  Porter’s  troops  of  the  Carabiniers  formed 
part  of  a  brigade  of  Cavalry  and  R.H.A.,  under  command  of  Lieut.-Col.  Fryer,  C.B.,  which  attacked  and 
repulsed  with  heavy  loss  a  force  of  about  4,000  Mohmands,  under  Sirdar  Moghul  Khan,  who  were  in  the 
act  of  crossing  the  Kabul  River  to  attack  the  British  post  at  Ali  Boghan.  On  the  15th  of  the  same  month 
the  squadron  under  Capt.  H.  Burnley,  employed  as  escort  to  four  guns  I/C,  R.H.A.,  and  forming 
part  of  the  small  mixed  force  under  Col.  Boisragon,  30th  P.N.I.,  took  part  in  the  engagement  with  the 
Mohmands  at  Daka. 

The  Hd.-Qrs.  of  the  Carabiniers,  with  Capts.  A.  G.  Fife  and  T.  C.  Porter’s  troops,  proceeded  with 
the  expeditionary  force  under  Lieut.-Genl.  Sir  R.  O.  Bright,  which  marched  into  the  Lughman  Valley,  and 
penetrated  as  far  as  the  borders  of  Kaffiristan.  The  objects  of  the  expedition  were  successfully  obtained 
without  opposition.  On  the  return  of  the  force  to  Jalalabad,  two  moveable  columns  were  formed  along  the 
line  of  communications,  and  the  Carabiniers  furnished  a  squadron  for  each.  Of  another  expeditionary  force 
against  the  Mohmands,  sent  into  the  Chardeh  Valley  under  Lieut. -Col.  G.  Hodding,  4th  M.N.I.,  and 
operating  from  the  24th  to  31st  March,  1880,  Capt.  H.  B.  Hamilton’s  troop  formed  part. 

Both  moveable  columns  under  Br.-Genl.  C.  G.  Arbuthnot,  C.B.,  marched  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis 
on  the  4th  and  5th  Apl.,  1880,  and  inflicted  heavy  punishments  for  raids  the  tribe  had  committed  on 
British  posts.  A  few  days  afterwards,  Capts.  D.  C.  Graham  and  T.  C.  Porter’s  troops  accompanied  a 
force  under  Lieut.-Genl.  Sir  R.  O.  Bright,  K.C.B. ,  into  the  Hissarak  Valley,  returning  to  Safed  Sang  on 
the  18th  April,  where  the  whole  of  the  regt.  was  then  concentrated  for  the  first  time  since  Oct.,  1879. 

Capt.  H.  B.  Hamilton  and  W.  C.  Calvert’s  troops  formed  part  of  the  expeditionary  force  under 
Br.-Genl.  C.  G.  Arbuthnot,  C.B.,  which  proceeded  into  the  Lughman  Valley  on  the  2nd,  and  returned  on 
the  14th  June.  On  the  5th  July,  two  squadrons  of  the  regiment,  and  a  detachment  of  the  4th  Bengal 
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Cavalry,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.-Col.  Fryer,  marched  from  Safed  Sang,  and  co-operated  with  a 
“f?  Col-  ^all-Acton,  C.B.,  51st  K.O.L.I.,  from  Pezwan,  against  the  Ghilzai  villages  of  Nargozi, 
Arab  Knel,  and  Jokan,  which  were  destroyed  as  punishments  for  various  raids  committed  by  the 
tribes  on  convoys,  &c. 

The  .Carabiniers  left  Safed  Sang  for  India  on  the  conclusion  of  negotiations  with  Abdul  Rahman, 
commencing  its  march  on  the  nth  Aug.,  and  arriving  at  Sialkot,  Punjab,  on  the  25th  Sept.,  1880. 

The  total  number  of  non-comm.  officers  and  men  who  died  during  the  campaign  was  thirty-six. 


SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  6th 
DRAGOON  GUARDS  (CARABINIERS). 

Bt.  Colonel  John  Fryer,  C.B. ,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
war ;  the  brigade  which  defeated  the  enemy  at  Ali  Boghan ;  the  Cavalry  in  the  Lughman  Valley  and  Wazir 
Kugiani  expeditions ;  and  the  Cavalry  force  from  Safed  Sang  at  the  destruction  of  the  Ghilzai  villages

A.  G.  Fife,  T.  C.  Porter,  Lieuts.  A.  Sprot,  A .  Weston  {as  Adjutant ),  B.  N.  Heywood-Jones,  C.  B.  S. 
Douglas- Hamilton,  R.  G.  W  Long,  H  M  Owen,  F  H.  A.  Des'  Vceux,  and  Quartermaster  J.  W.  Tomlinson 
throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war;  Lieut.  P.  H.  H.  Massy,  from  Dec.,  1879,  till  July’ 
1880,  Lieut.  H.  C.  Hanbury ,  from  March  till  Sept.,  1880;  Lieut.  F.  S.  Garratt,  from  Oct.,  1879, 
till  May,  1880;  Lieut.  M.  Cradock,  from  Dec.,  1879,  till  Sept.,  1880,  and  Vet.  Surg.  (1  st  Class )  R.  Poyser, 
from  Oct.,  1879,  till  July,  1880.  Major  Marriott  took  part  in  the  Wazir  Kugiana  expedition  ;  Major 
Hamilton  commanded  the  detachment  in  the  operations  against  the  Mohmands  in  the  Chardeh  Valley, 
commanded  the  detached  squadron  in  the  Lughman  Valley  expedition,  and  was  present  at  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  the  Ghilzai  villages;  Major  Burnley  commanded  a  detached  squadron  from  Oct.,  1879,  till  Feb., 
1880,  being  present  at  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  near  Daka,  accompanied  the  Kabul-Kandahar  F.F.  from 
Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  H.  Gough,  and  was  present  at 
the  reconnaissance  in  force,  3Ist  Aug.,  1880  (horse  shot),  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  final  Cavalry 
pursuit  (mentioned  in  despatches)  ;  Capt.  Calvert  took  part  in  the  Lughman  Valley  expedition,  and  was 
present  at  the  destruction  of  the  Ghilzai  villages ;  Capt.  Graham  was  present  at  the  defeat  of  the  enemy 
at  Ali  Boghan,  and  took  part  in  the  Wazir  Kugiani  and  Hissarak  Valley  expeditions;  Capt.  Fife,  and 
Lieuts.  Long  and  Des  Vceux,  took  part  in  the  Lughman  Valley  and  Wazir  Kugiani  expeditions,  and  were 
present  at  the  destruction  of  the  Ghilzai  villages ;  Capt.  Porter  was  present  at  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  at 
Ali  Boghan,  took  part  in  the  Lughman  Valley,  Wazir  Kugiani,  and  Hissarak  Valley  expeditions,  and  was 
present  at  the  destruction  of  the  Ghilzai  villages ;  Lieut.  Sprot  was  present  at  the  defeat  of  the  enemy 
near  Daka,  and  proceeded  from  Safed  Sang  to  Kabul  in  charge  of  a  convoy  in  April,  1880;  Lieut. 
Weston  took  part  in  the  Lughman  Valley  and  Wazir  Kugiani  expeditions,  was  present  at  the  destruction 
of  the  Ghilzai  villages,  and  acted  as  Staff  Officer  and  Provost  Marshal  of  the  2nd  Moveable  Column, 
Khyber  Line  Force,  from  May  till  Aug.,  1880 ;  Lieut.  Massy  took  part  in  the  Wazir  Kugiani  expedition; 
Lieut.  Hanbury  was  present  at  the  destruction  of  the  Ghilzai  villages ;  Lieut.  Heywood-Jones  was  present 
at  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  Ali  Boghan,  and  the  destruction  of  the  Ghilzai  villages ;  Lieut.  Douglas- 
Hamilton  was  present  at  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  Ali  Boghan,  and  took  part  in  the  Lughman  Valley 
and  Wazir  Kugiani  expeditions ;  Lieut.  Owen  was  present  at  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  Daka,  and  took 
part  in  the  Wazir  Kugiani  expedition ;  and  Lieut.  Cradock  and  Vet.  Surg.  Poyser  took  part  in  the 
Lughman  Valley  and  Wazir  Kugiani  expeditions. 


8th  (KING’S  ROYAL  IRISH)  HUSSARS. 


IN  December,  1879,  reinforcements  being  required  in  Northern  Afghanistan  in  consequence  of  the 
serious  aspect  of  affairs  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kabul,  the  8th  Hussars,  then  stationed  at  Muttra, 
was  ordered  to  the  front. 

Proceeding  to  Peshawar,  the  regiment — with  the  exception  of  the  1st  Squadron,  under  Major 
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Burke  with  Captain  Sutton  and  Lieut.  Fell,  which  was  sent  forward  to  Basawal,  detaching  a  small  party 
under’Lieut.  Duff  at  Fort  Daka— remained  at  that  station  till  February,  1880,  when  it  was  moved  up  to 
Tamrud-  here  the  Head-quarters  and  remaining  two  squadrons  were  encamped  till  the  latter  end  ot 
March  when  they  advanced  to  Basawal,  and  were  there  rejoined  by  the  1st  Squadron  For  the  next 
few  weeks  the  duties  of  the  regiment  consisted  mainly  in  escorting  convoys  and  patrolling  the  line  ot 

communications.  „  ,  ,  ,  .  ,  r  •  „  . 

In  the  middle  of  April  the  8th  Hussars  marched  to  Pesh  Bolak,  and  there  remained,  forming  part 

of  the  Flying  Column  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Gib,  for  a  period  of  five  weeks.  At  the 
latter  end  of  May  orders  were  received  for  the  regiment  to  return  to  India,  and  in  pursuance  of  these 
directions,  Head-quarters  and  the  right  wing  marched  down  to  Basawal,  the  left  wing  remaining  behind 
to  follow  on  the  next  day  :  before  it  started,  however,  telegraphic  instructions  were  received  by  General 
Gib  to  proceed  on  his  expedition  against  the  Shinwaris ;  and  marching  with  the  expeditionary  force,  the 

left  wing  took  part  in  the  action  of  Mazina.  ^  .  . 

After  being  stationed  for  a  short  time  at  Naushahra,  and  afterwards  at  Campbellpur,  the  regiment 

eventually  made  its  way,  at  the  latter  end  of  September,  1880,  to  Rawal  Pindi. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  8th  Hussars  during  the  period 
the  regiment  was  employed  in  the  war,  and  are  in  possession  of  the  medal . 

Lt. -Colonel  /.  W.  Chaplin ,  VC.,  in  command  ;  Majors  H.  P.  Burke  (since  deceased),  R.  N.  Sutton, 
and  ACM.  Crofton;  Captains  G.  A.  de  Visme  (since  deceased),  A.  A.  Rawlinson  (also  served  as 
Assistant  Road  Commandant,  Khyber  F.F.,  from  Oct.,  1879,  till  Feb.,  1880)  (mentioned  in  despatches), 
G  S  Williams,  and  E.  J.  Fell ;  Lieuts.  P.  L.  Clowes  (was  sent  up  to  Kabul  from  Peshawar  m  charge  of 
transport  animals,  and  whilst  en  route  took  part  in  the  expedition  against  the  Wazir  Kugiams,  under 
Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot,  to  whom  he  acted  as  Aide-de-Camp)  (mentioned  in  despatches),  D.  E. 
Wood  (also  served  with  the  13th  Bengal  Lancers  from  Oct.,  1879,  till  Jan.,  1880,  taking  part  in  the 
Zaimusht  expedition),  /.  R.  Becky,  B.  Grant,  W.  K.  Mitford,  T.  H.  Farrer,  E.  Christy  (since  deceased), 
F.  /.  Carandini  (as  Adjutant),  and  C.  E.  Duff;  and  Quartermaster  J.  A.  Hefferson.

9TH  (QUEEN’S  ROYAL)  LANCERS. 

AT  the  latter  end  of  December,  1878,  the  9th  Lancers  were  stationed  at  Taru,  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Peshawar,  where,  having  been  warned  for  active  service,  it  had  recently  arrived  horn  Sialkot. 
It  was  not  until  the  13th  March,  1879,  that  a  forward  concentration  of  the  2nd  Division  Peshawar  Valley 
Field  Force,  to  which  the  regiment  had  been  detailed,  caused  it  to  be  moved  into  hostile  territory. 
Entering  the  Khyber  on  that  date,  the  9th  Lancers — with  the  exception  of  one  squadron  which  had  been 
detached  from  Taru  to  Kohat — was  employed  mainly  in  holding  the  Pass  from  Jamrud  to  Basawal  till 
the  conclusion  of  the  first  campaign.  After  the  signing  of  the  peace  of  Gandamak  the  regiment  returned 
to  India,  suffering  during  the  march,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  troops,  from  the  epidemic  of  cholera 
which  was  raging  in  the  Khyber,  and  losing  a  quantity  of  baggage,  on  the  6th  June,  in  an  attack  made 
by  hill-men  on  the  transport  waggons. 

The  squadron  which  was  detached  to  Kohat  left  Taru  for  that  station  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Apperley,  on  the  14th  Jan.,  1879*  and  reaching  its  destination  on  the  18th  idem,  remained 
encamped  there  till  the  6th  March,  when  it  proceeded  to  join  General  Roberts  Head-quarters  in  the 

Kuram  Valley.  ,  ,  ,  _  _  .  ,  T 

At  the  time  of  the  massacre  of  the  Kabul  Embassy,  the  detached  squadron  of  the  9th  Lancers 
under  the  command  of  Captain  Apperley  was  stationed,  with  the  rest  of  the  adv  anced  troops  of  the  late 
Kuram  Division,  at  Ali  Khel.  Quitting  that  post  on  the  27th  September  with  the  Head-quarters  of  the 
newly-constituted  Division,  it  marched  across  the  Shutargardan  to  Kushi,  being  engaged  en  route  in  the 
encounter  with  the  Mangals  at  Jagi  Thana  in  the  Hazardarakht  defile,  and  taking  pait  in  the  continued 
advance  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  under  Br.-Genl.  Massy,  on  Kabul,  it  was  present  at  the  action  of 
Charasiab  on  the  6th  October  (in  which  it  suffered  a  casualty  of  one  man  and  horse  wounded),  the 
pursuit  of  the  enemy  in  the  direction  of  Maidan  on  the  8th  idem,  and  the  subsequent  occupation  of  the 
capital. 
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On  the  day  on  which  the  advanced  troops  quitted  Ali  Khel  for  the  Shutargardan,  the  27th  Sept., 
1  79,  the  Head-quaiters  and  two  squadrons  9th  Lancers,  under  the  command  of  Lt. -Colonel  Cleland, 
left  Rawal  Pindi,  en  route ,  to  join  them  at  the  front.  Reaching  Ali  Khel  on  the  26th  Oct.,  the  regiment 
proceeded,  after  a  short  halt,  to  Kushi,  and  eventually  arrived  at  Kabul  on  the  4th  Nov.,  when°it  was 
rejoined  by  the  detached  squadron. 

^ter  end  of  November,  one  squadron  of  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  advance  of  the  force 
Bngac lier-General  Baker  into  the  Maidan  district,  and  in  the  operations  which  ensued,  including 
the  affair  on  the  Bamian  road  on  the  22nd,  and  the  subsequent  destruction  of  Bahadur  Khan’s  Fort. 

In  the  operations  round  Kabul  in  the  month  of  December,  the  9th  Lancers  played  a  prominent  part. 
At  the  action  of  Killa  Kazi  on  the  nth,  in  which  the  Horse  Artillery  guns  had  to  be  temporarily 
abandoned,  Head-quarters  and  three  troops,  under  Lt.-Colonel  Cleland,  were  present,  and  in  a  series  of 
brilliant  charges,  facing  again  and  again  what  appeared  to  be  certain  death,  succeeded  in  temporarily 
staying  the  advance  of  the  overwhelming  numbers  of  the  enemy.  In  this  engagement  2  officers  (Lieuts. 
Hearsey  and  Richards),  16  non-commissioned  officers  and  men,  and  36  horses  of  the  regiment  were  killed, 
and  2  officers  (Lt.-Colonel  Cleland  and  Captain  Stewart-Mackenzie),  8  non-commissioned  officers  and 
men,  and  10  horses,  were  wounded.  For  their  distinguished  gallantry  on  this  occasion,  Lt.-Colonel 
Cleland  (who  subsequently  died  from  the  effects  of  his  wound),  Captains  Stewart-Mackenzie  and  Bloom¬ 
field  Gough,  Lieuts.  Trower,  Mclnnis,  and  Hunter,  Qr.-Mr.-Sergt.  Finn,  Troop  Sergt.-Majors  England, 
Young  (by  whose  exertions  Col.  Cleland’s  life  was  saved),  and  Spittle  (since  killed  in  action),  and  Privates 
Lougheed,  Haisent,  Oakes,  and  Druce,  were  mentioned  in  warm  terms  in  despatches.  The  assault  and 
capture  of  the  Siah  Sang  Heights  on  the  13th,  in  which  one  squadron  of  the  9th  Lancers  was  engaged, 
again  heavily  increased  the  regimental  casualty  roll,  Captain  Butson  (in  command),  Sergt.-Major  Spittle, 
and  3  men,  losing  their  lives,  and  2  officers»(Captain  Scott-Chisholme  and  Lieutenant  Trower),  and  8 
men  being  wounded,  in  addition  to  1 2  horses  killed  and  wounded,  in  a  splendidly-delivered  charge,  in 
which  the  enemy  were  effectually  routed.  The  squadron  was  brought  out  of  action  by  Captain  Scott 
Chisholme,  who,  notwithstanding  the  severity  of  his  wound,  remained  in  the  saddle.  On  the  14th  the 
regiment  retired,  with  the  rest  of  the  Division,  into  Sherpur,  and  took  part  in  the  defence  of  the 
cantonment ;  and  on  the  23rd,  after  the  repulse  of  the  enemy’s  attack,  it  was  engaged  in  the  Cavalry 
pursuit.  J 

From  the  xst  Jan.  till  the  7th  Aug.,  1880,  the  9th  Lancers  served  in  the  1st  Division  Northern 
Afghanistan  Field  Force ;  from  the  8th  Aug.  till  the  7th  Sept.,  1880,  in  the  Kabul-Kandahar  Field  Force  ; 
and  from  the  8th  Sept,  till  the  2nd  Dec.,  1880,  in  the  3rd  Division  Southern  Afghanistan  Field  Force. 

One  squadron  of  the  regiment  marched  from  Kabul  on  the  16th  April,  1880,  in  the  force  under 
Major-General  Ross,  which  advanced  along  the  Ghazni  road  to  co-operate  with  the  troops  en  route  from 
Kandahar  under  Sir  D.  M.  Stewart,  and  was  present  at  the  action  of  Zaidabad  on  the  26th  idem.  In 
the  interval  another  squadron  proceeded  with  the  column  under  Brigadier-General  Macpherson  to  the 
support  of  the  troops  under  Colonel  F.  H.  Jenkins  at  the  action  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Charasiab  on 
the  25  th  April. 

.  0n  the  8th  MaY  Head-quarters  and  three  troops  accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  Frederick  Roberts, 
which  proceeded  to  Maidan  and  the  Logar  Valley.  One  troop  returned  to  Kabul  on  the  29th  of  the 
same  month,  and  the  two  remaining  troops  on  the  8th  June. 

.  tlie  29th  July  one  squadron  of  the  regiment  marched  from  Sherpur  to  join  the  force  under 
Brigadier-General  C.  Gough,  and  on  the  31st  July  and  xst  Aug.  accompanied  the  chief  Political  Officer 
to  Zimma,  where  a  meeting  took  place  each  day  with  the  Amir  Abdul  Rahman.  This  squadron  rejoined 
Head-quarters  at  Kabul  on  the  4th  Aug. 

When  the  news  of  the  siege  of  Kandahar  caused  a  reorganization  of  the  troops  in  Northern 
Afghanistan,  the  9th  Lancers  was  one  of  the  regiments  selected  to  form  part  of  the  force  under  Sir 
Frederick  Roberts  destined  for  the  relief  of  that  city.  With  the  rest  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  it  quitted 
Kabul  on  the  8th  Aug.,  1880,  and  after  participating  in  the  memorable  march  to  Kandahar,  took  part, 
on  the  1  st  September,  in  the  crowning  defeat  of  the  enemy,  being  engaged  in  the  pursuit  which  was 
continued  throughout  the  day. 

In  the  month  of  December,  1880,  the  9th  Lancers  returned  to  India,  and  went  into  quarters  at 
Umballa. 
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SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  9TH  (QUEEN’S 

ROYAL)  LANCERS. 

Colonel  H.  Marshall  ( retired)  joined  the  regiment  at  Basawal  on  the  18th  May,  1879,  from  Eng¬ 
land  (where  he  had  been  absent  on  sick  leave),  and  commanded  it  till  the  conclusion  of  the  first  campaign. 

Lt.- Colonel  R.  S.  Cleland.  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lt. -Colonel  H.  A.  Bushman ,  C.B. ,  commanded  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign  from  Feb., 
1880,  till  the  conclusion  of  hostilities,  taking  part  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and 
being  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches;  C.B;)  ... 

Lt.- -  Colonel  H.  R.  Abadie  served  throughout  the  first  campaign  as  Brigade  Major,  Quetta  Division, 
Kandahar  F.F.,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Girishk,  and  being  present 
at  the  action  of  Saif-u-din.  Rejoined  the  regiment  at  Kabul  during  the  second  campaign,  took  part 
in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Men¬ 
tioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Major  the  Hon.  II.  Legge  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign  from  March,  18S0, 
till  the  conclusion  of  hostilities.  Commanded  the  squadron  which  was  present  at  the  action  of  Zaidabad, 
and  the  squadron  which  accompanied  the  chief  Political  Officer  to  Zimma  on  the  occasion  of  his  inter¬ 
views  with  the  Amir.  Took  part  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at 
the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Major  H.  IV.  Appcrley  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Accompanied,  as  a  volunteer, 
the  first  expedition  into  the  Bazar  Valley  in  Dec.,  1878.  Commanded  the  detached  squadron  of  the 
regiment  in  the  Kuram  Valley  from  17  March  till  27  Sept.,  1879,  and  subsequently  in  the  advance  on 
and  occupation  of  Kabul,  being  present  at  the  actions  of  Jagi  Thana  and  Charasiab,  and  taking  part  in 
the  pursuit  of  the  enemy  on  the  9th  Oct.  Left  Kabul  for  India  on  the  14th  Nov.  en  route  to  the  regi¬ 
mental  depot,  but  was  recalled  on  reaching  Rawal  Pindi,  and  returned  to  Kabul  on  4th  Jan.,  1880.

i oth  (P.  W.  O.  ROYAL)  HUSSARS. 

ON  the  breaking  out  of  hostilities  with  Afghanistan  in  the  autumn  of  1878,  Head-quarters  and  two 
squadrons  of  the  10th  Hussars,  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Col.  (then  Major)  E.  A.  Wood,  formed 
part  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  of  the  Peshawar  Valley  Field  Force,  one  squadron  of  the  regiment,  under 
the  command  of  Captain  T.  J.  W.  Bulkeley,  being  detached,  and  forming  part  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  of 
the  Kuram  Valley  Field  Force. 

Taking  part  in  the  advance  of  Sir  Sam.  Browne's  Division  into  the  Khyber  Pass,  Head-quarters  and 
two  squadrons  were  present,  on  the  21st  Nov.,  1878,  at  the  first  attack  on  Ali  Musjid.  After  the  flight 
of  the  enemy  and  the  capture  of  the  fort,  the  regiment  participated  in  the  forward  movement  of  the 
Division  to  Daka,  and  eventually  to  Jalalabad,  which  was  reached  on  the  20th  December. 

Various  small  detachments  of  the  regiment  were  now  employed  in  the  reconnaissances  which  were 
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conducted  into  the  surrounding  country,  including  those  which  proceeded  respectively  to  Sultanpur,  on 

the  20th  Dec.,  1878,  and  Daulatzai  on  the  10th  Jan.,  1879.  .  . 

On  the  nth  Jan.,  1879,  twenty-five  sabres  were  sent  out  beyond  All  Boghan  as  a  support  to  the 
force  under  Brigadier-General  Jenkins,  which  was  engaged  in  the  destruction  of  the  village  of  Shirgarh. 

One  troop  of  the  regiment  accompanied  the  column  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Macpherson,  which  proceeded,  on  the  7th  Feb.,  1879,  across  the  Kabul  River  into  the  Kunar  Valley, 
against  a  body  of  Mohmands,  and  which,  after  dispersing  them,  returned  to  divisional  Head-quarters  on 
the  nth  idem.  Another  troop  formed  part  of  the  expeditionary  force  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Jenkins,  which  crossed  the  Lughman  River  on  the  22nd  Feb.,  1879,  and  after  penetrating  a 
distance  of  thirty  miles  into  new  country,  returned  to  Jalalabad  on  the  2  5  th  idem 

The  detached  squadron  of  the  regiment  under  the  command  of  Captain  Bulkeley,  which  had  been 
detailed  to  the  Cavalry  Brigade  of  the  Kuram  Valley  Field  Force,  crossed  the  frontier  on  the  20th  Nov., 

1878,  and  after  taking  part,  as  a  portion  of  the  advance  guard,  in  the  movements  of  General  Roberts 
Division  on  Kapigong  and  Ahmadshana,  was  present,  on  the  2nd  Dec.,  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the 

Peiwar  Kotcil 

As  a  portion  of  the  advance  guard  of  the  expeditionary  force  under  the  command  of  General  Roberts 
which  proceeded  into  the  Khost  Valley,  the  detached  squadron  marched  from  Hazar  I  ir  on  the  2nd 
Tan.  1870.  At  the  action  of  Matun,  on  the  7th  of  that  month,  it  was  the  first  unit  of  the  force  which 
engaged  the  enemy,  delivering  an  effective  charge  to  the  left  front  of  the  camp,  and  subsequently  taking 
part  in  the  pursuit.  In  the  skirmishing  with  the  Mangals  on  the  29th— the  day  on  which  General 
Roberts  temporarily  reoccupied  Matun  before  finally  abandoning  it  the  squadron  was  also  engaged. 
After  taking  part,  during  the  occupation  of  the  Khost  district  throughout  the  month,  m  the  numerous 
reconnaissances  which  were  conducted  into  the  surrounding  country,  it  returned  with  the  rest  of  the 

force,  on  the  30th  Tan.,  to  Hazar  Pir.  ,  , 

On  reaching  Divisional  Head-quarters,  the  detached  squadron  received  orders  to  proceed  to 
Talalabad  as  escort  to  the  Sirdar  Wali  Muhammad,  half-brother  of  Shere  Ali.  Starting  on  the  4th  Feb., 

1879,  it  marched  to  its  destination  byway  of  Kohat,  and  rejoining  Head-quarters,  served  in  the  Peshawar 

Valley  Field  Force  during  the  remainder  of  the  campaign.  . 

On  the  31st  March,  1879,  three  troops  of  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  advance  of  the  force  under 
the  command  of  Brigadier- General  C.  Gough  towards  Gandamak.  In  the  action  of  Futtehabad  on  the 
2nd  April,  they  contributed,  by  a  well-delivered  charge  to  the  right  front,  to  the  crushing  defeat  of  the 
enemy,  subsequently  taking  part  in  the  pursuit,  which  was  continued  almost  up  to  the  walls  of  the  village 

°f  ^OrT'the  same  day  on  which  Brigadier-General  Gough’s  column  marched  from  Jalalabad— the  31st 

]yiarch _ a  force  of  cavalry  under  the  command  of  Lt. -Colonel  Wood,  10th  Hussars,  which  included  one 

squadron  of  the  regiment,  was  directed  to  cross  the  Kabul  River  to  co-operate  with  a  column  under 
Brigadier-General  Macpherson,  which,  earlier  in  the  day,  left  divisional  Head-quarters  on  the  second 
expedition  into  the  Lughman  Valley.  Making  its  way  across  the  river  on  the  night  of  the  31st,  the 
squadron,  in  the  uncertain  light  of  the  moon,  was  caused  by  the  velocity  and  weight  of  the  current  to 
diverge  from  the  ford,  and  was  swept  away — a  struggling  mass  of  heavily-accoutred  men  and  horses— -to 
the  rapids  below  Of  the  seventy  officers,  non-commissioned,  officers  and  men  who  had  left  Jalalabad, 
no  less  than  forty-six— including  Lieut.  Harford— were  consigned  by  this  accident  in  the  space  of  a  few 

minutes  to  a  common  grave.  .  ,  ,  , 

During  the  month  of  May,  five  troops  of  the  10th  Hussars  were  stationed. at  Gandamak,  and  one 

troop  at  Landi  Kotal.  Here  they  remained  till  the  1st  June,  when,  the  evacuation  of  the  Northern  line 
havine  been  ordered,  they  commenced  the  return  march  to  India.  In  the  burning  heat  and  the  pesti¬ 
lential*  atmosphere  in  which  the  retrogressive  movement  was  conducted,  the  regiment  suffered  heavily, 
cholera  and  heat-apoplexy  swelling  the  casualty-roll  by  some  eighty-five  deaths  before  Head-quarters 
recrossed  the  frontier.

Was  present  on 
orderly  duty  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  and  with  the  squadron  in  the  operations  in 
the  Khost  Valley,  including  the  action  of  Matun.  Subsequently  served  with  the  Head-quarters  till  the 
conclusion  of  the  campaign,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Futtehabad.  (Mentioned  in  despatches ; 
Brevet  of  Major.) 

Major  T.  A.  St.  Quintin  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  campaign,  being  present  at  the 
taking  of  Ali  Musjid  and  the  action  of  Futtehabad,  in  which  he  acted  as  aide-de-camp  to  Brigadier- 
General  C.  Gough.

THE  15th  Hussars,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Swindley,  left  Mirat  in  October,  1878,  to  join  the 
army  in  Southern  Afghanistan.  Moving  by  rail  to  Multan,  the  regiment  marched  from  that  station 
along  the  left  bank  of  the  Indus  to  Mithankote,  where,  the  river  being  crossed,  the  Marri  country  was 
entered.  After  passing  through  Dera  Bughti,  the  southern  debouchure  of  the  Bolan  Pass  was  reached 
early  in  December,  1878. 

Intense  cold  was  experienced  at  the  summit  of  the  Pass,  and  the  troop  horses  suffered  much  from 
the  effects  of  the  climate  and  the  scarcity  of  fodder.  After  a  short  halt  at  Quetta,  the  regiment  was 
pushed  on  to  the  foot  of  the  Khojak  Pass,  where  one  squadron  was  sent  forward  under  Major  Luck  to 
join  the  advanced  Cavalry  commanded  by  Brigadier-General  Palliser.  This  squadron,  when  covering  the 
advance  of  the  left  column  in  the  forward  movement  on  Kandahar,  was  actively  engaged  with  the  enemy’s 
Cavalry  on  the  4th  Jan.,  1879,  at  Takht-i-pul.  The  enemy,  about  400  in  number,  were  surprised  by  the 
squadron  and  completely  defeated,  leaving  26  dead  on  the  field,  and  losing  altogether  about  100  in  killed, 
wounded,  and  prisoners.  For  his  services  on  this  occasion  Major  Luck,  who  was  in  command  of  the 
Cavalry,  was  appointed  a  Companion  of  the  Bath.  On  the  same  day  another  squadron  of  the  regiment 
under  Captain  Langtry  was  engaged  in  the  Ghlo  Pass. 

Kandahar  fell  without  further  opposition  on  the  8th  Jan.,  1879  ;  and  a  few  days  afterwards  the  15th 
Hussars  accompanied  General  Stewart’s  force  to  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.  After  a  fortnight’s  halt  there,  it  received 
orders  to  return  to  Kandahar,  and  shortly  afterwards  was  sent  back  to  the  Pishin  Valley  to  form  part 
of  the  force  under  General  Biddulph  destined  to  open  out  the  new  route  to  India  through  Yargistan. 
Beyond  an  affair  in  which  only  the  advance  guard  was  engaged,  the  column  met  with  no  opposition, 
and  the  regiment  returned  to  its  quarters  at  Mirat  in  May,  1879,  after  an  absence  of  seven  months. 

In  April,  1880,  the  15th  Hussars  was  again  placed  under  orders  of  readiness  for  active  service;  and 
on  the  defeat  of  the  British  troops  at  Maiwand,  was  ordered  to  join  the  army  in  Afghanistan  under  General 
Phayre. 

Starting  in  August  under  the  command  of  Lt. -Colonel  Luck,  C.B.,  the  regiment  reached  Quetta  in 
ten  days,  having  proceeded  by  rail  as  far  as  the  foot  of  the  Bolan  Pass.  The  heat  being  intense  at  that 
time  of  year,  both  men  and  horses  suffered  greatly,  and  the  loss  in  both  was  excessive.  . 

Arrived  at  Quetta,  the  regiment,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  General  Phayre’s  Division,  was  delayed 
in  its  further  advance  ;  and  by  the  time  that  the  forward  movement  was  at  length  made,  it  was  found  the 
army  under  General  Roberts  had  succeeded  in  rendering  the  necessity  for  further  hostile  operations 
unnecessary. 

After  a  short  halt  at  Kandahar,  the  regiment  was  ordered  back  to  India,  where  it  arrived  in  the  month 

of  October,  1880. 
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SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  15TH  (KING’S) 

HUSSARS. 

Colonel  J.  C.  Swindley  (h.p.)  commanded  the  regiment  in  the  Quetta  and  Kandahar  Field  Forces 
in  the  first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kolat-i-Ghilzai. 

Lt. -Colonel  G.  Luck ,  C.B.,  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  Quetta  and  Kandahar  Field  Forces  in 
the  first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai. 
Commanded  the  Advanced  Cavalry  of  Brigadier-General  Palliser’s  Force  at  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul. 
(Slightly  wounded ;  C.B.)  Commanded  the  regiment,  in  General  Phayre’s  Division,  in  the  second 
campaign,  taking  part  in  the  second  advance  on  Kandahar.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lt- Colonel  H.  Langtry  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  Quetta  and  Kandahar  Field  Forces  in  the 
first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.  Com¬ 
manded  a  detached  squadron  of  the  regiment  in  the  affair  in  the  Ghlo  Pass.  Served  with  the  regiment 
in  General  Phayre’s  Division  in  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  second  advance  on  Kandahar. 

Major  W.  White ,  Captain  G.  D.  F  Sulivan,  and  Lieuts.  J.  H.  Sewell ,  M.  Allfrey ,  and  H.  L.  Daly 
served  with  the  regiment  in  the  Quetta  and  Kandahar  Field  Forces  in  the  first  campaign,  taking  part  in 
the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai ;  also,  with  the  exception  of  Lieut. 
Daly,  who  was  employed  as  a  Commissariat  Officer,  served  with  the  regiment  in  General  Phayre’s 
Division  in  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  second  advance  on  Kandahar. 

Major  F  H.  Beck,  Lieuts.  W.  J.  Burke,  C.  E.  Browne ,  J.  R.  P.  Gordon,  H  E.  S.  Pocklington, 
T.  O.  W.  C.  de  Crespigny,  and  Vet.-Surg.  C.  Gillard,  served  with  the  regiment  in  General  Phayre’s 
Division  in  the  second  campaign. 

Major  H.  Hall,  Captain  A.  G.  Holland,  and  Lieut,  the  Hon.  R.  Leigh  served  with  the  regiment  in 
the  Quetta  and  Kandahar  Field  Forces  in  the  first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occu¬ 
pation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul — Lieut.  Leigh  as 
Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  Palliser.  Also  served  with  the  regiment  in  General  Phayre’s 
Division  in  the  second  campaign.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captain  A.  Smirke  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  Quetta  and  Kandahar  Field  Forces  in  the  first 
campaign,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and  being 
present  at  the  affair  in  the  Ghlo  Pass. 

Captain  A.  T.  Middleton  (6th  Dn.  Gds.),  Lieut.  A.  W.  D.  Campbell  (Bengal  Staff  Corps),  and 
Major  R.  Sheehy  (A. P.D.)  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  Quetta  and  Kandahar  Field  Forces  in  the 
first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai. 

Capt.  C.  F.  J.  Douglas  served  during  the  second  campaign,  first  as  Brigade  Major,  Cavalry  Brigade, 
Reserve  Division,  at  Peshawar,  and  afterwards  with  the  regiment  as  Adjutant,  in  General  Phayre’s 
Division. 

Lieut,  the  Hon.  A.  Manners  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  Quetta  and  Kandahar  Field  Forces  in 
the  first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and 
being  present  at  the  affair  in  the  Ghlo  Pass.  Also  served  with  the  regiment  in  General  Phayre’s  Division 
in  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  second  advance  on  Kandahar.

D  BATTERY,  A  BRIGADE,  R.H.A. 


)N  the  15th  Oct.,  1878,  Battery  D/A,  'R.H.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  P.  E. 
Hill,  marched  from  Mirat,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  for  Peshawar.  On  arrival 
at  Rawal  Pindi,  however,  directions  were  received  for  it  to  proceed  to  Campbellpur, 
and  there  await  further  orders.  Detailed  to  the  newly-constituted  2nd  Division 
Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  the  battery  quitted  that  station  on  the  18th  Nov.  for 
Naushahra,  and  from  thence  subsequently  continued  its  march  to  Peshawar  and 
Jamrud,  where  the  Head-quarters  of  the  Division  were  eventually  located. 

_  On  the  19th  Dec.,  1878,  Major  Hill  marched  with  two  guns  of  the  battery, 

mounted  on  elephants,  from  Jamrud,  to  take  part  in  the  first  Bazar  Valley  expedition  ;  but  it  being  found, 
on  arriving  at  the  heights  of  Shagai,  that  the  country  was  not  accessible  for  elephants,  the  two  guns 
remained  encamped  there  until  the  return  of  the  infantry  of  the  Expeditionary  Force,  when  they  accom¬ 
panied  it  back  to  camp  at  Jamrud.  The  left  division  of  the  battery  was  subsequently  employed  in  the 
second  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  marching  from  Jamrud  on  the  24th  Jan.,  and  returning  on  the  4th 
Feb.,  1879. 

At  the  latter  end  of  March,  1879,  the  battery  was  moved  up  to  Basawal,  where  it  remained  until 
after  the  conclusion  of  the  first  campaign.  On  the  5th  June  it  commenced  its  return  march  to  India, 
and  on  the  9th  idem  recrossed  the  frontier,  and  moved  into  quarters  at  Peshawar. 

Receiving  orders  on  the  14th  Dec.,  1879,  to  march  to  the  Khyber  to  reinforce  General  Bright’s 
Division,  D/A,  R.H.A.,  now  under  the  command  of  Brevet  Lieut.-Colonel  Sidney  Parry,  left  Peshawar 
on  the  following  day,  and  made  its  way  to  Jalalabad,  remaining  halted  ten  days,  en  route ,  at  Landi  Kotal, 
and  leaving  two  guns  at  Basawal. 

On  the  13th  Jan.,  1880,  in  consequence  of  a  reported  attempt  by  a  hostile  body  of  Mohmands  to 
cross  the  Kabul  River  at  Ali  Boghan,  two  guns  were  suddenly  ordered  out  under  an  escort  of  two 
squadrons  of  the  Carabiniers  to  prevent  this  movement,  and  effectually  succeeded  in  doing  so.  When 
the  order  to  turn  out  was  received,  an  inspection  of  “  stripped  harness  and  saddlery”  was  being  made  by 
the  commanding  officer,  notwithstanding  which,  the  division,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  A.  Hewat, 
was  harnessed  and  in  action  at  Ali  Boghan,  nine  miles  distant  from  the  camp,  within  fifty-eight  minutes. 
After  twenty-two  rounds  had  been  fired  by  the  guns  at  various  ranges,  the  Mohmands  dispersed. 

On  the  29th  Jan.,  1880,  the  battery  marched  back  to  Basawal,  and  continued  to  do  duty  along  the 
Khyber  line  of  communications  till  its  return  to  India  on  the  4th  April,  1880. 


E  BATTERY,  A  BRIGADE,  R.H.A. 

In  January,  1880,  Battery  E/A,  R.H.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  W.  W.  Murdoch,  was 
moved  up  from  Mian  Mir,  whither  it  had  proceeded  twelve  months  before  from  Umballa,  to  Peshawar, 
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and  for  a  period  of  ten  months  served  as  a  unit  of  the  Peshawar  District  Force,  which  was  commanded 
successively  by  Major-General  Ross  and  Brigadier-General  Hankin. 

On  the  District  Force  being  reduced  to  a  peace  footing  in  the  autumn  of  the  year,  the  battery  quitted 
Peshawar,  and  proceeding  to  Mirat,  went  into  quarters. 


F  BATTERY,  A  BRIGADE,  R.H.A. 

On  the  massing  of  the  troops  on  the  frontier  in  the  autumn  of  1878,  Battery  F/A,  R.H.A.,  under 
the  command  of  Major  W.  Seviling,  was  ordered  up  from  Campbellpur,  where  it  was  at  the  time  stationed, 
to  Kohat,  and  from  thence  to  Thai,  to  form  part  of  the  force  under  the  command  of  General  Roberts. 

Taking  part  in  the  advance  of  the  Division  into  Afghanistan,  the  battery  was  engaged,  on  the  28th 
Nov.,  1878,  in  the  skirmish  of  that  date  with  the  enemy.  In  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal 
on  the  2nd  Dec.,  four  guns  were  told  off  to  support  the  turning  movement  commanded  by  the  General 
in  person,  two  guns  remaining  temporarily  in  camp,  and  subsequently  being  prominently  engaged  in  the 
direct  attack  on  the  enemy’s  position  conducted  by  Brigadier-General  Cobbe.  For  the  next  few  months 
the  battery,  broken  up  into  divisions,  did  duty  at  Fort  Kuram,  Hazar  Pir,  and  Thai,  eventually  reuniting 
and  proceeding  to  Ali  Khel,  where  it  remained  with  the  advanced  troops  on  the  Kuram  line  till  the 
succeeding  autumn. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  September,  1879,  F/A,  R.H.A. ,  now  under  the  command  of  Major 
J.  C.  Smyth-Wyndham,  made  its  way  over  the  difficult  Shutargardan  Pass  without  casualty  or  mishap, 
and  took  part  with  the  newly-organized  Kuram  Division,  Kabul  Field  Force,  in  the  advance  on  and 
occupation  of  Kabul.  During  the  action  of  Charasiab,  on  the  6th  Oct.,  the  battery  was  in  reserve. 

On  the  1  st  Nov.  two  guns  of  the  battery  left  Kabul  with  the  force  under  Brigadier-General 
Macpherson,  which  proceeded  to  Kata  Sang  to  meet  the  advanced  portion  of  General  Bright’s  Division 
from  the  Khyber. 

On  the  1st  Dec.  two  guns  of  the  battery  left  Kabul  for  India,  forming  part  of  the  escort  of  the  ex- 
Amir,  who,  since  the  27th  September,  had  been  a  prisoner  in  the  British  camp. 

Four  guns  of  the  battery  accompanied  the  column  under  Brigadier-General  Macpherson,  which  was 
despatched  from  Kabul  on  the  8th  Dec.,  1879,  to  force  a  gathering  of  the  enemy  towards  Maidan,  and 
were  left  on  that  day  with  the  Cavalry  of  the  force,  at  Killa  Affshar.  On  the  10th  they  were  engaged  in 
an  attempt  to  cut  off  the  enemy’s  retreat,  but  were  precluded  by  the  physical  difficulties  of  the  country 
from  getting  into  action.  The  following  day  the  Cavalry  and  Artillery,  now  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Massey,  made  their  way  across  country  to  await  the  arrival  of  Brigadier-General  Macpherson’s 
force  on  the  Ghazni  road,  and  in  doing  so,  came  into  disastrous  conflict  with  overwhelming  numbers  of 
the  enemy  at  Killa  Kazi.  The  battery,  after  getting  three  times  into  action,  was  at  length  ordered  by 
Sir  F.  Roberts,  who  had  arrived  on  the  scene  and  assumed  command,  to  retire  before  the  oncoming 
hordes,  whose  advance  the  charges  of  the  Cavalry  failed  to  check.  After  they  had  moved  back  a  short 
distance,  the  guns  were  completely  stopped  in  their  further  retirement  by  a  deep  watercourse,  and  it 
became  necessary  to  spike  and  abandon  them.  In  this  engagement,  a  gallant  young  officer  of  the  Battery, 
Lieut.  E.  Hardy,  and  one  man,  were  killed ;  seven  horses  were  also  killed,  and  two  wounded.  Later  in 
the  day,  after  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  by  Brigadier-General  Macpherson’s  force,  the  guns  were  recovered 
by  a  party  of  men  under  Col.  MacGregor,  R.A.,  Deputy  Quartermaster-General. 

On  the  14th  Dec.,  four  guns  of  the  battery,  under  Captain  Pipon,  were  brought  into  action  near  the 
south-west  corner  of  the  Sherpur  cantonments  in  covering  the  advance  of  Brigadier-General  Baker’s  force 
in  support  of  a  detachment  holding  the  conical  hill  after  the  assault  of  the  Asmai  Heights,  and  contributed 
to  rendering  the  enemy’s  position  untenable.  While  this  event  was  in  progress,  the  two  other  guns  were 
despatched  with  a  small  force  of  Cavalry  under  Brigadier-General  Gough  to  disperse  a  body  of  the  enemy 
who  were  reassembled  on  the  Siah  Sang. 

After -the  withdrawal  of  the  troops  within  the  lines  of  Sherpur,  the  battery  took  part  during  the 
siege  in  the  defence  of  the  cantonment,  and  was  engaged  in  the  repulse  of  the  enemy’s  attack  on  the 
23rd  Dec. 

On  the  20th  April,  1880,  two  guns  of  the  battery  accompanied  the  force  under  Brigadier-General 
Jenkins,  which  marched  on  that  day  towards  Charasiab,  and  on  the  25  th  idem  performed  excellent  service 
in  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  near  Childukhtean. 

Quitting  Kabul  on  the  nth  May,  1880,  the  battery  commenced  its  laborious  return-march  to  India. 
After  recrossing  the  frontier,  it  made  its  way  back  to  its  old  station,  Campbellpur.

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RECORDS  OF  SER  VICE. 


I  BATTERY,  A  BRIGADE,  R.H.A. 

Throughout  the  campaign  of  1878-1879,  Battery  I/A,  R.H.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  M.  de 
V.  Tupper,  formed  part  of  the  Reserve  Division,  Peshawar  Valley  Field  Force,  and  did  duty  at  Rawal 

Pindi  and  Peshawar.  .  ,  „  , 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  September,  1879,  the  battery,  at  the  time  stationed  at  Peshawar 
under  the  command  of  Major  M.  W.  Ommanney,  was  detailed  to  the  Khyber  Division,  and  for  a  period 
of  eight  months  served  at  various  posts  on  the  Northern  line,  extending  from  Jamrud  to  Gandamak. 

*As  a  unit  of  the  moveable  column  under  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough,  I/A,  R.H.A.,  took  part  m  the 
advance  of  that  force,  in  November,  1879,  to  effect  a  junction  with  the  Kabul  troops.  Subsequently, 
throughout  the  winter,  it  formed  part  of  the  garrison  of  GandamaK 

On  the  3rd  April,  1880,  four  guns  of  the  battery  accompanied  the  moveable  column  under  the 
command  of  Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot  from  Safed  Sang  on  the  expedition  against  the  V  azir 
Kugianis,  and  on  the  nth  idem  two  guns  tQok  part  in  the  advance  of  the  same  column  into  the  Hissarak 

Valley. 

In  June,  1880,  I/A,  R.H.A.,  returned  to  Peshawar,  and  for  a  time  formed  part  of  the  District  Force 
under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Hankin.  On  this  force  being  reduced  to  a  peace  footing,  the 
battery  proceeded  to  Sialkot,  and  went  into  quarters. 


A  BATTERY,  B  BRIGADE,  R.H.A. 

On  the  29th  Oct.,  1878,  Battery  A/B,  R.H..A,  under  the  command  of  Brevet  Colonel  D.  McFarlane, 
left  Mian  Mir  for  Multan,  and  after  waiting  for  a  short  time  at  that  station,  and  subsequently  at  Jacobabad, 
for  the  assembling  of  the  Division  under  the  command  of  General  Stewart,  continued  its  advance  on  the 
1st  Dec.  across  the  Put  Desert  to  Dadar,  the  travelling  being  very  heavy  for  draught  cattle,  and  great 
difficulty  being  experienced  in  obtaining  water.  Marching  to  Quetta  through  the  Bolan  Pass,  and  suffering 
great  loss  in  baggage  animals  through  the  dearth  of  supplies,  the  battery  entered  Afghanistan,  and  on  the 
30th  Dec.  crossed  the  Khogak  Pass.  The  Right  and  Centre  divisions  left  Chaman  on  the  following  day, 
and  joined  the  advanced  Cavalry  of  the  Right  Column,  under  Brigadier-General  Kennedy,  and  of  the 
Left  Column,  under  Brigadier-General  Palliser.  On  the  4th  Jan.,  1879,  the  Right  Column,  entering  the 
Mel  Valley,  encountered  large  parties  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry,  who  retreated  on  fire  being  opened  upon 
them  from  the  guns  of  the  Centre  division.  Late  in  the  afternoon  the  Left  Column  touched  these 
parties,  and  fire  was  opened  upon  them  by  the  guns  of  the  Right  division.  Darkness  shortly  afterwards 
set  in,  and  during  the  night  the  enemy  retired. 

The  battery  arrived  at  Kandahar  with  Divisional  Head-quarters,  on  the  8th  Jan.,  1879,  and  on  the 
14th  idem  took  part  in  the  advance  to  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  where  it  remained,  on  short  rations,  from  the  21st 
Jan.  till  the  6th  Feb.,  the  mortality  amongst  the  horses  and  camels  being  very  great  through  want  of  food 
and  inadequate  covering  ;  on  the  latter  date  it  commenced  its  return  march  to  Kandahar,  which  was 
reached  on  the  28th  Feb. 

In  April,  1879,  Major  H.  de.  G.  Warter  arrived  at  Kandahar,  and  took  over  the  command  of  the 
battery  from  Captain  R.  G.  S.  Marshall,  on  whom  it  had  devolved  vice  Colonel  McFarlane,  invalided. 

On  the  1st  June,  1879,  the  battery  moved  from  camp  into  huts,  and  on  the  19th  July  into  the 
cholera  camp.  At  this  time  it  suffered  severely  from  cholera,  no  less  than  fifteen  men  succumbing  to 
that  disease  between  the  14th  July  and  the  3rd  August. 

Ordered  into  the  Pishin  Valley,  the  battery  quitted  camp  on  the  4th  Aug.,  and  proceeding  to 
Arombi  Karez,  remained  there  from  the  13th  Aug.  till  the  29th  Sept.  On  that  date  it  commenced  its 
return  march  to  Kandahar,  where  it  arrived  on  the  6th  Oct.  for  the  next  six  months  it  did  duty  m 
cantonments. 

As  a  unit  of  the  Ghazni  Field  Force,  A/B.,  R.H.A.,  marched  from  Kandahar  for  Kabul  on  the  30th 
March,  1880.  In  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  on  the  19th  April  it  was  prominently  engaged,  and  rendered 
important  service.  Fire  was  opened  by  the  battery  at  1,600  yards,  but  the  enemy  advancing  rapidly,  this 
range  was  decreased  until  case  shot  was  used,  and  immediately  afterwards,  shrapnell  reversed.  The 
Ghazis  charging  almost  to  the  muzzles  of  the  guns,  and  the  Infantry  on  the  left  falling  back,  the  battery 
was  retired  some  90  yards,  when  the  front  attack  of  the  enemy  having  failed,  the  fire  was  divided  between 
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parties  on  the  left,  and  parties  of  Cavalry  on  the  extreme  right.  On  this  day  one  officer  and  one  man 
were  wounded.  At  the  action  of  Arzu  on  the  23rd  April,  A/B.,  R.H.A.  was  engaged  in  shelling  the 
villages  ;  and  in  the  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  one  horse  of  the  Right  half-battery  was  wounded. 

After  remaining  in  theLogar  and  Chardeh  Valleys  until  the  4th  Aug.,  1880,  the  battery  encamped 
on  the  Siah  Sang.  On  the  7th  Aug.  it  marched  from  Kabul  for  India  by  way  of  the  Khyber  Pass,  and 
on  the  26th  idem  arrived  at  Jamrud,  having  been  one  year  and  nine  months  across  the  frontier.  It 
subsequently  proceeded  to  Umballa,  and  on  the  2nd  Dec.,  1880,  entered  cantonments. 

During  the  period  of  its  service  in  the  war,  the  battery  lost  32  non-commissioned  officers,  and  also 
35  horses,  from  disease. 


D  BATTERY,  B  BRIGADE,  R.H.A. 

As  a  unit  of  the  2nd  or  Reserve  Division  of  the  Kandahar  Field  Force,  Battery  D/B,  R.H.A.,  under 
the  command  of  Major  F.  W.  Ward,  served  throughout  the  earlier  months  of  1880  at  Karachi,  whither  it 
had  proceeded  at  the  latter  end  of  January  from  Bombay. 

On  it  being  decided  by  Government  to  reinforce  the  garrison  of  Kandahar,  the  battery  was  ordered 
to  the  front,  and  moved  by  successive  divisions  to  Sibi,  and  subsequently,  through  the  Bolan  Pass,  to 
Quetta.  In  the  meantime  news  had  been  received  of  the  reverse  sustained  by  General  Burrows’  brigade 
at  Maiwand,  and  of  the  siege  of  Kandahar ;  and  orders  were  given  for  the  immediate  formation  of  a 
relieving  column  under  the  command  of  General  Phayre.  Detailed  to  this  force,  the  battery  eventually 
took  part  in  its  advance  to  Kandahar,  where  it  arrived  three  weeks  after  the  relief  of  the  garrison  by 
General  Roberts. 

With  the  remainder  of  General  Phayre’s  Brigade,  the  battery  marched  to  Dahila,  in  the  Argandab 
Valley,  on  the  7th  Oct.,  where  it  remained  until  orders  were  received  to  move  again  into  Kandahar. 
Entering  the  city  on  the  1st  Nov.,  1880,  it  did  not  again  leave  it  until  the  final  evacuation  in  June,  1881. 


E  BATTERY,  B  BRIGADE,  R.H.A. 

Battery  E/B.,  R.H.A.,  consisting  of  7  officers,  164  men,  200  horses,  and  6  guns  (9-prs.  M.L.),  left 
Kirki  on  the  i6th  Jan.,  1880,  and  proceeded  by  march  route  to  Bombay,  where  it  embarked  for  Karachi. 
On  disembarking  it  was  conveyed  by  rail  to  Nari,  where  it  was  halted  for  nearly  six  weeks  awaiting 
transport. 

On  leaving  Nari,  the  battery  marched  through  the  Bolan  Pass  to  Quetta,  which  it  reached  on  the 
25th  March  ;  after  halting  there  a  couple  of  days,  it  proceeded  on  to  Kandahar,  where  it  eventually 
arrived  on  the  5th  April,  1880. 

As  a  unit  of  Brigadier-General  Burrows’  flying  column,  the  battery  marched  from  Kandahar  on  the 
4th  July  for  Girishk.  In  the  encounter  with  the  Wali  Shere  Ali  Khan’s  mutinied  troops  on  the  14th 
July,  it  succeeded  in  getting  four  times  into  action,  contributing  materially  to  the  defeat  of  the  enemy. 
The  6-pounder  smooth-bore  guns  which  were  recaptured  on  this  day  were  formed  into  a  battery  under  the 
command  of  Captain  J.  R.  Slade,  and  manned  by  men  of  the  66th  Regt.,  assisted  by  a  few  gunners  of 
E/B.,  R.H.A. 

In  the  Cavalry  reconnaissance  of  the  23rd  July,  two  of  E/B.’s  guns  were  again  engaged. 

On  the  27th  July,  on  the  bloody  field  of  Maiwand,  and  subsequently  throughout  the  retreat,  the 
battery  played  a  brilliant  and  conspicuous  part.  On  that  disastrous  day  its  losses  amounted  to  no  less 
than  2  officers  (Major  Blackwood  and  Lieut.  Osborne),  and  19  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  killed, 
2  officers  (Lieuts.  Fowell  and  Maclaine),  and  14  non-commissioned  wounded,  and  63  horses  left  dead  on 
the  field.  Only  one  officer  escaped  unwounded — Captain  J.  R.  Slade,  who  brought  the  battery  out  of 
action,  and  commanded  it  through  the  retreat  of  all  that  was  left  of  General  Burrows’  force,  which  it 
covered,  to  Kandahar,  bringing  in  as  many  of  the  wounded  and  exhausted  as  could  be  carried  on  the  guns 
and  carriages.  It  was  during  this  fearful  retreat  that  Lieut.  Hector  Maclaine  was  taken  prisoner  while 
endeavouring  to  procure  water  for  the  wounded  from  one  of  the  neighbouring  villages.  46  horses  of  the 
battery  succumbed  to  the  sufferings  and  hardships,  and  hi  natives  of  the  battery  establishment  were 
killed  or  died  before  the  walls  of  Kandahar  were  reached. 

During  the  siege  of  Kandahar  the  guns  of  E/B.,  R.H.A.,  were  mounted  on  the  ramparts,  three  on  the 
Herat  face,  and  one  on  the  Idgah  gate,  under  Captain  Slade.  In  the  battle  of  Kandahar  on  the  1st 
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Sept.  1880,  the  battery  was  attached  to  the  Cavalry  Brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Hugh  Gough,  and 
took  part  in  the  crowning  defeat  of  the  enemy,  covering  the  advance  of  the  Left  Infantry  Brigade  under 

Brigadier-General  Baker.  ,,  T  ,,  , 

On  the  8th  Oct.,  1880,  E/B.,  R.H.A.  left  Kandahar  for  India,  and  on  the  1st  Nov.  reached  Jacobabad, 

where  it  remained  till  the  3rd  Dec.,  taking  part  in  the  Viceroy’s  durbar.  On  this  day  it  was  inspected  by 
H.E.  the  Viceroy,  who  complimented  it  in  high  terms  for  its  conduct  during  the  campaign. 

On  the  3rd  Dec.  the  battery  proceeded  by  rail  to  Karachi,  and  there  embarked  for  Bombay.  On 
arrival  it  was  publicly  complimented  by  their  Excellencies  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  the  Governor, 
and  a  public  dinner  was  given  to  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  men. 

The  battery  left  Bombay  by  route  march  on  the  17th  Dec.,  1880,  and  on  the  27th  idem  reached 
Kirki,  there  to  be  stationed.  For  its  services  in  Afghanistan  it  received  the  special  thanks  of  the  Viceroy 
and  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  general  orders,  and  the  following  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and 
men,  were  decorated  :  Captain  Slade,  with  a  Companionship  of  the  Bath  ;  Sergeant  Mullane  and  Gunner 
Collis,  with  the  Victoria  Cross;  Sergeant-Major  Paton,  Quartermaster-Sergeant  Munroe,  Sergeant 
Burridge,  Corporal  Thorogood,  Bombardier  Payne,  Gunner  Tighe,  Driver  Bishop,  and  Trumpeter  Jones, 
with  the  medal  for  distinguished  conduct  in  the  field. 


H  BATTERY,  C  BRIGADE,  R.H.A. 

On  the  2 1  st  Oct.,  1878,  Battery  H/C-,  R.H.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  C.  E.  Naime,  marched 
from  Sialkot,  Punjab,  for  Campbellpur,  where  it  remained  halted  till  the  4th  Dec.,  when  it  proceeded  to 
Naushahra  to  join  the  2nd  Division  Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  under  the  command  of  General  Maude. 

After  doing  duty  at  Taru,  Peshawar,  and  Jamrud  till  the  nth  April,  1879,  the  battery  crossed  the 
frontier  and  moved  up  to  Basawal,  where  it  remained  till  the  8th  May.  On  that  date  it  was  ordered  back 
to  Peshawar,  and  from  thence  to  Naushahra  and  Sialkot,  where  it  arrived  on  the  9th  June,  1879. 


I  BATTERY,  C  BRIGADE,  R.H.A. 

Battery  I/C,  R.H.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  G.  R.  Manderson,  formed  part  of  the  advance 
guard  of  the  1st  Division  Peshawar  Valley  Field  Force,  which  marched  from  Jamrud  to  enter  the  Khyber 
Pass  on  the  21st  Nov.,  1878. 

Four  guns  of  the  battery  opened  fire  on  nearing  Ali  Musjid,  but  were  taken  out  of  action  on  the  arrival 
of  a  field  battery  and  a  40-pounder  Armstrong  battery,  which  formed  part  of  the  main  column  of  the 
force.  Later  in  the  day,  when  a  general  advance  on  Ali  Musjid  was  made,  Major  Manderson  was 
directed  to  take  the  battery  down  to  the  Khyber  stream,  and  assist  in  covering  the  attack  of  the  Infantry 
on  the  Fort.  For  this  purpose  four  guns  were  brought  into  action  on  the  left  bank  of  the  stream,  and  two 
guns,  under  Lieut.  Walsh,  on  the  right  bank,  all  at  about  1,000  yards  distance  from  the  Fort.  The  four 
guns  remained  in  action  until  the  ammunition  in  their  limbers  (the  ammunition  waggons  had  unfortunately 
not  been  permitted  to  accompany  the  advance  guard)  was  expended,  when  they  were  withdrawn.  The 
casualties  on  this  day  were  one  rank  and  file  and  two  horses  killed,  and  five  rank  and  file  wounded.  On 
the  23rd  Nov.,  the  battery  accompanied  the  force  which  advanced  to  Daka  and  subsequently  to  Jalalabad, 
where  it  remained  in  camp  throughout  the  succeeding  winter  months. 

In  February,  1879,  Major  Manderson  was  promoted,  and  Major  the  Hon  Alex.  Stewart  succeeded 
to  the  command  of  the  battery. 

On  the  31st  March  I/C,  R.H.A.,  advanced  with  the  Cavalry  Brigade  towards  Gandamak,and  on  the 
2nd  April  took  part  in  the  action  of  Futtehabad,  contributing  to  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough’s  crushing 
defeat  of  the  enemy. 

After  the  signing  of  the  treaty  of  peace  at  Gandamak,  the  battery  was  amongst  the  first  of  the  units 
of  the  Division  to  march  back  to  India.  It  suffered  severely,  cn  route,  from  the  epidemic  of  cholera  which 
was  raging  on  the  Northern  line,  losing  one  officer  and  thirteen  men  in  five  days. 

Early  in  September,  1879,  I/C,  R.H.A.,  received  orders  for  England;  but  these  orders  were  counter¬ 
manded  immediately  after  the  news  of  the  massacre  of  the  Kabul  Embassy  reached  India,  and  the  battery 
was  directed  to  join  the  Division  under  the  command  of  Sir  F.  Roberts  in  the  Kuram  Valley.  Not 
having  supplemented  its  deficiencies  in  men,  horses,  and  stores,  howrever,  after  returning  from  the  first 
campaign,  its  advance  was  delayed ;  but  on  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  investment  of  Sherpur,  it  was 
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ordered  to  proceed  by  forced  marches  to  Peshawar,  of  the  garrison  of  which  station,  on  arrival,  it  formed 
part.  As  troops  arrived  from  the  South,  it  was  again  ordered  forward,  and  reached  Daka  on  the  1st  Tan., 
1880. 

On  the  15th  Jan.  the  battery,  forming  part  of  the  small  mixed  force  under  Col.  Boisragon,  the 
Cavalry  and  Horse  Artillery  under  the  immediate  command  of  Lt.-Col.  the  Hon.  Alex.  Stewart,  was 
engaged  in  the  encounter  with  the  Khan  of  Lalpura  and  his  followers,  who  had  crossed  the  Kabul  River 
and  occupied  the  Gara  Heights  at  the  Western  mouth  of  the  Khyber  Pass.  The  battery  shelled  the 
heights,  and  enabled  the  Infantry  to  make  a  direct  attack  and  carry  them,  the  enemy  dispersing,  utterly 
routed,  towards  Kam  Daka. 

It  now  being  decided  to  reduce  the  force  of  Artillery  in  Afghanistan,  the  battery  was  ordered  to  India, 
and  recrossed  the  frontier  on  the  14th  Feb.,  1880. 


H  BATTERY,  ist  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

In  the  autumn  of  1878,  Battery  H/i,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  F.  A.  Pritchard,  was 
ordered  up  from  Secunderabad  to  Multan,  and  throughout  the  first  campaign,  and  during  part  of  the 
second,  remained  stationed  there  as  a  unit  of  the  Reserve  Division  of  the  Army  employed  in  the  Southern 
theatre  of  operations. 

In  the  autumn  of  1880  the  battery,  under  the  command  of  Major  C.  Crosthwaite,  took  part  in  the 
advance  of  General  Phayre’s  Division  to  Kandahar,  where  it  arrived  at  the  latter  end  of  September. 

With  the  remainder  of  General  Phayre’s  Division,  the  battery  marched  to  Dahila,  in  the  Argandab 
Valley,  on  the  7th  Oct.,  and  remained  there  until  orders  were  received  to  move  again  into  Kandahar.  On 
the  final  evacuation  of  the  city  in  June,  1881,  the  battery  returned  to  India. 


I  BATTERY,  ist  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

When,  in  1878,  the  despatch  of  troops  from  India  to  the  Mediterranean  was  determined  on,  I/r, 
R.A.,  was  one  of  the  batteries  selected  for  transportation  ;  but  the  threatening  aspect  of  the  Kabul  question 
caused  the  authorities  to  decide  on  keeping  the  force  in  Sind  intact,  and  the  battery  was  soon  under  orders 
to  join  the  Afghan  expeditionary  force. 

As  a  unit  of  General  Biddulph’s  Division,  Battery  I/i,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  H.  C. 
Lewes,  marched  to  Kandahar  via,  the  Khojak  Pass,  arriving  at  its  destination,  after  encountering  many 
obstacles  and  experiencing  much  hardship  and  privation,  on  the  9th  Jan.,  1879.  On  the  16th  idem  it 
marched  with  General  Biddulph’s  Division  towards  the  Halmand,  and  after  proceeding  up  the  Argandab 
Valley,  and  eventually  halting  within  a  few  miles  of  Girishk  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  spot 
which  was  afterwards  the  battle-field  of  Maiwand,  returned  with  the  rest  of  the  force  to  Kandahar. 

Conformably  with  a  scheme  formulated  by  Government  for  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  troops  in 
Afghanistan  before  the  hot  weather  should  set  in,  the  battery  now  received  orders  to  return  to  India. 
Quitting  Kandahar  on  the  20th  Feb.,  it  retraced  its  steps  by  way  of  the  Khojak  Pass  to  Quetta,  where  it 
arrived  on  the  9th  March  ;  on  the  nth  it  continued  its  march,  and  after  travelling  by  rail  from  Sukkur  to 
Karachi,  eventually  made  its  way  to  Kirki,  where  it  marched  into  quarters  on  the  22nd  April,  1879. 


C  BATTERY,  2ND  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

At  the  latter  end  of  January,  1880,  Battery  C/2,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  P.  H.  Greig,  then 
stationed  at  Haidarabad,  was  placed  under  orders  to  join  the  force  under  General  Phayre  which  was  being 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  Bengal  troops  in  the  Southern  theatre  of  operations. 

In  the  spring  of  the  year  the  battery  arrived  at  Kandahar,  from  whence,  shortly  afterwards,  two  of  the 
guns  proceeded  to  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  to  reinforce  the  garrison  of  that  place. 

Qn  the  28th  July,  1880,  two  guns  of  the  battery,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Law,  accompanied 
the  small  mixed  force  under  Brigadier-General  Brooke  which  sallied  out  from  Kandahar  to  cover  the  last 
few  miles  of  the  retreat  of  the  scattered  remnants  of  Brigadier-General  Burrows’  Brigade  from  Maiwand, 
and  were  instrumental  in  rendering  signal  aid.  Subsequently  withdrawing,  on  the  same  day,  with  the  rest 
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of  the  troops  within  the  walls  of  Kandahar,  the  battery  took  part  in  the  defence  throughout  the  ensuing 
siege  one  gun  being  posted  at  the  North-East  bastion,  one  at  the  Bar  Duram  Gate,  one  at  the  Kabul 
Gate  and  one  at  the  Topkhana  Gate.  On  the  16th  Aug.,  1880,  the  battery  was  employed  in  covering  the 
advance  of  the  columns  on  the  ill-starred  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja,  after  previously  shelling  the  village. 

On  the  24th  Aug.  the  two  guns  C/2,  R.A.,  on  detachment  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  joined,  with  the  rest  of 
the  garrison  of  that  place,  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  advancing  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar, 
and  after  the  arrival  of  the  Division  at  its  destination  on  the  31st  idem,  rejoined  the  battery 

At  the  battle  of  Kandahar  on  the  1st  Sept.,  1880,  the  battery  was  detached  from  Brigadier-General 
Burrows’  command,  and  throughout  the  day  took  part  in  the  operations  of  the  1st  Brigade  Kabul- 
Kandahar  Field  Force,  under  Brigadier-General  Macpherson,  covering  the  advance  of  the  Infantry,  and 
shelling  the  village  of  Gandi  Mullah  Sahibdad.  On  this  day  5  officers  and  135  men  of  the  battery  were 
under  arms,  and  the  casualties  were,  2  men  wounded,  and  1  horse  killed.  .  .  , 

On  the  division  being  broken  up,  and  the  forces  in  Southern  Afghanistan  reorganized,  the  batte  y 

was  ordered  back  to  India,  and  eventually  made  its  way  to  Ahmadnagar. 


D  BATTERY,  2ND  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

Detailed  early  in  November,  1878,  to  the  Multan  Division  of  the  army  destined  for  the  invasion  of 
Southern  Afghanistan,  Battery  D/2,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  E.  Stavely,  was  moved  up  to 
Sukkur  and  marching  by  way  of  the  Bolan  Pass  to  Quetta,  advanced  by  the  Gwaja  route  to  Kandahar, 
eventually  arriving  at  its  destination  ;  after  enduring  the  hardships  and  privations  and  surmounting  the 
obstacles  encountered  by  the  other  units  of  General  Stewart’s  Division,  on  the  9th  Jan.,  1879.  . 

On  the  1 15th  Jan.  the  battery  took  part  in  the  advance  of  General  Stewart  s  Column  on  Kalat-i-Ghilzai, 
and  remained  for  some  days  encamped  at  Zaldak,  returning,  with  the  rest  of  the  force,  at  the  latter  end  of 

February,  to  Kandahar.  .  , 

For  a  period  of  eight  months  Battery  C/2,  R.A.,  formed  part  of  the  garrison  of  Kandahar;  at  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  that  period  it  was  ordered  back  to  India,  and  returning  by  way  of  Quetta  and  the  Bolan  Pass, 
eventually  made  its  way  to  Kirki. 


F  BATTERY,  2ND  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

As  a  unit  of  the  2nd  or  Reserve  Division  of  the  Kandahar  Field  Force,  Battery  FQ,  R.A.,  under  the 
command  of  Major  J.  R.  J.  Dewar,  served  throughout  the  first  six  months  of  1880  at  Haidarabad,  whither 

it  had  proceeded  in  January,  1880,  from  Kirki.  .  ,  ,  ,  , 

On  it  being  decided  by  Government  to  reinforce  the  garrison  of  Kandahar,  the  battery  was  ordered 

to  the  front,  and  proceeded  to  Sibi,  and  subsequently,  through  the  Bolan  Pass,  to  Quetta.  .In  mefn' 
time  news  had  been  received  of  the  reverse  sustained  by  General  Burrows’  Brigade  at  Maiwand,  and  of 
the  siege  of  Kandahar,  and  orders  were  issued  for  the  immediate  formation  of  a  relieving  column  under 
the  command  of  General  Phayre.  Detailed  to  this  force,  the  battery  eventually  took  part  in  its  advance 
to  Kandahar,  where  it  arrived  three  weeks  after  the  relief  of  the  garrison  by  General  Roberts. 

With  the  remainder  of  General  Phayre’s  Brigade,  the  battery  marched  into  the  Argandab  Valley  on 
the  7th  Oct.,  and  remained  there  till  orders  were  received  to  move  again  into  Kandahar.  On  the  final 
evacuation  of  that  city  in  June,  1881,  the  battery  returned  to  India. 


C  BATTERY,  3RD  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

On  the  5th  Oct.,  1878,  in  view  of  the  impending  outbreak  of  hostilities  with  Afghanistan,  Battery 
C/3,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  H.  C.  Magenis,  left  its  station,  Jalandhar,  for  the  front,  and  after 
a  march  of  some  450  miles  joined  General  Maude’s  Division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion,  then  in  course  of 

concentration  at  Peshawar.  ,  T  j 

From  the  22nd  Dec.,  1878,  till  the  25th  March,  1879,  the  battery  was  stationed  at.  Jamrud, 
after  which  it  moved  up  through  the  Khyber  Pass  to  Daka,  where  it  remained  till  the  conclusion  of  the 
first  campaign.  At  the  latter  end  of  April  it  took  part  in  the  affair  with  the  Mohmands  at  Kam 
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Daka,  materially  assisting  in  rescuing  150  men  of  the  Mhairwara  Battalion,  under  Captain  O’M.  Creagh, 
from  a  most  perilous  position. 

On  the  3id  June,  1879,  the  battery  commenced  its  return  march  to  India,  suffering  en  route ,  and  at 
eshawar,  from  a  severe  outbreak  of  cholera,  which  carried  off  23  men  out  of  a  total  of  1x0  then  present 
in  a  period  of  six  weeks. 

On  the  lenewal  of  hostilities  in  September,  1879,  C/3,  R.A.,  was  one  of  the  first  batteries  sent  across 
the  frontier.  Marching  again  through  the  Khyber  Pass,  it  was  now  broken  up  into  divisions,  two  guns 
being  left  at  Basawal,  two  advancing  to  Jalalabad,  and  two  to  Gandamak.  On  General  Bright’s  arrival 

at  Gandamak  with  a  battery  of  Horse  Artillery,  the  two  guns  at  that  advanced  post  rejoined  the  division 
at  Jalalabad. 

.  During  the  winter  months  the  battery  took  part  in  many  minor  expeditions  which,  though  necessi¬ 
tating  a  good  deal  of  severe  marching,  invariably  resulted  in  the  enemy  coming  to  terms  without  offering 
armed  resistance.  ° 

.  In  March,  1880,  the  two  guns  at  Basawal  moved  up  to  Jalalabad  and  rejoined  the  others.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  month  the  battery,  leaving  one  division  behind  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Granet,  advanced  to 
Safed  Sang.  On  the  15  th  May  these  two  guns  were  relieved  by  a  division  under  Lieut.  Robinson,  which 
remained  at  Jalalabad  till  the  evacuation.  During  the  hot  weather  several  expeditions  were  sent  out  from 
Jalalabad,  in  all  of  which  C/2,  R.A.,  took  part. 

On  the  evacuation  of  the  advanced  posts  on  the  Northern  line  in  August,  1880,  the  battery  marched 
down  to  India,  and  after  halting  at  Campbellpur  till  the  middle  of  August,  proceeded  to  Agra,  and 
eventually  returned  to  England. 


E  BATTERY,  3RD  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

Throughout  the  Afghan  campaign  of  1878-1879,  Battery  E/3,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major 
T.  M.  Hazlerigg,  formed  part  of  the  1st  Division,  Peshawar  Valley  Field  Force. 

Brigaded  with  the  2nd  Infantry  Brigade,  the  battery  advanced  with  the  Division  from  Jamrudon  the 
21st  Nov.,  1878,  and  took  part  in  the  direct  attack,  on  that  day,  on  Ali  Musjid.  Reaching  the  Shagai 
ridge  about  noon,  the  battery  took  up  a  position  on  the  heights  from  which  it  went  into  action,  the  fire 
of  four  of  the  guns  being  directed  on  the  Fort,  and  that  of  the  other  two  on  the  works  on  the  hill  to  the 
enemy  s  right.  Though  the  wind  was  strong,  the  battery  managed  to  make  fair  practice.  During  the  day 
it  fired  98  rounds  of  shrapnel,  and  48  rounds  of  common  shell  j  its  only  casualty  was  1  officer’s  horse 
killed  by  a  round  shot. 

On  the  advance  of  the  main  body  of  the  division  on  the  23rd  Nov.,  E/3,  R.A.,  was  left  with  the  4th 
Infantry  Brigade  in  charge  of  the  camp  at  Ali  Musjid.  It  was  subsequently  moved  up,  in  divisions,  through 
the  Pass,  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  first  campaign  did  duty  at  various  posts  extending  to  Gandamak 
and  including  Daka  and  Jalalabad.  On  the  recall  of  the  troops  after  the  conclusion  of  peace,  it  was  one 
of  the  first  batteries  to  commence  the  toilsome  return  march  to  India,  eventually  making  its  way  to  Camp¬ 
bellpur  after  suffering  severely  from  the  excessive  heat  of  the  season  and  the  pestilential  climate  of  the 
country  traversed. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  Autumn  of  1879,  E/3,  R.A.,  was  ordered  up  from  Campbellpur  to 
Kohat,  and  throughout  the  ensuing  campaign  served  in  divisions  at  that  station,  at  Thai,  and  at  various 
outposts,  as  a  unit  of  the  Kuram  Division.  Shortly  after  the  withdrawal  of  the  troops  to  India,  the  battery 
was  ordered  home,  and  proceeded  to  Woolwich. 


G  BATTERY,  3RD  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

On  the  17th  Oct.,  1878,  Battery  G/3,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  Sidney  Parry,  then  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Rawal  Pindi,  was  placed  under  orders  for  active  service.  Supplementing  its  deficiencies  in  horses 
— no  less  than  49  of  which  had  recently  succumbed,  in  the  space  of  nine  days,  to  the  deadly  Ludiana 
fever — it  marched  on  the  30th  Oct.  to  join  the  Kuram  Division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion,  under  General 
Roberts,  and  arrived  at  its  destination  on  the  8th  Nov.  Leaving  three  guns  at  Kohat,  the  other  half¬ 
battery,  with  Major  Parry  in  command,  marched  on  the  16th  Nov.  to  Thai,  and  taking  part  in  the 
advance  of  the  2nd  Brigade  of  the  Division  into  hostile  territory,  crossed  the  Kuram  River  on  the  23rd. 
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On  the  2nd  Dec.,  1878,  the  half-battery,  as  a  unit  of  Brigadier-General  Cobbe’s  command,  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  front  attack  on  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  rendering  distinguished  service  in  the  brilliant  capture  of 
the  apparently  impregnable  range  of  heights  so  tenaciously  held  by  the  enemy.  For  its  conduct  on  this 
occasion  it  was  warmly  thanked  in  orders. 

After  the  retreat  of  the  Afghan  army,  the  battery  was  left  to  form  part  of  the  garrison  of  the  Peiwar 
Kotal,  and  having  built  huts  for  officers  and  men,  remained  on  the  hill  during  the  severe  winter  succeed¬ 
ing  early  spring.  In  April,  1879,  it  was  relieved,  having  previously  been  reinforced  earlier  in  that  month 
by  the  three  guns  from  Kohat.  The  whole  battery  now  proceeded  to  Ali  Khel,  the  most  advanced  post 
of  the  Division ;  there  it  remained  until  the  Peace  of  Gandamak  brought  the  first  campaign  to  a  close, 
when  it  returned  to  the  Kuram  Valley. 

Conformably  with  the  forward  concentration  of  the  troops  under  Sir  Frederick  Roberts’  command 
on  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  battery  commenced  its  march  from  Kuram, 
where  it  had  remained  in  camp  throughout  the  summer,  on  the  25th  Sept.  After  making  its  way. oyer 
the  difficult  Surkai  Kotal,  Shutargardan,  and  Shinkai  Kotal,  it  reached  Kushi  on  the  1st  Oct.,  and  joining 
Divisional  Head-quarters,  took  part  in  the  advance  on  Kabul.  At  the  action  of  Charasiab  on  the  6th 
Oct.,  three  guns,  accompanied  by  Major  Parry,  in  command,  were  engaged,  the  other  three. guns,  under 
Lieut.  H.  V.  Cowan,  being  left  in  reserve  in  camp.  After  the  defeat  of  the  enemy,  the  Division  marched 
to  Kabul,  and  in  November  the  battery,  together  with  the  rest  of  the  troops,  took  up  its  quarters  in  the 
Sherpur  cantonments. 

On  the  3rd  Nov.,  1879,  Major  Sidney  Parry  proceeded  to  India  on  appointment  to  the  Horse 
Artillery,  and  the  command  of  the  battery  devolved  on  Captain  R.  Purdy,  who  continued  to  hold  it  until 
relieved  by  Major  W.  R.  Craster  on  the  3rd  Dec.,  1879. 

At  the  latter  end  of  November,  two  guns,  under  Lieut.  H.  V.  Cowan,  proceeded  into  the  Maidan 
Valley  with  the  reconnaissance  under  Brigadier-General  Baker,  returning  on  the  2nd  Dec. 

During  the  operations  round  Kabul  in  the  month  of  December,  1879,  the  battery  was  prominently 
engaged,  taking  part,  on  the  13th  and  14th  respectively,  in  the  assaults  of  the  Takht-i-Shah  and  the 
Asrnai  Heights.  With  the  rest  of  the  force  it  was  retired,  on  the  14th,  within  the  lines  of  Sherpur,  and 
took  part  in  the  defence  of  the  cantonments  throughout  the  siege.  On  the  23rd  it  was  engaged  in  the 
repulse  of  the  enemy’s  attack,  and  in  the  counter-attack,  four  guns  being  ordered  out  through  the  Beh- 
maru  Gorge  to  shell  a  village  lying  to  the  North-East  of  the  cantonments,  and  working  considerable 
execution. 

On  the  31st  July  the  battery  was  ordered  to  Killa  Kazi  to  fire  a  salute  in  honour  of  the  Amir  Abdul 
Rahman,  and  returned  to  Kabul  on  the  4th  Aug.,  1880.  The  next  day  it  commenced  its  return  march 
to  India,  and  arrived  at  Peshawar,  under  the  command  of  Captain  H.  T.  Curling,  on  the  25th  idem. 


C  BATTERY,  4TH  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

On  the  impending  outbreak  of  hostilities  with  Afghanistan  in  the  autumn  of  1878,  Battery  C/4,  R.A., 
under  the  command  of  Major  J.  C.  Auchinleck,  then  stationed  at  Mirat,  was  ordered  to  Rawal  Pindi, 
where  for  the  next  few  months  it  did  duty  as  a  portion  of  the  Reserve  Division  of  the  Kuram  Valley 
Field  Force. 

In  March,  1879,  the  battery  was  moved  up  to  the  frontier  and  into  hostile  territory,  leaving  three 
guns,  en  route ,  at  Kohat.  On  the  12th  May  the  advanced  half-battery,  accompanied  by  Major  Auchin¬ 
leck  in  command,  arrived  at  Kuram,  where  it  remained  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  first  campaign. 

As  a  unit  of  the  Kuram  Division,  C/4,  R.A.,  served  through  the  second  campaign  from  the  date  of 
the  renewal  of  hostilities  till  the  final  evacuation  of  the  Valley.  By  the  latter  end  of  September,  1879, 
one  half-battery  had  been  pushed  on  to  the  advanced  post  of  Ali  Khel,  the  other  remaining  temporarily 
at  Kuram.  On  the  14th  Oct.  the  former  was  engaged  at  Ali  Khel  in  the  repulse  of  the  determined 
attack  made  by  the  Mangals  on  that  post,  contributing  materially  to  their  defeat. 

Broken  up  into  divisions,  the  battery  served  for  the  remainder  of  the  campaign  at  various  posts 
extending  from  Kuram  to  Ali  Khel,  taking  part  from  time  to  time  in  the  various  expeditions  conducted 
into  the  surrounding  country,  and  receiving  a  full  share  of  the  work  which  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  Division. 

On  the  evacuation  of  the  Kuram  Valley,  C/4,  R.A.,  recrossed  the  frontier,  and  making  its  way  back 
to  Rawal  Pindi,  eventually  proceeded  to  Lahore.

D  BATTERY,  4th  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

When  stationed  at  Rawal  Pindi,  in  December,  1879,  Battery  D/4,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of 
Major  J.  F.  Free,  received  orders  to  proceed  to  Peshawar. 

Leaving  two  guns  behind,  the  remainder  of  the  battery  quitted  Rawal  Pindi  on  the  16th  Dec.,  and 
for  a  period  of  five  months  after  arriving  at  its  destination  served  as  a  portion  of  the  Peshawar  District 
Force,  under  the  command,  successively,  of  Major-General  Ross  and  Brigadier-General  Hankin. 

In  the  middle  of  May,  1880,  the  four  guns  returned  to  Rawal  Pindi,  where  they  were  rejoined  by  the 
division  which  had  remained  behind. 


E  BATTERY,  4TH  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

At  the  latter  end  of  September,  1878,  Battery  E/4,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  T.  C. 
Martelli,  then  stationed  at  Multan,  received  orders  to  proceed  to  Quetta  to  form  part  of  the  Division 
assembling  there  under  the  command  of  General  Biddulph ;  and  after  an  extremely  severe  march  through 
the  deep  hot  sands  of  the  Dera  Bughti  country,  and  subsequently  through  the  Bolan  Pass,  it  arrived  at 
its  destination  in  the  second  week  of  November. 

Taking  part  in  the  advance,  by  the  Khojak  route,  on  Kandahar,  the  battery,  with  the  main  body  of 
the  Division,  entered  Kandahar  on  the  8th  Jan.,  1879. 

The  day  after  the  arrival  of  the  battery  at  Kandahar,  it  had  to  deplore  the  loss  of  a  promising  young 
officer,  Lieut.  H.  V.  Willis,  who  fell  by  the  hand  of  a  fanatic  while  watching  some  craftsmen  who  were  at 
work  in  one  of  the  bazaars;  and  again,  on  the  6th  Feb.,  it  suffered  a  loss  of  two  men  from  a  similar 
murderous  attack. 

On  the  departure  of  General  Biddulph’s  column  for  the  Halmand,  the  E/4,  R.A.,  remained  behind 
to  form  part  of  the  garrison  of  Kandahar,  taking  up  its  quarters  in  the  citadel. 

Conformably  with  a  scheme  shortly  afterwards  formulated  by  Government  for  the  reduction  of  the 
forces  in  Southern  Afghanistan  before  the  hot  weather  should  set  in,  the  battery  received  orders  to  return 
to  India.  Leaving  Kandahar  on  the  15th  Feb.,  1879,  it  retraced  its  steps  through  the  Khojak  and 
Bolan  Passes,  and  eventually  made  its  way  to  Jalandhar. 


G  BATTERY,  4TH  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

On  the  4th  Nov.,  1878,  Battery  G/4,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  Sir  J.  W.  Campbell,  left 
Miam  Mir  for  Multan,  and  from  thence  proceeded  by  way  of  Sukkur  to  Quetta,  where  it  arrived,  after  a 
toilsome  march,  on  the  26th  Dec.  Escorted  by  a  company  of  the  59th  Foot,  it  now  took  part  in  the 
advance  on  Kandahar  of  Sir  D.  Stewart’s  Division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion,  making  its  way  through  the 
Gwaja  Pass,  and  reaching  its  destination  on  the  9th  Jan.,  1879. 

On  the  14th  Jan.,  1879,  G/4  R.A.,  quitted  Kandahar,  with  the  force  under  Sir  D.  Stewart,  for  the 
advance  on  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  which  was  entered  on  the  22nd.  On  the  return  of  the  main  body  of  the 
force,  the  battery  was  left  with  Brigadier-General  Hughes’  Brigade  to  garrison  that  post,  and  remained  in 
the  fort  till  the  22nd  Feb.,  when  it  marched  back  to  Candahar.  During  this  interval  it  was  mainly 
employed  in  foraging,  supplies  having  to  be  gathered  in  from  villages  lying  many  miles  distant.  Many 
natives  of  the  battery  establishment  died  from  cold,  and  several  horses  were  lost  through  the  insufficiency 
and  bad  quality  of  the  forage. 

On  arriving  again  at  Kandahar  on  the  2nd  March,  G/4  was  stationed  with  the  rest  of  the  force  in 
the  large  camp  which  was  formed  near  the  city,  and  remained  there  until  early  in  May,  when  it  moved 
into  quarters  consisting  of  the  mud  huts  occupied  by  the  British  Army  in  1840-42.  During  the  next  four 
months,  for  which  it  remained  stationary,  it  lost  through  disease  its  Sergeant-Major,  its  Quartermaster- 
Sergeant,  and  two  men,  the  latter  succumbing  to  a  violent  outbreak  of  cholera  in  July  and  August. 

On  the  2nd  Sept.,  1879,  G/4,  R.A.,  marched  with  the  Cavalry  Brigade  to  Chaman,  en  route  for  India  ; 
but  was  recalled  by  telegram  to  Kandahar  on  the  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  outbreak  at  Kabul. 
Immediately  after  its  return,  two  guns  of  the  battery  were  moved  forward  to  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and 
remained  at  that  post  until  the  other  two  divisions  of  the  battery  arrived  there  in  April,  1880. 
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As  a  unit  of  the  2nd  Brigade  of  the  Ghazni  Field  Force,  G/4,  RA.,  took  part  in  the  advance  of  the 
Division  from  Kandahar  on  the  31st  March,  1880,  being  rejoined,  en  route ,  by  the  two  guns  which  had 
been  performing  garrison  duty  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.  At  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  on  the  19th  April,  the 
battery  did  great  execution  by  the  fire  of  case  and  inverted  shrapnel  from  a  position  in  front  of  the  rest  of 
the  troops  at  the  time  of  the  Ghazi  rush,  and  afterwards,  distributed  in  divisions  on  the  flanks,  assisting 
in  preventing  the  turning  movement  attempted  by  the  enemy.  After  the  victory,  the  force  marched  on 
to  Ghazni.  At  the  affair  at  Arzu  the  battery  was  at  first  in  reserve ;  but  as  the  enemy  held  out,  it  was 
ordered  up  with  other  reinforcements,  and,  besides  for  some  time  shelling  the  villages,  was  able  to  bring 
a  most  effective  fire  to  bear  from  various  positions  on  masses  of  the  enemy  in  the  open. 

Taking  part  in  the  forward  movement  of  the  force  into  the  Logar  Valley,  the  battery  remained  there, 
and  in  the  surrounding  districts,  for  the  next  three  months.  During  that  period  there  was  no  action  in 
which  Artillery  was  engaged,  but  there  were  two  or  three  night  alarms,  and  shots  were  fired  into 
camp. 

On  the  2nd  Aug.,  1880,  G/4,  R.A.,  arrived  in  Kabul,  and  shortly  afterwards  took  part  in  the 
laborious  return-march  of  the  force  under  Sir  Donald  Stewart  to  India.  On  the  2nd  Sept,  it  arrived  at 
Peshawar,  and  after  remaining  there  till  the  2nd  of  April,  1881,  proceeded  to  Mirat. 


L  BATTERY,  5TH  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

At  the  latter  end  of  December,  1879,  Battery  L/5,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  W.  R.  C. 
Brough,  was  ordered  up  from  Mian  Mir,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  to  join  the  Khyber  Reserve  Division. 

On  arriving  at  the  frontier  the  battery  was  broken  up  into  divisions,  and  throughout  the  remainder  of 
the  campaign  served  at  various  posts,  extending  as  far  as  Daka,  in  different  sections  of  the  newly 
constituted  Khyber  Line  Force. 

In  May  and  June,  1880,  divisions  of  the  battery  accompanied  the  forces  under  Brigadier-Generals 
Gib  and  Doran  on  the  expeditions  to  Mazina  and  Kama,  shortly  after  the  successful  conclusion  of  which 
the  battery  was  reunited  at  Pesh  Bolak  :  there  it  remained  doing  duty  till  the  commencement  of  the 
evacuation  of  Northern  Afghanistan  in  August,  1880,  when  it  marched  back  to  India,  and  eventually 
proceeded  to  Multan. 


No.  1  BATTERY,  8th  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

This  battery,  under  the  command  of  Major  J.  Haughton,  marched  from  Rawal  Pindi  for  the  Kuram 
Valley  on  the  2nd  Oct.,  1879,  and  on  the  13th  idem  joined  Brigadier-General  J;  A.  Tytler’s  expeditionary 
force  at  Kohat.  This  force  was  intended  to  punish  the  Zaimusht  tribe  for  their  depredations  in  British 
territory,  and  for  the  recent  murder  of  Lieut.  Kinloch,  B.S.C. ;  but  on  the  receipt  of  intelligence  of 
fighting  in  the  Hariab  Valley,  the  Column  pushed  on  to  Kuram,  and  1/8,  R.A.,  was  sent  to  join  Brigadier- 
General  Gordon’s  force  at  Ali  Khel,  where  it  arrived  on  the  28th  Oct.,  1879. 

After  the  evacuation  of  the  Hariab  Valley  on  the  8th  Nov.,  the  battery  marched  with  General 
Gordon’s  force  over  the  Peiwar  Kotal  and  up  the  Chakmani  Valley  to  punish  a  refractory  tribe.  No 
resistance  was  offered,  and  a  fine  was  inflicted. 

1/8,  R.A.,  now  returned  to  Kuram,  and  shortly  afterwards  took  part  with  General  Tytler’s  force  in  the 
deferred  Zaimusht  expedition,  entering  the  hostile  territory  at  Bulesh  Khel  on  the  8th  Dec.,  1879.  The 
battery  was  first  engaged  with  the  enemy  at  Tarah  on  the  10th  Dec.,  and  then  again  on  the  13th  and 
14th  in  the  final  advance  on  the  Zaimusht  stronghold  of  Zawa,  which  was  stormed  on  the  latter  date. 
The  services  it  rendered  on  these  occasions  were  warmly  acknowledged  in  an  order  addressed  by 
the  Brigadier-General  to  the  troops. 

From  the  26th  jan.  until  the  31st  March,  1880,  1/8,  R.A.,  was  stationed  at  Thai,  after  which 
it  moved  up  the  Valley  to  Kuram,  Shalozan,  and  Penvar  Kotal,  where  it  remained  until  the  close 
of  the  war. 


No.  6  BATTERY,  8th  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

In  September,  1879,  6/8,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  T,  Graham,  received  orders  to 
proceed  from  Lucknow,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  to  Peshawar,  to  be  equipped  with  the  7-pounder 
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muzzle-loading  jointed  gun,  and  converted  into  a  mountain  battery.  On  its  arrival  at  Peshawar  in 
December,  it  was  further  directed,  in  consequence  of  the  news  which  had  been  received  of  the 
disturbances  at  Kabul,  to  hurry  on  the  equipment,  and  proceed  with  all  speed  to  the  capital  to  join 
Sir  F.  Roberts’  force.  The  equipment  of  mules  and  native  drivers  having  been  with  some  difficulty 
completed,  it  left  Peshawar  on  the  16th  March,  and  reached  Kabul  on  the  2nd  April,  1880. 

On  the  1 6th  April  four  guns  proceeded  with  the  force  under  General  Ross,  which  was  despatched  to 
meet  and  facilitate  the  advance  of  the  Ghazni  Field  Force,  and  took  part  in  the  encounters  with  the 
enemy  on  the  24th,  25th,  and  26th  April  at  Zaidabad.  On  the  24th  April  the  two  guns  which  had  been 
left  at  Kabul,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  A.  F.  Liddell,  were  detailed  to  accompany  a  force  sent  out  to 
assist  Col.  Jenkins,  who  was  hard  pressed  by  the  enemy  at  Charasiab,  but  arrived  too  late  to  take  part 
in  the  action. 

The  Ghazni  Force  joined  the  force  under  General  Ross  on  the  27th  April,  and  the  latter  returned 
towards  Kabul,  a  detachment,  accompanied  by  two  guns,  6/8,  R.A.,  proceeding  on  the  29th  to  burn  the 
fort  of  Abdul  Gafur. 

The  force  under  General  Ross  reached  Kabul  on  the  2nd  May.  On  the  8th  of  the  same  month 
four  guns,  6/8,  R.A.,  were  detailed  to  accompany  the  column  under  General  Baker,  which  marched  into 
the  Logar  Valley,  and  returned  through  the  Maidan  Valley  to  Kabul  on  the  29th. 

Selected  to  accompany  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  on  its  memorable  march  to  the  relief 
of  Kandahar,  6/8,  R.A.,  was  attached  throughout  to  the  1st  Infantry  Brigade,  under  the  command 
of  General  Macpherson,  and  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar  on  the  1st  Sept.,  took  a  prominent  part  with  it  in 
the  crowning  defeat  of  the  enemy. 

The  battery  remained  at  Candahar  until  the  final  evacuation  of  that  place  by  the  British  troops  in 
the  Spring  of  1881,  when  it  returned  to  India. 


Nos.  13  AND  1 6  BATTERIES,  8th  BRIGADE,  AND  No.  8  BATTERY, 

1  ith  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

The  Royal  Artillery  Siege  Train  of  the  Kandahar  Field  Force  was  organized  at  Sukkur,  Sind,  during 
November  and  December,  1878,  and  consisted  at  first  of  the  following  Staff  and  batteries,  viz. :  Colonel 
E.  J.  Bruce,  R.A.,  Commanding;  Major  W.  H.  Noble,  R.A.,  Staff  Officer;  Captain  R.  A.  Lanning,  R.A., 
Adjutant;  Battery  13/8,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  E.  S.  Burnett;  Battery  16/8,  R.  A.,  under  the 
command  of  Major  J.  H.  Blackley  ;  Battery  8/1 1,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  H.  H.  Murray. 
The  train  was  organized  in  three  divisions,  the  rst  consisting  of  four  2 5 -pounder  R.M.L.  guns  of  18  cwt. ; 
the  2nd  of  four  40-pounder  R.M.L.  guns  of  34  cwt.  ;  and  the  3rd  of  four  6’3-inch  R.M.L.  Howitzers  of 
18  cwt.  Each  division  included  also  a  proportion  of  ammunition  wagons,  store  carts,  baggage 
animals,  & c. 

The  train  commenced  its  march  forward  on  the  16th  Dec.,  1878,  but  shortly  after  the  fall  of  Kandahar 
it  was  halted.  The  head-quarter  Staff  (Major  Noble  excepted),  and  the  garrison  batteries,  were  then 
directed  to  return  to  India,  and  the  several  divisions  of  the  Train,  each  under  a  subaltern  officer  with  two 
non-commissioned  officers  and  ten  picked  gunners,  the  whole  under  Major  Noble,  were  ordered  to 
continue  their  march. 

The  Train  crossed  the  Kutchi  desert,  via  Shikarpur,  Jacobabad,  Barshori,  and  Bagh,  to  Dadar,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Bolan  Pass.  From  thence  it  marched  to  Quetta,  via  Kirta,  Mach,  and  Darwaza. 

The  Siege  Train  was  parked  at  Quetta  in  Royal  Artillery  charge  until  July,  1879,  when  it  was  broken 
up  and  the  material  handed  over  to  the  Ordnance  Department. 


No.  11  BATTERY,  qth  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

Throughout  the  Afghan  Campaign  of  1878-1879,  Battery  11/9,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major 
J.  R.  Dyce,  served  with  the  army  operating  on  the  Khyber  Line. 

Attached  to  the  advance  guard  of  the  3rd  Infantry  Brigade,  1st  Division,  Peshawar  Valley  Field 
Force,  the  battery  took  part  in  the  advance  of  the  Division  on  the  21st  Nov.,  1878,  and  was  engaged  in 
the  direct  attack,  on  that  day,  on  Ali  Musjid.  Moving  up  a  mountain  path,  on  the  right  of  the  main  road, 
to  the  Shagai  Heights,  the  battery  halted,  and  about  3  p.m.  pushed  forward  to  a  rocky  ridge,  1,400  yards 
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distant  from  the  Fort,  to  cover  the  Infantry  advance.  Against  this  position,  on  the  right  flank,  the  enemy 
made  a  demonstration,  opening  a  musketry  fire  at  800  yards,  and  gradually  shortening  it  to  450  yards, 
from  the  cliffs.  From  this  fire,  which  was  eventually  effectually  silenced  by  a  division  of  the  battery,  five 
gunners  were  wounded. 

After  the  flight  of  the  enemy  and  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid,  1 1/9,  R.A.,  took  part  in  the  advance  of 
the  1st  Division  to  Landi  Kotal;  from  thence  it  was  ordered  back,  on  the  29th  Nov.,  to  the  Shagai 
Heights,  and  subsequently  became  an  integral  part  of  the  2nd  Division,  under  General  Maude’s  command. 
In  the  first  of  the  Bazar  Valley  expeditions,  in  December,  1878,  two  divisions  of  the  battery  were 
employed  with  the  column  operating  from  Ali  Musjid,  the  remaining  division,  under  the  command  of 
Lieut.  O.  S.  Smyth,  performing  effective  service  with  Brigadier-General  Tytler’s  column,  operating  from 
Daka.  Again,  in  the  second  expedition  against  the  Zaka  Khel  Afrides,  at  the  latter  end  of  January  and 
the  beginning  of  February,  1879,  the  whole  battery  took  part,  one  division  accompanying  the  Jamrud 
column,  another  division,  the  Ali  Musjid  column,  and  the  remaining  division,  the  Basawal  column. 

At  the  latter  end  of  March,  two  guns  accompanied  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Tytler,  which 
marched  from  Basawal  and  inflicted  punishment  for  recent  misdemeanours  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  Deh 
Sarak  villages  beyond  Pesh  Bolak  ;  and  from  the  19th  till  the  23rd  April,  two  guns  were  employed  in  the 
operations  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kam  Daka. 

In  May,  1879,  the  three  divisions  of  the  battery,  which  had  recently  been  separated,  were  reunited 
at  Landi  Kotal,  and  eventually  remained  to  form  part  of  the  force  holding  that  post  after  the  conclusion 
of  the  first  campaign,  and  the  evacuation  of  the  advanced  posts  on  the  Northern  line. 

Throughout  the  campaign  of  1879-18.80,  11/9,  R.A.,  again  discharged  a  heavy  share  of  arduous  and 
important  work.  Serving  as  a  unit  of  the  Khyber  from  the  date  of  the  renewal  of  hostilities  till  August, 
1880,  the  battery  took  part  in  almost  all  of  the  numerous  expeditions  which  were  conducted  by  the 
various  sections  of  that  Division  into  the  wide  extent  of  territory  embraced  in  its  operations, — including 
the  Lughman  Valley  expedition,  the  expedition  against  the  Wazir  Kugianias,  and  the  operations  in  the 
Hissarak  Valley  in  April,  1880,  and  was  employed,  either  in  separate  divisions  or  collectively,  at  nearly 
every  post  on  the  northern  line  extending  to  Jagdalak. 

At  the  beginning  of  August,  1880,  11/9,  R.A.,  was  ordered  up  to  Kabul.  Selected  to  accompany  the 
force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  in  its  memorable  march,  during  that  month,  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the 
battery  was  attached  to  the  3rd  Infantry  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  MacGregor. 
In  the  reconnaissance  of  the  31st  August,  two  guns  accompanied  Brigadier-General  Gough’s  force,  and 
were  brought  into  action,  the  other  four,  with  the  rest  of  the  3rd  Brigade  being  placed  under  arms  to 
cover  the  retirement ;  and  in  the  crowning  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  on  the  following 
day,  the  whole  battery  was  engaged. 

After  remaining  a  short  time  at  Kandahar,  and  subsequently  taking  part,  during  the  last  months  of 
1880,  in  the  expedition  which  was  conducted  into  the  Marri  country,  the  battery  returned  to  India, 
eventually  making  its  way  to  Jutogh. 


No.  12  BATTERY,  9TH  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

In  March,  1880,  Battery  12/9,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  H.  L.  Gwyn,  was  ordered  to 
proceed  from  Karachi,  whither  it  had  recently  arrived  from  Attock,  to  Kabul. 

The  battery  reached  its  destination  early  in  April,  1880,  and  for  the  next  four  months  did  duty  with 
the  xst  Brigade,  2nd  Division,  of  the  Field  Force,  to  which  it  was  attached. 

On  the  evacuation  of  Kabul  by  the  British  troops  in  August,  1880,  Battery  12/9,  R.A.,  returned  to 
India,  commencing  its  march  on  the  5th,  and  recrossing  the  frontier  on  the  24th  of  that  month. 


No.  13  BATTERY,  9TH  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

On  the  19th  Nov.,  1878,  Battery  13/9,  R.A.,  equipped  with  three  40-pounder  Armstrong  guns,  marched 
irom  Peshawar,  under  command  of  Major  C.  W.  Wilson,  to  join  the  force  under  Sir  Sam.  Browne  at 
Jamrud.  Engaged  in  the  front  attack  on  Ali  Musjid  on  the  21st,  the  battery  came  into  action  from  a 
position  on  the  Shagai  Heights  at  a  range  of  2,850  yards,  and  after  discharging  six  rounds,  completely 
silenced  the  enemy’s  artillery  fire  from  the  Fort.  The  guns  continued  in  action  till  dusk,  and  again 
opened  fire  at  daybreak  the  following  morning,  when  Ali  Musjid  was  found  to  have  been  evacuated  during 
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the  night.  The  captured  artillery  (25  guns)  with  all  the  ammunition,  were  removed  under  the  superinten¬ 
dence  of  Major  Wilson,  with  some  assistance  from  Major  Hazlerigg’s  battery ;  and  in  performing  this 
duty  the  officers  and  men  were  frequently  fired  upon  by  the  Afridis,  the  officers  on  one  occasion  using 
their  revolvers  in  defence. 

The  heavy  battery,  13/9,  R.A.,  remained  in  position  on  the  Shagai  ridge  after  the  departure  of  the 
main  body  of  the  Division,  and  was  reinforced  by  Major  Hazlerigg’s  battery  and  various  details  of  Cavalry 
and  Infantry,  the  whole  being  commanded  by  Major  Wilson,  R.A.  Incessant  attacks  by  day  and  night 
were  made  on  the  camp  by  Afridis  till  the  end  of  the  eighth  day,  when  Brigadier-General  Appleyard 
arriving  with  the  81st  Foot  and  Major  Dyce’s  battery,  13/9,  R.A.,  returned  to  Jamrud,  and  the  captured 
guns  were  taken  into  Peshawar. 

On  the  9th  March,  1879,  the  battery  marched  to  Ali  Musjid,  and  subsequently  to  Jalalabad,  from 
whence  it  advanced  with  the  rest  of  the  Division  to  Gandamak :  there  it  remained  till  the  conclusion  of 
the  campaign,  when  it  returned  through  the  Khyber  Pass  to  India. 

The  outbreak  of  cholera  amongst  the  troops  on  the  Northern  line  fell  heavily  on  the  battery,  the  last 
victim  being  Captain  W.  P.  Graves,  who  throughout  the  whole  of  the  operations  had  been  conspicuous 
for  his  zeal  and  gallantry. 


No.  14  BATTERY,  c>th  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

On  the  17th  March,  1880,  Battery  14/9,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  G.  A.  Crawford,  having 
been  ordered  up  for  service  from  Firozpur,  crossed  the  frontier,  and  proceeded  to  Quetta,  where  it 
remained  in  garrison  until  it  was  detailed  to  the  force  under  General  Phayre’s  command  destined  for  the 
relief  of  Kandahar. 

Forming  part  of  this  brigade,  one  division  of  the  battery,  with  25-pounder  guns,  accompanied  by 
Major  Crawford  in  command,  and  another  division,  under  Captain  E.  Buckle,  marched  to  Kandahar, 
arriving  some  time  after  the  relief  of  the  beleaguered  garrison  by  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  from 
Kabul. 

At  Kandahar,  14/9,  R.A.,  was  re-equipped,  as  a  heavy  battery,  taking  over  40-pounder  guns. 

With  the  exception  of  three  weeks  spent  with  the  remainder  of  General  Phayre’s  force  in  the 
Argandab  Valley,  the  battery  remained  at  Kandahar  until  the  final  evacuation  of  that  city  by  the  British 
troops  in  June,  1881,  when  it  returned  to  India. 


No.  5  BATTERY,  iith  BRIGADE. 

On  the  25th  Sept.,  1878,  Battery  5/1 1,  R.A.,  equipped  with  three  40-pounder  guns  and  three  8-inch 
mortars,  under  the  command  of  Major  C.  Collingwood,  left  Morar,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  for 
Multan,  having  received  orders  only  the  previous  day  to  proceed  on  active  service.  Detailed  to  General 
Stewart’s  Division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion,  the  battery  quitted  Multan  on  the  10th  and  nth  Nov.,  and, 
proceeding  by  rail  to  Sukkur,  commenced  its  laborious  march  by  way  of  Dadar  and  the  Bolan  Pass  to 
Quetta,  and  eventually  to  Kandahar.  After  suffering  great  hardship  and  privation,  it  eventually  arrived 
at  its  destination  on  the  13th  Jan.,  1879,  with  its  elephants  and  draught-oxen  sadly  diminished  in 
number  from  the  combined  effects  of  semi-starvation  and  over-work. 

At  the  latter  end  of  July,  1879,  5/1 1,  R.A.,  was  ordered  back  to  Quetta,  where  it  arrived  about  the 
middle  of  August,  and  remained,  forming  part  of  the  garrison,  until  the  following  February.  In  June 
and  July  it  lost  five  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  from  a  severe  epidemic  of  cholera  which  had 
broken  out  in  Kandahar,  and  now  many  more  were  placed  on  the  sick-list  from  the  effects  of  the 
excessive  heat  endured  during  the  march  back,  the  temperature  in  the  day-time  having  averaged  no0  to 
1200  in  the  men’s  tents. 

Ordered  a  second  time  to  Kandahar,  5/ x  1,  R.A.,  equipped  with  two  40-pounder  guns  and  two 
6’3-inch  Howitzers,  under  the  command  of  Captain  G.  M.  B.  Hornsby,  left  Quetta  on  the  9th  Feb., 
1880,  and  reached  its  destination  at  the  latter  end  of  the  same  month.  Arrived  at  Kandahar,  it 
exchanged  equipments  with  Battery  6/1 1,  R.A.,  taking  over  four  40-pounder  B.L.  guns,  and  two  8-inch 
mortars,  and  retaining  them  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign. 

Immediately  after  the  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  disaster  at  Maiwand,  the  battery  was  moved  into 
the  citadel,  two  guns  occupying  the  North-West  angle,  and  one  gun  the  South-East  angle  of  the  city,  the 
remaining  gun  the  South-West  angle  of  the  citadel,  and  the  mortars  being  used  as  occasion  required ; 
and  later  on  one  gun  being  withdrawn  from  the  North-West  angle  to  the  South-West  angle  of  the  city. 
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During  the  siege  the  guns  were  daily  employed  in  keeping  down  the  enemy’s  fire  from  Picquet  Hill  and 
other  places,  and  the  mortars  performed  useful  service  in  shelling  the  surrounding  villages  and  molesting 
parties  of  the  enemy  who  attempted  to  throw  up  earth-works  and  establish  batteries.  ^  Lieut.  Bell-Irving 
had  the  honour  of  firing  the  first  shot  at  Ayub  Khan’s  force,  on  its  arrival  before  Kandahar  about  six 
days  after  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  from  his  gun  at  the  N.-W.  angle  of  the  city,  and  succeeded  so 
effectually,  though  from  a  range  of  considerably  over  4,000  yards,  in  harassing  him,  as  to  cause  him  to 
abandon  his  idea  of  encamping  near  Kandahar,  and  to  retire  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Kokoran.  On 
the  morning  of  the  16th  Aug.  the  battery  was  employed  in  shelling  the  village  of  Deh  Khwaja,  and  in 
covering  the  advance  of  the  infantry  during  the  disastrous  sortie. 

At  the  battle  of  Kandahar  on  the  1st  Sept.,  1880,  the  four  40-pounders  took  up  a  position  at  the 
base  of  the  Picquet  Hill  at  8.30  a.m.,  being  a  portion  of  the  force  told  off  for  the  direct  feint  attack^  and 
immediately  went  into  action,  opening  fire  on  the  enemy’s  guns  in  position  on  the  Baba  Wali  Kotal. 
The  battery  was  in  action  for  nearly  four  hours,  during  which  it  expended  16 1  rounds,  and  materially 
assisted  in  silencing  the  enemy’s  fire.  .  . 

On  the  16th  Oct.,  1880,  5/1 1,  R.A.,  left  Kandahar  for  India,  and  reached  Multan  at  the  beginning 
of  September.  The  high  compliment  was  paid  the  battery  of  being  selected  to  escort  to  India  the  guns, 
thirty  in  number,  captured  from  Ayub  Khan. 


No.  6  BATTERY,  iith  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

As  a  unit  of  General  Stewort’s  Division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion,  Battery  6/1 1,  R.A.,  equipped  with 
four  40-pounder  B.L.  guns  and  two  8-inch  mortars,  under  the  command  of  Major  J.  R.  Tillard,  arrived 
at  Quetta  on  the  1st  Jan.,  1879,  after  an  extremely  laborious  journey  from  Gwalior,  from  whence  it  had 
started  on  the  18th  Oct.,  1878.  Halting  for  three  days,  it  resumed  its  march  on  the  4th  Jan.,  and  on 
the  17th  idem  reached  Kandahar,  having  previously  undergone  a  highly  satisfactory  inspection  at 

Deh-i-Haji.  _  ^  .  .. 

On  the  departure  of  Generals  Stewart  and  Biddulph’s  forces  for  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  and  Ginshk,  the 
battery  took  up  its  quarters  in  the  citadel,  and  remained  as  part  of  the  garrison  of  Kandahar  until  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  first  campaign. 

On  the  sudden  concentration  of  the  troops  under  General  Stewart’s  command  early  in  September, 
1879,  in  consequence  of  the  massacre  of  the  British  Embassy  at  Kabul,  Battery  6/1 1,  R.A.,  returned  to 
Kandahar  from  Abdul  Rahman,  whither  it  had  marched  a  few  days  previously.  On  the  23rd  of  the 
same  month  two  guns  accompanied  Brigadier-General  Hughes’  Brigade  in  its  advance  on  Kalat-i-Ghilzai, 
and,  taking  part  in  the  reoccupation  of  that  post,  remained  there  till  the  return  of  the  troops  to  Kandahar 
in  the  first  week  in  November,  when  it  rejoined  the  rest  of  the  battery. 

Selected,  in  March,  1880,  to  form  part  of  the  newly-constituted  Ghazni  Field  Force,  the  battery  was 
directed  to  exchange  equipments  with  5/1 1,  R.A.,  and  on  the  30th  of  that  month  quitted  Kandahar  on 
the  march  towards  Kabul.  At  the  action  of  Ahmad  Khel  on  the  19th  April,  6/1 1,  R.A.,  performed  dis¬ 
tinguished  service,  some  well-directed  shells  from  the  twTo  40-pounders  checking,  at  a  critical  juncture, 
the  forward  movement  of  the  enemy’s  horsemen  round  the  British  left  flank.  During  the  affair  at  Arzu 
on  the  23rd  idem,  the  battery  remained  in  camp,  the  protection  of  wfliichwas  left  by  the  General  to  Major 
T  illard. 

On  the  28th  April,  6/1 1,  R.A.,  was  detached  from  the  Ghazni  Force  to  that  under  General  Ross  at 
Shekabad,  with  which  it  entered  Kabul  on  the  2nd  May.  There  it  remained  until  the  final  evacuation 
of  the  capital  by  the  British  troops  in  August,  1880,  when  it  commenced  its  return-march  by  the  Khyber 
route  to  India.  After  suffering  severely  from  the  unhealthy  climate  of  the  country  traversed,  the  battery 
recrossed  the  frontier  on  the  13th  Sept.,  and  made  its  way  to  Lucknow. 

For  movements  o/Sjn,  R.A.,  see  13  and  16/8,  R.A. 


No.  10  BATTERY,  iith  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

In  March,  1880,  Battery  10/11,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  C.  D.  A.  Straker,  was  ordered 
up  from  Delhi  to  Peshawar,  and  from  thence  to  Kabul,  where  it  arrived  on  the  5th  April,  and  remained 
for  a  period  of  five  weeks. 
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On  the  10th  May,  1880,  the  battery  commenced  its  return  march  to  India,  and  on  the  27th  idem 
arrived  at  Peshawar,  where  it  remained  doing  duty  as  a  portion  of  the  District  Force  under  the  command 
of  Brigadier-General  Hankin  until  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign. 


No.  11  BATTERY,  iith  BRIGADE,  R.A. 

At  the  beginning  of  October,  1878,  Battery  n/n,  R.A.,  under  the  command  of  Major  N.  H. 
Harris,  was  warned  for  active  service  in  Afghanistan,  and  marched  from  Jutogh  where  it  was  stationed, 
on  the  7th  of  the  same  month,  crossing  the  Indus  at  Mithankot,  and  proceeding  towards  Kandahar  by 
the  Dera  Bughti  route,  through  the  Bolan  Pass  and  by  Quetta,  overtaking  General  Biddulph’s  Column 
at  Killa  Abdula  in  the  Pishin  Valley,  crossing  the  Khwaja  range,  and  marching  on  to  Kandahar,  where  it 
arrived,  with  the  other  units  of  the  force,  on  the  8th  Jan.,  1879. 

From  Kandahar  two  divisions  of  the  battery  accompanied  General  Stewart  to  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  the 
remaining  division  being  attached  to  the  force  under  General  Biddulph  which  marched  to  Girishk.  Of 
the  two  former,  one  marched  back  by  the  Argandab  Valley,  and  the  other  by  the  Arghesan  Valley,  on 
the  return  of  the  columns  to  Kandahar  at  the  latter  end  of  February,  1879. 

During  the  summer  of  1879  the  battery  was  quartered  at  Kokaran,  a  few  miles  distant  from 
Kandahar,  on  the  Herat  road.  At  this  post  it  lost  a  promising  young  officer  in  the  death,  from  typhoid 
fever,  of  Lieut.  S.  E.  L.  Lendrum,  R.A. 

At  the  latter  end  of  August,  1879,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  return  of  the  Kandahar  force  to 
India  ;  but  early  in  September,  in  consequence  of  the  massacre  of  the  British  Embassy  at  Kabul,  orders 
were  received  to  stand  fast.  At  the  end  of  the  same  month  the  right  half-battery  formed  part  of  the 
brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Hughes  which  advanced  on  and  reoccupied  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.  On  the 
night  of  the  23rd  Oct.  two  guns  of  the  battery  accompanied  the  force  which  was  ordered  out  from  Tazi, 
where  the  brigade  was  encamped,  to  disperse  a  hostile  gathering  of  Ghilzais,  under  the  leadership  of 
Sahib  Jan,  and  the  following  morning  took  part  in  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  Shah  Jui.  Early  in 
November,  head-quarters  and  four  guns  of  the  battery,  with  the  rest  of  Brigadier-General  Hughes’  force, 
returned  to  Kandahar,  where  they  were  quartered  throughout  the  succeeding  winter,  the  remaining  two 
guns  being  left  behind  with  a  small  detachment  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai. 

At  the  end  of  March,  1880,  n/n,  R.A.,  accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  Donald  Stewart  in  its 
advance  from  Kandahar  towards  Kabul,  and  was  present  both  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  on  the  19th 
April,  and  the  attach  on  the  Arzu  villages  on  the  23rd.  Subsequently  advancing  with  the  other  units  of 
the  force  into  the  Logar  Valley,  the  battery  remained  in  that  district  till  the  succeeding  July,  when  it 
proceeded  to  Kabul  :  there  it  remained  till  the  evacuation  of  that  city  by  the  British  troops  in  August, 
when  it  commenced  its  return  march  by  the  Khyber  route  to  India,  and  arrived  at  Peshawar  on  the  9th 
Sept.,  1880.

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Lieut. -Colonel  N.  H.  Harris  commanded  11/n,  R.A.,  throughout  the  period  of  its  service  in 
the  war,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Shah-J ui,  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  and  the  attack  on  the  Arzu 

villages.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.)  .  ,  .  . 

Lieut. -Colonel  Sir  J.  W.  Campbell ,  Bt.,  commanded  G/4,  R.A.,  throughout  the  period  of  its  service 
in  the  war,  with  the  exception  of  three  months  in  the  winter  of  1879-1880,  during  which  the  battery  was 
at  Kandahar.  Was  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  the  attack  on  the  Arzu  villages.

Lieut. -Colonel  AS.  de  V.  Tupper  commanded  I/A,  R.H.A.,  throughout  the  first  campaign.

INFANTRY. 

1st  BATTALION  5™  (NORTHUMBERLAND)  FUSILIERS.  (NOW 
ist  BATTALION  NORTHUMBERLAND  FUSILIERS.) 

J  the  8th  Oct.,  1878,  the  ist  Battn.  5th  Fusiliers,  then  stationed  in  the  hills  at 
Chakrata,  was  warned  by  telegraph  for  service  in  Afghanistan,  and  on  the  18th  of 
that  month  the  regiment — 800  strong,  and  in  fine  condition — began  its  march  to 
the  front,  under  the  command  of  Lt. -Colonel  T.  Rowland. 

Detailed  to  Brigadier-General  Doran’s  Brigade  of  the  2nd  Division  Peshawar 
Valley  F.F.,  the  5th  Fusiliers  joined  divisional  head-quarters  at  Jamrud  on  the  13th 
Dec.,  and  for  the  next  three  months  was  employed  on  convoy  duty  up  the  Khyber 
Pass,  and  in  various  expeditions. 

At  the  latter  end  of  Dec.,  1878,  350  men  of  the  regiment,  under  Major  J.  Creagh,  took  part  with  the 
Ali  Musjid  Column  in  the  first  of  the  Bazar  Valley  expeditions,  and  were  employed  in  the  work  of  de¬ 
stroying  the  villages  and  towers  of  the  hostile  Zaka  Khels.  During  the  return  march  the  duty  of  clearing 
the  heights  between  which  the  Column  threaded  its  way  devolved  on  the  rear-guard,  under  Major  Creagh, 
and  was  effectually  performed,  considerable  loss  being  inflicted  on  the  enemy. 

Previously  to  the  departure  of  the  expedition,  a  midnight  attack  made  by  a  body  of  these  tribesmen 
on  the  Signal  Station  on  the  Sarkai  Hill  was  repulsed  by  a  picquet  of  the  5th,  under  Lieut.  Frend. 

On  the  ist  Jan.,  1879,  the  Khyber  Pass  being  reported  closed,  a  column  of  the  5th  Fusiliers  and 
Mhairwara  Battalion,  under  Lt. -Colonel  Harkness,  was  sent  to  clear  it  for  the  passage  of  a  convoy. 
Having  secured  the  neighbouring  heights,  the  convoy  was  safely  passed  up. 

In  the  second  expedition  into  the  Bazar  Valley,  at  the  latter  end  of  January,  1879,  the  regiment 
again  took  part,  300  men  under  Major  Creagh  being  detailed  to  Brigadier-General  Blyth’s  column.  The 
force  remained  in  the  district  ten  days,  and  was  engaged  in  daily  skirmishes  with  the  tribes. 

On  the  2 ist  March  the  5th  Fusiliers  advanced  from  Jamrud  up  the  Khyber  Pass,  and  went  into 
camp  at  Basawal  on  the  23rd.  The  same  evening  three  companies  of  the  regiment  under  Major  H.  H. 
Taylor  formed  part  of  the  punitory  force  under  Brigadier-Generai  Tytler  which  marched  to  Deh  Sarak, 
and  defeated  a  body  of  3,000  Mohmands,  with  heavy  loss,  on  the  following  day. 

During  the  early  days  of  April,  two  privates  of  the  regiment  were  stabbed  by  Afghans  while  on  duty. 

In  both  cases  their  assailants  suffered  the  penalty  of  death.  On  the  7th  of  that  month,  Lieut.  A.  C. 
Godwin  died  at  Peshawar,  whither  he  had  been  sent  back  sick;  and  on  the  10th,  Lieut.  J.  G.  Ogle,  ~ 
another  promising  young  officer,  succumbed  to  fever  in  camp  at  Basawal.  About  this  time,  cholera,  an 
epidemic  which  was  not  finally  shaken  off  till  the  latter  end  of  August,  broke  out  in  the  ranks,  and 
together  with  fever,  dysentery,  and  sun-stroke,  claimed  no  less  than  seventy  victims. 

On  the  22nd  April  Captain  W.  C.  Ormond  marched  with  his  company  from  Daka  to  Kam  Daka  to 
the  assistance  of  a  party  of  the  Mhairwara  Battalion  under  Captain  O’M.  Creagh  beset  by  a  body  of  some 
2,000  Mohmands,  and  assisted  in  dispersing  the  enemy.  In  this  affair  two  sergeants  of  the  regiment 
were  wounded. 
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After  peace  had  been  concluded,  the  battalion  commenced  its  return  march  from  Basawal,  and  on 
the  8th  June  emerged  from  the  Khyber  after  a  slight  skirmish  with  a  band  of  marauders  on  the  Mackeson 
road.  After  recrossing  the  Indus,  the  regiment  was  sent  to  encamp  on  the  hills  above  Abbottabad. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  5th  Fusiliers  was  again  warned  for  active 
service.  Two  companies  under  Major  Creagh  proceeded  to  Kohat,  and  the  Head-quarters  marched  from 
Abbottabad  on  the  14th  Nov.  After  encamping  a  month  at  Hassan  Abdal,  the  regiment  reached 
Peshawar  by  double  marches  on  the  20th  Dec.  On  the  24th  idem,  one  company  marched  for  Landi 
Kotal,  followed  by  another  company  on  the  29th,  and  two  more,  under  Major  Taylor,  on  the  8th  Jan., 
1880.  In  the  meantime  the  two  companies  under  Major  Creagh  had  rejoined  Head-quarters  from 
Kohat. 

A  detachment  of  the  5th  formed  part  of  the  escort  of  the  Afghan  General,  Daud  Shah,  from  Landi 
Kotal,  and  a  company  of  the  regiment,  under  Lieut.  Clark,  took  charge  of  him  in  the  tort  of  Peshawar. . 

On  the  15th  Jan.,  1880,  200  men  of  the  regiment,  under  Major  Taylor, _  moved  out  from  Landi 
Kotal  with  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Doran  which,  in  co-operation  with  a  column  from  Daka, 
attacked  some  3,000  Mohmands  who  had  crossed  the  Kabul  River  and  taken  up  positions  threatening  the 
Khyber  route.  The  enemy  were  attacked  in  most  difficult  country,  driven  from  ridge  to  ridge,  and  dis¬ 
persed.  In  this  encounter  one  man  of  the  5th  was  wounded.  The  Head-quarters  of  the  regiment  at  the 
same  time  sent  200  men  under  Major  Newbolt  with  a  flying  column  under  Colonel  Hearne,  M.N.I.,  from 
Peshawar,  to  operate  on  the  left  flank  of  the  enemy  near  Fort  Michin;  but  this  force  did  not  succeed  in 
getting  into  action. 

On  the  2 1  st  Jan.  Head-quarters  marched  for  Landi  Kotal,  arriving  on  the  23rd;  one  company, 
under  Lieut.  Lambart,  reached  Daka  Fort  on  the  25th  idem  ;  and  two  other  companies,  under  Major 
Newbolt,  arrived  at  Basawal  on  the  4th  Feb.  On  the  13th  April  the  regiment  advanced  to  Pesh  Bolak, 
and  there  remained  till  the  5th  May,  when,  marching  to  Jalalabad,  it  encamped  outside  Fort  Sale  on  the 
7th.  During  the  following  night,  news  was  suddenly  received  of  a  raid  having  been  made  from  the 
Lughman  Valley  on  Commissariat  cattle  collected  at  the  west  side  of  the  city,  and  the  regiment,  under 
command  of  Colonel  Rowland,  at  once  turned  out  in  pursuit.  Coming  up  with  the  raiders  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  the  Darwuta  Pass,  the  Fusiliers  succeeded  in  inflicting  considerable  loss  on  their  rear-guard, 
and  subsequently  occupied  the  Pass.  After  being  out  sixteen  hours,  the  regiment  returned  with  the  loss 
of  one  man  killed. 

During  the  second  and  third  week  in  May,  parties  of  the  regiment  were  successively  moved  forward 
until  250  men  had  arrived  at  Gandamak  under  Major  Newbolt.  Two  companies  also  garrisoned  the 
Fort  at  Jalalabad. 

On  the  1 8th  May,  Head-quarters  and  200  men  of  the  5th  Fusiliers,  with  other  details,  crossed  over 
the  Kabul  River  into  the  Besud  district,  and  forming  part  of  the  force  commanded  by  Brigadier-General 
Doran,  were  engaged  in  the  defeat  of  the  Safis  near  the  village  of  Beninga  on  the  following  day.  Twenty- 
five  of  the  enemy  shut  themselves  up  in  a  tower,  and  resisted  to  the  last.  Several  of  them  made  a  sortie, 
but  were  met  hand  to  hand  by  Col.  Rowland,  Capt.  Kilgour,  Colour-Sergt.  Wood,  and  Private  Open- 
shaw,  and  were  killed ;  and  five  who  still  remained  alive  were  subsequently  despatched,  after  a  desperate 
encounter  in  the  fort  itself,  by  Capt.  Kilgour  and  Colour-Sergt.  Wood,  who  had  charged  in  to  close  the 
conflict.  In  this  affair  Col.  Rowland  and  three  men  of  the  regiment  were  wounded.  On  the  21st  and 
22nd  May  the  regiment  was  employed  in  destroying  forts  in  the  district,  and  enforcing  other  punitory 
measures  ;  and  on  the  22nd  and  two  succeeding  days  the  brigade  recrossed  the  river. 

On  the  2nd  June  Head-quarters  and  three  companies  marched  to  Girdi  Kas  to  join  a  force  which 
was  being  concentrated  for  an  expedition  into  the  Kama  district,  and  on  the  5th  a  party  of  the  regiment 
under  Lt.-Colonel  Harkness  crossed  the  river  with  other  details  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Doran,  and  was  employed  in  destroying  the  towers  and  fortified  villages  of  the  hostile  inhabitants.  After 
sufficient  punishment  had  been  inflicted,  the  column  recrossed  the  river,  and  the  regiment  returned  to 
J  alalabad. 

The  23rd  June  saw  the  5th  Fusiliers  again  called  upon  for  an  expedition  against  the  village  of 
Daulatzai  in  the  Shinwari  country  south  of  Jalalabad.  The  expeditionary  force  experienced  great  distress 
from  the  extreme  heat  on  the  burning  plain  that  had  to  be  crossed,  one  private  of  the  regiment  succumb¬ 
ing  from  exhaustion.  The  column  was  away  twenty-four  hours,  the  greater  portion  of  the  time  under 
arms. 

On  the  nth  Aug.,  1880,  the  battalion  commenced  its  return-march  to  India,  and  on  the  19th  idem 
passed  out  of  the  Khyber.  Its  loss  during  the  second  campaign  was,  one  man  killed  by  the  enemy, 
twelve  who  died  from  illness,  and  fifty  or  sixty  who  were  invalided  to  India. 

After  being  concentrated  at  Mirat,  the  regiment  finally  sailed  from  Bombay  on  the  8th  Nov.,  and  on 
the  10th  Dec.,  1880,  landed  in  England,  after  an  Indian  service  of  fourteen  years. 
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SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  ist  BATTN.  5TH 
(NORTHUMBERLAND)  FUSILIERS  (NOW  ist  BATTN. 
NORTHUMBERLAND  FUSILIERS). 

Colonel  T.  Rowland ,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  of  its  service  in  the 
war,  taking  part  in  the  operations  in  the  Besud  and  Kama  districts,  and  the  expedition  to 
Daulatzai.  Commanded  a  column  in  the  pursuit  of  raiders  at  the  Darunta  Pass.  (Mentioned  in 
despatches;  C.B.) 

Lt -Colonel  J.  G.  Harkness ,  Majors  J.  R.  Newbolt  and  A.  R.  IV.  Thistlethwaite ,  Captain  G.  Hart 
Dyke ,  Brevet  Major  H.  Kilgour,  and  Captains  S.  Boxwell  and  A.  Chancellor ,  and  Qr.-Mr.  F.  Drake 
served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war;  Lt.-Colonel  Harkness 
commanding  the  column  sent  to  clear  the  Khyber  Pass,  1  Jan.,  1879,  taking  part  in  the  operations  in  the 
Besud  district,  and  commanding  the  detachment  of  the  regiment  in  the  operations  in  the  Kama  district ; 
Major  Newbolt  commanding  the  three  companies  detached  to  Safed  Sang  from  May,  1880,  till  the 
conclusion  of  hostilities  ;  Major  Thistlethwaite  doing  duty  throughout  as  Acting  Paymaster,  but  taking 
part,  in  command  of  his  company,  in  the  second  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  the  operations  in  the  Besud 
and  Kama  districts,  and  the  expedition  to  Daulatzai ;  Captain  Hart  Dyke  taking  part  in  both  the  Bazar 
Valley  expeditions,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of  Kam  Daka;  Major  Kilgour  taking  part  in  both 
the  Bazar  Valley  expeditions  (in  the  second  of  which  he  did  duty  as  Assistant  Transport  Officer),  and 
being  present  at  the  action  of  Deh  Sarak,  the  affair  at  the  Darunta  Pass,  and  the  operations  in  the  Besud 
district  (for  his  distinguished  gallantry  on  the  19th  May,  1880,  being  mentioned  in  despatches  and 
receiving  the  Brevet  of  Major)  ;  Captain  Boxwell  taking  part  in  both  the  Bazar  Valley  expeditions, 
being  present  at  the  affair  at  the  Darunta  Pass  and  the  operations  in  the  Besud  district,  and  accom¬ 
panying  the  expeditions  to  Kama  and  Daulatzai  (serving  as  Adjutant  from  19  May,  188c) ;  and  Captain 
Chancellor  taking  part  in  the  first  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of  Deh  Sarak 
and  the  affair  at  the  Darunta  Pass. 

Lt.-Colonel  J.  Creagh  (retired),  Lt.-Colonel  H.  H.  Taylor  (retired),  and  Major  IV.  C.  Ormond 
(retired)  served  throughout  both  campaigns;  Lt.-Colonel  Creagh  commanding  the  detachments  of  the  5th 
Fusiliers  which  took  part  in  the  Bazar  Valley  expeditions,  accompanying,  in  command  of  signallers,  the 
Zaimusht  expedition  under  Brigadier-General  Tytler,  and  being  employed  as  Assistant  Quartermaster- 
General  to  General  Bright  from  Jan.,  1880,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war  ;  Lt.-Colonel  Taylor  taking  part 
in  both  the  Bazar  Valley  expeditions,  commanding  detached  companies  of  the  regiment  at  the  actions  of 
Deh  Sarak  and  Kam  Daka,  and  being  employed  as  Brigade  Transport  Officer,  Khyber  Line  Force,  from 
Feb.,  1880,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war;  and  Major  Ormond  commanding  the  detachment  of  the 
regiment  at  the  action  of  Kam  Daka,  being  present  at  the  affair  at  the  Darunta  Pass  and  the  operations 
in  the  Besud  district,  and  being  employed  as  Provost  Marshal,  Khyber  Line  Force,  at  Landi  Kotal,  from 
January  till  April,  1880. 

Captain  H.  S.  Williams  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign,  being  present  at  the  action 
of  Deh  Sarah.  (Since  deceased.) 

Captain  E.  Le  M.  Trafford  served  as  Adjutant  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns,  until 
promotion  into  the  2nd  Battalion,  1  May,  1880,  taking  part  in  the  second  Bazar  Valley  expedition. 

Captain  H.  R.  Gall  served  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  Doran  throughout  the  first 
campaign,  and  with  the  5th  Fusiliers  in  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  first  Bazar  Valley  expedi¬ 
tion,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Kam  Daka. 

Captain  M.  IV.  Biddulph.  (For  services  see  “  Staff”) 

Lieuts.  P.  F.  Lambart ,  G.  M.  Harding,  A.  E.  Whitaker,  and  IV.  H.  Sitwell  served  with  the 
regiment  in  the  second  campaign ;  Lieut.  La7nbart  being  present  at  the  affair  in  the  Darunta  Pass  and 
the  operations  in  the  Besud  district;  and  Lieut.  Whitaker  being  present  at  the  affair  in  the  Darunta 
Pass. 

L.  Clark  served  with  the 
regiment  in  both  campaigns ;  Lieut.  Buchanan  taking  part  in  both  the  Bazar  Valley  expeditions  and 
being  present  at  the  affair  at  the  Darunta  Pass ;  Lieut.

2nd  BATTN.  7TH  (ROYAL  FUSILIERS)  (NOW  2nd  BATTN.  ROYAL 
FUSILIERS  [CITY  OF  LONDON  REGT.]). 

IN  the  early  days  of  January,  1880,  the  2/7*  Fusiliers  was  broken  up  in  half-battalions,  Head-quarters 
and  four  companies,  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  Daubeny,  being  stationed  at  Bombay,  and 
the  remaining  four  companies,  under  the  command  of  Major  Kerr,  at  Ahmadnagar.  Orders  having  been 
received  for  the  regiment  to  hold  itself  in  readiness  to  proceed  on  active  service  into  Afghanistan,  the  de¬ 
tachment  at  Ahmadnagar  rejoined  Head-quarters  on  the  29th,  and  the  regiment,  thus  reunited,  embarked 
at  Bombay  on  the  6th  February  for  Karachi,  as  one  of  the  two  British  battalions  selected  to  form  part  of 
the  Bombay  Brigade  under  General  Phayre’s  command,  at  the  time  destined  to  relieve  the  Bengal  troops 
in  the  Southern  theatre  of  operations.  From  Karachi  the  regiment  proceeded  to  Sibi,  and  there,  and  at 
Nari  Ford,  it  was  detained  for  some  five  weeks.  Continuing  its  forward  movement  on  the  22nd  March, 
it  arrived  at  Quetta  on  the  3rd  April,  and  again  marching  on  the  14th,  eventually  reached  its  destination, 

Kandahar,  on  the  26th  idem.  .  .  .....  r 

For  the  next  few  months  after  arriving  at  Kandahar  the  277th  Fusiliers  remained,  with  the  rest  of  the 
troops  under  General  Primrose’s  command,  in  cantonments,  small  parties  occasionally  varying  the 
ordinary  routine  duties  by  taking  part  in  the  reconnaissances  which  were  conducted  into  the  surrounding 

On  the  28th  July,  on  the  news  of  the  disaster  sustained  by  our  arms  at  Maiwand  reaching  Kandahar, 
70  rifles  of  the  2 /7th,  under  Lieut.  Rodick,  formed  part  of  the  force  under  Br.-Genl.  Brooke  which  sallied 
out  to  the  relief  of  the  survivors  of  Br.-Genl.  Burrows’  ill-fated  brigade.  Later  in  the  day,  on  the  arrival 
of  General  Burrows  at  the  city  walls,  one  company  of  the  regiment  under  the  command  of  Captain 
Adderley,  marched  out  to  Abasabad,  and  performed  useful  service  in  holding  the  eastern  outskirts  of  the 
village  till  the  last  stragglers  had  made  their  way  into  Kandahar. 

During  the  siege  of  Kandahar  the  2/7th  was  quartered  in  the  citadel,  and  was  employed  on  the  South 
and  East  faces  of  the  defence.  Major  Moore  (Paymaster)  was  given  the  command  of  the  marksmen  who 
were  told  off  to  the  bastions,  and  rendered  excellent  service.  On  the  31st  July  two  companies  of  the 
regiment  formed  part  of  the  force  which  was  sent  out  to  disperse  a  hostile  gathering  in  the  village  of 
Khairabad,  and  succeeded  in  killing  thirty  of  the  enemy.  Covering  parties  to  protect  the  men  employed 
on  the  defensive  works  were  from  time  to  time  furnished  by  the  regiment;  and  while  in  command  of  one 
of  these,  on  the  6th  August,  Lieut,  de  Trafford  was  wounded.  On  the  12th  a  few  rifles  of  the  regiment, 
while  engaged  on  this  duty,  rendered  a  good  account  of  themselves  in  rushing  the  garden  of  Mir  Dil  Khan, 
on  the  Herat  road,  killing  several  of  the  enemy  in  carrying  it. 

In  the  ill-starred  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja  on  the  16th  August,  four  companies  of  the  2/7  th— two  in  the 
1st  attacking  column,  one  in  the  2nd,  and  one  in  the  3rd — were  engaged,  Lt.-Colonel  Dauben  being  in 
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command  of  the  1st  Column.  In  spite  of  the  obstinate  resistance  offered  to  them,  and  the  stupendous 
numbers  to  which  they  were  opposed,  the  two  first  columns  succeeded  in  forcing  their  way  through  the 
village  and  back  again  to  its  Southern  entrance,  the  companies  of  the  battalion  prominently  contributing 
by  their  steadiness  under  the  galling  fire  to  which  they  were  subjected,  to  the  successful  performance  of 
this  feat.  Lieut.  Wood,  leading  his  men  in  a  most  forward  manner,  was  mortally  wounded,  and  Lieut. 
Marsh,  his  brother  officer,  while  helping  him  into  a  dhoolie,  was  shot  through  the  heart.  Besides  these 
officers,  22  men  of  the  battalion  were  killed  in  the  engagement,  and  two  officers  (Major  Vandaleur  and 
Captain  Connolly)  and  28  men  wounded.  Major  Vandaleur  died,  ten  days  afterwards,  from  the  effects 
of  his  wound.  For  the  gallantry  he  displayed  on  this  day  in  assisting  Lieut.  Chase,  Staff  Corps,  in 
carrying  one  of  the  wounded  men  into  Kandahar,  Private  Ashford  was  subsequently  decorated  with  the 
Victoria  Cross. 

Brigadier-General  Brooke  having  been  killed  in  action  on  the  16th  August,  Lt.-Colonel  Daubeny  was 
selected  to  take  over  the  command  of  the  2nd  Infantry  Brigade,  and  the  command  of  the  regiment  de¬ 
volved  on  Major  Beauchamp. 

In  the  crowning  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar  on  the  1st  September,  after  the  relief 
of  the  beleaguered  garrison  by  the  force  under  Sir  Frederick  Roberts,  13  officers  and  376  men  of  the  2 /7th 
Fusiliers  were  under  arms,  2  officers  and  132  men  being  on  duty  in  the  Citadel  and  City. 

On  the  18th  April,  1881,  the  battalion  quitted  Kandahar  for  India,  and  on  the  20th  May  arrived  at 
Bellary,  Madras.  Its  total  casualties  during  the  period  of  its  service  in  Afghanistan  were  69  officers,  non¬ 
commissioned  officers,  and  men.

Lt.-Colonel  TV.  B.  Colvin.  (For  services  see  “Staff.”) 

Major  T.  B.  Vandaleur  joined  the  battalion  in  Afghanistan  with  a  draft  in  May,  1880,  and  served 
with  it  until  mortally  wounded  in  the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja.  (Died  at  Kandahar  26th  Aug.,  1880.) 

Lt.-Colonel  F.  Beauchamp  (1st  Battn)  served  with  the  battalion  throughout,  being  in  command  from 
the  17th  Aug.  till  the  26th  Sept.,  1880.  Was  present  at  the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja,  took  part  in  the  de¬ 
fence  of  Kandahar,  and  commanded  the  battalion  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  F.  C.  Keyser  joined  the  battalion  with  a  draft  on  the  30th  March,  1880,  and  served  in  Afghani¬ 
stan  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  most  of  the  time  as  Superintendent  of  Army  Signalling  to  the  Kandahar 
•Field  Force,  and  subsequently  in  the  same  capacity  to  the  Army  in  Southern  Afghanistan.  Was  engaged 
with  the  force  under  Br.-Genl.  Brooke  in  covering  the  retreat  of  the  remnants  of  Burrows’  brigade  from 
Maiwand,  took  part  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Twice 
mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  TV.  W.  Chard  and  Lieuts.  C.  D.  M.  Gall ,  FT.  Porter ,  G.  C.  Herbert,  and  G.  IV.  Z.  Moss  served 
with  the  battalion  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar  and  the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja,  and 
being  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Major  T.  Groube  (1st  Battn.),  Captain  R.  B.  Manning ,  and  Qr.-Mr.  H.  Clowes  served  with  the  bat¬ 
talion  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar. 

Captain  IV.  Connolly  served  with  the  battalion  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar, 
and  the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwraja,  in  which  he  was  wounded. 

Captain  E.  TV  Adderley  joined  the  battalion  with  a  draft  on  the  30th  March,  1880,  and  served  with 
it  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war.  Was  engaged  with  the  force  under  Br.-Genl.  Brooke  in  covering  the 
retreat  of  the  remnants  of  Burrows’  brigade  from  Maiwand,  took  part  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar  and  the 
sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of 
Major.) 

Captain  R.  B.  P.  Rodick  (1st  Battn.)  served  with  the  battalion  throughout,  being  engaged  with  the 
force  under  Br.-Genl.  Brooke  in  covering  the  retreat  of  the  remnants  of  Burrows’  brigade  from  Maiwand, 
taking  part  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  and  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in 
despatches.) 
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Captain  G.  F  Thunder ,  and  Lieuts.  H.  H.  Drummond-  Wolff,  E.  M.  Barttelot,  and  W.  L.  Forbes 
served  with  the  battalion  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  and  being  present  at  the 
battle  of  Kandahar.  Lieut.  Forbes  acted  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Col.  Daubeny  after  the  latter  was  appointed 
to  the  command  of  a  brigade. 

Lieut.  A.  H.  Daunt  served  with  the  1st  Bombay  Grenadiers  (to  which  regiment  he  was  attached  as 
a  probationer)  in  the  Reserve  Division  under  General  Phayrefrom  December,  1878,  till  September,  1879, 
when  he  was  invalided.  Rejoined  2/7th  Fusiliers  in  Kandahar  in  February,  1881,  and  served  with  the 
battalion  in  Afghanistan  during  the  rest  of  the  time  it  remained  there. 

Lieict.  H.  J.  H.  Dive  accompanied  a  draft  for  the  battalion  in  its  advance  into  Baluchistan.  Was 
drowned  1st  May,  1880,  while  bathing  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Bolan  Pass. 

Lieut.  M.  L.  Shipley.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Lieut.  G.  C.  de  Trafford  served  with  the  battalion  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar. 
Was  wounded  while  in  command  of  a  covering-party  on  the  6th  August,  1880. 

Lieut.  F  P.  F.  Wood.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  E.  S.  Marsh.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Major  F.  G.  F  Moore  (A.  P.  D.)  served  with  the  battalion  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  defence  of 
Kandahar,  during  which  he  commanded  the  sharp-shooters.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 


2nd  BATTN.  8th  (THE  KING’S)  REGT.  (NOW  2nd  BATTN. 
THE  KING’S  [LIVERPOOL  REGT.]). 

ON  the  15th  Oct.,  1878,  having  received  orders  to  proceed  to  the  frontier  to  form  part  of  the  force 
under  General  Roberts,  which,  in  view  of  the  impending  invasion  of  Afghanistan  was  then  in  course 
of  concentration,  the  2nd  Battn.,  “The  King’s,”  marched  from  Rawal  Pindi  to  Thai,  detaching,  en  route, 
two  companies  under  the  command  of  Captain  A.  Lewis,  which  remained  at  Kohat  to  form  part  of  the 
garrison  of  that  station. 

Detailed  to  the  1st  Infantry  Brigade  of  the  Kuram  Valley  Field  Force,  Head-quarters  and  the  service 
companies  of  the  battalion  crossed  the  frontier,  with  the  rest  of  the  Division,  on  the  21st  Nov.,  1878,  and 
advanced  up  the  valley  to  Muhammad  Azim’s  fort.  In  the  reconnaissance  which  was  conducted  towards 
the  Peiwar  Kotal  on  the  28th,  the  regiment  was  actively  engaged  in  skirmishing  up  the  hills  towards  the 
mouth  of  the  Pass. 

Left  in  camp  with  the  other  units  of  Brigadier-General  Cobbe’s  command  on  the  night  of  the  1st 
Dec.,  1878,  when  the  main  body  of  the  Division,  under  General  Roberts,  marched  on  its  flanking 
movement  for  the  Spin  Gawi  Kotal,  the  battalion  took  part,  on  the  following  day,  in  the  direct  attack  on 
and  capture  of  the  enemy’s  position  on  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  At  daybreak,  one  company,  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Captain  Dawson,  Acting  Field  Officer,  was  told  off  as  an  escort  to  the  artillery  of  the  brigade,  and 
remained  with  the  guns  in  the  successive  positions  from  which  they  delivered  their  effective  fire  till  2  p.m., 
the  remainder  of  the  regiment  being  extended  to  the  right  and  slightly  in  advance.  About  noon  Brigadier- 
General  Cobbe  was  wounded,  and  Col.  Barry  Drew  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  brigade,  that  of  the 
regiment  devolving  on  Major  Tanner.  Gradually  advancing  from  ridge  to  ridge,  the  companies  made 
their  way  over  precipitous  and  broken  ground  to  the  crest  of  a  hill  from  which  the  final  attack  was 
delivered  and  the  Afghan  batteries  silenced.  Shortly  afterwards  the  Kotal  itself  was  gained,  and  the 
camp,  from  which  the  enemy  had  precipitately  fled  a  few  moments  before,  occupied. 

After  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  on  the  2nd  Dec.,  the  2/8th  established  itself  in  winter  quarters,  the 
main  body  of  the  regiment  occupying  the  valley  close  to  where  the  Afghan  camp  had  been  pitched,  and 
detached  companies  holding  the  hills  which  commanded  both  sides  of  the  Pass.  Here  it  was  destined  to 
remain  for  many  months.  In  the  early  part  of  January,  1879,  night  attacks  by  the  Mangals  and  Jagis  were 
constantly  threatened,  and  the  troops  were  more  than  once  under  arms.  With  the  exception  of  detach¬ 
ments  which,  during  the  succeeding  months,  were  distributed  along  the  line  of  communications  at  Kuram 
and  Hazar  Pir,  the  battalion  continued  in  its  quarters  at  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  with  the  rest  of  the  advanced 
troops  of  the  Division,  till  after  the  conclusion  of  the  first  campaign. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  2nd  Battn.  8th,  The  King’s,  again  formed 
part  of  the  Division  operating  on  the  Kuram  line.  At  the  time  of  the  occurrence  of  the  massacre  of  the 
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British  Envoy  and  Escort  at  Kabul,  the  Head-quarters  and  six  companies  were  still  holding  the  advanced 
position  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  and  here  they  were  shortly  afterwards  joined  by  the  detachment  which 
during  the  first  campaign  had  been  in  garrison  at  Kohat  and  Thai.  During  the  ensuing  operations  of  the 
Army  of  Invasion,  the  regiment  was  employed,  in  the  main,  in  etappen  duty ;  but  though  no  opportunities 
for  distinguishing  itself  in  the  field  again  arose,  it  had  its  full  share  of  the  privations  and  hardships  which 
fell  to  the  lot  of  the  Division  to  which  it  was  attached,  and  performed  a  considerable  amount  of  hard  and 
not  unimportant  work.  On  the  14th  Oct.,  1879,  a  large  body  of  Mangals  and  Jagis  attacked  the  post  of 
Ali  Khel,  and  the  2/8th  was  employed  in  their  repulse  and  in  the  vigorous  counter-attack  which  resulted 
in  their  defeat.  A  small  detachment — 40  rifles — took  part,  in  the  following  December,  in  the  expedition 
conducted  into  Zaimusht  territory  under  Brigadier-General  Tytler.  In  May,  1880,  100  rifles  of  the  regi¬ 
ment  formed  part  of  the  force  under  Major  Beddy,  29th  B.N.I.,  which  proceeded  from  Kuram  to  Mandoria 
to  act  under  Brigadier-General  Newdigate  in  repelling  a  threatened  attack  by  Waziris  on  Bannu ;  and  again, 
during  the  same  month,  another  detachment  accompanied  the  expeditionary  force  which  was  despatched 
from  Peiwar  to  Karmanna  to  capture  the  Malik  Nanak  Shamu  Khel,  and  destroyed  his  stronghold. 

On  the  evacuation  of  the  Kuram  Valley  in  October,  1880,  after  suffering  somewhat  severely  during 
the  preceding  summer-months  from  sickness,  the  2nd  Battn.,  The  King’s,  returned  to  India,  having  been 
serving  continuously  in  Afghanistan  for  nearly  two  years. 


SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  2ND  BATTN.  8th 
(THE  KING’S)  REGT.  (NOW  2ND  BATTN.  THE 
KING’S  [LIVERPOOL  REGT.].) 


Colonel  F  B.  Drew ,  C.B.  {exchanged  to  1st  Battn.  West  Yorkshire ),  commanded  the  battalion  in 
Afghanistan  from  the  time  of  the  breaking  out  of  hostilities  till  he  succeeded,  2nd  Dec.,  1878,  to  the  com¬ 
mand  of  the  1  st  Bde.  Kuram  F.F.,  vice  Br.-Genl.  Cobbe,  wounded.  Commanded  the  Infantry  portion  of 
the  Khost  Valley  expeditionary  force.  Was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  the 
assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  and  the  action  of  Matun.  Reassumed  command  of  the  battalion 
14th  March,  1879,  and  remained  in  command  of  it  till  the  conclusion  of  the  first  campaign.  (Three  times 
mentioned  in  despatches;  C.B.) 

Colonel  G.  C.  E.  Grogan  commanded  the  battalion  during  the  second  campaign  from  Nov.,  1879,  till 
the  9th  Aug.,  1880,  when  he  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  Lower  Kuram  Brigade,  vice  Br.-Genl. 
Newdigate,  invalided.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Colonel  E.  Tanner ,  C.B.  {1st  Battn. ),  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  first  and  during  the 
second  campaign,  commanding  it  from  the  2nd  Dec.,  1879  (Vl'ce  Col.  Drew,  who  succeeded  to  the  com¬ 
mand  of  the  1st  Bde.  Kuram  F.F.)  till  the  14th  March,  1879.  Was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the 
28th  Nov.,  1879,  and  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  Commanded  at  Fort  Kuram  from  the 
end  of  Nov.,  1879,  till  the  12th  Jan.,  1880.  Left  Peiwar  29th  April,  1880,  for  England,  to  take  over  the 
command  of  the  1st  Battn.  (Mentioned  in  despatches  ;  C.B.) 

Lt. -Colonel  G.  H.  Cochrane  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  first  campaign,  being  present  at 
the  skirmish  of  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  and  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  (Mentioned  in 
despatches.) 

Major  W.  Bannatyne  a?id  Lieut.  V.  A.  M.  Fowler  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  second 
campaign. 

Lt.-Colonel  J.  Dawson  {retired)  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  both  campaigns,  being  present 
at  the  skirmish  of  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  and  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  (Mentioned 
in  despatches.) 

Lt.-Colonel  E.  Jervis  { retired)  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  both  campaigns,  being  present  at 
the  skirmish  of  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  and  the  affair  at  Ali 
Khel  in  Oct.,  1879.  (Mentioned  in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Major  B.  F.  Handy  marched  with  the  battalion  in  October,  1878,  as  far  as  Kohat,  where  he  was 
left,  sick.  On  his  way  to  join  Head-quarters  at  the  Peiwar  Kotal  in  1879  was  again  invalided,  and 
proceeded  home. 

Major  N.  Short  marched  with  the  battalion  in  October,  1878,  as  far  as  Kohat,  where  he  was  left, 
sick.  Rejoined  Head-quarters  in  the  Spring  of  1879,  and  served  with  the  battalion  till  the  conclusion  of 
the  war. 
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Captain  T.  B.  Humfrey  joined  the  battalion  (having  exchanged  from  the  xst  Battn.)  with  a  draft 
from  England  in  the  Spring  of  1880,  and  served  with  it  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war. 

Captains  S.  N.  Roberts,  J.  M.  Taylor ,  and  IV.  L.  Brereton ,  and  Lieuts.  L.  S.  Mellor,  O’D.  C. 
Grattan ,  L.  C.  Dundas ,  and  J.  B.  Edwards  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  both  campaigns,  being 
present  at  the  skirmish  of  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  and  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal. 

Lt.-Colonel  A.  Lewis  ( retired )  served  throughout  both  campaigns,  being  left  in  command  of  the  two 
companies  at  Kohat  on  the  advance  of  the  battalion  into  hostile  territory  in  1878,  and  rejoining  Head¬ 
quarters  in  the  summer  of  1879. 

Captain  A.  H  Cope  joined  Head-quarters  on  promotion  from  1st  Battn.  during  the  autumn  of  1879, 
and  served  with  the  battalion  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war. 

Captain  A.  A.  Ruck  and  Lieut.  P.  Schletter  served  with  the  battalion  during  both  campaigns. 

Captain  G.  V.  Turner  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  both  campaigns,  being  present  at  the 
skirmish  of  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  and  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  during  which  he 
acted  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  Thelwall,  and  commanding  the  half-company  which  took 
part  in  the  Zaimusht  expedition  under  Br.-Genl.  Tytler  in  December,  1879. 

Capt.  FJ  Whatley  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  first  campaign,  being  present  at  the 
skirmish  of  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  and  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  During  the  second 
campaign  served  as  a  Transport  Officer  in  the  Kuram  Valley. 

Lieut.  A.  C.  G.  Banning  (1st  Battn.)  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  first  campaign,  being 
present  at  the  skirmish  of  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  and  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal. 

Lieut.  E.  L.  Maisey  served  throughout  both  campaigns,  during  the  first  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  Br.- 
Genl.  Cobbe.  Was  present  at  the  skirmish  of  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  and  the  assault  and  capture  of  the 
Peiwar  Kotal.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  C.  G.  Robertson  served  throughout  both  campaigns,  during  the  first  with  the  Head-quarters  of 
the  battalion,  being  present  at  the  skirmish  of  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  and  the  assault  and  capture  of  the 
Peiwar  Kotal ;  during  the  second  as  Transport  Officer  with  the  Kabul  and  Kabul-Kandahar  Field 
Forces,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab,  the  occupation  of  Kabul,  and  the  defence  of  Sherpur, 
and  taking  part  in  the  advance  of  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle 
of  Kandahar.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  H.  G.  Evans  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  both  campaigns,  being  present  at  the 
skirmish  of  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  and  the  affair  at  Ali  Khel 
in  October,  1879. 

Qr.-Mr.  P.  Spencer  served  with  the  battalion  during  both  campaigns,  being  present  at  the  assault  and 
capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal. 


2nd  BATTN.  9th  (EAST  NORFOLK)  REGT.  (NOW  2nd  BATTN. 

NORFOLK  REGT.) 

ON  returning  in  the  spring  of  1878  from  the  Jowaki  campaign,  the  2nd  Battalion  9th  Regt.  was 
quartered  at  Peshawar.  In  the  latter  days  of  September  of  the  same  year  the  mission  undei  Sir 
Neville  Chamberlain  assembled  at  that  station  with  the  view  of  proceeding  to  Kabul,  and  a  force  con¬ 
sisting  of  the  2 /9th  and  some  Native  Infantry  regiments  was  despatched  to  Burj  Hari  Singh,  on  the 
Jamrud  road,  to  support  it  on  its  advance  into  the  Khyber.  It  was  anticipated  that  the  mission  would 
be  refused  a  passage  beyond  Ali  Musjid,  as  the  commandant  of  that  fort  had  sent  word  to  Sir  N.  Cha.ni- 
berlain  that  such  was  his  intention,  and  it  was  confidently  expected  that,  in  the  event  of  this  threat  being 
carried  out,  the  force  at  Burj  Hari  Singh  wrould  be  ordered  up  to  carry  the  place  by  assault,  a  course 
which  was  not,  however,  adopted  in  the  sequel  by  Government.  The  force  ultimately  returned  to 
Peshawar,  and  the  2/9th  being  a  portion  of  the  garrison  of  that  place,  was  held  in  reserve  during  the 
campaign  then  commencing.  The  pass  becoming  closed  for  the  passage  of  convoys  soon  after  the  action 
of  Ali  Musjid  and  the  advance  of  Sir  Sam.  Browne’s  Division  to  Daka,  two  companies  of  the  regiment, 
under  Major  Ridsdale,  were  sent  out  to  Jamrud  to  reinforce  the  garrison  of  that  post,  and  while  there 
were  employed  on  convoy  duty  between  that  fort  and  Ali  Musjid,  in  which  they  had  repeatedly  to  beat 
off  attacks  of  the  enemy.  The  officers  and  men  of  these  companies  received  the  war  medal  and  batta. 
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On  the  conclusion  of  the  first  campaign  in  May,  1879,  the  2/9th  was  moved  from  Peshawar  to 
Naushahra,  and  remained  quartered  there  till  after  the  massacre  of  the  Kabul  Embassy.  The  order  for 
the  battalion  to  hold  itself  in  readiness  to  proceed  on  active  service  reached  Naushahra  on  the  nth  Sept., 
1879,  and  on  the  17th  it  marched  for  Peshawar,  and  was  detailed  to  the  1st  Brigade  of  the  Khyber 
Column.  Difficulties  of  transport  prevented  the  assembly  of  the  column  en  masse  before  penetrating  the 
Pass.  The  2/9th  was  one  of  the  first  regiments  equipped,  and  reached  Jamrud  before  any  other  corps 
in  the  Division.  Here,  however,  cholera  broke  out  in  the  ranks,  and  carried  off  five  men  in  a  few  hours. 
The  regiment  was  therefore  diverted  off  the  main  road  and  kept  in  quarantine  for  a  week,  at  the  expi¬ 
ration  of  which  it  resumed  its  march.  During  the  interval,  however,  the  Guide  Corps  had  passed  it,  and 
penetrating  the  Pass,  which  it  found  undefended,  arrived  on  the  28th  Sept,  at  Daka,  where  the  battalion 
joined  it  on  the  1st  Oct.  The  regiment  took  part  in  the  advance  of  Brigadier-General  Gough’s  Brigade 
through  Basawal,  Barikab,  and  Jalalabad  to  Gandamak,  and  eventually  to  Kata  Sang,  where  it  joined 
hands  with  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Macpherson,  advancing  from  Kabul.  In  retracing  its 
steps  on  the  following  day,  the  regiment,  with  the  other  units  of  the  brigade,  threaded  the  narrow  and 
tortuous  defile  of  Jagdalak,  the  scene  of  severe  fighting  in  the  retreat  of  the  English  army  under  Genl. 
Elphinstone  in  1841.  Shortly  after  its  return,  on  the  probability  arising  of  Gandamak  becoming  the 
winter  quarters  of  the  brigade,  the  battalion  was  employed,  with  the  rest  of  the  troops,  in  building  huts 
on  the  new  site  selected  for  the  cantonment. 

On  the  3rd  Dec.,  1879,  100  rank  and  file  of  the  regiment  formed  part  of  the  escort  of  the  ex-Amir 
Yakub  Khan  on  the  latter  passing  through  Gandamak  to  Safed  Sang;  and  on  the  night  of  the  4th  a 
guard  of  forty  rank  and  file,  under  Lt.  Borton,  was  mounted  over  his  person. 

In  the  second  week  in  December  the  battalion  formed  part  of  the  brigade  under  Brigadier-General 
C.  Gough,  which  set  out  from  Gandamak  on  its  trying  march  to  the  relief  of  General  Roberts’  force  at 
Sherpur.  One  wing  reached  Jagdalak,  twenty-four  miles  distant,  on  the  evening  of  the  14th,  and  passed 
the  night  in  hourly  expectation  of  being  attacked,  the  other  wing,  in  the  rear  division,  arriving,  after 
meeting  with  some  slight  opposition,  on  the  evening  of  the  following  day.  On  the  night  of  the  16th,  the 
fires  of  the  enemy  lit  up  the  surrounding  country,  and  shots  fell  into  camp  ;  but  morning  dawned  without 
the  force  being  actually  attacked.  Detachments,  including  parties  of  the  2/gth,  were  sent  out  to  bring 
in  convoys  of  stores  on  the  succeeding  days — the  duty,  involving  some  severe  fighting,  giving  opportunities 
to  Major  Roberts  and  Lts.  Straghan,  Lombe,  and  Mayne  to  distinguish  themselves.  On  the  24th  Dec., 
1879,  the  day  succeeding  the  attack  of  the  enemy  on,  and  their  repulse  from,  Sherpur,  the  brigade 
reached  its  destination,  and  became  an  integral  part  of  General  Roberts’  force. 

When  quarters  were  taken  up  in  the  Bala  Hissar  on  the  9th  Jan.,  1880,  the  9th  Regt.  occupied  the 
Royal  Square,  and  for  three  months  the  men  were  employed  in  working  parties,  levelling  the  greater 
portion  of  the  enceinte,  and  opening  out  roads  and  communications.  In  the  beginning  of  April  the 
battalion  moved  out  of  the  Bala  Hissar,  and  encamped  on  the  Siah  Sang  heights,  and  was  there  joined 
by  a  strong  draft  of  nearly  300  men  brought  up  by  Major  Morgan,  who  had  proceeded  down  country  in 
February  for  the  purpose.  The  brigade,  now  forming  part  of  the  Division  under  Genl.  Ross,  marched  on 
the  1 6th  April  into  the  Maidan  country,  and  thence  to  Shekabad,  where  it  was  engaged  in  several 
skirmishes  with  the  Wardak  tribe;  and  after  coming  into  communication  with  Genl.  Stewart's  force 
advancing  from  Ghazni,  returned  to  Siah  Sang.  In  June  the  brigade  again  moved  out  into  the  Koh 
Daman  country,  where  it  remained  for  nearly  a  month.  Colonel  Daunt  was  at  this  time  appointed  to 
the  command  of  the  2nd  Brigade,  2nd  Division,  and  the  command  of  the  regiment  devolved  on  Major 
Morgan. 

On  the  evacuation  of  Kabul,  and  the  return  of  the  troops  under  General  Stewart  to  India,  the  2/9th 
was  the  last  regiment  to  march  out  of  the  gates  of  Sherpur. 

As  the  battalion  in  its  advance  on  Kabul  had  occupied  the  post  of  honour  as  one  of  the  leading 
corps  of  the  leading  brigade,  so,  now,  on  the  retirement  of  the  force,  it  formed  part  of  the  rear-guard  for 
the  whole  army.  On  the  7th  Sept.,  1880,  the  regiment  reached  Jamrud,  after  a  severe  and  harassing 
march,  notwithstanding  which  it  mustered  an  effective  strength  on  parade  of  550  bayonets,  exclusive  of 
two  companies  which  had  preceded  Head-quarters  in  charge  of  a  sick  convoy  from  Kabul. 


SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  2ND  BATTN.  9TH 
REGT.  (NOW  2ND  BATTN.  NORFOLK  REGT.) 

Bt.  Colonel  W.  Daunt ,  C.B.,  commanded  the  battalion  in  both  campaigns  till  the  nth  July,  1880, 
taking  part  in  the  advance  to  Kabul  in  December,  1879.  Commanded,  with  rank  of  Brigadier-General, 
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the  3rd  Brigade  of  General  Hills’  Division  from  12th  July,  1880,  till  4th  Sept.,  1880.  (Twice  mentioned 
in  despatches;  C.B.) 

Lt. -Colonel  C.  J  C.  Roberts  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  advance  to 
Kabul  in  December,  1879.  Was  prevented  by  ill-health  from  taking  command  on  Col.  Daunt  being 
appointed  to  a  Brigade,  and  was  subsequently  invalided  to  India.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  A.  B.  Morgan  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  both  campaigns,  taking  part  in  the  advance 
to  Kabul  in  December,  1879.  Commanded  the  battalion  from  the  12th  July,  1880,  till  the  date  of  its 
return  to  India. 

Lt. -Colonel  IV.  H.  E.  Ridsdale  ( retired )  commanded,  during  the  first  campaign,  the  detachment  of 
the. battalion  which  operated  in  the  Khyber.  Served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  second  campaign, 
taking  part  in  the  advance  to  Kabul. 

Major  C.  M.  Stockley  served  throughout  both  campaigns :  first,  as  Brigade  Major  to  the  1st  Brigade, 
1st  Division,  in  Southern  Afghanistan,  from  28th  Nov.,  1878,  till  March,  1880,  and  afterwards  with  the 
battalion  in  Northern  Afghanistan.  (Mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Captain  G.  S.  Burton  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  advance  to  Kabul 
in  December,  1879.  Subsequently  served  as  Brigade  Major  to  the  1st  Brigade,  3rd  Division,  Northern 
Afghanistan  Field  Force,  and  in  the  same  capacity  to  the  Khyber  Brigade  at  Landi  Kotal. 

Captain  T.  Farley  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war.  Was  ordered  home  from  Gandamak 
for  duty  at  the  Depot. 

Captain  J.  W  M.  Cotton  and  Lieuts.  H.  J.  Shuckburgh,  W.  G.  Straghan,  O.  Mayne,  J.  Z.  Govan 
(1st  Battn.),  and  B.  IV.  Morton  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war — Lieut.  Shuckburgh  as  Adjutant, 
and  Lieut.  Straghan  part  of  the  time  as  Acting  Adjutant — taking  part  in  the  advance  to  Kabul  in 
December,  1879. 

Lieut.  F.  A.  Currie.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Lieut.  G.  M.  Grijjin  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  advance  to  Kabul  in 
December,  1879.  Had  charge  of  the  Regimental  Transport  till  June,  1880,  when  he  was  invalided  to 
India. 

Lieut.  L.  H.  Phillips  served  during  the  first  campaign  with  the  detachment  in  the  Khyber,  and  during 
the  second  campaign,  till  October,  1879,  with  the  head-quarters.  Invalided  to  England  from  Jalalabad. 

Lieuts.  E.  IV.  Cunliffe  and  A.  S.  Vesey  served  during  the  first  campaign  with  the  detachment  in  the 
Khyber. 

Lieut.  R.  LL.  F.  Lombe  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  advance  to  Kabul 
in  December,  1879.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches  for  steadiness  and  coolness  in  handling  his  men.) 

Lieut.  J.  Thompson  served  with  the  battalion  nearly  the  whole  time  it  was  across  the  frontier. 

Lieut.  G.  E.  Bunbury  joined  head-quarters  at  Kabul  with  a  draft  from  England  in  April,  1880,  and 
served  with  the  battalion  during  the  remainder  of  the  campaign. 

Lieut.  A.  C.  Becher  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  advance  to  Kabul 
in  December,  1879.  Served  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough  from  xst  June  to  7th 
Sept.,  1880. 

Lieut.  G.  S.  Ommanney  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  advance  to  Kabul 
in  December,  1879.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  F.  J.  D.  Lugard  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war  from  the  date  of  its  crossing  the 
frontier  till  August,  1880,  when  he  was  invalided  to  England. 

Lieut.  C.  E.  Borton  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  Kabul 
in  December,  1879.  Served  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  W.  Daunt  from  23  July  till 
4  Sept.,  1880. 

Quartermaster  A.  Reeves  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war  from  the  date  of  its  crossing  the 
frontier  till  April,  1880,  taking  part  in  the  advance  to  Kabul  in  December,  1879. 


2ND  BATTN.  iith  (NORTH  DEVONSHIRE)  REGT.  (NOW 
2nd  BATTN.  DEVONSHIRE  REGT.) 

ON  the  news  reaching  India  of  the  advance  of  Ayub  Khan  from  Herat,  the  Government  decided  to 
reinforce  the  garrison  of  Kandahar.  For  this  purpose  the  2nd  Battn.  1  ith  Regiment,  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Lt.-Colonel  Corrie,  was  ordered  to  move  by  rail,  on  the  23rd  July,  1880,  by  successive  companies, 
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from  Karachi  and  Haidarabab  to  Sibi ;  and  from  thence  through  the  Bolan  Pass  the  men  were  transported 
in  country  bullock-carts  to  Dozan. 

The  original  plan  was,  for  the  whole  battalion  to  assemble  at  Quetta,  before  proceeding  to  Kandahar ; 
but  on  the  march,  the  news  arrived  of  the  disaster  at  Maiwand,  and  the  contemplated  formation  of  a 
division  under  General  Phayre,  in  consequence  of  which  the  companies,  on  reaching  Quetta,  were  hurried 
on  to  Gulistan  Karez,  a  small  fort  in  the  Pishin  Valley,  one  march  from,  the  Khojak,  and  close  to  the 
entrance  of  the  Gwaja  and  Rogani  Passes.  At  this  place  the  whole  battalion  had  assembled  by  the  22nd 
Aug.,  1880. 

The  difficulty  of  concentration  in  consequence  of  the  strain  on  the  Commissariat  and  Transport 
Departments  was  the  ostensible  reason  for  the  delay  of  General  Phayre’s  Division ;  and  this  ultimately 
prevented  the  nth  Regiment  from  reaching  Kandahar  until  the  18th  Sept.,  three  weeks  after  the  relief  of 
the  garrison  by  General  Roberts. 

On  the  20th  of  that  month  the  battalion  moved  to  Ivhan-i-Girdab  in  the  Argandab  Valley,  eighteen 
miles  from  Kandahar.  On  the  4th  Oct.  two  companies  were  detached  to  Dahila,  sixteen  miles  further  up 
the  valley,  to  which  place  the  whole  brigade,  with  the  exception  of  Head-quarters  and  four  companies  of 
the  nth  Regt.,  moved  on  the  7th.  There  it  remained  until  orders  were  received  to  move  again  into 
Kandahar.  Entering  the  city  on  the  1st  November,  it  did  not  again  leave  it  until  the  final  evacuation  in 
June,  1881. 

The  nth  was  the  first  regiment  of  European  soldiers  that  had  ever  marched  through  Sind  and  the 
Bolan  during  the  hottest  season  of  the  year.  Notwithstanding  the  precautions  taken,  numerous  cases  of 
heat-apoplexy,  and  many  deaths  occurred.  The  battalion  was  composed  principally  of  young  soldiers, 
who,  when  stationed  at  Poona  during  the  previous  year,  had  suffered  considerably  from  fever,  the  effects 
of  which  many  had  not  shaken  off,  but  who,  nevertheless,  on  hearing  the  news  of  the  investment  of 
Kandahar,  were  eager  to  push  on  to  its  relief.  The  natural  difficulties  of  a  march  through  such  a  country 
at  such  a  time  of  the  year — the  thermometer  at  several  of  the  halting-places  marking  iii°  and  1120  at 
9  o’clock  in  the  morning — were  overcome  by  the  physical  endurance  of  the  men ;  but  orders,  counter¬ 
orders,  and  counter-marches,  bad  water  at  the  camping  grounds,  half  rations,  quarter  rations,  and  always 
bad  rations,  between  Quetta  and  Kandahar,  together  with  the  lack  of  change  of  clothing  for  picquet  and 
night  duties  in  a  trying  climate,  laid  the  seeds  of  diarrhoea  and  dysentery,  and  eventually  cost  the  regiment 
— which  left  Karachi,  on  the  23rd  July,  715  strong — in  deaths,  2  officers  and  136  men,  and  left  Head¬ 
quarters  on  the  1  st  Jan.,  1881,  with  only  215  men  available  for  duty. 

The  following  officers  served  with  the  2nd  Battn.  nth  Regt.  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  advance 
to  Kandahar: —

IV.  H.  Marriott,  R.  S.  I.  O' Brien,  D.  T.  Kinder  (invalided  from  Gulistan  Karez),  J.  H.  Yule,  and  R.  E. 
Kelsall ;  Lieuts.  C.  IV.  Park,  T.  A.  H.  Davies,  E.  T.  Stanley  (invalided  from  Kandahar),  A.  Phayre 
( Probationer  Staff  Corps),  C.  P.  IV.  Pirie,  R.  H.  Light,  and  E.  J.  Ellico?nbe  (invalided  from  Kandahar) 
and  Quartermaster  G.  Evans.

1ST  BATTN.  1  2th  (EAST  SUFFOLK)  REGT.  (NOW 
ist  BATTN.  SUFFOLK  REGT.) 

ON  the  4th  April,  1879,  the  battalion  received  orders  to  hold  itself  in  readiness  to  join  the  3rd 
Brigade,  2nd  Division,  Peshawar  Valley  Field  Force,  under  command  of  Lieut. -General  Maude, 
and  on  the  12th  idem  marched  from  Naushahra.  On  the  14th  it  crossed  the  frontier  into  Afghanistan, 
and  on  the  16th  arrived  at  Landi  Kotal,  its  destination. 

On  the  2 1  st  of  the  same  month  two  companies  marched  with  a  small  column  under  command  of 
Lieut. -Colonel  F.  B.  Norman,  24th  B.N.I.,  to  operate  against  the  Mohmand  tribe,  who  had  crossed  the 
Kabul  River  into  territory  in  our  occupation. 

Next  day  (22nd  April)  three  more  companies  were  despatched  to  the  Fort  of  Daka  under  command 
II.  D  D 
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of  Lieut.-Colonel  C.  J.  C.  Sillery,  in  view  to  reinforce  a  small  party  of  Native  Infantry  holding  the  village 
of  Kam  Daka.  With  these  three  companies  of  the  battalion  were  sent  two  mountain  guns. 

Whilst  en  route  to  Daka,  Lieut.-Colonel  Sillery  received  an  order  to  detach  immediately  the  two  guns 
with  ioo  men  of  the  battalion  as  escort  to  Kam'Daka,  to  the  relief  of  the  Native  Infantry,  hard  pressed  in 
that  village.  This  was  done,  and  the  guns,  supported  by  the  company  of  the  battalion,  came  into  action, 
and  assisted  in  rescuing  150  men  of  the  Mhairwara  Battalion,  under  Captain  O’M.  Creagh,  from  a  most 
perilous  position.  This  done,  the  Senior  Officer  on  the  spot,  Major  Dyce,  R.A.,  ordered  a  retreat  on  Daka, 
and  directed  the  movement  to  be  covered  by  the  company  of  the  1  st  Battalion  12th  Regiment.  This  service, 
owing  to  the  rugged  nature  of  the  ground,  and  the  persistence  with  which  the  retirement  was  pressed  by 
large  numbers  of  an  enemy  well  acquainted  with  every  bye-path  and  cattle  track,  was  very  difficult,  but 
was  successfully  carried  out ;  not,  however,  without  the  loss  of  a  sergeant  and  a  private  killed,  and  two 
privates  severely,  and  three  slightly,  wounded. 

After  the  signing  of  the  treaty  of  Gandamak  the  battalion  was  one  of  the  two  British  regiments 
selected  to  remain  in  military  occupation  of  the  Khyber  line,  and  to  be  stationed  at  Landi  Kotal. 
Cholera  broke  out  in  its  most  virulent  form  amongst  our  troops  retiring  from  the  advanced  posts,  and 
claimed  many  victims  from  the  battalion, — two  officers  (Captain  R.  B.  Reed  and  Surgeon-Major 
I.  Wallace,  M.D.),  and  thirty-two  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  succumbing  to  this  disease  within 
a  few  weeks. 

In  September,  1879,  the  massacre  of  the  British  Embassy  at  Kabul  caused  preparations  to  be 
hurried  forward  for  the  second  invasion  of  Afghanistan.  On  the  29th  of  that  month  the  Fort  of  Daka 
was  re-occupied  without  opposition,  two  companies  of  the  battalion  forming  part  of  the  advanced  guard 
which  was  pushed  forward  to  take  possession.  In  the  middle  of  December  three  companies  were  sent 
to  Jalalabad,  and  by  the  21st  idem  the  battalion  was  concentrated  there,  except  two  companies  which 
had  been  left  to  garrison  the  post  of  Basawal. 

During  January,  1880,  the  Head-quarter  wing  was  engaged  in  a  skirmish  with  the  Mohmand  tribe  at 
Ali  Boghan. 

On  the  28th  January  Head-quarters  and  four  companies  crossed  the  Kabul  River  with  other  troops 
of  all  arms  detailed  to  occupy  the  Lughman  Valley.  This  occupation  was  not  contested,  and  continued 
till  the  1 6th  March,  when  the  valley  was  evacuated,  and  the  battalion  once  more  concentrated  at 
Gandamak. 

In  the  beginning  of  April  the  battalion  formed  part  of  an  expedition  sent  to  enforce  payment  of  a 
fine  levied  on  the  Wazir  Kugianis. 

At  the  end  of  April,  in  consequence  of  the  large  number  of  men  of  the  battalion  in  hospital,  and  the 
debilitated  state  of  a  large  number  of  the  remainder,  orders  were  issued  for  a  medical  inspection  by  a 
Board  of  Officers.  This  resulted  in  the  battalion  being  directed  to  return  to  India  on  relief  by  the  5th 
Fusiliers.  On  arrival  of  a  portion  of  the  relieving  corps  at  Gandamak,  the  battalion  marched,  on  the 
15th  May,  for  India. 

On  arrival  at  Jalalabad  the  battalion  was  detained,  owing  to  disturbances  in  the  Besud  district,  A 
wing  under  command  of  Lieut.-Colonel  Sillery  was  here  detached  to  form  part  of  a  column  sent  to 
operate  against  the  enemy,  whilst  the  Head-quarter  wing  resumed  its  march  towards  India.  On  the  19th 
May  a  sharp  action  was  fought  at  Beninga  against  greatly  superior  numbers,  which  resulted  in  the  com¬ 
plete  defeat  of  the  enemy  with  very  heavy  loss.  The  wing  1st  Battalion  12th  Regiment  had  one  man 
severely  wounded  on  this  occasion,  and  four  others  slightly.  Private  Longworth  greatly  distinguished 
himself  in  the  action. 

Head-quarters  recrossed  the  frontier  on  26th  May  and  arrived  at  Peshawar  on  27th,  the  detached 
wing  rejoining  shortly  afterwards. 

During  the  service  of  the  battalion  in  Afghanistan — a  period  of  about  13  months — its  losses 
were  heavy.  Two  officers  and  71  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  died  in  Afghanistan  ;  one  officer 
(Captain  Mayer)  and  18  men  in  India;  nearly  all  from  the  results  of  active  service.  In  addition  to  this, 
260  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  were  invalided  to  India. 

The  excellent  service  rendered  by  the  battalion  during  the  campaign  was  acknowledged  by  its 
Brigade  and  Divisional  Generals,  and  by  the  General  Officer  Commanding  in  Afghanistan. 

In  recognition  of  the  services  of  the  1st  Battalion  Her  Majesty  was  pleased  to  command  that  the 
word  “  Afghanistan,  1878-80  ”  should  be  added  to  the  honourable  distinctions  already  borne  on  the  colours 
of  the  regiment.  * 
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SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  ist  BATTN. 

1 2TH  (EAST  SUFFOLK)  REGT.  (NOW  ist  BATTN. 

SUFFOLK  REGT.) 

Colonel  G.  F.  Walker  commanded  the  battalion  during  the  war.  Commanded  the  brigade  which 
occupied  the  Lughman  Valley,  the  troops  engaged  in  the  affair  at  Ali  Boghan,  and  eventually  the  3rd 
Brigade  of  General  Phayre’s  Division,  taking  part  in  the  advance  from  Quetta  to  Kandahar  in  the 
autumn  of  1880.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Colonel  C. J.  C.  St ller y  (2nd  Battn.)  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  campaign,  taking  part 
in  the  expedition,  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis,  and  commanding  the  detached  wing  in  the  operations 
in  the  Besud  district,  including  the  action  of  Beninga.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lt.-Colonel  IV.  T.  Baker  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  campaign.  (Mentioned  in 
despatches.) 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  H.  P.  Pearson.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Major  H.  M.  Lowry  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  campaign,  taking  part  in  the 
occupation  of  the  Lughman  Valley,  the  expedition  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis,  and  the  operations  in  the 
Besud  district,  including  the  action  of  Beninga. 

Major  H  L.  W.  Phillips  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  campaign,  commanding  the 
detachment  at  the  affair  at  Kam  Daka,  and  taking  part  in  the  expedition  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis, 
and  the  operations  in  the  Besud  district,  including  the  action  of  Beninga.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  C.  F  Morris  served  with  the  battalion  from  November,  1879,  till  the  conclusion  of  the 
campaign,  taking  part  in  the  operations  in  the  Besud  district,  including  the  action  of  Beninga. 

Captain  H.  Magee  served  with  the  battalion  until  July,  1879,  when  he  was  invalided.  (Subsequently 
died  from  the  effects  of  exposure  during  the  campaign.) 

Captain  R.  O' S.  Brooke  (A.P.D.)  served  with  the  battalion  from  April  till  October,  1879. 
(Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captain  J.  C.  R.  Glasgow  served  with  the  battalion  from  March,  1880,  till  the  conclusion  of 
the  campaign. 

Captain  O.  Williams  and  Lieut.  F.  W.  Scudamore  and  W.  Giles  served  with  the  battalion 
throughout  the  campaign,  being  present  at  the  affair  at  Ali  Boghan,  and  taking  part  in  the  occupation 
of  the  Lughman  Valley  and  the  expedition  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis. 

Captain  C.  R.  Townley  served  with  the  battalion,  as  Adjutant,  throughout  the  campaign,  being 
present  at  the  affair  at  Ali  Boghan. 

Captain  A.  S.  LLext  and  Lieut.  J.  G.  Smith  (Probationer  Staff  Corps )  served  with  the  battalion  from 
the  latter  end  of  1879  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign,  being  present  at  the  affair  at  Ali  Boghan,  and 
taking  part  in  the  occupation  of  the  Lughman  Valley,  and  the  expedition  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis. 

Lieut.  C.  D.  Cave  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  campaign,  taking  part  in  the 
expedition  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis,  and  the  operations  in  the  Besud  district,  including  the  action  of 
Beninga. 

Captain  G.  Shields  (h.p. ;  A. P.D.)  served  with  the  battalion  until  promoted  on  half-pay  in 
May,  1879. 

Lieut.  J.  B.  M'Donell  served  with  the  battalion  till  the  latter  end  of  1879,  being  subsequently 
appointed  to  the  charge  of  signalling  Khyber  Line  F.F. 

Lieut.  R.  C.  Onslow  (Bengal  Staff  Corps).  (For  services  see  10th  Bengal  Lancers.) 

Lieut.  G.  F.  C.  Mackenzie  served  with  the  battalion  from  November,  1879,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  ' 
campaign,  taking  part  in  the  expedition  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis,  and  the  operations  in  the  Besud 
district,  including  the  action  of  Beninga. 

Lieut.  A.  J.  R.  Hutchinson  (Bengal  Staff  Corps)  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  campaign, 
being  present  at  the  affair  of  Kam  Daka.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  W.  F.  Perceval  served  with  the  battalion  till  the  latter  part  of  1879,  when  he  was  invalided. 
(Subsequently  died  from  the  effects  of  exposure  during  the  campaign.) 

Lieut.  J.  M.  Carpendale  (Bengal  Staff  Corps)  served  with  the  battalion  till  the  spring  of  1880, 
being  present  at  the  affair  at  Ali  Boghan,  and  taking  part  in  the  occupation  of  the  Lughman  Valley. 

Lieut.  F.  P.  Hutchinson  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  campaign,  being  present  at  the 
affair  at  Ali  Boghan,  and  taking  part  in  the  occupation  of  the  Lughman  Valley. 

Lieut.  A.  M.  Brabazon  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  campaign. 
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Lieut.  E.  J.  Medley  and  Quartermaster  W.  Cox  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  campaign, 
taking  part  in  the  expedition  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis. 

Lieut.  F.  Graham  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  occupation 
of  the  Lughman  Valley,  the  expedition  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis,  and  the  operations  in  the  Besud 
district,  including  the  action  of  Beninga. 

Lieut.  A.  F.  Foulton  ( 2nd  Battn.)  served  with  the  battalion  from  December,  1879,  till  the  conclusion 
of  the  campaign. 

Lieut.  E.  A.  Kemble  served  with  the  battalion  from  March  till  May,  1880,  when  he  was  invalided. 


2nd  BATTN.  i4th  (P.W.O.)  REGT.  (NOW  2nd  BATT.  PAV.O. 

[WEST  YORKSHIRE]  REGT.) 

ON  the  17th  December,  1879,  the  2nd  Battn.  14th  P.W.O.  Regt.,  then  stationed  at  Lucknow, 
received  orders  to  proceed  to  Peshawar  to  form  part  of  the  Reserve  Division  of  the  force  operating 
in  Northern  Afghanistan.  By  the  middle  of  January,  1880,  the  concentration  of  the  troops  forming  the 
Division  had  advanced  sufficiently  to  warrant  the  adoption  on  the  Khyber  line  of  new  etappen  duty,  and 
the  Battalion,  detailed  to  the  2nd  Brigade  of  General  Ross’s  force,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Hill,  proceeded  from  Peshawar  to  Jamrud.  There  it  remained  till  the  beginning  of  April,  when 
it  was  moved  up  the  Pass  to  Landi  Kotal,  and  subsequently  marched  through  the  Khurd  Khyber  to 
Pesh  Bolak — the  most  distant  post  in  the  enemy’s  country  in  which  it  was  destined  to  do  duty. 

In  May,  1880,  the  2/ 14th  formed  part  of  the  moveable  column,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Gib,  which  marched  from  Pesh  Bolak  on  the  18th  of  that  month  to  disperse  the  hostile  gathering 
of  the  enemy  under  Ghulam  Ahmad,  and  on  the  20th  was  engaged  in  the  action  of  Mazina.  In  an  order 
subsequently  issued  by  the  Brigadier-General  congratulating  the  troops  employed  in  the  expedition  on 
the  successful  termination  of  their  labours,  the  following  passage  occurs  : — 

“The  2/i4th  Regt.,  although  composed  chiefly  of  young  soldiers,  behaved  with  great  steadiness, 
coolness,  and  gallantry,  and  were  kept  well  in  hand  by  their  commanding  officer,  Colonel  Warren,  assisted 
by  his  Company  officers. 

“The  action  was  well  calculated  to  produce  wild  firing,  but  there  was  none,  and  the  per-centage  of 
rounds  fired  was  marvellously  low  for  a  long  day’s  fighting.  Captain  Noyes,  2/14  Regt.,  behaved  with 
great  gallantry  in  storming  a  sungah,  in  which  he  got  wounded,  and  the  Brigadier-General  will  have 
much  pleasure  in  bringing  his  name  to  the  notice  of  the  Major-General  Commanding.” 

On  the  1st  June,  1880,  a  mixed  force,  including  four  Companies  of  the  battalion,  the  whole  under 
Colonel  Warren,  2/i4th,  marched  for  Girdi  Khas,  to  join  the  column  under  Brigadier-General  Doran 
proceeding  from  Jalalabad  to  operate  in  the  Kama  district.  On  the  4th  June  two  companies  under 
Colonel  Warren  crossed  the  Kabul  River,  two  companies  remaining  as  escort  to  the  guns  of  Battery  L/5, 
R.A.,  which  accompanied  the  expedition.  After  destroying  the  towers  of  certain  hostile  tribesmen  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Sunga  Serai,  the  column  recrossed  the  river,  and  the  detachments  under  Colonel 
Warren  returned  to  Pesh  Bolak. 

On  the  12th  August  the  battalion  commenced  its  return  march  to  India,  and  crossing  the  frontier 
on  the  19th  August,  proceeded  to  Naushahra,  where  it  moved  into  quarters.  Its  casualties  during  the 
period  of  its  service  in  Afghanistan  were,  1  officer,  and  29  non-commissioned  officers  and  men. 


SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  2ND  BATTN.  14TH 
(P.W.O.)  REGT.  (NOW  2ND  BATTN.  P.W.O.  [WEST  YORKSHIRE  REGT.]) 

Colonel  D.  S.  Warren,  C.B. ,  commanded  the  battalion  throughout  the  period  of  its  service  in 
Afghanistan.  Was  in  command  at  Pesh  Bolak  from  April  till  August,  1880,  and  commanded  the  Head¬ 
quarters  and  five  companies  of  the  battalion  at  the  action  of  Mazina,  20th  May,  1880,  and  the  Pesh 
Bolak  force  despatched  to  co-operate  with  Brigadier-General  Doran  in  the  Kama  expedition,  June,  1880. 
(Mentioned  in  despatches.) 
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Colonel  JV.  Young  {retired),  Captain  V.  R.  Rae ,  Lieut.  R.  J.  Roberts,  Major  W.  Franklin  {A.P.D.), 
and  Quartermaster  J.  Bayley  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed 
in  the  war.  Captain  S.  J.  Butler  ( 1st  Battn .),  till  he  was  invalided  to  India  through  illness  contracted 
in  the  field. 

Major  H.  A.  Burton  joined  the  battalion  at  Pesh  Bolak  on  promotion  in  May,  1880,  and  served  with 
it  during  the  remainder  of  the  time  it  was  employed  in  Afghanistan.  Commanded  four  companies  in 
the  Kama  expedition. 

Captain  F.  W.  Harrington  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
war,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Mazina. 

Major  H.  McL.  Hutchinson.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Lt.-Colonel  JV.  W.  Haywood  {retired)  served  as  Brigade  Major  with  the  Quetta  Field  Force  from 
9th  Nov.,  1878,  till  14th  April,  1879,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar,  and 
the  opening  up  of  the  Thal-Chotiali  route  to  India.  (Thanked  in  orders.  )  Subsequently  served  with 
the  battalion  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  Afghanistan,  being  present  at  the  action  of 
Mazina,  and  taking  part  in  the  Kama  expedition. 

Major  D.  A.  Ogden  (h.  p.),  and  Lieut s.  W.  R.  C.  Baird  and  A.  J.  H.  Murray  served  with  the 
battalion  during  the  war  until  invalided  through  illness  contracted  in  the  field.  Took  part  in  the  Kama 
expedition. 

Captain  A.  IV  Noyes  served  during  the  war,  first  as  Brigade  Transport  Officer  to  the  Khyber  Force, 
and  subsequently  with  the  battalion,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Mazina,  in  which  he  was  wounded. 
(Mentioned  in  despatches  for  conspicuous  and  gallant  conduct  in  leading  a  charge  during  the  action. 
Was  eventually  invalided  to  India.) 

Capt.  C.  A.  Morris  served  with  the  battalion  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  being 
present  at  the  action  of  Mazina,  and  taking  part  in  the  Kama  expedition. 

Capt.  A.  Ruttledge  (1st  Battn.).  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Capt.  C.  S.  Gordon  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Mazina, 
and  taking  part  in  the  expedition  to  Kama.  Was  Provost  Marshal  to  the  Pesh  Bolak  force  from  12th 
July,  1880,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign. 

Capt.J.  W . Thruston  served  with  the  27th  P.N.I.  from  2nd  Dec.,  1878,  till  invalided  in  June,  1879, 
and  with  the  same  regiment  throughout  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Deh  Sarak,  in 
which  he  commanded  the  detachment  engaged  ;  and  the  destruction  of  the  Ghilzai  villages  in  Dec.,  1879. 
(Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieuts.  R.  L.  Geaves  and  H.  Walker  ( 1st  Battn.)  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war  until 
invalided  through  illness  contracted  in  the  field.  Were  present  at  the  action  of  Mazina,  and  took  part  in 
the  Kama  expedition. 

Lieut.  E.  E.  S.  Schuyler  served  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Transport,  Kuram  Field  Force,  from 
31st  March  till  18th  June,  1879,  and  subsequently  with  the  battalion  till  invalided  to  India  through  illness 
contracted  in  the  field. 

Lieut.  F.  W.  Kitchener  served  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Transport,  Kuram  Field  Force,  from 
10th  April  till  23rd  Sept.,  1879 ;  as  Brigade  Transport  Officer  to  the  Kabul  Field  Force  from  24th  Sept., 
1879,  till  20th  Jan.,  1880;  and  as  Equipment  Transport  Officer  to  the  Kabul  Field  Force  from  21st  Jan. 
till  1 8th  May,  1880.  Accompanied  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  across  the  Shutargardan,  and  was  present  at  the 
actions  of  Charasiab,  Karez  Mir,  and  Chardeh  Valley,  and  took  part  in  the  defence  of  Sherpur.  Rejoined 
the  battalion  at  Pesh  Bolak  on  the  27  th  May,  1880,  when  he  was  appointed  Adjutant,  and  served  with  the 
Head-quarters  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  Kama  expedition.  (Mentioned  in 
despatches.) 

Lieut.  A.  JV.  St.  George  served  with  the  battalion  till  invalided  from  Jamrud. 

Lieut.  C.  M.  Lester  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Mazina, 
and  taking  part  in  the  Kama  expedition.  Was  Regimental  Transport  Officer  from  the  10th  Feb.  till  the 
20th  June,  1880,  and  held  the  appointment  of  Provost  Marshal  at  Landi  Kotal  from  13th  April  till  2nd 
May,  1880. 

Lieut.  G.  JV.  Mitchell  ( 1st  Battn.)  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war.  Proceeded  in  charge  of 
a  transport  convoy  to  Kabul,  7th  March,  1880. 

Lieut.  C.  P.  Barchard.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Lieut.  H.  G.  Vialls  served  with  the  battalion  during  the  war,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Mazina. 
Was  appointed  Regimental  Transport  Officer,  21st  June,  1880,  and  served  in  that  capacity  till  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  campaign. 
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2nd  BATTN.  15TH  (YORKSHIRE  EAST  RIDING)  REGT.  (NOW 
2nd  BATTN.  EAST  YORKSHIRE  REGT.) 


THE  2nd  Battalion  15th  Regt.  formed  part  of  the  Reserve  Division  Southern  Afghanistan  Field  Force, 
which,  during  the  early  part  of  March,  1880,  was  concentrated  at  Karachi,  Sind. 

After  the  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  disaster  at  Maiwand,  the  Head-quarters  and  eight  companies  left 
Karachi  on  the  4th  August,  1880,  for  Sibi ;  and  marching  through  the  Bolan  Pass  in  detachments — with 
inadequate  transport,  with  insufficient  water,  and  in  burning  heat — arrived  at  Quetta  on  the  20th  of  the 
month.  Notwithstanding  the  great  hardships  they  endured,  the  men  worked  with  admirable  spirit.  The 
trying  nature  of  the  march  is  attested  by  the  fact  that  some  100  of  them — chiefly  young  soldiers  who  had 
been  recently  sent  out — were  placed  hors  de  combat  by  sunstroke  and  heat-apoplexy  before  reaching  the 
Afghan  frontier. 

The  battalion  advanced  with  the  Division  under  Major-General  Sir  R.  Phayre,  C.B.,  which  marched 
through  the  Khojak  Pass,  and  eventually  arrived  at  Kandahar  too  late  to  take  part  in  the  battle  of  the 
1  st  September,  1880. 

The  Division  was  shortly  afterwards  broken  up,  and  the  battalion  returned  to  India  in  the  month  of 
December  of  the  same  year. 

The  following  officers  served  with  the  2nd  Battn.  15th  Regt.  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  advance 
to  Kandahar  : — 

Lt. -Colonel  R.  L.  Dashwood  (in  command)  (mentioned  in  despatches);  Major  H.  B.  Le  Mott'ee ; 
Captains  G.  H.  Johnston,  G.  C.  K.  P.  Roupell ,  IV.  H.  Rushbrooke ,  and  T.  G.  Shortland  (left  in  command 
of  one  company  at  Gulistan  Karez) ;  Lieuts.  IV.  W.  Ward  (1st  Battn.),  C.  F.  Garnett,  P.  Low , 
E.  Hanstock  (appointed  Provost  Marshal  to  the  2nd  Division,  Southern  Afghanistan  F.F.,  in  September, 
1880),  Z.  L.  Steele  (as  Adjutant ),  G.  H.  M.  Conran ,  B.  M.  Hamilton  (appointed  Brigade  Transport 
Officer  3rd  Brigade  2nd  Division  Kandahar  F.F.),  W.  B.  Piers  (Probationer  Staff  Corps),  W.  T.  Davies 
(Probatioiier  Staff  Corps),  R.  W.  Sherard  (Probationer  Staff  Corps),  H.  F.  E.  Hodges  (Probationer  Staff 
Corps),  C.  H.  W.  Maunsell,  J.  R.  F.  Sladen,  Captain  W.  L.  Barr  (A.P.D.),  and  Qr.-Mr.  C.  J.  Knott.

HE  ist  Battn.  17th  Regt.,  when  quartered  in  the  Murree  Hills,  Punjab,  received  telegraphic  orders 


.1  on  the  23rd  Sept.,  1878,  to  proceed  to  Kohat  for  active  service  in  Afghanistan,  but  a  few  days  later 
its  destination  was  altered  to  Peshawar,  for  the  same  object. 

Having  moved  down  to  the  plains  as  soon  as  carriage  could  be  procured,  the  battalion  left  Rawal 
Pindi  on  the  nth  Oct.,  1878,  under  the  command  of  Bt.  Lieut. -Colonel  W.  D.  Tompson,  Colonel 
A.  H.  Cobbe  having  been  appointed  a  Brigadier-General  in  the  Kuram  Valley  Force. 

Detailed  to  the  2nd  Brigade,  ist  Division,  Peshawar  Field  Force,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  J.  A.  Tytler,  C.B.,  V.C.,  the  battalion,  having  stored  its  colours  in  the  Peshawar  arsenal,  crossed 
the  border  on  the  19th  Nov.,  1878  ;  and  during  the  21st  and  22nd,  whilst  the  main  body  of  the 
Division  was  engaged  in  the  direct  attack  on  Ali  Musjid,  was  employed,  with  the  other  units  of  the 
brigade  to  which  it  belonged,  in  the  arduous  duty  of  turning  the  enemy’s  flank  over  the  Rotas  heights. 

The  Khyber  Pass  having  been  entered,  the  regiment  advanced  with  the  brigade  to  Daka,  at  which 
post  it  remained  encamped  for  a  period  of  four  weeks. 

As  a  unit  of  the  Daka  column,  the  i/i7th  took  part,  in  December,  1878,  in  the  first  Bazar  Valley 
expedition  under  General  Maude.  In  the  operations  which  were  conducted  both  on  the  21st  and  22nd 
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of  the  month,  it  was  hotly  engaged,  losing  two  men  killed  and  one  wounded,  and  inflicting  severe  losses 
on  the  enemy.  On  the  24th  Dec.,  1878,  the  battalion  proceeded  to  Basawal.  There  it  remained  till  the 
end  of  March,  1879,  keeping  up  communications  with  the  Divisional  Head-quarters  at  Jalalabad,  and  the 
2nd  Division  in  the  Khyber  Pass  as  far  as  Jamrud,  its  duties  principally  consisting  in  escorting  treasure, 
road-making,  and  intrenching  its  camp  and  that  of  the  brigade,  and  in  taking  part,  from  time  to  time,  in 
retaliatory  raids. 

On  the  26th  Dec.,  1878,  a  detachment  under  Bt.  Major  C.  McPherson  was  sent  to  increase  the 
garrison  at  Daka. 

Taking  part  with  the  Basawal  column  in  the  second  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  the  battalion  was  em¬ 
ployed  from  the  25th  Jan.  to  the  4th  Feb.,  1879,  in  the  renewed  operations  which  were  conducted  against 
the  Zaka  Khel  Afridis.  On  the  return  of  the  brigade  to  Basawal,  the  detachment  from  Daka  rejoined 
regimental  Head-quarters. 

On  the  9th  Feby.,  1879,  Captain  Lonsdale’s  company  was  sent  on  detachment  to  Barikab,  to  hold 
that  post,  and  later  on,  to  Ali  Boghan.  On  the  19th  idem  a  company  under  Lieut.  Webb  proceeded  to 
Girdi  Khas,  on  the  Kabul  River,  on  similar  duty. 

From  the  18th  to  the  21st  March,  Head-quarters  and  four  companies  were  employed  as  part  of  the 
expeditionary  force  under  Br.-Genl.  Tytler,  which  proceeded  into  the  Maidanak  district  to  exact  retribu¬ 
tion  for  recent  attacks  made  by  the  Shinwaris  upon  surveying  parties,  and  assisted  in  destroying  several 
of  their  towers  and  villages.  In  consequence  of  an  attack  subsequently  made  by  the  tribesmen  on  a 
camel  guard, — an  attack  which  was  brilliantly  repelled  by  a  small  party  of  the  regiment,  with  a  few  Sepoys 
of  the  27th  P.N.I.,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  R.  J.  G.  Creed,  x/i  7th — operations  were  renewed  by 
General  Tytler’s  force  on  the  24th  March,  on  which  day  250  men  of  the  regiment,  under  Lt.-Colonel 
Utterson,  were  engaged  in  the  successful  action  of  Deh  Sarak.  On  the  26th,  the  2nd  Brigade  marched  to 
Barikab,  where  regimental  Head-quarters  were  joined  by  the  Girdi  Khas  detachment  as  well  as  by  that 
under  the  command  of  Lt.-Col.  Utterson.  On  the  following  day  the  regiment  marched  into  Jalalabad, 
when  Captain  Lonsdale’s  company  also  rejoined. 

The  i/i7th  was  employed  in  intrenching  the  camp  and  in  assisting  to  erect  Fort  Sale  at  Jalalabad 
until  midnight,  31st  March,  when  the  Left  half-battalion,  made  up  to  400  men,  under  Bt.  Major  C. 
M’Pherson,  marched  to  Futtehabad  with  a  force  under  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough,  C.B.,  V.C.  On  the 
2nd  April,  1879,  three  companies  of  the  Left  half-battalion  were  engaged,  under  the  command  of  Captain 
Brind,  in  the  action  of  Futtehabad.  In  this  engagement  the  regiment  lost  a  gallant  young  officer — Lieut. 
Wiseman,  who  was  killed  in  capturing  a  standard— and  five  rank  and  file  killed  and  wounded. 

On  the  night  of  the  2nd  April  the  rest  of  the  battalion  arrived  from  Jalalabad  ;  and  on  the  13th  the 
brigade  marched  to  Safed  Sang,  where  it  was  for  some  weeks  employed  in  intrenching  the  position  and 
road-making  towards  Kabul. 

On  the  28th  April  three  companies  of  the  i/x 7th  under  Lt.-Col.  Utterson,  joined  a  covering  party 
four  miles  beyond  Safed  Sang,  and  two  days  afterwards  assisted  in  burying  the  bleached  bones  of  the 
remnant  of  the  44th  Regiment,  who  were  slaughtered  whilst  making  their  last  stand  during  the  disastrous 
retreat  from  Kabul  in  1842. 

When  the  Amir  Yakub  Khan  entered  Gandamak  to  sign  the  treaty  of  peace,  he  was  received  by  a 
guard  of  honour  from  the  regiment. 

Safed  Sang  was  evacuated  on  the  7th  June,  1879,  and  after  a  very  trying  march,  and  many  casualties 
from  heat-cholera  and  typhoid  fever,  the  battalion  reached  Landi  Kotal.  At  this  post  it  remained  as 
part  of  the  newly  constituted  Khyber  Brigade,  till  the  14th  August,  when  it  finally  left  Afghanistan  for 
Peshawar. 

In  tendering  his  thanks  to  the  brigade  in  a  farewell  order,  Brigadier-General  Tytler  adverted  in  warm 
terms  to  the  services  which  had  been  rendered  by  the  1/17.  The  battalion,  he  observed,  had  been  under 
his  command  from  the  first  operations,  and  had  shared  with  him  the  fatigues  and  privations  of  the  flank 
march  to  Kata  Kushtia,  both  operations  in  the  Bazar  Valley,  and  repeated  expeditions,  including  the 
forced  march  to  Maidanak,  and  the  highly  successful  operations  against  the  Shinwaris  at  Deh  Sarak.  The 
excellent  conduct  of  the  regiment  on  all  these  occasions,  as  well  as  during  the  monotony  of  uneventful 
camp  life,  had  earned  for  it  his  lasting  admiration,  and,  he  believed,  that  of  the  whole  Khyber  Army  ;  and 
he  begged  to  tender  his  best  thanks  to  Lieut.-Colonel  Tompson,  the  officers,  N.-C.  officers,  and  men  of  this 
gallant  corps,  for  their  services  while  under  his  command. 

Lieut.-General  Sir  Sam.  Browne,  reported,  on  the  13th  Octr.,  1879,  as  follows  : — 

“  H.M.  17th  Regt.  has  been  one  of  the  most  useful  in  the  Division.  Its  good  discipline,  and  the 
heartiness  with  which  it  entered  into  any  work  it  had  to  do,  reflects  the  greatest  credit  on  Lt.-Colonel 
W.  D.  Tompson,  who  commanded  it  to  my  entire  satisfaction,  and  on  Lieut,  (now  Captain)  F.  G.  Anderson, 
the  Adjutant,  whose  services  are  specially  mentioned  by  his  Commanding  Officer.”

ROYAL  IRISH  REGT.) 

IN  December,  1879,  the  ist  Battalion  Royal  Irish,  then  stationed  at  Firozpur,  received  orders  to 
proceed  on  Kabul  scale  to  Peshawar.  The  regiment  marched  on  the  4th  Jany.,  1880,  and  arriving  at 
its  destination  on  the  25th  idem,  was  posted  to  the  Reserve  Division  of  the  force  operating  on  the 
Khyber  line. 

On  the  Reserve  Division  being  broken  up  in  March,  1880,  the  Royal  Irish  was  detailed  to  garrison 
Peshawar,  where  it  remained  till  it  received  orders,  in  the  ensuing  month,  to  proceed  on  service  into 
Northern  Afghanistan. 

The  battalion  arrived  at  Landi  Kotal  on  the  2nd  May,  1880,  and  was  posted  to  the  ist  Section 
Khyber  Line  Force.  Shortly  afterwards,  one  company  was  detached  to  Daka,  but  in  the  month  of  June 
it  was  withdrawn,  and  rejoined  Head-quarters,  the  post  being  considered  too  unhealthy  for  prolonged 
occupation  by  European  troops. 

The  regiment  remained  at  Landi  Kotal  during  the  whole  summer,  performing  convoy  and  other 
duties.  On  the  return  of  the  troops  from  Kabul,  it  was  detailed  to  form  part  of  the  newly  constituted 
Khyber  Brigade,  and,  with  the  other  units  of  that  force,  was  employed  for  several  months  in  holding  the 
country  from  Jamrud  to  Landi  Khana,  the  only  part  of  Northern  Afghanistan  retained  by  the  British 
after  the  evacuation  of  Kabul. 

It  being  considered  advisable,  during  this  period,  that  British  troops  should  be  quartered  at 
Ali  Musjid,  in  consequence  of  the  tribes  in  the  neighbourhood  constantly  harassing  convoys,  &c.,  one 
company  of  the  regiment  was  detailed  to  that  post. 

On  the  final  evacuation  of  the  Khyber,  on  the  18th  March,  1881,  the  Royal  Irish  returned  to  India. 
During  the  period  of  its  service  in  the  war,  the  battalion  suffered  heavily  from  the  unhealthy  nature  of  the 
climate  in  which  it  was  employed,  losing  from  disease  over  sixty-two  non-commissioned  officers  and  men, 
including  Quartermaster  Richard  Barrett,  who  bad  been  twenty-six  years  in  the  regiment. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  ist  Battn.  18th  Royal  Irish,  in  the  war,  and  have 
received  the  medal : —

Graves ,  S.  Phillips,  J.  H.  A.  Spyer  {2nd  Battn.),  P.  A.  Morshead  (was  appointed  to  the  Transport 
Service  in  June,  1880),  H.  S.  Lye  {2nd Battn.)  (mentioned  in  despatches),  C.  E.  Le  Quesne  {2nd  Battn.), 
Lieuts.

.KING’S  OWN  BORDERERS.) 

AFTER  suffering  severely  from  a  cholera  epidemic  at  Faizabad  during  the  months  of  August  and 
September,  1878,  in -which  sixty-nine  men  died  in  a  few  days,  the  ist  Battalion  King’s  Own 
Borderers,  ascertaining  that  its  next  move  was  likely  to  be  to  Dum  Dum,  while  regiment  after  regiment 
was  being  hurried  to  the  frontier  for  the  invasion  of  Afghanistan,  made  known  to  H.E.  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  through  Major  Terry,  who  was  in  temporary  command,  its  wish  not  to  be  passed  over  for  active 
service.  On  the  18th  Oct.  a  telegram  ordering  it  to  the  front  was  received;  and  three  days  afterwards, 
II.  E  E 
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on  the  evening  of  the  21st,  it  left  its  quarters  and  proceeded  in  service  order  to  Jhelum,  at  which  station 
it  arrived  under  command  of  Col.  Ruddell,  on  the  25th.  As  soon  as  transport  could  be  obtained 
it  marched  to  Rawal  Pindi,  where  it  remained  from  the  1st  to  the  19th  Nov.,  when  a  further  forward 
movement  was  made  to  Haji  Shah.  Here  it  was  posted  to  the  1st  (Brigadier-General  Blyth’s)  Brigade, 

2nd  Division,  Peshawar  Valley  Field  Force.  .  .  .  • 

On  the  4th  Dec.,  1878,  the  1  /25th  crossed  the  Indus,  and  after  remaining  for  a  short  time  at 
Naushahra,  proceeded  by  half-battalions  to  J  amrud.  The  battalion  was  there  inspected,  on  the  first  day 
of  the  new  year,  by  General  Maude,  who  expressed  himself  satisfied  with  its  general  appearance,  and 

with  the  good  conduct  of  the  men  since  joining  his  Division.  _ 

In  January,  1879,  four  companies  of  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  second  Bazar  Valley  expedition, 
bein>’  detailed  to  the  Tamrud  column  of  General  Maude’s  command.  During  the  night  of  the  26th  of 
that  “month  the  casualties  of  the  battalion,  from  the  fire  of  the  enemy  on  the  picquets,  were  one  man 
killed  and  two  wounded.  At  daybreak  on  the  27th  300  men  under  Col.  Ruddell  were  sent  by  the 
Lieutenant-General  to  scour  the  Chinar  Hill,  and  succeeded  in  inflicting  a  loss  on  the  enemy  of  eight 
men  killed.  In  the  operations  of  the  force  under  Col.  Thompson,  6th  B.N.I.,  which  was  detached 
on  the  29th  to  blow  up  the  towers  at  Halwai,  one  man  of  the  battalion  was  wounded.  Ihe  objects  of  the 
expedition  being  accomplished,  the  troops  returned,  in  the  early  days  of  February,  to  the  line  of  com 
munications;  and  shortly  afterwards  the  regiment  was  ordered  to  Landi  Ivotal,  where  it  remained 
performing  escort  and  other  duties,  till  the  peace  of  Gandamak  brought  the  first  campaign  to  a  close. 

In  the  third  week  of  December,  1879,  the  King’s  Own  Borderers— under  Major  Ramsay,  who  had 
assumed  command  owing  to  the  failure  of  health  of  Col.  Ruddell — having  been  again  ordered  to  the 
front  proceeded  in  half-battalions  from  Peshawar,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  via  J  amrud  to  Landi 
Kotal,  and  formed  part  of  the  3rd  Brigade,  2nd  Division  Kabul  Field  Force,  under  the  command  of 
Brigadier-General  Doran.  A  depot  had  been  formed  and  left  at  Peshawar  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Ross ;  and  during  the  month  two  companies,  under  Captain  McCausland,  were  moved 
to  Basawal,  a  third  company,  under  Lieut.  Dandridge,  to  Jalalabad,  and  another  company,  under  Captain 

Dixon,  to  Daka.  .  .  .  ,  , 

In  January,  1880,  200  bayonets  of  the  regiment,  under  Major  Ramsay,  took  part  with  the  column 

under  the  personal  command  of  Brigadier-General  Doran,  in  the  expedition  against  the  Mohmands  of 
Kam  Daka;  two  companies,  under  Captain  H.  Dixon,  forming  part  of  Col.  Boisragons  column 
co-operating  from  Daka.  Upwards  of  5,000  of  the  enemy  were  defeated  on  the  heights  above  Kam  Daka 
by  the  column  last  named,  with  heavy  loss;  on  the  15th  large  numbers  of  them  being  cut  up  on  the 
plain  below  by  a  portion  of  Brigadier-General  Doran’s  column,  including  the  details  of  the  1/2501,  which, 
after  traversing  eighteen  miles  of  difficult  mountainous  country,  and  capturing  a  position,  had  been 
pushed  on  for  the  purpose  of  intercepting  them.  After  burning  the  villages  of  Kam  Daka  and  Rama, 
the  columns  returned.  For  his  services  during  the  operations  Captain  Dixon  was  mentioned  in 

A  welcome  accession  of  strength  to  the  battalion,  in  the  form  of  a  draft  ot  no  non-commissioned 
officers  and  men,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Carleton,  reached  Landi  Kotal  on  the  15th  Jan., 

On  the  20th  Jan.  Head-quarters  and  four  companies  marched  for  Jalalabad,  which  was  reached  on 
the  23rd.  ;  A  company  was  left  at  Daka,  and  C  and  E  companies  at  Basawal.  A  few  days  afterwards' 
F,  G,  and  H  companies,  under  Captain  Carleton,  proceeded  to  Darunta  to  join  the  force  engaged 
in  making  a  road  over  the  range  of  mountains  separating  the  Lughman  Valley  from  the  Jalalabad  plain. 

On  the  26th  Jan.  Major  Terry,  who  had  been  employed  in  the  Kuram  Valley  in  the  Transpoit 
Department,  rejoined,  and  took  over  the  command  of  the  battalion. 

A,  C,  and  E  companies  marched  into  Jalalabad  on  the  27th  Jan.,  and  the  same  day  Head-quaiteis, 
together  with  B  and  D  companies,  proceeded  to  join  the  Lughman  expeditionary  force  under  the 
command  of  Major-General  Bright,  C.B.,  at  Darunta.  During  the  operations  which  ensued  in  the 
valley  various  companies  of  the  battalion  took  part  in  the  occupation  of  Fateh,  Muhammad  Khan  and 
Azmat  Allah  Khan’s  forts,  and  subsequently  in  the  reconnaissance  to  Adrak  Badrak,  conducted  by 


On  the  26th  Feb.,  1880,  a  combined  force  consisting  of  G  company,  1/25,  and  other  details,  under 
the  command  of  Major  Ramsay,  marched  to  Durgai.  This  party,  after  making  a  road  to  the  head  of  the 
Valley,  received  orders  to  proceed  to  Pezwan,  from  whence,  shortly  afterwards,  it  was  ordered  to  Jagda  a 
to  form  part  of  the  garrison  of  that  post,  to  the  command  of  which  Major  Ramsay  had  been  appointed. 

G  company  remained  at  Jagdalak  till  the  end  of  the  campaign. 

On  the  13th  March,  1880,  Head-quarters  returned  to  Jalalabad,  I  and  H  companies,  under 
Captain  Carleton,  remaining  in  the  Lughman  district  till  the  16th,  when  the  Valley  was  finally  evacuated. 
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A  few  days  afterwards  alterations  occurred  in  the  constitution  of  the  divisions  and  the  distribution  of 
commands,  the  1/25 th  appearing  as  a  unit  of  the  3rd  Section  Khyber  Line  Force,  commanded  by 
Brigadier-General  Hill. 

In  the  first  days  of  April,  1880,  the  battalion  took  part  with  the  Jalalabad  Moveable  Column,  com¬ 
manded  by  Brigadier-General  Doran,  in  the  expedition  despatched  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis,  a  co¬ 
operating  force  advancing  at  the  same  time  from  Rozabad.  On  the  objects  of  the  expedition  being 
accomplished,  and  the  troops  returning  to  their  stations,  i/25th  and  12th  Regiments  changed  columns, 
the  former  marching  to  Safed  Sang. 

On  the  9th  April  A,  D,  and  E  companies,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Dixon,  left  Safed  Sang 
for  Jagdalak  Kotal,  and  two  days  afterwards  Head-quarters  marched  to  Pezwan.  Both  Head-quarters 
and  the  companies  under  Captain  Dixon  remained  at  these  posts,  respectively,  till  the  final  retirement  in 
August.  The  battalion  took  all  convoy  guard  duties  up  to  the  last ;  and  in  June  and  July  the  men  thus 
employed  were  exposed  to  a  temperature  which  ranged  up  to  1150  in  the  shade. 

On  the  19th  June,  1880,  a  very  sudden  attack  was  made  on  a  convoy  near  Jagdalak  Kotal.  Fire 
was  opened  at  close  quarters,  four  sepoys  of  the  31st  P.N.I.  were  cut  down,  and  the  whole  party  was 
thrown  into  momentary  confusion.  Sergt.  Hamilton,  i/25th,  who  was  proceeding  at  the  time  to 
Jagdalak,  rallied  the  guard,  and  by  crowning  a  commanding  point  overawed  the  enemy,  and  gave  time 
for  assistance  to  be  brought.  His  conduct  on  this  occasion  was  recognized  by  the  grant  of  a  distinguished 
service  medal.  On  the  4th  July  a  combined  force  from  the  garrison  of  Pezwan,  under  Major  Terry,  took 
part  in  the  expedition  which,  in  consequence  of  a  repetition  of  similar  attacks,  was  ordered  into  the 
Hissarak  Valley  to  destroy  the  fortified  Ghilzai  villages  of  Nargashai,  Arab  Khel,  and  Jokan.  In  the 
smart  skirmish  which  ensued  on  the  5th,  a  sergeant  of  the  battalion  was  wounded.  Captain  Curtis  was 
in  command  of  the  advance-guard,  and  for  the  services  he  rendered  was  mentioned  in  despatches. 

On  the  1 2th  August,  1880,  the  battalion  commenced  its  return  march  to  India,  and  on  the  28th 
idem  arrived  at  Peshawar,  where  it  moved  into  quarters.

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51ST  REGT.  (KING’S  OWN  LIGHT  INFANTRY).  (NOW  ist  BATTN. 
KING’S  OWN  LIGHT  INFANTRY  [SOUTH 
YORKSHIRE  REGT.]). 

ON  the  2 ist  Nov.,  1878,  the  51st  K.O.L.I.,  as  a  unit  of  the  4th  Brigade,  ist  Division,  Peshawar 
Valley  F.F.,  advanced  into  the  Khyber  Pass,  and  the  same  day  was  engaged  in  the  front  attack  on 
Ali  Musjid.  Marching  from  Jamrud,  whither  it  had  recently  made  its  way  from  Subathu,  the  regiment, 
under  the  command  of  Colonel  Madden,  came  within  range  of  the  enemy’s  guns  about  1.30  p.m.,  and 
two  hours  later  went  into  action,  six  companies  occupying  various  advanced  positions  on  the  surrounding 
heights,  and  remaining  engaged  till  darkness  closed  in.  The  casualties  of  the  regiment  during  the  day 
were,  one  man  killed  and  two  wounded.  At  7  a.m.  the  following  morning,  three  companies,  under  Lt.- 
Colonel  Ball  Acton,  conformably  with  orders  received  the  previous  night,  crossed  the  river  to  support 
the  projected  assault  of  the  3rd  Brigade  on  a  ridge  to  the  enemy’s  right,  and  made  their  way  to  where 
the  8 ist  Regt.  was  awaiting  the  order  to  attack.  It  was  then  discovered  that  the  fort  had  been  aban¬ 
doned  in  the  night,  and  Lt.-Colonel  Acton’s  companies  shortly  afterwards  entered  it.  In  the  meantime 
two  companies  of  the  regiment  under  Lieuts.  Seppings  and  Bennett,  took  possession  of  the  enemy’s  camp 
by  the  river,  capturing  some  twenty  prisoners,  two  guns,  and  a  quantity  of  ammunition* 

The  regiment  remained  at  Ali  Musjid  on  the  further  advance  of  the  main  body  of  the  Division. 
From  the  24th  to  the  29th  Nov.  there  was  constant  firing  into  the  camp  at  night  by  the  Afridis,  con¬ 
siderable  numbers  of  whom  assembled  on  the  adjacent  ridges.  On  the  night  of  the  25th  Nov.  a  daring 
attempt  was  made  by  some  two  or  three  hundred  of  these  tribesmen  to  rush  a  small  picquet,  consisting 
of  one  sergeant  and  fifteen  rank  and  file,  under  Lieut.  Johnson,  placed  on  a  hill  to  the  left  of  the  Khyber 
stream.  The  attack  was  gallantly  repulsed,  the  enemy  being  very  roughly  handled.  Of  the  picquet, 
Sergt.  Binge  was  severely,  and  four  men  were  slightly,  wounded.  In  consequence  of  the  unsettled  state 
of  the  tribes,  the  regiment  was  constantly  on  duty,  for  some  time  getting  only  one  night’s  rest  out  of  four 
or  five. 

On  the  19th  Dec.,  1878,  three  companies  under  Lt.-Colonel  Acton  left  Ali  Musjid  on  the  first 
expedition  into  the  Bazar  Valley,  and  during  the  succeeding  fortnight  were  engaged  with  the  rest  of 
General  Maude’s  force  in  destroying  the  villages  and  towers  of  the  hostile  Zaka  Khel.  While  leading 
the  column  during  its  retirement  from  the  Valley  on  the  22nd  Dec.,  the  companies  were  engaged  in  some 
sharp  skirmishing  with  the  enemy  on  the  surrounding  heights.  In  the  second  expedition  into  the  Bazar 
Valley  at  the  latter  end  of  January,  1879,  the  regiment  was  again  represented,  200  men  under  Major 
Burnaby  marching  from  Ali  Musjid  on  the  25th  of  that  month,  and  after  being  engaged  in  the  various 
operations  of  the  expeditionary  force,  returning  on  the  4th  Feb.  In  the  meantime  shots  continued  to  be 
fired  at  night  into  the  camp  at  Ali  Musjid,  severely  wounding,  on  the  19th  Dec.,  two  sentries. 

On  the  8th  March,  1879,  the  5Ist  K.O.L.I.  was  transferred  to  the  3rd  Brigade,  ist  Division,  and  on 
the  17th  idem  marched  towards  Jalalabad,  where  it  arrived  on  the  24th.  Three  companies  under  Lt.- 
Col.  Acton  took  part,  en  route ,  in  an  expedition  sent  out  from  Basawal  to  Maidanak  on  the  night  of  the 
19th  to  punish  a  section  of  the  Shinwari  tribe  who  had  attacked  a  Survey  party  under  Capt.  Leach,  R.E. ; 
and  on  the  ist  April  a  company  under  Captain  Kenneth  accompanied  the  ill-fated  expedition  into  the 
Lughman  Valley  in  which  the  greater  part  of  a  squadron  of  the  10th  Hussars  was  swept  away  in  the 
Kabul  river  and  drowned. 

After  being  encamped  a  month  at  Jalalabad,  the  regiment  advanced  to  Safed  Sang,  where  it  arrived 
on  the  27th  April,  and  remained  till  after  the  conclusion  of  peace.  On  the  8th  May  it  formed  part  of 
the  guard  of  honour  which  received  H.H.  Yakub  Khan. 

Commencing  its  return  march  towards  India  on  the  5th  June,  1879,  the  51st  L.I.,  after  recrossing 
the  frontier,  made  its  way  to  Cherat.  The  excessive  fatigue  and  hardship  endured  on  the  march  resulted 
in  many  casualties,  no  less  than  thirty-five  deaths  occurring  in  the  month  of  June,  and  nine  more  in  July. 

In  his  report  on  the  services  of  officers  of  the  ist  Division  Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  the  Lieut.-General 
commanding  referred  to  the  51st  as  “  a  regiment  excellent  in  its  discipline,  and  excellent  in  the  soldier¬ 
like  spirit  it  has  shown  throughout.” 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879  the  51st  K.O.L.I.  was  again  ordered  up  for 
active  service,  and  as  a  unit  of  Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot’s  Brigade  of  Major-General  Bright’s  Division, 
marched  to  Jalalabad,  where  it  arrived  on  the  23rd  Oct.,  1879.

Four  companies  of  the  regiment  escorted  the  ex- Amir  Yakub  Khan  from  that  city  to  Basawal, 

Curtins  on  the  4th  and  returning  on  the  8th  Dec.,  1879.  ,  .  .  ^  .,  . 

In  the  middle  of  December  the  regiment  advanced  to  Safed  Sang.  On  the  17th  of  that  month,  m 
resDonse  to  a  request  for  reinforcements  from  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough,  who  was  then  at  Jagdalak, 
three  companies  under  Lt.-Col.  Ball  Acton  marched  for  Pezwan.  Finding,  on  arrival,  that  Col.  Norman, 
commanding  at  that  post,  was  also  en  route  to  open  communications  with  the  advanced  brigade,  and  had 
bivouacked  live  miles  farther  on  the  road,  Col.  Acton  detached  twenty-five  men  to  the  Pezwan  Kota , 
ind  the  following  morning  continued  his  advance.  After  marching  four  miles,  he  came  upon  the  enemy 
assembled  in  considerable  force,  and  turning  up  a  nullah  to  their  right,  drove  them  from  the  position 
thev had  taken  up.  Communications  were  then  opened  with  Col.  Normans  force,  and  subsequently  wit 
that  of  General  Gough,  after  which  the  Pezwan  party  returned.  On  the  28th  one  company  of  the 
regiment  quitted  Pezwan  for  Jagdalak,  and  was  replaced  by  another  company  The  following  day  a 
mixed  force  under  Col.  Acton,  including  two  companies  of  the  51st,  also  marched  for  Jagdalak  and 
when  within  sight  of  its  destination  again  came  into  contact  with  and  dispersed  a  large  body  of  t  e 

enemy.  In  this  encounter  one  man  of  the  regiment  was  wounded. 

In  the  middle  of  January,  1880,  Head-quarters  of  the  regiment  marched  from  Safed  Sang  to  Pezwan, 
where  they  were  rejoined  by  one  of  the  companies  from  Jagdalak,  and  shortly  afterwards  received  a 
welcome  addition  in  the  shape  of  a  draft  of  215  men  who  had  recently  arrived  from  England  During 
this  month  the  regiment  was  placed,  by  a  redistribution,  in  the  1st  Bngade  2nd  Div  sion  Kabul  F.  ., 
and  on  that  force  being  broken  up  in  March,  became  a  unit  of  the  Gandamak  moveable  column. 

On  the  22nd  March  Lieut.  Thurlow  was  shot  by  a  band  of  robbers  while  riding  with  his  brother 
officer  Lieut.  Reid,  between  Jagdalak  and  the  Kotal.  For  the  gallantry  he  displayed  on  this  occasion 
Lieut  ’Reid  was  recommended  for  the  distinction  of  the  Victoria  Cross.  A  few  days  afterwards  a  convoy 
under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Pollock,  while  proceeding  to  Jagdalak  Kotal,  was  attacked  by  a  large  body 
of  marauders.  The  party  was  immediately  reinforced  by  the  company  under  command  of  Capt  Nugent, 
with  Lieut.  Reid,  and  the  enemy  were  dispersed  with  considerable  loss,  eleven  camels  which  had  been 
driven  off  by  them  being  recovered.  On  the  9th  April  the  companies  at  Jagdalak  rejoined  Head- 

In  the  second  week  in  April  the  regiment  took  part  with  the  moveable  column  in  the  expedition 
into  the  Hissarak  Valley,  and  was  engaged  in  several  sharp  skirmishes  with  the  enemy.  On  the  night  of 
the  1 2th  Sergeant  McCarthy,  a  gallant  and  popular  soldier,  was  shot  while  turning  put  his  picquet ,  and 
in  the  course  of  the  various  operations  which  were  conducted,  six  men  of  the  regiment  were  wounded. 
Shortly  after  the  return  of  the  expeditionary  force  the  regiment  was  moved  up  to  Jagdalak. 

On  the  aist  May  1880,  the  51st  K.O.L.I.  marched  with  the  moveable  column  to  Safed  Sang,  en 
route  for  the  Lughman  Valley,  and  for  several  days  took  part  in  carrying  out  the  retributive  measures 
with  which  that  district  was  visited.  On  the  nth  June  part  of  the  rear-guard,  commanded  by  Major 
Burnaby  while  recrossing  the  Kabul  river,  was  hotly  fired  on,  Major  Burnaby  receiving  a  contusion  of 
the  face’by  a  spent  bullet.  The  hard  work  and  exposure  to  which  the  column  was  subjected  were 
excessive  and  during  the  return  march  to  Safed  Sang  many  men  fell  out  from  the  ranks  from  exhaustion. 
On  the  4th  July  Head-quarters  and  four  companies  assembled  at  Pezwan,  another  company  arriving  next 

day  after  a  slight  skirmish  en  route.  .  , 

The  last  expedition  in  which  the  regiment  took  part  was  one  led  by  Col.  Ball  Acton  against  the 

Ghilzai  villages  of  Nargusai,  Arab  Khel,  and  Jokan,  which  were  destroyed  in  the  first  week  in  July  as 

punishment  for  various  raids  committed  by  the  tribes  on  convoys,  &c. 

On  the  9th  Aug.,  1880,  the  51st  K.O.L.I.  commenced  its  return  march  to  India,  and  after  arriving 

at  Peshawar  on  the  23rd  idem,  proceeded  to  Lawrencepur,  and  eventually  to  Bareilly. 

The  casualties  of  the  regiment  during  the  second  campaign  were,  two  officers  and  men  killed, 
fourteen  wounded,  and  15 1  invalided,  of  whom  twenty-two  died.

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Colonel  C.  B.  Aolon,  C.B.,  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns,  commanding  it 
throughout  the  second.  Took  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid,  the  first  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  the 
fighting  at  Jagdalak  in  Dec.,  1879,  the  Hissarak  expedition  in  April,  1880,  the  Lughman  Valley 
expedition  in  June,  1880,  and  the  destruction  of  the  Ghilzai  villages  in  July,  1880.  (Mentioned  in 
despatches;  C.B.)

H  A.  W.  Johnson  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns:  Lt. -Colonel 
Burnaby  taking  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid,  the  second  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  the  expedition  to 
Hissarak,  the  Lughman  Valley  expedition,  and  the  destruction  of  the  Ghilzai  villages  (mentioned  in 
despatches,  Brevet  of  Lt. -Colonel) ;  Major  Nugent  taking  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid,  the  first  Bazar 
Valley  expedition,  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak  in  Dec.,  1879,  the  Hissarak  expedition,  the  Lughman  Valley 
expedition,  and  the  destruction  of  the  Ghilzai  villages  (mentioned  in  despatches,  Brevet  of  Major) ; 
Capt.  Seppings  taking  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid  and  the  Hissarak  expedition  ;  Capt.  Smyth  taking 
part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid  and  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak  in  Dec.,  1879  (mentioned  in  despatches) ;

Roberts  taking  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid.

Milton  taking  part  in  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak  in  Dec.,  1879,  the  Lughman 
Valley  expeditions  in  April  and  June,  1879,  the  Hissarak  expedition,  and  the  destruction  of  the  Ghilzai 
villages,  in  which  he  acted  as  Orderly  Officer  (mentioned  in  despatches) ;  Lieut.

Captain  J.  O'B.  Drury,  A.P.D.,  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign,  taking  part 
in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid  and  the  first  Bazar  Valley  expedition. 

Lieut.  B.  E.  Spragge  and  Captain  T.  M.  Murray  ( Quartermaster )  served  with  the  regiment  through¬ 
out  the  first  and  during  part  of  the  second  campaign  ;  Lieut.  Spragge  taking  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali 
Musjid,  the  second  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  and  the  Hissarak  expedition  (mentioned  in  despatches)  ; 
and  Capt.  Murray  taking  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid.

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59TH  (2nd  NOTTINGHAMSHIRE)  REGT.  (NOW  2nd  BATTN. 

EAST  LANCASHIRE  REGT.) 

ON  the  breaking  out  of  hostilities  with  Afghanistan,  the  59th  Regiment,  then  quartered  at  Dagshai, 
was  placed  under  immediate  orders  for  the  front.  It  proceeded  under  command  of  Col.  Lacy  to 
Multam  where,  forming  part  of  Genl.  Sir  D.  Stewart’s  Division,  it  remained  till  the  8th  Nov.,  1878.  Col. 
Lacy  being  at  this  time  appointed  to  a  brigade  command  in  Genl.  Biddulph’s  Division,  Lieut. -Col. 

Lawson  assumed  command  of  the  regiment.  .  e  , ,  ~  ,  u  r  n 

Continuing  its  forward  movement  by  rail  to  Rohn,  and  crossing  the  Indus  at  Sukkur  after  a  halt  of  a 

few  days,  the  59th  marched  to  Jacobabad,  arriving  on  the  25th  Nov.  On  the  3rd  Dec.,  one  company, 
under  command  of  Captain  Lawlor,  marched  for  Quetta,  escorting  the  Engineer  Field  Park,  two  other 
companies  performing  similar  duty  with  the  guns  of  Batteries  G/4  and  D/2,  R.A.  Head-quarters  and  four 
more  companies  followed  on  the  7th  Dec.,  1879,  the  remaining  company,  under  command  of  Captain 
Gordon,  being  left  at  Jacobabad  for  the  purpose  of  escorting  the  Siege  Tram,  which  marched  on  the  13th 

Head-quarters  arrived  at  Quetta  on  the  24th  Dec.,  and  taking  part,  on  the  27th,  in  the  advance  on 
Kandahar  of  Brigadier-General  Hughes’  Brigade,  were  present  at  the  capture  and  occupation  of  that  city 

on  d  ya^9  Head-quarters  and  four  companies,  under  command  of  Lieut.-Col.  Lawson,  marched 

with  the  Division  for  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and  remained  there  for  three  months.  On  the  return  of  the  regi¬ 
mental  Head-quarters  to  Kandahar,  Col.  Lacy  reassumed  command,  his  brigade  being  now  broken  up. 

The  eqth  Regiment  formed  part  of  the  garrison  of  Kandahar  until  the  evacuation  of  that  city  was 
commenced  in  August,  1879,  when  the  left  half-battalion,  under  command  of  Lt.-Col.  Frampton,  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  Pishin  Valley.  On  the  8th  Sept.,  the  Right  halt-battalion  with  Head-quarters,  commanded 
by  Col.  Lacy,  also  quitted  the  city.  They  had  not  proceeded  farther  than  Abdul  Rahman,  however, 
before  the  news  of  the  massacre  of  the  Kabul  Embassy  gave  rise  to  their  immediate  recall  to  Kandahar. 
On  the  23rd  Sept.,  1879,  they  started  again  for  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  forming  part  of  the  flying  column  engaged 
in  the  operations  threatening  Ghazni,  which  terminated  in  the  action  of  Shah-Jui  on  the  24th  Oct.,  1879. 
In  this  encounter  with  the  enemy,  two  companies  were  engaged,  Head-quarters  and  two  companies  occu¬ 
rring  the  Fort  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.  On  the  return  of  the  column  from  Shah-Jui,  Head-quarters  and  two 
companies  accompanied  it  to  Kandahar,  two  companies  being  detailed  to  remar n  as  part  of  the  garrison 
of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.  After  the  arrival  of  Head-quarters  at  Kandahar,  the  regiment  occupied  the  citadel 

and  cantonments  for  a  period  of  some  five  months.  .  .  ,  ,  .  .  ,  , 

As  a  constituent  part  of  General  Sir  D.  Stewart’s  Division,  the  59th  took  part  in  the  advance  from 
Kandahar — which  wras  commenced  on  the  31st  March,  1880  to  Ghazni  and  Kabul.  At  Ka.lat-i-Ghilzai, 
which  was  reached  on  the  8th  April,  1880,  the  two  companies  which  had  remained  at  that  place  forming 
part  of  the  garrison,  were  incorporated  in  the  Division,  which  continued  its  march.  On  the  19th  April, 
the  regiment  took  an  active  part  in  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  and  was  again  engaged  with  the  enemy  at 

Arzu  on  the  23rd  of  the  same  month.  .  ,  .  _r  „  , 

Marching  from  Ghazni  on  the  25th  April,  1880,  the  Division  entered  the  Wardak  Valley,  where 
communications  were  opened  with  the  force  under  command  of  General  Ross,  which  had  been  detached 
from  Kabul  to  meet  it.  Shortly  afterwards,  the  Ghazni  Field  Force  was  absorbed  into  the  Kabul 

command^  ^  April,  1880,  the  59th  Regiment,  as  part  of  the  force  detailed  to  watch  the  movements 
of  Muhammad  Jan,  marched  from  Zaidabad  for  the  Logar  Valley.  Two  companies,  under  command  of 
Capt.  Stoyte,  were  employed  in  constructing  a  road  for  the  passage  of  the  guns  over  the  Yambroak  Pass, 
the  Head-quarters  and  remaining  companies  accompanying  the  main  body  of  the  Division,  at  this  time 
under  command  of  Brigadier-General  Hughes,  to  its  destination  by  a  different  route  which  was  imprac¬ 
ticable  for  artillery.  ...  ,  .  ,  T  ,r  ,,  r 

As  part  of  General  Hills’  Division,  the  regiment  remained  in  and  about  the  Logar  Valley  from  the 

3rd  May  till  the  end  of  July,  when  it  proceeded  to  Kabul,  and  remained  there  encamped  until  the  final 
evacuation  of  the  city.  It  then  returned  to  India,  arriving  at  Peshawar  on  the  4th  Sept.,  1880. 

The  losses  sustained  by  the  59th  Regiment  by  death,  from  first  to  last  during  the  war,  were,  two 
officers,  and  sixty-one  non-commissioned  officers  and  men. 
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SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  59TH  (2ND  NOTTING¬ 
HAMSHIRE)  REGT.  (NOW  2ND  BATTN.  EAST  LANCASHIRE  REGT.) 

Colonel  Richard  Lacy  (retired)  commanded  a  brigade  of  General  Biddulph’s  Division  during  the  opera¬ 
tions  in  the  Pishin  Valley  and  the  subsequent  advance  on  and  capture  of  Kandahar.  Continued  in  com¬ 
mand  in  the  advance  to  Girishk  and  operations  on  the  Halmand.  On  the  return  of  the  Division  to  Kandahar 
assumed  command  of  the  59th  Regiment,  and  continued  in  command  during  the  occupation  of  Kandahar 
by  Sir  D.  Stewart.  Was  in  command  of  the  Right  half- battalion  (forming  part  of  Brigadier-General 
Hughes’  Brigade)  during  the  occupation  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  (Oct.,  1879).  Commanded  the  regiment  on 
the  march  of  Sir  D.  Stewart’s  Division  from  Kandahar  to  Kabul,  and  continued  in  command  till  the  final 
withdrawal  of  the  troops  from  Kabul.  Commanded  the  regiment  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  the 
action  of  Arzu.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut. - Colonel  J.  Lawson  assumed  command  of  the  regiment  at  Multan,  and  remained  in  command 
during  the  advance  on  and  capture  of  Kandahar.  Commanded  the  Right  half-battalion  during  the  march 
on  and  capture  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  (January,  1879).  Served  with  the  Right  half-battalion  during  the  subse¬ 
quent  occupation  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  in  Oct.,  1879.  Was  in  command  of  two  companies  of  the  regi¬ 
ment  (forming  part  of  the  Brigade  of  Brigadier-General  Hughes)  in  the  advance  to  Shah-Jui.  Served 
with  the  regiment  during  the  march  from  Kandahar  to  Kabul.  Invalided  to  England  from  Kabul. 
Present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  in  which  he  was  severely  wounded.  (Brevet  of  Lieut.-Colonel.) 

Bt.  Major  L.  A.  Powys.  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.-Colonel  W.  J.  Frampton  joined  the  regiment  from  the  Depot,  and  assumed  command  of  the 
Left  half-battalion  at  Kandahar  10  Feb.,  1879.  On  evacuation  of  Kandahar  in  Aug.,  1879,  commanded 
the  Left  half-battalion  on  the  march  to  the  Pishin  Valley.  Returned  with  it  to  Kandahar  on  the  (concen¬ 
tration  of  the  Division  consequent  on  the  news  of  the  massacre  of  the  Kabul  Embassy.  Served  with  the 
regiment  during  the  march  from  Kandahar  to  Kabul,  and  up  till  the  final  withdrawal  of  the  troops  from 
Kabul.  Was  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  action  of  Arzu.  (Brevet  of  Lieut.-Colonel.) 

Major  LL.  LL.  Griffiths  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns,  and  performed  the 
duties  of  field  officer  from  19  April,  1880,  till  the  final  withdrawal  of  the  troops  from  Kabul.  Present  at 
the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  action  of  Arzu,  acting  as  Major  of  the  Left  half-battalion  in  the  latter 
engagement.

ON  the  23rd  Sept.,  1878,  the  2nd  Battalion  60th  Rifles,  at  that  time  quartered  at  Mirat,  India, 
received  orders  by  telegram  to  hold  itself  in  readiness  to  proceed  on  active  service.  Three 
companies  on  detachment  at  Fategarh  having  rejoined  Head-quarters  on  the  6th  Oct.,  the  regiment, 
under  the  command  of  Major  Ashburnham,  left  Mirat  on  the  18th  Oct.  for  Multan,  to  join  the  1st  Brigade 
of  the  Reserve  Division,  South  Afghanistan  Field  Force. 

On  the  14th  Nov.  the  battalion  left  Multan  by  rail  for  Sukkur,  where  H  Company,  under  Captain 
Farmer,  was  detached  as  personal  escort  to  Lt.-General  Stewart,  and  thence  proceeded  by  route  march  to 
Jacobabad;  from  this  place  G  Company,  under  Captain  Forster,  marched  independently  as  escort  to 
*A/B,  R.H.A.,  E  Company,  under  Captain  Trotman,  as  escort  to  5/1 1,  R.A.,  and  F  Company,  under 
Captain  Charley,  as  escort  to  I/i,  R.A.  The  Head-quarters  and  the  remaining  four  companies  followed 
on  the  4th  Dec.,  and  after  a  most  trying  march  across  the  Kach  Desert  and  through  the  Bolan  Pass, 
arrived  at  Quetta  on  the  23rd  idem.  Gulistan  Karez  in  the  Pishin  Valley  was  reached  on  the  29th,  and 
the  following  day  the  Division,  under  Lt.-General  Stewart,  left  for  Kandahar,  crossing  the  Khwajah 
Amran  range  by  the  Gwaja  Pass.  At  Kushab,  G  Company,  which  had  accompanied  Col.  Kennedy’s 
column  through  the  Khojak  Pass,  and  had  skirmished  with  the  Afghan  cavalry  in  the  advance,  rejoined 
Head-quarters;  and  on  the  8th  Jan.,  1879,  the  battalion  took  part  in  the  triumphal  march  of  the  troops 
through  Kandahar,  which  had  surrendered  on  the  previous  day. 

On  the  15th  Jan.  the  2/6oth  (including  D  and  E  companies,  which  had  recently  rejoined),  forming 
part  of  the  1st  Brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Barter,  left  Kandahar  for  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  Lt.-General 
Stewart  with  the  2nd  Brigade  having  marched  the  previous  day.  At  Jaldak,  which  was  reached  on  the 
2 1  st,  it  was  heard  that  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  distant  fifteen  miles,  had  been  entered  by  the  2nd  Brigade 
without  opposition ;  and  on  the  3rd  Feb.  the  return  march  was  commenced.  On  Kandahar  being 
reached,  Lt.-Col.  Collins  took  command  of  the  battalion,  which,  shortly  afterwards,  established  itself 
for  the  summer  in  the  mud  barracks  which  had  been  constructed  by  the  British  troops  during  the  former 
occupation  in  1839. 

The  summer  of  1879  was  passed  in  comparative  rest,  though  murderous  attacks  by  fanatics  on 
individual  soldiers  were  of  common  occurrence.  In  the  month  of  July  a  severe  epidemic  of  cholera 
broke  out ;  and  the  battalion,  which,  together  with  the  remainder  of  the  troops,  suffered  severely,  was  split 
up  into  detachments,  and  encamped  at  different  spots  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city. 

On  the  17th  Sept.,  1879,  when  the  regiment  was  on  the  point  of  marching  with  the  1st  Brigade  as 
rear -guard  to  the  troops  returning  to  India,  orders  were  suddenly  received,  in  consequence  of  the 
massacre  of  the  Kabul  Embassy,  to  hold  fast  and  reoccupy  the  cantonments.  Shortly  after  this,  G  Com¬ 
pany,  under  Captain  Chalmer,  relieved  H  Company  as  escort  to  Lieut. -General  Stewart.  With  the 
exception  of  occasional  attacks  by  Ghazis,  the  winter  passed  without  any  eventful  occurrences. 

At  the  latter  end  of  March,  1880,  the  2/6oth,  forming  part  of  the  Ghazni  Field  Force,  took  part  in 
General  Stewart’s  advance  to  Kabul.  At  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  on  the  19th  April,  G  Company, 
under  Lieut.  Davidson,  escorting  the  Lieut.-General,  was  hotly  engaged,  the  rest  of  the  battalion  arriving 
in  time  to  take  part  in  the  final  repulse  of  the  enemy.  On  the  23rd  April  the  2/6oth  was  engaged  in  the 
action  of  Arzu,  and  inflicted  heavy  losses  on  the  enemy.  The  march  was  then  continued  into  the  Logar 
Valley,  where  Brigadier-General  Hughes  took  command  of  the  troops,  G  Company  accompanying 
General  Stewart  to  Kabul.  The  battalion  remained  encamped  in  the  Valley  till  the  17th  June,  when  it 
marched  to  Charasiab.  On  the  28th  July  it  proceeded  to  Indiki,  where  the  whole  Division  was  con¬ 
centrated  ;  and  subsequently  moving  up  to  Kabul,  encamped  outside  the  Bala  Hissar. 

In  the  month  of  August,  1880,  the  2/6oth  took  part,  as  a  unit  of  the  3rd  Brigade,  under  Brigadier- 
General  McGregor,  in  the  memorable  march  of  the  Division  under  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  to  the  relief  ot 
Kandahar.  On  the  night  of  the  31st  Aug.,  immediately  after  the  arrival  of  the  troops  at  the  southern 
capital,  the  regiment  was  employed,  and  for  a  time  was  under  a  heavy  fire,  in  the  reconnaisance  in  force 
under  Brigadier-General  Gough  ;  and  in  the  crowning  defeat  ot  the  enemy  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar  on 
the  following  day,  it  was  again  engaged. 

Leaving,  shortly  afterwards,  for  India,  the  battalion  reached  Quetta  on  the  19th  Sept.,  and  Sibi  on 
the  7th  Oct.,  1880,  having  marched  a  distance  of  over  2,000  miles  during  the  campaigns.  I  he  following 
day  Lt.-Col.  Collins  died  of  dysentery,  and  Major  Byron  took  command. 
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On  the  nth  Oct.,  1880,  the  battalion  left  Sibi  with  the  expeditionary  force  sent  under  the  com- 
mand  of  Br.-General  McGregor  against  the  tribe  of  Marris.  After  surmounting  enormous  difficulties  ot 
transport  and  supplies,  and  some  slight  opposition  from  the  natives  in  the  passes,  Kahan,  the  capital,  was 
reached  on  the  6th  Nov.,  and  the  Marri  chiefs  made  their  submission.  The  .force  then  continued  its 
march  towards  India;  and  the  battalion  reached  Mirat  on  the  24th  Nov.,  1880,  after  an  absence  of

Lieut.  Lord  G.  G.  G.  Tewkesbury  and  F.  A.  Fortescue  served  with  the  battalion  in  the  war  from  Dec., 
1879,  till  Oct.,  1880,  and  from  April  till  Oct,  1880,  respectively.  Were  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad 
Khel,  the  surrender  of  Ghazni,  and  the  action  of  Arzu.  Marched  with  Sir  F.  Roberts’  force  from  Kabul 
to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  were  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 


63RD  (WEST  SUFFOLK)  REGT.  (NOW  rsT  BATTN.  MANCHESTER 

REGT.) 

THE  63rd  (West  Suffolk)  Regiment  received  orders  to  proceed  on  active  service  to  Southern 
Afghanistan  on  the  29th  July,  1880,  two  days  after  the  disastrous  action  at  Maiwand.  The  first 
detachment,  consisting  of  the  Head-quarters  and  two  companies,  under  command  of  Lieutenant-Colonel 
W.  L.  Auchinleck,  left  Umballa  on  the  12th  Aug.,  and  the  remainder  of  the  regiment  moved  by 
detachments  of  two  companies  each,  on  the  13th,  14th,  and  15th,  reaching  Quetta  on  the  24th,  25th, 
26th,  and  27th  Aug.,  respectively, 

The  first  detachment  (two  companies),  under  Captain  H.  R.  Cook,  left  Quetta  on  the  25th  Aug., 
followed  by  two  companies  under  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant  H.  S.  Smith  on  the  26th,  to  join  Major- 
General  Phayre’s  force,  then  concentrating  at  Chaman,  where  they  arrived  on  the  3oih  and  31st,  and 
joined  the  2nd  Brigade,  Kandahar  Field  Force. 

On  the  31st  Aug.  they  advanced  with  the  force  to  Mel  Karez,  where  they  arrived  on  the  2nd  Sept., 
when  the  news  was  received  of  General  Roberts’  successful  action  at  Kandahar  on  the  rst  September. 
The  half-battalion  arrived  at  Kandahar  on  the  20th  of  the  same  month  with  the  2nd  Brigade. 

The  Head-quarters  and  four  companies  were  detained  at  Quetta  to  escort  a  convoy  until  the  29th 
Aug.,  when  they  marched  to  Killa  Abdula,  and  remained  there  from  the  2nd  Sept,  till  the  6th  Oct.,  on 
which  date  the  march  was  resumed  to  Kandahar. 

The  63rd  remained  quartered  in  the  cantonments  at  Kandahar  until  the  evacuation  took  place  on 
the  22nd  April,  1881,  when  the  regiment  was  employed  to  watch  the  line  of  communications  in  the 
Pishin  Valley,  leaving  detachments  at  Killa  Abdula  and  Gulistan  Karez,  Head-quarters  and  four 
companies  being  quartered  at  Quetta. 
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The  under-mentioned  officers  served  with  the  63rd  Regiment  in  the  war,  and  are  entitled  to  the 
medal  : — 

Lieut.-Colonel  W.  L.  Auchinleck  (in  command),  Major  C.  O.  James  (invalided  home  15th  Nov., 
1880,  and  died  on  his  arrival  at  Southampton,  3  Feb.,  1881);  Captains  W.  L.  Gronow  (ordered  to  join 
Depot  in  India  15  Nov.,  1880),  H.  R.  Cook  (commanded  the  half-battalion  which  accompanied  Major- 
General  Phayre  advancing  to  the  relief  to  Kandahar),  and  H.  Chevers ;  Lieuts.  A.  G.  B.  Stubbs, 
H.  S.  Smith  (as  Adjutant,  and  commanded  the  two  companies  which  proceeded  to  join  Major-General 
Phayre’s  advanced  force),  IV.  B.  Graham ,  F.  IV.  Thomas,  L.  H.  Reid ,  IV  C.  R.  Lang,  F.  B.  Mem, 
T.  P.  B.  Ter?ian,  W.  J.  R.  Wickham  (appointed  Assistant  Road  Commandant  26th  Jan.,  1881), 
E.  W.  Codrington,  and  D.  J.  T.  O'Brien,  and  Quartermaster  D.  White  (invalided  to  India  4  April, 
1881).

Major  H.  F.  Jackson,  see  “67th  Regt.” 


66th  (BERKSHIRE)  REGT.  (NOW  2nd  BATTN.  PRINCESS 
CHARLOTTE  OF  WALES’  [BERKSHIRE]  REGT.) 

IN  December,  1878,  the  66th  Regiment  moved  from  Bombay,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  to 
Karachi,  and  during  the  year  1879  remained  in  Sind.  Selected,  early  in  1880,  as  one  of  the  two 
British  battalions  which  were  to  form  part  of  the  Bombay  Brigade  under  General  Phayre’s  command  at 
the  time  destined  to  relieve  the  Bengal  troops  in  the  southern  theatre  of  operations,  the  regiment,  under 
the  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  Galbraith,  quitted  Karachi  on  the  10th  February,  and  making  its  way 
through  Quetta  to  Kandahar,  reached  its  destination  on  the  25th  March.  At  Nari  Bank,  en  rotite,  one 
company,  under  the  command  of  Captain  McMath,  with  his  subaltern,  Lieut.  Lynch,  was  detached  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  on  to  Chaman,  as  a  present  from  Government  to  the  Wali  Shere  Ali  Khan,  the 
battery  of  smooth-bore  guns  which  were  subsequently  turned  against  our  troopis  by  the  mutineers  at 
Girishk,  and  which,  being  there  recaptured,  played  a  not  unimportant  part  a  fortnight  afterwards  on  the 
field  of  Maiwand.  After  delivering  the  battery  to  the  Wali’s  representative  at  Chaman,  Captain  McMath’s 
company  marched  on  to  Kandahar,  and  there  rejoined  Head-quarters. 

In  the  month  of  April  two  companies  of  the  66th,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Mackinnon,  were 
detached  from  Head-quarters  to  form  part  of  the  garrison  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and  did  not  return  to 
Kandahar  till  the  end  of  August.  At  night,  on  the  1st  May,  a  small  party,  under  the  command  of  Lieut. 
O’Donel,  was  told  off  from  this  detachment  to  accompany,  on  signalling  duty,  the  force  under  Colonel 
Tanner,  which  proceeded  to  Kaj  Baz  to  exact  retribution  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  recent 
attacks  on  convoys.  On  the  following  day  the  enemy  assembled  in  considerable  force  on  the  Shahbolan 
hill,  and  were  dispersed  by  Colonel  Tanner’s  force  with  heavy  loss. 

For  the  next  few  months  after  arriving  at  Kandahar  the  66th  Regiment  remained,  with  the  rest  of 
the  troops  under  General  Primrose’s  command,  in  cantonments,  small  parties  occasionally  varying  the 
ordinary  routine  duties  by  taking  part  in  the  reconnaissances  which  were  conducted  into  the  surrounding 
country. 

Detailed  to  the  brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Burrows  which  marched  from  Kandahar  on  the  5th 
July  to  support  the  army  of  the  Wali  Shere  Ali  Khan,  the  Head-quarters  and  six  companies  took  part  in 
the  advance  of  that  force  to  the  Halmand.  In  the  action  with  the  Wali’s  mutinied  troops  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  Girishk  on  the  14th  of  the  month,  Head-quarters  and  five  companies  were  engaged,  one 
company  remaining  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river  to  guard  the  camp.  After  the  defeat  and  flight  of  the 
enemy,  Captain  McMath’s  company  appropriately  performed  the  duty  of  dragging  into  camp  the 
recaptured  smooth-bore  guns,  which,  four  months  before,  had  been  delivered  by  it  into  the  hands  of  the 
Wali’s  representative.  On  this  day  four  men  of  the  regiment  were  wounded,  one  mortally. 

On  the  27th  July  occurred  the  disastrous  encounter  with  Ayub  Khan’s  army  at  Maiwand,  the 
bloody  field  on  which  the  66th  won  for  itself  imperishable  renown.  On  that  day  15  officers  and  364  non¬ 
commissioned  officers  and  men  held  the  right  of  the  fighting  line,  4  officers  and  63  n.-c.  officers  and 
men  formed  the  baggage-guard  in  the  rear,  and  1  officer  and  42  n.-c.  officers  and  men  manned  the 
smooth-bore  battery  in  the  centre.  It  was  not  until  after  four  consecutive  hours’  fighting,  when  the 
Native  Infantry  on  the  left  broke  and  retreated,  that  the  companies  commenced  to  retire  in  detached 
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groups,  which  never  lost  their  discipline  or  cohesion.  The  greater  number  of  the  officers  and  men, 
fighting  hand  to  hand  with  the  Ghazis,  made  their  way  across  the  watercourse  in  the  rear  of  the  line  to  a 
walled  enclosure,  where,  surrounded  by  the  whole  Afghan  army,  they  formed  round  the  colours,  deter¬ 
mined  to  defend  them  to  the  last.  An  account  of  how  valiantly  they  bore  themselves  at  this  juncture  is 
contained  in  the  official  letter  bearing  date  1st  October,  1880,  addressed  to  the  Adjutant-General  in 
India  by  General  Primrose,  who  justly  observes  that  “history  does  not  afford  any  grander  or  finer  instance 
of  gallantry  and  devotion  to  Queen  and  country  than  that  displayed  by  the  66th  Regiment  on  the  27th 
July,  1880.”  In  this  letter  the  manner  in  which  the  officers  of  the  regiment  met  their  deaths  is  thus 
recounted  : — “  Lieutenant-Colonel  James  Galbraith  was  last  seen  on  the  nullah  bank,  kneeling  on  one 
knee,  with  a  colour  in  his  hand,  officers  and  men  rallying  round  him ;  and  on  this  spot  his  body  was 
found.  Here,  too,  fell  Captain  William  Hamilton  McMath,  a  gallant  soldier,  and  one  who  would,  had 
his  life  been  spared,  have  risen  to  distinction  in  Her  Majesty’s  service.  Close  by,  2nd  Lieutenant  Harry 
James  Outram  Barr  was  shot  dead  over  one  of  the  colours.  Captains  Ernest  Stephen  Garratt  and 
Francis  James  Cullen  were  both  killed  on  the  field  in  front  of  the  nullah,  up  to  the  last  moment  com¬ 
manding  their  companies  and  giving  their  orders  with  as  much  coolness  as  if  on  an  ordinary  regimental 
parade.  Captain  Walter  Roberts  was  mortally  wounded  in  the  garden,  where  the  last  stand  was  made ; 
and  here,  also,  fell  Lieutenant  Maurice  Edward  Rayner,  Lieutenant  Richard  Trevor  Chute,  2nd  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Walter  Rice  Olivey,  and  2nd  Lieutenant  Arthur  Honywood.  The  two  latter  officers  were  seen 
holding  up  the  colours,  the  pole  of  one  of  which  was  shattered  to  pieces,  as  rallying  points ;  and  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Honywood  was  shot  down  while  holding  a  colour  high  above  his  head,  shouting,  “  Men,  what 
shall  we  do  to  save  this?”  Sergeant-Major  Alexander  Cuppage  was  shot  dead  outside  the  garden  while 
carrying  a  colour ;  and  many  other  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  laid  down  their  lives  in  the 
attempt  to  save  the  colours  of  their  regiment  on  that  day.  With  the  gallant  band  who  made  this  last 
grand  effort  fought  and  died  Major  George  Frederick  Blackwood,  Royal  Horse  Artillery;  Lieutenant 
Thomas  Rice  Henn,  Royal  Engineers ;  and  Lieutenant  Charles  William  Hinde,  1st  Bombay  Grenadiers, 
Native  Infantry,  with  some  of  his  men.  The  men  of  the  66th  on  baggage  guard,  under  the  command  of 
Captain  J.  Quarry,  did  excellent  service  during  the  retreat.  The  party  told  off  to  man  the  smooth-bore 
battery  under  Lieutenant  G.  De  la  M.  Faunce  worked  their  guns  steadily  and  well  during  the  fight.”  Of 
the  20  officers  and  469  men  who  went  into  action,  10  officers  and  275  men  were  killed,  and  2  officers 
and  30  men  wounded.  On  the  28th  the  last  remnants  of  the  regiment  reached  Kandahar,  after  parti¬ 
cipating  with  the  other  survivors  of  the  ill-fated  brigade  in  the  retreat,  carried  on  for  over  forty  miles, 
almost  without  water  and  without  food. 

During  the  siege  of  Kandahar,  all  that  were  left  of  the  66th  were  quartered  in  the  Barrack  Square, 
and  were  employed  on  working  parties,  often  under  fire,  and  by  night  guarded  the  Idgah,  Topkhana,  and 
Bar  Durani  gates.  Seven  more  deaths  occurred  in  the  ranks  at  this  time  from  sickness. 

On  the  24th  August,  the  two  companies  of  the  regiment,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Mackinnon, 
at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  joined,  with  the  rest  of  the  garrison  at  that  place,  the  force  under  Sir  Frederick 
Roberts  advancing  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar ;  and  after  the  arrival  of  the  division  at  its 
destination  on  the  31st,  rejoined  the  Head-quarters  in  the  citadel.  In  the  crowning  defeat  of  the  enemy 
at  the  battle  of  Kandahar  on  the  following  day,  eleven  officers  and  229  non-commissioned  officers  and 
men  were  under  arms,  two  officers  and  146  n.-c.  officers  and  men  being  on  duty  in  the  citadel  and 
city. 

On  the  1  st  October,  the  66th  Regt.,  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  Hogge,  marched  from 
Kandahar  for  India,  and  after  short  halts  at  Quetta  and  Karachi  reached  Bombay  on  the  28th  November. 
It  was  then  sent  up  to  the  small  hill-station  of  Khandalla  on  the  Western  Ghats,  which  it  quitted  on  the 
19th  January,  1881,  to  embark  for  England.

Colonel  S.  G.  C.  Hogge  resigned  the  appointment  of  Commandant  Deolali  Depot  to  assume  com¬ 
mand  of  the  regiment  in  succession  to  Lt.-Colonel  Galbraith,  killed  at  Maiwand.  Arrived  at  Kandahar 
22  Sept.,  1880,  and  on  that  date  took  over  the  command  from  Major  Oliver. 
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Major  C.  V  Oliver.  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.)  _  .  . 

Lt. -Colonel  J.  T.  Ready  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Girishk, 
the  battle  of  Maiwand  (in  which  he  commanded  the  baggage-guard  of  the  brigade),  and  the  defence  of 
Kandahar,  during  which  he  had  charge  of  the  Herat  Gate  from  the  17th  Aug.,  1880,  till  the  arrival  of 

the  relieving  force.  .  . 

Captain  E.  S.  Garratt.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Major  G.  W.  M.  Hall.  (For  services  see  “Staff.”)  _  _  . 

Major  J.  Quarry  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Girishk  (in 
which  he  commanded  the  baggage-guard  of  the  66th),  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  and  the  sortie  to 
Deh  Khwaja,  and  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches  ;  Brevet 
of  Major.) 

Captain  T.  Harris  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  war.  Acted  as  Deputy  Assistant  Quarter¬ 
master-General  to  Brigadier-General  Burrows’  Brigade,  and  was  present  at  the  action  of  Ginshk,  and 
the  battle  of  Maiwand,  in  which  he  was  wounded,  and  the  defence  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  m 
despatches. ) 

Captain  JV.  H.  McMath.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Captain  IV  A.  D.  Mackinnon  served  with  the  regiment  throughout.  Commanded  the  detachment 
at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  from  April  till  the  latter  end  of  August,  1880,  when  he  marched  down  with  the 
relieving  force  under  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  to  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the 

31st  August  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Captain  F  J.  Cullen.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Captain  IV.  Roberts.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Captain  IV.  J.  de  la  P.  Beresford-Peirse  officiated  as  Deputy  Assistant  Quartermaster-General  on  the 
lines  of  communication  from  February  to  May,  1880,  and  subsequently  took  part  with  the  regiment  in 
the  action  of  Ginshk,  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  In 
September,  1880,  acted  as  Baggage  Master  to  the  brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Daubeny  which  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  field  of  Maiwand  for  the  purpose  of  burying  the  dead.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  M.  E.  Rayner.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Captain  F.  McC.  Bruce  served  with  the  regiment  throughout.  Was  with  the  detachment  at  Kalat-i- 
Ghilzai  from  April  till  the  latter  end  of  August,  1880,  when  he  marched  down  with  the  relieving  force 
under  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  to  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  3*st  August  and 
the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Captain  St.  G.  J.  Rathbone.  (For  services  see  “Staff.”) 

Lieut.  G.  de  la  M.  Faunce  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Ghinshk, 
the  battle  of  Maiwand  (in  which  he  was  in  charge  of  the  party  of  men  of  the  66th  told  off  to  work  the 
smooth-bore  battery),  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  and  at  the  battle  ot  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in 
despatches.) 

Lieut.  J.  IV.  H.  Fitzgerald  served  with  the  regiment  throughout.  Was  with  the  detachment  at 
Kalat-i-Ghilzai  from  April  till  the  latter  end  of  August,  when  he  marched  down  with  the  relieving  force 
under  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  to  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  31st  August  and 
the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Lieut.  R.  T.  Chute.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  M.  L.  O'Donel  served  with  the  regiment  throughout.  Was  with  the  detachment  at  Kalat-i- 
Ghilzai  from  April  till  the  latter  end  of  August,  1880,  and  took  part  in  the  storming  of  the  Shahbolan 
hill  at  Kaj  Baz  on  the  2nd  May.  Marched  down  from  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  to  Kandahar  with  the  relieving 
force  under  Sir  Frederick  Roberts,  and  was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  3ist  August  and  the 
battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  C.  M.  Edwards  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  defence  of 
Kandahar,  and  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Lieut.  H.  Lynch  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Girishk  and  the 
battle  of  Maiwand,  in  which  he  was  severely  wounded,  and  being  present  in  Kandahar  during  the  siege. 
(Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  IV.  A.  E.  Lonergan  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Girishk, 
the  battle  of  Maiwand,  and  the  siege  of  Kandahar. 

Lieut.  G.  L.  Melliss  (Probationer  Staff  Corps)  served  with  the  regiment  throughout.  In  the 
advance  to  the  Halmand  acted  as  Regimental  Transport  Officer,  and  was  present  at  the  action  of  Girishk 
and  the  battle  of  Maiwand.  After  arrival  of  regiment  at  Kandahar,  acted  as  Officiating  Quartermaster, 
and  was  present  during  the  defence  and  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

2nd  Lieut.  A.  Honywood.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 
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Lieut.  R.  E.  T.  Bray  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Girishk,  the 
battle  of  Maiwand,  and  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  and  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

2nd  Lieut.  IV.  R.  Olivey.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

2nd  Lieut.  H.  J.  O.  Barr.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  F.  W.  McT.  Bunny  proceeded  to  Sibi  en  route  to  join  the  regiment  at  Kandahar,  but  was 
from  thence  invalided,  with  sunstroke,  to  India. 

Lieut.  A.  M.  Caulfield  served  with  the  regiment,  in  the  ranks,  throughout,  being  present  at  the 
action  of  Girishk,  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  in  which  he  was  wounded,  and  the  defence  of  Kandahar. 
(Received,  in  addition  to  the  medal  for  the  campaign,  a  distinguished  service  medal,  and  was  sub¬ 
sequently  promoted  to  commissioned  rank.) 

Quartermaster  Jones  took  part  in  the  advance  of  the  regiment  to  Nari  Bank,  from  whence  he  was 
invalided  to  England. 

Quartermaster  Hollyer  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  defence  of 
Kandahar,  and  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 


2nd  BATTN.  6;th  REGT.  (NOW  2ND  BATTN.  HAMPSHIRE  REGT.) 

ON  the  nth  December,  1878,  the  67th  Regt.,  then  stationed  at  Bangalore,  received  orders  to  proceed 
to  Afghanistan  with  all  possible  despatch.  Leaving,  by  rail,  on  the  14th,  it  reached  Jhelum,  the 
then  terminus  of  the  line,  distant  2,700  miles,  on  the  28th  Dec.,  1878  ;  and  moving  to  Lawrencepur  on  the 
29th  Jan.,  1879,  remained  there,  forming  part  of  the  army  of  reserve,  for  some  seven  weeks.  While 
quartered  at  this  station  it  suffered  the  loss  of  a  promising  young  officer  in  the  death,  from  enteric  fever, 
on  the  27th  Feb.,  of  Lieut.  H.  Crowe. 

Detailed  to  the  Kuram  Valley  Field  Force,  the  regiment  left  Lawrencepur  on  the  19th  March,  1879, 
and  passing  through  Kohat,  arrived  at  Thai  on  the  5th  April.  Crossing  the  frontier  on  the  8th  idem,  it 
now  marched  to  Fort  Kuram,  which  was  reached  on  the  12th ;  and  continuing  its  forward  movement  past 
the  Peiwar  Kotal,  arrived  at  Bian  Khel  on  the  18th  of  the  month.  Here  a  permanent  camp  was  laid  out,  in 
which  the  regiment  remained,  actively  employed  in  road-making,  escort  duties,  andoccasional  reconnaissances, 
till  the  end  of  July,  when,  in  consequence  of  the  unhealthiness  of  the  camp  and  the  casualties  suffered 
from  enteric  fever,  Head-quarters  and  four  companies  were  removed  to  Gandah  Wandi,  the  remaining  four 
companies  being  encamped  on  high  ground  in  the  neighbourhood. 

On  the  29th  September,  1879,  after  the  receipt  of  news  of  the  massacre  of  the  Kabul  Embassy,  the 
67th  Regt.,  forming  part  of  the  1st  (Macpherson’s)  Brigade  of  General  Roberts’  advancing  Division,  left 
Ali  Khel  en  route  for  Kabul.  In  the  Hazardarakht  defile,  near  Karatiga,  on  the  same  day,  a  determined 
attack  was  made  on  and  repulsed  by  the  regimental  rear-guard,  which  suffered  a  loss  of  two  men 
wounded.  Kushi  was  reached  on  the  1st  Oct.,  on  which  day  the  force  was  joined  by  the  Amir  Yakub 
Khan. 

Forming  the  rear-guard  of  the  Division,  the  regiment  marched  to  Charasiab  on  the  6th  Oct.,  1879, 
and  both  throughout  the  march  and  after  arriving  at  the  camping  ground  was  subjected  to  a  heayy  fire 
from  large  numbers  of  the  enemy  who  covered  the  surrounding  hills.  The  67  th  took  no  actual  part  in 
the  battle  of  Charasiab,  the  brigade  of  which  it  formed  part  being  detained  in  rear  to  guard  the 
ammunition,  baggage,  and  treasure  of  the  division — one  company  only,  under  Major  Seton,  being- 
detached  to  escort  artillery.  On  the  morning  of  the  8th,  an  advance  was  made  upon  Beni  Hissar,  and  a 
wing  of  the  regiment,  under  Major  Kingsley,  was  detached  to  co-operate  with  Brigadier-General  Baker’s 
Brigade  in  the  advance  along  the  hills  to  the  left  of  the  pass  leading  to  Kabul. 

On  Genl.  Roberts  making  a  formal  entry  into  the  Bala  Hissar  on  the  12th  October,  1879,  the  67th 
led  the  Escort.  Immediately  after  the  General’s  proclamation  was  read,  the  regiment  encamped  in  the 
Durbar  Garden,  the  charge  of  the  State  prisoners  being  handed  over  to  it. 

In  consequence  of  the  explosions  which  occurred  in  the  arsenal  on  the  16th  October,  1879,  from  the 
effects  of  which  the  regiment  miraculously  escaped,  the  Bala  Hissar  had  to  be  hastily  quitted,  and  a  was 
formed  on  the  Siah  Sang  heights.  There  the  regiment  remained  till  the  1st  November,  when  it  was 
detailed  to  form  part  of  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Macpherson  which  proceeded  to  Seh  Baba  to 
open  up  communications  with  the  brigade  advancing  from  Gandamak.  Shortly  afterwards,  on  the  8th,  a 
portion  of  regiment  took  partin  the'advance  of  Macpherson’s  brigade  to  Sirobi,  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Kabul  River,  and  on  the  10th  a  company  under  Capt.  A.  J.  Poole,  with  Lieut.  P.  Carnegy,  which  was  out 
II.  G  G 
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foraging,  was  attacked  by  Safis  in  overwhelming  strength  near  the  village  of  Doaba.  The  little  force  made  a 
gallant  resistance,  and  in  spite  of  the  vast  numbers  of  the  enemy,  managed  to  hold  them  in  check,  inflicting 
heavy  losses  on  them,  till  the  camels  were  safely  withdrawn  and  relief  arrived  from  the  main  body  of  the 
column.  The  casualties  suffered  in  this  highly  creditable  little  affair  were,  three  men  killed,  and  Capt. 
Poole  and  four  men  wounded.  On  the  20th  the  regiment  returned  to  Sherpur. 

On  the  8th  December,  1879,  Head-quarters  and  six  companies  formed  part  of  the  brigade  under 
Brigadier-General  Macpherson  which  was  suddenly  despatched  into  the  Koh  Daman  Valley  to  prevent  a 
junction  being  effected  between  the  forces  under  Mir  Butcha  and  Muhammad  Jan,  and  returned,  after 
severe  fighting,  on  the  1  ith.  Both  in  the  engagement  at  Mir  Karez  on  the  xoth,  in  which  the  enemy  were 
signally  defeated,  and  in  the  action  in  the  Chardeh-Valley  with  the  section  of  Muhammad  Jan’s  army  to 
which  the  Brigade  was  opposed  on  the  nth,  w'hen  the  Horse  Artillery  guns,  lost  earlier  in  the  day  by  the 
Cavalry  Brigade,  were  retaken,  the  67th  took  a  prominent  part.  In  the  meantime,  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  1  ith,  a  portion  of  one  of  the  remaining  companies  left  at  Sherpur,  under  Capt.  Jarvis  with  Lieut.  Shaw, 
was  ordered  up  to  the  Bala  Hissar  Hill  to  reinforce  a  picquet,  and  in  the  ascent  was  exposed  to  a  heavy 
fire  from  the  Takht-i-Shah.  During  the  succeeding  night  the  picquet,  under  command  of  Capt.  Jarvis, 
three  times  repulsed  determined  attacks  of  the  enemy,  inflicting  heavy  loss  on  them. 

The  67th  took  part  in  the  severe  fighting  which  now  ensued  around  Kabul.  On  the  12th  Dec.,  1879, 
two  companies  under  Lieuts.  Carnegy  and  Fagan,  with  the  picquet  under  Capt.  Jarvis,  took  part  in  Col. 
Money’s  prolonged  assault  of  Takht-i-Shah,  the  remainder  of  the  regiment  acting  with  the  rest  of 
Macpherson’s  Brigade,  in  reserve.  On  the  following  day  two  companies  under  Capts.  Potter  and 
Blundell  were  engaged  with  the  reconnoitring  force  which  exacted  retribution  for  murders  of  Cavalry 
Patrols  committed  by  the  villagers  resident  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Deh-i-Mozung.  On  the  night  of  the 
13th  the  regiment  bivouacked  on  the  Bala  Hissar  heights,  and  on  the  following  day  was  again  heavily 
engaged.  Three  companies  under  Major  Baker  were  despatched  from  the  Sher-Dawaza  to  reinforce  the 
left  attack  of  Brigadier-General  Baker’s  brigade  on  the  Southern  slope  of  the  Azmai  Heights.  I  wo  other 
companies  checked  the  enemy’s  advance  from  Deh  Mozang,  and  later  in  the  afternoon,  when  Brigadier- 
General  Macpherson’s  brigade  was  ordered  to  retire  on  Sherpur,  the  two  remaining  companies  of  the 
regiment,  under  Capt.  Blundell,  together  with  two  companies  of  the  72nd  Highlanders  and  two  of  the 
5th  Goorkhas,  the  whole  under  command  of  Lieut-Col.  Knowles,  67th,  formed  the  rear-guard  of  the 
brigade,  and  was  subjected  to  a  heavy  fire  from  the  enemy,  whilst  returning  through  the  Kabul  Gorge. 

After  the  severe  fighting  on  the  14th  Dec.,  1879,  the  regiment  with  the  rest  of  the  Kabul  Field  Force, 
was  concentrated  in  Sherpur,  where  for  nine  days  the  army  was  surrounded  by  the  enemy  under 
Muhammad  Jan.  The  67th  took  part  in  the  several  attacks  on  the  surrounding  Killas  during  the  siege, 
and  was  entrusted  with  the  defence  of  the  South-East  portion  of  the  Sherpur  Cantonment.  On  the 
morning  of  the  23rd  Dec.,  1879,  the  final  attack  was  made  by  the  Afghans  on  that  part  of  the  Cantonment 
held  by  the  67th  and  28th  P.N.I.  Later  in  the  afternoon,  when  the  enemy  was  beaten  off,  the  regiment 
formed  part  of  the  force  that  issued  from  Sherpur  and  drove  them  over  the  Siah  Sang  ridge  into  Kabul, 
two  companies  occupying  Ibraim  Khan  Killa  as  an  advance  post  to  facilitate  the  march  of  the  retrieving 
force  under  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough.  On  the  27th  Dec.,  the  regiment  proceeded  with  the  force 
under  Brigadier-General  Baker  into  Kohistan,  and  after  destroying  the  forts  of  Mir  Butcha,  returned  on 
the  31st  idem.  From  that  date  till  the  28th  May,  1880,  Head-quarters  remained  stationary  at  Kabul. 

In  a  brigade  order  issued  by  Brigadier-General  Macpherson  on  the  occasion  of  the  transfer  of  the 
67th  Regt.  from  the  1st  to  the  2nd  Division  of  the  Field  Force,  which  took  place  in  the  month  of  March, 
1880,  the  following  passage  occurs  : — - 

“  The  manner  in  which  the  regiment  performed  the  arduous  and  somewhat  onerous  duty  of  pro¬ 
tecting  the  immense  string  of  transport  animals  (during  the  advance  from  Ali  Khel)  reflected  the  highest 
credit  on  the  training  of  the  officers  and  men.  It  was  a  matter  of  pride  and  satisfaction  to  the  Br.-Genl. 
to  have  with  the  assistance  of  the  67th  Regt.  executed  this  convoy  duty  without  the  loss  of  a  single  convoy 
or  baggage  animal  by  the  hands  of  the  enemy. 

“The  admirable  shooting  of  the  marksmen  in  clearing  the  hills  of  bodies  of  the  enemy  who  were 
threatening  an  attack  on  the  7th  Oct.,  at  Charasiab,  was  duly  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Lieut.-Genl, 
Commdg.  the  Force. 

“  In  the  difficult  march  over  the  Bala  Hissar  on  the  night  of  the  8th  Oct.,  the  steadiness  and  silence 
preserved  in  the  ranks  exhibited  a  confidence  that  was  most  praiseworthy. 

“  During  the  expedition  to  Kata  Sang  and  Sirobi,  and  the  crossing  of  the  Kabul  River,  an  attack 
was  made  on  a  forage  escort,  and  the  defence  made  by  Capt.  Poole  with  his  Company  against  what 
seemed  overwhelming  odds,  is  an  incident  of  which  the  Regt.  may  feel  justly  proud.  Br.-Genl. 
Macpherson  trusts  that  the  skill  and  gallant  conduct  displayed  on  that  occasion  will  meet  with  due 
recognition. 
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“  On  the  10th  Dec.,  when  the  Kohistan  tribes  were  brought  to  action  at  Mir  Karez,  the  dash  and 
eagerness  of  the  67th  to  close  produced  the  happiest  results,  by  gaining  a  formidable  position  strongly 
held,  with  small  loss — a  result  entirely  attributable  to  the  quickness  with  which  they  handled  the  enemy. 

“The  rapidity  of  the  flank  march  on  the  nth  Dec.,  testifies  to  the  remarkable  condition  and 
marching  power  of  the  Regt.  The  exertions  of  the  Force  on  that  day  were  well  rewarded  by  its  having 
the  satisfaction  of  driving  the  Afghan  leader,  Muhammad  Jan,  and  his  hosts,  from  every  position  in  the 
plain  of  Chardeh,  and  nothing  more  tended  to  this  success  than  the  steady  volley  firing  of  the  67th. 

“When  the  Force  was  directed  to  withdraw  from  the  heights  of  the  Bala  Hissar  on  the  14th,  their 
bearing  during  that  delicate  operation  exhibited  the  best  qualities  of  the  soldier;  for  this,  their  conduct 
throughout  the  siege,  and  invaluable  service  rendered  at  all  times,  Br.-Genl.  Macpherson  offers  his  warmest 
thanks  to  Col.  Knowles  and  all  ranks  of  the  67th.” 

On  the  25th  April,  1880,  three  companies  of  the  67th,  under  Major  Kingsley,  were  detailed  to  form 
part  of  the  reserve  force  under  Genl.  Baker  which  was  despatched  to  the  Sang-i-Nawishta  Pass  to  support 
Col.  Jenkins  and  Genl.  Macpherson,  operating  in  the  Logar  Valley,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Chil- 
dukhtean. 

The  Head-quarters  of  the  67th  remained  stationary  at  Kabul  till  the  28th  May,  1880,  when  orders 
were  issued  for  the  departure  of  the  regiment,  with  the  45th  Sikhs,  to  Jagdalak,  to  relieve  Brigadier- 
General  Arbuthnot’s  Flying  Column.  The  regiment  remained  at  this  post  till  the  nth  June,  1880,  when 
it  left  for  Kabul. 

The  remainder  of  the  campaign,  in  so  far  as  the  67th  Regt.  was  concerned,  was  uneventful.  The 
march  to  Jagdalak  and  back  resulted  in  an  outbreak  of  fever  which  weakened  the  regiment  for  some  time, 
and  was  the  cause  of  its  not  being  selected  as  one  of  the  corps  which  participated  in  the  march  to  the 
relief  of  Kandahar.  The  regiment  quitted  the  Bala  Hissar  on  the  12th  August,  1880,  and  after  an 
exhausting  march  recrossed  the  frontier  on  the  1st  September.  A  slight  outbreak  of  cholera  occurring  in 
the  Punjab,  delayed  the  return  of  the  regiment  to  Bangalore,  which  was  eventually  reached  on  the  6th 
November,  1880. 


SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  67TH  REGT.  (NOW 

2ND  BATTN.  HAMPSHIRE  REGT.) 

Colonel  C.  B.  Knowles ,  C.B. ,  commanded  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Was  present  at 
Charasiab  and  the  operations  preceding  the  occupation  of  Kabul,  and  took  part  in  the  expedition  to 
Sirobi  (including  the  affair  at  Doaba),  the  operations  in  the  Koh  Daman  Valley  (including  the  action  of 
Mir  Karez  and  the  defeat  of  Mir  Butcha),  the  action  in  the  Chardeh  Valley,  nth  Dec.,  1870,  the  opera¬ 
tions  round  Kabul  12th  to  14th  Dec.  (including  the  action  on  the  Asmai  heights),  the  defence  of  Sherpur, 
and  the  expedition  to  Kohistan.  Was  in  temporary  command  of  the  1st  Brigade,  2nd  Division.  (Twice 
mentioned  in  despatches  ;  C.B.) 

Lieut. -Colon el  IV.  H.  Bell  Kingsley  and  Major  M.  C.  Seton  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  cam¬ 
paigns.  Were  present  at  the  affair  at  Karatiga  (in  which  Lieut. -Colonel  Kingsley  commanded  the  rear¬ 
guard),  and  at  Charasiab  and  the  operations  preceding  the  occupation  of  Kabul.  Took  part  in  the 
expedition  to  Sirobi,  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  and  the  expedition  to  Kohistan.  For  his  services  Lieut.- 
Colonel  Kingsley  was  twice  mentioned  in  despatches,  and  received  the  Brevet  of  Lieut.-Colonel.  Major 
Seton  held  for  a  time  the  appointment  of  Provost  Marshal  of  the  Kabul  Field  Force,  and  subsequently 
served  on  the  staff  of  Brigadier-General  Baker. 

Lieut.-Colonel  G.  M.  Cardew  ( h.p .)  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Was  present  at 
Charasiab  and  the  operations  preceding  the  occupation  of  Kabul. 

Major  G.  Baker ,  Lieuts.  P.  M.  Carnegy,  E.  L.  Hight ,  and  H.  H.  F.  Fagan,  and  Captain  E.  Pierson 
( Quartermaster )  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Were  present  at  Charasiab  and  the 
operations  preceding  the  occupation  of  Kabul,  and  took  part  in  the  expedition  to  Sirobi,  the  operations 
in  the  Koh  Daman  Valley  (including  the  action  of  Mir  Karez  and  the  defeat  of  Mir  Butcha),  the  action 
in  the  Chardeh  Valley,  the  operations  round  Kabul  12th  to  14th  Dec.,  1879  (including  the  action  on  the 
Asmai  heights),  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  and  the  expedition  to  Kohistan.  Major  Baker  held  for  a  time 
the  appointment  of  Brigade  Major  to  1st  Brigade,  2nd  Division,  and  for  his  services  was  mentioned  in 
despatches,  and  received  the  Brevet  of  Major.  For  his  gallantry  at  the  affair  at  Doaba,  at  which  Major 
Baker  and  Lieut.  Fagan  were  also  present,  Lieut.  Carnegy,  who  commanded  the  foraging  party  alter 
Captain  Poole  was  wounded,  was  brought  favourably  to  the  notice  of  the  Commander-in-Chief. 
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Major  A.  J.  Poole  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Was  present  at  Charasiab  and  the 
operations  preceding  the  occupation  of  Kabul,  and  took  part  in  the  expedition  to  Sirobi,  in  which  he 
commanded  the  foraging  party  engaged  at  Doaba,  where  he  was  severely  wounded,  and  for  the  gallantry 
he  displayed  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Commander-in-Chief.  (Mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet 
of  Major.) 

Major  J.  E.  Blundell ,  Captain  D.  M.  Potter,  and  Lieuts.  H.  IV.  Smith  and  E.  F.  Sullivan  served 
with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign.  Took  part  in  the  operations  in  the  Koh  Daman  Valley,  in¬ 
cluding  the  action  of  Mir  Karez  and  the  defeat  of  Mir  Butcha,  the  action  in  the  Chardeh  Valley,  the 
operations  round  Kabul  12th  to  14th  Dec.,  1879  (including  the  action  on  the  Asmai  heights),  the  defence 
of  Sherpur,  and  the  expedition  to  Kohistan.  Major  Blundell  also  took  part  in  the  expedition  to  Sirobi, 
and  for  his  services  was  mentioned  in  despatches. 

Brevet  Major  R.  E.  C.  Jarvis  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Was  present  at 
Charasiab  and  the  operations  preceding  the  occupation  of  Kabul.  Took  part  in  the  expedition  to 
Sirobi,  the  operations  round  Kabul  nth  to  14th  Dec.,  1879  (including  the  repulses  of  the  enemy  in  their 
night  attack,  on  the  nth;  on  the  picquet  on  the  Sher  Darwaza,  of  which  he  was  in  command),  and  the 
defence  of  Sherpur.  Was  appointed  Brigade  Major,  1st  Infantry  Brigade,  21st  Dec.,  1879,  and  serving 
in  that  capacity  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  was  present  at  the  second  action  of  Charasiab,  took  part 
in  the  march  of  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at 
the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Four  times  mentioned  in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Captain  J.  S.  White  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Was  present  with  the  rear-guard 
when  attacked  at  Karatiga,  and  at  Charasiab  and  the  operations  preceding  the  occupation  of  Kabul. 
Took  part  in  the  expedition  to  Sirobi,  including  the  affair  at  Doaba. 

Captain  F  B.  Garjit  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  and  in  part  of  the  second  campaign.  Had 
charge  of  the  Field  Treasure  chest,  Kuram  Valley,  from  Sept.,  1879,  till  Feb.,  1880. 

Captain  J.  H.  F.  H.  Connellan  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Was  present  at 
Charasiab,  where  he  acted  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  Macpherson,  and  the  operations 
preceding  the  occupation  of  Kabul.  Took  part  in  the  expedition  to  Sirobi,  the  operations  in  the  Koh 
Daman  Valley  (including  the  action  of  Mir  Karez  and  the  defeat  of  Mir  Butcha),  and  the  defence  of 
Sherpur. 

Captain  R.  F  Atkinson  and  Lieut.  A.  C.  M.  Gompertz  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns. 
Were  present  at  Charasiab  and  the  operations  preceding  the  occupation  of  Kabul,  and  took  part  in  the 
expedition  to  Sirobi  (including  the  affair  at  Doaba),  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  and  the  expedition  to 
Kohistan. 

Captains  H.  A.  Tapp  and  W.  E.  Briggs ,  Lieuts.  R.  P.  Macdonald,  A.  M.  Lloyd ,  M.  E.  O' Donoghue, 
and  S.  C.  Gough  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  latter  part  of  the  second  campaign. 

Captains  W.  W.  Dunlop  ( retired )  and  R.  G.  Wardlaw  Ramsay  (2nd  Battalion  Highland  Light 
Infantry),  and  Lieut.  H.  E.  F.  Ramsdeti  (Madras  Staff  Corps)  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first 
campaign. 

Lieut.  E.  H.  Le  Marchant  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  and  in  part  of  the  second  campaign. 

Lieut.  M.  A.  Tuite  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Took  part  in  the  expedition 
to  Sirobi,  the  operations  round  Kabul  nth  to  14th  Dec.,  1879,  and  the  defence  of  Sherpur. 

Lieut.  D.  G.  IV.  Shaw  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign.  Took  part  in  the 
operations  round  Kabul  from  nth  to  14th  Dec.,  1879  (including  the  repulses  of  the  enemy  in  their  night 
attack,  on  the  nth,  on  the  picquet  on  the  Sher  Darwaza),  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  and  the  expedition  to 
Kohistan. 

Captain  G.  W.  Smith ,  A.P.D. ,  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Had  charge  of  the 
Field  Treasure  Chest,  Kuram  Valley,  April  and  May,  1879.  Was  present  at  Charasiab  and  the  opera¬ 
tions  preceding  the  occupation  of  Kabul,  and  took  part  in  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  where  he  commanded 
a  detached  post. 

Brevet  Major  LL.  F.  Jackson  (1st  Battalion  Manchester  regiment)  served  as  Adjutant  of  the  67th 
Regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Was  present  at  Charasiab  and  the  operations  preceding  the  occupation 
of  Kabul,  and  took  part  in  the  expedition  to  Sirobi  (including  the  affair  at  Doaba),  the  operations  round 
Kabul  from  nth  to  14th  Dec.,  1879,  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  and  the  expedition  to  Kohistan.  (Men¬ 
tioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Major.) 
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7oth  (SURREY)  REGT.  (NOW  2nd  BATTN.  EAST  SURREY 

REGT.) 

AT  the  latter  end  of  September,  1878,  the  70th  Regt.,  then  stationed  at  Multan,  received  orders  to 
proceed  to  Quetta  to  form  part  of  the  Division  which  was  there  assembling  under  the  command  of 
General  Biddulph,  in  view  of  the  impending  invasion  of  Afghanistan.  Halting  for  a  time  at  Rajanpur  to 
complete  its  provision-column,  the  regiment,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Piggott,  made  its  way 
through  the  deep  sands  and  over  the  waterless  tracts  of  the  Dera  Bughti  country  to  the  southern 
debouchure  of  the  Bolan  Pass.  Having  experienced  all  the  depressing  influences  of  a  hot  season  at 
Multan,  which  had  enforced  a  constant  confinement  to  barracks,  and  being  suddenly  set  on  the  march 
at  a  time  of  year  and  in  a  country  subject  to  great  sun  heat,  the  70th  suffered  considerably  from  exposure 
caused  by  tedious  escort  and  rear-guard  duties,  and  before  it  arrived  at  Dadar  no  less  than  100  rank  and 
file  had  become  unfit  to  march. 

Quetta  was  at  length  reached  on  the  9th  Nov.,  1878,  and  here  the  regiment  remained  encamped  till 
the  2 1st,  on  which  day  the  forward  movemt  of  the  Division  was  commenced.  At  Haiklezai,  where  a 
halt  was  made  from  the  27th  Nov.  till  the  8th  Dec.,  Colonel  Piggott  held  temporary  command  of  the 
main  body  of  the  column,  General  Biddulph  being  absent  on  one  of  the  reconnaissances  which  were  con¬ 
ducted  into  the  surrounding  country.  At  this  time  the  organization  of  the  Division  was  rendered  more 
complete  by  the  arrival  of  the  brigadiers,  the  70th  Regt.  being  detailed  to  the  1st  (General  Lacy’s) 
Brigade. 

With  the  other  units  of  the  brigade,  the  regiment  arrived  at  the  foot  of  the  southern  slope  of  the 
Khoja  Amran  range  on  the  12th  Dec.,  1878,  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  month  was  employed  in 
road-making  and  improving  the  water  supply.  On  the  1st  Jan.,  1879,  the  advance  was  continued,  and  on 
the  8th  idem  the  70th  took  part  in  the  triumphal  march  through  Kandahar,  which  had  surrendered  on 
the  previous  day. 

Leaving  two  companies  on  garrison  duty  at  Kandahar,  Head-quarters  and  the  remainder  of  the 
regiment  took  part,  in  the  third  week  in  January,  in  the  advance  of  General  Biddulph’s  Division  to  the 
Halmand,  and  throughout  the  succeeding  month  were  employed  in  holding  various  posts  on  the  line 
traversed  by  the  expeditionary  force. 

At  the  latter  end  of  February,  1879,  the  intention  of  Government  to  reduce  the  number  of 
troops  in  Southern  Afghanistan  before  the  hot  weather  might  set  in,  was  announced,  and  it  became 
known  that  the  70th  was  one  of  the  battalions  selected  to  return  to  India.  In  conformity  with  this 
decision,  General  Biddulph’s  Division  at  once  returned  to  Kandahar,  and  a  reconstitution  of  the  forces 
took  place.  In  the  meantime  the  two  companies  of  the  70th,  which  had  been  left  behind  on  the 
departure  of  the  Division  to  the  Halmand,  had  been  sent  down  to  Chaman  on  escort  duty,  and 
eventually  marched  by  way  of  Dadar  to  India. 

Detailed  now  to  the  3rd  Brigade  of  the  newly  constituted  force  which  was  destined  to  open  up  the 
Thal-Chotiali  route  to  India,  Head-quarters  and  six  companies  of  the  70th  quitted  Kandahar  early  in 
March,  and  after  making  their  way  over  some  1,200  miles  of  new  territory,  crossed  the  Indus  and  the 
Chenab,  and  eventually  arrived  at  Subathu  at  the  latter  end  of  April,  1879. 

Though  the  regiment  suffered  severely  from  exposure  during  the  earlier  period  of  its  service  in 
Afghanistan,  the  condition  of  the  men  at  the  conclusion  of  the  return-march  to  India  was  most 
satisfactory,  few  cases  of  sickness,  and  none  of  serious  illness,  being  present. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
war,  and  have  received  the  medal : —

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7 2nd  HIGHLANDERS.  (NOW  ist  BATTN.  SEAFORTH 

HIGHLANDERS.) 

THE  72nd  Highlanders  was  one  of  the  first  of  the  battalions  which  were  ordered  to  the  front  in  view 
of  the  impending  outbreak  of  hostilities  with  Afghanistan  in  the  Autumn  of  1878,  Marching  on 
the  1 8th  Oct.  of  that  year  from  Sialkot,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  the  regiment  arrived  at  Kohat  on 
the  8th  Nov.  ;  and  On  the  17th  idem  the  right  wing,  under  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  F.  Brownlow, 
marched  for  Thai,  and  as  a  unit  of  the  Kuram  Valley  Field  Force,  crossed  the  frontier. 

In  the  assault  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal  on  the  2nd  Dec.,  1878,  after  having  taken  part  in  the  previous 
reconnaissance,  the  72nd  Highlanders  was  prominently  engaged,  capturing,  in  the  first  turning  move¬ 
ment,  carried  out  under  General  Roberts’  immediate  command,  stockade  after  stockade  in  brilliant 
succession,  and  continuing  to  render  distinguished  service  in  the  front  line  both  on  the  Peiwar 
ridge  and  in  the  second  turning  movement.  During  the  following  week  a  portion  of  the  regiment  took 
part  in  the  reconnaissance  to  the  Shutargardan  Pass. 

The  right  wing  of  the  72nd  formed  part  of  the  force  under  General  Roberts  which  marched  from  Ali 
Khel  on  the  12th  Dec.  for  Fort  Kuram,  and  which,  in  the  early  morning  of  the  14th,  was  attacked  by 
Mangals  in  the  Sapiri  defile.  In  the  protracted  rear-guard  fight  which  took  place  on  that  day,  four  non¬ 
commissioned  officers  and  men  of  the  regiment  worthily  acquitted  themselves,  in  defending  Captain 
F.  Goad,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Transport,  who  was  mortally  wounded,  from  his  assailants;  keeping 
vast  numbers  of  the  enemy  at  bay  till  relief  arrived.  For  the  gallantry  he  displayed  on  this  occasion 
Sergt.  W.  Greer  subsequently  received  commissioned  rank. 

Early  in  January,  1879,  the  Left  wing  of  the  regiment,  under  Lt.-Colonel  Clarke,  which  had,  in  the 
meantime,  remained  at  Kohat,  took  part  with  the  expeditionary  force  under  General  Roberts  in  the  occupa¬ 
tion  of  the  Khost  valley,  and  tire  operations  in  the  surrounding  district,  including  the  action  of  Matun  on 
the  7th  of  the  month.  On  this  occasion  it  was  employed  in  defending  the  front  and  left  flank  of  the  camp, 
and  aftewards  in  carrying  the  villages  on  the  right  and  rear.  On  the  return  of  the  expeditionary  force  to 
Divisional  Head-quarters,  the  regiment  went  into  camp  for  the  winter,  subsequently  removing,  in  April, 
to  Ali  Khel,  where  it  remained  quartered  with  the  rest  of  the  advanced  troops  on  the  Kuram  line  for  a 
period  of  five  months. 

V  hen  the  massacre  of  the  British  Embassy  at  Kabul  resulted  in  the  advance  of  our  troops  on  the 
capital,  the  72nd  Highlanders,  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  Clarke,  formed  part  of  the  2nd 
(Brigadier-General  Baker’s)  Brigade  of  the  newly-constituted  Kuram  Division,  Kabul  Field  Force.  On 
the  13th  Sept.,  1879,  Ali  Khel  was  quitted  for  the  Shutargardan.  The  camp  of  the  72nd  was  fired  into 
on  the  night  of  the  19th  Sept.  ;  and  three  days  afterwards  a  small  detachment  was  engaged  in  a  fruitless 
pursuit  of  a  body  of  the  enemy  who  had  attacked  the  garrison  of  a  block-house  on  the  Surkai  Kotal. 
On  the  4th  Oct.  some  parties  of  the  regiment,  under  Major  Stockwell,  covering  the  crossing  of  the  troops 
over  the  Logar  River  at  Zaidabad,  drove  off,  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  bodies  of  the  tribesmen  who 
assembled  to  dispute  the  advance.  Charasiab  was  reached  on  the  evening  of  the  5th,  and  in  the  decisive 
defeat  of  the  enemy  which  ensued  at  that  place  on  the  next  day,  the  72nd,  employed  as  one  of  the  two 
leading  battalions  in  General  Baker’s  outflanking  movement,  performed  distinguished  service.  One 
company,  under  Captain  Brooke-Hunt,  was  directed  to  crown  the  heights  in  front  of  the  peak  which 
formed  the  extreme  advanced  point  on  the  right  of  the  enemy’s  position  ;  while  the  rest  of  the  regiment, 
under  Lt.-Colonel  Clarke,  led  the  main  attack  on  the  “  Red  Ridge,”  extending  from  the  peak  towards 
the  enemy’s  centre.  After  two  hours’  severe  fighting,  both  points  were  successfully  carried,  the  enemy, 
in  spite  of  the  desperate  resistance  they  offered,  being  driven  back  to  a  second  ridge  some  600  yards 
distant.  In  the  final  assault  on  the  advanced  peak  on  the  enemy’s  right,  the  conspicuous  gallantry  dis¬ 
played  by  Pte.  MacMahon  caused  him  to  be  recommended  for  the  Victoria  Cross.  The  new  position 
taken  up  by  the  enemy  was  shortly  afterwards  carried  in  a  series  of  rushes,  as  was  a  third  ridge  on  which 
they  took  their  final  stand.  The  casualties  of  the  Regiment  in  this  engagement  were  1  officer  (Lieut, 
hergusson)  wounded,  and  37  men  killed  and  wounded.  On  the  8th  Oct.  two  companies  took  part  in 
Genl.  Baker’s  pursuit  ol  the  enemy ;  and  on  the  10th  Kabul  was  entered. 

1  he  force  now  established  itself  in  winter  quarters,  and  with  the  exception  of  300  men  of  the  72nd 
being  detached  to  Butkhak  at  the  latter  end  of  November  to  assure  the  safety  of  convoys  proceeding  by 
the  Lataband  route,  nothing  of  importance,  in  so  far  as  the  regiment  was  concerned,  occurred  till  the 
second  week  in  December,  when  the  uprising  of  the  country  under  the  leadership  of  Muhammad  Jan 
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resulted  in  severe  fighting  round  Kabul.  On  the  nth  Dec,  1879,  200  men  of  the  72nd  who  were  sent 
to  hold  the  Deh-Mozang  gorge  succeeded  in  barring  the  enemy’s  approach  through  it,  and  during  the 
succeeding  night  a  picquet  on  the  Bala  Hissar  hill,  including  details  of  the  regiment,  three  times  repulsed 
determined  attacks  on  the  position  held  by  it.  The  following  day  a  detachment  took  part  in  Col.  Money’s 
assault  of  the  Takht-i-Shah,  on  which  occasion  three  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  regiment — Colour- 
Sergt.  Macdonald,  and  Sergts.  Cox  and  Mcllveen — greatly  distinguished  themselves.  In  the  second 
attack  on  the  Takht-i-Shah,  on  the  13th,  Colour-Sergt.  John  Yule,  of  the  72nd,  who  was  the  first  man 
who  reached  the  summit,  captured  two  standards.  On  the  14th,  194  rifles  of  the  regiment,  under 
Lt. -Colonel,, Brownlow,  C.B.,  took  part  in  General  Baker’s  force  in  the  seizure  of  the  conical  hill  and  the 
storming  of  the  Asmai  heights,  Lt. -Colonel  Clarke  leading  the  successful  attack  on  the  former  position, 
and  remaining  on  it  in  command  during  its  retention,  and  Lt.-Colonel  Brownlow  leading  the  subsequent 
stubbornly-contested  assault  on  Asmai.  The  forward  gallantry  of  Lance-Corporal  Sellar  in  the  attack 
earned  for  him  the  Victoria  Cross.  When,  later  in  the  day,  the  little  force  on  the  conical  hill  was  over¬ 
whelmed  by  the  enemy  Captain  Spens  of  the  72nd  sacrificed  his  life  in  an  heroic  personal  attempt  to  stem 
their  advance ;  and  during  the  retirement  of  General  Baker’s  troops  down  the  eastern  face  of  Asmai, 
under  a  heavy  fire,  the  example  set  by  Lt.-Colonel  Brownlow  and  Major  Stockwell  of  the  regiment  caused 
both  those  officers  to  be  mentioned  in  warm  terms  in  despatches.  On  the  evening  of  the  14th,  the  72nd 
retired,  with  the  rest  of  the  force,  within  cantonments.  During  the  period  embraced  by  the  four  days’ 
fighting  and  the  subsequent  defence  of  Sherpur — from  the  1  ith  to  the  23rd  December,  1879 — the  casualties 
of  the  regiment  amounted  to — 2  officers  (Capt.  Spens  and  Lieut.  Gaisford)  killed,  3  officers  (Lieuts. 
Ferguson,  Sunderland,  and  Egerton)  wounded,  and  between  40  and  50  non-commissioned  officers  and 
men  killed  and  wounded. 

In  the  month  of  May,  1880,  the  72nd  Highlanders  formed  part  of  the  column  under  Sir  F.  Roberts 
which  proceeded  into  the  Logar  and  Maidan  districts,  and  eventually  returned  to  Kabul  without  having 
met  with  opposition. 

Selected  to  tform  part  of  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  destined  for  the  relief  of  Kandahar  in 
August,  1880,  the  72nd  Highlanders,  as  a  unit  of  the  2nd  Brigade  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Baker,  participated  in  the  memorable  march  from  Kabul  to  the  Southern  capital.  During  the 
reconnaissance  which  took  place  after  the  arrival  of  the  force  on  the  31st  August,  the  regiment  was  in 
reserve ;  but  in  the  crowning  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar  on  the  following  day,  it  was 
one  of  the  two  leading  battalions  of  the  2nd  Brigade.  In  forcing  its  way  through  the  tenaciously-held 
lanes  and  walled  enclosures  which  lay  in  the  line  of  attack,  the  regiment  suffered  an  irreparable  loss  in 
the  death  of  its  gallant  and  beloved  colonel  (Col.  Brownlow,  C.B.),  Capt.  St.  John  Frome  being  also 
killed,  Captain  Murray  and  Lieut.  Monro  severely  wounded,  and  over  30  non-commissioned  officers  and 
men  killed  or  wounded.  The  names  of  three  non-commissioned  officers — Colour-Sergts.  Jacob  and 
Lauder,  and  Lance-Corp.  Gordon — who  displayed  conspicuous  gallantry  during  the  engagement,  were 
brought  to  notice  in  the  General’s  despatch. 

The  72nd  Highlanders  left  Kandahar  on  the  15th  Sept.,  1880,  and  marching  via  Quetta  and  the 
Bolan  Pass,  arrived  on  the  9th  Oct.  at  Sibi,  from  whence  it  proceeded  by  wings,  after  a  few  days’  halt, 
to  Mian  Mir,  to  take  part  in  the  review  held  before  the  Viceroy. 

The  casualties  of  the  regiment  during  the  two  years  it  was  on  active  service  were — 4  officers,  and  37 
men  killed  or  died  from  wounds,  1  officer  and  44  men  died  from  disease,  5  officers  and  7  7  men  wounded 
— three  of  the  former  twice.

Besides 
being  engaged  in  numerous  minor  operations,  took  part  in  the  Khost  Valley  expedition,  and  was  present 
at  the  action  of  Matun  ;  commanded  the  rear-guard  of  the  Division  at  Zaidabad  during  the  night  attack 
of  the  4th  Oct.,  1879;  was  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  in  the  operations  round  Kabul  in 
December,  1879  (twice  mentioned  in  despatches);  accompanied  Sir  F.  Roberts’ force  in  the  march  to 
the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  commanded  the  regiment  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar  after  the  death  of  Col. 
Brownlow,  and  brought  it  out  of  action.  (Mentioned  in  despatches;  C.B.) 

Lt.-Colonel  C.  W.  R.  Guinness ,  Major  R.  Garnett,  and  Lieut.  IV.  Greer  served  with  the  regiment 
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throughout  both  campaigns.  Besides  being  engaged  in  numerous  minor  operations,  took  part  in  the 
assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the  repulse  of  the  enemy’s  attack  on  the  rear-guard  at  Zaidabad, 
the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  the  operations  round  Kabul  in  December,  1879 ;  accompanied  Sir  F.  Roberts’ 
force  in  the  march  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  were  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  Lt. -Colonel 
Guinness ,  during  part  of  the  time,  was  Brigade  Major  to  Brigadier-General  Macpherson.  For  his  services 
he  was  three  times  mentioned  in  despatches,  and  was  awarded  the  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.  Major  Garnett 
and  Lieut.  Greer  were  also  mentioned  in  despatches,  and  were  awarded,  respectively,  the  Brevet  of  Major 
and  commissioned  rank. 

Major  W.  F.  Kelsey  and  Lieuts.  F.  P.  L.  White  (Bengal  Staff  Corps)  and  J.  G.  Downing  (Madras 
Staff  Corps)  served  with  the  regiment  from  the  commencement  of  the  war  till  June,  1879,  taking  part  in 
the  Khost  Valley  expedition,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of  Matun. 

Lt.-Colonel  J.  M.  Tingcombe  {retired)  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  phase  of  the  second 
campaign,  and  was  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab. 

Captain  St.  J.  T.  Frome.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Major  T.  S.  Gildea  and  Captain  J.  W.  Hughes- Hallett  served  with  the  regiment  from  the 
commencement  of  the  war  till  August  and  July,  1879,  respectively,  and  were  present  at  the  assault  and 
capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  T.  A.  A.  Farstow.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Captain  N.  J.  Spens.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Captain  R.  H.  Brooke-Hunt ,  Brevet  Major  C.  H.  Fergusson,  and  Lieut.  G.  W.  B.  Swiney  served 
with  the  regiment,  respectively,  from  March,  1879,  till  January,  1880;  from  March,  1879,  till  January, 
1880,  and  from  November,  1878,  till  January,  1880;  and,  besides  taking  part  in  minor  affairs,  were 
present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  the  operations  round  Kabul  in  December,  1879.  Captain  Brooke- 
ILunt  and  Major  Fergusson  were  mentioned  in  despatches.  Major  Fergusson  was  wounded  both  at 
Charasiab  and  in  the  operations  round  Kabul — in  the  latter,  severely,  and  for  his  services  was  awarded 
the  Brevet  of  Major. 

Captain  J.  V.  Lendrum  served  in  the  war  from  December,  1879,  till  the  conclusion  of  hostilities. 
Took  part  in  the  relief  of  the  Sherpur  cantonments,  and  serving  with  the  regiment,  accompanied 
Sir  F.  Roberts’  force  in  the  march  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Captains  C.  Roberts  and  H.  P.  Gore-Langton  (3rd  Battn.  Prince  Albert’s  Somersetshire  L.I.),  and 
Lieut.  H.  G.  Lang  served  with  the  regiment,  respectively,  from  May,  1880,  April,  1880,  and  March, 
1880,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  accompanying  Sir  F.  Roberts’  force  in  the  march  to  the  relief 
of  Kandahar,  and  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Brevet  Major  M.  N.  G.  Kane  served  in  the  war  from  March,  1879,  till  the  conclusion  of  hostilities, 
part  of  the  time  as  Orderly  Officer,  and  also  as  Brigade  Major  and  Deputy  Assistant  Quartermaster- 
General  to  Brigadier-General  Baker.  Was  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  in  the  operations  round 
Kabul  in  December,  1879.  Accompanied  Sir  F.  Roberts’  force  in  the  march  to  the  relief  of 
Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of 
Major.) 

Brevet  Major  R.  H.  Murray  and  Lieut  S.  C.  H.  Monro  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both 
campaigns,  Major  Murray  till  April,  1880,  as  Adjutant,  and  Lieut.  Monro  part  of  the  time  as  Regimental 
Transport  Officer,  and  from  April,  1880,  as  Adjutant.  Besides  being  engaged  in  numerous  minor 
operations,  were  present  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  the 
operations  round  Kabul  in  December,  1879.  Accompanied  Sir  F.  Roberts’  force  in  the  march  to  the 
relief  of  Kandahar,  and  were  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  Both  were  severely  wounded  at  the 
battle  of  Kandahar,  and  Lieut  Monro  was  also  wounded  in  the  assault  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  (Twice 
mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut,  the  Ho?i.  R.  C.  Drummond  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Was  present  at  the 
assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  Accompanied  Sir  F.  Roberts’  force  in  the  march  to  the  relief 
of  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  R.  Z.  Milne  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns,  part  of  the  time  as  Acting 
Adjutant.  Besides  being  engaged  in  numerous  minor  affairs,  took  part  in  the  Khost  Valley  expedition, 
and  was  present  at  the  action  of  Matun,  the  repulse  of  the  enemy  in  the  rear-guard  attack  at  Zaidabad, 
the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  the  operations  round  Kabul  in  December,  1879.  Accompanied  Sir  F. 
Roberts’  force  in  the  march  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar  (during  the  latter  part  of  it  as  Regimental 
Transport  Officer),  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  J.  A.  Ca)npbell  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  war  from  February  till  December,  1879,  and 
was  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab. 

Lieut.  C.  H.  Gaisford.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 
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Lieuts.  H.  C.  F.  Macdonald  and  E.  E.  Robertsoti  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  war  from  January, 
1879,  till  the  conclusion  of  hostilities.  Besides  being  engaged  in  numerous  minor  affairs,  took  part  in 
the  Khost  Valley  expedition,  the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  the  operations  round  Kabul  in  December, 
1879.  Accompanied  Sir  F.  Roberts’  force  in  the  march  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  were  present  at 
the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Lieuts.  L.  Sunderland  and  A.  L.  Campbell  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  war  from  March,  1879, 
till  the  conclusion  of  hostilities.  Were  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  in  the  operations  round 
Kabul  in  December,  1879.  Accompanied  Sir  F.  Roberts’  force  in  the  march  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar, 
and  were  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Lieut.  G.  G.  A.  Egerton  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  war  from  November,  1879,  till  the 
conclusion  of  hostilities.  Was  present  in  the  operations  round  Kabul  in  December,  1879,  in  which  he 
was  dangerously  wounded.  Accompanied  Sir  F.  Roberts’  force  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  ol 
Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captain  J.  Walsh  (Quartermaster)  served  in  the  war  from  August,  1879,  till  the  conclusion  of 
hostilities,  from  December,  1879,  as  Provost  Marshal,  Kabul  and  Kabul-Kandahar  F.F.  Was  present  at 
the  action  of  Charasiab  as  Acting  Orderly  Officer,  and  in  the  operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of 
Sherpur  in  December,  1879.  Accompanied  Sir  F.  Roberts’  force  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief 
of  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches.) 


78th  HIGHLANDERS  (ROSS-SHIRE  BUFFS).  [NOW  2nd  BATTN. 
SEAFORTH  HIGHLANDERS  (ROSS-SHIRE  BUFFS).] 

THE  78th  Highlanders,  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  A.  E.  Warren,  left  Poona  on  the  9th 
August,  1880,  as  part  of  the  reinforcement  furnished  to  the  Army  in  Afghanistan  by  the  Bombay 
Presidency,  on  the  news  of  the  battle  of  Maiwand  reaching  India. 

The  regiment  was  sent  by  sea  to  Karachi,  where  it  was  detained  for  ten  days,  till  Major-General 
Phayre,  C.B.,  telegraphed  orders  for  it  to  move  on  Quetta. 

Starting  on  the  24th  August,  the  regiment  was  sent  on  to  Sibi  in  four  detachments,  the  Head¬ 
quarters  and  two  companies  leaving  on  the  24th,  two  companies  on  the  25th,  two  on  the  26th  idem,  and 
two  on  the  1st  of  September.  These  two  last  had  been  detained  as  a  garrison  for  Karachi  and 
Haidarabad  (Sind),  on  the  occasion  of  the  anticipated  outbreak  of  Pathans  in  Sind  at  that  time. 

From  Sibi  the  various  detachments  of  the  regiment  proceeded  via  the  Bolan  Pass  to  Quetta  by 
forced  marches.  At  Sibi  four  companies  had  been  ordered  to  march  to  Kalat  to  the  assistance  of  the 
Khan,  who  expected  a  rising  of  the  Kakar  Pathans  ;  but  this  order  was  cancelled  by  telegraph  four  or 
five  days  later,  before  the  leading  detachment  had  turned  off  the  Quetta  road  in  the  direction  of  Kalat. 

The  seven  days’  march  to  Quetta,  owing  to  the  great  heat  of  the  weather  and  want  of  transport,  was 
of  a  very  arduous  description.  At  Quetta  the  regiment  was  halted,  the  news  of  General  Sir  Frederick 
Roberts’  victory  on  the  1st  September  being  received  the  evening  that  the  Head-quarters  of  the  regiment 
marched  in. 

During  the  stay  of  the  78th  in  Quetta,  considerable  sickness  prevailed  amongst  the  troops  in 
garrison,  and  104  men  of  the  752  that  had  been  in  Karachi  were  invalided. 

On  the  3rd  November  the  Head-quarters  and  four  companies,  under  command  of  Lt.-Colonel 
Warren,  marched  for  Kandahar,  the  other  four  companies  remaining  in  Quetta  till  the  23rd  November, 
when,  being  relieved  by  the  61st  Regiment,  they  also  moved  forward  and  eventually  rejoined  the  first 
half-battalion.  The  Head-quarters  reached  their  destination  on  the  15th  Nov.,  1880,  and  were  posted 
to  the  2nd  Infantry  Brigade,  being  quartered  in  the  old  cantonments  till  the  evacuation  took  place. 

The  Brigade  of  which  the  78th  Highlanders  formed  part  quitted  Kandahar  on  the  20th  April, 
1881.  The  regiment  arrived  at  Sibi  on  the  13th  May,  whence  it  proceeded  by  rail  to  Bengal. 

The  following  Officers  crossed  the  frontier  before  the  20th  September,  1880,  and  have  received  the 
medal : —

8 1 st  REGT.  (NOW  2nd  BATTN.  LOYAL  NORTH 

LANCASHIRE  REGT.) 

EARLY  in  October,  1878,  the  81st  Regiment,  then  stationed  at  Peshawar,  was  warned  for  active 
service,  and  subsequently  formed  part  of  the  3rd  Brigade,  1st  Division,  Peshawar  Valley  Field 
Force,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Appleyard. 

On  the  19th  Nov.  the  regiment  left  with  the  brigade  for  Jamrud,  where  a  halt  was  made  on  the 
following  day.  On  the  morning  of  the  21st  the  brigade  crossed  the  Afghan  frontier,  and  took  part  in 
the  attack  on  Ali  Musjid. 

The  Right  half-battalion,  250  strong,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Faircloth,  formed  part  of  the 
advance  guard,  and  a  portion  of  the  regiment  was  the  first  unit  of  the  force  which  was  engaged  with  the 
enemy. 

The  Left  half-battalion,  which  headed  the  main  body  of  the  force  half  a  mile  in  rear  of  the  advance 
guard,  arrived  at  the  Shagai  Heights,  opposite  Ali  Musjid,  about  11.20  a.m.,  having  met  with  no 
opposition.  Shortly  after  this  the  attack  was  commenced  by  the  Artillery,  during  which  the  Left  half¬ 
battalion  was  inactive.  About  2.30  p.m.,  under  orders  from  Sir  S.  Browne,  Lieut.  Morrice  went  with  H 
Company  to  clear  a  slope  to  the  right,  supposed  to  be  occupied  by  the  enemy.  The  remainder  of  the 
half-battalion,  consisting  of  three  companies,  then  advanced  down  a  ravine  to  the  right,  and  subsequently 
crossed  the  Khyber  stream,  continuing  their  progress  on  the  other  side,  up  a  series  of  ravines,  till  they 
arrived  on  a  ridge  on  the  British  left  and  in  front  of  the  two  redoubts  protecting  the  right  of  Ali  Musjid. 
During  the  progress  to  this  point,  E  Company,  under  Lieut.  Wheler,  was  detached  to  escort  Major 
Dyce’s  Mule  Battery,  and  A  Company,  under  Lieut.  Walpole,  joined  the  half-battalion.  The  three 
companies  A,  F,  and  G  were  advancing  under  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry  and  artillery  in  support  of  the  27th 
N.I.  to  the  attack  of  the  redoubts,  when  the  halt  sounded,  and  they  received  orders  to  bivouac  for  the 
night  on  the  ridge.  The  following  morning  they  advanced  by  way  of  the  redoubts  to  Ali  Musjid,  which 
was  found  to  be  abandoned. 

The  Right  half-battalion,  under  Captain  Faircloth,  proceeded  also  to  the  Shagai  Heights  without 
opposition,  when  some  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  appearing  in  sight,  the  leading  company  (Lieut.  Walpole’s) 
was  ordered  to  skirmish.  It  did  not  rejoin  the  right  half-battalion,  but  came  up  with  the  other  in  the 
afternoon.  The  remaining  companies  were  employed  in  protecting  the  right  flank  until  about  3.30  p.m., 
when,  being  relieved  by  the  51st  K.O.L.I.,  they  proceeded  up  the  valley  in  search  of  the  regiment, 
continuing  to  advance  until  they  reached  Battery  I/C,  R.H.A.,  which  was  in  action.  Shortly  after  this 
the  Assistant  Quartermaster-General  ordered  them  to  advance  in  support  of  the  14th  Sikhs’  attacks  on 
the  advanced  outpost  to  the  right  of  the  enemies’ position.  Captain  Wynne’s  company  was  sent  forward, 
the  remaining  two  companies  being  kept  in  support  by  Captain  Faircloth.  In  this  order  they  crossed 
the  river  under  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry  and  round  shot,  fortunately  without  loss.  They  reached  the 
ridge  on  which  the  14th  and  27th  N.I.  Regiments  were  engaged,  but  were  met  by  about  200  men  of 
those  battalions  retiring.  Captain  Faircloth  was  then  informed  that  orders  for  the  retirement  had  been 
given,  and  that  none  of  the  81st  were  in  that  direction  ;  so  he  made  his  way  back  to  his  old  position 
near  the  Horse  Artillery  battery,  and  bivouacked  for  the  night.  On  the  22nd  orders  were  received  by 
him  to  rejoin  the  Left  half-battalion.  After  this  was  done,  the  Right  half-battalion  was  directed  to  cut 
off  some  of  the  enemy  who  were  driving  off  their  cattle  to  the  British  left ;  but  the  latter  had  too  good  a 
start,  and  after  some  firing  at  long  ranges,  and  a  most  fatiguing  detour,  the  companies  rejoined  the 
Head-quarters  at  Ali  Musjid.  The  whole  regiment  bivouacked  in  the  valley  under  the  Fort  on  the  22nd, 
and  on  the  following  day  marched  to  Kata  Kushtia,  a  distance  of  about  four  miles,  where  it  bivouacked 
on  the  nights  of  the  23rd  and  24th.  On  the  25th  an  advance  was  made  to  Landi  Kotal,  where  the 
regiment  encamped,  and  received  orders  to  remain. 

On  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  in  consequence  of  a  supposed  attempt  to  recapture  Ali  Musjid,  C,  D,  and 
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F  Companies,  under  command  of  Major  Jackson,  were  suddenly  ordered  to  return  to  the  Fort.  The 
remainder  of  the  battalion  followed  the  next  day,  and  was  encamped  on  the  Shagai  Heights  from  that 
date  till  the  26th  Dec.,  when  it  was  moved  down  to  the  Ali  Musjid  Valley. 

On  the  30th  Nov.  the  regiment,  with  two  mountain  guns,  was  employed  in  an  attempt  to  surround 
some  Afridis  who  had  attacked  and  turned  back  a  convoy  proceeding  from  Jamrud  the  previous  day, 
and  in  clearing  the  road.  Seven  companies,  together  with  the  guns,  under  the  command  of  Col. 
Chichester,  proceeded  for  some  distance  along  the  Jamrud  road,  and  at  Mackeson’s  bridge  turned  to  the 
right  into  the  hills,  where  they  took  up  several  positions.  The  enemy,  however,  being  well  acquainted 
with  the  ground,  did  not  allow  them  to  approach  within  range  on  this  side ;  but  a  party  that  had  been 
detached  under  Major  Prinsep,  Xlth  Bengal  Lancers,  to  which  A  Company,  under  Lieut.  Walpole,  was 
attached,  succeeded  in  exchanging  shots  with  them,  and  detained  them  long  enough  to  enable  the  guns 
to  open  fire.  The  principal  object  of  the  reconnaissance  having  been  effected,  the  force  was  ordered  to 
withdraw,  In  the  retirement  occasional  opportunities  of  firing  at  long  range,  of  which  the  troops  took 
advantage,  presented  themselves. 

On  the  9th  January,  1879,  the  81st  Regiment,  having  invalided  over  200  men  to  Peshawar,  and 
being  reported  sickly,  was  ordered  into  that  station  en  route  to  Naushahra.  The  regiment  arrived  at 
Peshawar  on  the  10th  Jan.,  1879  :  there  its  destination  was  changed  to  Rawal  Pindi,  for  which  station 
the  march  was  commenced  on  the  16th  Jan.,  and  concluded  on  the  24th  idem. 


SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  81ST  REGT.  (NOW

Major  W.  H.  Warren  was  invalided  at  Peshawar,  and  remained  in  command  of  the  regimental 
depot  at  that  station  during  the  war. 

Major  G.  A.  Wilson  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  war  from  the  commencement  of  hostilities  till 
the  18th  Dec.,  1878,  and  Majors  M.  S.  Wynne  ( retired )  and  T.  E.  Lindoe  ( h.p .)  till  the  1st  Jan.,  1879; 
being  present  at  the  taking  of  Ali  Musjid. 

Major  W.  C.  Mathews  and  Captain  S.  Jackson  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  war  from  the  3rd 
Dec.,  1878,  till  the  19th  Jan.,  1879,  Captain  F.  Ryley  and  Lieuts.  A.  C.  H.  Thomas  and  J.  H.  Young 
{Probationer  Staff  Corps)  from  the  30th  Dec.,  1878,  till  the  9th  Jan.,  1879,  and  Lieut.  J.  Davidson  from 
the  12th  Dec.,  1878,  till  the  9th  Jan.,  1879. 

Captain  W  S.  Morrice  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  war  from  the  commencement  of  hostilities 
till  the  22nd  Dec.,  1879,  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  Ali  Musjid.  (Since  deceased.) 

Lieut  P.  R.  S.  Churchward  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  war  from  the  commencement  of  hosti¬ 
lities  till  the  27th  Dec.,  1878,  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  Ali  Musjid.  Subsequently  served  as 
Transport  Officer  with  the  Kurarn  Valley  Field  Force  from  the  24th  Oct.,  1879,  till  the  24th  May,  1880, 
and  in  the  same  capacity  with  the  Khyber  Field  Force  from  the  25th  May,  1880,  till  the  23rd  Aug.,

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85TH  (KING’S  LIGHT  INFANTRY).  (NOW  2nd  BATTN.  KING’S 
LIGHT  INFANTRY  [SHROPSHIRE  REGT.]) 

IN  October,  1878,  in  view  of  the  impending  outbreak  of  hostilities  with  Afghanistan,  the  85th  L.I. 

was  ordered  to  proceed  from  Lucknow  on  service,  but  on  arrival  at  Multan  was  halted  there,  there 
being  no  further  need  of  reinforcements. 

The  massacre  of  the  Kabul  Embassy  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  resulting  in  a  renewal  of  hostile  opera¬ 
tions,  the  regiment  left  Multan  for  the  Kuram  Valley  on  the  23rd  September,  and  arrived  at  Kohat  on 
the  15th  October.  Posted  to  the  Brigade  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Tytler,  it  entered 
Afghanistan,  and  proceeded  to  Kuram,  detachments  being  sent  on,  at  intervals,  to  Ali  Khel  and  Balesh 
Kheh 

Portions  of  the  regiment  were  now  employed  in  the  various  minor  operations  of  the  Kuram  Valley 
Field  Force,  assisting  in  dispersing  tribal  gatherings,  enforcing  payment  of  fines,  and  the  like. 

In  December,  1879,  the  85th  L.I.  formed  part  of  the  expeditionary  force  under  Brigadier-General 
Tytler  which  proceeded  into  Zaimusht  territory  to  inflict  punishment  on  the  tribesmen  of  that  district. 
Wings  of  the  regiment  were  engaged,  respectively,  in  the  various  operations  of  both  the  Right  and  Left 
columns,  including  the  attack  on  the  ridge  to  the  north  and  east  of  the  village  ot  Bagh,  on  the  13th  of  the 
month,  and  the  assault  and  destruction  of  Zawa,  on  the  14th. 

After  returning  from  the  Zaimusht  expedition  at  the  latter  end  of  December,  1879,  the  85th  L.I. 
was  stationed  at  Thai,  Shalozan,  and  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  During  the  succeeding  summer  and  autumn  it 
was  employed  on  the  line  of  communications,  and  in  January,  1881,  it  returned  to  India. 

SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  85TH  (KING’S  LIGHT 
INFANTRY).  (NOW  2ND  BATTN.  KING’S  LIGHT  INFANTRY 

[SHROPSHIRE  REGIMENT.]) 

Lt. -  Colonel  E.  M.  Beadon  commanded  the  regiment  during  the  war  from  the  9th  May,  1880,  till  the 
conclusion  of  hostilities. 

Lt. -Colonel  IV.  Galbraith  served  throughout  the  first  campaign  as  Assistant  Adjutant-General, 
Kuram  Valley  Field  Force,  in  which  capacity  he  was  present  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar 
Kotal,  and  took  part  in  the  operations-  in  the  Hariab  and  Khost  Valleys.  In  the  second  campaign 
served,  first  as  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  Kuram  Division,  Kabul  Field  Force,  and  besides  being 
engaged  in  numerous  minor  operations,  was  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab  and  the  occupation  of 
Kabul.  Took  part  with  the  Kuram  Force  in  the  Zaimusht  expedition,  and  subsequently  commanded 
the  regiment  from  the  17th  Dec.,  1879,  till  the  8th  May,  1880.  (Four  times  mentioned  in  despatches; 
Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Major  G.  W.  Smith.  (For  services  see  “Staff.”) 

Major  the  Hon.  C.  Dutton.  (For  services  see  “Staff”) 

Major  D.  A.  Grant  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  commanding  it  from  the  time  it  crossed 
the  frontier  till  the  16th  Dec.,  1879.  Took  part,  in  command  of  the  regiment,  in  the  Zaimusht  expedi¬ 
tion,  and  was  present  at  the  assault  and  destruction  of  Zawa.  (Mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of 
Major.) 

Captains  the  Hon.  E.  A.  H.  a  Court ,  E.  H.  G.  Ravenhill,  F.  IV.  Robinson,  and  E.  H.  Ives ,  and 
Lieuts.  C.  H.  Collette,  J.  Spens,  A.  H  J.  Doyle,  R.  H.  Fowler,  C.  T.  Dawkins ,  and  H.  R.  Browne  served 
with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  Zaimusht  expedition,  and  being  present  at  the  assault 
and  destruction  of  Zawa.  For  their  services  Captain  h  Court  and  Lieut.  Collette  were  mentioned  in 
despatches. 

Captain  F.  Longford  and  Lieuts.  I.  IV.  T.  S.  Smythe,  P.  Bulman,  and  C.  G.  H.  Sitwell  served  with 
the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  Zaimusht  expedition. 

Lieut.  E.  Burrell.  (For  services  see  “Staff.”) 
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Lieut.  W.  B.  Capper  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  war  till  April,  1880,  when  he  was  appointed 
Aide-de-camp  to  General  Watson,  in  which  capacity  he  served  till  the  conclusion  of  hostilities.  Took 
part  in  the  Zaimusht  expedition,  and  was  present  at  the  assault  and  destruction  of  Zawa. 

Lieut.  H.  V.  Wilbraham  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  Lieuts.  C.  E.  Mardell  and  R.  N.  R. 
Reade  from  May,  1880,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign. 


92ND  (GORDON)  HIGHLANDERS.  (NOW  2nd  BATTN.  GORDON 

HIGHLANDERS.) 

WHEN  orders  were  received  for  the  92nd  Highlanders  to  proceed  on  active  service,  the  Head¬ 
quarters  were  stationed  at  Sitapur,  Oudh,  and  the  Left  wing  was  at  Benares.  Making  its  way  by 
rail  to  Jhelum,  the  regiment  marched  on  the  30th  Dec.,  1878,  for  Kohat,  which  was  reached  on  the  25th 
Jan.,  1879.  Here  it  remained  till  the  26th  March,  when  it  proceeded  (strength — 31  officers,  787  non-com¬ 
missioned  officers  and  men)  to  Ali  Khel,  joining  there  the  Advance  Division  of  the  Kuram  Valley  Field 
Force  under  General  Roberts. 

It  was  not  until  five  and  a  half  months  afterwards,  in  view  of  the  second  outbreak  of  hostilities,  that 
the  92nd  Highlanders  received  orders  to  advance  on  the  Shutargardan.  On  the  24th  Sept.,  1879,  the 
march  was  commenced  up  the  Hazar-darakht  defile  (strength — 16  officers,  686  non-commissioned  officers 
and  men),  Captain  McCallum’s  company  being  left  in  the  Fort  at  Karatiga  to  assist  in  keeping  open  the 
communications  until  General  Roberts  might  frsfve  passed.  On  the  28th  the  General  and  his  staff  were 
attacked  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Karatiga,  and  part  of  Captain  McCullum’s  company,  under  Lieut.  Grant, 
assisted  in  driving  off  the  enemy.  On  this  occasion  Colour-Sergeant  Macdonold  greatly  distinguished 
himself,  and  subsequently  received,  in  recognition  of  his  gallantry,  commissioned  rank. 

Detailed  to  the  1st  (Brigadier-General  Macpherson’s)  Brigade,  Kuram  Division  Kabul  Field  Force, 
then  concentrating  at  Kushi,  the  92nd  Highlanders,  with  the  rest  of  the  advancing  troops,  left  that  post 
on  the  2nd  October,  1879,  and  reached  Charasiab  on  the  evening  of  the  5th  idem.  During  the  night 
orders  were  received  for  a  wing  of  the  regiment  to  parade  at  7  a.m.  next  day,  and  proceed  as  a  covering 
party  to  a  regiment  of  Native  Infantry,  which  was  to  improve  the  road  through  the  Sang-i-Nawishta. 
While  carrying  out  this  duty  the  party  was  fired  upon  by  the  Afghans,  who,  being  concealed  in  the 
neighbouring  gardens  and  orchards,  had  hitherto  escaped  notice.  In  the  action  which  now  became 
general  Major  White  commanded  the  right  attack,  the  wing  of  the  92nd  forming  part  of  the  little  force  of 
all  arms  placed  at  his  disposal  by  General  Baker.  This  wing  captured  in  rapid  succession  three  precipitous 
hills,  strongly  held  by  the  enemy,  which  commanded  the  entrance  to  the  Sang-i-Nawishta  defile,  a  detach¬ 
ment  of  two  companies,  under  Captain  Oxley,  at  the  same  time  rendering  important  service  in  co-operating 
in  the  main  (left)  attack.  For  his  distinguished  gallantry  in  this  action — in  which  the  casualties  of  the 
regiment  were  3  killed  and  six  wounded — Major  White  subsequently  received  the  Victoria  Cross.  On 
the  7th  Oct.,  1879,  the  92nd  bivouacked  at  Beni  Hissar,  and  on  the  following  day  took  part  in  General 
Baker’s  pursuit  of  the  enemy  in  the  direction  of  Baber’s  Tomb.  On  the  10th  the  Division  entered  Kabul, 
and  established  itself  in  winter  quarters. 

The  92nd  Highlanders  formed  part  of  the  Brigade  under  General  Baker  which  proceeded  on  the 
2 1  st  Nov.,  1879,  to  Maidan,  on  the  Ghazni  road,  and  returned  to  Kabul,  after  some  fighting,  on  the 
1st  Dec.  On  the  9th  of  that  month  the  regiment  again  left  the  capital  with  the  force  under  General 
Baker’s  command  which  proceeded  into  the  Maidan  district  to  co-operate  with  General  Macpherson’s 
Brigade  in  intercepting  a  large  body  of  the  enemy  known  to  be  advancing  on  Kabul.  The  march  on  the 
10th  was  exceedingly  trying,  and  throughout  the  night  the  rear-guard  (80  men,  under  Captain  McCullum) 
had  to  remain  in  a  narrow  gorge,  where  the  cold  was  intense  and  the  men  suffered  much.  On  the 
morning  of  the  nth  the  enemy  appeared  in  considerable  force,  and  attacked  the  rear-guard  as  it  was 
leaving  camp,  wounding  two  men.  Though  the  fighting  continued  until  Maidan  was  reached,  all  the 
baggage  was  safely  brought  in.  On  nearing  the  camping  ground  at  Argandi,  large  bodies  of  the  enemy 
appeared  crowning  a  ridge  which  commanded  the  road  to  Kabul  \  and  it  became  necessary,  before  the 
camp  could  be  pitched,  to  dislodge  them.  This  duty  was  rapidly  and  effectually  carried  out  by  a  portion 
of  the  regiment  under  Major  White,  ably  led  by  Lieut.  Scott  Napier.  All  that  night  the  outlying  picquets 
were  constantly  engaged.  On  the  morning  of  the  12th  the  regiment  marched  with  the  rest  of  the  Brigade 
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for  Kabul,  large  bodies  of  the  enemy  being  in  sight  on  all  sides,  and  some  of  the  hills  having  to  be  cleared 
by  artillery  fire.  Sherpur  was  reached  about  5  p.m.  Early  next  morning  the  92nd  proceeded  with  a  force 
of  all  arms  under  General  Baker  to  storm  the  Takht-i-Shah,  a  spur  of  which,  running  down  to  Beni  Hissar, 
was  strongly  held  by  the  enemy.  Four  companies  under  the  command  of  Major  White,  supported  by  the 
Guides  Infantry  (Colonel  Jenkins,  C.B.,  being  in  command  of  the  assaulting  column)  were  sent  to  clear  the 
ridge,  the  92nd  leading.  In  spite  of  the  stubborn  resistance  offered,  and  the  great  strength  of  the  enemy, 
the  ridge  was  at  length  carried,  the  92nd  losing,  however,  in  the  attack,  two  gallant  lives  it  could  ill  afford, 
those  of  Lieut.  Forbes  and  Colour-Sergt.  Drummond.  For  the  gallantry  he  displayed  on  this  occasion, 
Lieut.  Dick-Cunyngham  subsequently  received  the  Victoria  Cross.  The  ridge  cleared,  the  regiment 
moved  forward  to  the  conical  hill,  nearly  every  foot  of  the  way  being  stubbornly  contested.  The  next  day 
(the  14th)  two  companies  under  Captain  Gordon  and  Lieut.  Gilpin-Brown  took  part  in  the  assault  of  the 
Asmai  Heights,  in  which  Captain  Gordon  was  very  severely  wounded.  By  their  gallant  behaviour  in  the 
assault,  Sergt.  McLaren  and  Corp.  McKay  earned  the  “  distinguished  conduct  ”  medal.  The  casualties  of 
the  regiment,  on  the  13th,  were,  1  officer  and  3  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  killed,  and  19 
wounded;  on  the  14th,  1  officer  and  4  men  wounded. 

Throughout  the  investment  of  Sherpur  the  92nd  proceeded  every  night  to  the  gorge  leading  through 
the  Behmaru  ridge,  being  told  off  as  a  portion  of  the  reserve.  In  the  repulse  of  the  enemy  on  the  23rd 
December,  the  regiment  lost  one  man  killed  and  five  wounded. 

On  20th  April,  1880,  a  wing  of  the  92nd  marched  for  Childukhtean,  about  three  miles  beyond 
Charasiab,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  force  under  the  command  of  Col.  Jenkins,  C.B.,  which  was 
ordered  out  to  keep  in  check  the  tribesmen  of  the  Logar  district.  On  the  morning  of  the  25th,  at  day¬ 
break,  the  camp  was  surrounded  and  attacked  by  the  enemy  in  great  force.  An  unequal  fight  was 
maintained  till  1  p.m.,  when,  heliographic  communication  having  been  opened  with  Kabul,  reinforcements 
under  General  Macpherson,  including  the  Head-quarters  of  the  92nd,  under  Col.  Parker,  arrived  on  the 
scene,  and  a  general  advance  was  ordered.  The  enemy  were  now  dispersed  with  heavy  loss.  In  this 
engagement  the  92nd  lost  one  killed  and  five  wounded.  VFhe  wing  under  Col.  Parker  left  Sherpur  about 
9  a.m.,  marched  fifteen  miles  out,  fought  for  one  and  a  half  hours,  and  returned  to  Sherpur  the  same 
night,  arriving  there  at  8  p.m.,  having  covered  over  thirty  miles  of  ground  in  eleven  hours. 

The  92nd  Highlanders,  under  the  command  of  Col.  Parker,  was  one  of  the  regiments  selected  to 
form  part  of  the  force  under  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  which,  in  the  month  of  August,  1880,  performed  its 
memorable  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar.  In  the  crowning  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  the 
battle  of  Kandahar  on  the  1st  Sept.,  the  day  succeeding  the  arrival  of  the  Division  at  the  Southern 
capital,  the  regiment,  as  one  of  the  two  leading  battalions  in  the  right  attack,  played  a  conspicuous  part, 
being  engaged  in  the  successive  captures  of  the  villages  of  Gandi  Mullah  Sahibdad,  and  Pir  Paimal, 
and  finally  carrying  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  the  entrenched  position  on  which  the  enemy  had  taken 
up  their  last  stand.  The  casualties  on  this  day  numbered  14  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  killed, 
2  officers  and  70  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  wounded.  In  the  engagement  Captain 
Menzies’  life  was  saved  by  Privates  Dennis  and  Roddick,  who  received  the  “distinguished  conduct” 
medal  for  their  gallantry,  as  did  also  Lance-Corpl.  McIntosh,  Corpl.  McGilevray,  and  Privates  Gray  and 
Grieve. 

On  the  night  of  the  1st  Sept.,  1880,  the  92nd  Highlanders  bivouacked  in  Ayub  Khan’s  camp, 
returning  to  cantonments  next  day.  On  the  28th  of  the  month  the  regiment  left  Kandahar  and 
proceeded  to  Mian  Mir. 


SERVICES  IN  AFGHANISTAN  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  92ND  (GORDON) 
HIGHLANDERS.  (NOW  2ND  BATTN.  GORDON  HIGHLANDERS.) 

Colonel  G.  H.  Parker ,  C.B.  (h.fl.),  commanded  the  regiment  throughout.  Was  present  at  the  action 
of  Charasiab  and  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy  and  the  occupation  of  Kabul.  Took  part  in  the 
operations  around  Kabul,  and  defence  of  Sherpur,  in  December,  1879,  including  the  action  of  the  23rd 
Dec.,  and  was  present  at  the  action  of  Childukhtean.  Accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  from 
Kabul  to  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  31st  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of 
Kandahar.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches ;  C.B.) 

Lt.-Colonel  G.  S.  White,  C.B.,  V.C.  (For  services  see  Biographical  Division.) 

Lt.-Colonel  J.  C.  Hay  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign.  Was  present  at  the  action 
of  Charasiab  and  subsequent  pursuit,  and  at  the  occupation  of  Kabul.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 
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Major  G.  K.  McCallum  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign.  Commanded  the 
company  which  was  on  detachment  at  Karatiga  when  Sir  F.  Roberts  and  staff  were  attacked  on  the  27  th 
Sept.,  1879.  Was  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab  and  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  the 
occupation  of  Kabul.  Took  part  in  the  expedition  to  Maidan  in  November,  1879,  and  the  operations 
around  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  December,  including  the  action  of  the  23rd  Dec.  (Mentioned 
in  despatches.) 

Bt.-Major  L.  C.  Singleton.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Major  H.  F  Cotton  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign.  Was  present  at  the  action 
of  Charasiab,  and  the  occupation  of  Kabul.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  R.  B.  McEiven  (h.p.)  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  advance  over  the  Shutargardan.  Was 
appointed  Provost  Marshal  to  the  Kabul  Field  Force  on  its  formation,  and  continued  to  serve  in  that 
capacity  till  the  15th  Nov.,  1879.  Was  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab  and  the  occupation  of  Kabul. 
(Brevet  of  Major.) 

Major  P.  F  Robertson  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign.  Was  present  at  the  action 
of  Childukhtean.  Accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  from  Kabul  to  Kandahar,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Bt.-Major  A.  D.  McGregor  served  during  the  war  in  the  Kuram,  Kabul,  and  Kabul-Kandahar 
Field  Forces.  Was,  part  of  the  time,  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  Macpherson,  in  which  capacity 
he  took  part  in  the  expedition  to  open  up  communications  with  the  Khyber  Field  Force.  Was  present 
at  the  action  of  Doaba,  10th  Nov.,  1879,  took  part  in  the  operations  around  Kabul  and  defence  of 
Sherpur  in  December,  1879,  including  the  actions  of  Karez  Mir  and  Chardeh,  10th  and  nth  Dec.,  and 
the  action  of  the  23rd  Dec.,  and  was  also  present  at  the  action  at  Childukhtean.  Was  subsequently 
Deputy  Assistant  Quartermaster-General  to  Brigadier-General  Macpherson,  and  in  that  capacity  ac¬ 
companied  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  from  Kabul  to  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  reconnaisance 
of  the  31st  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Four  times  mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of 
Major.) 

Captain  R.  F.  Darvall  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign.  Was  present  at  the 
occupation  of  Kabul  and  the  action  of  Childukhtean.  Accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts 
from  Kabul  to  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  31st  August,  1880,  and  the  battle 
of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captain  R.  H.  Oxley  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign.  Was  in  command  of  two 
companies  at  the  action  of  Charasiab  and  in  the  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  took  part  in  the 
occupation  of  Kabul.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Bt.  Major  D.  F.  Gordon  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  second  campaign.  Was  present  at  the 
action  of  Charasiab  and  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  the  occupation  of  Kabul.  Took  part  in 
the  operations  around  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  December,  1879,  including  the  assault  and  capture 
of  the  Takht-i-Shah  and  the  assault  of  the  Asmai  Heights,  in  which  he  was  shot  through  the  chest  and  left 
leg.  (Mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Bt.  Major  the  Hon.  J  S.  Napier  served  during  the  war  in  the  Peshawar,  Kabul,  and  Kabul-Kanda¬ 
har  Field  Forces.  Commanded  two  companies  of  Bengal  N.I.  at  the  action  of  Ali  Musjid.  Took  part 
with  the  92nd  Highlanders  in  the  expedition  to  Maidan,  and  the  operations  around  Kabul  and  defence  of 
Sherpur  in  December,  1879,  including  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Takht-i-Shah,  and  was  present  at  the 
action  of  Childukhtean.  Accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  from  Kabul  to  Kandahar,  and  was 
present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  31st  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Three  times  men¬ 
tioned  in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Bt.  Major  C.  W.  H.  Douglas  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  war  as  Adjutant  in  both  campaigns. 
Was  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab  and  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  the  occupation  of  Kabul. 
Took  part  in  the  expedition  to  Maidan,  and  the  operations  around  and  defence  of  Sherpur  Kabul  in 
December,  1879,  including  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Takht-i-Shah  and  the  action  of  the  23rd  Dec. 
Was  present  at  the  action  of  Childukhtean.  Accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  from  Kabul  to 
Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  31st  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  in 
which  his  horse  was  shot.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Captain  S.  A.  Menzies  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Was  present  at  the  action  of 
Charasiab  and  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  the  occupation  of  Kabul.  Took  part  in  the  opera¬ 
tions  around  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  December,  1879,  including  the  action  of  the  23rd  Dec. 
Was  present  at  the  action  of  Childukhtean.  Accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  from  Kabul  to 
Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  31st  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  in 
which  he  was  severely  wounded. 

Captain  H.  Bayly  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns.  Was  present  at  the  action  of 
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Charasiab  and  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  the  occupation  of  Kabul.  Took  part  in  the  operations 
around  Kabul  in  December,  1879,  including  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Takht-i-Shah  and  the  action 
of  the  23rd  Dec.  Was  present  at  the  action  of  Childukhtean.  Accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  F. 
Roberts  from  Kabul  to  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  31st  Aug.,  1880,  and  the 
battle  of  Kandahar. 

Captain  W.  H.  Dick- Cunyngham,  VC.  (For  services  see  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  St.  J.  Forbes.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  L.  S.  M.  Hamilton  served  with  the  regiment  and  as  Orderly  Officer  on  the  Staff  of  Brigadier- 
General  Massy,  during  the  second  campaign.  Was  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab  and  subsequent 
pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  the  final  occupation  of  Kabul.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  E.  Gilpin-Brown  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign.  Was  present  at  the  action 
of  Charasiab  and  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  the  final  occupation  of  Kabul.  Took  part  in  the 
expedition  to  Maidan,  and  the  operations  around  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  December,  1879,  in¬ 
cluding  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Takht-i-Shah  and  the  assault  of  the  Asmai  Heights. 

Lieuts.  E.  C.  Bethune  and  W.  C.  Boyd  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign  and  were 
present  at  the  operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  December,  1879,  including  the  action 
of  the  23rd  Dec.  . 

Lieut.  F.  F.  Bamsay  served  with  the  regiment  throughout.  Was  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab 
and  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  the  occupation  of  Kabul.  Took  part  in  the  expedition  to 
Maidan,  and  the  operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  December,  1879,  including  the 
assault  and  capture  of  the  Takht-i-Shah  and  the  action  of  the  23rd  Dec.  Was  present  at  the  action  of 
Childukhtean.  Accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  from  Kabul  to  Kandahar,  and  was  present 
at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  31st  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches  for 
gallant  behaviour  at  Childukhtean.) 

Lieuts.  R.  A.  Grant  and  H.  A.  Macdonald  served  with  the  regiment  throughout.  M  ere  present  at 
the  affair  at  Karatiga  on  the  27th  Sept.,  1879,  the  action  qf  Charasiab  and  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy, 
and  the  occupation  of  Kabul.  Took  part  in  the  expedition  to  Maidan,  and  the  operations  around  Kabul 
and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  December,  1879,  including  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Takht-i-Shah  and  the 
action  of  the  23rd  Dec.  Were  present  at  the  action  of  Childukhtean.  Accompanied  the  force  under 
Sir  F.  Roberts  from  Kabul  to  Kandahar,  and  were  present  at  the  reconnaissance  on  the  3 1st  Aug.,  1880,  and 
the  battle  of  Kandahar.  In  recognition  of  his  gallant  conduct  at  Karatiga,  Lieut. — then  Colour-Sergt. 
Macdonald,  received  his  commission.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieuts.  A.  D.  Fraser,  Forbes  Macbean,  and  H.  Wright  served  with  the  regiment  throughout.  Were 
present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab  and  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  the  final  occupation  of 
Kabul.  Took  part  in  the  expedition  to  Maidan,  and  the  operations  around  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur 
in  December,  1879,  including  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Takht-i-Shah  and  the  action  of  the  23rd  Dec. 
Were  present  at  the  action  of  Childukhtean.  Accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  E.  Roberts  from  Kabul 
to  Kandahar,  and  were  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  31st  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 
During  June  and  July,  1879,  Lieut.  Fraser  was  Orderly  Officer  to  Br.-Genl.  Forbes  at  Ali  Khel. 

Lieut.  D.  W.  Stewart  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign.  Was  present  at  the  action 
of  Childukhtean.  Accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  from  Kabul  to  Kandahar,  and  was  present 
at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  31st  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  in  which  he  was  severely 
wounded. 

Lieut.  G.  Staunton  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign.  Accompanied  the  force  under 
Sir  F.  Roberts  from  Kabul  to  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  the  31st  Aug.,  1880, 
and  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Captain  J.  Bignell  ( Quartermaster )  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign.  Returned  to 
India  from  Ali  Khel  in  1879. 


4th  BATTN.  RIFLE  BRIGADE. 

IN  November,  1878,  the  4th  Battn.  Rifle  Brigade,  commanded  by  Colonel  H.  R.  L.  Newdigate,  was 
quartered  at  Peshawar.  About  the  15th  of  that  month  orders  were  received  for  it  to  form  part  of 
the  1st  (Brigadier-General  Macpherson’s)  Brigade  of  the  1st  Division  Peshawar  Valley  Field  Eorce,  then 
assembling  at  that  station  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Genl.  Sir  Sam.  Browne,  K.C.S.I.,  C.B.,  V.C. 
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Taking  part  in  the  operations  resulting  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid,  the  battalion  was  employed,  on 
the  2 1st  and  22nd  November,  1878,  in  the  flanking  movements  of  the  1st  Brigade  over  the  precipitous 
Rhotas  Heights  in  reverse  of  the  Fort,  and  after  the  retreat  of  the  Afghan  forces  participated  in  the 
forward  movement  of  the  Division  to  Daka,  and  subsequently  to  Jalalabad. 

In  January,  1879,  the  Head-quarters  and  major  part  of  the  battalion  proceeded  from  Jalalabad  to 
Basawal  to  join  the  force  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Tytler,  which  was  about  to  march 
from  that  post  into  the  Bazar  Valley  in  the  second  expedition  against  the  Zaka  Khel  Afridis.  After 
taking  part  in  the  various  operations  which  ensued,  including  the  reconnaisance  and  skirmish  of  the  28th 
January  near  Halwai,  they  returned  with  the  other  units  of  the  column,  and  rejoined  Divisional  Head¬ 
quarters  on  the  7th  February.  On  that  day  all  the  available  men  of  the  battalion  left  at  Jalalabad  under 
the  command  of  Captain  St.  Paul,  took  part  in  an  expedition  across  the  Kabul  River  into  the  Kunar 
Valley  against  a  force  of  Mohmands,  who  dispersed  after  a  few  shots  had  been  fired. 

A  portion  of  the  2nd  Battalion  Rifle  Brigade  formed  part  of  the  expeditionary  force  under  the 
command  of  Brigadier-General  Jenkins  which  crossed  the  Lughman  River  on  the  22nd  February,  1879, 
and  after  penetrating  a  distance  of  thirty  miles  into  new  country,  returned  to  Jalalabad  on  the  25th  idem. 
Again,  on  the  3rst  March,  300  men  of  the  battalion  accompanied  the  force  under  the  command  of 
Brigadier-General  Macpherson  in  the  second  Lughman  Valley  expedition,  crossing  the  Siah  Koh  range, 
in  a  forced  march  of  twenty-six  hours’  duration,  covering  in  that  time  some  thirty-five  miles  of  most 
difficult  country,  and  eventually  returning  to  Jalalabad  on  the  4th  April. 

The  battalion  advanced  with  the  remainder  of  the  Brigade  to  Safed  Sang,  where  it  remained  till 
after  the  signing  of  the  treaty  of  Gandamak.  Quitting  that  post  for  Murree  on  the  3rd  June,  1879,  it 
crossed  the  frontier  on  the  13th,  and  arrived  at  the  foot  of  the  hills  near  Abbottabad  on  the  30th  idem. 
During  the  return-march  cholera  broke  out  in  the  ranks,  and  together  with  heat  apoplexy,  claimed  no 
less  than  seventy-six  lives  in  the  space  of  three  weeks.

H.M.  INDIAN  NATIVE  REGIMENTS. 

1ST  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY. 


T  the  commencement  of  the  Afghan  war  the  ist  Bengal  Cavalry,  then  stationed  at 
Sialkot,  was  told  off  for  the  reserve. 

On  the  14th  Nov.,  1878,  a  party  consisting  of  4  non-commissioned  officers  and 
30  Sowars,  under  command  of  Jemadar  Kurrum  Khan,  was  sent  for  escort  duty  to 
Jhelum,  from  whence  it  proceeded  in  charge  of  a  large  convoy  of  ammunition  to 
Jamrud,  and  was  employed  through  the  whole  of  the  first  campaign  in  the  Transport 
Department,  in  the  Khyber. 

Telegraphic  orders  for  the  regiment  to  hold  itself  in  readiness  to  proceed  on 
active  service  were  received  on  the  26th  Feb.,  1879;  and  four  days  afterwards  it  marched  from  Sialkot  to 
Kohat,  where  it  arrived  on  the  27th  March. 

On  the  3rd  July  the  Left  wing,  under  the  command  of  Major  A.  R.  Chapman,  marched  to  Thai, 
the  Right  wing,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  A.  M.  Renny,  following  on  the  19th  idem. 

The  regiment  now  took  up  the  outposts  of  Surazain,  Gandiur,  Chapri,  Mandori,  Alizai,  and  Shinak, 
and  was  chiefly  employed  in  escorting  the  mails  and  convoys,  and  keeping  clear  the  line  of  communi¬ 
cation  between  Thai  and  Kuram  on  the  one  side,  and  Thai  and  Hangu  on  the  other. 

Shortly  after  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  a  squadron,  of  which  Lieut.  Gartside- 
Tipping  subsequently  assumed  command,  was  ordered  up  to  Bulesh  Khel  to  relieve  the  14th  Bengal 
Lancers. 

On  the  1 8th  Sept.,  1879,  a  party  consisting  of  25  rank  and  file  of  the  regiment,  under  the  command 
of  Jemadar  Mustapha  Khan,  proceeded  to  Kuram  to  do  duty  with  the  Transport  Department.  This 
party  subsequently  accompanied  Sir  F.  Roberts’  avenging  army  over  the  Shutargardan  to  Kabul,  and 
remained  there  until  the  city  was  finally  evacuated,  when  it  rejoined  Head-quarters. 

As  a  unit  of  the  Zaimusht  expeditionary  force,  a  troop  of  the  regiment  under  Major  Glascock,  with 
Lieut.  Renny,  left  Bulesh  Khel  on  the  8th  Dec.,  1879,  and  after  taking  part  in  the  retaliatory  operations 
which  were  conducted  in  the  district  visited,  rejoined  Head-quarters  at  Thai  on  the  16th  idem. 

During  the  previous  year  the  amount  of  hardship  and  exposure  endured  by  the  regiment  had  been 
considerable. 

At  the  beginning  of  1880,  the  effects  of  the  hardship  and  exposure  to  which  both  the  men  and 
horses  had  been  subjected  became  painfully  apparent,  and  the  regiment  was  ordered  to  move  down  to 
Togh  to  form  a  standing  camp :  there  it  remained  until  the  13th  April,  when  it  returned,  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Col.  Jenkins,  to  Thai.  A  few  days  afterwards  detachments  took  up  the  outposts  of  Kapinga, 
Manduri,  and  Ahmad-i-Shana ;  and  on  the  23rd  April  a  party  of  40  sabres,  under  the  command  of  Lieut. 
Cazalet,  relieved  a  party  of  the  iSth  Bengal  Cavalry  at  Chupri.  At  the  same  time  Major  Campbell  took 
command  of  the  detachment  at  Manduri,  and  Head-quarters  marched  back  to  Kohat. 

During  the  night  of  the  ist  May,  1880,  a  sharp  attack  was  made  by  a  body  of  Waziris  on  the  Chupri 
outposts,  and  was  effectively  repelled,  with  the  loss  of  one  Sowar  of  the  regiment,  by  the  detachment 
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holding  them.  The  parties  holding  Chupri  and  Manduri  being  relieved  by  the  1 8th  Bengal  Cavalry, 
marched  on  the  ist  Tune  to  Thai,  and  after  a  few  days  took  up  the  outposts  from  Thai  to  Hangu. 

About  the  beginning  of  Sept.,  1880,  Head-quarters  were  sent  from  kohat  to  Hangu,  to  deal  with 
the  raiders  who  were  expected  to  be  on  the  look-out  for  loot  on  the  return  of  the  kuram  Field  force  to 
India :  there  they  remained  until  the  2nd  Nov.,  when  all  the  detachments  having  rejoined,  the  regiment 
moved  on  to  Kohat,  and  eventually,  on  the  27th  Dec.,  inarched  for  Cawnpore.  . 

The  losses  sustained  by  the  ist  Bengal  Cavalry  during  the  period  the  regiment  was  employed  m  the 
war  were,  2  British  and  4  Native  officers,  8  non-commissioned  officers,  3  trumpeters,  48  Sowars,  and  60 
camp  followers;  also  134  horses  and  89  ponies. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  Tst  Regt.  Bengal  Cavalry  served  in  the  war . 

Colonel  R.  Jenkins  rejoined  the  regiment  3  April,  1880,  from  furlough  on  medical  certificate  in 
England,  and  commanded  it  until  appointed  to  the  command  of  the  Lower  kuram  Brigade.  (Died  at 

Rawal  Pindi  9  Sep.,  1880,  of  illness  contracted  while  on  field  service.)  . 

Major  A.  R.  Chapman  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  commanding  it  till  3  April,  1880,  ana 
again  from  the  date  of  the  appointment  of  Col.  Jenkins  to  the  command  of  the  Lower  Kuram  Brigade, 

till  the  conclusion  of  the  war.  .  _  ....  ,  o  , 

Major  T.  B.  M.  Glascock,  and  Lieuts.  G.  B.  Renny  (Adjutant),  A  M  Renny  (Attached),  and 
W  H.  Cazalet  (Attached)  served  with  the  regiment  throughout ;  Lieut.  G.  G.  Dawes,  till  invalided  at 
Kohat,  where  he  died  on  the  7th  June,  1879 ;  and  Major  C.  IV.  Campbell  (Attached)  till  invalided  home 
Lieut.  R.  F.  Gartside-Tipping  served  first  as  Assistant  Road  Commandant,  Kuram  Valley  r.r.,  and 
afterwards  with  the  regiment,  till  invalided  home.

3rd  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY. 

ON  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  Afghanistan  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  3rd  Bengal  Cavalry,  under  the 
command  of  Lt.-Colonel  Mackenzie,  was  stationed  at  Peshawar,  whither  it  had  recently  been  moved 
from  Lucknow.  Detailed  to  Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot’s  Brigade  of  Major-General  Bright’s  Division, 
the  regiment  advanced  at  the  latter  end  of  September,  1879,  by  successive  wings,  through  the  Khybei 
Pass,  and  during  the  succeeding  winter  was  employed  in  holding  various  posts  extending  from  Jamrud  to 
Gandamak,  keeping  open  the  line  of  communications,  escorting  convoys,  and  taking  part  in  the  numerous 
reconnaissances  and  expeditions  which  were  conducted  into  a  wide  extent  of  sunounding  terntoiy. 

On  the  26th  Dec.,  1879,  one  troop  of  the  regiment  formed  part  of  the  force  under  Lt.-Col.  Fryer, 
6th  Dragoon  Guards,  which  was  sent  out  from  Jalalabad  to  obtain  information  concerning  an  attack 
which  had  been  made  by  a  body  of  Shinwaris  two  days  previously  on  a  post  near  All  Boghan  ;  and 
again  on  the  29th  a  mixed  force  under  Lt.-Colonel  Mackenzie,  which  included  a  troop  of  the  3rd  Bengal 
Cavalry,  marched  from  Jalalabad  to  Barikab,  where  it  was  joined  by  a  squadron  of  the  regiment  and 
other  details,  and  proceeded  to  visit  a  cluster  of  villages  some  ten  miles  distant,  which  were  supposed  to 
be  sheltering  a  number  of  the  tribesmen  who  had  been  engaged  in  the  attack.  Shortly  after  daybreak  on 
the  30th,  the  villages  of  Banda,  Kuddi,  and  Roghani  were  reached,  and  surrounded,  and  ten  hostages 

were  carried  back  by  the  expeditionary  force  to  Barikab. 

A  party  consisting  of  seventy-five  sabres  of  the  regiment  and  a  like  detachment  of  the  6th  Diagoon 
Guards,  under  the  command  of  Major  Cracroft,  proceeded  from  Jalalabad  on  the  31  d  Jan.,  1880,  on  a 
reconnaissance  into  the  country  contiguous  to  the  Lughman  Valley.  On  the  13th  idem  a  hundred  sabres 
of  the  regiment  formed  part  of  a  force  under  Colonel  Walker,  12th  Foot,  which  was  sent  to  reinforce  All 
Boghan,  and  assisted  in  dispersing  a  large  gathering  of  Mohmands,  who  had  attacked  the  post  on  the 

previous  day,  and  were  still  threatening  it.  . 

Ordered  from  Gandamak  to  Kabul  on  relief  by  the  17th  Bengal  Cavalry,  the  regiment  marched  for 

the  capital,  and  arrived  at  its  destination  on  the  17th  Feb.,  1880.  _ 

As  part  of  the  column  under  General  Ross  which  left  Kabul  in  the  middle  of  April,  1880,  to  effect 
a  junction  with  the  Ghazni  Field  Force,  and  returned  on  the  2nd  May,  the  3rd  Bengal  Calvary  was 
engaged  in  the  various  operations  which  were  conducted  in  the  Logar  and  Maidan  districts.  On  the 
20th  April  one  squadron  accompanied  the  brigade  under  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough  which  destroyed  the 
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towers  of  the  refractory  chief,  Bahadur  Khan.  On  the  25th  idem,  at  the  action  of  Shekabad,  one  troop 
of  the  regiment  was  engaged  in  the  direct  attack  on  the  enemy’s  position  to  the  north-west  of  the  camp, 
and  a  half  troop  in  the  attack  delivered  on  his  left. 

In  the  middle  of  June,  1880,  the  3rd  Bengal  Cavalry  left  Sherpur  with  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough’s 
Brigade  for  Pughman,  and  for  the  next  six  weeks,  until  the  force  was  recalled  to  Kabul  in  view  of  the 
evacuation,  took  part  with  it  in  its  various  operations  in  the  Koh-Daman  and  surrounding  districts.  On 
the  20th  June  a  squadron  of  the  regiment,  with  other  details,  under  Lt. -Colonel  Mackenzie,  were  sent 
to  support  a  force  under  Colonel  Norman  on  the  Ghazni  road,  and  drove  a  body  of  the  enemy  from  a 
position  it  had  taken  up  on  the  Kotal-i-Takht. 

As  a  portion  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  of  the  Kabul-Kandahar  F.F.,  the  3rd  Bengal  Cavalry  took  part  in 
the  memorable  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar.  On  the  31st  Aug.,  1880,  the  regiment  had 
the  honour  of  being  selected,  with  the  15th  Sikhs  and  two  Horse  Artillery  guns,  for  the  reconnaissance 
of  the  enemy’s  position ;  and  advancing  two  miles  beyond  the  position  where  the  remainder  of  General 
Gough’s  force  was  halted,  drew  the  enemy’s  fire  upon  itself  from  the  strongly  entrenched  Pir  Paimal 
village,  and  then  fell  back,  “  admirably  handled  ” — to  quote  the  words  of  Sir  F.  Roberts’  depatch — “  by  its 
Commandant,  Lt.-Colonel  Mackenzie.”  In  the  crowning  defeat  of  the  enemy  on  the  following  day,  the 
regiment  was  again  engaged,  taking  part  in  the  pursuit,  which  was  continued  till  the  evening,  and  pushing 
beyond  the  line  of  Ayub’s  retreat  towards  Kakrez.  In  this  engagement  the  casualties  of  the  regiment 
were  1  officer  and  1  man  wounded,  the  latter  mortally ;  2  horses  killed,  and  1  wounded. 

After  taking  part  with  Brigadier-General  Baker’s  force,  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  against 
the  Achakzai  tribe,  the  regiment  marched  down  to  Sibi,  from  whence  it  eventually  proceeded  to  Mian 
Mir. 


The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  3rd  Regt.  Bengal  Cavalry  served  in  the  war 

Lt.-Colonel  A.  R.  D.  Mackenzie  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  campaign.  Commanded 
a  mixed  force  which  captured  the  Shinwari  villages  in  Dec.,  1879.  Took  part  in  the  march  from  Kabul 
to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  reconnaissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations 
against  the  Achakzais.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lt.-Colonel  B.  Cracroft  and  Major  G.  W.  Willock  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  cam¬ 
paign,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Shekabad,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  recon¬ 
naissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  Both  were  twice  mentioned  in  despatches. 
Lt.-Colonel  Cracroft  also  took  part  in  the  capture  of  the  Shinwari  villages.  Major  Willock  was  wounded 
at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Captains  G.  T.  Morris  and  C.  H.  V.  Garbett  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  campaign, 
taking  part  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  reconnaissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  the 
battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the  Achakzais.  Captain  Garbett  also  took  part  in  the 
capture  of  the  Shinwari  villages.  Both  were  mentioned  in  despatches. 

B t. -Major  G.  H.  Elliott  served  during  the  first  and  early  part  of  the  second  campaign  on  the 
Khyber  line  with  the  Transport  Dept.,  and  subsequently,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  with  the  regiment, 
taking  part  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  reconnaissance  of  31st  Aug.,  18S0, 
and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Captain  H.  N.  Webb  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  advance  from 
Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  reconnaissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the 
operations  against  the  Achakzais. 


4th  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY. 

THE  4th  Bengal  Cavalry  was  employed  during  the  latter  part  of  the  second  campaign  on  the  Khyber 
line  of  communications. 

From  the  15th  March,  1880,  till  immediately  prior  to  the  evacuation  of  the  capital,  the  regiment 
furnished  detachments  at  all  the  posts  between  Safed  Sang  and  Kabul,  viz. :  Pezwan,  Jagdalak,  Seh 

Baba,  Lataband,  and  Butkhak.  _  . 

A  squadron  of  the  regiment,  under  Captain  Harenc  and  Lieut.  Delamain,  formed  part  of  the  Safed 
Sang  Moveable  Column  commanded  by  Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot. 
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A  portion  of  the  regiment,  with  the  head-quarters,  accompanied  Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot’s 
Column  in  its  expedition  to  Wazir  Kila  and  Hissarak,  in  April,  1880. 

On  the  evacuation  of  Kabul  and  the  advanced  posts  on  the  Khyber  line,  the  regiment  returned  to 
India. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  4th  Regt.  Bengal  Cavalry  during  the  period  it  was 
employed  in  the  war  : —

5th  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY. 

EARLY  in  1880  the  5th  Regt.  Bengal  Cavalry  proceeded  on  field  service  from  Nowgong,  and  joined 
the  Reserve  Division  at  Peshawar. 

Till  the  middle  of  March,  1880,  the  regiment  performed  garrison  duty  at  Jamrud  and  Ali  Musjid. 

On  the  Reserve  Division  being  broken  up,  two  squadrons  of  the  5th  Bengal  Cavalry  were  moved 
forward  to  Basawal,  the  remaining  squadron,  broken  up  into  small  detachments,  strengthening  the 
garrisons  of  various  posts  en  route,  the  regiment  now  appearing  as  a  unit  of  the  1st  Section  Khyber  Line 
Force,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Gib. 

In  May,  1880,  one  squadron  of  the  5th  Bengal  Cavalry,  under  Major  Shakespear,  formed  part  of 
the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Gib  which  marched  from  Pesh  Bolak  on  the  18th  of  that  month  to 
disperse  the  hostile  gathering  of  the  enemy  under  Ghulam  Ahmad,  and  on  the  20th  was  engaged  in  the 
action  of  Mazina. 

The  regiment  remained  serving  in  the  Khyber  till  the  final  evacuation  of  the  Pass  in  March,  1881, 
when  it  returned  to  India,  eventually  proceeding  to  Sitapur. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  5th  Regt.  Bengal  Cavalry  during  the  period  it  was 
employed  in  the  war  : — 

Majors  H.  A.  Shakespear  (in  command)  (mentioned  in  despatches)  and  R.  B.  Graham ,  Captains 
J.  P.  D.  Vanrenen  and  M.  Armstrong,  and  Lieut.  G.  L.  Garstin  (since  transferred  to  9th  Bengal 
Cavalry). 

Lt.-Colonel  IV.  Musgrave  commanded  a  detachment  15th  Bengal  Cavalry  at  Dera  Ghazi  Khan  from 
May  till  Oct.,  1879,  and  commanded  the  Vitakri  F.F.  from  18  Oct.,  1879,  till  it  was  broken  up. 

Lieut.  IV.  W.  Lean  served  with  the  12th  Bengal  Cavalry  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in 
the  war,  being  present  at  the  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  the  operations 
round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879.  Was  transferred  to  the  5th  Bengal  Cavalry  as 
Adjutant  in  April,  1880,  and  served  writh  it  in  the  Khyber  till  it  returned  to  India. 

Lieut.  IV  F.  C.  C.  Plowden  served  with  the  2nd  Sikhs  in  both  campaigns,  till  invalided  from  Kabul 
in  Aug.,  1880.  Was  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  the  action  of  Arzu. 


8th  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY. 

ON  the  27th  Sep.,  1878,  the  8th  Bengal  Cavalry  left  Multan  on  field  service  in  Southern  Afghanistan 
as  a  unit  of  the  force  under  Lt.-General  Sir  D.  Stewart,  forming  part  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  under 
Brigadier-General  Fane,  and  proceeding  by  the  Dera  Bughti  route  and  Bolan  Pass,  reached  Quetta  on 
the  31st  Dec.,  1878. 

The  Head-quarters  wing  took  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i- 
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Ghilzai,  and  formed  part  of  the  moveable  column,  under  Col.  B.  Ryall,  which  proceeded  into  the 
Arghazan  Valley,  and  defeated  a  small  body  of  the  enemy  who  attacked  the  British  camp  on  the  ioth 
Feb.,  1879. 

The  Left  wing  remained  a  few  days  at  Quetta;  but  on  the  nth  Jan.,  1879,  a  full  squadron,  under 
Major  Chapman,  was  detailed  for  service  with  the  Pishin  moveable  column.  To  join  and  co-operate 
with  this  force,  the  squadron  made  a  continuous  march,  during  the  two  succeeding  days,  to  Gulistan,  from 
thence  to  Arumbi,  in  an  expedition  against  the  Atchakzais,  and  from  thence  on  to  Kila  Abdula,  cover¬ 
ing  a  distance  of  64  miles  without  a  regular  halt.  In  Feb.,  1879,  it  furnished  an  escort  to  Sir  R.  Sande- 
man  to  Kandahar.  This  squadron  subsequently  formed  a  portion  of  the  1st  (Major  Keen’s)  Column  of 
the  Thal-Chotiali  F.F.,  which  opened  up  the  new  route,  eastward,  to  India,  and  left  Kushdil  Khan  on  the 
nth  March.  On  the  16th  idem  a  few  men  of  the  squadron,  under  Ressaldar  Muhammad  Ali  Khan, 
surrounded  and  stormed  a  steep  hill  on  which  a  body  of  Kakar  Pathans  had  taken  up  a  strong  position, 
and  captured  52  armed  men;  on  the  21st  the  squadron  assisted  in  repelling  a  rear-guard  attack;  and  at 
the  action  of  Baghao,  which  lasted  from  2.30  p.m.  till  dusk,  and  in  which  from  400  to  500  of  the  enemy 
were  killed,  it  was  again  engaged.  On  this  occasion  Major  Chapman  and  Lieut.  Pollock  were  present, 
and  the  latter  had  his  charger  wounded.  The  head-quarters  of  the  regiment  formed  a  portion  of  Brigadier- 
General  Nuttall’s  column  of  the  same  force,  which  followed  the  route  traversed  by  Major  Keen’s  column. 
On  the  30th  April  the  regiment  arrived  at  Multan. 

Having  again  received  orders  to  proceed  on  field  service,  the  8th  Bengal  Cavalry  left  Multan  on  the 
5th,  6th,  and  7th  Aug.,  1880,  for  Sibi.  A  few  days  after  arriving  there,  a  squadron  under  Captain 
Aberigh-Mackay  was  ordered  on  to  Quetta,  from  whence  it  was  moved  on  to  the  line  of  communications 
in  the  Pishin  Valley.  In  the  meantime  the  remainder  of  the  regiment,  under  command  of  Lt. -Colonel 
Chapman,  was  also  ordered  up  to  Quetta,  whither  it  proceeded  by  forced  marches,  covering  the  route 
from  Pir  Chauki  to  its  destination,  in  the  intense  heat  of  August,  in  three  days.  At  Quetta  the  regiment 
was  attached  to  Brigadier-General  Walker’s  Brigade,  and  shortly  afterwards  marched  to  Kila  Abdulla, 
where  it  was  rejoined  by  the  detached  squadron.  A  troop  of  the  regiment,  under  Lieut.  Story,  took  part 
in  an  expedition  on  the  nth  Sept.,  1880,  against  the  Atchakzais,  and  again  in  the  same  month  the 
regiment  was  employed  in  a  second  expedition,  under  command  of  Lt. -Colonel  Chapman,  against  a 
section  of  the  same  tribe,  in  the  Arumbi  Valley.  Shortly  afterwards  the  regiment  returned  to  Quetta, 
and  from  thence  returned,  under  orders  for  India,  to  Sibi,  furnishing  an  escort  to  Sir  F.  Roberts  through 
the  Bolan  Pass.  After  remaining  some  three  months,  however,  at  Sibi,  the  regiment  was  ordered  to 
return  direct  to  Kandahar.  After  reaching  Kokaran,  it  joined  the  Cavalry  Brigade  under  Brigadier- 
General  Wilkinson,  and  remained  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kandahar  until  the  final  evacuation  of  that 
city  by  the  British  forces. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  8th  Regt.  Bengal  Cavalry  served  in  the  war: — 

Major-General  B.  IV.  Ryall  ( retired )  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign  :  in 
the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and  the  return  to  India  by  the  Thal- 
Chotiali  route.  Commanded  a  moveable  column  in  the  Arghazan  Valley,  and  repulsed  an  attack  made 
by  the  enemy  on  the  British  camp  10  Feb.,  1879. 

Lt. -Colonel  H.  Chapman  commanded  a  wing  of  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign  :  in  the 
advance  to  Kandahar,  the  opening  up  of  the  Thal-Chotiali  route,  the  action  of  Baghao  (charger  wounded), 
and  minor  affairs.  Mentioned  in  despatches  (Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel).  Commanded  the  regiment 
throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  second  campaign.  Commanded  a  mixed  force  in  an  expe¬ 
dition  against  the  Atchakzais  in  the  Arumbi  Valley. 

Majors  A.  F  Lindsay  and  J.  A.  McNeale,  and  Capt.  J.  F  D.  Fordyce  served  with  the  regiment  through¬ 
out  the  first  campaign  ;  Capt.  Fordyce,  as  Adjutant,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of 
Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and  the  return  to  India  by  the  Thal-Chotiali  route.  Major  Lindsay  also 
served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign,  from  Nov.,  1880. 

Captam  J.  L.  Aberigh-Mackay  commanded  a  detached  squadron  of  the  regiment  in  the  Pishin 
Valley  during  the  second  campaign,  from  Aug.  till  Sept.,  1880,  when  ordered  to  return  to  Multan  to  take 
command  of  the  regimental  depot.  Served  with  a  detachment  at  Sibi  in  Feb.  and  March,  1881. 

Lieuts.  J.  de  C.  D.  Meade  and  J.  LL.  Parsons  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign, 
taking  part  in  the  expedition  against  the  Atchakzais  and  the  advance  to  Kandahar. 

Lieut.  G.  H.  Lumsden.  (Assassinated.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  R.  Story ,  King’s  Royal  Rifle  Corps ,  served  with  the  8th  Bengal  Cavalry  during  the  second 
campaign,  taking  part  in  both  the  expeditions  against  the  Atchakzais.  Was  invalided  to  England  from 
Sibi  in  Nov.,  1880. 

Lieut.  F.  G.  Pollock ,  South  Yorkshire  Regt.,  served  with  the  8th  Bengal  Cavalry  throughout  the  first 
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campaign,  taking  part  in  the  advance  to  Kandahar,  the  opening  up  of  the  Thal-Chotiali  route,  the  action 
of  Baghao  and  minor  affairs.  In  the  second  campaign  served,  first  with  the  51st  K.O.L. I.,  taking  partin 
the  Hissarak  expedition,  the  Lughman  Valley  expedition  (June,  1880),  and  the  destruction  of  the  Ghilzai 
villages  (July,  1880),  and  afterwards,  from  Dec.,  1880,  with  the  8th  Bengal  Cavalry,  taking  part  in  the 
advance  to  Kandahar. 


ioth  (DUKE  OF  CAMBRIDGE’S  OWN)  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY 

(LANCERS). 

IN  Oct.,  1878,  the  ioth  Bengal  D.C.O.  Lancers  marched  from  Umballa,  and  in  March,  1879,  entered 
the  Khyber,  where  it  was  chiefly  employed,  during  the  first  phase  of  the  war,  in  holding  the  Pass  from 
Jamrud  to  Basawal,  and  after  the  signing  of  the  treaty  of  Gandamak  formed  part  of  the  rear-guard  of  the 
force  retiring  from  Jalalabad.  During  the  campaign  small  parties  were  frequently  engaged  with  the  enemy, 
in  keeping  open  the  line  of  communications,  and  in  reconnaissances. 

In  April,  1879,  the  Daka  garrison,  under  command  of  Major  Barnes,  ioth  Bengal  Lancers,  of  which 
the  head-quarters  of  the  regiment  formed  a  part,  was  seriously  threatened  by  a  formidable  force  of 
Mohmands,  who  crossed  the  Kabul  River.  The  enemy  was  met  by  a  party  of  Infantry  from  the  garrison 
under  Captain  O’M.  Creagh,  who,  being  greatly  overmatched,  took  up  a  defensive  position,  and  was 
quickly  surrounded.  Reinforcements  of  all  arms  were  sent  from  the  foit;  and  a  part  of  the  ioth  Bengal 
Lancers,  under  Captain  Strong  of  the  regiment,  made  a  brilliant  charge  which  drove  the  enemy  into  the 
river,  and  materially  assisted  in  enabling  Captain  Creagh’s  force  to  retire. .  . 

The  regiment  remained  in  the  Khyber  on  the  retirement  of  the  main  body  of  the  forces,  suffering 
great  privation  from  the  inadequacy  of  the  supply  of  forage  and  water,  and  performing  much  hard  work 

with  convoys.  . 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  regiment  formed  part  of  Brigadier-General 
C.  Gough’s  brigade,  and  under  the  command  of  Major  W .  H.  Macnaghten,  accompanied  it  as  far  as 
J agdalak.  It  was  the  first  corps  of  the  army  to  pass  through  this  celebrated  defile  since  1S42,  and  from 
the  15th  to  the  31st  Dec.,  1879,  was  engaged  on  many  occasions,  both  mounted  and  dismounted,  with 
the  Ghilzais  under  Asmatallah  Khan.  The  regiment  subsequently  furnished  a  squadron  under  Captain 
Barrow,  giving  detachments  at  the  posts  Seh  Baba,  Lataband,  and  Butkhak. 

The  severe  work  performed  by  the  regiment,  and  the  bad  fare  on  which  it  had  subsisted  during  the 
period  of  its  service  in  Afghanistan,  and  more  particularly  in  the  Khyber,  throughout  the  most  trying 
months  of  the  year,  now  began  to  tell  so  severely  on  the  horses,  that  in  February,  1880,  it  was  considered 
necessary  to  order  it  back  to  India  to  recruit. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  ioth  (Duke  of  Cambridge’s  Own)  Bengal  Cavalry  (Lancers) 
served  in  the  war  : — 

Brigadier-General  Sir  C.  H  Palliser ,  K.C.B.  (For  services  see  “Staff.”) 

Lt.-Colonel  O.  Barnes  commanded  the  regiment  during  the  first  campaign,  and  for  some  time  com¬ 
manded  at  Fort  Daka.  Invalided  to  England. 

Major  A.  England  {retired)  served  with  General  Maude’s  Division  in  the  first  campaign.  Com¬ 
manded  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign  during  the  advance  up  the  Jalalabad  Valley,  and  was  pre¬ 
sent  at  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak. 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  D.  M.  Strong  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign.  Commanded  the 
force  sent  to  the  relief  of  Captain  Creagh’s  position  at  Daka.  Served  under  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough 
in  the  second  campaign,  being  present  at  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak.  (Mentioned  in  despatches  and 
Victoria  Cross  order ;  Brevets  of  Major  and  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Bt.  Major  S.  D.  Barrow  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
war.  Was  Staff  Officer  at  Daka  for  two  months,  and  during  the  affair  at  Kam  Daka.  Was  present  at  the 
fighting  at  Jagdalak.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches.)  Served  from  1st  April  to  4th  June,  1880,  as 
Assistant  Road  Commandant,  Khyber  Line,  and  from  8th  June  to  25th  Aug.,  1880,  as  Aide-de-Camp  to 
General  Hills,  Commanding  3rd  Division  N.A.F.F.  Was  present  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier- 
General  Palliser,  at  the  Cavalry  action  of  Patkao  Shana,  in  which  he  was  severely  wounded  in  both  arms 
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by  sword-cuts,  and  had  his  horse  wounded  by  a  gunshot.  (Mentioned  in  despatches,  and  brought  to 
notice  of  Government  by  H.  E.  the  Commander-in-Chief;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Captain  L.  A.  C.  Cook  served  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Transport,  Kandahar  F.F.,  from  19  Nov., 
1878,  till  20  May,  1879.  Under  orders  from  Q.M.G.  Dept.,  surveyed  and  reported  on  the  route  subse¬ 
quently  known  as  “  Phayre’s  route”  from  Jacobabad  to  Dadar.  Served  with  the  5th  Bengal  Cavalry  on 
the  Khyber  line  from  May,  1880,  till  its  abandonment. 

Lieut.  E.J.F.  Wood  served  from  Oct.,  1878,  till  March,  1879,  with  the  19th  Bengal  Lancers,  taking 
part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai ;  and  from  May,  1879,  till  Feb., 
1880,  with  the  10th  Bengal  Lancers,  as  Adjutant.  Was  present  at  Jagdalak,  as  Station  Staff  Officer, 
during  the  fighting  in  Dec.,  1879.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  C.  E.  Pollock  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns,  being  present  at  the  relief  of  Captain 
Creagh’s  position  at  Karri  Daka  (in  which  his  horse  was  wounded),  and  taking  part  in  the  advance  up  the 
Jalalabad  Valley.  Invalided  to  England. 

Lieut.  F  H.  R.  Drummond.  (For  services  see  nth  Bengal  Lancers.) 

Lieut.  A.  Burlton-Bennet.  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  C.  G.  L.  Fagan  served  with  the  14th  Bengal  Lancers  in  the  Khyber  Pass  during  the  second 
campaign. 

Lieut.  R.  C.  Onslow  served  during  the  first  campaign  with  the  1st  Battn.  12th  Foot;  subsequently 
from  July,  1879,  with  the  xoth  Bengal  Lancers,  being  present  at  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak;  eventually, 
from  Aug.  till  Oct.,  1880,  as  Assistant  Road  Commandant  in  the  Kuram  Valley. 


i ith  (PRINCE  OF  WALES’S  OWN)  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY 

(LANCERS). 

IN  November,  1878,  orders  were  received  for  the  nth  Bengal  Lancers,  then  stationed  at  Naushahra, 
to  be  held  in  readiness  for  active  service.  The  regiment  marched  for  Peshawar  17th  of  that  month, 
and  on  the  20th  joined  the  Cavalry  Brigade  of  the  Peshawar  Valley  F.F.  at  Jamrud.  Next  day  it  took 
part  in  the  advance  up  the  Khyber  Pass,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid. 

It  was  the  fortune  of  the  nth  to  be  left  on  the  line  of  communications  through  the  Khyber  Pass, 
while  the  other  two  regiments  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  advanced  to  Jalalabad  with  the  main  body  of  the 
Division.  A  period  of  heavy  escort  and  convoy  duties  ensued,  enlivened  at  first  by  night  demonstrations 
made  by  hostile  bodies  of  the  hill-men,  and  by  the  escorts  of  convoys  having  occasionally  to  fight  their 
way  through  portions  of  the  Pass ;  and  occasional  expeditions  had  to  be  made  across  the  hills  in  pursuit 
of  casual  bands  of  marauders. 

Towards  the  end  of  December  the  regiment  moved  to  Daka,  and  took  charge  of  the  communications 
thence  to  Jalalabad,  to  which  place  it  followed  the  rest  of  the  force  early  in  January,  1879.  While 
Sir  Sam.  Browne’s  head-quarters  remained  at  Jalalabad,  the  line  of  communication  from  Daka  was 
occupied  alternately  by  the  nth  and  the  Guide  Cavalry.  During  this  period  various  expeditions  and 
reconnaissances  were  made  from  Jalalabad,  in  several  of  which  detachments  of  the  regiment  took  part. 
Detachments  were  also  present  with  Brigadier-General  Tytler’s  two  expeditions  against  the  Shinwaris,  on 
the  first  occasion  under  Lieut.  E.  E.  Money,  who  commanded  the  Cavalry  with  the  expedition,  and  on 
the  second  under  Lieut.  H.  H.  R.  Heath.  Ninety  lances  of  the  regiment  were  present  under  the  latter 
officer  at  the  action  of  Deh  Sarak. 

During  the  winter  months  the  regiment  lost  a  few  men  from  pneumonia. 

When  the  advance  to  Gandamak  took  place,  a  wing  of  the  regiment  remained  at  Jalalabad  und$r 
Brevet  Major  A.  H.  Prinsep  (who  also  commanded  the  troops  at  that  place) ;  the  head-quarter  wing 
under  Major  R.  E.  Boyle  (Commandant)  accompanying  the  Cavalry  Brigade  with  the  head-quarters  of 
the  Field  Force.  The  line  of  communication  from  Jalalabad  to  Gandamak  was  at  the  same  time 
occupied  by  detachments  of  the  regiment. 

This  disposition  lasted  until  the  Field  Force  returned  to  India  after  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  of 
Gandamak.  The  regiment  reached  its  old  quarters  at  Naushahra  on  the  17th  June,  1879,  having 
suffered  slightly  from  cholera  during  the  march. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  nth  (Prince  of  Wales’s  Own)  Bengal  Cavalry  (Lancers)  served 
in  the  war  : — 

Lt. -Colonel  R.  E.  Boyle  commanded  the  regiment  (with  two  interruptions)  throughout  the  campaign.

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Lt.- Colonel  A.  H.  Prinsep  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  campaign,  commanding  it  on  two 
occasions  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  Commandant.  Commanded  at  Jalalabad  from  the  latter 
end  of  April,  1879,  till  the  regiment  returned  to  India. 

Captain  S.  A.  Swinley.  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Major  W.  L.  Bax  and  Lieut.  S.  B.  Beatson  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  campaign ; 
Capt.  E.  E.  Money ,  from  Feb.,  1879,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  operations;  Lieut.  H.  H.  R.  Heath ,  with 
one  brief  intermission  of  absence  on  duty,  throughout  the  campaign  ;  Lieut.  H.  Burne ,  from  the  outbreak 
of  hostilities  till  Jan.,  1879. 

Lieut.  F.  H.  R.  Drummond  served  with  the  10th  Bengal  Lancers  during  the  first  campaign,  and  as 
Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough  during  the  second  campaign,  taking  part,  in  Dec.,  1879,  in 
the  advance  to  the  relief  of  Sherpur.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 


i 2th  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY. 

THE  i  2th  Bengal  Cavalry,  under  the  command  of  (now)  Col.  Sir  Hugh  Gough,  K.C.B.,  V.C., 
marched  on  the  26th  Sept.,  1878,  from  Jhelum  for  Kohat,  where  it  arrived  on  the  12th  Oct.  ;  and 
making  its  way  to  Togh,  two  marches  further  on,  remained  encamped  there  till  the  19th  Nov. 

As  a  unit  of  the  Kuram  Valley  F.F.,  the  regiment  crossed  the  frontier  at  Thai  on  the  21st  Nov.,  and 
headed  the  advance  of  the  force  up  the  Kuram  Valley.  On  the  26th  Nov.  it  accompanied  General 
Roberts  in  the  reconnaisance  in  which  the  Kabul  troops,  in  the  cantonment  of  Habib  Kila,  were  first 
seen.  The  regiment,  in  two  wings,  covered  the  advance  of  the  two  parallel  columns  which  moved  up 
from  Kuram  to  Habib  Kila  in  the  advance  of  the  28th  Nov. ;  twenty  men  alone,  under  Lieut.  Lynch, 
going  on  from  Habib  Kila  as  personal  escort  to  General  Roberts,  and  taking  part  in  the  collision  with  the 
enemy  on  that  day. 

The  regiment  was  present  at  the  storming  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal  on  the  2nd  Dec. ;  one 
squadron,  sent  forward  under  Capt.  Green  and  Capt.  Moore,  behaving  with  great  steadiness  under  a 
very  galling  fire.  This  squadron  was  later  in  the  day  taken  over  the  Kotal  by  Col.  Gough,  and  pursued 
the  Kabul  troops  for  some  distance  the  other  side ;  but  darkness  put  an  early  stop  to  the  pursuit. 

Continual  reconnaissances  and  severe  work  over  most  difficult  country,  in  intense  frost  and  cold, 
occupied  the  regiment  till  the  26th  Dec.,  when  the  head-quarters  moved  back  to  Bulesh  Khel,  furnishing 
nine  detached  posts  about  the  country,  and  leaving  one  squadron,  100  strong,  under  Capt.  Green  and 
Lieut  Lean,  at  Zabardast  Kila  :  this  squadron  endured  great  hardships ;  the  constant  work  of  patrolling 
between  Ali  Khel  and  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the  snow  and  scarcity  of  forage,  its  isolation,  and  an  ever- 
impending  attack  by  the  Mangals,  all  rendering  its  situation  most  difficult  and  precarious. 

During  the  month  of  January,  1879,  Col.  H.  Gough,  C.B.,  V.C.,  accompanied  the  expedition  to 
Khost  in  command  of  the  Cavalry. 

On  the  16th  March,  1879,  the  whole  regiment  was  again  collected  at  Kuram;  8  British  officers  and 
473  native  ranks  being  present. 

The  regiment  remained  in  camp  at  Kuram  without  any  active  employment,  except  a  successful  raid 
into  the  Mukhbil  country  by  a  squadron  under  Capt.  Green  and  Lieut.  Lynch  on  the  16th  April  to 
recover  stolen  horses,  until  the  21st  May,  when  it  marched  to  take  part  in  the  great  parade  of  the  whole 
force  at  Ali  Khel  on  the  Queen’s  birthday. 

On  the  5th  June  the  regiment  marched  as  an  escort  to  General  Roberts  in  a  reconnaissance  through 
the  Chakmani  Valley,  the  Mukhbil  country,  and  up  the  Lujjia  defile;  and  on  the  18th  June  marched  to 
Shalozan,  where  a  standing  camp  for  the  summer  was  formed. 

On  the  14th  July  a  squadron  of  the  regiment,  under  Capt.  Broome  and  Lieut.  Lynch,  left  Shalozan 
to  escort  Major  Cavagnari  and  his  party  to  the  top  of  the  Shutargardan  on  their  way  to  Kabul,  returning 
after  completion  of  this  duty  on  the  22nd  July. 

News  of  the  massacre  of  the  Embassy  at  Kabul  having  been  received  on  the  7th  Sept,  1879,  the 
regiment,  leaving  all  surplus  baggage  stored  at  Kuram,  marched  on  the  16th  to  Habib  Kila,  on  the  19th 
to  Zabardast  Kila,  and  on  the  24th  Sept,  crossed  the  Shutargardan ;  and  having  joined  Brigadier-General 
Baker  with  his  advanced  force  on  the  Shinkai  Kotal,  pushed  on  to  Kushi  and  occupied  it  without  opposi¬ 
tion.  The  next  few  days  were  occupied  in  making  reconnaissances  about  the  Logar  Valley  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Kushi.  The  command  of  the  regiment  had  devolved  upon  Major  Green  from  the 
date  of  leaving  Kuram,  Col.  Gough  having  taken  up  his  duties  as  Brigadier-General  in  charge  of 
communications. 
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lln,A!a  th,e  Brigade,  the  12th  Bengal  Cavalry  took  part  in  the  advance  of  the  troops 

under  Sir  F.  Roberts  to  Charasiab,  which  was  reached  on  the  5th  Oct.  That  evening,  a  troop  of  the 
regnnent^unde^Lieut.  Lean,  reconnoitred  the  road  over  the  hills  into  the  Chardeh  Valley,  returning 

On  the  morning  of  the  6th  Oct.,  a  squadron  of  the  regiment  under  Lieut.  Lean  returned  to  Safed 
Sang  to  assist  Brigadier-General  _  Macpherson’s  Brigade,  which  was  coming  on  with  the  baggage, 
encountering  fire  from  the  Ghilzais  nearly  all  the  way.  Lieut.  Lynch,  with  twenty  men,  was  sent  at 
daybreak  to  reconnoitre  the  road  through  the  Sang-i-Nawishta  Defile  towards  Kabul,  but  found  it 
strong^  held  by  the  enemy  who  were  swarming  over  all  the  hill-tops.  This  party  remained  throughout 
tne  da>  with  the  right  attack,  the  action  which  ensued  being  commenced  about  7  a.m.  by  the  enemv 

opening  fire  with  his  artillery  from  the  heights  above  the  defile.  The  remainder  of  the  regiment  was  held 
10  rcscrv  c< 

Early  on  the  morning  of  the  yth  Oct.  the  advance  on  Kabul  was  continued,  and  during  that  and 
the  three  succeeding  days  and  nights  the  12th  Bengal  Cavalry  had  its  full  share  of  the  heavy  and 

capital"1111  W°rk  WhlCh  ^  t0  the  l0t  °f  thS  Cavalry  Brigade  in  connection  with  the  capture  of  the 

,  °n  I^t^1  Pct'  the  regiment  moved  into  the  Sherpur. cantonment  from  a  camp  it  had  occupied  near 
the  Bala  Hissar  ;  but  on  the  30th,  in  consequence  of  a  loss  of  six  horses  which  it  sustained  from  Ludiana 
disease,  it  moved  out  again  to  a  fresh  camp,  ii  mile  to  the  South-East.  Throughout  the  month  if  was 
actively  employed  m  making  reconnaisances  along  the  Turkistan  road  and  into  the  Chardeh  Valley. 

Quitting  its  camp  on  the  1st  Nov.,  the  12th  Bengal  Cavalry  marched  to  Butkhak,  and  there  joined 
a  force  under  Brigadier-General  Macpherson  which  had  been  despatched  to  effect  a  junction  with 
Brigadier-General  Charles .  Gough’s  force,  advancing  from  Jagdalak.  On  the  2nd  and  3rd  exploring 
expeditions  were  made,  with  each  of  which  a  portion  of  the  regiment  was  sent.  On  the  latter  date, 
urgeon  .  .  Calthrop  joined  the  head-quarters  with  two  native  officers  and  a  party  of  recruits  from  the 

depot,  having  come  oyer  the  Shutargardan  with  the  last  convoy  before  the  road  was  closed.  This  party 
“ad ;  been  engaged  vyith  the  Mangals  at  the  attack  made  by  the  latter  on  Ali  Khel,  and  had  done  good 
seivioe.  On  the  6th  Nov.,  the  Kabul  and  Khyber  forces  joined  hands  at  Kata  Sang. 

1  he  1 2th  Bengal  Cavalry  now  took  part  in  the  operations  of  Brigadier-General  Macpherson’s 
force  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Naghlu,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Kabul  River.  On  the  10th  Nov.  it  was 
the  first  regnnent  to  arnve  on  the  scene  of  an  attack  which  was  being  made  by  the  Safis  of  Tagao  on  a 
part}  of  the  07th  Foot,  under  Capt.  Poole,  and  by  its  opportune  appearance  assisted  in  causing  the 
enemy  to  take  to  flight.  On  the  13th  Nov.  the  Brigade  made  its  way  back  to  Butkhak,  where  the 
regnnent  remained,  together  with  a  company  of  the  67th  Foot,  for  the  rest  of  that  month. 

1?  a  •  B-6,  \bt  I?fC'  t^e  hea-d-quarters  and  two  squadrons  of  the  regiment  marched  in  charge  of  the 
Lx-Amir  Yakub  Khan  for  Jagdalak,  and  on  the  7th  again  left  Butkhak,  in  charge  of  other  political 
prisoners,  tor  the  same  destination,  returning  on  the  iith  idem. 

The  fighting  round  Kabul  having  begun  on  the  10  Dec.,  the  12th  Bengal  Cavalry  moved  on  the 
nth  of  that  month  into  the  space  between  the  two  forts  at  Butkhak,  throwing  up  an  earthwork  round 
iiont  and  flanks  in  case  of  an  attack.  No  attack,  however,  took  place  ;  and  at  8  o’clock  in  the  evening 
of  the  14th  Dec.,  a  summons  to  return  to  Sherpur  having  been  received,  the  regiment,  together  with  the 
company  of  the  67th  Foot,  marched  from  Butkhak,  and  reached  the  Cantonment  in  safety  about  3  a.m. 
on  the  15th.  TJie  rear  squadron  of  the  regiment  on  this  march,  having  lost  the  touch  in  the  darkness, 

got  near  the  wall  of  the  city,  and  encountered  a  sharp  fire  thence;  no  damage  resulting,  however,  except 
the  loss  of  some  baggage.  >  e 

.  From  the  15th  to  the  21st  Dec.  the  regiment  shared  the  work  with  the  rest  of  the  Cavalry 
Brigade,  some  portion  of  it  going  out  every  day  to  patrol  and  reconnoitre,  and  the  whole  of  the  men 
remaining  out  all  night  five  troops  lying  in  the  trenches  on  the  Behmaru  Ridge,  and  36  men,  under 
Lieut.  Wilton,  having  charge  of  a  bastion  on  the  south  wall  of  the  cantonment. 

At  2  a.m.  on  the  22nd  Dec.  the  regiment  left  Sherpur  with  orders  from  Sir  F.  Roberts  to  work 
its  way  out  to  Butkhak  through  the  enemy’s  position,  and  effect  a  junction  there  with  the  Lataband 
garrison  under  Col.  Hudson.  Issuing  from  the  cantonment  in  single  file  through  an  aperture  made  in 
the  sand-bag  barricades  of  the  eastern  gate,  the  regiment  moved  on  under  the  guidance  of  Ressaidar 
Bahawaldin  Khan,  nth  Bengal  Lancers,  a  resident  of  the  place,  towards  the  foot  of  the  Siah  Sang  ran<?e. 

I  lie  noise  caused  by  the  leading  horses  breaking  the  ice  in  crossing  a  large  drain  some  300  yards 
from  the  wall  of  Sherpur,  attracted  the  notice  of  the  enemy ;  who,  however,  thinking  it  was  one  of  the 

usual  patrols,  contented  themselves  with  firing  a  few  random  shots  in  the  direction  from  whence  the 
sound  proceeded. 

Losing  one  horse  drowned  in  this  drain,  the  regiment  moved  on  some  400  yards  further  in  the  same 
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order  to  the  bank  of  the  Kabul  River.  The  river  was  swollen  from  the  recent  fall  of  snow,  and  the 
further  bank  was  steep ;  the  ascent  of  it,  too,  was  made  worse  as  each  horse  in  succession  carried  up 
more  water,  which  immediately  froze ;  in  consequence  of  this,  the  weakest  horses,  especially  in  the  rear 
squadron,  numbed  by  the  freezing  water,  failed  to  struggle  up  to  the  top,  and  rolled  back  upon  their 
riders  into  the  river ;  and  some  ten  men,  who  had  lost  their  horses  altogether,  were  sent  back  on  foot 
to  Sherpur,  which,  under  cover  of  the  darkness,  they  reached  safely. 

After  i a.  hour  spent  in  extricating  the  rear  of  the  regiment  from  the  river,  during  which  time  the  two 
leading  squadrons  were  halted,  fortunately  without  making  a  sound,  close  to  a  village  occupied  by  the 
enemy,  the  regiment  crossed  the  Siah  Sang  range  and  pushed  on  at  a  trot  to  the  Logar  Bridge. 

Finding  the  bridge  not  held  by  the  enemy,  and  still  intact,  the  regiment  crossed  and  approached 
Butkhak,  but  was  attacked  by  a  force  which  issued  thence  in  great  numbers,  and  which  kept  up  such  a 
fire  that  the  squadrons,  hampered  by  the  broken  ground,  intersected  by  ravines,  were  compelled  to 
make  a  wider  detour,  keeping  at  a  trot,  and  as  far  as  possible  out  of  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  who  were 
advancing  in  skirmishing  order,  so  as  to  gain  the  Lataband  side  of  Butkhak :  for  day  having  now  broken, 
all  possibility  of  returning  to  Sherpur  was  cut  off. 

Having  gained  the  Lataband  side,  parties  of  the  regiment  were  dismounted  with  carbines,  in  suc¬ 
cession,  as  the  retirement  went  on,  and  by  their  fire  caused  the  enemy  to  retreat  upon  Butkhak. 

Having  fortunately  found  the  Lataband  road  open,  the  regiment  reached  Lataband  without  further 
molestation,  and  joined  the  garrison  there  (whose  orders  to  march  to  Butkhak  had  not  previously  arrived), 
and  Brigadier-General  Charles  Gough’s  brigade,  which  arrived  from  Jagdalak  during  the  afternoon.  The 
loss  of  the  regiment  this  day  was  3  men  killed  and  4  wounded,  one  of  whom  subsequently  died.  The 
officers  with  the  regiment  were  Major  Green,  Lieut.  Lynch,  Lieut.  Wilson,  and  Dr.  Calthrop. 

On  the  23rd  Dec.  the  Lataband  garrison,  with  the  12th  B.C.  and  Gen.  C.  Gough’s  brigade  marched 
via  Butkhak  (now  found  to  be  abandoned),  to  a  spot  near  the  Logar  Bridge,  which  was  still  found  stand¬ 
ing,  though  barricaded,  and  there  bivouacked  for  the  night.  On  this  day  the  final  attack  upon  Sherpur 
had  taken  place ;  and  having  been  completely  repulsed,  the  enemy  had  all  dispersed  by  the  evening, 
leaving  the  country  between  Kabul  and  the  Logar  River  quite  clear.  On  the  24th,  therefore,  the  troops 
under  General  C.  Gough  had  only  to  march  unopposed,  but  in  a  heavy  snowstorm,  into  the  cantonment. 

On  the  26th  Dec.,  1879,  the  12th  Bengal  Cavalry,  together  with  100  men  of  the  9th  Foot,  marched 
from  Sherpur  Cantonment  to  Butkhak,  and  took  possession  of  the  two  forts  there. 

Having  received  orders  to  proceed  to  Jalalabad,  the  regiment  marched  on  the  2nd  Jan.,  1880,  from 
Butkhak,  in  charge  of  General  Daud  Shah,  now  a  prisoner,  and  in  company  with  Sir  Michael  Kennedy 
and  his  party;  and  arrived  at  its  destination  on  the  7th. 

After  a  stay  of  twelve  days  at  Jalalabad,  orders  having  been  received  to  return  to  India,  the  regiment 
marched  on  the  19th  Jan.,  and  arrived  at  Peshawar  on  the  25th;  and  having  halted  there  two  days, 
marched  to  Naushahra,  and  eventually  to  Jhelum,  where  it  arrived  on  the  27th  April,  1880,  after  an 
absence  of  nineteen  months. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  12th  Regt.  Bengal  Cavalry  served  in  the  war: — 

Colonel  Sir  Hugh  Gough ,  K.C.B. ,  VC.  (For  services  see  “Staff”) 

Lt.- Colonel  H  A.  McNair  and  Major  M.  J.  Moore  {retired )  served  with  the  regiment  from  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  war  until  invalided  home  on  the  3rd  May  and  2nd  April,  1879,  respectively,  were  pre¬ 
sent  at  the  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal. 

Bt.  Lt. -Colonel  J.  H.  Greene  and  Captains  IV.  B.  Wilson  and  J.  B.  Lynch  served  with  the  regiment 
throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  the  former  commanding  it  during  the  second  campaign, 
from  Sept.,  1879,  till  its  return  to  India,  and  all  being  present  at  the  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the 
actions  of  Charasiab  and  Kabul,  and  the  operations  at  and  round  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879.  Lt.-Colonrl 
Greene  was  mentioned,  for  his  services,  in  despatches,  and  received  the  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel ;  Capt. 
Wilson  held,  throughout,  the  appointment  of  Adjutant;  and  Capt.  Lynch ,  besides  being  present  at  the 
engagements  mentioned,  took  part  in  the  passage  of  General  Roberts’  force  through  the  Mangior  Defile. 

Major  A.  P.  Broome  served  with  the  Transport  Dept,  in  the  first  campaign,  and  subsequently,  from 
2  May,  1879,  till  invalided  16  Nov.,  1879,  with  the  regiment,  being  present  at  the  actions  of  Charasiab 
and  Kabul.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  W.  W.  Lean.  (For  services  see  5th  Bengal  Cavalry.) 

Lieut.  G.  Ulick  Browne  joined  the  regiment  at  Butkhak  19  Nov.,  1879,  and  served  with  it  till  its 
return  to  India,  being  present  at  the  operations  at  and  around  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879. 

Lieut.  H.  Goad  joined  the  regiment  at  Butkhak  1  Jan.,  1880,  and  served  with  it  till  its  return  to 
India.  Had  previously  been  present,  attached  to  the  10th  Bengal  Lancers,  at  the  affairs  at  Jagdalak, 
24  and  29  Dec.,  1879. 
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13TH  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY  (LANCERS). 

THROUGHOUT  the  first  campaign  the  13th  Bengal  Lancers  formed  part  of  the  2nd  Division 
Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  under  the  command  of  General  Maude,  and  served  at  Jamrud  and  in  the 
Khyber  Pass. 

In  the  third  week  in  December,  1878,  one  troop  of  the  regiment,  under  Major  Nacnaghten,  formed 
part  of  the  force  under  General  Maude  which  proceeded  on  the  first  expedition  into  the  Bazar  Valley, 
and  on  the  21st  was  entrusted  with  the  destruction  of  the  village  of  Halwai,  a  duty  it  most  efficiently 
performed. 

From  the  24th  Jan.  till  the  4th  Feb.,  1879,  145  men  of  the  regiment  under  Lt. -Colonel  Low  took 
part  with  the  Jamrud  Column  in  the  second  expedition  into  the  Bazar  Valley.  On  the  27th  Jan.  they 
were  engaged,  with  other  Cavalry  details  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Col.  Low,  in  cutting  off  the  retreat  of 
the  Afridis  from  the  China  hill,  and  on  the  29th  in  reconnoitring  towards  the  Sasobai  Pass,  when  they 
again  came  into  contact  with  the  enemy.  On  this  occasion  Lieut.  A.  R.  Murray  of  the  regiment  behaved 
with  great  gallantry  in  going  to  the  assistance  of  a  Sowar  whose  horse  was  killed. 

On  the  24th  March,  1879,  a  detachment  of  the  regiment  under  Major  Thompson  formed  part  of  the 
force  under  Brigadier-General  Tytler  which  defeated  the  Mohmands  with  heavy  loss  at  Deh  Sarak. 

On  the  8th  June,  1879,  the  regiment  returned  to  India,  and  made  its  way  back  to  Rawal  Pindi. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879  the  13th  Bengal  Cavalry  was  again  ordered  on 
service,  and  making  its  way  to  Kohat,  where  it  arrived  on  the  28th  Sept.,  proceeded  from  thence  to  join 
the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Gordon  in  the  Kuram  Valley. 

1  he  regiment,  broken  up  into  detachments  and  constantly  employed  in  patrolling  the  country, 
escorting  convoys,  and  similar  duty,  remained  in  and  about  the  Kuram  Valley  during  the  whole  of  the 
second  campaign. 

From  the  8th  till  the  21st  Dec.,  1879,  a  squadron  of  the  regiment  took  part  with  the  expeditionary 
force  under  Brigadier-General  Tytler  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  in  the  Zaimusht  country. 
On  the  10th  it  formed  part  of  a  force  of  all  arms  under  Lt.-Col.  Low,  13th  Bengal  Lancers,  which 
encountered  and  dispersed  the  enemy  at  the  villages  of  Kandoh  and  Katak  Meyla,  and  on  the  14th  it 
was  present  at  the  capture  of  Zawa. 

On  the  evacuation  of  the  Kuram  Valley  in  October,  1880,  the  regiment  returned  to  India. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  13th  Regt.  Bengal  Cavalry  (Lancers)  served  in  the  war: — 
Lt.-Colonel  R.  C.  Loiv ,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  and  earlier  part  of  the 
second  campaigns,  taking  part  in  the  second  Bazar  Valley  and  Zaimusht  expeditions.  Subsequently 
served  as  Chief  Director  of  Transport  with  the  Kabul  and  Kabul-Kandahar  Field  Forces,  taking  part  in 
the  advance  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Twice  mentioned  in 
despatches.  C.B.) 

Major  IV  H.  Macnaghten  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign,  till  27  May,  1879,  taking 
part,  in  command  of  the  troop  which  was  engaged,  in  the  first  Bazar  Valley  expedition.  In  the  second 
campaign  served  in  command  of  the  10th  Bengal  Lancers  in  the  advance  to  Jagdalak,  and  was  present 
at  the  fighting  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  post  in  Dec.,  1879.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  C.  R.  Pennington  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in 
the  war,  commanding  it  in  the  second  campaign  from  Jan.,  1879.  Took  part  in  the  first  Bazar  Valley  and 
Zaimusht  expeditions.  (Mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Majors  H.  E.  Ryves  and  D.  IL.  Thompson  served  with  the  regiment  from  Jan.,  1879,  till  the  end  of 
the  first  and  throughout  the  second  campaign.  Major  Thompson  took  part  in  the  first  Bazar  Valley 
expedition,  and  commanded  the  detachment  engaged  in  the  action  of  Deh  Sarak.  For  his  services  he 
was  mentioned  in  despatches,  and  received  the  Brevet  of  Major. 

Captain  G.  IV  Deane  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign . 

Lieut.  F.  S.  Gwatkin  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war. 
Lieut.  J.  LL.  Balfour  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  second  campaign. 

Lieuts.  A.  R.  Murray  and  G.  LL.  Lumsden.  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 
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i4th  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY  (LANCERS). 

ON  the  outbreak  of  the  war  with  Afghanistan,  the  14th  Bengal  Lancers  was  stationed  at  Peshawar, 
where,  on  the  6th  January,  1879,  it  received  orders  to  march,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to 
Kohat,  to  join  the  Kuram  Field  Force,  under  General  Roberts.  On  arriving  at  Kohat  the  Right  wing, 
under  Major  Mitford,  was  pushed  on  to  Thai.  The  duties  here,  principally  connected  with  the  com¬ 
munications,  were  very  harassing,  and  brought  the  men  of  the  wing  into  frequent  collision  with  the' 
marauding  hill-tribes  of  the  neighbourhood,  particularly  during  the  occupation  of  the  Khost  Valley. 

In  the  beginning  of  April,  the  Left  wing  arrived  at  Thai  from  Kohat,  and  the  regiment,  thus  reunited, 
marched  to  Kuram,  which  was  reached  on  the  13th  of  that  month.  A  squadron  under  Captain  Eardley- 
Wilmot  was  detached  to  the  post  of  Bulesh  Khel,  where  one  of  the  officers — Lieut.  C.  J.  S.  Whittall — 
died  of  cholera ;  and  all,  whether  at  Kuram  or  Bulesh  Khel,  suffered  severely  from  fever  and  dysenteric 
and  scorbutic  affections. 

On  the  23rd  of  Sept.,  1879,  the  Hth  Bengal  Lancers  marched  on  foot  over  the  Peiwar  Kotal  pass, 
the  horses  being  laden  with  five  days’  provisions  for  themselves  and  their  riders,  as  no  supplies  were 
procurable  between  Kuram  and  Kushi — five  long  and  fatiguing  marches  over  the  two  difficult  passes 
of  Peiwar  Kotal  and  Shutargardan.  On  the  30th  idem  the  regiment  had  a  slight  skirmish,  resulting 
in  the  capture  of  a  hostile  village,  and  on  the  6th  Oct.  it  was  engaged  in  the  action  of  Charasiab — partly 
on  the  right  attack,  under  Major  Mitford  and  Captain  Neville,  partly  on  the  right  rear,  under  Captain 
Eardley-Wilmot.  On  the  8th  Oct.  the  14th  Bengal  Lancers  was  actively  engaged  in  the  Cavalry  pursuit, 
resulting  in  the  complete  dispersal  of  the  Kabul  army,  and  the  capture  of  seventy-two  pieces  of  artillery. 

When  the  Kohistan  and  Ghazni  troops  marched  on  Kabul  in  December,  1879,  the  regiment  took  a 
prominent  part  in  all  the  engagements  which  ensued,  particularly  in  that  of  the  nth  Dec.,  when  a  small 
party  under  Captain  Neville  and  Lieut.  Forbes  greatly  distinguished  themselves  in  the  defence  of  the 
guns,  repeatedly  charging  large  masses  of  the  enemy’s  infantry.  Lieut.  Forbes  was  first  wounded,  and 
afterwards  killed.  Captain  Neville’s  charger  was  wounded. 

From  this  day  until  the  final  defeat  of  the  Afghans  on  the  23rd  Dec.  the  regiment  was  almost 
incessantly  under  arms — in  the  open  plain,  mounted,  by  day,  and  on  the  walls  and  Behmaru  Ridge,  on 
foot,  by  night.  A  party  consisting  of  a  non-commissioned  officer  and  three  men  performed  the  very 
dangerous  service  of  opening  communication  with  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough’s  force,  being  let  down 
over  the  walls  by  night. 

On  the  5th  Jan.,  1880,  the  regiment  marched  out  of  Sherpur  on  its  way  back  to  India,  and  re-crossed 
the  Frontier  on  the  26th  of  the  same  month,  at  Jamrud. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  14th  Regt.  Bengal  Cavalry  (Lancers)  served  in  the  war: — 
Colonel  T  G.  Ross,  C.B. ,  commanded  the  regiment  during  the  second  campaign,  being  present  at  the 
operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879.  (Mentioned  in  despatches;  C.B.) 
(Since  deceased.) 

Lt. -Colonels  R.  C.  W.  Milford  and  R.  Eardley-  Wilmot ,  Bt.  Major  J.  P.  C.  Neville ,  and  Lieut.  P.  R. 
Bairnsfather  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in 
the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kabul,  the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  the  operations  round  Kabul  and 
the  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879,  and  were  all  mentioned  in  despatches.  Lt. -Colonel  Mitford 
commanded  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign,  and  for  his  services  received  the  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel ; 
Lt.-Colonel  Eardley-  Wilmot  was  present  at  the  bombardment  and  capture  of  Ali  Musjid,  in  addition  to 
the  engagements  enumerated  above,  and  also  received  the  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel,  and  Major  Neville  the 
Brevet  of  Major.  Lieut.  Bairnsfather  held  the  appointment  of  Adjutant  throughout. 

Captain  C.  S.  Morrison.  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  G.  IV.  Younghusband  served  with  the  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry  throughout  both  campaigns,  being 
present  at  the  action  of  Shahjui,  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  and  the  action  of  Arzu. 

Lieut.  W.  G.  Yate  served  with  the  25th  P.N.I.,  in  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  Division,  during  both 
campaigns. 

Lieut.  C.  J.  S.  Whittall  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  first  campaign.  (Died  of  cholera  at 
Bulesh  Khel,  20  June,  1879.) 

Lieut  O.  E.  S.  Forbes ,  3 rd  Hussars  ( Attached ),  served  with  the  regiment  during  both  campaigns,  till 
killed  in  action  at  Kabul,  12  Dec.,  1879.

15TH  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY. 

EARLY  in  February,  1879,  the  15th  Bengal  Cavalry  proceeded  from  Multan,  where  the  regiment  was 
then  stationed,  to  Dera  Ghazi  Khan,  to  form  part  of  a  column  about  to  be  formed  under  the 
command  of  Lt.-Colonel  Guy  Prendergast,  15th  Bengal  Cavalry,  which  was  destined  to  march  into 
Baluchistan  to  act  as  a  support  to  the  force  under  Major-General  Biddulph  marching  eastwards  from 
Pishin. 

Two  and  a  half  squadrons  marched  from  Dera  Ghazi  Khan  with  this  column,  which  bore  the 
designation  of  the  Dera  Ghazi  Column,  Thal-Chotiali  Field  Force — on  the  24th  Feb.,  1879,  and  making 
their  way  through  the  Chachar  Pass,  and  subsequently  through  the  Han  Pass,  arrived  on  the  3rd  April  at 
Chotiali,  where  a  junction  was  effected  with  the  leading  column  (Major  Keen’s)  of  Major-General 
Biddulph’s  force.  On  the  5th  April  part  of  the  Dera  Ghazi  Column,  including  one  and  a  half  squadron 
15th  Bengal  Cavalry,  accompanied  by  the  column  under  Major  Keen,  set  out  on  its  return  march  to  the 
Vitakri  Valley ;  and  on  the  9th  April  took  up  its  position  on  a  camping-ground  near  Nahar-Ki-Kot, 
which  it  had  previously  occupied  during  the  advance.  Here,  by  the  12th,  it  was  joined  by  the  other 
units  of  General  Biddulph’s  force,  and  by  the  squadron  of  the  regiment  which  had  been  left  at  Chotiali  to 
await  the  arrival  of  Brigadier-General  Nuttall’s  column.  On  the  14th,  the  greater  portion  of  the 
assembled  troops  departed  for  India,  the  Dera  Ghazi  Column,  strengthened  by  the  1st  Punjab  Infantry 
and  other  details,  remaining  behind,  and  being  reconstituted  as  the  Vitakri  Field  Force,  under  the 
command  of  Brigadier-General  Nuttall.  As  a  portion  of  this  force,  the  command  of  which,  on  the 
departure  of  General  Nuttall  for  Jacobabad  on  the  17th  May,  reverted  to  Lt.-Colonel  Prendergast,  the 
squadrons  15th  Bengal  Cavalry  continued  to  serve  until  the  final  evacuation  of  the  position. 

In  the  beginning  of  October,  1879,  in  consequence  of  a  severe  outbreak  of  scurvy  which  visited  the 
troops  at  Vitakri,  orders  were  issued  for  all  men  suffering  from  that  disease  to  be  sent  down  to  Dera 
Ghazi  Khan,  under  the  command  of  Col.  Prendergast,  instructions  being  at  the  same  time  given  for  a 
detachment  15th  Bengal  Cavalry  which  had  been  left  at  that  station,  under  Lt.-Col.  W.  Musgrave,  and 
the  Head-quarters  and  wing  30th  Madras  N.I.,  which  were  stationed  at  Rajanpur,  under  Col.  Georges,  to 
proceed  to  Vitakri  to  reinforce  the  garrison  there.  These  instructions  were  carried  out  by  the  18th,  the 
command  of  the  Vitakri  force  devolving,  on  that  date,  on  Col.  Georges. 

In  December,  1879,  the  Vitakri  F.F.  returned  through  the  Chachar  Pass  to  Dera  Ghazi  Khan,  where 
it  was  broken  up,  the  15th  Bengal  Cavalry  returning  to  Multan. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  15th  Regt.  Bengal  Cavalry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  G.  A.  Prendergast  commanded  the  Dera  Ghazi  Column,  Thal-Chotiali  F.F.,  from  the  date  of 
its  formation  in  Feb.,  1879,  till  it  was  merged  in  the  Vitakri  F.F.  in  April,  1879;  and  the  Vitakri  F.F. 
from  May  till  Oct.,  1879.  Commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war. 
Lt.-Colonel  IV.  Musgrave ,  5 th  Bengal  Cavalry.  (For  services  see  5th  Bengal  Cavalry.) 

Lt.-Colonel  E.  D.  H.  Vibart  served  with  the  detachment  of  the  regiment  at  Dera  Ghazi  Khan  from 
Feb.  till  Oct.,  1879,  commanding  it  from  Feb.  till  June.  Accompanied  the  detachment  to  Vitakri  in 
Oct.,  1879,  ancl  served  with  the  Vitakri  F.F.  till  it  was  broken  up. 

Major  R.  Atkins  and  Captain  F.  R.  JDitmas  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  Dera  Ghazi  Column 
and  Vitakri  F.F.  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war. 

Captain  S.  D.  Turnbull.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Lieut.  F.  P.  L.  White  joined  the  detachment  at  Dera  Ghazi  Khan  in  June,  1879,  and  served  with 
the  regiment  at  that  station  and  at  Vitakri  during  the  remainder  of  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war.

THROUGHOUT  the  first  campaign  the  17th  Bengal  Cavalry  formed  part  of  the  garrison  of 
Peshawar. 

From  the  latter  end  of  September,  1879,  till  the  middle  of  March,  1880,  the  regiment  was  employed 
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on  the  Khyber  line  of  communications,  broken  up  into  detachments,  forming  portions  of  the  brigades  and 
columns  commanded  by  Brigadier-Generals  Arbuthnot  and  Doran,  and  occupying  posts  extending  from

In  the  middle  of  March,  1880,  the  17th  Bengal  Cavalry  was  ordered  on  to  Kabul,  and  on  the  24th 


of  that  month  arrived  at  its  destination.  .  .  ,  _ 

On  the  8th  May,  1880,  the  regiment  accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  into  the  Logar 
Valley.  Two  squadrons  returned  to  Kabul  with  the  General  on  the  29th  idem,  the  other  squadron 
remaining  in  the  Maidan  and  Kohistan  districts  with  Brigadier- General  Baker  for  another  ten  days.  On 
the  return  of  the  column  to  Kabul  on  the  8th  June,  the  regiment  encamped  on  the  plain  between  the 

Western  foot  of  the  Behmaru  hills  and  the  lake.  # 

The  regiment  remained  at  Kabul  till  the  16th  July,  1880,  when  it  returned  to  the  line  of  communica¬ 
tions.  On  the  evacuation  of  the  capital  in  August,  1880,  it  was  ordered  back  to  India,  and  on  the  30th 
of  that  month  re-crossed  the  frontier.

Newnham  (commanded  the  squadron  employed  in  the  Lughman  Valley  expedition,  and  the  regiment  in 
the  advance  to  Kabul),  Captains  B.  II.  S.  Gower ^  and  E.  W.  Chalmers ,  and  Lieuts.  A.  W.  D.  Campbell 
(served  also  throughout  the  first  campaign  with  Sir  D.  Stewart’s  Division,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on 
and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai)  and  F.  H.  Probyn. 

Captain  R.  F  Trotter  was  attached  during  the  first  campaign  to  the  27th  P.N.I.,  and  m  command  of 
the  skirmishers  of  the  Left  advance,  was  present  at  the  bombardment  and  capture  of  Ali  Musjid,  being 


the  first  officer  on  the  heights  before  the  Fort.

i 8th  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY. 

IN  September,  1879,  the  18th  Bengal  Cavalry,  under  the  command  of  Major  T.  R.  Davidson,  was 
ordered  up  for  service  from  Umballa  to  Peshawar,  where  it  arrived  on  the  1st  Oct.  :  from  thence  it 
proceeded  to  Thai,  detaching,  en  route,  one  squadron,  under  the  command  of  Major  Marsh,  at  Kohat, 
the  two  remaining  squadrons  crossing  the  frontier  and  making  their  way  to  Bulesh  Khel. 

Forming  part  of  the  Kuram  Division  under  the  command  of  General  Watson,  the  regiment  was  now 
employed  in  holding  the  line  of  communications  from  Thai  to  Bulesh  Khel,  whither  Major  Marsh’s 
squadron  marched  from  Kohat  in  January,  1880. 

In  December,  1879,  a  troop  of  the  regiment  under  Major  Wheeler  took  part  in  the  Zaimusht 
expedition  under  Brigadier-General  Tytler,  and  was  present  at  the  storming  and  capture  of  Zawa. 

In  May,  1880,  a  detachment  of  the  regiment  under  the  command  of  Captain  Richardson,  while 
reconnoitring  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Thai,  encountered  a  large  body  of  Kabul  Khel  Waziris  and 
Khostwals,  and  after  a  smart  skirmish,  defeated  and  dispersed  them.  The  effect  of  this  spirited  little 
affair,  for  which  a  Brevet  Majority  was  afterwards  conferred  on  Captain  Richardson,  became  immediately 
apparent  in  the  cessation  of  the  raids  of  the  tribesmen  across  the  frontier. 

The  1 8th  Bengal  Cavalry  remained  in  the  Kuram  Valley  and  on  the  frontier  until  the  withdrawal  of 
the  forces,  and  continued  to  do  duty  at  Thai  until  it  was  detailed  to  the  2nd  Division  of  the  Waziri 
Expeditionary  Force,  under  the  command  of  General  J.  J.  Gordon,  C.B.,  in  the  operations  of  which, 
during  the  months  of  March  and  April,  1881,  it  took  part. 

During  the  period  of  its  service  at  Thai  and  in  the  Kuram  Valley  the  18th  Bengal  Cavalry  lost  no 
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less  than  180  horses  and  80  ponies  from  the  “sura,”  a  sickness  common  to  the  frontier,  the  effect  of  bad 
fodder  and  over-work. 

On  the  return  of  the  Waziri  Expeditionary  Force,  the  regiment  made  its  way  back  to  Naushahra, 
where  it  arrived  at  the  end  of  May,  1881,  and  went  into  quarters. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  18th  Regt.  Bengal  Cavalry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Major  T.  R.  Davidson  commanded  the  regiment  throughout,  with  the  exception  of  an  interval 
between  June  and  Oct.,  1880,  during  which  he  was  invalided. 

Majors  H.  C.  Marsh  and  R.  Wheeler ,  Bt. Major  G.  L.  R.  Richardson,  and  Lieut s.  W.  H.  F. 
McMullen,  G.  A.  Money ,  and  J.  E.  Nixon  served  with  the  regiment  throughout :  Major  Marsh  commanding 
it  from  June  till  Oct.,  1880,  during  the  absence  of  Major  Davidson  on  sick  leave,  and  being  engaged  in 
several  small  skirmishes  with  marauders  in  the  Kuram  Valley,  who  attempted  to  drive  off  horses  out  for 
grass ;  Major  Wheeler  commanding  the  detachment  which  took  part  in  the  Zaimusht  expedition,  and 
being  present  at  the  storming  of  Zawa ;  Major  Richardson  commanding  the  reconnoitring  party  which 
cut  up  the  force  of  tribesmen  near  Thai  in  May,  1880  (Brevet  of  Major) ;  Lieut.  Money  holding  the 
appointment  of  Adjutant  throughout ;  and  Lieut.  Nixon  acting  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  Brigadier-General 
Tytler  in  the  Zaimusht  expedition,  and  being  present  at  the  storming  of  Zawa. 


i9th  REGT.  BENGAL  CAVALRY  (LANCERS). 

ON  the  24th  Sept.,  1878,  the  19th  Bengal  Lancers,  then  stationed  at  Mian  Mir,  received  telegraphic 
orders  to  march  at  once  and  join  General  Sir  D.  Stewart’s  Division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion,  then 
assembling  at  Multan.  On  the  26th  Sept,  it  commenced  its  march,  and  after  being  halted  for  a  month 
at  Rajanpur,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Indus,  proceeded  by  the  Dera  Bughti  route  to  Dadar,  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Bolan  Pass.  From  this  point  it  accomplished  the  march  to  Kandahar,  a  distance  of  260  miles, 
through  a  country  containing  but  few  supplies  and  almost  destitute  of  forage,  in  fifteen  days,  where  it 
joined  the  Division.  Three  days  afterwards  it  formed  part  of  the  advance  guard  in  the  advance  on  and 
occupation  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.  From  here  a  squadron  was  detached,  together  with  a  squadron  15th 
Hussars,  3  mountain  guns,  and  2  companies  Infantry,  the  whole  under  command  of  Major  (then  Captain) 
Biscoe,  to  reconnoitre  the  Argandab  Valley  and  send  in  supplies,  which  was  accomplished  successfully. 
The  whole  force  then  returned  to  Kandahar,  where  the  regiment  remained  cantoned  from  March,  1879, 
till  March,  1880.  \ 

On  the  29th  March,  1880,  the  regiment  marched  with  Sir  D.  Stewart’s  Column  towards  Ghazni,  and 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  in  which  action  it  lost  5  men  killed,  and  1  European  officer 
dangerously,  2  European  officers  slightly,  and  52  Natives  variously  wounded;  also  at  the  action  of  Arzu, 
outside  Ghazni.  It  then  proceeded  with  the  Division  under  Sir  J.  Hills,  V.C.,  K.C.B.,  into  the  Logar 
Valley,  and  was  present  at  the  cavalry  action  of  Patkao  Shana,  where  it  lost  2  men  killed  and  15  wounded. 

On  the  15th  July  it  marched  into  Kabul,  and  on  the  7th  August  was  ordered  to  return  to  India, 
where  it  arrived  on  the  26th  August. 

For  its  services,  the  European  officers  have  received  4  Brevets,  and  the  Native  Ranks  17  decorations 
of  the  “  Order  of  Valour.” 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  19th  Regt.  Bengal  Cavalry  (Lancers)  served  in  the  war: — 
Colonel  W.  Fane,  C.B.  {retired).  (For  services  see  “Staff.”) 

Colonel  P.  S.  Yorke  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  the  regiment,  vice  Col.  Fane,  and  joined  at 
Kandahar  in  Dec.,  1879.  Commanded  the  regiment  till  its  return  to  India,  being  present  at  the  actions 
of  Ahmad  Khel,  Arzu,  and  Patkao  Shana. 

Lt. -Colonel  A.  G.  Owen  officiated  in  command  of  the  regiment  during  the  first  advance  on  and 
occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.  In  Feb.,  1880,  was  invalided  to  England.  (Brevet  of 
Lt.-Colonel.) 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  W.  Biscoe  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  first  advance  on  and  occupation  of 
Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.  Commanded  a  column  of  all  arms  sent  out  from  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  to 
reconnoitre  and  collect  revenue  in  the  Argandab  Valley.  In  Nov.,  1879,  was  appointed  Political  Officer 
at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and  received  thanks  of  Government  for  surprise  and  attack  of  Kajbaz  Hill,  occupied 
by  the  enemy.  Rejoined  the  regiment  in  Kabul,  19  July,  1880.  (Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

II. 
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Bt.  Major  G.  M.  Abbott ,  and  Lieut s.  H.  S.  Massy  and  S.  D.  Gordon  served  with  regiment  through¬ 
out,  being  present  at  the  actions  of  Ahmad  Khel,  Arzu,  and  Patkao  Shana.  Major  Abbott  was  twice 
mentioned  in  despatches,  and  received  for  his  services  the  Brevet  of  Major.  Lieut .  Gordon  was  also 
mentioned  in  despatches. 

Bt.  Major  E.  Bruce  served  with  regiment  throughout,  being  present  at  the  actions  of  Ahmad  Khel 
and  Arzu.  (Mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Captain  E.  A.  Young  served  with  regiment,  as  Adjutant,  till  the  19th  April,  1879,  when  he  was 
dangerously  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  receiving  eleven  sabre-cuts  and  a  gunshot-wound, 
and  having  his  horse  shot  under  him. 


ist  REGT.  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

DURING  both  the  first  and  second  campaigns  the  ist  Regt.  Bengal  N. I. ^ served  at  the  base  of 
operations  at  Peshawar  and  at  all  the  Doaba  outposts,  furnishing  escorts  'for  treasure  and  stores 
to  Jamrud,  and  sending  out  small  detachments  for  the  protection  of  the  valley. 

A  portion  of  the  regiment  took  part  with  the  Flying  Column  in  the  operations  against  the  Mohmands 
in  January,  1880. 

A  portion  of  the  regiment  moved  as  escort  of  treasure  from  Peshawar  to  Gandamak  in  March,  1880. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  ist  Regt.  Bengal  N.I.  during  the  war : — 

Lt.- Colonel  L.  H.  P.  de  Hochepied-Larpent  (in  command),  Majors  G.  Atkins  and  G.  P.  Grylls ,  Captain 
T.  J.  Bailey  (took  part,  in  command  of  the  detachment  employed  in  the  operations  against  the 
Mohmands  in  Jan.,  1880),  and  Lieut s.  C.  LL.  Morris  (served  as  Baggage- Master  to  the  forces  returning

2nd  (QUEEN'S  OWN)  REGT.  BENGAL  NATIVE 

(LIGHT)  INFANTRY. 

AS  a  portion  of  the  Kuram  Reserve,  the  2nd  Regt.  N.L.I.  served  during  the  first  campaign  at  Kohat, 
Edwardosabad,  and  Thai. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879  the  regiment  proceeded  to  Peshawar,  and  from 
thence  was  moved  up  to  Ali  Musjid  to  join  Brigadier-General  Doran’s  Brigade  of  the  Khyber  Force ; 
shortly  after  its  arrival,  however,  it  was  found  by  a  medical  board  to  be  suffering  so  deplorably  from  sick¬ 
ness  as  to  be  unfit  for  further  active  service,  and  it  was  accordingly  ordered  back  to  India. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  2nd  Regt.  N.L.I.  during  the  period  it  was  employed  in 
the  war : —

5™  REGT.  BENGAL  NATIVE  (LIGHT)  INFANTRY. 

IN  November,  1879,  the  5th  Regt.  N.L.I.  proceeded  on  service  from  Bhaugulpur,  where  it  was  then 
stationed,  to  Thai,  and  joined  the  2nd  Brigade  Kuram  Field  Force,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Tytler. 
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On  relief  by  the  13th  N.I.  in  March,  1880,  the  regiment  crossed  the  frontier  and  moved  up  to 
Balesh  Khel. 

For  the  next  six  months  the  5th  N.L.I.,  broken  up  into  detachments,  continued  to  serve  at  various 
posts  in  the  Kuram  Valley,  and  on  the  frontier,  50  men  of  the  regiment  forming  part  of  the  garrison  of 
Chapri  when  that  post  was  attacked  by  a  large  body  of  Waziris  on  the  xst  May,  1880. 

On  the  evacuation  of  the  Kuram  Valley  in  November,  1880,  the  regiment  returned  to  India,  and 
eventually  proceeding  to  Jhansi,  went  into  quarters. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  5th  Regt.  Bengal  N.L.I.  during  the  period  it  was 
employed  in  the  war  : —

Infantry ,  Hyderabad  Contingent,  served  with  the  Transport  Corps,  2nd 
Division  Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  throughout  the  first  campaign,  and  with  the  5th  N.L.I.  from  the  renewal 
of  hostilities  till  May,  1880.

6th  (QUEEN’S  OWN)  REGT.  BENGAL  NATIVE 

(LIGHT)  INFANTRY. 

IN  October,  1878,  the  6th  Regt.  Bengal  L.I.,  then  quartered  at  Lucknow  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  G.  H.  Thompson,  was  suddenly  ordered  to  Cawnpore  for  duty  :  at  that  station  it  was  warned 
for  service,  and  on  the  18th  Oct.  proceeded  by  rail  to  Lahore,  from  whence  it  was  ordered  to  make  its 
way  by  double  marches  to  Peshawar ;  rail,  however,  was  obtained  three  marches  out  from  Lahore  as  far 
as  Jhelum,  and  after  several  detentions  the  regiment  reached  its  destination  on  the  19th  Nov.,  1878,  as 
part  of  the  4th  Brigade,  1st  Division  Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  under  the  command  of  General  Sir  Sam. 
Browne. 

On  the  2 1  st  Nov.,  Head-quarters  and  five  companies  were  engaged  with  the  3rd  and  4th  Brigades  in 
the  direct  attack  on  Ali  Musjid,  the  remaining  three  companies,  under  Captain  Birch,  forming  the  rear¬ 
guard  of  the  Division. 

Shortly  afterwards,  the  regiment  was  transferred  from  the  1st  to  the  2nd  Division  Peshawar  Valley 
F.F.,  under  General  Maude.  It  remained  at  Ali  Musjid,  and  had  occasional  brushes  with  the  enemy, 
until  the  2nd  Jan.,  1879,  when  it  marched  to  garrison  Landi  Kotal,  in  the  Khyber  Pass. 

On  the  25th  Feb.,  1879,  Head-quarters  and  300  men,  under  Colonel  Thompson,  proceeded  from 
Landi  Kotal  over  the  Bori  Kandao  Pass  to  join  the  force  under  General  Maude  which  was  moving  out 
on  the  second  expedition  into  the  Bazar  Valley.  Whilst  in  the  Bazar  Valley,  the  force  was  daily  engaged 
in  skirmishes  with  the  enemy.  The  Head-quarters  and  300  men  returned  to  Landi  Kotal  on  the  6th 
March,  and  remained  there  till  the  20th  idem,  on  which  date  the  regiment  was  ordered  back  to  Ali 
Musjid. 

In  June,  1879,  when  the  2nd  Division  Peshawar  Valley  F.F.  was  broken  up,  the  regiment  was 
ordered  to  Peshawar,  where  it  arrived  on  the  nth  of  July,  1879,  having  been  detained  en  route  by  an 
outbreak  of  cholera. 

For  various  periods  during  the  second  campaign,  detachments  of  the  regiment  held  Fort  Jamrud. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  5th  Regt.  N.L.I.  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  capture 
of  Ali  Musjid,  and  the  second  expedition  into  the  Bazar  Valley  : — 

Major-General  G.  H.  Thojnpson,  retired  (in  command.  Commanded  a  column  in  the  second  Bazar 
Valley  expedition,  and  for  his  services  was  mentioned  in  despatches),  Major  W.  Atkins  (commanded  the 
regiment  in  the  second  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  and  for  his  services  was  mentioned  in  despatches), 
Captain  W.  J.  A.  Birch  (mentioned  in  despatches),  and  Lieuts.  C.  H.  Westmorland  (as  Adjutant)  and 
C.  R.  Tate  (since  transferred  to  16th  Bengal  Cavalry). 

Lt. - Colonel  R.  H.  Lnglis  and  Captain  L.  M.  Boileau  also  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  war. 
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8th  REGT.  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

IN  August,  1879,  the  8th  Regt.  Bengal  N.I.  was  ordered  up  from  Rawal  Pindi  to  Peshawar,  and  from 
thence  to  Ali  Musjid,  where  it  arrived  on  the  26th  of  that  month,  having  crossed  the  frontier  on  the 
previous  day. 

On  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  massacre  at  Kabul,  the  regiment  was  directed  to  take  part  in  the 
forward  movement  on  the  Khyber  line,  which  was  immediately  ordered ;  but  in  consequence  of  the 
excessive  sickness  from  which  it  was  suffering — a  result  attributable  to  the  unhealthiness  of  its  quarters, 
and  the  incessant  and  harassing  picquet  and  convoy  duties  which  had  fallen  to  its  lot  since  its  arrival  in 
the  Pass — the  order  to  march  was  countermanded,  and  as  a  unit  of  the  3rd  Brigade  of  the  2nd  Division, 
under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Doran,  it  remained  for  a  month  or  two  longer  at  Ali  Musjid. 

A  detachment  of  150  of  all  ranks,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Webb,  marched  to  Daka  on  the 
2 1  st  Dec.,  1879,  and  on  the  15th  Jan.,  1880,  performed  distinguished  service  in  the  defeat  of  the 
Mohmands  at  Kam  Daka.  General  Bright,  telegraphing  to  Brigadier-General  Doran,  expressed  his 
appreciation  of  “the  spirited  and  gallant  manner  in  which  the  detachments  8th  N.I.  and  21st  P.N.I., 
under  Captains  Webb  and  Young,  respectively,  carried  the  enemy’s  strong  position  on  the  Gara  Heights.” 
In  this  affair  Jemadar  Bahadur  Khan  of  the  regiment  was  killed  at  the  head  of  his  company. 

On  the  25th  Jan.,  1880,  the  Head-quarters  of  the  regiment  marched  to  Jalalabad,  and  from  thence 
advanced  to  Safed  Sang,  where  they  arrived  on  the  1st  Feb.,  and  were  taken  on  to  the  strength  of  the 
garrison,  forming  part  of  the  1st  Brigade,  2nd  Division,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Arbuthnot.  On  the  following  day  detachments  of  the  regiment,  under  Captain  Fishe,  marched  to 
Pezwan. 

On  the  3rd  April,  1880,  Lt. -Colonel  Smith,  8th  N.I.,  was  appointed  Commandant  at  Safed  Sang. 
Forming  part  of  the  No.  1  Moveable  Column,  Head-quarters  marched  from  Safed  Sang  on  the  12th 
April,  1880,  for  Hissarak,  and  were  engaged  in  the  operations  which  were  subsequently  conducted  in  that 
district  by  Brigadier- General  Arbuthnot.  The  casualties  of  the  regiment  on  this  occasion  were,  1  Sepoy 
killed  and  1  wounded. 

At  the  latter  end  of  June,  1880,  Head-quarters  marched  to  Wazir  Bagh,  and  a  detachment  of  273 
men  under  Lieut.  Mansel  furnished  Rozabad  and  Fort  Battye,  and  proceeding  to  Safed  Sang  and  Pezwan, 
formed  part  of  the  Moveable  Column  Camp  under  General  Bright,  returning  to  Jalalabad  on  the  12th 
Aug.  On  that  day  the  Head-quarters  of  the  regiment  left  Wazir  Bagh  for  Jalalabad  Fort,  and  during  the 
night  guarded  the  gates  of  Jalalabad  city. 

On  the  23rd  Aug.,  1880,  the  regiment  commenced  its  return-march  to  India,  and  arriving  at  Burj 
Hari  Singh  on  the  31st  idem,  made  its  way  from  thence  to  Rawal  Pindi. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  8th  Regt.  Bengal  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 
Major-General  G.  A.  Williams  (retired),  joined  and  took  over  command  of  the  regiment  at  Ali 
Musjid,  from  whence,  shortly  afterwards,  he  was  invalided,  and  handed  over  the  command  to  Lt.-Colonel 
Smith. 

Lt.-Colonel  R.  Smith  commanded  the  regiment — except  during  a  brief  interval  at  Ali  Musjid — from 
the  date  of  its  departure  from  Rawal  Pindi  till  12  July,  1880,  where  he  was  invalided  to  England.  Was 
appointed  Commandant  at  Safed  Sang,  3  April,  1 880.  Was  present  at  the  attack  of  the  Mohmands  on 
the  rafts,  between  Jalalabad  and  Daka. 

Major  C.  J.  Walter  joined  the  regiment  at  Ali  Musjid,  where  he  acted  as  Station  Staff  Officer  during 
Nov.  and  Dec.,  1879.  Invalided  to  England  3  Jan.,  1880. 

Captain  Arthur  Fishe  joined  the  regiment  at  Safed  Sang,  and  served  with  it  till  its  return  to  India, 
commanding  it  from  7th  July,  1880.  Was  present  at  the  attack  on  the  rafts  on  the  Kabul  River. 

Major  E.  H.  Webb  joined  the  regiment  1  Oct.,  1879,  at  Ali  Musjid,  and  served  with  it  till  invalided 
to  England  from  Jalalabad.  Commanded  the  detachment  at  the  storming  of  the  Gara  Heights,  and  took 
part  in  the  Hissarak  expedition. 

Lieut.  G.  D.  C.  Gastrell  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  Hissarak  expedition. 
Lieut.  W.  G.  Mansel  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  commanding  the  detachment  with  the 
Flying  Column  Camp  in  July  and  Aug.,  1880. 

Lieut.  W.  S.  Hewett  served  with  the  19th  P.N.I.  throughout  both  campaigns,  taking  part  in  the 
advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar,  the  advance  to  the  Halmand,  the  second  advance  to  Kandahar, 
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the  advance  on  Ghazni  and  to  Kabul  (during  which  he  acted  as  Assistant  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  Army 
Signallers),  and  the  return  march  by  the  Khyber  route  to  India,  and  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad 
Khel  and  the  action  of  Arzu. 

Lt.- Colonel  H.  de  Brett,  i%th  N.L.  (attached),  joined  the  regiment  at  Jalalabad,  and  commanded  it 
during  the  return-march  to  India. 

Lieut.  C.  du  P.  Richardson- Griffiths,  Bedfordshire  Regt.  (attached),  served  with  the  regiment  at  Ali 
Musjid. 

Lieut.  W.  J.  Newell  ( attached ),  joined  the  regiment  at  Safed  Sang,  and  served  with  it  till  its  return 
to  India. 


9th  REGT.  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

IN  January,  1880,  the  9th  Regt.  Bengal  N.I.  proceeded  on  field  service  from  Mian  Mir,  and  joined 
the  Reserve  Division  at  Peshawar. 

Till  the  middle  of  March,  1880,  the  regiment  performed  garrison  duty  at  Jamrud  and  Ali  Musjid. 
On  the  Reserve  Division  being  broken  up,  the  Head-quarters  were  moved  up  to  Jalalabad,  detach¬ 
ments  strengthening  the  garrisons  of  Fort  Battye  and  Ali  Boghan,  the  regiment  now  appearing  as  a  unit 
of  the  2nd  Section  Khyber  Line  Force,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Doran. 

In  the  early  days  of  April,  1880,  a  wing  of  the  9th  N.I.  took  part  with  the  Jalalabad  Moveable 
Column  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis. 

In  the  early  days  of  June,  1880,  a  detachment  of  the  9th  N.I.  took  part  with  the  expeditionary  force 
under  Brigadier-General  Doran  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  across  the  Kabul  River  in  the 
district  of  Kama. 

On  the  evacuation  of  Kabul  in  August,  1880,  the  regiment  returned  to  India,  and  proceeded  to  Jhansi. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  9th  Regt.  Bengal  Native  Infantry  during  the  period  it 
was  employed  in  the  war : — 

Colotiel  T.  E.  Webster  (in  command),  Majors  F.  F  J.  Toke  and  R.  A.  Price,  Captain  H.  A.  Wode- 
house,  and  Lieuts.  A.  T.  Weller  and  C.  W.  Ravenshaw. 


1  ith  REGT.  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

THE  nth  Native  Infantry  marched  from  Rawal  Pindi  on  the  1st  Jan.,  1879,  to  join  the  Reserve  of 
the  Kuram  Field  Force  at  Kohat.  On  the  31st  March  it  crossed  the  frontier  and  made  its  way 
over  the  Peiwar  Kotal  to  Bian  Khel,  where  it  remained  till  June,  1879.  On  the  peace  of  Gandamak  being 
concluded,  the  regiment  was  ordered  down  the  Valley  to  the  line  of  communications  hitherto  held  by  the 
Contingents  of  the  Native  Princes. 

Until  September,  1879,  the  regiment  formed  part  of  the  garrison  of  Bulesh  Khel,  which  consisted  of 
the  14th  Bengal  Lancers,  3  Mountain  guns,  and  the  nth  and  21st  Native  Infantry,  the  whole  under 
command  of  Lt.-Col.  Harris,  nth  N.I. 

On  the  murder  of  Sir  Louis  Cavagniari,  the  nth  N.I.  was  hurried  up  to  join  the  force  under  Sir  F. 
Roberts  at  Ali  Khel,  and  was  eventually  left  to  garrison  that  post  on  the  British  advance  on  Kabul.  On 
the  14th  October  the  post  of  Ali  Khel  was  attacked  in  force  by  the  tribes,  who  were  repulsed  with  loss, 
the  nth  N.I.  having  only  two  men  wounded.  In  November  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  Chakmani 
expedition,  and  then  returned  again  to  Bulesh  Khel,  where,  with  two  companies  of  the  8th  King’s  and 
two  9-pounder  guns,  it  formed,  in  December,  the  base  of  the  Zaimusht  expedition  under  Brigadier- 
General  Tytler. 

From  January  to  May,  1880,  the  regiment  held  the  line  of  communications  between  Bulesh  Khel  and 
Thai.  On  the  10th  June  it  marched  for  India,  having  lost  by  death  during  the  war  2  field  officers  and 
160  non-commissioned  officers  and  men. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  nth  Regt.  Bengal  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war: — 

Colonel  P.  H.  F.  Harris  commanded  the  regiment  throughout.  Commanded  the  Bian  Khel  garrison 
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during  May,  1879,  and  the  Bulesh  Khel  garrison  after  the  peace  of  Gandamak.  Was  present  at  the 
repulse  of  the  enemy’s  attack  on  Ali  Khel,  14  Oct.,  1879.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  H.  G.  Becker.  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Major  C.  M.  Bushby  was  invalided  home  shortly  after  the  regiment  proceeded  on  service,  and  died 
in  England  in  February,  1879. 

Major  A.  J.  Stead  served  with  the  regiment  until  Feb.,  1880,  when  he  was  sent  down  to  Oude  to 
recruit  for  it.  Commanded  the  Left  wing  at  Thai  during  June  and  July,  1879.  Was  present  at  the 
repulse  of  the  enemy’s  attack  on  Ali  Khel. 

Major  E.  P.  Ommanney  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  and  was  left  in  command  of  three 
companies  at  Kohat  during  July  and  Aug.,  1880,  after  the  return  to  India.  Was  present  at  the  repulse 
of  the  enemy’s  attack  on  Ali  Khel. 

Captain  V.  A.  Schalch  served  with  the  regiment,  as  Adjutant,  throughout,  and  also  acted  at  various 
times  as  Staff  Officer  to  the  Commandant  of  the  posts  of  Ali  Khel,  Bian  Khel,  and  Bulesh  Khel.  Was 
present  at  the  repulse  of  the  enemy’s  attack  on  Ali  Khel. 

Lieut.  A.  P.  Williamson.  (For  services  see  5th  Punjab  Cavalry.) 


i 2th  (THE  KELAT-I-GHILZIE)  REGT.  BENGAL 

NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

ON  the  2nd  Oct.,  1878,  the  12th  Kelat-i-Ghilzie  Regt.  arrived  by  rail  at  Multan,  where  it  remained 
until  it  received  orders  to  take  part,  as  a  unit  of  the  2nd  Brigade  of  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  Division 
of  the  Army  of  Invasion,  in  the  advance  on  Kandahar.  On  the  21st  Nov.  it  arrived  at  Mithankot. 

The  1st  detachment  of  the  regiment,  under  the  command  of  Captain  A.  G.  Hartshorne,  who  was 
relieved  by  Captain  A.  Oldham  at  Lehri,  left  Mithankot  in  charge  of  a  convoy  of  1,000  camels,  with 
Commissariat  supplies,  on  the  25th  Nov.,  1878,  and  rejoined  regimental  Head-quarters  at  Quetta  on  the 
23rd  Dec.,  1878. 

The  2nd  detachment,  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  W.  Macdonald,  left  Mithankot  on  the 
27th  Nov.,  1878,  in  charge  of  another  convoy  of  camels  with  Commissariat  stores,  and  rejoined  regimental 
Head-quarters  on  the  nth  Dec.,  1878,  at  Lehri. 

The  Head-quarters  and  Left  wing,  under  Captain  H.  S.  Anderson,  left  Mithankot  on  the  29th  Nov., 
1878,  and  on  the  nth  Dec.  arrived  at  Lehri :  here  Lt.-Colonel  Macdonald  took  over  the  command,  and 
the  regiment,  continuing  its  advance,  arrived  on  the  23rd  Dec.  at  Quetta,  where  it  was  joined  by  Captain 
Oldham’s  detachment. 

Leaving  behind  a  detachment  of  no  less  than  125  sick,  the  regiment  marched  out  of  Quetta  with 
Brigadier-General  Hughes’  Brigade  on  the  27th  Dec.,  1878,  and  arrived  at  Kandahar  on  the  9th  Jan., 

i879- 

On  the  15th  Jan.  the  Head-quarters  and  Right  wing  of  the  regiment  marched  with  the  other  units 
of  the  brigade  on  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  where  it  arrived  on  the  22nd  idem,  and  remained  until  the  return  of 
Brigadier-General  Hughes’  force  to  Kandahar,  which  was  reached  on  the  2nd  March. 

In  consequence  of  the  excessive  amount  of  sickness  prevailing  in  the  ranks,  the  Head-quarters  and 
Right  wing  of  the  regiment  now  received  orders  to  return  to  India,  whither  the  Left  wing,  under  Captain 
Oldham,  acting  as  an  escort  to  E/4,  R.A.,  and  the  sick  of  the  2nd  Division,  had  already  preceded  them. 
The  Head-quarters  and  Left  wing  accordingly  quitted  Kandahar  on  the  15th  March,  and  eventually 
made  their  way  to  Agra,  where  they  arrived  on  the  19th  April,  1879. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on 
Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai : — 

Colonel  W.  Macdonald  (in  command),  Major  II.  S.  Anderson,  Captain  A.  F.  Barrow  (as  Adjutant), 
and  Lieict.  J.  W.  E.  Angelo. 

Majors  A.  Oldham  and  A.  G.  Hartshorne  also  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in 
the  advance  to  Kandahar,  where  they  remained  with  the  Right  half-battalion,  Captain  Oldham  com¬ 
manding  it,  during  the  absence  of  Head-quarters  and  the  Left  half-battalion  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai. 

Lieut.  G.  A.  Collins  served  with  the  13th  N.I.  in  the  Kuram  Division,  as  Adjutant,  during  the 
second  campaign,  till  invalided  in  Jan.,  1880,  taking  part  in  the  Zaimusht  expedition. 
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13TH  REGT.  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 


ON  the  outbreak  of  the  Afghan  war,  the  13th  Regt.  Bengal  N.I.,  which  had  recently  returned  to  India 
from  the  expedition  to  Cyprus  and  Malta,  was  suffering  severely  from  Cyprus  fever,  and  was  not 
amongst  the  corps  ordered  to  the  front;  but  on  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  it  was 
one  of  the  first  warned  for  service,  and  was  immediately  afterwards  directed  to  proceed  to  Peshawar  to 
join  the  Khyber  Division — an  order  which,  however,  was  subsequently  countermanded,  its  destination 
being  changed  to  Thai. 

Making  its  way  from  Agra  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Watson,  the  regiment  arrived  at  Thai  on 
the  3rd  Oct.,  1879,  with  a  strength  of  but  423  of  all  ranks,  it  having  been  found  necessary  to  leave  many 
in  hospital  en  route.  Its  numbers  were  supplemented,  however,  shortly  afterwards  by  the  arrival  of  a 
detachment  of  174  men,  under  Captain  Bingham,  from  Fattehgarh. 

On  the  6th  Oct.  Colonel  Watson,  who  had  assumed  command  of  the  station  as  senior  officer,  made 
a  rapid  march  from  Thai  into  the  Zaimusht  country,  with  all  the  troops  available,  with  the  intention  of 
surprising  a  strong  body  of  the  tribesmen  who  were  reported  to  be  at  the  time  in  the  neighbourhood, 
threatening  the  outposts ;  but  though  some  twenty  miles  of  country  were  covered  by  Colonel  Watson’s 
force,  it  did  not  succeed  in  sighting  the  enemy. 

During  October  and  November  the  regiment  remained  at  Thai  furnishing  strong  patrols  and  guards 
for  the  camp  which  had  been  formed  there,  and  outposts  along  the  line  of  communications  up  the 
Kuram  Valley. 

On  the  28th  Oct.,  a  strong  detachment  under  Lt.-Colonel  G.  B.  Stevens,  with  Captain  W.  M. 
Meacham,  took  part,  with  other  troops,  in  a  night  surprise  of  a  body  of  the  Kabul  Khel  Waziris. 

On  the  30th  Nov.  the  Head-quarters  and  as  many  men  as  were  found  to  be  fit  for  service  marched 
for  Bulesh  Khel,  escorting  1,500  transport  animals  for  Brigadier-General  Tytler’s  column,  which  had 
assembled  at  that  post  in  view  of  the  long-projected  Zaimusht  expedition.  The  regiment  reached  its 
destination  on  the  2nd  Dec.,  and  as  a  unit  of  the  expeditionary  force,  took  part  in  the  advance  into 
Zaimusht  territory  on  the  8th  idem,  and  was  engaged  in  the  various  operations  which  were  conducted  by 
General  Tytler  during  the  succeeding  ten  days,  including  the  storming  and  capture  of  Zawa. 

On  the  19th  Dec.  the  regiment  was  directed  to  proceed  with  all  speed  to  Thai,  as  an  attack  on  the 
garrison  of  that  place  was  hourly  expected.  It  arrived  on  the  following  day ;  but  its  services  not  being 
required,  it  was  ordered  to  push  on  to  Kuram  to  relieve  the  nth  Regt.  N.I.,  and  reached  its  destination 
on  Christmas  eve. 

Employed  with  garrison  work  and  outpost  duty,  the  regiment  remained  at  Kuram  till  the  end  of 
February,  1880,  when  it  marched  down  to  occupy  the  posts  of  Chapri,  Mandoria,  and  Alizai,  the  whole 
being  under  the  command  of  Captain  Bingham,  who  had  his  Head-quarters  at  Mandori. 

In  February,  1881,  the  regiment  was  moved  down  to  Kohat,  where  it  remained  till  the  end  of  March  : 
at  the  latter  end  of  that  month  it  was  ordered  to  Bareilly,  where  it  arrived  on  the  6th  April,  and  went 
into  quarters. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  13th  Regt.  Bengal  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  J.  T.  Watson  commanded  the  regiment  till  8  Dec.,  1879,  when  he  was  invalided  to  England. 
Commanded  at  Thai  from  2  Oct.  till  30  Nov.,  1879. 

Colonel  W.  Playfair  served  with  the  regiment  from  9  Nov.  till  25  Dec.,  1879,  commanding  it 
throughout  the  Zaimusht  expedition. 

Bi.  Lt.-Colonel  G.  B.  Stevens,  Captain  W.  M.  Meacham ,  and  Lieut.  E.  H.  Molesworth  served  with 
the  regiment  from  10  Nov.,  1879,  till  the  date  of  its  return  to  India.  Lt.-Colonel  Stevens  commanded  the 
detachment  of  the  regiment  engaged  in  the  surprise  of  the  Kabul  Khel  Waziris,  commanded  the  Chapri 
outposts  from  24  till  30  Nov.,  1879,  and  took  part  in  the  Zaimusht  expedition;  and  commanded  the 
party  of  the  regiment  engaged  in  the  storming  and  capture  of  Zawa  (mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet 
of  Lt.-Colonel).  Captain  Meacham  took  part  at  the  surprise  of  the  Kabul  Khel  Waziris  and  the 
Zaimusht  expedition ;  was  present  at  the  storming  and  capture  of  Zawa,  and  acted  as  Station  Staff  Officer 
first  at  Chapri  and  afterwards  at  Thai.  Lieut.  Molesworth  officiated  as  Adjutant,  and  performed  the 
duties  of  regimental  Transport  Officer  throughout. 

Captain  E.  H.  Bingham  served,  first  as  Transport  officer  with  the  Quetta  F.F.,  from  8  Oct.,  1878, 
till  invalided  28  Feb.,  1879,  having  charge  of  all  transport  arrangements  at  Quetta;  afterwards  with  the 
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regiment,  from  9  Sept.,  1879,  till  16  May,  1880,  performing  the  duties  of  Station  Staff  Officer  at  Thai 
during  Oct.  and  Nov.,  1879,  taking  part  in  the  Zaimusht  expedition,  and  commanding  the  Mandoria, 
Chapri,  and  Alizai  outposts  during  March  and  April,  1880. 

Lieut.  G.  A.  Collins.  (For  services  see  12th  N.I.) 

Lieut.  IV.  J.  Fairbrother  served  during  the  first  campaign  with  the  Mhairwara  Battalion  in  the 
Khyber  Column,  taking  part  in  the  first  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  and  commanding  a  detachment  at  the 
action  of  Kam  Daka,  and  during  the  second  campaign  with  the  29th  P.N.I.  in  the  Kuram  Valley,  taking 
part  in  the  Chakmani  and  Zaimusht  expeditions,  and  being  present  at  the  storming  and  capture  of  Zawa.

i4th  (THE  FEROZEPORE)  REGT.  BENGAL 
NATIVE  INFANTRY. 


ARLY  in  October,  1878,  the  14th  Regt.  N.I.,  then  stationed  at  Peshawar,  was  warned  for  active 
service,  and  subsequently  formed  part  of  the  3rd  Brigade  1st  Division  Peshawar  Valley  Field  Force, 


under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Appleyard. 

On  the  19th  Nov.  the  14th  Sikhs  left  with  the  brigade  for  Jamrud,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  21st 
crossed  the  frontier  and  took  part  in  the  attack  on  Ali  Musjid. 

One  half-battalion,  250  strong,  led  the  advance  guard  of  the  column,  the  remainder  of  the  regiment 
following  with  the  main  body  of  the  force.  On  the  enemy’s  cavalry  being  sighted,  the  half-battalion 
crowned  the  heights  to  the  right  and  left,  and  shortly  afterwards  100  men  under  Captain  Maclean  were 
sent  down  to  intercept  the  retreat  of  the  enemy’s  advance  piquet.  On  the  artillery  opening  fire  from  the 
Shagai  heights,  two  companies  of  the  regiment  were  ordered  to  skirmish  up  a  ridge  which  lay  between  the 
British  position  and  the  Fort,  and  having  cleared  it,  they  lay  down  under  cover.  About  2  p.m.,  when 
the  attack  on  the  enemy’s  right  was  ordered,  and  the  brigade  moved  forward,  the  detachment  under 
Captain  Maclean,  which  had  been  sent  down  from  the  heights  to  cut  off  the  retreat  of  the  piquet,  was 
ordered  to  skirmish  up  the  steep  slope  in  advance,  and  soon  became  hotly  engaged.  V  hile  the  men 
were  still  fighting  their  way  upwards,  the  order  to  retire  was  sounded ;  but  the  ridge  which  had  been 
crowned  was  held  during  the  night.  During  the  engagement,  the  casualties  of  the  regiment  were,  8  men 
killed,  and  Lieut.  Maclean  and  16  men  wounded.  Shortly  after  daylight  it  was  discovered  that  the 
enemy  had  abandoned  the  fort  a  few  hours  previously,  and  fled. 

The  14th  Sikhs  took  part  in  the  advance  of  the  main  body  of  the  Division  on  the  23rd  Nov.  to  Kata 
Kushtia,  and  from  thence  to  Landi  Khana,  where  it  remained  on  the  return  of  the  3rd  Brigade  to  Ali 
Musjid  ;  within  a  few  weeks,  however,  the  regiment  was  found  to  be  suffering  so  severely  from  sickness  that 
it  became  necessary  for  it  to  return  to  Peshawar,  where  it  arrived  in  the  middle  of  December,  1878. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  14th  Regt.  Bengal  N.I.  during  the  period  it  was 
employed  in  the  war,  being  present  at  the  taking  of  Ali  Musjid  : — 

Colonel  L.  H.  Williams  (in  command),  Lt.-Colonel  W.  Campbell ,  Lt.-Colonel  R.  A.  Wauchope  (also 
served  as  Brigade  Major,  3rd  Brigade,  1st  Division,  Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  from  16  Dec.,  1878,  till  the 
conclusion  of  the  campaign;  mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel),  Major  James  Cook  (also 
served  with  27th  N.I.  from  27  Nov.  till  29  Dec.,  1878,  taking  part  in  the  first  expedition  to  the  Bazar 
Valley;  mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Major),  Captain  J.  G.  Maclean  (till  23  Dec.,  1878),  Captain 
C.  J.  Jamieson ,  and  Lieut.  J.  W.  LLogge. 

Major  L.  Macdonald  served  with  the  27th  P.N.I.  from  21  Dec.,  1878,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  first 
campaign,  and  with  the  same  regiment  throughout  the  second  campaign,  being  present  at  the  action  of 
Ali  Boghan,  and  taking  part  in  numerous  minor  expeditions.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  LL.  H.  Ozzard  served  with  the  1st  Goorkhas  throughout  the  first  campaign.

15™  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY  (LOODIANAH  SIKHS). 

THE  Loodianah  Sikhs  were  at  Sialkot  when  warned  for  service  in  September,  1878.  All  officers  and 
men  on  leave  were  ordered  to  join  at  once,  and  on  the  28th  the  regiment  marched  for  Multan, 
where  it  arrived  on  the  24th  Oct.,  and  joined  the  1st  Brigade  of  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  Division  of  the  Army 
of  Invasion.  Colonel  Barter  had  been  appointed  to  command  the  brigade,  with  rank  of  Brigadier- 
General,  and  Major  Hennessy  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  regiment,  with  Captain  D.  W.  Inglis  as 
2nd  in  command  :  both  these  officers  obtained  their  promotion  to  Lt.-Colonel  and  Major,  respectively, 
shortly  afterwards,  and  Lieuts.  H.  A.  Abbott  and  N.  K.  Stewart  to  Captain,  by  regular  promotion. 

After  proceeding  by  rail  to  Sukkur,  the  regiment  was  separated  into  half-battalions,  the  Right  half¬ 
battalion,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Inglis,  proceeding  to  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  with  the 
Brigade,  and  the  remainder  of  the  regiment,  under  the  command  of  Major  Hennessy,  escorting  a  large 
convoy  to  Kandahar,  where  it  was  rejoined  by  the  Right  half-battalion  in  February,  1879.  The  regiment 
was  placed  in  garrison  in  the  Citadel,  an  important  post  it  held  until  March,  1880,  its  admirable 
discipline  and  conduct  (a  thoroughly  Sikh  corps  in  the  midst  of  a  fierce  fanatical  Mussulman  population) 
being  the  theme  of  general  remark,  and  gaining  repeated  commendation  from  the  authorities. 

On  the  29th  March,  1880,  the  regiment  marched  out  of  Kandahar  with  the  column  consisting  of 
n/n,  R.A.,  the  1st  Punjab  Cavalry,  and  the  1st  Brigade,  the  whole  under  Brigadier-General  Barter,  and 
traversing  the  valley  of  the  Khushk-i-Nakhud,  joined  the  Kandahar  force  en  route  for  Kabul  on  the  15th 
April  at  Karez-i-Oba.  On  the  19th  it  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Ivhel,  and  on  the  23rd,  at  the 
action  of  Arzu,  near  Ghazni ;  and  subsequently  proceeding  with  the  Brigade  into  the  Logar  Valley,  it  was 
engaged  in  the  various  operations  which  were  conducted  in  that  and  the  neighbouring  districts  during  the 
succeeding  months,  including  the  passage  of  the  Tungi  Wardak  defile,  and  the  repulse  of  the  enemy’s 
attack  on  Brigadier-General  Barter’s  camp  on  the  night  of  the  12th  May,  1880,  at  Jabar  Kila. 

Detailed,  with  the  1st  Brigade,  to  form  part  of  the  Kabul-Kandahar  Field  Force,  the  regiment  took 
part,  in  the  month  of  August,  1880,  in  the  memorable  march  to  the  relief  of  the  Southern  capital.  On 
the  31st  it  was  present,  as  the  only  infantry  regiment  employed,  in  the  reconnaissance  of  Ayub  Khan’s 
position,  when  its  steady  repulse  of  the  rush  of  a  large  body  of  Ghazis,  some  6,000  or  7,000  in  number, 
obtained  special  mention  in  the  despatches ;  and  on  the  following  day,  in  the  crowning  defeat  of  the 
enemy  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  it  was  again  engaged. 

In  October,  1880,  the  regiment  returned  to  India,  marching  with  the  force  under  Brigadier-General 
MacGregor  which  reopened  the  Hurnai  route  to  Sibi. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  15th  Bengal  Native  Infantry  (Loodianah  Sikhs)  served  in 
the  war : — 

Colonel  R.  Barter ,  C.B.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Lt.-Colonel  G.  R.  Hennessy  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns  :  in  the  advance 
to  and  occupation  of  Kandahar,  the  advance  from  Kandahar  on  Ghazni  and  to  Kabul,  the  march  from 
Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  return  to  Sibi  by  the  Hurnai  route;  and  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad 
Khel,  the  action  of  Arzu,  the  operations  in  the  Logar  Valley,  the  reconnaissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  and 
the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  D.  W.  Inglis ,  Captain  H.  A.  Abbott ,  and  Lieut.  R.  C.  Hadow  served  with  the  regiment 
throughout  both  campaigns,  taking  part  in  the  advance  to  and  occupation  of  Kandahar,  the  advance  from 
Kandahar  on  Ghazni  and  to  Kabul,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  return  to 
Sibi  by  the  Hurnai  route,  and  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  the  action  of  Arzu,  the  opera¬ 
tions  in  the  Logar  Valley,  the  reconnaissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  Major 
Inglis  also  commanded  the  Right  half-battalion  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and 
for  hip  services  was  mentioned  in  despatches,  as  also  was  Capt.  Abbott. 

Major  R.  E.  S.  Smyth  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns,  and  during  part  of  the  second 
was  in  charge  of  the  Field  Treasure  Chest  of  the  Kandahar  Force.  Took  part  in  the  advance  to  and 
occupation  of  Kandahar,  the  advance  from  Kandahar  on  Ghazni  and  to  Kabul,  the  march  from  Kabul  to 
the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  return  to  Sibi  by  the  Hurnai  route,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Ahmad  Khel,  the  action  of  Arzu,  the  operations  in  the  Logar  Valley,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Captain  F.  A.  Remmington  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign  till  invalided  to  England, 
taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.

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Lieuts.  Tudor  Lay ,  H.  S.  Fitzgerald  {. Durham  L.I)  {attached),  and  G.  Adye  (ist  Cavalry ,  Hyderabad 
Contingent)  {attached),  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  march  from 
Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  return  to  the  Sibi  by  the  Hurnai  route,  and  being  present  at  the 
reconnaissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Lieut.  E.  D.  J.  O’Brien,  South  Lancashire  Regt.  {attached),  served  in  the  second  campaign,  first  with 
the  1  st  Punjab  Cavalry,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Patkao  Shana  (mentioned  in  reports),  and  after¬ 
wards  with  the  15  th  Sikhs,  taking  part  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  return 
to  Sibi  by  the  Hurnai  route,  and  being  present  at  the  reconnaissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of 
Kandahar. 

Lieut.  C.  C.  Hodgkinson,  11th  Bombay  N.L.  {attached),  served  in  both  campaigns,  first  with  the  59th 
Foot,  taking  part  in  the  advance  to  Kandahar  and  the  advance  from  Kandahar  on  Ghazni  and  to  Kabul, 
and  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  the  action  of  Arzu;  and  afterwards  with  the  15th 
Sikhs,  taking  part  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  being  present  at  the  recon¬ 
naissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 


1  6th  (THE  LUCKNOW)  REGT.  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

AT  the  latter  end  of  December,  1879,  about  three  months  after  the  opening  of  the  second  campaign, 
the  16th  Lucknow  Regt.  N.I.  received  directions  to  hold  itself  in  readiness  for  active  service;  and 
on  the  8th  Feb.,  1880,  it  marched  from  Jhansi  under  orders  to  join  the  Reserve  Division  then  being 
formed  at  Peshawar.  Arriving  at  its  destination  on  the  7th  March,  it  was  posted  to  the  ist  Brigade  of 
the  Division. 

On  the  15th  March,  1880,  the  regiment  marched  to  Ali  Musjid,  leaving  two  companies  under  the 
command  of  Major  A.  F.  Taylor  as  a  garrison  for  Fort  Jamrud. 

On  the  27th  March,  1880,  in  consequence  of  the  reorganization  of  the  Northern  divisions,  the  16th 
N.I.  became  a  unit  of  the  ist  Section  Khyber  Line  Force. 

From  the  date  of  its  arrival  till  the  final  evacuation  of  the  Pass  in  March,  1881,  the  regiment 
continued  to  serve  in  the  Khyber,  garrisoning  Ali  Musjid  and  Jamrud,  and  the  small  intervening  forts. 
On  the  2 ist  March,  1881,  it  recrossed  the  frontier. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  16th  Lucknow  Regt.  N.I.  during  the  period  it  was 
employed  in  the  war: — 

Colonel  R.  S.  Moseley  (in  command;  also  commanded  the  post  of  Ali  Musjid  from  16  March,  1880, 
till  final  evacuation),  Lt.-Colo7iel  IV.  G.  Cubitt,  V.C.,  43rd  Bengal  L.L.  (held  charge  of  the  Fort  of  Ali 
Musjid  till  21  May,  1880),  Major  A.  B.  Clare  (acted  as  Camp  Quartermaster  at  the  post  of  Ali  Musjid 
from  27  July  till  26  Sept.,  1880),  Major  J.  T.  JVhish  (acted  as  Provost-Marshal  at  the  post  of  Ali  Musjid 
from  16  March  till  26  May,  1880,  and  commanded  at  Fort  Jamrud  from  27  May  till  15  Sept.,  1880), 
Major  A.  F  Taylor  (commanded  at  Fort  Jamrud  from  16  March  till  25  May,  1880,  and  acted  as  Camp 
Quartermaster  at  the  post  of  Ali  Musjid  from  26  May  till  26  July,  1880),  Lieut.  A.  Montanaro  (served 
as  Adjutant  throughout,  and  acted  as  Station  Stalf  Officer  at  Ali  Musjid  from  16  March,  1880,  until 
final  evacuation),  and  Lieut.  A.  D.  Eyiriquez  (also  served  in  the  first  campaign  as  Transport  Officer  and 
Staff  Officer  of  the  Transport  Train  in  the  Bolan  Pass.  [Mentioned  in  reports.]  From  27  Sept.,  1880, 
till  final  evacuation,  acted  as  Camp  Quartermaster  in  the  Khyber). 


19™  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

THIS  regiment  was  stationed  at  Multan  in  the  autumn  of  1878,  when  orders  were  received  by  it  to 
hold  itself  in  readiness  for  active  service.  On  the  29th  Sept.,  1878,  it  marched  for  Quetta,  pro¬ 
ceeding  by  Dera  Chazi  Khan,  Rajanpur,  and  the  Dera  Bughti  route,  and  reaching  its  destination  on  the 
4th  Nov. 
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As  a  unit  of  General  Biddulph’s  Division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion,  the  19th  P.N.I.  took  part,  in 
January,  1879,  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar.  At  the  latter  end  of  that  month  it 
accompanied  the  same  force  in  its  advance  to  the  Halmand,  returning  to  Kandahar  on  the  4th  March. 

In  the  beginning  of  February,  1879,  the  19th  P.N.I.  was  sent  back  to  garrison  Quetta,  and  remained 
there  for  a  period  of  ten  months.  During  the  autumn,  a  detachment  of  250  men,  under  the  command  of 
Lt-Colonel  Bergman,  accompanied  the  Agent  to  the  Governor-General  into  the  Marri  country  to  open 
up  the  route  for  the  new  line  of  railway  from  Sibi  to  the  Pishin  Valley,  and  was  employed  on  this  duty 
upwards  of  five  months. 

On  the  19th  Feb.,  1880,  the  19th  P.N.I.  marched  out  of  Quetta  to  join  the  force  being  formed  at 
Kandahar  for  the  advance  on  Ghazni,  and  on  arriving  there  was  attached  to  the  Cavalry  Brigade  under 
Brigadier-General  Palliser.  Taking  part  in  the  advance  of  the  Field  Force  from  Kandahar  on  the  29th 
March,  the  regiment  was  prominently  engaged,  on  the  19th  April,  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  one 
company,  under  Lieut.  Marshall,  forming  part  of  the  escort  of  the  two  advanced  batteries  of  Artillery, 
three  companies,  under  Major  Waller,  which  had  been  held  temporarily  in  reserve,  reinforcing  the  left  of 
the  Infantry  line  at  the  critical  moment  when  the  Ghazis  swept  down  upon  it,  and  the  remaining  half¬ 
battalion  forming  up  to  the  right,  and  contributing  materially  by  its  fire  to  the  final  rout  of  the  enemy. 
In  the  action  of  Arzu,  on  the  23rd  April,  the  regiment  was  again  engaged. 

The  19th  P.N.I.  took  part  with  the  Field  Force  in  its  continued  advance,  and  remained  with  it  in 
and  about  the  Logar  Valley  till  the  6th  Aug.,  when  it  marched  into  Kabul,  and  was  broken  up. 

On  the  10th  Aug.,  1880,  the  regiment  commenced  its  return  march  by  the  Khyber  route  to  India, 
convoying  sick,  and  ordnance  stores.  On  the  28th  idem  it  reached  Peshawar,  and  was  directed  to 
proceed  into  cantonments  at  Sialkot,  where  it  arrived  on  the  25th  Sept.,  1880. 

During  the  period  of  nearly  two  years,  throughout  which  it  was  absent  on  active  service,  the 
regiment  suffered  much  from  the  heavy  nature  of  the  work  it  was  called  upon  to  perform,  and  the 
rigours  of  the  climate  to  which  it  was  subjected,  losing,  in  the  course  of  the  two  campaigns,  upwards  of 
126  men  from  disease. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  19th  Regt.  (Punjab)  Bengal  Native  Infantry  served  in 
the  war : — 

Major-General  E.  B.  Clay  ( retired )  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign  :  in  the 
advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar,  and  the  advance  to  the  Halmand. 

Lt. -Colonel  A.  Copland ,  C.L.,  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns,  commanding  it 
throughout  the  second.  Took  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar,  and  the  advance  to 
the  Halmand ;  and  commanded  the  regiment  in  the  second  advance  to  Kandahar,  the  advance  on 
Ghazni,  and  to  Kabul,  and  the  return  march  to  India,  and  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  the  action  of 
Arzu.  (Mentioned  in  despatches  ;  C.B.) 

Lt. -Colonel  C.  H.  Bergman ,  Bt.  Lt.- Colonel  J.  E.  Waller ,  Captain  D.  E.  Gouldsbury ,  and  Lieuts. 
H.  T.  Faithfull  and  W.  S.  Marshall  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns,  taking  part 
in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar,  the  advance  to  the  Halmand,  the  second  advance  to 
Kandahar,  the  advance  on  Ghazni  and  to  Kabul,  and  the  return  march  by  the  Khyber  route  to  India, 
and  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  the  action  of  Arzu.  Lt. -Colonel Bergman  c ommanded 
the  detachment  which  accompanied  the  Agent  to  the  Governor-General  into  the  Marri  country,  and 
opened  up  the  route  for  the  railway  between  Sibi  and  Pishin.  Bt.  Lt.- Colonel  Waller  was  mentioned  in 
despatches  for  his  services  at  Ahmad  Khel,  and  received  the  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel. 


2oth  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

IN  September,  1878,  the  20th  Regt.  P.N.I.,  then  stationed  at  Peshawar,  was  warned  for  active 
service,  and  subsequently  formed  part  of  the  1st  Division  Peshawar  Valley  Field  Force. 

As  a  unit  of  the  1st  Infantry  Brigade,  the  regiment  was  engaged  on  the  21st  and  22nd  Nov.  in  the 
difficult  flanking  operations  which  were  conducted  by  Brigadier-General  Macpherson  over  the  precipitous 
Rhotas  heights  in  reverse  of  Ali  Musjid,  and  which  contributed  to  effecting  the  abandonment  of  the  Fort 
and  the  retreat  of  the  Afghan  forces.  On  the  former  day  a  small  force  detached  under  Major  Gordon, 
20th  P.N.I.,  from  Turbai,  came  across  a  party  of  the  enemy,  and  with  a  few  men  under  Captain 
Meiklejohn,  20th  P.N.I.,  effected  the  capture  of  50  of  their  number. 
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Accompanying  the  subsequent  advance  of  the  ist  Division  through  the  Khyber,  the  20th  P.N.I. 
took  part,  successively,  in  the  occupation  of  Daka  and  Jalalabad,  where  it  remained  serving  from  the 
20th  Dec.,  1878,  till  after  the  signing  of  the  treaty  of  Gandamak.  On  the  nth  June,  1879,  it  commenced 
its  return  march  to  India,  and  on  the  17th  idem  recrossed  the  frontier. 

During  the  period  the  20th  P.N.I.  was  employed  in  the  first  campaign,  detachments  of  the  regiment, 
besides  performing  minor  dudes,  took  part  in  the  expedition  beyond  Ali  Bogham  in  support  of  the  force 
under  Brigadier-General  Jenkins,  which  was  engaged  in  the  destruction  of  the  village  ofShirgirh,  nth 
Jan.,  1879;  the  expedition  to  relieve  Mayar  in  Kama,  7 th  Feb.,  1879;  and  the  expedition  to  Katz, 
across  the  Kabul  River,  in  pursuit  of  Azmatallah  Khan,  Ghilzai,  31st  March  to  2nd  April,  1879. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  20th  P.N.I.  was  again  ordered  on  service, 
and  throughout  the  second  campaign,  from  the  middle  of  September,  1879,  till  October,  1880, 
was  employed  at  various  posts  in  the  Kuram  Valley  and  on  the  frontier  as  a  unit  of  the  columns 
commanded  by  Generals  Tytler,  Gordon,  and  Watson. 

On  the  31st  Oct.,  1879,  a  detachment  of  the  regiment  formed  part  of  a  flying  column  under 
Col.  Rogers,  20th  P.N.I.,  which  made  a  demonstration  against  3,000  hostile  Lasherzais,  near  Bulesh 
Khel,  and  dispersed  them. 

From  the  8th  till  the  21st  Dec.,  1879,  the  regiment  took  part  with  the  expeditionary  force  under 
General  Tytler  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  in  the  Zaimusht  country,  a  detachment  being 
engaged  with  the  party  under  Col.  Rogers,  20th  P.N.I.,  in  the  destruction  of  the  Watazai  villages  on  the 
8th  Dec.,  a  detachment,  with  other  details  under  Col.  Rogers,  being  left  to  defend  the  camp  of  the 
expeditionary  force  on  the  13th  Dec.,  and  a  detachment  being  engaged  on  the  following  day  in  action 
of  Zawa. 

On  the  evacuation  of  the  Kuram  Valley  the  regiment  was  withdrawn  to  Thai,  and  from  thence 
eventually  made  its  way  to  Jalandhar. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  20th  Regt.  P.N.I.  during  the  period  it  was  employed 
in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  R.  G.  Rogers,  C.B.  (in  command  throughout  both  campaigns,  with  the  exception  of  an 
interval  during  the  second,  in  which  he  commanded  the  Rawal  Pindi  Brigade),  Lt. -Colonel  W.  H.  Gordon 
(throughout  both  campaigns,  and  in  command  during  part  of  second),  Lt. -Colonel J.  Bartleman  (from 
1  Feb.,  1879,  till  conclusion  of  first  campaign,  and  also  during  second  campaign),  Major  W.  H. 
Meiklejohn  (throughout  both  campaigns),  Major  G.  M.  D.  Hill  (throughout  both  campaigns),  Captain 
L.  B.  Irwin  (from  outbreak  of  war  till  Jan.,  1879,  and  from  17  May,  1879,  till  conclusion  of  first  cam¬ 
paign,  and  also  during  part  of  second  campaign),  and  Lieut.  W.  O.  Harris  (throughout  both  campaigns). 
Colofiel  Rogers  was  mentioned  in  despatches  for  the  operations  in  the  Lughman  Valley  and  in  the 
Zaimusht  country,  and  for  his  services  received  a  Companionship  of  the  Bath  ;  Lt.-Colonel  Gordon  was 
mentioned  in  despatches  for  Ali  Musjid  and  the  Zaimusht  operations;  and  Lt.-Colonel  Bartleman  and 
Major  Meiklejohn  were  mentioned  in  despatches  for  the  Zaimusht  operations. 


2 1  st  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

THE  2 ist  P.N.I.  was  quartered  at  Rawal  Pindi  when  it  received  orders,  on  the  8th  Oct.,  1878,  to 
proceed  to  Thai,  to  form  part  of  the  force  assembling  there  under  the  command  of  General 
Roberts  for  the  impending  invasion  of  Afghanistan;  and  marching  on  the  16th  idem  by  way  of  Kohat, 
eventually  reached  its  destination  on  the  13th  Nov.,  1878. 

On  the  7th  Dec.  the  regiment  proceeded  with  General  Roberts  to  Hazar  Pir,  and  remained 
garrisoning  that  post  till  the  2nd  Jan.,  1879,  when  it  marched  with  the  expeditionary  force  under  General 
Roberts  for  Khost,  and  took  part  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  in  that  district  during  the 
succeeding  fortnight.  At  the  action  of  Matun  on  the  7th,  the  Left  wing  took  and  burned  two  villages, 
and  captured  82  prisoners,  the  Right  wing  at  the  same  time  taking  and  burning  three  villages,  and  losing 
r  man,  killed.  During  the  night  of  the  8th  the  regiment  assisted  in  repelling  an  attack  which  was  made 
by  the  enemy  on  the  camp.  On  the  10th  the  Left  wing  accompanied  General  Roberts  on  a  raid,  the 
Right  wing  remaining  and  garrisoning  Matun. 

The  regiment  left  Matun  on  the  27th  Jan.  for  Hazar  Pir,  where  it  arrived  on  the  31st  idem,  and 
remained  till  the  5th  March ;  it  then  proceeded  to  Shinak  to  repair  the  road,  a  duty  on  which  it  remained 
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engaged  till  the  27th  of  that  month,  on  which  date  it  marched  for  Kuram,  arriving  on  the  1st  April.  On 
the  8th  the  regiment  advanced  to  Ali  Khel,  and  from  thence,  on  the  conclusion  of  peace,  proceeded  to 
Bulesh  Khel,  where  it  remained  throughout  the  succeeding  summer.  While  the  regiment  was  at  Bulesh 
Khel,  the  regiment  lost  1  Subadar  and  1  Sepoy,  killed  by  the  Massugais,  while  wood-cutting. 

On  the  25th  Sept.,  1879,  the  21st  P.N.I.  was  relieved  by  the  20th  P.N.I.,  and  marched  for  the 
Shutargardan,  where  it  arrived  on  the  30th,  the  rear-guard  having  been  attacked  by  and  having  beaten 
off  the  enemy  in  the  Hazardarakht  defile  en  route.  Remaining  to  form  part  of  the  garrison,  the  regiment 
took  a  prominent  part  in  the  action  of  the  2nd  Oct.,  when  the  enemy’s  attack  on  the  Shutargardan  was 
repulsed  with  the  infliction  of  heavy  loss;  and  again  on  the  14th  it  was  engaged  in  the  action  of  the  Surkai 
Kotal,  when  the  enemy  received  another  severe  lesson,  being  beaten  off  and  dispersed  with  great 
slaughter.  During  the  18th  and  19th  Oct.  the  Shutargardan  was  besieged,  some  15,000  of  the  enemy 
surrounding  it,  and  keeping  up  a  heavy  but  comparatively  ineffective  fire,  fill  they  retired  on  receipt  of 
intelligence  of  the  arrival  of  Brigadier-General  Hugh  Gough’s  force  at  Kushi.  On  the  evacuation  of  the 
Shutargardan  on  the  21st  Oct.  the  regiment  marched  to  Kushi,  but  on  arriving  there  received  orders  to 
return  to  Ali  Khel  owing  to  the  disturbed  state  of  the  country  surrounding  that  post,  and  retracing  its 
steps,  arrived  at  its  destination  on  the  29th. 

The  2 1  st  P.N.I.  remained  at  Ali  Khel  with  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Gordon  till  the  with¬ 
drawal  from  that  post ;  it  was  then  told  off  to  garrison  Habib  Killa,  and  continued  there  from  the  9th 
Nov.,  1879,  till  the  18th  April,  1880,  suffering  much  from  the  excessive  severity  of  the  climate. 

After  remaining  in  the  Kuram  Valley  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  the  regiment  marched  to 
Peshawar. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  21st  Regt.  (Punjab)  Bengal  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war: — 

Colonel.  J.  B.  Thelwall ,  C.B.  {retired).  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Bt.  Lt.-Colotiel  F.  IV.  Collis  officiated  in  command  of  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the 
Khost  Valley  expedition,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of  Matun,  the  defence  of  the  Shutargardan,  and 
the  action  of  the  Surkai  Kotal.  (Mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel,  and  permanent 
command  of  the  regiment.) 

Major  J.  G.  T.  Carruthers  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  Khost  Valley 
expedition,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of  Matun  and  the  defence  of  the  Shutargardan. 

Captain  G.  H.  C.  Dyce  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part  in  the  Khost  Valley 
expedition,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of  Matun,  the  defence  of  the  Shutargardan,  and  the  action 
of  the  Surkai  Kotal.  (Mentioned  in  despatches  for  gallant  conduct.) 

Lieut.  H.  H.  Sweetenham  served  with  the  regiment,  as  Adjutant,  throughout  the  first  campaign, 
and  till  Jan.,  1880,  during  the  second.  (Since  deceased.) 

Lieut.  IV.  H.  Young  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns. 

Lieut.  W.  C.  Faithfull  served  with  the  20th  P.N.I.  throughout  both  campaigns,  taking  part  with 
that  regiment  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid,  the  Zaimusht  expedition,  and  numerous  minor  operations. 

Lieut.  C.  M.  Fitzgerald ,  Commissariat  Dept.,  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign,  and 
with  the  Commissariat  Dept,  in  the  second.  Was  present  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar 
Kotal  and  the  action  of  Matun.  Held  for  three  months  the  Commissariat  charge  of  Pezwan,  Jagdalak, 
and  Seh  Baba.  Was  present  with  Col.  Jenkins’  force  at  the  second  action  of  Charasiab.  Proceeded 
in  Commissariat  charge  of  2nd  Brigade  2nd  Division  N.A.F.F.  to  Koh-i-Daman,  and  of  the  Cavalry 
Brigade,  Kabul-Kandahar  F.F.,  in  the  march  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  the  battle 
of  Kandahar. 

Lieut.  P.  M.  Carpendale  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign  from  May  till  Oct.,  1880. 


2 2nd  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

THROUGHOUT  the  first  campaign  the  22nd  Regt.  Punjab  N.I.  formed  part  of  the  garrison  of 
Peshawar. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879  the  regiment  formed  part  of  the  2nd  Brigade 
Khyber  Division,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot. 

Participating  in  the  forward  movement  of  the  troops  on  the  Khyber  line  in  December,  1879,  in  view 
of  the  advance  of  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough’s  Brigade  to  the  relief  of  Sherpur,  the  22nd  P.N.I.  was 
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moved  rapidly  forward  by  wings,  the  Head-quarters  arriving  by  the  end  of  that  month  at  Safed  Sang, 
detachments  being  furnished  en  route  at  Daka,  Basawal,  Barikab,  Fort  Battye,  and  Rozabad,  and  three 
companies  being  sent  forward  to  reinforce  Pezwan.  The  regiment  suffered  at  this  time  very  severely 
from  the  unhealthy  nature  of  the  climate  and  the  exposure  to  which  it  was  subjected,  losing  on  the 
2 1st  Jan.,  1880,  its  Commandant,  Colonel  J.  J.  O’Brien,  amongst  many  others. 

At  the  latter  end  of  March  the  Head-quarters  22nd  P.N.I.  moved  to  Seh  Baba,  where  the  whole 
regiment,  with  the  exception  of  the  Jagdalak  detachment,  was  shortly  afterwards  concentrated. 

On  the  evacuation  of  the  advanced  posts  on  the  Khyber  line  in  August,  1880,  the  regiment 
returned  to  India,  and  proceeding  to  Mian  Mir,  went  into  quarters. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  22nd  Regt.  Puujab  Native  Infantry  during  the  period 
it  was  employed  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  J.  J.  O’Brien  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division),  Colonel  B.  T.  Stafford  (in  command 
from  21  Jan.,  1880),  Major  C.  H.  Bridges ,  Captains  J.  G.  Hare  (died  of  pneumonia  at  Safed  Sang, 
3  Jan.,  1880),  A.  S.  M’Rae  and  B.  Gordon ,  and  Lieuts.  R.  H.  Rattray  and  F  E.  C.  H  Gordon- 
Cumming,  Cheshire  Regt.  (attached). 

Lieut.  J.  Lamb  served  with  the  Mhairwara  Battalion  in  the  first  campaign  till  22  March,  1879,  and 
with  the  24th  P.N.I.  throughout  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak  in  Dec., 
1879,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in 
despatches.) 


23RD  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY 

(PIONEERS). 

AS  a  unit  of  the  Kuram  Valley  F.F.,  the  23rd  Punjab  Pioneers  crossed  the  frontier  at  Thai  on  the 
20th  Nov.,  1878,  and  took  part  in  the  advance  into  Afghanistan. 

On  the  28th  Nov.,  t 8 7 8,  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  reconnaissance  in  force  which  was  conducted 
to  the  foot  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  and  on  the  2nd  Dec.  was  present  at  the  assault  and.  capture  of  that 
position,  being  prominently  engaged  in  both  the  first  and  second  turning  movements  which  were  carried 
out  under  General  Roberts’  immediate  command.  On  that  day  the  regiment  had  to  deplore  the  loss 
of  a  gallant  officer  in  the  death  of  Major  A.  D.  Anderson,  who  fell  while  leading  his  men  in  the  front 
fighting  line  under  a  murderous  fire  from  the  enemy. 

In  the  second  week  in  December,  1878,  the  23rd  Pioneers,  after  advancing  with  the  rest  of  the 
Division  to  Ali  Khel,  marched  from  that  post  to  Fort  Kuram  with  the  Brigade  under  General  Roberts 
which  was  attacked  by  the  Mangal  hordes  in  the  Mangior  defile.  On  the  return  of  the  Brigade  it  was 
left,  with  other  details,  at  Kuriah  ;  and  during  the  following  month  it  took  part  in  the  operations  in  the 
Khost  Valley. 

The  regiment  was  employed  on  the  Thai  and  Kuram  road  from  Feb.  till  April,  1879,  after  which  it 
returned  to  Ali  Khel ;  from  thence,  on  the  1st  June,  it  marched  to  Shalozan,  whence  a  wing  was  detached 
to  the  Shank  Gorge,  and  was  there  employed  till  the  beginning  of  Sept.,  1879,  in  felling  timber,  quarrying 
stone,  &c.,  while  the  wing  at  Ali  Khel  was  engaged  in  road-making,  lime-burning,  and  the  like,  on  the  site 
of  the  proposed  cantonment. 

On  the  receipt  of  news  of  the  Kabul  massacre,  the  23rd  Pioneers  was  pushed  forward  to  seize  and  hold 
the  Shutargardan  Pass,  and  subsequently  took  part  in  the  advance  of  Sir  F.  Roberts’  Division  on  Kabul. 
Early  on  the  morning  of  the  6th  Oct.  a  working  party  of  the  23rd  was  sent  forward,  with  supports,  to  the 
entrance  of  the  Sang-i-Nawishta  defile,  where  the  fire  of  the  enemy  was  first  drawn.  In  the  action  (of  Chara- 
siab)  which  was  fought  later  in  the  day,  two  companies,  under  Captain  Paterson,  were  engaged  in  the  right 
attack  under  Major  White,  92nd  Highlanders,  and  the  remainder  of  the  regiment  in  General  Baker’s  left 
flanking  movement,  and  assisted  in  carrying  in  brilliant  succession  ridge  after  ridge  of  the  heights  upon 
which  the  enemy  took  up  his  position.  For  their  forward  gallantry  in  the  capture  of  the  enemy’s  guns  by 
Captain  Paterson’s  detachment,  Jemadar  Beer  Singh  and  two  Sepoys  subsequently  received  the  Order  of 
Merit.  The  enemy  defeated  and  dispersed,  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  continued  advance  of  the 
Division,  and  was  engaged,  during  the  two  succeeding  days,  in  the  operations  which  resulted  in  the  fall 
of  Kabul. 
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In  November,  1879,  the  left  wing  of  the  23rd  Pioneers  was  detached  to  Lataband.  In  December 
the  Right  wing  garrisoned  Sherpur  during  the  investment  of  that  place,  and  was  afterwards  employed  in 
blowing  down  the  various  fortified  enclosures  round  the  British  cantonments.  The  left  wing  rejoined 
Head-quarters  on  the  24th  December,  1879,  and  the  whole  regiment  was  subsequently  employed  in 
making  roads  and  opening  up  the  country  round  Sherpur. 

In  April,  1880,  the  23rd  Pioneers  formed  part  of  the  Column  under  General  Ross,  which  proceeded 
into  the  Wardak  country  to  co-operate  with  the  force  under  Sir  Donald  Stewart  advancing  from  Kandahar, 
and  was  engaged  in  the  various  operations  which  were  conducted  during  the  succeeding  months,  including 
the  actions  near  Zaidabad  on  the  25th  and  26th  April. 

As  a  unit  of  the  1st  Brigade  Kabul-Kandahar  F.F.,  the  regiment  took  part,  in  August,  1880,  in  the 
advance  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar.  During  the  march  the  regiment  was  constantly  employed  in  con¬ 
structing  camps,  improving  roads,  and  other  important  work,  and  after  the  arrival  of  the  Division  at  its 
destination  it  was  engaged,  on  the  1st  Sept.,  1880,  in  the  defeat  of  Ayub  Khan  and  the  capture  of  his 
guns  before  Kandahar. 

The  23rd  Pioneers  was  one  of  the  first  battalions  which  quitted  Kandahar  for  India,  and  after  an 
absence  of  a  little  more  than  two  years  on  service,  arrived  at  its  cantonments  at  Mian  Mir,  Punjab,  on 
the  2nd  Oct.,  1880. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  23rd  (Punjab)  Bengal  Native  Infantry  (Pioneers)  served  in 
the  war : — 

Major-General  A.  A.  Currie ,  C.B.  (retired),  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  first,  and 
during  the  earlier  part  of  the  second  campaign  :  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the 
passage  of  the  Mangior  defile,  the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  the  subsequent  operations  resulting  in  the  fall 
of  Kabul.  (Mentioned  in  despatches  ;  C.B.) 

Lt. -Colonel H.  Collett ,  C.B. ,  served  throughout  the  first  campaign  as  Assistant  Quartermaster-General 
with  the  Kuram  Valley  F.F.,  and  during  the  second  campaign,  first  as  Assistant  Quartermaster-General 
with  the  1st  Division  Kabul  F.F.,  and  afterwards  in  command  of  the  regiment.  Besides  being  present  at 
numerous  minor  affairs,  took  part  in  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the  operations  at 
Shekabad,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Four  times 
mentioned  in  despatches;  C.B.) 

Major  A.  D.  A?ulerson.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Bt.  Major  H.  Paterson  served  with  the  regiment — with  the  exception  of  two  brief  intervals  during 
which  he  was  detached  to  the  Depot  to  equip  and  bring  up  recruits — throughout  both  campaigns,  taking 
part  in  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the  Passage  of  the  Mangior  defile,  the  action  of 
Charasiab  and  subsequent  operations  resulting  in  the  fall  of  Kabul,  the  actions  near  Zaidabad,  25  and 
26  April,  1880,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned 
in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Bt.  Major  S.  V.  Gordon  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in 
the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  subsequent  operations  resulting  in  the  fall  of  Kabul,  the  actions  near 
Zaidabad,  25  and  26  April,  1880,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  ol 
Kandahar,  and  commanding  the  wing  of  Lataband  during  the  investment  of  Sherpur.  (Twice  mentioned 
in  despatches ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Captain  J.  F  J.  Miller  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  Kuram  Valley  from  April  till  Aug.,  1879. 
when  he  reverted  to  the  Dept.  Public  Works. 

Captain  V.  G.  L.  Eyre ,  and  Lieuts.  D.  Chesney  and  A.  E.  Jones  served  with  the  regiment  throughout 
both  campaigns,  taking  part  in  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the  passage  of  the 
Mangior  defile,  the  action  of  Charasiab  and  subsequent  operations  resulting  in  the  fall  of  Kabul,  the 
defence  of  Sherpur,  the  actions  near  Zaidabad,  25  and  26  April,  1880,  the  advance  from  Kabul  to  the 
relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  Lieut.  Chesney  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar, 
and  for  his  services  at  the  action  of  Charasiab  was  mentioned  in  despatches. 

Lieut.  W.  H.  Jameson  served  with  the  29th  P.N.I.  in  the  first  campaign,  from  23  Dec.,  1878,  and 
throughout  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  Zaimusht  expedition  and  action  of  Zawa. 
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24th  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

IN  October,  1878,  the  24th  Regt.  P.N.I.,  then  stationed  at  Jhansi,  was  warned  for  active  service,  and 
proceeding  to  Peshawar,  formed  part  of  General  Maude’s  Division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion. 

In  January,  1879,  356  men  of  the  regiment  took  part  with  the  Jamrud  Column  in  the  operations 
which  were  conducted  by  General  Maude  in  the  second  expedition  into  the  Bazar  Valley.  While  engaged 
with  a  detached  force  in  blowing  up  the  towers  of  Halwai  on  the  28th,  a  sepoy  of  the  regiment  was 
wounded.  On  the  31st  some  men  of  the  regiment  forming  part  of  the  rear-guard  of  a  convoy  particularly 
distinguished  themselves  in  following  Lieut.  Hart,  R.E.  (on  whom  the  Victoria  Cross  was  subsequently 
conferred  for  his  gallantry),  to  the  assistance  of  a  wounded  sowar  under  a  heavy  cross  fire. 

A  few  weeks  after  the  return  of  the  Bazar  Valley  expeditionary  force  to  the  line  of  communications, 
one  wing  of  the  regiment  was  moved  forward  to  Landi  Kotal,  the  other  wing  remaining  at  Jamrud. 
There  they  were  employed,  respectively,  on  garrison  and  escort  duty  till  after  the  signing  of  the  treaty  of 
Gandamak. 

During  the  interval  between  the  first  and  second  campaigns,  the  24th  P.N.I.  continued  to  serve  in 
the  Pass  as  a  unit  of  the  Khyber  Brigade. 

Shortly  after  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  regiment,  taking  part  in  the 
forward  concentration  of  the  troops  on  the  Khyber  line,  advanced  by  wings  to  Daka,  Jalalabad,  and 
Gandamak,  where  Head-quarters  arrived  at  the  latter  end  of  October.  On  the  3rd  Nov.  six  companies 
marched  from  that  post  with  the  Moveable  Column  under  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough  for  Kata  Sang, 
where  a  junction  was  effected  with  the  Kabul  Field  Force. 

In  the  first  week  in  December,  1879,  the  regiment  returned  from  Gandamak  to  Jalalabad,  in  view  of 
General  Bright’s  then  projected  expedition  into  the  Lughman  Valley ;  but  during  the  succeeding  week  it 
was  moved  back  again,  owing  to  reinforcements  being  required  to  enable  Brigadier- General  C.  Gough’s 
Column  to  march  for  Kabul.  On  the  16th  the  regiment  arrived  at  Pezwan,  and  the  following  day  moved 
out,  under  Col.  Norman,  to  co-operate  with  a  force  under  Major  Macnaghten,  10th  Bengal  Lancers,  from 
Jagdalak  against  some  bodies  of  Ghilzais,  who  were  dispersed.  On  the  18th  Col.  Norman,  co-operating 
with  another  force  from  Jagdalak  commanded  by  Major  Rowcroft,  4th  Goorkhas,  dispersed  a  renewed 
gathering  of  the  Ghilzais,  and  the  following  day  marched  into  Jagdalak  in  command  of  a  mixed  force 
including  the  regiment,  again  encountering  and  defeating  the  enemy  en  route.  On  the  departure  of 
Gough’s  brigade  for  Kabul  on  the  21st  Dec.,  the  24th  P.N.I.,  with  other  details  under  the  command  of 
Col.  Norman,  remained  at  Jagdalak,  one  company  of  the  regiment  being  detached  to  Jagdalak  Kotal, 
and  subsequently  taking  part,  on  the  23rd,  in  the  repulse  of  a  determined  attack  made  on  that  post  by  a 
large  body  of  the  enemy.  On  the  24th  Col.  Norman,  who  had  on  that  day  effected  a  junction  with  a 
force  advancing  from  Pezwan,  had  another  brush  with  the  enemy  while  returning,  and  again  on  the  29th 
sallied  out  from  his  camp  at  Jagdalak,  and  in  co-operation  with  a  force  under  Col.  Ball  Acton,  51st  L.I., 
defeated  with  heavy  loss  2,000  Ghilzais  under  Azmatallah  Khan.  The  following  day  the  27th  P.N.I. 
occupied  Seh  Baba  and  Lataband,  and  remained  holding  those  advanced  posts,  keeping  open  the  com¬ 
munications  with  the  capital,  for  a  period  of  ten  weeks.  On  the  19th  March,  1880,  the  regiment  advanced 
to  Kabul,  and  encamped  on  the  Siah  Sang  heights. 

In  the  middle  of  April,  1880,  the  27th  P.N.I.  accompanied  the  force  under  General  Ross  which 
marched  from  Kabul  to  effect  a  junction  with  the  Ghazni  Field  Force,  and  at  the  action  of  Shekabad,  on 
the  25th  of  that  month,  was  hotly  engaged,  three  companies  forming  part  of  Major  Combe’s  force  in  the 
right  attack,  and  a  wing  reinforcing  Major  Rowcroft’s  Column. 

On  the  14th  June,  1880,  the  24th  P.N.I.  left  Sherpur  with  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough’s  Brigade  for 
Pughman,  and  for  the  next  six  weeks,  until  the  force  was  recalled  to  Kabul  in  view  of  the  evacuation, 
took  part  with  it  in  its  various  operations  in  the  Ivoh  Daman  and  surrounding  districts.  On  the  20th 
June,  six  companies  of  the  regiment  formed  part  of  a  force  under  Col.  Norman  which  engaged  and 
defeated  the  enemy  on  the  Ghazni  road. 

Forming  part  of  Macpherson’s  brigade  of  the  Kabul-Kandahar  Field  Force,  the  27th  P.N.I.  took 
part,  in  August,  1880,  in  the  advance  to  the  relief  of  the  southern  capital,  and  on  the  1st  Sept,  was 
engaged  in  the  crowning  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  In  this  engagement  lost  1  man 
killed,  and  1  non-commissioned  officer  and  10  men  wounded. 

On  the  reconstitution  of  the  forces  in  Southern  Afghanistan  the  27th  P.N.I.  commenced  its  return 
march  to  India,  eventually  proceeding  to  Multan,  where  it  arrived  after  an  absence  of  over  two  years  on 
active  service. 
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The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  24th  Regt.  (Punjab)  Bengal  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war: — 

Colonel  F.  B.  Norman ,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in 
the  war,  with  the  exception  of  an  interval  in  March  and  April,  1879,  taking  part  in  the  Bazar  Valley 
expedition,  the  fighting  round  Jagdalak  in  Dec.,  1879  (in  command  of  a  force  of  all  arms),  the  march 
from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches  ; 
Brevet  of  Lt. -Colonel,  C.B.) 

Bt.  Lt -Colonel  E.  Stedman  and  Lieut.  J.  G.  Ramsay  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period 
it  was  employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  the  fighting  round  Jagdalak  in 
Dec.,  1879,  the  action  of  Shekabad,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of 
Kandahar.  For  his  services  Lt -Colonel  Stedman  was  twice  mentioned  in  despatches,  and  received  the 
Brevet  of  Lt. -Colonel. 

Captain  P.  H.  Wallenstein  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign  from  Jan.  till  June,  1879, 
and  throughout  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  fighting  round  Jagdalak  in  Dec.,  1879,  the  action 
of  Shekabad  (in  which  he  commanded  the  three  companies  in  the  right  attack),  the  march  from  Kabul  to 
the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Captain  J.  J.  Money-Simons  served  with  the  Transport  Dept,  at  Multan  throughout  the  first  campaign, 
and  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  second,  taking  part  in  the  fighting  round  Jagdalak,  the  action  of 
Shekabad,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in 
despatches.) 

Lieut.  H.  R.  Marrett ,  Commisst.  Dept.,  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  first  campaign,  and  with 
the  Commisst.  Dept.,  Kabul  F.F.,  during  the  second  campaign. 

Lieut.  J.  J.  E.  Bradshaw  served  with  the  25th  K.O.Bs.  throughout  the  first  campaign,  taking  part 
in  the  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  and  with  the  24th  P.N.I.  throughout  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in 
the  fighting  round  Jagdalak  in  Dec.,  1879,  the  action  of  Shekabad,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of 
Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lt. -Colonel  W.  A.  Franks,  Bengal  Lnfantry,  served  with  the  regiment  from  Jan.  till  May,  1879. 


25TH  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

ON  the  6th  Nov.,  1878,  the  25th  Regt.  P.N.I.,  having  received  orders  for  service,  proceeded  by  rail 
from  Khanpur,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  to  Multan,  and  marching  by  the  Dera  Bughti  route 
and  Bolan  Pass  to  Quetta,  crossed  the  frontier,  and  eventually  joined  a  portion  of  the  advanced  troops  of 
Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  Division  at  Gulistan  Karez. 

As  a  unit  of  the  Column  under  Brigadier-General  Palliser  proceeding  by  the  Ghwaja  route,  the  25th 
P.N.I.  took  part,  in  January,  1879,  in  the  advance  of  the  Division  on  Kandahar.  The  regiment  was 
present,  on  the  4th  of  that  month,  at  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul,  and  on  the  8th  idem  in  the  triumphal 
march  of  the  troops  through  the  streets  of  the  Southern  capital. 

On  the  15th  Jan.,  1879,  the  25th  P.N.I.,  forming  part  of  Brigadier-General  Barter’s  Brigade,  accom¬ 
panied  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  advance  on  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.  From  Jaldak  it  was  detached  with  other  details 
to  reconnoitre  the  Argandab  Valley,  and  send  in  supplies ;  a  duty  which  was  successfully  accomplished. 
In  the  beginning  of  March  it  returned  with  the  other  portions  of  the  force  to  Kandahar,  and  there 
remained  cantoned  throughout  the  succeeding  summer.  At  the  latter  end  of  March  the  regiment 
received  a  welcome  accession  in  the  shape  of  a  strong  draft  from  India. 

Early  in  September,  1879,  the  25th  P.N.I.  was  directed  to  return  to  India.  It  had  only  proceeded 
as  far  as  Chaman,  however,  when,  in  consequence  of  the  receipt  of  news  of  the  Kabul  massacre,  it  was 
ordered  back  again,  and  marching  by  wings,  arrived  at  Kandahar  at  the  latter  end  of  the  same  month. 

On  the  29th  March,  1880,  Head-quarters  and  seven  companies  25th  P.N.I.  marched  out  from  Kan¬ 
dahar  with  Brigadier-General  Barter’s  Brigade  to  take  part  in  the  advance  of  the  Bengal  Division  on 
Ghazni,  a  detached  company,  forming  part  of  the  personal  escort  of  Sir  D.  Stewart,  following  on  the  31st 
idem.  On  the  19th  April  the  regiment  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  and  on  the  23rd,  in 
the  action  of  Arzu ;  and  subsequently  proceeding  with  the  Brigade  into  the  Logar  Valley,  it  was  employed 
in  the  various  operations  which  were  conducted  in  that  and  the  neighbouring  districts  during  the  succeed¬ 
ing  three  months,  including  the  passage  of  the  Tungi  Wardak  defile,  and  the  repulse  of  the  enemy’s 
attack  on  Brigadier-General  Barter’s  camp  during  the  night  of  the  12th  May,  1880,  at  Jabar  Kila. 

Detailed  to  the  3rd  Brigade  of  the  Kabul-Kandahar  Field  Force,  the  25th  P.N.I.  took  part,  in  the 
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month  of  August,  1880,  in  the  memorable  march  to  the  relief  of  the  Southern  capital,  and  on  the  1st 
Sept.,  the  day  after  the  arrival  of  the  Division  at  its  destination,  was  engaged  in  the  defeat  of  Ayub 
Khan’s  army  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

In  October,  1880,  the  regiment  returned  to  India,  marching  with  the  force  under  Brigadier-General 
MacGregor  which  re-opened  the  Hurnai  route  to  Sibi. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  25th  Regt.  (Punjab)  Bengal  Native  Infantry  served  in 
the  war : — 

Colonel  J.  IV.  Hoggan,  C.B. ,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns  :  in  the  advance 
on  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  the  advance  from  Kandahar  on  Ghazni  and  to  Kabul,  and  the  march 
from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  at  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul,  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  the 
action  of  Arzu,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches  ;  C.B.) 

Colonel  N  Barton  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  advance 
on  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul.  Commanded  the  13th 
N.I.  in  the  Ivuram  Division  from  x  March,  1880,  till  it  arrived  at  Rawal  Pindi,  31  March,  1881. 
(Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  J.  N.  Steel  and  Lieuts.  G.  H.  B.  Coats  and  C.  H.  II.  Beley  served  with  the  regiment  through¬ 
out  both  campaigns,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  the  advance  on  Ghazni 
and  to  Kabul,  and  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of 
Takht-i-pul,  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  the  action  of  Arzu,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  For  his  services 
Lieut.  Beley  was  mentioned  in  despatches. 

Bt.  Major  IV.  V.  Ellis  served  throughout  both  campaigns,  taking  part  with  the  regiment  in  the 
advance  on  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  and  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul ;  as  Provost  Marshal  to  the  Field 
Force,  in  the  advance  on  Ghazni  and  to  Kabul,  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  and  the  action  of  Arzu ;  and 
with  the  regiment,  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 
(Twice  mentioned  in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Lieut.  P.  E.  Anderson  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 


26th  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

ON  the  27th  Sept.,  1878,  the  26th  Punjab  Infantry  proceeded  by  rail  from  Mian  Mir  to  Multan, 
under  orders  to  march  to  Quetta  on  field  service;  and  quitting  Multan  on  the  1st  Oct.,  the  third 
day  after  its  arrival,  made  its  way  by  the  Dera  Bughti  route  and  the  Bolan  Pass  to  its  destination,  where 
it  arrived  on  the  5  th  Nov. 

As  a  unit  of  Brigadier-General  Nuttall’s  Brigade  of  Major-General  Biddulph’s  Division  of  the  Army 
of  Invasion,  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  advance  into  Afghanistan,  leaving  Quetta  on  the  22nd  Nov., 
1878,  and  marching  into  Kandahar  on  the  10th  Jan.,  1879.  During  the  passage  of  the  Khojak  Pass  by 
General  Biddulph’s  Division,  two  companies  of  the  26th,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Ryland,  who  was 
in  charge  of  the  Pass,  furnished  numerous  escorts  to  signallers  and  covering  parties  for  working  detach¬ 
ments ;  and  later,  on  the  Division  quitting  Chaman,  two  companies  of  the  regiment  under  the  command 
of  Major  A.  B.  Flepburn  were  left  to  garrison  that  post. 

1  he  regiment  remained  at  Kandahar,  forming  part  of  the  garrison,  till  the  17th  Feb.,  1879,  when, 
conformably  with  the  scheme  formulated  by  Government  to  reduce  the  number  of  troops  at  the  Southern 
theatre  of  operations  before  the  hot  weather  should  set  in,  it  received  orders  to  return  to  India,  and 
acting  as  escort  to  a  battery  of  Artillery  and  the  Native  General  Hospital,  made  its  way  back  by  the 
Khojak  Pass,  suffering  great  hardships  and  privations  en  route. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  27th  Regt.  P.N.I.  throughout  the  period  it  was 
employed  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  M.  G.  Smith  ( retired )  (in  command),  Lt. -Colonel  A.  Tulloch,  Major  A.  B.  Hepburn ,  Captains 
C.  J.  R.  Fulford,  L.  Denning ,  and  A.  H.  P.  Graves,  and  Lieuts.  H.  A.  Ravenshaw  and  H.  G.  Ryland. 
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27TH  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

IN  October,  1878,  the  27th  Regt.  P.N.I.,  then  stationed  at  Naushahra,  was  warned  for  active  service, 
and  subsequently  formed  part  of  the  3rd  Brigade,  1st  Division,  Peshawar  Valley  Field  Force,  under 
the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Appleyard. 

On  the  19th  Nov.,  1878,  the  regiment  marched  with  the  brigade  from  Peshawar  to  Jamrud,  and  on 
the  morning  of  the  21st  idem  crossed  the  frontier  and  took  part  in  the  front  attack  on  Ali  Musjid.  By 
the  time  that  it  was  decided,  as  darkness  closed  in  on  that  day,  to  postpone  the  assault,  and  the  order  was 
given  to  cease  firing,  the  27  th  P.N.I.  had  pushed  forward  to  the  support  of  the  14th  Sikhs  on  to  the  steep 
slope  leading  to  the  peak  which  formed  the  right  flank  of  the  Afghan  position,  and  the  leading  companies 
were  hotly  engaged  with  the  enemy  in  their  successive  lines  of  entrenchments.  At  this  juncture  the 
regiment  suffered  severely,  losing  Major  Birch,  Lieut.  Fitzgerald,  and  4  men  killed,  and  6  men  wounded. 
At  daybreak  on  the  following  morning  it  was  found  that  the  Fort  had  been  abandoned  during  the  night, 
a  result  to  which  the  attack  of  the  3rd  Brigade  had  materially  contributed. 

The  27th  P.N.I.  took  part  in  the  advance  of  the  1st  Division  to  Daka.  On  the  return  of  Brigadier- 
General  Appleyard  from  Land  Khana  to  Ali  Musjid,  the  regiment  was  transferred  to  Brigadier-Gpneral 
Tytler’s  brigade,  and  continued  to  serve  with  it  till  the  conclusion  of  the  first  campaign. 

In  the  third  week  in  December,  1878,  three  companies  of  the  regiment,  under  Major  James  Cook, 
took  part  with  Brigadier-General  Tytler’s  column  in  the  first  expedition  into  the  Bazar  Valley.  During 
the  advance  through  the  Tubbai  Pass  on  the  22nd,  the  companies  were  employed  in  crowning  the  sur¬ 
rounding  heights,  and  were  again  and  again  hotly  engaged  with  the  enemy. 

In  January,  1879,  104  men  of  the  regiment  took  part  with  Brigadier-General  Tytler’s  column  in  the 
second  expedition  into  the  Bazar  Valley,  and  on  the  28th  of  that  month,  in  the  reconnaissance  of  the 
Bokhar  Pass,  came  into  warm  conflict  with  the  enemy. 

From  the  18th  to  the  21st  March,  1879,  a  portion  of  the  regiment  took  part  in  Brigadier-General 
Tytler’s  operations  against  the  Shinwaris  in  the  Maidanak  district,  and  assisted  in  destroying  several  of 
their  towers  and  villages ;  and  again  on  the  24th  March,  a  portion  of  the  regiment  was  engaged  in  the 
successful  action  of  Deh  Sarak. 

On  the  31st  March  Head-quarters  and  210  men  of  the  regiment  formed  part  of  the  force  under 
Brigadier-General  C.  Gough  which  marched  from  Jalalabad  towards  Gandamak,  and  on  the  2nd  April 
were  engaged  in  the  front  line  at  the  action  of  Futtehabad. 

On  the  8th  June,  1879,  the  regiment,  forming  part  of  the  rear  brigade  of  the  troops  returning  to 
India,  left  Gandamak,  and  after  remaining  halted  a  few  days  at  Landi  Kotal,  continued  its  march,  and 
recrossed  the  frontier  on  the  27th  idem. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  27th  P.N.I.  was  again  ordered  on  service, 
and  from  September,  1879,  till  the  latter  end  of  March,  1880,  served  at  various  posts  on  the  Khyber 
line,  the  head-quarters  arriving  at  Daka  in  October,  and  at  Jalalabad  in  December,  1879. 

On  the  26th  Dec.,  1879,  100  men  of  the  regiment  formed  part  of  a  force  under  Lt.-Colonel  Fryer, 
6th  Dragoon  Guards,  which  was  sent  out  from  Jalalabad  to  obtain  information  concerning  an  attack 
which  had  been  made  by  a  body  of  Shinwaris  two  days  previously  on  a  post  near  Ali  Boghan ;  and  again 
on  the  29th  idem  70  men  of  the  regiment  marched  from  Barikab  with  a  force  under  Lt.-Colonel 
Mackenzie  which  visited  and  destroyed  the  Ghilzai  villages  of  Banda,  Kuddi,  and  Boghani. 

On  the  13th  Jan.,  1880,  a  portion  of  the  regiment  formed  part  of  the  force  under  Colonel  Walker, 

1 2th  Foot,  which  was  sent  to  reinforce  Ali  Boghan,  and  assisted  in  dispersing  a  large  body  of  Mohmands 
who  were  threatening  that  post. 

From  the  28th  Jan.  till  the  16th  March,  1880,  Head-quarters  and  four  companies  of  the  regiment 
were  employed  with  the  expeditionary  force  under  General  Bright  which  crossed  the  Kabul  River  and 
occupied  the  Lughman  Valley. 

Shortly  after  the  return  of  the  Lughman  expeditionary  force  the  27th  P.N.I.  was  ordered  on  to 
Kabul,  and  arrived  at  its  destination  on  the  26th  March.  On  the  17th  May  one  wing,  escorting  a  large 
convoy  of  camels,  returned  to  Lataband,  and  thither,  on  the  26th  July,  it  was  followed  by  the  remainder 
of  the  regiment. 

On  the  retirement  from  Kabul  and  the  advanced  posts  on  the  Khyber  line  in  August,  1880,  the 
27th  P.N.I.  marched  to  Landi  Kotal,  and  there  continued  to  serve,  as  a  portion  of  the  Khyber  Brigade, 
till  the  final  evacuation  of  the  Pass  in  March,  1881. 
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The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  27th  Regt.  P.N.I.  during  the  period  it  was  employed 

111  Zt?Colonel  C.  J.  Hughes  (throughout  both  campaigns,  in  command),  Major  H.  H.  Birch  (killed  in 
action  :’see  Biographical  Division),  Captain  R.  A.  Swetenham  (from  Dec.,  1878,  till  Feb.,  1879,  and  frora 
March,  1879,  till  conclusion  of  first  campaign,  and  throughout  second  campaign),  Major  C.  W.  Babington 
(from  31  Dec.,  1878,  till  conclusion  of  first  campaign),  Lieut.  T.  O.  Fitzgerald  (killed  in  action:  see 
Biographical  Division),  Lieut.  G.  A.  Williams  (throughout  first  campaign),  and  Lieut.  S.  W.  T.  Roberts 
(deceased  :  see  Biographical  Division).  Lt.-Colonel  Hughes  was  mentioned  in  despatches  for  his  services 
in  the  action  of  Futtehabad,  and  Lieut.  Williams  for  his  services  in  the  first  Bazar  Valley  expedition. 

Lieut.  A.  E.  P.  Burn  served  with  the  Mhairwara  Battalion  throughout  the  first  campaign,  taking 
part  in  both  the  Bazar  Valley  expeditions,  and  with  the  27th  P.N.I.  throughout  the  second  campaign. 

Lieut.  A.  Wallace  was  attached  to  the  13th  N.I.  in  the  Kuram  Valley  from  2  Oct.  till  Dec.,  1879, 
and  to  the  5th  N.L.I.  from  Dec.,  1879,  till  Nov.,  1880,  also  in  the  Kuram  Valley. 


28th  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

WHEN  stationed  at  Moradabad  in  the  autumn  of  1878,  the  28th  Regt.  P.N.I.  received  orders  to  pro¬ 
ceed  to  Thai  to  join  the  force  assembling  there  under  the  command  of  General  Roberts.  The  regi¬ 
ment  had  not  the  good  fortune  to  take  part  in  the  original  advance  of  the  Field  Force  into  hostile 
territory,  but  joined  Divisional  Head-quarters  in  the  Kuram  Valley  in  the  month  of  December. 

On  the  2nd  Jan.,  1879,  the  28th  P.N.I.  marched  with  the  expeditionary  force  under  General  Roberts 
from  Hazar  Pir  for  Khost,  and  took  part  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  in  that  district  during 
the  succeeding  fortnight.  At  the  action  of  Matun  on  the  7th  Jan.  the  regiment  was  engaged  in  support 
of  the  cavalry,  and  performed  effective  service  in  the  repulse  of  the  enemy  to  the  north-west  of  the  camp. 
In  the  last  week  in  January  the  regiment  returned  with  the  other  units  of  the  expeditionary  force  to 
Hazar  Pir,  and  on  the  4th  Feb.  proceeded  with  General  Roberts  to  Habib  Killa,  from  whence  it  was 
shortly  afterwards  ordered  up  to  Peiwar  Kotal  in  relief  of  the  2nd  Punjab  Infantry.  From  Peiwar  Kotal 
t>he  regiment  was  subsequently  moved  to  Ali  Khel,  and  from  that  advanced  post  to  Kuram,  where  it 
remained  serving  throughout  the  summer  months  after  the  treaty  of  Gandamak  had  brought  the  first 
campaign  to  a  close. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879  the  28th  P.N.I.  was  again  detailed  for  service 
with  the  Division  under  Sir  F.  Roberts.  Moving  from  Ali  Khel  with  Divisional  Head-quarters  on  the 
27th  Sept,  to  the  Shutargardan,  the  regiment  was  engaged,  during  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  in  the 
skirmish  with  the  enemy  at  Jagi  Thana,  subsequently  occupying  the  heights  on  the  southern  side  of  the 
Hazardarakht  defile — to  which  the  Mangals  and  Ghilzais  had  tenaciously  clung — during  the  passage  of 
the  entire  column. 

The  28th  P.N.I.  took  no  actual  part  in  the  action  of  Charasiab,  the  brigade  (Macpherson’s)  of  which 
it  formed  part  being  detained  in  rear  to  guard  the  ammunition,  treasure,  and  baggage  of  the  division.  On 
the  8th  Oct.  the  regiment  proceeded  with  Brigadier-General  Macpherson  to  co-operate  with  Brigadier- 
General  Baker’s  Brigade  in  the  advance  along  the  hills  to  the  left  of  the  Pass  leading  to  Kabul,  and  on 
the  1 2th  it  accompanied  General  Roberts  in  his  formal  entry  into  the  Bala  Hissar. 

The  28th  P.N.I.  marched  from  Kabul  on  the  xst  Nov.  with  the  force  under  Brigadier-General 
Macpherson  which  proceeded  to  open  up  communications  with  the  advanced  brigade  of  General  Bright’s 
Division.  While  at  Sirobi,  on  the  10th  of  that  month,  a  detachment  of  80  rifles  formed  part  of  the 
reinforcement  which  proceeded  to  the  aid  of  a  company  of  the  67th  Foot  hotly  engaged  with  a  large  body 
of  Safis  at  Doaba.  On  the  departure  of  Brigadier-General  Macpherson’s  force  for  Sherpur  from  Butkhak, 
the  28th  P.N.I.  was  left  to  occupy  Lataband,  and  with  other  details  under  Colonel  Hudson’s  command 
continued  to  hold  that  important  post  in  the  face  of  hostile  combinations  throughout  the  disturbed  period 
w'hich  ensued.  On  the  16th  Dec.  a  force  of  1,000  Safis  threatened  Col.  Hudson’s  camp,  and  were 
attacked  and  dispersed  with  heavy  loss.  On  the  22nd  idem  the  post  was  relieved  by  Brigadier-General 
C.  Gough’s  brigade,  with  which  the  regiment,  together  with  the  remainder  of  Col.  Hudson’s  command, 
advanced  to  Sherpur,  arriving  on  the  24th. 

The  next  seven  months,  in  so  far  as  the  28th  P.N.I.  wras  concerned,  were  comparatively  uneventful, 
the  regiment  remaining  throughout  that  period  at  Kabul,  with  the  exception  of  an  interval  during  which 
one  wing  again  occupied  Lataband.  On  the  evacuation  of  the  capital  in  August,  1880,  the  regiment 
commenced  its  return  march  to  India,  and  in  the  middle  of  September,  1880,  arrived  at  Peshawar. 
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The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  28th  (Punjab)  Bengal  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war 

Colonel  J.  Hudson ,  C.F.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
war,  and  the  force  at  Lataband  in  Dec.,  1879.  Took  part  in  the  action  of  Matun,  the  advance  on  and 
occupation  of  Kabul,  the  affair  at  Jagi  Thana,  and  the  advance  to  the  relief  of  Sherpur.  Defeated 
with  heavy  loss  a  force  of  1,000  Satis  at  Lataband,  16  Dec.,  1879*  (Three  times  mentioned  in 
despatches;  C.B.) 

Major  G.  S.  Hills  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns,  till  invalided.  Took  part  in  the 
action  ot  Matun,  the  affair  at  Jagi  1  hana,  and  the  operations  round  Kabul  (in  which  he  commanded  a 
force  of  time-expired  men  and  various  detachments)  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879.  (Mentioned 
in  despatches.) 

Major  H  S.  Marshall  served  with  the  regiment  from  26  March,  1879,  till  its  return  to  India,  taking 
part  in  the  affair  at  Jagi  Thana,  the  affair  at  Doaba  (in  which  he  commanded  the  detachment  engaged), 
and  the  action  of  Lataband.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  A.  Landon .  (For  services  see  “Staff.”) 

Captain  F.  A.  S.  D' Acosta  de  St.  Laurent  served  with  the  regiment  from  10  April,  1879,  till  its 
return  to  India,  taking  part  in  the  affair  at  Jagi  Thana  and  the  action  of  Lataband. 

Captain  A.  F.  Porter  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign  from  31  Jan.,  1879. 

Lieut s.  C.J  Dennys  and  A.  A.  Lane  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed 
m  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Matun,  the  affair  at  Jagi  Thana,  and  the  action  of  Lataband. 
Lieut.  Lane  also  took  part  in  the  affair  at  Doaba,  and  for  his  services  was  mentioned  in  despatches. 

Lieut.  H.  F.  Lyo?is-Montgo?nery  served  throughout  both  campaigns,  first  with  the  regiment,  and 
afterwards  with  the  Commissariat  Dept.,  Kabul  and  Kabul- Kandahar  Field  Forces.  Took  part  in  the  opera¬ 
tions  in  Khost,  the  action  of  Charasiab,  the  operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec., 
1879,  the  action  of  Zaidabad,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar! 
(Mentioned  in  despatches.) 


29th  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 


IN  September,  1878,  the  29th  Regt.  P.N.I.,  then  stationed  at  Talagang,  received  orders  for  service, 
and  proceeded  to  Thai  to  join  the  Division  there  assembling  under  the  command  of  General 
Roberts. 

Taking  part  in  the  advance  of  the  Field  Force  into  Afghanistan  on  the  21st  Nov.,  the  regiment  was 
smartly  engaged  in  the  reconnaissance  in  force  on  the  28th.  While  leading  his  company  against  the 
front  of  the  Afghan  position  on  the  Peiwar  range,  Captain  Reid  was  severely  wounded,  and  during  the 
day  the  additional  casualties  were,  1  Sepoy  killed  and  5  wounded. 

In  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal  on  the  2nd  Dec.,  1878,  the  29th  P.N.I.,  as  one 
of  the  battalions  employed  in  the  flanking  operations  carried  out  under  General  Roberts’  personal 
command,  was  prominently  engaged  :  first  acting  in  support  of  the  Highlanders  and  Goorkhas  in  carrying 
the  stockades ;  then,  led  by  the  General  in  person  along  the  crest  of  the  Peiwar  towards  the  pass  leading 
over  its  centre,  coming  into  hot  conflict  with  immense  numbers  of  the  enemy,  and  maintaining  the  action 
till  after  reinforcements  on  both  sides  arrived  ;  and  finally,  when  the  second  turning  movement  was 
ordered,  holding  the  hill  overlooking  the  Spin  Gawi  road,  and  protecting  the  field  hospital  which  had 
been  established  there. 

The  29th  P.N.I.  remained  encamped  at  Peiwar  till  the  third  week  in  December,  when  it  joined 
Divisional  Head-quarters  at  Kuram.  On  the  24th  of  that  month  a  Sepoy  of  the  regiment  was  hanged  for 
having,  during  the  night  of  the  1st  Dec.,  when  the  British  force  was  advancing  to  the  attack  &of  the 
Peiwar  Kotal,  treacherously  fired  off  his  rifle  with  the  intention  of  giving  the  alarm  to  the  enemy. 
Sentences  of  imprisonment  for  desertion  were  also  awarded  by  Courts-martial  to  several  other  men  of  the 
29th,  and  were  affirmed.  At  the  same  time  General  Roberts  published  an  order  sympathizing  with 
“this  gallant  and  distinguished  regiment”  on  account  of  the  disgrace  brought  upon  it  by  those  offenders. 
Its  conduct  in  all  the  operations,  he  observed,  had  been  excellent,  and  in  the  action  of  the  2nd  Dec.  it 
had  fought  splendidly. 

On  the  26th  Dec.,  1878,  the  regiment  marched  from  Kuram  for  Thai,  and  separated  in  wings  and 
broken  up  in  detachments,  it  continued  to  serve  at  that  station,  at  Hazir  Pir,  and  at  other  posts  in  the 
Kuram  Valley  and  about  the  frontier,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  first  campaign. 
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Shortly  after  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  one  wing  of  the  29th  P.N.I.  was  moved 
forward  to  Ali  Khel,  and  on  the  14th  Oct.  took  part  in  the  repulse  of  the  attack  on  that  post  made  by 
the  Jagis  and  Mangals. 

On  the  26th  Oct.,  1879,  a  large  convoy  left  Ali  Khel  for  Kabul  under  the  command  of  Col.  Gordon, 
29th  P.N.I.,  who  returned  to  the  Kuram  Valley  early  in  the  following  month. 

In  the  second  week  in  November,  1879,  on  the  evacuation  of  Ali  Khel,  a  portion  of  the  regiment 
took  part  in  the  Chakmani  expedition  to  enforce  the  payment  of  a  fine.  The  object  of  the  expedition 
was  successfully  accomplished,  and  the  force  reached  Bulesh  Khel  on  the  24th  of  that  month. 

From  the  8th‘  till  the  23rd  of  December,  1879,  Head-quarters  and  four  companies  of  the  29th 
P.N.I.,  under  the  command  of  Col.  Gordon,  took  part  with  the  expeditionary  force  under  Brigadier- 
General  Tytler  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  in  the  Zaimusht  country.  On  the  8th  a 
detachment  was  employed  with  other  details,  under  Col.  Gordon,  in  the  destruction  of  the  Watazai 
villages,  and  in  the  actions  of  Bagh  and  Zawa;  on  the  13th  and  14th,  the  four  companies  (which  formed 
part  of  thl  Right  Column,  commanded  by  Col.  Gordon),  were  prominently  engaged,  capturing,  on  the 
former  day,  two  most  important  positions,  and  repulsing  the  enemy’s  attack,  in  a  close  hand-to-hand 
conflict,  with  heavy  loss.  For  the  gallantry  he  displayed  on  this  occasion  Jemadar  Fusl  Ahmad  was 
subsequently  awarded  the  Order  of  Merit. 

On  the  return  of  the  Zaimusht  expeditionary  force,  the  regiment  was  ordered  to  Shalozan,  and 
continued  to  serve  in  and  about  the  Kuram  Valley  till  its  evacuation  by  British  forces. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  29th  Regt.  (Punjab)  Bengal  Native  Infantry  served  in  the 
war  : — 

Colonel  J.  J  H.  Gordon,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns.  Took  part 
in  the  reconnaissance  of  28  Nov.,  1878,  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  and  the  Zaimusht 
expedition,  including  the  action  of  Zawa,  in  which  he  commanded  a  column  of  the  Expeditionary  force. 
(T  wice  mentioned  in  despatches  ;  C.B.) 

Majors  E.  Beddy  and  C.  E.  D.  Branson  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign.  Major 
Branson  was  present  at  the  actions  of  Ali  Khel  and  Zawa,  and  for  his  services  was  mentioned  in 
despatches. 

Lt. -Colonel  G.  N.  Channer,  V.C.,  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign  till  1  Jan.,  1879, 
taking  part  in  the  reconnaissance  of  28  Nov.,  1878,  and  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal. 
(Mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Captain  F  R.  C.  Voyle  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the 
reconnaissance  of  28  Nov.,  and  the  assault  and  capture  of  Peiwar  Kotal. 

Bt.  Major  A.  J.  F.  Reid  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign  till  disabled,  taking  part  in 
the  reconnaissance  of  28  Nov.,  1878,  in  which  he  received  a  severe  and  dangerous  wound  in  the  loins 
while  leading  his  company  against  the  enemy’s  position.  Served  with  the  regiment  during  the  second 
campaign,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Zawa.  Subsequently,  from  Jan.,  1881,  till  the  evacuation  of 
Kandahar,  served  with  the  S.  Afghanistan  F.F.  (Mentioned  in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Lieuts.  R.  W.  Macleod  and  H.  P.  Picot  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns,  taking  part 
in  the  reconnaissance  of  28  Nov.,  1878,  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  and  the  actions  of 
Ali  Khel  and  Zawa.  Both  officers  were  mentioned,  for  their  services,  in  despatches. 

Major  R.  H.  F  Rennick  ( attached)  crossed  the  frontier  with  the  regiment  21  Nov.,  1878,  and  after 
arrival  at  Kuram  Fort  was  appointed  Staff  Officer  to  the  garrison.  On  27  Dec.,  1878,  was  appointed 
Political  Officer  of  the  Hariab,  and  served  in  that  capacity  till  30th  June,  1879.  Proceeded  to  Ali  Khel, 
thirteen  miles  in  advance  of  the  British  outposts,  29  Dec.,  1878,  and  with  an  escort  of  25  men  remained 
there,  in  the  midst  of  a  hostile  and  fanatical  population,  throughout  the  winter.  Broke  up  the  hostile 
combination  of  Jagis  and  Mangals,  threatening  the  Peiwar  garrison,  in  Jan.,  1879.  Opened  up  and 
conducted  the  negotiations  with  the  Ghilzai  chief,  Padshah  Khan,  which  materially  contributed  to  the 
acceptance  by  the  Amir  of  the  terms  of  the  treaty  of  Gandamak. 
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30TH  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

ON  the  25th  Sept.,  1879,  the  30th  Regt.  P.N.I.  marched  from  Firozpur  for  service  in  Afghanistan, 
and  on  the  20th  Oct.  reached  Landi  Kotal,  in  the  Khyber:  there  it  remained  till  the  16th  Dec., 
when  it  was  moved  forward  to  occupy  the  posts  of  Daka  and  Basawal,  the  Head-quarters,  under  Colonel 
Boisragon,  holding  the  former,  and  200  men,  under  Lt. -Colonel  Campbell,  proceeding  to  the  latter,  each 
officer  commanding,  respectively,  the  post  occupied  by  him. 

On  the  15th  Jan.,  1880,  the  30th  P.N.I.  formed  part  of  the  column  under  Col.  Boisragon  which  was 
sent  to  attack  the  Mohmands  who  had  crossed  the  Kabul  River  and  occupied  the  Gara  Heights  in  great 
force.  The  enemy  were  driven  back  with  heavy  loss,  and  pursued  to  Kam  Daka,  where  they  recrossed 
the  river.  While  employed  on  this  expedition,  the  regiment  camped  out  four  days  without  tents. 

On  the  22nd  Jan.,  1880,  the  30th  P.N.I.  marched  from  Daka  and  Basawal  to  join  the  column  in 
course  of  formation  at  Jalalabad  for  service  in  the  Lughman  Valley,  and  subsequently  advancing  with 
the  expeditionary  force,  took  part  in  the  various  operations  which  were  conducted  in  that  district  till 
the  1 6th  March,  when  it  returned  to  Jalalabad. 

On  the  1 8th  March,  1880,  the  regiment  proceeded  to  Lataband,  and  remained  there  till  the 
evacuation  of  the  advanced  posts  on  the  Khyber  line.  On  the  10th  Aug.,  1880,  it  commenced  its 
return  march  to  India,  and  on  the  29th  idem  recrossed  the  frontier. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  30th  (Punjab)  Bengal  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 
Major-  General  T.  IV.  R.  Boisragon ,  C.B.  (retired),  commanded  the  regiment  during  the  campaign 
till  4  March,  1880.  Commanded  the  Daka  Column  in  the  operations  against  the  Mohmands  in  Jan., 
1880,  including  the  storming  of  the  Gara  heights.  (Mentioned  in  despatches;  received  the  thanks  of 
the  Commander-in-Chief;  C.B.) 

Lt. -Colonel  R.  D.  Campbell  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
war,  commanding  it  from  the  4th  March,  1880;  also  commanded  the  posts  of  Basawal  and  Lataband. 

Major  H.  IV.  Webster,  Captams  W.  G.  C.  Halkett  and  G.  F.  Young,  and  Lieut.  F.  G.  L.  Main- 
waring  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  being  present  at  the 
storming  of  the  Gara  Heights,  in  which  Major  Webster  commanded  the  advanced  line  of  skirmishers. 
Lieut.  Mainwaring  also  served  during  the  first  campaign  with  the  Transport  Dept,  in  the  Khyber. 

Lieut.  F.  C.  Maisey.  (For  services  see  “Staff.”) 

Lieut.  F.  S.  St.  Quintin,  Leicestershire  Regt.  (attached),  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  campaign 
from  May,  1880,  till  its  return  to  India. 


31ST  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

IN  the  middle  of  September,  1879,  the  31st  Regt.  P.N.I.  quitted  Rawral  Pindi  for  service  in 
Afghanistan,  and  on  the  2nd  Oct.  arrived  at  Landi  Khana.  Throughout  the  remainder  of  the 
campaign  it  served  at  various  posts  on  the  Khyber  line  extending  to  Jagdalak,  in  the  columns  com¬ 
manded  by  Brigadier-Generals  Doran,  Arbuthnot,  and  Sale  Hill. 

On  the  26th  March,  1880,  150  men  of  the  regiment  under  Lieut.  Angelo  halted  at  Fort  Battye 
while  en  route  for  a  more  advanced  station.  During  the  night  the  post  was  attacked  in  a  most  determined 
manner  by  large  numbers  of  Shinwaris  and  Kugianis.  The  attack  was  brilliantly  repulsed  by  the  little 
garrison  after  a  sharp  hand-to-hand  encounter,  in  which  Lieut.  Angelo  and  three  men  of  the  regiment 
were  killed,  and  several  others  wounded. 

From  the  4th  till  the  6th  April,  1880,  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted 
against  the  Wazir  Kugianis  by  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot,  and,  shortly  afterwards,  in 
the  operations  which  w'ere  conducted  in  the  Hissarak  Valley,  on  several  occasions  being  engaged  in  sharp 
skirmishes  with  the  enemy. 

On  the  31st  May  the  31st  P.N.I.  marched  with  the  moveable  column  under  Brigadier-General 
Arbuthnot  from  Jagdalak,  en  route  for  the  Lughman  Valley.  During  the  operations  which  were  carried 
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out  in  that  district  in  the  early  days  of  June  the  regiment  occupied  the  camp  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Kabul  River. 

A  detachment  of  the  regiment,  consisting  of  94  rifles,  accompanied  the  force  under  Colonel  Ball 
Acton,  51st  L.I.,  which  marched  from  Pezwan  in  the  last  week  in  July,  1880,  and  destroyed  the  Ghilzai 
villages  of  Nargusai,  Arab  Khel,  and  Jokan,  as  punishment  for  various  raids  which  had  been  made  by 
the  tribes  on  convoys. 

On  the  evacuation  of  Kabul  and  the  advanced  posts  on  the  Khyber  line,  the  regiment  returned  to 
Peshawar. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  in  the  31st  Regt.  (Punjab)  Bengal  Native  Infantry  during  the 
period  it  was  employed  in  the  war : —  *

32ND  REGT.  (PUNJAB)  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY 

(PIONEERS) 

ON  the  outbreak  of  the  Afghan  war  the  32nd  Regt.  P.N.I.  was  at  Quetta,  where  it  had  been  engaged 
since  January,  1878,  in  constructing  the  defences  of  the  Fort,  and  had  suffered  much  from  the 
malarious  climate. 

As  the  Pioneer  battalion  of  General  Biddulph’s  Division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion,  the  regiment  took 
part  in  the  advance  of  that  force  on  the  20th  Nov.,  1878,  and  on  the  12th  Dec.  reached  the  Khojak 
Kotal,  where  it  was  for  some  time  employed — in  severe  cold,  and  with  scanty  field  kit— in  improving  the 
road.  At  the  latter  end  of  December  the  services  of  the  regiment  wTere  lent  to  the  1st  Division,  and  for 
several  days  it  was  actively  engaged  in  the  construction  of  the  road  over  the  Gwaja  Pass.  It  eventually 
took  part  in  the  advance  by  that  route  on  Kandahar,  and  on  the  2nd  Jan.,  1879,  formed  the  rear-guard, 
and  protected  the  baggage  at  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul.  On  the  8th  the  regiment  arrived  with  the  rest 
of  the  troops  at  the  southern  capital.  For  the  good  work  it  had  done  during  the  past  month  it  received 
the  cordial  acknowledgments  of  the  Lieut.-General. 

On  the  16th  Jan.  the  32nd  P.N.I.  marched  with  General  Biddulph’s  Division  for  the  Halmand  and 
Girishk,  and  from  the  2nd  till  the  22nd  Feb.  was  engaged  in  road-making  and  bridging  the  river.  On 
the  latter  date  the  Division  commenced  its  return  march  for  Kandahar,  where  it  arrived  on  the  2nd 
March,  and  was  broken  up. 

As  a  unit  of  the  2nd  Column  of  the  Thal-Chotiali  F.F.,  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  return  march 
by  the  new  route  to  India,  first,  however,  assisting  in  subduing  the  Kakar  Pathans,  a  tribe  which  had 
continually  threatened  Quetta.  Though  no  enemy  was  encountered  by  the  column  during  its  inarch  to 
the  frontier,  the  regiment  was  pretty  constantly  engaged  in  overcoming  the  physical  obstacles  presented 
by  the  country  traversed,  on  several  occasions  working  at  night.  On  the  25th  April  it  reached 
Mithankot,  and  eventually  made  its  way  to  Jhelum,  where  it  arrived  on  the  19th  May,  1879. 

During  the  first  campaign  the  regiment  lost  by  death,  1  British  and  2  native  officers,  and  96  rank 
and  file,  the  mortality  being  mainly  attributable  to  pneumonia. 

Detailed  during  the  second  campaign  to  serve  as  the  Pioneer  battalion  of  the  Reserve  Division  at 
Peshawar,  the  32nd  P.N.I.  left  Jhelum  on  the  9th  Jan.,  1880,  but  on  arriving  at  its  destination  in 
February,  it  was  ordered  on  to  Landi  Kotal,  where  it  joined  the  Khyber  Line  Force.  In  April,  1880,  it 
was  moved  on  to  Pesh  Bolak,  leaving  detachments  en  route 

The  32nd  P.N.I.  formed  part  of  the  moveable  column  under  Brigadier-General  Gib  which  marched 
into  the  Mazina  Valley  on  the  18th  May,  1880,  to  disperse  the  gathering  under  Ghulam  Ahmad,  and 
on  the  26th  was  engaged  at  the  action  of  Mazina.  The  regiment  was  mentioned  in  warm  terms  for  the 
manner  in  which  it  fought  as  well  as  worked.  Its  casualties  in  the  action  were  3  men  wounded. 

Prom  the  28th  May  till  the  8th  June  the  32nd  P.N.I.  was  absent  on  the  Kama  expedition,  taking 
part  in  the  various  operations  which  were  conducted  within  that  period  on  the  north  side  of  the  Kabul 
River.  After  the  return  of  the  expeditionary  force  the  regiment  remained  serving  on  the  Khyber 
line  till  the  evacuation  in  August,  when  it  marched  back  to  India,  and  went  into  quarters  at  Rawal 
Pindi. 
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The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  32nd  Regt.  (Punjab)  Bengal  Native  Infantry  (Pioneers)  served 
in  the  war : — 

Lt.-Colonel  H  Fellowes  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division). 

Major  C.  E.  Bates  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  first  campaign  till  invalided  at  Quetta. 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  A.  C.  iV.  Crookshank  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed 
in  the  war,  officiating  in  command  of  it  from  the  date  of  the  death  of  Lt.-Colonel  Fellowes  (5  May,  1879), 
and  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar,  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul,  the  advance 
to  the  Halmand,  the  return  march  to  India  by  the  Thal-Chotiali  route,  the  action  of  Mazina,  and  the 
operations  in  Kama.  (Mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Captain  A.  P.  Samuells  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division). 

Major  T.  Nicholls  served  with  the  regiment  from  Dec.,  1878,  Captain  H.  C.  Halkett  and  Lieut.  C. 
Mogge  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war.  Took  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation 
of  Kandahar,  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul,  the  advance  to  the  Halmand,  the  return-march  to  India  by  the 
Thal-Chotiali  route,  the  action  of  Mazina,  and  the  operations  in  Kama. 

Major  E.  C.  S.  Jackson  served  with  the  Depot  at  Quetta  till  invalided  28  Feb.,  1879. 

Lieut  C.  B.  Porter  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign  till  invalided  in  April,  1879. 

Lieut.  IV.  LL.  Allen ,  Cheshire  Regt.  {attached ),  and  Lieut.  E.  De  Brath ,  the  Buffs  ( attached ),  served 
with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Mazina,  and  taking  part  in  the 
operations  in  Kama. 


39TH  REGT.  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

THE  39th  Regt.  N.I.  left  Mirat  by  rail  on  the  13th  Nov.,  1878,  for  Multan,  where  it  arrived  on  the 
15th  idem;  it  was  shortly  afterwards,  however,  sent  back  to  Lawrencepur,  and  remained  at  that 
station  from  the  13th  Jan.  till  the  18th  March,  1879.  On  that  date  it  was  ordered  to  proceed  to  Ali 
Musjid ;  and  arriving  at  its  destination  on  the  28th  idem,  was  taken  on  the  strength  of  the  2nd  Division 
Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  under  the  command  of  General  Maude. 

After  the  signing  of  the  Gandamak  treaty,  the  regiment  remained  at  Ali  Musjid,  as  a  unit  of  the 
Khyber  Brigade. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  39th  N.I.  formed  part  of  the  3rd  Brigade 
Jalalabad  F.F. — a  designation  afterwards  changed  to  the  2nd  (Khyber)  Division  Kabul  F.F.  The  hard 
work  performed  during  the  previous  months,  however,  and  the  unhealthiness  of  the  district  in  which  it 
had  served,  shortly  afterwards  resulted  in  an  amount  of  sickness  so  excessive  as  to  necessitate  the  regi¬ 
ment  being  ordered  back  to  India — its  sick-list  showing  at  one  time  the  appalling  total  of  480  cases  of 
fever,  and  a  daily  average,  during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year,  of  452-88;  the  deaths  in  the  same 
period  amounting  to  75. 

On  the  1st  Nov.,  1879,  the  39th  N.I.  left  Ali  Musjid  for  Naushahra,  where  it  arrived  on  the  8th 
idem.  After  recovering  in  health  from  the  change  of  climate,  the  regiment  furnished,  for  a  period  of  six 
months,  the  Doaba  outposts. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  39th  Regt.  Bengal  Native  Infantry  took  part  in  the  war : — 
Colonel  G.  IV.  Fraser  commanded  the  3rd  Infantry  Brigade,  2nd  Division,  Peshawar  Valley  F.F., 
from  18  April  till  3  June,  1879,  and  the  Khyber  Brigade  from  8  July  till  9  Sept.,  1879.  Commanded 
the  regiment  at  Ali  Musjid  from  3  June  till  6  July,  1879,  and  also  from  27  Sept,  till  1  Nov.,  1879. 

Major  F.  Gellie  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war  as  Offg. 
Commandant  and  Offg.  2nd  in  command,  from  24  Aug.  till  2  Nov.,  1879. 

Major  H.  O.  Cumberlege  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns,  commanding  it  for  a  time 
during  the  interval  between  them.  Was  also  Station  Staff  Officer  at  Ali  Musjid. 

Captain  A.  T.  Banon.  (For  services  see  “  Staff”) 

Captain  R.  G.  Handcock  served  with  the  regiment,  as  Adjutant,  from  March  till  Nov.,  1879,  in  both 
campaigns. 

Lieut.  C.  IV.  Harris  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign,  and  afterwards  with  the 
17th  N.I.  at  Kandahar. 

Lieut.  A.  L.  Pennington.  (For  services  see  5th  Fusiliers.) 
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41ST  REGT.  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

THE  41st  Regt.  N.I.  proceeded  on  field  service  from  Morar,  Gwalior,  on  the  5th  Jan-»  1880,  and 

joined  the  Reserve  Division  at  Peshawar. 

Till  the  middle  of  March,  1880,  the  regiment  garrisoned  Fort  Jamrud. 

On  the  Reserve  Division  being  broken  up,  the  41st  N.I.  was  moved  forward  to  Landi  Kotal,  and 
joined  the  Khyber  Line  Force.  During  the  succeeding  months  it  supplied  detachments  for  All  Musjid 

and  Landi  Khana.  .  .  ,  00 

The  regiment  remained  serving  in  the  Khyber  till  the  final  evacuation  of  the  Pass  in  March,  1881, 

when  it  returned  to  India. 


The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  41st  Regt.  Bengal  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war:— 

Colonel  H.  S.  Obbard  commanded  the  regiment  and  commanded  at  Landi  Kotal,  till  11  June,  1880, 
when  he  vacated  his  appointment  on  obtaining  Colonel’s  allowance. 

Lt.-Colonel  H.  S.  Tucker,  C.B.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”)  . 

Major  V.  W.  Tregear  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war, 
first  as  2nd  in  command,  and  afterwards  from  n  June,  1880,  as  Officiating  Commandant.  Served  also 
as  Provost  Marshal  to  the  3rd  Brigade  Reserve  Division.  .  . 

Captains  H.  M  Rose  and  B.  Wemyss,  and  Lieut.  G.  H.  Watson  served  with  the  regiment  throughout 
the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war.  Captain  Rose  commanded  the  detachment  at  Ah  Musjid,  and 
Captain  Wemyss  the  detachment  at  Landi  Khana.  The  latter  also  served  as  Provost  Marshal  to  the 

Khyber  Brigade.  .  _  .  ,  ,  T_ 

Lieut.  C.  F.  Vyse  served  as  Officiating  Deputy  Assistant  Commissary-General  with  the  Kuram 
Valley  F.F.  from  Oct.,  1879,  till  invalided  in  Feb.,  1880.  Rejoined  the  regiment  in  the  Khyber  23  June, 
1880,  but  again  had  to  return  to  India  five  days  afterwards  in  consequence  of  a  stroke  of  heat  apoplexy. 


45TH  REGT.  BENGAL  NATIVE  INFANTRY  (RATTRAY’S  SIKHS). 

THE  45th  Sikhs  was  stationed  at  Alipore,  Calcutta,  when  in  October,  1878,  it  received  orders  to 
proceed  to  Peshawar  on  service.  On  arriving  at  its  destination  it  joined  the  4th  Brigade  Khyber 
Field  Force,  and  till  the  evacuation  of  Kabul  in  August,  1880,  served  with  the  armies  operating  in 
Northern  Afghanistan. 

During  the  earlier  portion  of  the  first  campaign  the  regiment  held  Jamrud,  keeping  open  the  com¬ 
munications  with  Ali  Musjid,  and  for  some  weeks  performing  very  heavy  escort  and  convoy  duties,  being 
frequently  engaged  in  skirmishes  with  the  enemy. 

In  December,  1878,  the  45th  Sikhs  advanced  to  Daka,  where  it  remained  till  March,  1879.  At  the 
latter  end  of  that  month  it  moved  forward  to  Jalalabad,  and  joined  the  2nd  Brigade,  1st  Division,  under 
the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Tytler.  During  this  interval  114  men  of  the  regiment,  under  Lieut. 
McRea,  took  part  in  the  1st  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  and  Head-quarters  and  three  companies,  under 
Lt.-Colonel  Armstrong,  took  part  in  the  second  Bazar  Valley  expedition. 

On  the  2nd  April,  1879,  three  companies  of  the  regiment,  under  Major  Woodruffe,  were  engaged  in 
the  action  of  Futtehabad. 

In  May,  1879,  on  the  return  of  the  troops  from  the  advanced  posts  to  India,  the  regiment  formed 
part  of  the  rear-guard  brigade,  which  marched  from  Gandamak  to  Jalalabad  under  Brigadier-General 
Tytler,  and  from  Jalalabad  to  Landi  Kotal  under  Lt.-Colonel  Armstrong,  45th  Sikhs.  Landi  Kotal  was 
reached  on  the  24th  June,  1879,  and  at  that  post  the  regimen  tremained,  serving  as  a  unit  of  the  Khyber 
Brigade,  throughout  the  interval  between  the  first  and  second  campaigns. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  45th  Sikhs  formed  part  of  the  2nd  Brigade 
Khyber  Division,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Arbuthnot. 

Participating  in  the  forward  movement  of  the  troops  on  the  Khyber  line,  in  view  of  the  advance  of 
Brigadier-General  C.  Gough’s  Brigade  to  the  relief  of  Sherpur,  the  45  th  Sikhs  marched  from  Jalalabad  and 
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Gandamak,  where  it  had  been  serving  in  half-battalions,  to  Jagdalak,  and  took  part  in  the  fighting  with 
the  forces  under  Azmatallah  Khan,  which  occurred  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  post  in  December,  1879. 
The  regiment  afterwards  held  during  the  severe  winter  the  posts  of  Jagdalak  and  Seh  Baba  until  March, 
1880,  when  it  received  orders  to  join  Sir  F.  Roberts’  Head-quarters  at  Sherpur. 

On  the  25th  April,  1880,  the  regiment  marched  out  from  Sherpur  with  the  force  under  Brigadier- 
General  sent  to  the  relief  of  Colonel  Jenkins,  and  took  part  in  the  second  action  of  Charasiab,  two  com¬ 
panies  remaining  behind  to  guard  the  Sang-i-Nawishta  defile. 

In  May,  1880,  the  45th  Sikhs  and  67th  Foot,  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  Armstrong, 
marched  from  Kabul  to  Jagdalak,  to  hold  in  check  Azmatallah  Khan,  who  was  at  the  time  threatening 
the  line  of  communications.  After  successfully  performing  its  mission,  the  force  returned  to  Kabul  on 
the  1 6th  June. 

The  regiment  remained  at  Kabul  till  the  final  evacuation  of  that  city  in  August,  1880,  when  it  took 
part  in  the  return  march  of  the  troops  to  Peshawar,  as  a  unit  of  the  Rear-guard  Brigade. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  45th  Regt.  Bengal  Native  Infantry  (Rattray’s  Sikhs)  served  in 
the  war  : — 

Lt.-Colonel  F.  M.  Armstrong,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns:  in  the 
second  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  the  engagement  with  Azmatallah  Khan  at  Jagdalak,  and  the  action  of 
Charasiab.  (Mentioned  in  despatches  ;  C.B.) 

Lt.-Colonel  C.  L.  IVoodruffe,  and  Lieuts.  H.  N.  McRae  and  H.  R.  L.  Holmes  served  with  the  regiment 
throughout  both  campaigns  :  Lt.-Colonel  Woodruffe  commanding  the  wing  engaged  at  the  action  of 
Futtehabad  and  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Charasiab  (mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel) ; 
Lieut.  McRae  taking  part  in  both  the  Bazar  Valley  expeditions  (in  command  of  the  detachment  engaged, 
in  the  first),  the  engagement  at  Jagdalak,  and  the  action  of  Charasiab  (mentioned  in  despatches);  and 
Lieut.  Holmes  taking  part  in  the  second  Bazar  expedition  (in  which  he  was  severely  wounded  while  in 
command  of  a  company  covering  the  retirement),  the  action  of  Futtehabad  (in  which  he  was  struck  by  a 
spent  ball),  the  engagement  at  Jagdalak,  and  the  action  of  Charasiab  (mentioned  in  despatches). 

Captain  R.  J.  Waller  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns,  taking  part  in  the  action  of 
Futtehabad,  the  engagement  at  Jagdalak,  and  the  action  of  Charasiab. 

Lieut.  R.  C.  S.  McCausland  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign,  till  invalided.  Took 
part  in  the  first  Bazar  Valley  expedition. 

Lieut.  F.  M. Barclay.  (Died  of  wounds.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  J.  M.  A.  Retallick  served  with  the  25th  K.O.Bs.  in  the  first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the 
second  Bazar  Valley  expedition.  Joined  the  45th  Sikhs  at  Jalalabad  in  Dec.,  1879,  and  served  with  the 
regiment  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  engagement  at  Jagdalak  and  the  action 
of  Charasiab. 


ist  GOORKHA  REGT.  (LIGHT  INFANTRY). 

UNDER  the  command  of  Colonel  J.  S.  Rawlins,  the  ist  Goorkhas  L.I.  moved  from  Dhurmsala, 
Lahore  Division,  in  September,  1878,  to  form  part  of  the  force  under  Sir  Donald  Stewart  assembled 
at  Multan.  Arrived  there  on  the  9th  Nov.,  the  regiment  railed  to  Sukkur,  trans  Indus,  where  it  was 
employed  till  the  25  th  Dec.  in  guarding  the  Siege  Train,  and  loading  and  storing  supplies  and  munitions 
of  war. 

During  the  month  of  December  the  ist  Goorkhas  moved  in  several  detachments  towards  Kan¬ 
dahar,  the  Head-quarters,  under  Col.  Sale  Hill  (Colonel  Rawlins  having  been  invalided),  marching  on 
the  26th  in  charge  of  the  Quetta  Field  Park  and  a  large  ordnance  convoy,  the  other  detachments  pre¬ 
ceding  it,  escorting  sections  of  the  Siege  Train  and  Treasure.  The  regiment  finally  assembled  at  Kan¬ 
dahar  on  the  13th  Feb.,  1879,  forming  part  of  the  brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Nuttall,  and  furnishing 
the  rear  and  out-look  picquets  to  the  force,  as  well  as  numerous  detachments  as  escorts,  convoys,  and 
foraging  parties  in  the  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  direction  and  Argandab  Valley.  The  work  performed  by  the 
regiment  up  to  and  during  this  period  was  of  the  most  arduous  and  harassing  description,  the  difficulties 
encountered,  especially  in  crossing  the  Khoja  Mountains,  being  enhanced  by  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather  and  heavy  snow-falls. 

On  the  26th  Feb.,  1879,  the  regiment  left  Kandahar,  forming  part  of  the  force  detailed  to  return  to 
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India  by  the  Thal-Chotiali  route  under  Major-General  Biddulph,  and  was  attached  to  No.  2  Column. 
During  the  march  the  1st  Goorkhas  almost  invariably  furnished  the  vanguard,  a  duty  which  entailed  very 
harassing  work,  all  heights  having  to  be  crowned,  and  the  country  reconnoitred.  At  Nahar-ki-kot  the 
force  was  broken  up;  and  on  the  nth  April  the  regiment  marched  to  India  via  the  Chachar  Pass,  and 
finally  reached  its  station,  Dhurmsala,  on  8th  May,  1879. 

In  compliance  with  telegraphic  orders,  the  1st  Goorkhas  L.I.,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Sale 
Hill,  again  marched  on  service  from  Dhurmsala  on  the  26th  Dec.,  1879,  and  on  the  22nd  Jan.,  1880, 
arrived  at  Fort  Jamrud,  where  it  was  posted  to  2nd  Brigade  Reserve  Division,  Lt.-Colonel  Story  now 
assuming  command  vice  Colonel  Sale  Hill,  who  was  appointed  a  Brigadier-General  in  the  Field. 

The  regiment  was  employed  during  the  months  of  February  and  March  in  guarding  the  Khyber 
Pass  and  furnishing  escorts  and  convoys,  one  company,  under  Lieut.  Kempster,  being  detached  at  the 
latter  end  of  March  to  escort  Mr.  Scott  while  surveying  to  the  North-East  of  the  Kabul  River  and  the 
country  adjacent  to  the  Sumshai  Pass  and  the  Shiliman  Range. 

On  the  Reserve  Division  being  broken  up,  the  1st  Goorkhas  L.I.  was  attached  to  the  No.  1  Move- 
able  Column  at  Safed  Sang,  and  took  part  with  it  in  the  Kuggia  and  Hissarak  expeditions,  and  the  opera¬ 
tions  in  the  Lughman  Valley. 

Subsequently  to  these  operations,  from  the  16th  June  till  the  breaking  up  of  the  Khyber  Line  Force 
on  the  10th  Aug.,  1880,  the  regiment  was  employed  in  keeping  the  line  of  communication,  and  stationed 
at  Jagdalak  Kotal  and  Seh  Baba,  was  constantly  engaged  in  patrolling,  and  crowning  the  heights  for,  and 
guarding  convoys.  These  duties  were  effectively  performed ;  and  during  the  whole  period,  the  safety  of 
the  road  was  thoroughly  secured. 

On  the  nth  Aug.,  1880,  the  regiment  commenced  its  return  march  to  India,  and  after  re-crossing 
the  frontier,  eventually  made  its  way  back  to  Dhurmsala,  where  it  arrived  on  the  26th  Sept.,  1880. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  1st  Goorkha  Regt.  (Light  Infantry)  served  in  the  war  : — 

Major-General  J.  S.  Rawlins  {retired),  commanded  the  regiment  in  its  advance  to  Sukkur,  where  he 
was  invalided. 

Colonel  R.  Sale  Hill,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign,  and  the  No.  2 
Column  Thal-Chotiali  F.F.  during  the  return  march  to  India.  In  the  second  campaign  commanded,  first 
the  2nd  Brigade  Reserve  Division,  and  subsequently  the  3rd  Section  Khyber  Line  Force  and  the  No.  1 
Moveable  Column  from  the  dates  of  their  formation  till  they  were  respectively  broken  up.  (Mentioned 
in  despatches;  C.B.) 

Lt.-Colonel  P.  Story  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war, 
during  the  first  campaign,  as  2nd  in  command,  and  during  the  second  campaign,  in  command,  taking 
part  in  the  Kuggia  and  Hissarak  expeditions. 

Major  G.  Young  joined  the  regiment  in  N.  Afghanistan  from  sick  leave  in  April,  1880,  and  officiated 
as  2nd  in  command  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign. 

Major  C.  St.  J.  B.  Barnett,  and  Lieuts.  J.  P.  IV.  Spankie  (3rd  Goorkha  Regt.)  and  G.  H.  Robinson 
served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  Kuggia, 
Hissarak,  and  Lughman  Valley  expeditions. 

Captain  G.  F.  Churchill,  and  Lieuts.  R.  C.  Temple  and  H.  H.  Ozzard  (14th  B.N.L.)  served  with  the 
regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign. 

Lieut.  F.  J.  Kempster,  Royal  Canadians  (attached),  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period 
it  was  employed  in  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  Kuggia,  Hissarak,  and  Lughman  Valley  expedi¬ 
tions.  Acted  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  Sale  Hill  from  19  Jan.  till  25  Feb.,  1880. 

Lieut.  E.  W.  F.  Martin,  Border  Regt.  (attached ),  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it 
was  employed  in  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  Kuggia  and  Hissarak  expeditions. 


2nd  (P.W.O.)  GOORKHA  REGT. 

IMMEDIATELY  on  the  return  to  India  of  the  Malta  and  Cyprus  expeditionary  force,  the  2nd 
Goorkhas,  which  formed  a  portion  of  it,  was  ordered  on  service  to  Afghanistan,  and  making  its  way 
to  Ali  Musjid,  arrived  there  in  December,  1878,  within  a  fortnight  of  the  capture  of  the  fort  by  the 
British. 

In  the  third  week  in  December,  1878,  500  men  of  the  regiment,  under  Col.  Macintyre,  took  part 
with  Brigadier-General  Doran’s  column  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  by  General  Maude  in  the 
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first  expedition  into  the  Bazar  Valley.  During  the  return  march  on  the  22nd  of  that  month,  one  Goorkha 
was  mortally  wounded. 

From  the  25th  Jan.  till  the  4th  Feb.,  1879,  312  men  of  the  regiment  under  Col.  Macintyre  took  part 
with  Brigadier-General  Appleyard’s  column  in  the  second  expedition  into  the  Bazar  Valley.  In  a  rear¬ 
guard  attack  which  was  ably  repelled  by  a  detachment  under  Major  Battye  on  the  26th,  two  Goorkhas 
were  wounded,  and  in  a  skirmish  with  the  enemy  during  the  retirement  from  Halwai  on  the  28th,  after 
the  destruction  of  the  towers,  one  Goorkha  was  killed  and  one  wounded. 

In  March,  1879,  the  2nd  Goorkhas  was  moved  forward  through  the  Khyber  Pass  to  Basawal.  On 
the  24th  of  that  month  50  men  of  the  regiment  under  Captain  Becher  formed  part  "of  the  force  under 
Brigadier-Genial  Tytler  which  defeated  the  Mohmands  with  heavy  loss  at  Deh  Sarak,  a  second  detach¬ 
ment  arriving  on  the  field  later  in  the  day. 

The  regiment  remained  at  Basawal,  with  a  detachment  of  two  companies  at  Barikab,  till  after  the 
signing  of  the  treaty  of  Gandamak,  when  it  marched  back  to  India,  recrossing  the  frontier  on  the  9th 
June,  1879,  and  returning  to  Dehra  Dun. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  2nd  Goorkhas  was  again  ordered  on  service, 
and  as  a  unit  of  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough’s  Brigade  advanced  through  the  Khyber  Pass  to  Daka, 
Jalalabad,  and  Gandamak,  where  Head-quarters  arrived  at  the  latter  end  of  October.  During  November, 
and  again  in  the  early  days  of  December,  the  regiment  was  employed  on  outpost  duty,  separate  wings 
occupying  Pezwan  and  Jagdalak  Fojt,  and  furnishing  Jagdalak  Kotal  with  a  detachment  of  40  rifles.  On 
the  19th  of  that  month  187  men  of  the  regiment,  under  Captain  Becher,  formed  part  of  the  force  under 
Col.  Norman,  24th  P.N.I.,  which  defeated  with  heavy  loss  a  large  body  of  Ghilzais.  On  that  day  the 
regiment  was  reunited  at  Jagdalak  ;  and  on  the  21st  idem  it  marched  with  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough’s 
brigade  for  Sherpur,  where  it  arrived  on  the  24th  Dec.,  1878,  and  remained  till  the  evacuation  of  Kabul 
in  August,  1879. 

On  the  25th  April,  1879,  104  men  of  the  2nd  Goorkhas,  under  Captain  Hill,  accompanied  Brigadier- 
General  Macpherson’s  column  into  the  Chardeh  plain  in  support  of  Col.  Jenkins’  force,  which  was 
engaged  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Charasiab.  In  the  action  which  ensued,  the  detachment,  leading,  with 
the  92nd  Highlanders,  the  other  units  of  the  column,  performed  highly  distinguished  service  in  the  right 
attack,  capturing  the  enemy’s  principal  standard,  and  subsequently  rushing  the  orchards  in  which  the 
Afghans  took  up  their  second  position. 

Forming  part  of  Macpherson’s  Brigade  of  the  Kabul-Kandahar  Field  Force,  the  2nd  Goorkhas  took 
part,  in  the  month  ot  August,  1880,  in  the  advance  to  the  relief  of  the  Southern  capital.  In  the  crown¬ 
ing  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar  on  the  1st  Sept,  the  regiment,  as  one  of  the  two  leading 
battalions  of  the  1st  Brigade,  played  a  conspicuous  part,  being  engaged  in  the  successive  captures  of  the 
villages  of  Gandi  Mullah  Sahibdad  and  Pir  Paimal,  and  finally  assisting  in  carrying  the  entrenched 
position  on  which  the  enemy  made  their  final  stand.  The  casualties  of  the  regiment  on  this  day  were, 
8  men  killed,  and  Lt.-Colonel  Battye  and  21  men  wounded. 

On  the  reconstitution  of  the  forces  in  Southern  Afghanistan,  the  regiment  marched  for  India,  and 
eventually  returned  to  its  old  quarters  at  Dehra  Dun. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  2nd  (P.W.O,)  Goorkha  Regt.  served  in  the  war  : — 

Major-Genei'al  D.  Macintyre ,  VC.  ( retired ),  commanded  the  regiment  during  the  first  campaign  till 
invalided  in  May,  1879,  taking  part  in  both  the  Bazar  Valley  expeditions.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lt.-Colonel  A.  Battye ,  C.B.,  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns,  commanding  it 
from  May,  1879,  during  the  first,  and  throughout  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  first  Bazar 
Valley  expedition,  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak,  the  advance  to  the  relief  of  Sherpur,  the  march  from  Kabul  to 
the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  in  which  he  was  wounded.  (Three  times  mentioned 
in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel ;  C.B.) 

Major  H.  P.  P.  Nash ,  Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  S.  E.  Becher ,  Captain  IV.  P.  Newall, ,  and  Lieut.  H.  S. 
Wheatley  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns,  taking  part  in  the  operations  in  the  Bazar 
Valley,  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak,  the  advance  to  the  relief  of  Sherpur,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief 
of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  Lt.-Colonel  Becher  was  also  present,  in  command  of  a  detach¬ 
ment,  at  the  action  of  Deh  Sarak.  For  his  services  he  was  three  times  mentioned  in  despatches,  and 
received  the  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel. 

Bt.  Major  W.  Hill  and  Lieut.  E.  Travers  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  second  campaign, 
taking  part  in  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak,  the  advance  to  the  relief  of  Sherpur,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the 
relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  Bt.  Major  Hill  was  also  present,  in  command  of  a 
detachment,  at  the  second  action  of  Charasiab.  For  his  services  he  was  mentioned  in  despatches,  and 
received  the  Brevet  of  Major.  Lieut.  Travers  was  also  mentioned  in  despatches. 
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3rd  GOORKHA  REGT.  (KEMAOON  BATTALION.) 

ON  the  1 2th  Oct.,  1878,  the  3rd  Goorkha  Regt.  marched  from  Almora  to  Bareilly,  and  proceeding 
thence  to  Mithankot,  made  its  way  by  the  Dera  Bughti  route  to  Dadar.  The  marches  through 
the  deep,  hot  sands,  and  over  the  waterless  tracts  of  the  desert  were  long  and  tedious,  at  times  extending 
to  28  and  30  miles  in  length.  Arrived  at  its  destination,  the  regiment  joined  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s 
Division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion,  and  was  posted  to  the  2nd  Infantry  Brigade  under  Brigadier-General 
Hughes,  with  which  it  continued  to  serve  throughout  the  ensuing  campaign. 

The  3rd  Goorkhas  marched  by  wings  through  the  Bolan  Pass  to  Quetta,  Kandahar,  and  Kalat-i- 
Ghilzai,  the  Head-quarters  and  Left  wing  escorting  5/1 1,  R.A.,  from  Quetta  to  Kandahar,  and  the  Right 
wing  performing  like  duty  with  6/1 1,  R.A.,  from  Dadar.  The  draught  cattle  becoming  unfitted  for  work, 
the  Goorkhas,  associated  with  detachments  of  the  59th  Foot  and  60th  Rifles,  supplied  the  deficiency  with 
manual  labour,  dragging  the  heavy  artillery  through  water  and  shingle  and  over  rock  and  sand.  The 
work  was  of  the  most  severe  description,  one  march  of  22  miles  occupying  20  hours  in  accomplishing  it. 

The  Head-quarters  and  Left  wing  of  the  regiment  returned  from  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  by  way  of  the 
Arghazan  Valley  to  Kandahar  in  the  depth  of  winter,  arriving  at  its  destination,  after  suffering  great 
privations  from  exposure  to  the  snow  and  from  difficulties  of  transport  and  supplies,  on  the  22nd  Feb., 
1879.  On  that  day  the  Right  wing,  in  its  turn,  commenced  the  return  journey,  and  on  the  2nd  March, 
1879,  rejoined  regimental  Head-quarters. 

From  the  dates  of  its  return,  the  3rd  Goorkhas  formed  part  of  the  garrison  of  Kandahar,  the  men 
constantly  working  on  fatigue  and  escort  duty.  In  June  the  regiment  suffered  from  an  epidemic  of  fever, 
and  in  July,  from  an  epidemic  of  cholera,  in  consequence  of  which  six  companies  moved  into  the  cholera 
camp,  with  good  result.  The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  regiment  from  this  disease  amounted  to  42, 
7  camp  followers  also  succumbing. 

On  the  1st  Aug.,  1879,  the  Head-quarters  and  Right  wing,  as  escort  to  5/1 1,  R.A.,  left  Kandahar 
for  Quetta,  where  they  arrived  on  the  16th  idem,  the  heat  during  the  march  having  ranged  up  to  1150  in 
tents.  On  the  3rd  Sept,  the  left  wing  also  quitted  the  Southern  capital  for  the  same  destination,  but 
had  only  proceeded  three  marches  when  it  received  orders,  in  consequence  of  the  Kabul  massacre, 
to  return,  which  it  did  with  all  speed.  On  the  23rd  Sept,  it  marched  with  Brigadier-General  Hughes’ 
Brigade  for  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  and  Shah  Jui;  and  at  the  action  fought  at  that  place  on  the  24th  Oct. 
formed  a  portion  of  the  reserve.  On  the  26th  idem  it  commenced  its  return  march  for  Kandahar. 
In  the  meantime  the  Head-quarters  and  Right  wing  had  been  delayed  at  Quetta  for  want  of  carriage  ; 
but  the  difficulty  being  at  length  surmounted,  it  commenced  its  march,  and  forming  an  escort  for  treasure, 
arrived  at  Kandahar  on  the  21st  Nov.,  1879. 

The  regiment  remained  at  Kandahar  till  31st  March,  1880,  on  which  date  it  marched,  as  a  unit  of 
Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  Division,  for  Ghazni.  On  the  19th  April  it  was  engaged  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad 
Khel,  forming  the  extreme  left  of  the  line  of  Infantry,  and  rendering  signal  service  by  forming  up  into 
rallying  squares  at  the  critical  moment  when  the  Ghazi  rush  swept  back  the  Cavalry  on  the  skirmishers. 
In  the  official  despatch  bearing  date  28  May,  1880,  the  following  passage  occurs  :  “Sir  Donald  Stewart 
refers  to  the  resolute  firmness  with  which  the  key  of  the  position  was  held  by  the  2nd  Sikhs  and  3rd 
Goorkhas  under  Brigadier-General  Hughes’  direction,  when  the  right  of  the  line  was  pushed  back.” 
Ghazni  was  entered  on  the  20th  April,  and  two  days  afterwards  the  regiment  was  present  at  the 
bombardment  of  the  Arzu  villages. 

Taking  part  in  the  advance  of  the  Division  into  the  Logar  Valley,  where  the  command  of  it  was 
made  over  to  General  Hills,  the  3rd  Goorkhas  continued  with  it  in  that  district  throughout  the  succeeding 
summer. 

On  the  evacuation  of  Kabul  in  August,  1880,  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  trying  return  march 
of  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  force  by  the  Khyber  route  to  India,  recrossing  the  frontier  on  the  9th  Sept., 
1880,  and  eventually  making  its  way  to  Lahore  in  time  to  take  part  in  the  Viceroy’s  durbar. 

On  the  departure  of  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  Division  from  Kandahar,  the  3rd  Goorkhas  furnished  a 
body  of  signallers,  which,  under  the  command  of  Captain  E.  B.  Bishop,  was  constantly  on  duty  from  the 
date  of  its  formation  till  the  date  of  the  arrival  of  the  regiment  at  Peshawar. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  third  Goorkha  (Kemaoon)  Regt.  served  in  the  war  : 
tl  ^■cIor~^enera^  -d.  Paterson  (retired),  commanded  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign,  and  till  the 
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Colonel  H.  H.  Lysler,  C.B.,  V.  C .,  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed 
in  the  war  commanding  it  during  the  second  campaign,  from  8th  Oct,  1879.  Commanded  the  regiment 
at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  the  action  of  Arzu.  (Mentioned  in  despatches  •  C  B  ) 

Majors  G.  C.  Gregory  and  R.  E.  K.  Money ,  and  Lieut.  C.  Pulley ,  served  with  the  regiment  through- 
out  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  the  latter  as  Adjutant,  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad 
Khel  and  the  action  of  Arzu.  Major  Money  commanded  the  detached  wing  which  escorted  6/1 1,  R  A., 
through  the  Bolan  Pass^to  Kandahar. 

Major  L.  Smith.  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 
c.  Major  E.  B.  Bishop  served  throughout  both  campaigns  :  in  the  first  as  Superintendent  of  Army 

Signalling  with  the  advanced  Cavalry,  and  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  Palliser,  taking  part  in 
uie  advance  on  Kandahar  and  to  the  Halmand,  and  being  present  as  Signalling  Officer  at  the  action  of 
I  akht-i-pul ;  and  in  the  second  campaign,  with  the  3rd  Goorkhas,  and  as  Signalling  Officer  to  Brigadier- 
General  Hughes,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  Ghazni  and  to  Kabul,  and  the  return  march  to  India  by 
the  Khyber  route,  and  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  the  action  of  Arzu.  (Mentioned 
in  despatches ;  Brevet  of  Major.)  ' 

Lieut  A.  EG.  Browne  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign,  and  till  invalided  from  Quetta 
28  Oct.,  1879.  ^  ’ 

Lieut.  J.  L.  O’Bryen,  31  st.  P . NJ. ,  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign,  and  till  transferred 
to  the  31st  P.N.I.  in  Dec.,  1879. 

Lieut.  J.  A.  S.  Thomson ,  Leinster  Regt.  ( attached ),  joined  the  regiment  at  Kandahar  27  March,  1880 
and  served  with  it  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign,  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  the 
action  of  Arzu. 

Lieut.  G.  H.  Loch ,  Wiltshire  Regt.  {attached'),  joined  the  regiment  in  the  Logar  Valley  24  June  1880 
and  served  with  it  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign.  Acted  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General 
Hughes  from  5  to  23  Aug.,  1880. 


4th  GOORKHA  REGT. 


IN  September,  1878,  the  4th  Goorkha  Regt.  received  orders  to  hold  itself  in  readiness  to  proceed  on 
active  service,  and  on  the  2nd  Oct.  marched  from  Bukloh  for  Peshawar,  under  the  command  of 
Lt. -Colonel  P.  J.  Turton. 

As  a  unit  of  the  1st  Brigade  1st  Division  Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  the  regiment  was  engaged,  on  the 
21st  and  22nd  Nov.,  in  the  difficult  flanking  operations  which  were  conducted  by  Brigadier-General 
Macpherson  over  the  precipitous  Rhotas  heights  in  reverse  of  Ali  Musjid,  and  which  contributed  to 
effecting  the  abandonment  of  the  Fort  and  the  retreat  of  the  Afghan  forces.  Accompanying  the 
subsequent  advance  of  the  Division  through  the  Khyber,  the  4th  Goorkhas  took  part,  successively  in  the 
occupation  of  Daka,  Jalalabad,  and  Gandamak. 

In  January,  1879,  200  picked  men  of  the  regiment  under  Major  Rowcroft,  forming  a  portion  of 
Brigadier-General  Tytler’s  Column,  marched  from  Basawal  on  the  second  expedition  into  the  Bazar 
Valley,  and  the  28th  of  that  month,  in  the  reconnaissance  of  the  Bokhar  Pass,  were  hotly  engaged  the 
enemy  contesting  every  hill-top  for  a  distance  of  nearly  five  miles. 

On  the  31st  March,  1879,  3°°  picked  men  of  the  4th  Goorkhas,  under  Major  Rowcroft,  took  part 
in  Brigadier-General  Macpherson’s  expedition  to  the  Lughman  Valley,  in  pursuit  of  Azmatallah  Khan, 
accomplishing  a  forced  march  of  26  hours’  duration,  in  which  35  miles  of  most  difficult  country,  including 
the  almost  inaccessible  range  of  the  Siah  Koh,  were  covered. 

The  campaign  concluded,  the  regiment  commenced  its  return  march  to  India  from  Gandamak  on 
the  2nd  June,  and  eventually  reached  Bukloh  on  the  13th  July,  having  been  detained  four  days  in  cholera 
camp  at  Jhelum.  Though,  in  common  with  the  other  regiments  of  the  Division,  its  sufferings  during  the 
march  were  intense,  it  was  fortunate  in  losing  no  more  than  1 1  fighting  men  and  a  like  number  of  camp 
followers  from  the  fell  disease  which  claimed  so  many  victims. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  4th  Goorkhas  was  again  ordered  to  the 
front,  and  marching  from  Bukloh  on  the  25th  Sept.,  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  Rowcroft, 
reached  Gandamak,  after  a  week’s  detention  at  Jalalabad,  on  the  15  th  Nov. 

As  a  unit  of  Brigadier-General  Charles  Gough’s  brigade,  the  regiment  marched  from  Gandamak  on 
the  14th  Dec.  to  Jagdalak,  and  in  the  fighting  which  ensued  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  post — notably 
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in  the  affairs  of  the  17th  and  18th  Dec.-took  a  prominent  part.  Continuing  with  the  Brigade  in  its 
advance  to  the  relief  of  Sherpur,  the  regiment  arrived  with  it  at  its  destination  on  the  24th  Dec.  On  the 
1st  Jan.,  1879,  it  moved  into  the  Bala  Hissar,  which  was  occupied  by  Brigadier-General  C.  Goughs 

bngadc  tUl  ^end  of ^larch.^^^^  ^  4th  Goorkhas  accompanied  the  force  under  General  Ross  which 

moved  out  from  Kabul  to  co-operate  with  the  division  under  Sir  Donald  Stewart  advancing  from  Ghazni, 
and  took  part  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  by  it  in  the  Maidan  and  neighbouring  districts. 
In  the  action  of  Shekabad,  on  the  25th  April,  one  wing  of  the  regiment  was  engaged  with  the  column 
of  all  arms,  under  the  command  of  Lt. -Colonel  Rowcrolt,  which  defeated  the  enemy  on  the  hills  above 
Zaidabad,  driving  them,  with  heavy  loss,  from  their  numerous  strong  positions  ;  while  the  remaining  lour 
companies,  under  Major  Mainwaring,  were  occupied  on  the  extreme  left,  watching  a  large  force  which 
was  threatening  a  flank  attack.  For  the  steadiness  and  intelligence  the  men  displayed  in  this  action,  the 

regiment  received  warm  commendation  in  the  Generals  despatch.  _  .  .  .  ~  ,  , 

In  the  middle  of  June,  1880,  the  4th  Goorkhas  left  Sherpur  with  Brigadier-General  C.  Goughs 
brigade  for  Pughman,  and  for  the  next  six  weeks,  until  the  force  was  recalled  to  Sherpur  in  view  of  the 
evacuation  of  Kabul,  took  part  with  it  in  its  various  operations  in  the  Koh  Daman  and  surrounding 
districts.  On  the  28th  June,  four  companies  under  Colonel  Rowcroft,  were  engaged  m  the  affair  ol 
Sofian,  against  Mir  Butcha’s  levies,  the  result  of  a  reconnaissance  on  the  road  towards  Istalif. 

As  a  portion  of  the  3rd  Brigade  of  the  Kabul-Kandahar  F.F.,  the  4th  Goorkhas  took  part,  in 
August,  1880,  in  the  memorable  march  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar.  On  the  31st  Aug.  the  regiment 
occupied  the  centre  of  the  position  taken  up  by  MacGregor’s  brigade  in  the  village  of  Absabad  when  the 
Cavalry  reconnaissance  drew  the  enemy  forward,  and  assisted  in  checking  their  advance  by  a  well-directed 
fire ;  and  after  maintaining  its  position  throughout  the  succeeding  night,  the  regiment  was  engaged,  on 
the  1  st  Sept.,  in  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  a  half-company  under  Jemadar  Ramu  Thappa,  which  was  sent 
up  by  Col.  Rowcroft  to  clear  a  hill  on  the  arrival  of  the  Brigade  near .  Ayub  s  camp,  particularly 
distinguishing  itself,  shooting  or  bayoneting  every  Ghazi  of  forty-six  who  remained  to  defend  the  height. 

On  the  8th  Sept,  the  4th  Goorkhas  marched  with  MacGregor’s  Brigade  towards  Quetta,  and  on  the 
1 6th  idem  formed  part  of  a  column  of  all  arms  which  was  detached  at  Killa  Abdula,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  Rowcroft,  to  restore  order  and  collect  supplies  in  the  Panizai  country.  .  The  column  rejoined  the 
brigade  on  the  27th  Sept,  at  Kach,  and  the  regiment  subsequently  took  part  with  the  latter  in  its  expedi¬ 
tion  through  the  Marri  country,  eventually  arriving  at  Rajanpur  on  the  16th  Nov.  From  Rajanpur  the 
regiment  proceeded  by  rail  to  Umritsur,  and  from  thence  by  route  march  to  its  own  station,  Bukloh, 
which  it  reached  on  the  9th  Dec.,  1880,  after  an  absence  of  more  than  two  years  on  service. 


The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  4th  Goorkha  Regt.  served  in  the  war  :  _ 

Colonel  J.  P.  Turton  commanded  the  regiment  during  the  first  campaign  till  invalided,  31  May, 
1879.  Took  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid  and  the  forcing  of  the  Khyber  Pass.  (Mentioned  in 

despatches.)  .  . 

Lt. - Colonel  F  F.  Rowcroft ,  Commandant  44 th  Bengal  L.L.,  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both 
campaigns,  commanding  it  from  the  1st  June,  1879.  Took  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid  and  forcing 
of  the  Khyber  Pass,  the  second  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  the  pursuit  of  Armatallah  Khan,  the  advance  to 
the  relief  of  Sherpur,  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak,  the  action  of  Shekabad  (in  which  he  commanded  a 
column),  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  reconnaissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  the 
battle  of  Kandahar  (wounded),  and  the  operations  against  the  Marris.  (Three  times  mentioned  in 
despatches.) 

Major  J.  Hay  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign,  and  during  the  second 
campaign  from  Feb.  till  May,  1880.  Took  partin  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid  and  forcing  of  the  Khyber 
Pass,  and  the  action  of  Shekabad.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

ALajor  E.  P.  Mainwaring  rejoined  the  regiment  from  sick  leave  in  Jan.,  1879,  and  served  with  it 
during  the  remainder  of  the  first  and  throughout  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  advance  to  the 
relief  of  Sherpur,  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak,  the  action  of  Shekabad,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of 
Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the  Marris.  (Twice  mentioned  in 
despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

ALajor  G.  IV.  Rogers  served  throughout  both  campaigns ;  in  the  first  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier- 
General  Tytler,  and  in  the  second  with  the  regiment.  Took  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid  and  forcing 
of  the  Khyber  Pass,  the  second  Bazar  Valley  expedition,  the  action  of  Deh  Sarak,  the^  fighting  at 
Jagdalak,  the  advance  to  the  relief  of  Sherpur,  the  action  of  Shekabad,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the 
relief  of  Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  the  reconnaissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  and  the  operations 
against  the  Marris.  (Mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Major.) 
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Captain  C.  A.  Afercer  and  Lieut.  H.  J.  Bolton  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns, 
taking  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid  and  the  forcing  of  the  Khyber  Pass,  the  second  Bazar  Valley 
expedition,  the  advance  to  the  relief  of  Sherpur,  the  fighting  at  Jagdalak,  the  action  of  Shekabad,  the 
march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  reconnaissance  of  31  Aug.,  1880,  the  battle  of 
Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the  Marris.  Lieut.  Bolton  also  took  part  in  the  pursuit  of 
Azmatallah  Khan.  (Both  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Bt.  ALajor  N.  R.  Stewart.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Lieut.  C.  G.  Adye,  West  Yorkshire  Regt.  {attached),  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  first  campaign, 
taking  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid  and  the  forcing  of  the  Khyber  Pass. 


5th  GOORKHA  REGT.  (HAZARA  GOORKHA  BATTALION). 

THIS  regiment  was  warned,  for  active  service  on  the  24th  Sept.,  1878,  and  on  the  2nd  Oct.  marched 
from  Abbottabad,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  vid  Kohat  for  Thai,  arriving  there  on  the  23rd  Oct., 
and  joining  the  Kuram  F.F.,  under  the  command  of  General  Roberts. 

As  a  unit  of  the  2nd  Brigade,  commanded  by  Brigadier-General  Thelwall,  the  5th  Goorkhas  crossed 
the  frontier  into  Afghanistan  on  the  22nd  Nov.,  1878.  In  the  assault  of  the  Peiwar  Ivotal,  on  the  2nd 
Dec.,  after  taking  part  in  the  previous  reconnaissance,  the  regiment  was  prominently  engaged  throughout 
the  day,  leading  the  advance  in  both  the  first  and  second  turning  movements  carried  out  under  General 
Roberts’  personal  command,  and  capturing  in  brilliant  style  the  first  of  the  enemy’s  stockades.  On  the 
7th  Dec.  the  5th  Goorkhas  took  part  in  the  reconnaissance  of  the  Shutargardan,  returning  to  Ali  Khel, 
whither  the  Division  had  advanced  from  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  on  the  nth.  The  following  day  the  regiment 
accompanied  the  force  under  General  Roberts  which  marched  from  Ali  Khel  for  Fort  Kuram,  and  on 
the  13th  formed  the  rear-guard  of  the  column  which  was  attacked  by  hordes  of  Mangals  in  the  Sapari 
defile.  For  nearly  five  hours  it  was  engaged,  over  most  difficult  ground,  with  a  bold  and  active  enemy, 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  locality ;  but  so  successfully  was  its  duty  performed,  that  not  a  single 
baggage-animal  or  load  was  lost.  “It  is,  therefore,”  writes  General  Roberts  in  his  despatch,  “my 
pleasure  and  my  duty  to  bring  the  gallant  conduct  of  this  fine  regiment  to  special  notice.”  In  this 
engagement  Captain  Powell,  of  the  regiment,  was  mortally  wounded,  3  Goorkha  Sepoys  were  killed, 
and  11  wounded,  1  mortally. 

The  5th  Goorkhas  passed  the  remainder  of  the  winter  in  the  Kuram  Valley.  In  January,  1879, 
200  men  under  Captain  Cook  accompanied  General  Roberts  to  Khost.  On  the  1st  April  the  regiment 
proceeded  again  to  Ali  Khel,  and  joined  the  2nd  Brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Cobbe;  and  from 
that  advanced  post,  at  the  latter  end  of  July,  1879,  it  marched  to  the  Shutargardan  as  part  of  the  escort 
of  Sir  P.  L.  N.  Cavagnari. 

Immediately  after  the  receipt  of  news  of  the  Kabul  massacre,  on  the  8th  Sept.,  the  5th  Goorkhas 
marched  from  Ali  Khel  to  Karatiga,  and  from  there  led  the  advance  of  the  troops  to  Kushi,  where  the 
2nd  Brigade,  under.  Brigadier-General  Baker — of  which  the  regiment  became  a  unit — was  formed. 
Taking  part  in  the  advance  on  Kabul  of  the  newly-constituted  Division  under  Sir  F.  Roberts’  command 
on  the  1  st  Oct.,  the  regiment  was  employed  during  the  crossing  of  the  Logar  River  at  Zaidabad  on  the 
4th,  in  driving  off  the  tribesmen  who  disputed  the  advance,  and  in  the  action  of  Charasiab,  on  the  6th, 
was  again  engaged,  taking  a  prominent  part  both  in  the  assault  of  the  “  Red  Ridge  ”  and  the  position  on 
which  the  enemy  made  their  final  stand.  On  the  8th  Oct.  the  regiment  marched  to  the  Shahr  Darwaza 
hill,  and  remained  there  till  the  12th,  when  it  was  brought  down  to  occupy  the  upper  portion  of  the 
Bala  Hissar.  Four  days  afterwards  occurred  the  terrific  explosion  in  the  Amir’s  arsenal,  causing  the 
death  of  1  native  officer,  5  non-commissioned  officers,  and  6  rank  and  file.  The  regiment  fell  in,  in  good 
order,  and  took  up  a  position  half  a  mile  from  the  fort.  From  the  17th  Oct.  till  the  middle  of  December, 
the  men  were  employed  at  the  Sherpur  cantonment  in  building  barracks,  storing  grain,  and  making 
preparations  generally  for  the  winter. 

On  the  8th  Dec.  the  5th  Goorkhas,  attached  to  a  force  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Macpherson,  marched  to  the  Surkh  Kotal,  and  was  engaged  both  in  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  Karez 
Mir,  on  the  10th  Dec.,  and  again  in  the  Chardeh  Valley,  on  the  following  day.  In  the  former  action, 
Major  Fitz-Hugh  and  1  man  were  wounded ;  and  in  the  latter,  1  man  was  killed  and  2  wounded.  On  the 
1 2th  and  13th  the  regiment  performed  brilliant  service  in  the  assaults  of  the  Takht-i-Shah,  suffering  a 
loss,  on  the  first  day,  of  3  men  killed,  and  Major  Cook,  V.C.,  and  6  men  wounded,  the  former  mortally. 
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On  the  14th,  after  retaining  possession  during  the  previous  night  of  the  position  gained,  the  regiment 
retired  with  the  rest  of  the  force  within  the  lines  of  Sherpur,  losing  on  this  day  1  native  officer  and  2  men 
killed,  and  2  men  wounded.  During  the  siege  of  Sherpur  parties  of  the  5th  Goorkhas  took  part  in  some 
of  the  sorties  from  the  cantonment;  and  on  the  23rd  Dec.  the  regiment  was  engaged  in  the  repulse  of 
the  enemy’s  attack. 

In  the  2nd  week  in  May,  1880,  the  5th  Goorkhas  marched  from  Sherpur  with  the  force  under 
Brigadier-General  Baker  into  the  Logar  and  Wardak  Valleys,  eventually  returning  to  cantonments  on  the 
15th  June. 

As  a  unit  of  the  2nd  Brigade  Kabul-Kandahar  Field  Force,  the  regiment  took  part,  in  the  month  of 
August,  1880,  in  the  march  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  on  the  1st  Sept,  was  engaged  in  the  defeat  of 
Ayub  Khan’s  army. 

On  the  15th  Sept.,  1880,  the  5th  Goorkhas  marched  from  Kandahar  for  Sibi,  where  it  arrived  on 
the  8th  Oct.  It  there  joined  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  MacGregor,  and  marched  with  it  in  its 
expedition  through  the  Marri  country  to  Rajanpur,  from  whence  it  eventually  made  its  way  to 
Abbottabad,  arriving  on  the  7th  Dec.,  1880,  after  an  absence  of  over  two  years  and  two  months  on 
service. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  5th  Goorkha  Regt.  (Hazara  Goorkha  Battalion)  served  in  the 
war : — 

Lt.-Colonel  A.  Fitz-Hugh,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns :  in  the 
assault  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the  affair  in  the  Sapari  defile,  the  actions  of  Charasiab,  Surkh  Kotal 
(wounded),  Chardeh,  and  subsequent  operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879,  the 
advance  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the 
Marris.  (Five  times  mentioned  in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel ;  C.B.) 

Lt.-Colonel  J.  Sym  commanded  the  regiment  during  the  intervals  between  the  first  and  second 
campaigns,  and  served  with  it,  as  2nd  in  command,  throughout  the  second,  taking  part  in  the  action  of 
Charasiab,  the  operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879,  the  march  from  Kabul  to 
the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the  Marris.  (Twice  mentioned 
in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Major  J.  Cook,  V.C.  (Mortally  wounded  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Major  E.  Molloy  served  from  21  Oct.,  1878,  till  29  Oct.,  1879,  as  Interpreter  to  the  Lieutenant- 
General  Commanding  the  Kandahar  F.F. ;  from  the  30th  Oct.,  1879,  till  the  20th  Jan.,  1880,  as  Political 
Officer  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai ;  and  from  Feb.,  1880,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  with  the  5th  Goorkhas. 
Took  part  in  the  original  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  the  second  occu¬ 
pation  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  the  advance  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and 
the  operations  against  the  Marris.  (Mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Captain  C.  F  Powell.  (Mortally  wounded  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieuts.  A.  R.  Martin,  C.  C.  Chevenix-Trench,  and  C.  C.  St.  E.  Lucas  served  with  the  regiment 
throughout  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  assault  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the  affair  in  the  Sapari  defile,  the 
action  of  Charasiab,  the  operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879,  the  march  from 
Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the  Marris.  For  his 
services  the  former  was  three  times  mentioned  in  despatches,  and  the  two  latter  twice. 

Lieut.  W.  R.  Yeilding  served  during  the  first  campaign  with  the  1st  Sikh  Infantry,  in  the  1st  Division 
Peshawar  Valley  F.F.,  taking  part  in  the  occupation  of  Jalalabad  and  the  Khyber ;  and  during  the  second 
campaign  from  Jan.,  1880,  with  the  5th  Goorkhas,  taking  part  in  the  advance  from  Kabul  to  the  relief 
of  Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the  Marris. 

Lieut.  A.  A.  Barrett  served  with  the  3rd  Sikh  Infantry  throughout  the  second  campaign,  taking  part 
in  the  defence  of  the  Shutargardan,  including  the  actions  of  2  Oct.  and  14  Oct.,  1879,  the  operations 
round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879,  the  advance  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar, 
the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the  Marris. 


ist  REGT.  PUNJAB  CAVALRY. 

IN  October,  1878,  the  ist  Punjab  Cavalry  was  warned  for  service,  and  made  its  way  from  Dera  Ghazi 
Khan  by  the  Dera  Bughti  route  and  Bolan  Pass  to  Quetta.  As  a  unit  of  General  Biddulph’s 
Division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion,  the  regiment  shortly  afterwards  entered  Afghanistan,  and  for  several 
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weeks  was  actively  employed  in  the  reconnaissances  which  were  conducted  over  a  large  area  of  the 
Pishin  district. 

Forming  part  of  the  Left  column  of  the  troops  under  Brigadier-General  Palliser’s  command,  the 
regiment,  furnishing  detachments  for  posts  on  the  line  of  communications,  accompanied  the  advance  by 
the  Ghwaja  route  on  Kandahar,  and  on  the  4th  Jan.,  1879,  was  engaged  in  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul,  one 
detachment,  under  Captain  Atkinson,  taking  part  in  the  rout  of  the  Afghan  Cavalry  to  the  north  of  the 
Ghlo  Kotal,  and  another  detachment,  under  Captain  Hervey,  coming  into  contact  with  the  enemy  later 
in  the  day.  Captain  Atkinson,  by  the  opportune  aid  he  rendered  in  cutting  down  an  Afghan  who  was 
aiming  a  carbine  at  close  quarters  at  Captain  Abadie,  9th  Lancers,  probably  saved  that  officer’s  life.  For 
their  forward  gallantry  in  the  action  1  Jemadar  and  3  Sowars  were  recommended  in  despatches 
for  the  Order  of  Merit.  The  casualties  of  the  regiment  were,  3  Sowars  wounded,  1  horse  killed,  and 
1  wounded. 

The  1st  Punjab  Cavalry  took  part  in  the  march  through  Kandahar  on  the  8th  Jan.,  1879,  and 
taking  up  its  quarters  in  the  citadel  on  the  departure  of  the  Columns  for  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  and  Girishk, 
remained  serving  at  the  Southern  capital  throughout  the  succeeding  spring  and  summer. 

On  the  2 1  st.  Jan.,  1879,  a  few  sabres  of  the  regiment  forming  part  of  the  garrison  of  Charnan  moved 
out  from  that  post  with  other  details  under  Major  Tulloch,  26th  N.I.,  against  a  band  of  marauders. 
The  expedition  was  highly  successful,  Nashkar  Khan,  a  notorious  robber,  and  ten  of  his  followers, 
being  slain. 

On  the  27th  March,  1879,  3°  sabres  of  the  regiment  formed  part  of  the  force  under  Major 
Humfrey,  Jacob’s  Rifles,  which  defeated  with  heavy  loss  over  2,000  Barechi  Pathans  at  Syud  But,  in 
Shorawak. 

On  the  10th  April  the  regiment  formed  part  of  a  small  force  under  Brigadier-General  Palliser  which 
advanced  into  the  Khakrez  district  to  collect  revenue.  The  objects  of  the  expedition  were  successfully 
accomplished,  and  the  force  returned  te  Kandahar  on  the  2nd  May. 

In  the  beginning  of  September,  1879,  the  1st  Punjab  Cavalry  was  ordered  back  to  India  ;  while  still 
en  route  for  Quetta,  however,  it  received  directions,  in  consequence  of  the  receipt  of  news  of  the  Kabul 
massacre,  to  return  with  all  speed  to  Kandahar,  where  it  arrived  early  in  October. 

As  a  unit  of  Brigadier-General  Barter’s  brigade,  the  1st  Punjab  Cavalry  marched  out  of  Kandahar 
on  the  29th  March,  1880,  to  take  part  in  the  advance  of  the  Bengal  Division  on  Ghazni,  and  both  in  the 
battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  on  the  19th  April,  and  the  action  of  Arzu,  on  the  23rd  idem,  was  prominently 
engaged.  In  the  former  engagement  (in  which  two  squadrons,  detached  from  General  Barter’s  brigade, 
fought  under  General  Palliser’s  command)  the  casualties  of  the  regiment  were,  1  Flavildar  and  18  rank 
and  file  wounded,  32  horses  wounded,  and  5  missing;  and  in  the  latter,  1  Sowar  killed  and  7  wounded, 
and  5  horses  wounded.  Subsequently  taking  part  in  the  continued  advance  of  the  Field  Force  into  the 
Logar  Valley,  the  xst  Punjab  Cavalry  was  employed  in  the  various  operations  which  were  conducted  in 
that  and  the  neighbouring  districts  till  the  6th  Aug.,  when  the  Division  marched  into  Kabul,  and  was 
broken  up.  On  the  1st  July,  1880,  a  portion  of  the  regiment  was  engaged  with  Brigadier-General 
Palliser’s  force  in  the  Cavalry  affair  of  Patkao  Shana,  and  rendered  a  most  creditable  account  of 
itself.  For  his  forward  gallantry  in  this  action,  Major  Atkinson  was  subsequently  recommended  tor  the 
Victoria  Cross. 

On  the  evacuation  of  Kabul  in  Aug.,  1880,  the  regiment  marched  by  the  Khyber  route  to  India, 
eventually  returning  to  Dera  Ismail  Khan. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  1st  Regt.  Punjab  Cavalry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Lt.-Colonel  C.  S.  Maclean ,  C.B. ,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in 
the  war,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul,  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  and  the  actions  of  Arzu  and 
Patkao  Shana.  Also  held  the  appointment  of  Political  Officer  with  the  Cavalry  Brigade  2nd  Division 
Kandahar  F.F.  in  the  first  campaign.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches ;  C.B.) 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  G.  C.  Bird  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign  and  during  part 
of  the  second.  Was  employed  on  escort  duty  from  Oct.,  1878,  till  March,  1879.  Accompanied  the 
Ghazni  F.F.  as  Brigade  Major,  Cavalry  Brigade,  and  was  present  in  that  capacity  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad 
Khel  and  the  actions  of  Arzu  and  Patkoa  Shana.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Lt.-Colonel J.  R.  B.  Atkinson ,  Captain  H.  de  la  M.  Hervey >,  and  Bt.  Major  D.  S.  Cuninghame 
served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  action  of 
Takht-i-pul,  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  and  the  action  of  Arzu.  Lt.-Colonel  Atkinson  and  Major 
Cuninghame  also  took  part  in  the  action  of  Patkao  Shana.  For  their  services  all  three  were  mentioned 
in  despatches  :  Lt.-Colonel  Atkinson  three  times,  receiving  the  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel,  and  being 
recommended  for  the  Victoria  Cross ;  Major  Cuninghame  twice,  receiving  the  Brevet  of  Major. 
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Captain  A.  M.  Muir  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign  and  during  part  of  the 
second,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul,  and  as  Interpreter  and  Aide-de-Camp  to  Sir  D.  Stewart 
during  the  second,  taking  part  in  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  and  the  action  of  Arzu.  (Mentioned  in 
despatches.) 

Lieut.  IV.  F.  Hennell.  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  H.  A.  Deane  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  battle  of 
Ahmad  Khel  and  the  action  of  Arzu.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 


2nd  REGT.  PUNJAB  CAVALRY. 

ON  the  24th  Sept.,  1878,  orders  were  received  for  the  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry  to  hold  itself  in  readiness 
to  proceed  on  active  service,  and  on  the  5  th  Oct.  it  commenced  its  march,  via  the  Dera  Bughti  route 
and  Bolan  Pass,  to  Quetta,  where  it  arrived  on  the  27th  idem.  During  the  three  weeks  it  remained  at 
that  station,  the  regiment  suffered  severely  from  fever  and  dysentery. 

Leaving  68  sick  at  Quetta,  the  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry  advanced  on  the  21st  Nov.  with  the  troops  under 
General  Biddulph  on  Pishin,  100  sabres  under  Major  Clifford  having  marched  the  previous  day.  After 
arriving  at  Pishin,  the  regiment  was  actively  employed  in  reconnoitring,  three  squadrons,  under  Capt. 
Campbell,  taking  part  in  the  examination  of  the  surrounding  district  conducted  by  Col.  Moore, 
A.Q.M.G.,  and  various  parties  penetrating  into  the  Gwaja,  Rogani,  and  Khojak  Passes.  On  the  26th  the 
regiment  advanced  to  Spin  Baidak. 

As  a  unit  of  the  portion  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Palliser  which  was  com¬ 
manded  by  Col.  Kennedy,  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry,  and  led  the  advance  of  General  Stewart’s  force  by  the 
Gwaja  route,  the  regiment  marched  from  Spin  Baidak  on  the  2nd  Jan.,  1879,  leaving  detachments 
en  route ,  and  on  the  4th  was  engaged,  under  Major  Lance,  in  the  affair  of  Takht-i-pul,  in  which  the  enemy 
were  caused  by  Col.  Kennedy’s  force  to  abandon  a  position  they  had  taken  up  before  the  Ghlo  Kotal, 
and  were  forced  through  the  Pass  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Left  column  advancing  under  Brigadier 
Palliser’s  personal  command.  On  the  8th  Jan.  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  triumphal  march  of  the 
troops  through  Kandahar,  which  fell  without  further  opposition. 

As  a  portion  of  the  advance  guard  of  General  Biddulph’s  Division  in  the  march  to  Girishk,  the  2nd 
Punjab  Cavalry  left  Kandahar  on  the  16th  Jan.,  1879,  and  crossed  the  Halmand  on  the  31st  idem.  For 
the  seven  weeks  during  which  the  force  was  absent  from  Kandahar,  the  regiment  was  constantly  employed 
with  the  Cavalry  Brigade  in  foraging  and  reconnoitring  duties.  On  the  26th  Feb.,  during  the  return- 
march,  80  sabres  under  Capt.  Broome  were  sent  out  from  the  camp  at  Ata  Karez  to  assist  a  force  under 
Col.  Macolmson  which  had  been  attacked  at  Khushk-i-Nakhud,  but  arrived  on  the  scene  after  the  enemy 
had  been  dispersed.  On  the  3rd  March,  1879,  the  regiment  arrived  at  Kokaran,  and  went  into  camp. 

The  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry  remained  in  camp  till  the  30th  Aug.,  1879,  when,  in  compliance  with  orders 
received,  it  marched  for  India.  On  reaching  Chaman,  however,  it  was  directed,  in  consequence  of  the 
Kabul  massacre,  to  return  with  all  speed  to  Kandahar,  where  it  arrived  on  the  13th  Sept. 

On  the  22nd  Sept,  the  regiment  marched  out  of  Kandahar  with  the  force  under  Brigadier-General 
Hughes,  and  on  the  30th  took  part  in  the  second  occupation  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.  Four  days  afterwards 
Head-quarters  and  200  sabres  under  Major  Lance  (89  sabres,  under  Capt.  Campbell,  remaining  with  other 
details  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai)  accompanied  the  advance  of  the  Brigadier-General  to  Tazi,  on  the  Ghazni 
road,  and  in  the  action  of  Shahjui,  on  the  24th  Oct.,  played  a  prominent  part.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
engagement  one  squadron  under  Capt.  Broome,  in  Col.  Kennedy’s  force,  seized  a  mound  from  which  the 
first  shot  was  fired,  and  with  the  other  squadron  of  the  regiment,  under  Major  Lance,  hung  upon  the 
bank  of  the  enemy,  and  inflicted  some  loss  upon  them,  as  they  retired  to  the  ruins  in  which  they 
ultimately  took  up  their  position.  During  the  attack  of  the  main  body  of  Col.  Kennedy’s  force  which 
followed,  Major  Lance’s  squadron  escorted  the  Artillery,  Captain  Broome’s  being  posted  some  distance 
to  the  left  to  cut  off  fugitives ;  and  on  the  latter  the  enemy,  driven  out  from  the  ruins,  bore  down  in  two 
heavy  columns.  Captain  Broome,  seeing  the  distance  he  was  from  support,  retired  his  squadron,  thus 
enabling  Major  Lance  to  attack  the  charging  enemy  in  flank  and  check  their  onslaught,  Captain  Broome, 
in  turn,  throwing  himself  upon  them.  A  melee  ensued,  in  which  Sahib  Jan,  their  leader,  was  killed,  and 
the  remainder  dispersed.  In  this  action  Captain  Broome,  who  had  his  horse  shot  under  him,  and  26 
native  officers  and  men  were  wounded,  Duffadar  Abdul  Rahim — a  gallant  soldier  who  had  distinguished 
nnself  in  the  action  of  Khushk-i-Nakhud — mortally.  4  horses  also  were  killed,  and  12  wounded. 
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Leaving  100  sabres  under  Captain  Campbell,  with  Lieut.  Younghusband,  as  part  of  the  garrison  of 
Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  the  remainder  of  the  regiment,  with  the  main  body  of  Brigadier-General  Hughes’  force, 
returned  to  Kandahar  on  the  8th  Nov.,  and  rejoining  the  Cavalry  Brigade,  remained  there  throughout 
the  ensuing  winter  and  early  spring. 

Attached  again  to  Brigadier-General  Hughes’  Brigade,  the  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry  took  part,  on  the 
31st  March,  1880,  in  the  advance  of  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  Division  on  Ghazni  from  Kandahar,  the 
detachment  under  Capt.  Campbell  rejoining  Head-quarters  on  the  arrival  of  the  force  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai. 
At  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  on  the  1 9th  April,  one  squadron  of  the  regiment,  under  Captain  Campbell, 
acted  as  escort  to  Battery  A/B,  R.H.A.,  which  commenced  the  action,  the  remaining  two  squadrons 
being  posted  to  the  right,  and  being  engaged  in  the  difficult  task  of  keeping  off  the  crowds  of  horse  and 
foot  that  threatened  the  flarnks  of  the  Battery.  After  the  repulse  of  the  enemy’s  main  attack  on  General 
Hughes  Infantry,  the  regiment  took  part,  for  a  distance  of  three  miles,  in  the  Cavalry  pursuit.  The 
squadron  escorting  A/B,  R.H.A.,  had,  in  the  meantime,  been  closely  pressed  by  large  masses  of  the 
attacking  force,  and  had  acquitted  itself  with  a  steadiness  and  spirit  which  called  forth  the  admiration  of 
the  officers  of  the  Battery.  In  this  engagement  Captain  Broome,  Lieut.  Stewart,  and  20  non-com¬ 
missioned  officers  and  men  were  wounded,  and  5  horses  were  killed,  21  wounded,  and  2  lost.  At  the 
attack  on  the  village  of  Arzu,  on  the  23rd,  the  regiment,  early  in  the  day,  took  up  a  position  800  yards 
in  front  of  the  village  of  Shalez,  a  dismounted  squadron  under  Lieuts.  Younghusband  and  Batten  being 
employed  in  keeping  down  the  fire  of  the  enemy’s  sharp-shooters. 

The  2nd  Punjab  Cavalry  took  part  with  the  Field  Force  in  its  continued  advance,  and  remained 
with  it  in  and  about  the  Logar  Valley  until  the  6th  Aug.,  1880,  when  it  marched  into  Kabul,  and  was 
broken  up.  On  the  xst  July  147  sabres  of  the  regiment,  under  Col.  Kennedy,  were  engaged  with  the 
Cavalry  Brigade  at  the  action  of  Patkao  Shana,  Captain  Bishop  greatly  distinguishing  himself  by  charging 
single-handed  into  a  group  of  three  of  the  enemy,  who  fought  desperately,  but  were  eventually  killed. 

On  the  10th  Aug.,  1880,  the  Head-quarters  and  Left  wing  of  the  regiment  commenced  their  return 
march,  by  the  Khyber  route,  to  India,  the  Right  wing  following  on  the  next  day.  At  Burj  Harri  Singh 
the  regiment  was  reunited,  and  proceeding  to  Peshawar,  marched  down  the  frontier,  and  arrived  at  Dera 
Ghazi  Khan,  its  destination,  on  the  4th  Oct.,  1880. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  2nd  Regt.  Punjab  Cavalry  served  in  the  war : — 

Colonel  T.  G.  Kennedy ,  C.B.,  Cojnmandant  Punjab  Frontier  Force,  served  throughout  both  cam¬ 
paigns..  Commanded  the  Right  Advance  Column  in  the  advance  on  Kandahar,  and  at  the  action  of 
Takht-i-pul.  Commanded  the  troops  engaged  at  the  action  of  Shahjui,  and  the  regiment  at  the  battle  of 
Ahmad  Khel,  the  second  part  of  the  action  of  Arzu  (commanded  the  Cavalry  Brigade  in  the  first  part  of 
the  action),  and  the  action  of  Patkao  Shana.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches;  C.B.) 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  F.  Lance  served  with  the  regiment  from  the  14th  Dec.,  1878,  till  the  conclusion  of 
the  second  campaign,  commanding  it  at  the  actions  of  Takht-i-pul,  Shahjui,  and  the  first  part  of  the 
action  of  Arzu,  and  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel.  (Mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of 
Lt.-Colonel.) 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  J.  H.  Broome  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns,  commanding  a 
squadron  at  the  actions  of  Takht-i-pul,  and  Shahjui  (in  which  he  was  severely  wounded,  and  had  his 
horse  shot  under  him),  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  (in  which  he  was  again  wounded,  and  had  his  horse 
disabled),  and  the  actions  of  Arzu  and  Patkao  Shana.  (Mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  R.  C.  R.  Clifford  served  throughout  both  campaigns.  Commanded  the  line  of 
communications  from  Quetta  to  Kandahar  from  1  Jan.,  1879,  till  end  of  March,  1880.  Accompanied 
the  Ghazni  F.F.  to  Kabul  as  Assistant  Political  Officer,  and  held  the  appointment  till  the  evacuation  of 
Kabul,  when  he  rejoined  the  regiment,  and  returned  with  it  by  the  Khyber  route  to  India.  Was  present 
at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel.  (Mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Major  J.  R.  Campbell  served  with  the  regiment  from  the  commencement  of  the  war  till  28  April, 
1880,  on  which  date  he  was  invalided  to  England.  Was  present  at  the  bottle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  the 
action  of  Arzu.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Bt.  Major  L.  T.  Bishop  served  throughout  both  campaigns.  Was  present,  with  the  regiment,  at 
the  action  of  Takht-i-pul,  and  as  Deputy  Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  Ghazni  F.F.,  at  the  battle  of 
Ahmad  Khel  and  the  action  of  Patkao  Shana.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Lieut.  C.  J.  L.  Stewart  served  with  the  regiment  in  both  campaigns,  being  present  at  the  action  of 
Takht-i-pul,  and  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  in  which  he  was  severely  wounded. 

Lieut.  A.  C.  Batten  served  with  the  regiment  from  March,  1879,  till  15  May,  1880,  and  with  the 
9th  Lancers  from  that  date  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  action  of  Shahjui,  the  battle 
of  Ahmad  Khel  (mentioned  in  despatches),  the  action  of  Arzu,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of 
Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 
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3rd  REGT.  PUNJAB  CAVALRY. 

IN  the  spring  of  1880  the  3rd  Punjab  Cavalry  was  ordered  on  service,  and  quitting  Edwardesabad, 
where  it  was  then  stationed,  for  Kabul,  arrived  at  its  destination  in  the  beginning  of' April,  1880. 

As  part  of  the  column  under  General  Ross  which  left  Kabul  in  the  middle  of  April  to  effect  a 
junction  with  the  Ghazni  Field  Force,  and  returned  on  the  2nd  May,  two  squadrons  of  the  regiment 
were  engaged  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted,  during  that  interval,  in  the  Logar  and  Maidan 
districts. 

As  part  of  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Macpherson  which  proceeded  from  Sherpur  to  the 
support  of  Brigadier-General  Jenkins,  in  the  Chardeh  plain,  one  troop  of  the  regiment  was  engaged  in 
the  second  action  of  Charasiab. 

During  May,  June,  and  July,  1880,  Head-quarters  and  two  squadrons  3rd  Punjab  Cavalry  were 
engaged  in  the  operations  conducted  by  General  Roberts  and  Brigadier-Generals  Baker  and  C.  Gough, 
in  the  Logar,  Maidan,  and  Pughman  districts. 

As  a  portion  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  of  the  Kabul-Kandahar  Field  Force,  the  3rd  Punjab  Cavalry 
accompanied,  in  August,  1880,  the  advance  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  the  southern  capital,  and  on  the 
1  st  Sept,  was  engaged  in  the  defeat  of  Ayub  Khan’s  army  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  taking  part  in  the 
pursuit,  which  was  continued  till  the  evening,  and  pushed  beyond  the  line  of  the  enemy’s  retreat  towards 
Khakrez.  In  this  engagement  the  casualties  of  the  regiment  were,  1  British  officer  (Lieut.  L.  S.  H. 
Baker),  2  non-commissioned  officers,  4  rank  and  file  wounded,  3  horses  killed,  and  9  wounded. 

After  taking  part  with  the  expeditionary  force  under  Brigadier-General  Macgregor  in  the  operations 
which  were  conducted  against  the  Marris,  the  regiment  returned  to  India,  and  proceeded  to  Kohat. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  3rd  Regt.  Punjab  Cavalry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Lt. -Colonel  A.  Vivian  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war, 
taking  part  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations 
against  the  Marris.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Majors  VC.  C.  Anderson  and  J.  D.  Macpherson ,  Captain  C.  C.  Egerton  and  Lieut.  L.  S.  Hyde  Baker 
served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  march 
from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the  Marris. 
All  were  mentioned,  for  their  services,  in  despatches.  Major  Atiderson  also  served  during  the  first 
campaign  as  Deputy  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster-General,  Punjab  Chiefs’  Contingent.  Lieut.  Baker 
also  commanded  the  detachment  engaged  in  the  second  action  of  Charasiab,  and  was  wounded  at  the 
battle  of  Kandahar. 

Bt.  Major  J.  Davidson.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Lieut.  VC.  Lambert  served  throughout  the  second  campaign,  first  with  the  Transport  Dept.,  1st 
Division  Kabul  F.F.,  taking  part  in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kabul,  the  action  of  Charasiab, 
and  the  operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879;  afterwards,  with  the  3rd  Punjab 
Cavalry,  taking  part  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the 
operations  against  the  Marris.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  J.  B.  De  la  P.  Beresford  served  with  the  9th  Lancers  during  the  first  campaign,  and  with  the 
3rd  Punjab  Cavalry  during  the  second,  taking  part  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar, 
the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the  Marris. 


5th  REGT.  PUNJAB  CAVALRY. 

AWING  and  Head-quarters  of  the  5  th  Punjab  Cavalry  marched  from  Kohat  for  Thai  on  the 
10th  Oct.,  1878,  to  join  the  force  under  General  Roberts  destined  to  operate  in  the  Kuram  Valley, 
then  in  course  of  formation. 

On  the  4th  Dec.  one  troop  crossed  the  frontier,  and  advanced  to  Hazar  Pir,  forming  part  of  a  small 
Column  detailed  to  keep  open  the  communication  with  Kuram.  The  remainder  of  the  wing  marched 
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for  the  same  destination  on  the  29th  Dec.,  and  joining  the  expeditionary  force  then  about  to  enter  the 
Khost  Valley,  took  part  with  it  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  in  that  district  during  the 
succeeding  three  weeks.  At  the  action  of  Matun  on  the  7th  Jan.,  1879,  one  troop,  dismounted,  carried 
a  hill  occupied  in  force  by  the  Mangals,  and  another  troop,  charging  a  large  retiring  body  of  the  enemy, 
inflicted  severe  loss  upon  them. 

After  returning,  on  the  2nd  Feb.,  1879,  the  wing  proceeded  to  Fort  Kuram,  arriving  on  the  nth  idem. 

During  the  visit  of  H.  E.  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  the  Kuram  Valley,  a  troop  of  the  regiment 
formed  a  portion  of  his  escort. 

On  the  2 1st  May,  1879,  the  wing  5th  Punjab  Cavalry  marched  to  Ali  Khel,  and  after  taking  part  in 
the  Queen’s  birthday  review,  returned  to  Kuram.  From  thence,  on  the  31st  May,  it  marched  for  Thai, 
furnishing  posts  along  the  line  of  communications,  and  arriving  at  its  destination  on  the  5th  June. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  in  the  autumn  of  1879,  the  5th  Punjab  Cavalry  again  formed  part  of  the 
force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts’  command.  The  Left  wing  marched  from  Kohat  on  the  12th  Sept.,  and  the 
Right  wing  and  Head-quarters  on  the  17th  Sept.,  the  latter  overtaking  the  former  on  the  27th  idem  at 
Ali  Khel,  from  whence  the  regiment  accompanied  the  General,  on  the  following  day,  to  Kushi.  'I  he 
march  of  the  Right  wing,  including  the  passage  of  the  Peiwar  and  Shutargardan,  which  was  accomplished 
in  eleven  days  without  a  single  sore  back,  was  favourably  noticed  in  reports.  The  column  when  on  the 
march  from  Ali  Khel  was  attacked  at  Karatiga  by  a  body  of  Mangals,  and  in  the  skirmish  which  ensued 
Captain  Vousden’s  horse  was  shot  under  him. 

Taking  part  in  the  advance  from  Kushi  on  Kandahar,  the  regiment  was  engaged,  as  Divisional 
Cavalry,  on  the  6th  Oct.,  in  the  action  of  Charasiab,  participating  in  the  right  attack,  and  at  the  close  of 
the  engagement  pursuing  the  enemy  up  to  the  Sang-i-Nawishta  defile.  On  the  8th  Oct.  it  proceeded  with 
the  Cavalry  Brigade  to  the  Chardeh  Valley,  and  the  following  day  took  part  in  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy 
to  Argandi,  overtaking  and  cutting  up  several  small  parties. 

The  5th  Punjab  Cavalry  encamped  in  the  Sherpur  cantonment  on  the  10th  Oct.,  and  remained  there 
till  the  17  th  idem,  guarding  the  captured  guns,  and  searching  the  surrounding  villages  for  arms. 

Forming  part  of  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Hugh  Gough  sent  to  relieve  the  garrison  of  the 
Shutargardan,  the  regiment  marched  for  Kushi  on  the  17th  Oct.  From  thence  one  squadron  made  its 
way  back  to  Kabul  with  a  convoy,  the  two  remaining  squadrons  returning  with  the  relieving  force,  after 
it  had  accomplished  its  mission,  by  a  longer  route  through  the  Logar  Valley. 

The  regiment  took  up  its  quarters  in  the  Shah  Bagh,  outside  cantonments,  on  the  10th  Nov.,  and 
proceeded  to  hut  itself.  During  the  succeeding  three  weeks  two  squadrons  marched  with  Brigadier- 
General  Baker’s  force  towards  Argandi,  and  one  squadron,  forming  part  of  Yakub  Ali’s  escort,  accom¬ 
panied  him  as  far  as  Butkhak. 

On  the  9th  Dec.  Head-quarters  and  five  troops  of  the  regiment  accompanied  the  force  under 
Brigadier-General  Baker  on  its  flank  march  on  Maidan,  and  were  engaged  in  the  harassing  rear-guard 
fight  which  took  place  on  the  nth.  The  following  day  one  troop  was  left  at  Deh-i-Mozang  with 
Brigadier-General  Macpherson’s  Brigade,  and  did  not  rejoin  Head-quarters  till  the  evening  ol  the 
13th.  On  that  day  five  troops  were  engaged  with  the  enemy  at  Beni  Hissar  and  on  the  Siah  Sang  plateau. 
On  the  14th,  previous  to  the  retirement  within  the  cantonment,  the  regiment,  broken  up  into  detach¬ 
ments,  was  again  engaged.  Captain  Vousden  on  this  day  winning  his  Victoria  Cross  by  a  brilliantly 
delivered  charge  into  a  large  body  of  the  enemy. 

From  the  14th  to  the  23rd  Dec.  the  5th  Punjab  Cavalry,  with  the  rest  of  the  Division,  remained  in 
Sherpur,  furnishing  a  picquet  nightly  on  the  East  Behmaru  Hill,  and  daily  sending  out  patrols.  On  the 
latter  date  the  regiment  acted  against  the  right  flank  of  the  Afghan  force  attacking  the  N.E.  corner  of  the 
cantonment,  and  cut  up  detached  bodies  of  the  enemy,  advancing,  later,  on  to  the  Siah  Sa,ng  plateau,  and 
on  the  following  day  being  engaged  with  Brigadier-General  H.  Gough’s  force  in  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy 
to  Charasiab. 

The  5th  Punjab  Cavalry  remained  at  Sherpur  till  the  21st  Feb.,  1880.  On  that  date  the  regiment 
commenced  its  return  march  to  India,  and  on  the  6th  March,  1880,  arrived  at  Peshawar. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  5th  Regt.  Punjab  Cavalry  served  in  the  war : 

Lt. -Colonel  Ben.  Williams  was  present,  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  Sir  Sam.  Browne,  at  the  capture  of  Ali 
Musjid  and  the  forcing  of  the  Khyber  Pass.  Commanded  the  post  of  Hazar  Pir  fiom  4  Dec.,  1878,  till 
1  Jan.,  1879.  Commanded  the  Head-quarter  wing  5th  P.C.  from  2  Jan.,  1S79,  till  the  end  of  the  fiist 
campaign,  taking  part  in  the  Khost  Valley  expedition  and  the  action  ot  Matun ;  and  commanded  the 
regiment  during  the  second  campaign  from  27  Oct.,  1879,  taking  part  in  the  operations  round  Kabul  and 
defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Lt. -Colonel.) 

Bt.  Lt. -Colonel  F.  Hammond  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  m  the

war,  commanding  it,  during  the  second  campaign,  till  the  27th  Oct.,  1879.  Took  part  in  the  Khost 
Valley  expedition,  the  action  of  Matun,  the  skirmish  at  Karatiga  (in  command  of  the  regiment),  the  action 
of  Charasiab  (in  command  of  the  Cavalry  of  the  right  attack)  and  the  Cavalry  pursuit,  and  the 
operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879,  including  the  Cavalry  pursuit  24  Dec. 
(Twice  mentioned  in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  J.  C.  Stewart ,  and  Lieats.  C.  F.  Gambier  and  G.  Pycroft ,  25 th  K.O.Bs.  {attached) 
{deceased),  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the 
Khost  Valley  expedition,  the  action  of  Matun,  the  skirmish  at  Karatiga,  the  action  of  Charasiab  and  Cavalry 
pursuit,  and  the  operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879,  including  the  Cavalry 
pursuit  of  24  Dec.  Lt.-Colonel  Stewart  commanded  an  independent  troop  at  the  action  of  Matun,  and 
in  a  charge  inflicted  severe  loss  on  the  enemy.  For  his  services  he  was  twice  mentioned  in  despatches, 
and  received  the  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.  Lieut.  Gambier  was  severely  wounded  in  the  action  of  23  Dec., 
and  for  his  services  was  mentioned  in  despatches.  Lieut.  Pycroft  died  at  Edwardesabad  28  Aug.,  1880, 
from  the  effects  of  illness  contracted  in  the  field. 

Major  F.  S.  Carr  served  as  Deputy  Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  Kuram  Valley  F.F.,  throughout 
the  first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the  Khost  Valley  expedition, 
and  the  action  of  Matun.  Served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  second 
campaign,  taking  part  in  the  skirmish  at  Karatiga,  the  action  of  Charasiab  and  Cavalry  pursuit,  and  the 
operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879,  including  the  Cavalry  pursuit  of  24  Dec., 
1879.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of  Major.) 

Bt.  Major  W.  J.  Vousden,  V.C.  (For  services  see  Biographical  Division.) 

Captain  J.  B.  Watts  served  with  the  regiment  from  the  outbreak  of  the  second  campaign  till  the 
middle  of  Oct.,  1879,  taking  part  in  the  skirmish  at  Karatiga,  and  the  action  of  Charasiab  and  Cavalry 
pursuit.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  A.  P.  Williamson  served  with  the  nth  N.I.  in  the  Kuram  Valley  throughout  the  period  that 
regiment  was  employed  in  the  war. 


QUEEN’S  OWN  CORPS  OF  GUIDES. 

ON  the  1 2th  Sept.,  1878,  100  sabres  of  the  Guide  Cavalry  and  50  rifles  of  the  Guide  Infantry,  under 
command  of  Lt.-Colonel  F.  H.  Jenkins,  accompanied  by  Major  G.  Stewart  and  Capt.  Wigram 
Battye,  marched  from  Mardan  as  escort  to  the  Kabul  Mission  (Sir  Neville  Chamberlain)  which,  being 
refused  a  passage  through  the  Khyber  Pass  on  the  25th  Sept.,  returned. 

The  Corps  of  Guides  marched  from  Mardan,  on  the  3rd  Oct.,  1878,  and  from  the  8th  Oct.  until  the 
advance  on  Ali  Musjid  on  the  20th  Nov.  was  encamped  at  Jamrud  at  the  mouth  of  the  Khyber  Pass,  and 
was  employed  in  reconnoitring  the  mountains  about  the  Pass. 

On  the  20th  Nov.  the  Infantry  of  the  Corps  formed  part  of  the  advance  guard  of  the  2nd  Brigade 
under  Brigadier-General  Tytler,  which  was  ordered  to  march  round  the  Rhotas  Mountains  and  intercept 
the  enemy’s  line  of  retreat  from  Ali  Musjid  up  the  Khyber  Pass  at  Kata  Kushtia.  The  Guide  Cavalry 
accompanied  the  front  attack  under  Sir  Sam.  Browne  on  the  21st  Nov.  About  4  p.m.  on  the  21st  Nov., 
the  Guide  Infantry  and  1st  Sikhs,  under  Lt.-Col.  F.  H.  Jenkins,  reached  the  heights  above  Kata  Kushtia, 
and  were  mainly  instrumental  in  causing  the  evacuation  of  Ali  Musjid  during  the  night  of  the  21st  Nov. 
They  captured  280  prisoners  and  256  Enfield  rifles,  besides  accoutrements  of  sorts,  and  25  horses  and 
mules. 

After  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid  the  Corps  of  Guides  accompanied  the  1st  Division  to  Daka,  from 
whence  it  marched,  with  the  3rd  Brigade  xst  Division,  on  the  17th  Dec.,  towards  Jalalabad. 

Fifty  sabres  of  the  Guide  Cavalry  and  250  rifles  of  the  Guide  Infantry  formed  part  of  a  force  sent 
into  the  Kama  District,  under  Brigadier-General  F.  H.  Jenkins,  on  the  nth  Jan.,  1879,  to  capture  some 
Syads  who  were  causing  mischief  and  inciting  Mohmand  robbers  to  plunder  the  country.  The  Kabul 
and  Kunar  rivers  and  their  branches  had  to  be  forded,  an  arduous  undertaking  at  that  season  of  the  year, 
owing  to  the  rapidity  of  the  current  and  the  icy  coldness  of  the  water.  The  object  of  the  expedition  was 
successfully  effected. 

On  the  2 1  st  Feb.,  1879,  70  sabres  Guide  Cavalry  and  250  rifles  Guide  Infantry  formed  part  of  an 
expeditionary  force  sent  into  the  Lughman  Valley  under  Brigadier-General  F.  H.  Jenkins.  The  object 
of  the  expedition  was  political,  and  was  successfully  attained. 
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The  Guide  Cavalry  under  Major  Wigram  Battye  (Major  Stewart  being  detached  on  special  duty) 
accompanied  by  Lt.  W.  R.  P.  Hamilton  and  Surgeon  J.  Lewtas,  marched  with  the  Cavalry  Brigade  under 
Brigadier-General  C.  Gough  on  the  31st  March,  1879,  to  Futtehabad. 

On  the  1st  April,  200  rifles  Guide  Infantry  under  Capt.  F.  D.  Battye,  accompanied  by  Lt.  H.  W. 
Hughes,  formed  part  of  a  column  under  command  of  Major  R.  B.  Campbell,  ordered  on  special  duty  into 
the  Lughman  Valley,  returning  to  Jalalabad  the  next  day. 

The  Guide  Cavalry  were  hotly  engaged  in  the  action  fought  by  Brig.-Genl.  C.  Gough  against  the 
Kugianis  near  Futtehabad  on  the  2nd  April,  1879,  and  lost  4  killed  (including  their  commanding  officer 
Major  Wigram  Battye  and  one  native  officer)  and  28  wounded  (3  of  whom  since  died).  7  horses  were 
also  killed  and  37  wounded.  5  men  received  3rd  Class  and  a  native  officer  received  2nd  Class  Order  of 
Merit  for  gallantry  on  this  occasion. 

On  the  12th  April,  1879,  the  Head-quarters  of  the  Corps,  with  the  Cavalry  and  320  rifles  of  the 
Infantry  under  Lt.-Col.  F.  H.  Jenkins,  accompanied  by  Major  Stewart,  Captains  Hammond  and  Battye, 
Lt.  Hamilton  and  Surgeon  A.  H.  Kelley,  marched  with  the  Head-quarters  of  the  1st  Division  to  Gandamak. 
The  remainder  of  the  Corps,  under  Major  Campbell,  with  Lieuts.  Cooke,  Collis,  and  Hughes,  and  Surgeon 
J.  Lewtas,  remained  at  Jalalabad. 

The  Corps  commenced  its  return  march  to  India  on  the  6th  June,  1879,  the  Guide  Cavalry  forming 
part  of  the  rear-guard  of  the  Army,  under  Brigadier-General  Tytler. 

The  Guide  Infantry  arrived  at  Mardan  on  the  20th  June,  and  the  Cavalry  on  the  23rd  June. 

On  the  26th  June,  1879,  25  Cavalry  and  52  Infantry,  and  1  Hospital  Assistant  of  the  Corps,  under 
command  of  Lt.  W.  R.  P.  Hamilton,  marched  from  Mardan  as  escort  to  the  Kabul  Embassy  (Sir  P.  L. 
N.  Cavagnari).  Of  this  escort,  1  Sepoy  died  at  Kabul  of  sickness,  the  remainder  (with  the  exception  of 
4  Cavalry  and  4  Infantry)  fell  in  defence  of  the  Residency  on  the  3rd  Sept.,  1879.  Of  the  8  men  who 
survived,  3  alone  escaped  from  the  massacre,  the  remaining  5  happening  to  be  away  on  duty  at  the  time. 

On  the  2 1  st  Sept.,  1879, the  Corps  of  Guides  marched  from  Mardan,  under  orders  to  the  Khyber  Pass, 
and  being  attached  to  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough’s  Brigade,  reached  Gandamak  on  the  23rd  Oct., 
1879. 

The  Corps  formed  part  of  the  flying  column  under  Brigadier-General  C.  Gough,  which  proceeded  on 
the  2nd  Nov.  to  open  communications  with  General  Roberts’  Division,  and  met  Brigadier-General 
Macpherson’s  Brigade  advancing  from  Kabul  at  Kata  Sang  on  the  6th  idem. 

On  the  7th  Nov.  Brigadier-General  Gough  returned  to  Gandamak,  leaving  the  Guides  to  hold  the 
posts  on  the  road,  the  whole  of  the  posts  being  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Col.  Jenkins.  The  Head¬ 
quarters  of  the  Corps,  with  the  Left  wing  of  the  Infantry,  54  sabres  of  the  Cavalry,  and  other  details, 
occupied  Jagdalak  Kotal  until  nearly  the  end  of  November,  when  they  advanced  to  Jagdalak,  leaving  a 
detachment  of  Infantry  at  the  Kotal.  The  Right  wing  and  103  sabres  of  the  Cavalry  occupied  Pezwan, 
under  command  of  Major  Campbell. 

On  the  8th  Dec.  the  Left  wing  and  Cavalry  from  Pezwan  joined  the  Head-quarters  at  Jagdalak,  and 
the  next  day  the  Corps  marched  towards  Kabul,  where  it  arrived  on  the  night  of  1 1  Dec.,  having  made  a 
forced  march  of  36  miles  (from  Seh  Baba)  that  day. 

On  the  13th  Dec.  the  Guide  Infantry,  under  Col.  F.  H.  Jenkins,  formed  part  of  a  force  under 
Brigadier-General  Baker  employed  in  taking  the  heights  of  Takht-i-Shah,  and  acted  in  support  of  the 
92nd  Highlanders. 

In  the  meantime  the  Guide  Cavalry  under  Lt.-Col.  G.  Stewart  were  engaged  (with  the  9th  Lanceis) 
with  a  large  body  of  the  enemy  near  the  Siah  Sang  ridge.  They  made  two  charges,  and  lost  3  killed  and 
18  wounded,  also  10  horses  killed  and  16  wounded.  One  Sowar  obtained  the  3rd  Class  Order  of  Merit. 

On  the  14th  Dec.  the  Guide  Infantry  were  again  attached  to  Brigadier-General  Bakers  Brigade,  and 
were  engaged  in  storming  the  Asmai  heights.  The  advance  column,  consisting  of  72nd  Highlanders, 
92nd  Highlanders,  detachment,  and  Guide  Infantry,  were  under  Col.  F.  H.  Jenkins.  1  he  Guide  Infantry 
were  under  command  of  Lt.-Col.  Campbell,  and  lost  13  killed  (including  1  native  officer)  and  29  wounded 
(including  Capt.  Battye  and  1  native  officer).  Of  the  wounded,  the  native  officer  and  2  men  subsequently 
died.  12  men  received  3rd  Class  Order  of  Merit. 

From  the  15th  to  the  23rd  Dec.,  1879,  the  Corps  was  employed  in  the  defence  of  Sherpur. 

On  the  morning  of  the  23rd  Dec.,  in  the  repulse  of  the  enemy’s  attack  on  the  Cantonment,  the 
Guides  lost  2  men  killed  and  2  wounded  (including  a  native  officer,  who  afterwards  died). 

On  the  26th  Dec.  the  Corps  marched  with  Brigadier-General  Bakers  Brigade  to  the  Koh-i-Daman, 
and  returned  to  Sherpur  on  the  31st,  after  destroying  the  forts  and  vineyards  belonging  to  Mir  Lutcha. 

The  Corps  passed  the  winter  in  Sherpur  in  tents,  being  the  only  Regiment  unprovided  with  quarters. 

On  the  20th  April,  1880,  the  Corps  marched  out  of  Sherpur  to  the  Logar  Valley,  as  part  of  a  force 
under  command  of  Col.  F.  H.  Jenkins,  and  returned  to  Sherpur  on  the  evening  of  25  April,  after  the 
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fight  at  Charasiab,  in  which  the  Corps  lost  3  killed  and  23  wounded  (of  whom  2  subsequently  died) ;  also 
9  horses  killed,  and  23  wounded.  Two  men  and  a  Hospital  Assistant  received  the  3rd  Class  Order  of  Merit. 

On  the  nth  August  Kabul  was  evacuated  and  the  return  march  to  India  commenced,  the  Corps  of 
Guides  forming  the  rear-guard.  The  Corps  reached  Mardan  on  6  Sept.,  1880. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  Queen’s  Own  Corps  of  Guides  served  in  the  war : — 

Col.  F  H.  Jenkins ,  C.B.,  A.D.C.  to  the  Queen ,  commanded  the  escort  to  the  Kabul  Mission,  which 
was  refused  a  passage  through  the  Khyber  Pass  in  Sept.,  1878.  Commanded  the  Corps  of  Guides 
throughout  both  campaigns,  except  from  16  Dec.,  1878,  to  23  March,  1879,  when  he  commanded  the 
3rd  Brigade,  1st  Division  Peshawar  F.F.,  with  the  rank  of  Brigadier-General.  At  the  storming  of  Asmai 
commanded  the  attacking  column.  Commanded  a  section  of  the  Sherpur  defences  during  its  investment 
from  15  to  23  Dec.,  1879.  Commanded  a  force  of  Cavalry  and  Infantry  in  the  Logar  Valley  from  20  to 
25  April,  18S0,  including  the  action  at  Charasiab,  25  April,  1880.  (Four  times  mentioned  in  despatches ; 
C.B. ;  appointed  A.D.C.  to  the  Queen,  with  rank  of  Colonel.) 

Lt.-Colonel  R.  B.  Campbell  served  with  the  Guide  Infantry  throughout  both  campaigns,  taking  part 
in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid,  the  assaults  of  the  Takht-i-Shah  and  Asmai  heights  (when  he  commanded 
the  regiment),  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  and  the  action  of  Charasiab  (in  command  of  the  Corps).  Com¬ 
manded  the  Corps  from  16  Dec.,  1878,  to  23  March,  1879.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches; 
Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Lt.-Colonel  G.  Stewart  accompanied  the  escort  to  the  Kabul  Mission  in  Sept.,  1878.  Commanded 
the  Guide  Cavalry  throughout  both  campaigns,  except  from  16  Dec.,  1878,  to  23rd  March,  1879,  when  he 
officiated  as  2nd  in  command  of  the  Corps.  Commanded  the  Guide  Cavalry  at  capture  of  Ali  Musjid, 
Siah  Sang,  and  Charasiab.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.)  Was  sent 
home  on  medical  certificate,  July,  1880. 

Major  Wigram  Battye.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Major  R.  C.  Hutchinson  served  with  the  Guide  Cavalry  throughout  both  campaigns,  taking  part  in 
the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid,  the  action  at  Siah  Sang,  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  and  the  action  of  Charasiab. 
Was  on  remount  duty  in  India  when  the  action  atFuttehabad  was  fought.  Obtained  his  Majority  9  Dec., 
1879,  and  succeeded  to  the  Offg.  Command  of  the  Guide  Cavalry  on  the  22nd  July,  1880,  consequent 
on  Lt.-Col.  Stewart’s  departure  on  sick  leave. 

Major  A.  G.  LLammond ,  VC.  For  services  see  Biographical  Division. 

Capt.  F.  D.  Battye  served  as  Adjutant  of  the  Corps  throughout  both  campaigns,  and  was  present 
with  the  Infantry  at  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid  and  the  assaults  of  the  Takht-i-Shah  and  Asmai  heights,  in 
the  latter  of  which  he  was  wounded.  Was  sent  to  India  on  recruiting  duty  in  Jan.,  1880.  Rejoined  at 
Kabul  in  March,  and  was  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  M.  C.  Cooke-Collis  served  throughout  both  campaigns.  Was  present  with  the  Infantry  at  the 
capture  of  Ali  Musjid,  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  and  the  action  of  Charasiab.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  W.  R.  F.  Hamilton ,  V.C.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  H.  W.  Hughes  served  with  the  Corps  throughout  both  campaigns  :  with  the  Infantry  in  the 
first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid ;  and  with  the  Cavalry  in  the  second  campaign, 
taking  part  in  the  action  at  the  Siah  Sang,  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  and  the  action  of  Charasiab.  (Men¬ 
tioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  R.  B.  Adams  joined  Head-quarters  at  Jagdalak  in  Nov.,  1880,  and  marched  with  the  corps 
to  Kabul,  was  present  with  the  Infantry  in  all  the  subsequent  operations,  including  the  assaults  of  the 
Takht-i-Shah,  and  Asmai  heights,  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  and  the  action  of  Charasiab.  Succeeded  to 
Offg. -Adjutancy  of  the  Corps,  22  July,  1880.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 


ist  REGT.  SIKH  INFANTRY. 

ON  the  3rd  Oct.,  1878,  in  compliance  with  telegraphic  orders,  the  ist  Regt.  Sikh  Infantry,  under  the 
command  of  Major  A.  G.  Ross,  marched  from  Kohat  to  Peshawar,  in  view  of  a  proposed  attack  on 
Ah  Musjid. 

From  the  7th  Oct.  till  the  20th  Nov.  the  regiment  was  encamped  at  Jamrud,  with  the  force  under 
Lt.-Colonel  Jenkins,  Guides,  watching  the  Khyber  Pass.  On  the  9th  Nov.  it  was  placed  on  the  strength 
of  the  2nd  (Brigadier-General  Tytler’s)  Brigade,  Peshawar  Valley  F.F. 

Taking  part,  on  the  20th  and  21st  Nov.,  in  the  flank  march  of  the  2nd  Brigade  via  Lashura  and 
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Sapri,  the  1st  Sikh  Infantry,  with  the  Corps  of  Guides,  arrived  on  the  hills  above  Kata  Kushtia,  in 
the  Khyber,  on  the  21st,  in  time  to  open  fire  on  the  Afghan  Cavalry  retreating  from  Ali  Musjid,  and  on 
the  22nd  was  present  at  the  surrender  of  a  portion  of  the  Afghan  Infantry. 

The  regiment  reached  Daka  with  the  1st  Division  on  the  25th  Nov.,  and  was  in  garrison  in  the 
Fort  till  the  12th  Dec.  On  the  13th  idem  it  marched  to  Basawal ;  and  after  being  attached  for  a  few 
days  to  Brigadier-General  Macpherson’s  Brigade,  was  brought  on  to  the  strength  of  the  3rd  Brigade  under 
Brigadier-General  Jenkins,  afterwards  commanded  by  Brigadier-General  Appleyard. 

On  the  20th  Dec.  the  1st  Sikh  Infantry,  with  the  other  units  of  the  1st  Division,  arrived  at  Jalalabad, 
and  remained  there  till  after  the  signing  of  the  treaty  of  Gandamak.  On  the  nth  June,  1879,  it  com¬ 
menced  its  return  march  to  India,  and  recrossing  the  frontier  on  the  18th  idem,  made  its  way  back  to 
Kohat,  where  it  arrived  on  the  21st. 

During  the  period  the  1st  Sikh  Infantry  was  employed  in  the  first  campaign,  detachments  of  the 
regiment,  besides  performing  many  minor  duties,  took  part  in  the  expedition  into  the  Mir  Jan  Khel  hills 
near  Daka,  9  and  10  Dec.,  1878;  the  expedition  to  relieve  Mayar  in  Kama,  7  Feb.,  1879  ;  the  expedition 
into  Lughman  territory,  22  to  25  Feb.,  1879;  and  the  expedition  to  Katz,  across  the  Kabul  River,  in 
pursuit  of  Azmatallah  Khan  Ghilzai,  31  March  to  2  April,  1879. 

In  the  second  campaign  the  1st  Sikh  Infantry,  under -the  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  Rice,  was 
employed  on  reconnoitring  and  escort  duty  in  the  Zaimusht  country,  during  Brigadier-General  Tytler’s 
expedition  into  that  territory  in  December,  1879. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  1st  Regt.  Sikh  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Lt.-Colonel  H.  C.  P.  Pice  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  of  its  service  in  the  second 
campaign. 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  A.  G.  Boss  and  Lieut.  J.  A.  H.  Pollock  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period 
it  was  employed  in  the  war,  Lt.-Colonel  Ross  commanding  it  throughout  the  first  campaign,  and  for  his 
services  being  mentioned  in  despatches,  and  receiving  the  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel. 

Majors  C.  C.  Brownlow  and  T.  F  Bruce  (6th  Punjab  Lnfantry ),  Captain  F  P.  Begbie ,  and  Lieut. 
A.  C.  Bunny  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign.  Major  Brownlow,  from  13  Jan.,  1879,  till  the 
return  to  India;  Major  Bruce,  from  the  commencement  of  the  war  till  31  March,  1879  ;  Captain  Begbie , 
from  the  commencement  of  the  war  till  13  Jan.,  1879;  and  Lieut.  Bunny ,  from  14  Feb.,  1879,  till  the 
return  to  India. 


2nd  REGT.  SIKH  INFANTRY. 

WHEN  stationed  at  Dera  Ghazi  in  the  autumn  of  1878,  the  2nd  Regt.  Sikh  Infantry  received  orders, 
on  the  8th  Oct.,  to  proceed  on  field  service,  and  making  its  way,  under  the  command  of 
Lt.-Colonel  Boswell,  by  the  Dera  Bughti  route  and  Bolan  Pass  to  Quetta,  formed  part  of  the  garrison  of 
that  place  till  March,  1879.  In  that  month  it  advanced  to  Khushdil  Khan,  and  joining  the  Pishin 
Moveable  Column,  remained  employed  in  and  about  the  Valley  on  convoy  and  garrison  duty  for  a  period 
of  eleven  months. 

On  the  9th  Feb.,  1880,  the  2nd  Sikhs  marched  for  Kandahar,  and  on  the  31st  March  took  part,  as 
a  unit  of  Brigadier-General  Hughes’  Brigade,  in  the  advance  of  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  Division  on  Ghazni. 
At  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  on  the  19th  April,  the  regiment  was  prominently  engaged,  holding 
the  centre  of  the  line  formed  by  the  2nd  Brigade  at  the  critical  moment  when  the  Ghazis  rushed  down 
upon  it,  and  pouring  a  destructive  fire  into  the  oncoming  hordes.  That  the  2nd  Sikh  Infantry  rendered  a 
good  account  of  itself  is  attested  by  the  fact  that  no  fewer  than  296  dead  bodies  of  the  enemy  were 
counted  on  the  ground  more  immediately  swept  by  the  fire  of  its  Sniders.  In  the  action  ol  Arzu,  on  the 

23rd  April,  the  regiment  was  again  engaged.  _  . 

The  2nd  Sikhs  took  part  with  the  Field  Force  in  its  continued  advance,  and  remained  in  and  about 
the  Logar  Valley  until  ordered  into  Kabul  on  the  26th  July.  From  that  date  until  the  evacuation  of  the 
capital,  the  regiment  garrisoned  the  Bala  Hissar. 

Detailed  to  the  2nd  Brigade  Ivabul-Kandahar  Field  Force,  under  the  command  oi  Bngadier-General 
Baker,  the  2nd  Sikh  Infantry  took  part,  in  August,  1880,  in  the  memorable  march  to  the  re  ie  o 
Kandahar.  During  the  reconnaissance  which  took  place  after  the  arrival  of  the  force  at  its  destination  on 
the  31st  Aug.,  the  regiment  was  in  reserve;  but  in  the  crushing  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  the  butte  ol 
Kandahar  on  the  following  day,  it  was  one  of  the  two  leading  battalions  of  the  2nd  Brigade,  and  peiformed 
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distinguished  service,  clearing  the  tenaciously-held  gardens  and  walled  enclosures  which  lay  in  the  line  of 
attack  in  a  manner  which  is  warmly  testified  to  by  the  General  in  his  despatch.  The  casualties  of  the 
regiment  on  this  day  were,  3  Sepoys  killed,  and  1  British  Officer  and  23  Sepoys  wounded,  the  former 
very  severely.  2  native  officers,  1  non-commissioned  officer,  and  4  Sepoys,  who  were  mentioned  by  name 
in  despatches,  were  subsequently  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Merit  for  conspicuous  gallantry  during  the 
action. 

From  the  21st  till  the  24th  Sept.,  1880,  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  operations  of  Brigadier- 
General  Baker’s  brigade  against  the  Achakzais,  and  from  the  10th  Oct.  till  the  4th  Dec.,  1880,  in  the 
operations  of  Brigadier-General  MacGregor’s  force  in  the  operations  against  the  Marris,  after  which 
it  returned  to  Dera  Ghazi  Khan,  and  went  into  cantonments. 

The  regiment  was  absent  on  service  two  years,  two  months,  and  two  days,  during  which  period  its 
casualties  were  as  follows : — Killed  in  action  :  2  non-commissioned  officers,  and  6  Sepoys ;  died  from 
disease:  2  native  officers,  18  non-commissioned  officers,  and  143  Sepoys;  wounded:  2  havildars,  29 
Sepoys,  and  2  camp  followers ;  discharged  as  invalids  :  4  native  officers,  20  non-commissioned  officers, 
and  18  Sepoys;  granted  leave  on  medical  certificate:  6  British  officers,  2  native  officers,  140  non-com¬ 
missioned  officers  and  Sepoys. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  2nd  Regt.  Sikh  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Major-General  R.  DO.  C.  Bracken  (. Retired ),  accompanied  the  regiment  to  Kandahar,  from  whence 
he  shortly  afterwards  returned  to  India  and  retired  from  the  service. 

Lt. -Colonel  J.  J.  Boswell ,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in 
the  war :  at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  the  action  of  Arzu,  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of 
Kandahar,  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  the  operations  against  the  Achakzais,  and  the  operations  against  the 
Marris.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches;  C.B.) 

Bt.  Lt. -Colonel  H.  M.  Pratt  served  throughout  both  campaigns  :  throughout  the  first,  and  during  the 
second,  till  Aug.,  1880,  with  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry,  commanding  that  regiment  from  the  5th  Oct.,  1879, 
till  the  25th  April,  1880,  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  second  campaign,  with  the  2nd  Sikhs,  as  second 
in  command.  Took  part  in  the  assault  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal  and  previous  reconnaissance  of  28  Nov.,  1878, 
the  action  of  Charasiab  (in  command  of  the  5th  P.I.),  the  operations  round  Kabul  and  defence  of 
Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879  (in  command  of  the  5th  P.I.),  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the 
battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the  Achakzais  and  Marris.  (Twice  mentioned  in 
despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Major  J.  B.  Slater  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  actions  of 
Ahmed  Khel  and  Arzu,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  in 
which  he  was  severely  wounded.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  F.  E.  Hastings  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in 
the  war,  taking  part  in  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  the  action  of  Arzu,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief 
of  Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the  Achakzais  and  Marris.  (Mentioned 
in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.) 

Captain  W.  O.  Thompson  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
first  campaign.  Was  invalided  from  the  Pishin  Valley. 

Lieuts.  C.  G.  M.  Fasken  and  F.  C.  Dunlop  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  second 
campaign,  taking  part  in  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel,  the  action  of  Arzu,  the  march  from  Kabul  to 
the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  operations  against  the  Achakzais  and  Marris. 


3rd  REGT.  SIKH  INFANTRY. 

THE  3rd  Regt.  Sikh  Infantry  was  stationed  at  Edwardesabad  on  the  N.  W.  Frontier  of  the  Punjab 
when  the  massacre  at  Kabul  of  the  English  mission  took  place. 

Receiving  orders  by  telegram  to  join  the  force  assembling  under  command  of  Sir  F.  Roberts,  the 
regiment  left  its  station  on  the  nth  Sept.,  1879,  and  proceeding  by  double  marches  via  Thai,  Kuram, 
and  Ali  Khel,  reached  the  Shutargardan  on  the  25th  Sept.,  leaving  a  company  under  Jemadar  Sher 
Mahomed  at  the  Karatiga  post  at  the  head  of  the  Hazardarakht  defile. 

On  the  27  th  September  this  company  was  engaged  with  the  enemy  who  had  assembled  to  dispute 
the  passage  of  the  troops  accompanying  the  Lieut.-General  and  his  Head-quarters. 
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On  the  28th  Sept.,  Sir  F.  Roberts  proceeded  to  Kushi,  leaving  the  3rd  Sikhs  with  the  21st  P.N.I. 
and  No.  1  Mountain  Battery,  the  whole  under  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  G.  Noel  Money,  3rd  Sikhs, 
to  garrison  the  Shutargardan,  and  keep  open  his  communications  with  the  Kuram  Valley. 

A  detachment  under  a  British  officer  from  the  Shutargardan  occupied  a  block-house  on  the  Surkai 
Kotal  above  Karatiga. 

On  the  2nd  Oct.  a  large  body  of  the  enemy  threatening  the  Shutargardan  was  attacked  and  defeated 
with  heavy  loss.  On  the  14th  they  assembled  in  still  larger  numbers,  and  were  again  attacked;  and 
after  a  heavy  engagement  were  totally  routed  and  pursued  for  two  miles,  but  did  not  wholly  disperse, 
taking  up  a  position  on  the  Spegah  road,  about  five  miles  distant.  Here  they  received  daily  large 
accessions  to  their  numbers,  till  their  total  strength  amounted  to  17,000  men. 

On  the  night  of  the  15th  Oct.  the  garrison  was  withdrawn  from  the  Surkai  Kotal.  On  the  16th  the 
Shutargardan  was  completely  invested  by  the  enemy,  who,  on  the  morning  of  the  18th,  commenced  a 
determined  attack  on  the  position.  The  following  day  a  force  under  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Hugh  Gough  arrived  at  Kushi  from  Kabul,  and  established  heliographic  communication  with  Colonel 
Money,  who  at  once  resumed  the  offensive.  The  enemy,  disheartened  by  the  failure  of  their  attacks  and 
the  near  approach  of  reinforcements,  broke  and  dispersed. 

On  the  20th  October  General  Gough  reached  the  Shutargardan,  the  heights  being  held  and  the  road 
protected  by  the  3rd  Sikhs  and  21st  P.N.I. 

On  the  2 1  st  Oct.  the  regiment  proceeded  with  two  guns  to  destroy  some  Ghilzai  villages  whose 
inhabitants  had  plundered  several  convoys  and  joined  in  the  recent  attacks. 

The  Shutargardan  was  abandoned  on  the  30th  Oct.,  and  the  regiment  marched  to  Kabul  via  the 
Logar  Valley,  arriving  on  the  4th  Nov.  Here  it  was  attached  to  the  2nd  Brigade,  under  command  of 
Brigadier-General  Baker,  and  remained  under  his  command  until  the  end  of  the  war. 

The  3rd  Sikhs  accompanied  the  force  under  General  Baker  which  marched  into  the  Maidan  Valley 
on  the  2 1  st  Nov.,  and  after  collecting  supplies  and  punishing  refractory  villages,  returned  to  Kabul 

On  8th  Dec.  the  regiment,  temporarily  attached  to  a  force  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Macpherson,  marched  to  the  head  of  the  Chardeh  Valley,  and  was  engaged  both  in  the  defeat  of  the 
enemy  at  the  Surkh  Kotal,  on  the  10th  Dec.,  and  again  in  the  Chardeh  Valley  on  the  nth  Dec.,  when 
the  guns  taken  by  them  earlier  in  the  day  from  General  Massey  were  recaptured, 

The  3rd  Sikh  Infantry  took  part  in  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  Takht-i -Shah  hill  on  12th  and  13th 
Dec.  and  was  again  engaged  on  14th  before  the  retirement  within  the  cantonment.  _ 

During  the  siege  of  Sherpur  by  the  enemy  from  the  14th  to  23rd  Dec.,  the  regiment  was  engaged  in 

four  sorties,  in  all  of  which  the  desired  object  was  attained.  # 

On  the  31st  Dec.  the  regiment  was  detached  to  Lataband,  returning  to  Kabul  on  the  21st  Jan., 
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In  May  1880,  the  3rd  Sikh  Infantry  accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  which  marched 
into  the  Lo°-ar,  Wardak,  and  Maidan  Valleys,  and  returned  to  Kabul  on  the  12th  June.  During  this 
expedition  the  regiment  was  detached  with  the  2nd  Ghoorkhas,  a  squadron  of  Cavalry,  and  some  guns, 
under  Colonel  Money,  to  surprise  and  destroy  the  forts  of  Padshah  Khan,  Chief  of  the  Southern  Ghilzais. 
No  resistance  was  experienced,  and  the  forts  were  completely  destroyed.  #  . 

As  a  unit  of  Brigadier-General  Baker’s  Brigade,  the  3rd  Sikhs  took  part,  in  the  month  of  August, 
1880  in  the  march  of  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  on  the 
1st  Sept,  was  engaged  in  the  crushing  defeat  of  Ayub  Khan’s  army.  In  this  engagement  the  regiment 

captured  three  guns,  and  was  the  first  battalion  to  penetrate  the  enemy’s  camp.  .  .  . 

On  the  iqth  Sept.,  1880,  the  3rd  Sikhs  commenced  its  return  march  to  India.  Arriving  at  Sibi  on 
the  10th  Oct.,  it  was  there  detailed  to  the  force  under  General  Macgregor  which  was  sent  to  act  against 
the  refractory  Marri  tribe  ;  and  marching  through  the  Marri  country,  eventually  arrived  with  the  expedi¬ 
tionary  column  at  Dera  Ghazi  Khan  on  the  17th  Nov.,  1880. 


The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  3rd  Regt.  Sikh  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : 

Lt -Colonel  G.  Noel  Money,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  campaign  and  in  the 
Marri  expedition,  the  force  holding  the  Shutargardan  in  Oct.,  1879,  and  the  attacking  force  m  the  assault 
of  the  TT akht- i -  Sh ah  hill,  12  and  13  Dec.,  1879  Attacked  and  defeated  the  enemy  at  the  Shutargardan 
2  I4  and  20  Oct  and  took  part  in  the  actions  of  Surkh  Kotal  and  Chardeh,  the  defence  of  S  erpur, 
marcl^firomKabul  to  the  relfef  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandyan 

despatches;  received  the  thanks  of  the  Viceroy  and  Commander-In-Chief  in  India  b)  telegram  tor  defence 
0fSTSd“wC  /  Griffiths,  Major  IV  B.  AiBM.  and  Limts.  W.  Cock  and  W.  D.  Garden 
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served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  campaign  ;  Lt -Colonel  Griffiths  commanding  the  attack  on  the 
heights  above  the  Shutargardan,  2  Oct.  (slightly  wounded),  and  14  Oct.,  and  taking  part  in  the  defence  of 
the  Shutargardan,  the  actions  of  Surkh  Kotal,  Chardeh  (in  which  he  commanded  the  rear-guard  repulse 
of  the  enemy),  Takht-i-Shah  (13  Dec.),  and  the  engagement  on  14  Dec.,  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  the 
march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar  (three  times  mentioned  in 
despatches ;  Brevet  of  Lt. -Colonel) ;  Major  Aislahie  taking  part  in  the  defence  of  the  Shutargardan,  the 
actions  of  2  Oct.  (in  which  he  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  attack,  on  Major  Griffiths  being  wounded), 
and  14  Oct.,  1879,  Surkh  Kotal,  Chardeh,  Takht-i-Shah  (13  Dec.),  and  engagement  on  14  Dec.,  the 
defence  of  Sherpur,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar 
(three  times  mentioned  in  despatches);  Lieut.  Cook  (who  had  previously  served  with  the  Khyber  F.F. 
throughout  the  first  campaign,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid  and  the  forcing  of  the 
Sissobai  Pass)  taking  part  in  the  defence  of  the  Shutargardan,  the  actions  of  2  Oct.  and  14  Oct.,  1879, 
Surkh  Kotal,  Chardeh  (in  which  he  was  severely  wounded),  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  the  march  from  Kabul 
to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  Marri  expedition  (mentioned  in  despatches ; 
brought  prominently  to  notice  for  distinguished  gallantry  on  14  Oct.,  1879);  and  Lieut.  Gordon  taking 
part  in  the  defence  of  the  Shutargardan,  the  actions  of  2  and  14  Oct.,  1879,  Surkh  Kotal,  Chardeh,  and 
engagement  of  14  Dec.,  1879,  the  defence  of  Sherpur,  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  Marri  expedition. 

Major  IV.  C.  Ramsden  served  with  the  regiment  from  Jan.,  1880,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign, 
taking  part  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  the  Marri 
expedition. 

Lieut.  C.  H.  M.  Smith  served  in  the  Survey  Dept,  with  the  Kuram  Valley  F.F.  throughout  the  first 
campaign,  being  present  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  Served  during  the  second 
campaign  as  Deputy  Assistant  Quartermaster-General  with  Sir  F.  Roberts’  Division,  taking  part  in  the 
advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kabul,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab.  Served  with  the 
regiment  during  the  defence  of  Sherpur.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  E.  J.  N.  Fasken  served  with  the  regiment  from  the  commencement  of  the  campaign  till 
invalided  to  England  in  April,  1880,  taking  part  in  the  defence  of  the  Shutargardan,  the  actions  of  2  Oct. 
and  14  Oct.,  1879,  Surkh  Kotal,  and  Chardeh,  the  assault  of  the  Takht-i-Shah,  12  Dec.  (in  which,  while 
commanding  the  detachment  of  the  3rd  Sikhs  which  was  engaged,  he  was  severely  wounded),  and  the 
defence  of  Sherpur. 

Lieut.  A.  A.  Barrett.  (For  services  see  5th  Goorkhas.) 

Captains  J.  N.  S.  Kirkwood ,  6th  Regt.  Hyderabad  Contingent  ( Attached ),  and  Bt.  Major  A.  J.  T. 
Welchman,  7th  Bengal  Cavalry  (Attached),  served  with  the  regiment  from  20  Jan.  till  29  June,  1880,  the 
former  in  command  of  the  Mounted  Infantry  of  the  regiment. 


ist  REGT.  PUNJAB  INFANTRY. 

ON  the  outbreak  of  the  war  the  ist  Punjab  Infantry  was  stationed  at  Quetta,  Baluchistan. 

Forming  part  of  the  Division  under  General  Biddulph’s  command,  the  regiment  crossed  the 
frontier  on  the  20th  Nov.,  1878,  and  marched  towards  the  Pishin  Valley  in  Southern  Afghanistan. 

During  the  night  of  the  9th  Jan.,  1879,  35  tnen  of  the  regiment,  under  Subadar  Fyztulub,  were 
attacked  while  on  convoy  duty  at  Kila  Abdula  by  some  300  Atchakzais,  whom  they  defeated  with  great 
slaughter.  Four  of  the  enemy’s  dead  were  found  almost  on  the  bayonets  of  the  men.  For  the  judgment 
of  his  arrangements  and  the  coolness  he  displayed,  Subadar  Fyztulub  received,  as  a  special  reward,  the 
ist  Class  Order  of  Merit. 

On  the  1 2th  Jan.,  1879,  the  regiment  took  part  with  the  other  units  of  the  Pishin  Moveable  Column 
under  Major  Keen,  ist  P.I.,  in  a  night  surprise  of  the  hostile  Kakarzais  in  the  Arambi  Valley.  The 
expedition  was  successful ;  and  after  a  number  of  villages  had  been  destroyed,  the  regiment  returned  to 
Kila  Abdula,  where  it  arrived  at  5.30  p.m.  on  the  13th,  having  marched  a  distance  of  32  miles. 

As  a  unit  of  the  No.  1  Column,  Thal-Chotiali  F.F.,  under  the  command  of  Major  Keen,  the  ist 
Punjab  Infantry  took  part,  in  the  Spring  of  1879,  in  the  opening  up  the  new  route,  eastwards,  to  India. 
On  the  2  ist  March,  the  rear-guard  of  the  column,  under  Captain  Lome  Campbell,  ist  P.I.,  was  attacked 
in  a  difficult  pass  by  some  200  tribesmen,  who  were  driven  off  with  loss,  1  man  of  the  regiment  being 
killed.  On  the  24th  idem  the  column  arrived  at  Baghao;  and  about  two  hours  afterwards  the  videttes 
which  were  posted  galloped  into  camp  with  information  of  the  approach  of  a  tribal  army  of  Zhoband  Bori 
Pathans,  some  3,000  strong,  which  was  bearing  down  upon  the  position  in  line,  and  was  also  covering  the 
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hills  to  the  right.  Four  companies  of  the  ist  Punjab  Infantry  were  left  to  protect  the  camp,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  regiment,  under  Major  Higginson,  marched  out  to  meet  the  advance,  a  party  under 
Major  Vallings  being  thrown  into  skirmishing  order  in  front  of  the  artillery.  After  the  guns  had  fired  a 

few  rounds,  the  enemy’s  line  was  seen  to  widen  out  at  both  ends.  To  meet  this  new  distribution,  the 

party  under  Major  Vallings  at  once  moved  to  the  left,  while  two  companies  under  Major  Higginson  and 
Captain  Campbell  were  sent  to  attempt  to  crown  the  heights  to  the  right.  The  hills  were  extremely 

precipitous  and  difficult  to  ascend ;  but  the  two  companies,  using  hands  and  feet  with  the  utmost 

determination,  and  at  times  mounting  one  another’s  shoulders,  succeeded,  under  a  heavy  fire  from  the 
enemy  and  undeterred  by  rolling  masses  of  rock,  in  scaling  and  clearing  them.  In  the  meantime  the 
party  under  Major  Vallings,  having  stopped  a  rush  to  the  left,  followed  the  now  retreating  enemy  into  the 
gorge  out  of  which  they  had  issued  prior  to  the  attack.  On  this  day  the  regiment  lost  2  killed  and  5 
wounded.  The  gallant  conduct  displayed  during  the  action  by  Majors  Higginson  and  Vallings,  Captain 
Campbell,  and  Lieut.  Pears,  was  brought  to  the  favourable  notice  of  the  Major-General  in  despatches; 
and  for  the  excellent  services  they  rendered,  Subadar-Major  Pyabb  Sirdar  Bahadur,  1  Jemadar,  1  non¬ 
commissioned  officer,  and  2  Sepoys  of  the  regiment  were  admitted  to  the  ist  Class  Order  of  Merit. 

The  next  day  the  march  was  continued,  and  on  the  21st  May,  1879,  the  regiment  eventually  arrived 
at  Dera  Ismail  Khan,  after  an  absence  from  India  of  more  than  two  years. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  xst  Punjab  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Lt.-Colonel  F  J.  Keen ,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign.  Commanded  the 
Pishin  Moveable  Column  from  1  Jan.  till  3  March,  1879,  and  the  No.  1  Column  Thal-Chotiali  F.F.  from 
the  date  of  its  formation  till  it  was  broken  up.  Effected  the  night  surprise  of  the  Arambi  villages,  and 
defeated  the  enemy  at  the  action  of  Baghao.  (Mentioned  in  despatches,  and  thanked  in  orders ;  Brevet 
of  Lt.-Colonel ;  C.B.) 

Majors  T.  Higginson  and  A.  Vallings ,  Captain  L.  R.  H.  D.  Campbell,  and  Lieut.  T.  C.  Pears  served 
with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  night  surprise  of 
the  Arambi  villages,  and  the  action  of  Baghao.  All  were  mentioned  in  despatches.  Captain  Campbell 
was  also  thanked  in  orders  by  Sir  D.  Stewart  for  “  energy  displayed  in  keeping  open  the  line  of  communi¬ 
cations  through  the  Khojak  Pass  during  very  severe  weather,”  and  commanded  the  rear-guard  which 
repulsed  the  enemy’s  attack  21  March,  1879.  Lieut.  Pears  acted  as  Staff  Officer  to  the  No.  1  Column, 
Thal-Chotiali  F.F.,  and  during  the  second  campaign  accompanied  Mr.  Lepel  Griffin,  as  3rd  Political 
Assistant,  on  his  special  mission  to  Kabul  in  Feb.,  1880. 

Major  H  Howell  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  campaign. 

Lieut.  C.  B.  Brownlow  served  with  the  regiment  from  22  Nov.  till  31  Dec.,  1878;  with  the  2/6oth 
Rifles,  (attached),  from  1  Jan.  till  31  July,  1879,  accompanying  the  battalion  in  the  advance  to  Kandahar 
and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai ;  and  with  the  3rd  Goorkhas  (attached),  from  1  Aug.  till  18  Oct.,  1879,  accompanying 
them  in  the  second  advance  on  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.

2nd  REGT.  PUNJAB  INFANTRY. 

THE  2nd  Regt.  Punjab  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  H.  Tyndall,  formed  part  of  the 
ist  Brigade  of  the  Division  under  General  Roberts  which  crossed  the  Kuram  into  Afghanistan  on 
the  2 1  st  Nov.,  1878. 

On  the  28th  Nov.,  1878,  the  regiment  was  present  at  the  affair  at  the  foot  of  the  Peiwar. 

On  the  night  of  the  ist  Dec.,  1878,  the  regiment  formed  part  of  the  right  flank  attack  on  the  Peiwar 
heights  under  the  immediate  command  of  General  Roberts,  and  was  engaged  with  the  enemy  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  following  day.  Whilst  General  Roberts  was  carrying  out  the  second  turning  movement, 
the  regiment  was  left  to  hold  the  ridge  which  had  been  gained  by  our  troops,  and  repulsed  several  attacks 
of  the  enemy,  bivouacking  on  the  same  ground  during  the  night. 

Throughout  the  winter  of  1878-1879  the  2nd  Punjab  Infantry  was  under  canvas  on  the  Peiwar 
heights,  employed  on  fatigue,  picquet,  and  escort  duties  of  the  most  arduous  description.  Hard  work, 
combined  with  exposure  to  snow  and  excessive  cold,  produced  great  sickness  and  mortality  amongst  the 
native  ranks,  the  want  of  warm  clothing,  which  was  not  issued  until  towards  the  close  of  the  winter  season, 

being  keenly  felt.  .  .  .... 

Subsequently  the  regiment  was  ordered  down  to  Habib  Killa  in  the  Kuram  \  alley,  being  relieved  by 
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the  28th  N.I.,  and  on  April,  1879,  on  the  recommendation  of  a  medical  committee,  was  ordered  back  to 
India. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  2nd  Regt.  Punjab  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Lt. -Colonel  H.  Tyndall ,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
war,  being  present  at  the  action  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  (Mentioned  in  despatches;  C.B.) 

Majors  E.  C.  Codrington  and  A.  H.  Turner ,  Captains  A.  D.  Strettell  and  J.  M  D.  Lewes,  a.nd  Lieut. 
R.  R.  Ai.  Sturt  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  being  present 
at  the  action  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  Major  Turner  afterwards  served  from  April  till  July,  1879,  in  the 
Transport  Dept,  of  the  Kuram  Force,  and  during  the  advance  on  Kabul  in  Oct.,  1879,  as  Political  Officer 
to  the  Ghilzai  tribes  on  the  route  from  Ali  Khel  to  Kushi ;  was  present  at  the  actions  on  the  Shutargardan, 
and  subsequently  marched  with  the  Shutargardan  force  to  Kabul;  proceeded  to  India  in  Dec.,  1879, 
in  political  charge  of  the  ex-Amir  Yakab  Khan,  and  returning  to  Kabul,  served  there  as  Political  Officer 
till  the  final  evacuation,  accompanying,  in  the  meantime,  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Macpherson 
into  the  Logar  Valley  on  the  25th  April,  1879,  and  being  present  at  the  second  action  of  Charasiab. 
(Twice  mentioned  in  despatches.)  Captain  Strettell  was  appointed  Station  Staff  Officer  at  Habib  Killaon 
the  regiment  being  ordered  down  from  the  Peiwar  heights,  and  continued  to  hold  the  appointment  after 
the  regiment  returned  to  India. 

Lieut.  B.  M.  Allen  rejoined  the  regiment  at  Habib  Killa  from  the  regimental  depot,  and  served  with 
it  during  the  remainder  of  the  time  it  was  employed  in  the  war. 


4th  REGT.  PUNJAB  INFANTRY. 

ON  the  1st  Oct.,  1879,  the  4th  Regt.  Punjab  Infantry  was  suddenly  ordered  to  proceed  from 
Edwardesabad,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  to  Thai,  with  a  view  to  forming  part  of  a  force  destined 
to  punish  the  Zaimusht  tribes  for  their  numerous  depredations. 

The  regiment  marched  on  the  5th  Oct.,  and  on  the  7th  idem  arrived  at  Thai,  from  whence  it  was 
summoned  on  the  19th  to  proceed  by  forced  marches  and  without  tents  to  Ali  Khel,  85  miles  distant; 
continuing  its  advance,  it  arrived  at  its  destination  on  the  23rd,  having  escorted  a  convoy  of  several 
hundreds  of  baggage  animals  from  the  Peiwar  Kotal  on  the  last  march. 

On  the  28th  Oct.  the  regiment  marched  to  Karatiga,  escorting  another  heavy  convoy,  and  returned 
to  Ali  Khel  on  the  31st  idem. 

With  the  rest  of  the  troops  at  Ali  Khel,  the  4th  Punjab  Infantry  marched  on  the  8th  Nov.,  1879,  on 
an  expedition  into  the  Chakmani  Valley,  to  coerce  and  fine  for  misdemeanour  the  various  tribes  and 
nomads.  This  duty  performed,  the  regiment  returned  to  Kuram,  arriving  on  the  15th. 

Marching  on  the  8th  Dec.,  1879,  with  the  expeditionary  force  under  Brigadier-General  Tytler,  the 
4th  Punjab  Infantry  took  part,  during  the  succeeding  fortnight,  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted 
by  the  column  in  the  Zaimusht  territory,  and  at  the  action  of  Zawa  on  the  14th  formed  the  leading 
portion  of  the  advanced  guard  of  General  Tytler’s  Column,  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Colonel  Close, 
which  forced  the  Pass,  and  destroyed  the  villages.  The  enemy  at  one  time  occupied  a  very  formidable 
position,  and  their  fire  being  accurate  and  well  sustained,  the  regiment  suffered  some  loss,  Lieut,  and 
Adjutant  T.  J.  O’D.  Renny  falling  mortally  wounded  early  in  the  engagement.  Seeing  that  a  front 
attack  would  be  attended  with  great  loss,  Col.  Close  despatched  part  of  the  regiment  under  Major  Hawes 
to  turn  the  enemy’s  flank.  The  movement  was  highly  successful :  the  regiment  fired  a  volley  and  charged 
with  great  impetuosity,  causing  the  enemy  to  vacate  the  position  with  considerable  loss,  and  enabling  the 
rest  of  the  force  to  advance  without  further  molestation. 

On  the  23rd  Dec.,  1879,  the  expeditionary  force  returned  to  Thai,  from  whence  the  regiment  made 
its  way  back  to  Edwardesabad,  arriving  on  the  29th  idem. 

The  undermentioned  officers  of  the  4th  Regt.  Punjab  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  H.  P.  Close  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war, 
taking  part  in  the  Zaimusht  expediton,  and  being  present,  in  command  of  the  advanced  guard  of  General 
Tytler’s  column,  at  the  action  of  Zawa.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Majors  A.  J.  D.  Hawes  and  A.  McC.  Bruce,  and  Lieuts.  O.  C.  Radford,  A.  Darnell,  and  G.  IV.  C. 
Bruce  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the 
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Zaimusht  expedition,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of  Zawa.  For  his  services  Major  Hawes  was 
mentioned  in  despatches. 

Bt.  Major  A.  Gaselee.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Lieut.  T.  J.  O'D.  Renny.  (Killed  in  action.  For  services  see  Biographical  Division.) 


5th  REGT.  PUNJAB  INFANTRY. 


ON  the  8th  October,  1878,  the  5th  Regt.  Punjab  Infantry  received  orders  to  proceed  by  forced 
marches  to  Thai;  and  leaving  Kohat,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  on  the  10th  idem,  reached  its 
destination  three  days  afterwards,  being  the  first  battalion  of  what  afterwards  became  the  Kuram  Valley  F.F. 
to  arrive  on  the  border. 

Taking  part  in  the  advance  of  the  Division  into  hostile  territory  on  the  21st  Nov.,  1878,  the  regiment, 
as  the  leading  corps  of  the  force,  was  smartly  engaged  in  the  reconnaissance  in  force  of  the  enemy’s 
position  on  the  28th  Nov.,  Subadar-Major  Aziz  Khan,  Bahadur,  being  killed,  and  4  Sepoys  wounded. 

On  the  2nd  Dec.,  1878,  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry  formed  part  of  the  force  which  was  engaged  in  the 
assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  first  being  employed  in  the  direct  advance  under  Brigadier- 
General  Cobbe,  and  subsequently,  after  being  moved  by  General  Roberts  to  the  extreme  right,  forming 
the  leading  battalion  in  the  second  movement  of  the  day,  which  caused  the  enemy  to  vacate  their  almost 
impregnable  position.  Its  casualties  in  the  action  were,  4  men  wounded.  The  enemy  defeated  and 
dispersed,  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  advance  to  Ali  Khel,  and  afterwards,  on  the  13th  Dec.,  returned 
to  Kuram. 

Selected  to  escort  the  19  captured  guns,  together  with  the  sick  and  wounded,  back  to  Kohat,  the 
regiment  commenced  its  march  on  the  24th  Dec.,  and  reached  that  station  on  the  4th  Jan.,  1S79.  On 
the  6th  March  it  proceeded  to  rejoin  Divisional  Head-quarters,  escorting  treasure ;  and  from  that  date, 
till  September,  1879,  was  employed  on  various  duties  in  the  Kuram  Valley. 

On  the  7th  Sept.,  1879,  conformably  with  the  orders  which  were  issued  for  a  renewed  invasion,  the 
5th  Punjab  Infantry,  as  a  unit  of  the  advanced  guard  of  Sir  F.  Roberts’s  force,  under  Brigadier-General 
Baker,  marched  forward  to  the  Shutagardan  and  Kushi.  On  the  6th  Oct.,  1879,  the  regiment  took  part 
in  the  action  of  Charasiab,  one  wing,  under  the  command  of  Captain  C.  M.  Hall,  being  the  more  promi¬ 
nently  engaged.  Its  casualties  in  this  engagement  were,  4  men  killed,  and  Captain  C.  Young  and  4  men 
wounded.  That  evening  it  bivouacked  on  the  heights,  and  during  the  two  following  days  took  part  in  the 
advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kabul. 

From  the  14th  Oct.  till  the  4th  Nov.  the  regiment  was  absent  from  Kabul  with  the  force  under 
Brigadier-General  Hugh  Gough  which  proceeded  to  the  Shutargardan  to  relieve  the  British  troops  which 
had  been  surrounded  and  attacked  by  the  enemy.  Shortly  after  this  duty  was  accomplished,  it  formed 
part  of  the  force  under  Brigadier-General  Baker,  which  marched  from  Kabul  on  the  21st  Nov.  into  the 
Maidan  district  to  forage  and  to  survey  the  country,  and  returned  on  the  1st  Dec.,  after  destroying  a 
number  of  walled  villages.  On  the  9th  Dec.  it  again  proceeded  with  Brigadier-General  Baker  up  the 
Logar  and  into  the  Maidan  Valley;  and  acting  as  a  portion  of  the  rear-guard  during  the  retirement  which 
was  necessitated  by  a  combination  of  the  tribes  threatening  Kabul,  took  part  in  a  considerable  amount 
of  desultory  fighting  which  ensued.  On  the  nth  Dec.,  the  casualties  Of  the  regiment  numbered,  i  man 
killed  and  5  wounded,  and  on  the  12th — the  day  on  which  General  Bakers  Brigade  returned  to  Sherpur 

— 1  man  wounded.  ,  „  \  .  T  r  .  1 

In  the  operations  round  Kabul  on  the  13th  and  14th  Dec.,  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry  took  a  promi¬ 
nent  part,  a  detachment  under  Major  Pratt,  on  the  13th,  seizing  one  of  the  strongly-fortified  villages  on 
the  Ben-i-Shahr  road,  and  keeping  open  the  communications  with  Brigadier-General  Baker,  and  on  the 
following  day  a  wing  under  Captain  Hall  being  engaged  in  the  assault  of  the  Asmai  heights,  and  100 
rifles  of  the  regiment,  in  conjunction  with  the  72nd  Highlanders  and  Guides,  holding  for  a  time  the  small 
conical  hill  where,  later  in  the  day,  they  were  overwhelmed  by  the  enemy.  On  the  13th  the  casualties  of 
the  regiment  were,  4  men  wounded,  and  on  the  14th,  1  man  killed  and  14  wounded.  V  lthdrawmg,  on 
the  latter  date,  with  the  rest  of  the  Division,  within  the  lines  of  Sherpur,  the  regiment  took  part  m  the 
defence  of  the  cantonment  throughout  the  siege,  and  on  the  23rd  Dec.  was  engaged  in  the  repulse  of  the 


On  the  27th  Dec.  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry  marched  out  with  the  force  under  Brigadier-General 
Baker  towards  the  Koh-i-Daman,  and  returned  on  the  31st,  after  destroying  Mir  Butchas  fort  e  snow 
lay  thick  on  the  ground,  the  cold  was  intense,  and  the  work  severe.  From  the  beginning  of  1880  ti  the 
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month  of  May  in  the  same  year  the  regiment  was  cantoned  in  Sherpur,  but  constantly  employed  on  convoy 
and  various  fatigue  duties.  In  the  second  week  in  May,  it  accompanied  the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts 
through  the  Logar  Valley,  returning  via  Maidan  and  Argandi  to  Kabul  on  the  ist  June. 

On  the  6th  Aug.,  1880,  the  5th  Punjab  Infantry  was  specially  paraded  before  the  Lieut.-General,  who, 
after  presenting  Orders  of  Merit  to  the  Native  officers  and  men  who  had  gained  that  reward,  was  pleased 
to  express  his  approbation  of  the  behaviour  of  the  regiment,  both  in  the  field  and  in  quarters,  during  the 
past  two  years  while  serving  under  his  command.  On  the  same  day,  the  regiment  moved  into  the  Bala 
Hissar  to  garrison  it,  and  took  over  the  picquets  on  the  Sher  Darwaza  heights.  On  the  evacuation  of 
Kabul,  the  5th  P.I.  picquets  were  the  last  to  hold  these  heights  above  the  city,  and  also  to  quit 
the  Bala  Hissar,  the  keys  of  which  were  handed  over  by  the  Officer  Commanding  to  the  Amir’s 
representative. 

The  5th  Punjab  Infantry  marched  from  Kabul  on  the  nth  Aug.,  and  returning  to  the  Punjab 
via  the  Khyber  Pass,  reached  Kohat,  its  station,  on  the  10th  Sept.,  1880,  after  being  exactly  twenty-three 
months  on  service.  During  that  period  the  Head-quarters  accomplished  124  marches,  covering  a  distance 
of  1,349  miles.  The  total  casualties  of  the  regiment  during  the  war  were — 118  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  and  men  killed  or  died  from  disease,  and  40  wounded. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  5th  Regt.  Punjab  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Lt. -Colonel  J.  W.  McQueen ,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  from  the  date  of  its  taking  the  field  till 
5  Oct.,  1879,  and  again  from  26  April,  1880,  till  the  date  of  its  return  to  India.  Commanded  the 
advance  guard  at  the  reconnaissance  of  28  Nov.,  1878,  and  the  second  turning  movement  at  the  assault 
of  the  Peiwar  Kotal.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel ;  C.B.) 

Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  H.  M.  Pratt.  (For  services  see  2nd  Sikh  Infantry.) 

Major  C.  McK.  Hall  and  Lieuts.  R.  F.  Jameson  and  J.  P.  Sparling  served  with  the  regiment 
throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  reconnaissance  of  28  Nov.,  1878, 
the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Peiwar  Kotal,  the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  the  operations  round  Kabul 
and  defence  of  Sherpur  in  Dec.,  1879.  Major  Hall  was  in  detached  command  of  a  wing  of  the 
regiment  at  the  action  of  Charasiab,  and  of  the  wing  which  was  engaged  at  the  storming  of  the  Asmai 
heights,  and  for  his  services  was  twice  mentioned  in  despatches. 

Captain  G.  Gaisford  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  Kuram  Valley  from  March  till  Aug.,  1879, 
when  he  was  transferred  to  the  command  of  the  Khyber  Jezailchi  Corps,  an  appointment  he  continued 
to  hold  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign.  Was  present  at  the  action  of  Kam  Daka.  (Mentioned  in 
despatches.) 

Lieut.  J.  E.  Mein  joined  the  regiment  at  Kabul  in  Dec.,  1879,  and  served  with  it  till  the  conclusion 
of  the  campaign,  taking  part  in  all  the  operations  round  Kabul  in  which  it  was  engaged,  and  in  the 
defence  of  Sherpur. 

Major  C.  Young  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  Kuram  Valley  in  1878,  and  took  part  with  it  in 
the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kabul,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Charasiab,  in  which  he  was 
wounded.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  C.  W.  Young,  17th  B.  N.  L.  {Attached),  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  Kuram  Valley  from 
March  till  July,  1879. 

Lieuts.  E.  IV.  St.  G.  Welchman,  1st  Infantry,  Hyderabad  Contingent  {Attached),  and  C.  J.  Orr,  3 rd 
Infantry ,  Hyderabad  Contingent  {Attached),  joined  the  regiment  at  Kabul  in  Jan.,  1880,  and  served  with 
it,  respectively,  till  Sept,  and  July,  1880. 


CENTRAL  INDIA  HORSE. 

AWING  each  of  the  i st  and  2nd  Regiments  Central  India  Horse,  numbering  8  European  Officers 
and  522  Native  Officers,  Non-commissioned  Officers,  and  men,  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Colonel 
C.  Martin,  crossed  the  frontier  at  Jamrud  into  Afghanistan  on  the  3rd  Feb.,  1880,  and  for  the  next  six 
months  were  employed  on  the  Khyber  line  of  communications,  with  head-quarters  at  Jalalabad. 

On  the  1 8th  May  the  head-quarters,  consisting  of  79  sabres,  crossed  the  Kabul  river,  then  much 
swollen,  and  in  flood  from  the  melted  snow  from  the  hills,  the  men  swimming  their  horses  across.  The 
following  day  the  Regiment  was  engaged  under  the  orders  of  Brigadier-General  Doran  against  a  large 
body  of  Pathans  who  had  entered  the  Besud  Valley  under  the  leadership  of  Mullah  Khalil.  The 
Pathans,  who  greatly  outnumbered  the  British  force,  fled  to  the  refuge  of  their  hills  at  the  first  shot,  the 
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Central  India  Horse  killing  some  25,  with  a  loss  of  1  Native  Officer  and  2  men  severely  wounded, 

1  horse  killed  and  4  wrounded.  On  the  21st  the  regiment  was  employed  in  punishing  the  principal 
men  who  had  encouraged  the  invasion  of  the  valley,  by  destroying  their  forts;  and  on  the  23rd  the 
regiment  returned  to  Jalalabad,  the  men  again  swimming  their  horses  across  the  Kabul  river,  1  syce 
and  1  horse  being  drowned  in  the  operation. 

A  gathering  under  the  leadership  of  the  same  Mullah  Khalil  and  Moghul  Khan  of  Goshta  having 
threatened  the  neighbouring  valley  of  Kama,  a  force  under  Brigadier-General  Doran,  including  18 1  sabres 
of  the  Central  India  Horse,  again  crossed  the  Kabul  river  lower  down.  The  expedition  met  with  no 
opposition,  the  gathering  having  dispersed.  After  destroying  the  fort  of  a  refractory  Khan,  the  force 
returned  to  Jalalabad,  the  men  of  the  Central  India  Horse  swimming  their  horses  for  the  fourth  time 
across  the  Kabul  river — which,  as  before,  was  in  high  flood,  the  current  running  seven  miles  an  hour, 
and  the  water  icy  cold — with  loss  of  1  sowar,  drowned. 

The  Central  India  Horse  had  now  been  engaged  for  some  months  in  harassing  patrol  and  escort 
duties,  and  in  pursuing  bands  of  marauders  under  the  Mullah  Fakir,  and  was  preparing  to  return  to 
India,  when  orders  were  suddenly  received  to  join  the  force  being  held  ready  at  Kabul  under  Sir 
F.  Roberts  to  relieve  Kanhahar.  Gathering  with  all  speed  its  scattered  detachments,  the  regiment 
started  on  its  journey  of  128  miles,  and  by  forced  marches  at  the  rate  of  23  miles  a  day,  with  baggage, 
accomplished  the  distance  and  joined  Sir  F.  Roberts  on  his  first  march  out  of  Kabul  on  the  9th  August. 
Taking  part,  during  the  three  weeks  succeeding,  in  the  memorable  march  to  Kandahar,  the  regiment — 
which  started  476  sabres  strong  and  mustered  449  of  all  ranks  on  the  1st  Sept. — took  part  in  the 
crushing  defeat  of  Ayub  Khan.  In  the  pursuit,  Lieutenant  Chamberlain  and  5  men  were  wounded,  and 

2  horses  were  killed. 

The  regiment  shortly  afterwards  returned  to  its  cantonments,  having  been  in  the  field  exactly  one 
year.  During  that  period  it  lost  18  men  from  disease  and  the  effects  of  excessive  fatigue. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  Central  India  Horse  served  in  the  war  : — 

Lt.-Colonel  C.  Martin ,  C.B.,  commanded  the  Central  India  Horse  throughout  the  period  it  was 
employed  in  the  war  :  in  the  expeditions  to  Besud  and  Kama,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of 
Kanhahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches  ;  C.B.) 

Lt.-Colonel  H.  M.  Buller,  Major  J.  Colledge,  and  Lieuts.  A.  Masters  and  H  E.  Ravenshaw  served 
with  the  Central  India  Horse  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the 
expeditions  to  Besud  and  Kama,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of 
Kandahar.  Li.-Colo?iel  Buller ,  Major  Colledge ,  and  Lieut.  Masters  were  mentioned,  for  their  services,  in 
despatches,  the  former  receiving  the  Brevet  of  Lt.-Colonel.  Lieut.  Ravenshaw,  who  had  also  taken  part 
in  the  first  campaign  as  a  Transport  Officer  in  Southern  Afghanistan,  died  at  Lahore  on  the  13th  Oct., 
1880,  from  the  effects  of  privation  and  exposure  endured  during  the  war. 

Lieut.  A.  G.  A.  Durand  served  with  the  Mhairwarra  Battalion,  as  Adjutant,  throughout  the  first 
campaign,  taking  part  in  both  the  Bazar  Valley  expeditions. 

Lieut.  G.  K.  Daly  served  with  the  Guide  Cavalry  from  Nov.,  1879,  till  28  July,^  1880,  when  he 
joined  the  Central  India  Horse,  and  served  with  it  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war.  Took  part  in  the 
operations  in  the  Koh-i-Daman,  the  second  action  of  Charasiab,  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of 
Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

For  services  of  Bt.  Lt.-Colonel  M.  G.  Gerard,  Major  A.  II.  S.  Neill,  and  Lieuts.  G.  E.  Money  and 
N.  F.  F.  Chamberlain,  see  “  Staff.” 


BHOPAUL  BATTALION. 

THE  Bhopaul  Battalion  volunteered  for  active  service  at  the  commencement  of  the  first  campaign  in 
1878,  and  in  November  of  that  year  proceeded  by  rail  to  Jhelum,  and  marched  thence  towards 
Peshawar.  When  the  regiment  quitted  Sehore,  and  for  nine  months  previously,  the  only  officers  wit  it 
were  Colonel  H.  Forbes,  the  Commandant,  and  Captain  G.  R.  Peart,  2nd  in  Command ,  on  tne  marc  , 
Lieut.  E.  S.  Masters  joined  the  corps  as  Adjutant,  and  Lieut.  W.  J.  Orr  as  Wing  Officer. 

On  arrival  at  Agra  the  regiment  exchanged  its  muzzle-loading  rifles  for  the  breech-loading  Snider. 
This  entailed  every  spare  moment  on  the  march  from  Jhelum  being  devoted  to  teaching  t  e  use  o  t  le 
new  weapon. 
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On  arrival  at  Naushahra  the  Left  wing,  under  command  of  Captain  Peart,  was  detached  to  garrison 
Hoti  Mardan,  while  the  Right  wing  remained  at  Naushahra.  This  allowed  time  for  perfecting  the  men 
in  the  use  of  the  new  arm,  and  putting  them  through  a  short  course  of  target  practice. 

In  March,  1879,  the  Right  wing  moved  up  the  Khyber  as  far  as  Lundi  Kotal,  and  shortly  afterwards 
the  Left  wing  was  moved  to  Ali  Musjid,  and  until  the  signing  of  the  Treaty  of  Gandamak  shared  in 
the  daily  duties  of  those  camps. 

On  the  conclusion  of  peace,  the  regiment  returned  to  Sehore,  arriving  in  June,  1879. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  Bhopaul  Battalion  served  in  the  War : — 

Major-General  Hamilton  Forbes  {Retired),  commanded  the  regiment  in  its  advance  to  Lundi  Kotal, 
and  subsequently  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign,  the  2nd  Brigade  Kuram  Valley  F.F. 

Major  G.  R.  Peart  marched  with  the  regiment  from  Sehore,  and  commanded  the  Left  wing  when 
detached  at  Hoti  Mardan  and  Ali  Musjid. 

Lieut.  E.  S.  Masters  joined  the  regiment  as  Offg.  Adjt.  on  the  march  from  Sehore,  and  served  with 
the  Head-quarters  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign. 

Lieut.  IV.  J.  Orr  joined  the  regiment  as  Offg.  Wing  Officer  on  the  march  from  Sehore,  and  served 
with  the  Left  wing  till  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign. 


MHAIRWARRA  BATTALION. 

IN  October,  1878,  the  Mhairwarra  Battalion  volunteered  for  service  in  Afghanistan,  and  on  the  26  th  of 
that  month  marched  from  Ajmir,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  for  Jamrud,  the  local  duties  of  the  men 
proceeding  on  service  being  performed  by  their  pensioned  relations.  The  regiment  reached  its  destina¬ 
tion  on  the  30th  Nov.,  1878,  and  throughout  the  first  campaign  served  as  a  unit  of  the  2nd  Division 
Peshawar  Valley  F.F. 

As  a  portion  of  the  Ali  Musjid  Column,  Head-quarters  and  400  men  of  the  regiment,  under  the 
command  of  Major  F.  W.  Boileau,  took  part  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  in  the  Bazar  Valley 
in  December,  1879;  and  in  the  second  expedition  led  by  General  Maude  into  the  same  district  in 
January,  1879,  Head-quarters  and  320  men  of  the  battalion  were  again  engaged. 

At  the  latter  end  of  March,  1879,  the  regiment  was  moved  forward  to  Daka,  arriving  on  the  29th 
of  that  month. 

On  the  2 1st  April  two  companies  of  the  regiment,  under  Captain  O’Moore  Creagh,  marched  to  Kam 
Daka,  where  they  were  surrounded  and  attacked  on  the  following  day  by  a  large  body  of  the  enemy. 
The  little  force  made  a  very  gallant  defence,  holding  the  position  it  had  taken  up  until  reinforcements 
arrived.  In  this  affair  the  battalion  lost  4  men  killed  and  12  wounded.  For  the  gallantry  he  displayed 
on  the  occasion,  Captain  Creagh  subsequently  received  the  Victoria  Cross. 

On  the  7th  of  June  the  Mhairwarra  battalion  commenced  its  return  march  from  Daka  to  India,  and 
reaching  Peshawar  on  the  nth  idem,  proceeded  from  thence  to  Ajmir,  where  it  arrived  on  the  3rd 
of  July,  1879. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  Mhairwarra  Battalion  served  in  the  war  : — 

Lieut.- Col.  F.  IV.  Boileau  commanded  the  Mhairwarra  Battalion  throughout  the  period  of  its  service 
in  the  war,  taking  part  in  both  the  Bazar  Valley  expeditions.  (Brevet  of  Lieut.-Colonel.) 

Lieut.  J.  A.  Bell  served  with  the  Mhairwarra  Battalion  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in 
the  war.

ist  REGIMENT  MADRAS  LIGHT  CAVALRY. 


THE  ist  Regiment  Madras  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.-Colonel  E.  M.  Cherry,  left 
Secunderabad  on  the  19th  of  April,  1880,  under  orders  for  Kandahar,  and  proceeding  by  way  of 
Bombay  and  Karachi,  reached  Jacobabad  on  the  5th  of  May. 
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A  squadron  of  the  2nd  Madras  Light  Cavalry,  under  Capt.W.B. Warner,  with  Lieut.  R.  G.  Jones,  joined 
the  1st  Light  Cavalry  on  the  nth  of  May,  1880,  in  order  to  bring  the  regiment  up  to  its  full  strength. 

On  the  22nd  of  July  the  regiment  was  railed  from  Jacobabad  to  Sibi,  with  orders  to  proceed  to 
Kandahar  direct,  and  commenced  its  march  the  same  evening.  It  was  supplied  with  unbroken  pack- 
bullocks  for  transport ;  but  though  six  men  were  told  off  to  each  animal  to  load  it,  it  was  found  next  to 
impossible  to  accomplish  this  feat,  and  of  the  350  bullocks  which  were  supplied,  only  80  arrived  at  the 
end  of  the  first  march. 

The  regiment  arrived  at  Quetta  on  the  3rd  of  August,  1880;  and  detaching  one  squadron,  under 
Captain  Warner,  which  ultimately  formed  part  of  the  advanced  Cavalry  Brigade  of  General  Phayre’s 
force,  continued  its  advance  to  Kushdil  Khan,  where  it  arrived  on  the  7th  of  August.  While  en  route ,  a 
letter  was  received  from  the  Officer  Commanding  at  Kushdil  Khan  hastening  the  regiment  forward,  as 
he  wras  in  expectation  of  his  small  garrison  being  overwhelmed  by  the  hill  tribes.  Nothing,  however, 
came  of  the  projected  attack ;  the  tribes,  hearing  of  the  arrival  of  the  reinforcement,  not  venturing 
nearer  than  a  neighbouring  village,  which  they  looted  during  the  night. 

The  1st  Light  Cavalry  remained  at  Kushdil  Khan  from  the  7th  Aug.  till  the  18th  Oct.,  1880,  during 
which  period  rumours  were  constantly  heard  of  a  projected  attack.  On  the  25th  Aug.  a  squadron  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  Kila  Abdulla,  to  join  Sir  R.  Phayre’s  force.  At  this  post  the  officer  commanding  it,  Captain 
Hope,  was  invalided.  The  squadron  under  Captain  Warner,  after  returning  from  Kandahar,  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Gulistan,  where  he  also  had  to  appear  before  a  medical  board,  and  leave  for  England.  The 
command  of  this  squadron  devolved  on  Lieut.  Jones,  who  subsequently  proceeded  with  it  to  Shorawak 
to  collect  supplies,  where  it  remained  till  the  end  of  March,  1881. 

The  Head-quarters  received  orders  on  the  16th  Oct.,  1880,  to  return  from  Kushdil  Khan  to  Quetta, 
and  from  thence  down  the  Bolan  Pass  to  Muskoff,  Sibi,  Thulli,  & c.  From  these  posts  the  regiment 
furnished  small  detachments  for  the  Marri  country. 

The  Head-quarters  reached  Thulli  on  the  6th  Jan.,  and  remained  there  till  the  27th  April,  1881, 
when  the  regiment  was  relieved  by  the  Sind  Horse,  and  continuing  its  march,  eventually  made  its  way 
to  Bangalore,  where  it  arrived  on  the  15th  May,  1881,  after  an  absence  of  one  year  and  twenty-five  days 
on  service. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  served  with  the  1st  Regiment  Madras  Light  Cavalry  during  the  period 
it  was  employed  in  the  war  : —

Lieut.  E.  E.  W.  Larvford  served  during  the  second  campaign,  from  Oct.,  1879,  till  the  conclusion 
of  the  war,  first  as  Transport  Officer  on  line  of  communications  between  Quetta  and  Kandahar,  then  as 
Offg.  General  Transport  Officer  at  Kandahar,  then  as  Brigade  T.  O.  with  General  Burrows’s  Brigade,  being 
present  at  the  action  of  Girishk,  the  Cavalry  skirmish  at  Khushk-i-Nakhud,  and.  the  battle  of  Maiwand 
Was  in  Kandahar  throughout  the  Siege,  and  remained  there  as .  Paymaster,  Transport  Train,  till  end 
of  Oct.,  1880.  Joined  the  1st  Light  Cavalry  at  Sibi,  and  served  with  it  till  its  return  from  service.

AS  a  unit  of  the  Kuram  Reserve  Division,  the  1st  Regt.  Madras  N.I.  garrisoned  Kohat  from  the  8th 
Nov.,  1879,  the  date  of  its  arrival  at  that  station,  till  the  close  of  the  year :  it  was  then  ordered  to 
Peshawar,  and  from  thence  proceeded  by  double  marches  to  Landi  Kotal,  where  it  arrived  on  t  le 

evening  of  the  14th  Jan.,  1880.  ,  ,  _  j  -n  •  o- 

On  the  i<th  Jan.,  Head-quarters  and  300  rank  and  file  joined  the  force,  under  Brigadier-General 

Doran,  proceeding  to  Kam  Daka  to  attack  the  Mohmands,  and  after  taking  part  in  the  operations  which 
were  conducted  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  post,  returned  to  Landi  Kotal  on  the  iSth  and  19th 

Merman  ^  2igt  j  ^80,  the  regiment  was  moved  forward  to  Daka,  where  it  remained  till  the  22nd 
March.  On  that  date  it  was  ordered  on  to  Jalalabad,  whither  it  advanced,  leaving  detachments  en  route 
at  Barikab,  Girdikas,  Lachipur,  and  Ali  Bogan.  Barikab  and  Ali  Boghan  were  subsequently  abandone  , 
the  garrisons  proceeding  to  Chardeh. 
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On  the  30th  April,  1880,  Captain  Quin,  commanding  at  Barikab,  made  a  most  successful  capture. 
Hearing  that  a  convoy  had  been  looted,  he  went  out  with  one  British  officer  (Lieut.  Pink,  of  the  2nd 
“Queen’s”),  the  Native  Political  Assistant,  and  eight  men  of  the  Central  India  Horse,  recovered  the 
plunder,  and  brought  in  over  50  of  the  raiders  as  prisoners.  They  were  all  armed,  but  gave  up  their 
arms  when  ordered  to  do  so,  apparently  imagining  that  a  large  force  was  in  close  proximity. 

From  the  15th  to  the  24th  May,  1880,  100  rank  and  file  of  the  regiment  formed  part  of  the  expedi¬ 
tionary  force,  under  Brigadier-General  Doran,  operating  in  the  Besud  Valley. 

The  regiment  remained  at  Jalalabad  till  the  22nd  Aug.,  1880,  when  it  commenced  its  return  march 
to  India. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  1st  Regt.  Madras  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  F.  Dawson ,  C.P.,  nth  Madras  N.l .,  commanded  the  regiment  till  invalided  shortly  before 
the  conclusion  of  the  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  operations  at  Kam  Daka  and  in  the  Besud  Valley. 
(Mentioned  in  despatches  ;  C.B.) 

Lt.-Colonel  H.  S.  Robinson  served  with  the  15th  Regt.  Madras  N.I.,  in  the  Khyber,  during  the 
period  it  was  employed  in  the  war. 

Lt.-Colonel  G.  Tyndall  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war, 
commanding  it  after  the  return  of  Col.  Dawson  to  India,  and  taking  part  in  the  operations  at  Kam 
Daka  and  in  the  Besud  Valley. 

Major  E.  Shaw  served  during  the  second  campaign,  first  with  the  15th  Regt.  Madras  N.l.  in  the 
Khyber,  and  afterwards  with  the  1st  Regt.  Madras  N.l. 

Major  F  Hope  Mathias ,  38 th  Madras  N.I.,  and  Lieuts.  H.  D.  Keary  and  A.  H.  Clark-Kennedy 
served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  the  latter  as  Adjutant, 
taking  part  in  the  operations  at  Kam  Daka. 

Captain  E.  Quin  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war. 
While  commanding  at  Barikab,  effected  the  capture  of  a  band  of  armed  marauders  who  had  crossed  the 
Kabul  River  and  looted  a  convoy.  (Commanded  by  General  Bright  and  Brigadier-General  Doran.) 

Captain  G.  C.  Fenwick  and  Lieut.  J.  IV.  Parker ,  North  Staffordshire  Regt .  ( Attached ),  served  with 
the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  operations  in  the 
Besud  Valley. 

Lieut  J.  H.  Jones ,  East  Surrey  Regt.  (attached),  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  period  it  was 
employed  in  the  war. 


4th  REGT.  MADRAS  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

IN  September,  1879,  the  4th  Regt.  Madras  N.l.  proceeded  on  field  service  from  Bangalore,  and 
joined  the  Reserve  Division  at  Peshawar. 

During  December,  1879,  and  the  earlier  part  of  January,  1880,  the  regiment  performed  garrison 
duty  at  Ali  Musjid.  During  the  latter  month  it  was  moved  forward  to  Lundi  Kotal,  and  shortly 
afterwards  advanced  with  Brigadier-General  Doran’s  Brigade  to  Jalalabad,  furnishing  various  posts

From  the  15th  to  the  18th  Jan.,  1880,  a  portion  of  the  regiment  was  engaged  with  Brigadier- 
General  Doran’s  column  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  against  the  hostile  Mohmands  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Kam  Daka,  terminating  in  the  destruction  of  Raina,  across  the  Kabul  River. 

In  the  last  week  in  March,  1880,  two  companies  of  the  regiment  formed  part  of  a  column  under 
Lieut.-Colonel  Hodding,  4th  Madras  N.I.,  which  was  sent  from  Jalalabad  to  Lachipur  to  support  Azim 
Khan  against  Moghul  Khan  of  Goshta,  and  two  more  companies  formed  part  of  another  column  under 
Brigadier-General  Doran  which  proceeded  to  the  same  destination  with  the  object  of  reinforcing  the 
former.  Moghul  Khan  taking  to  flight,  the  united  columns  returned  to  Jalalabad.  . 

During  the  night  of  the  26th  March,  1880,  the  garrison  of  Port  Battye,  consisting  of  100  men  of 
the  4th  Madras  N.I.,  and  a  few  other  details,  the  whole  under  Major  Blenkinsop,  4th  M.N.I.,  repelled 
with  great  gallantry  a  most  determined  attack  made  by  a  large  combined  force  of  Shinwaris  and 
Kugianis,  inflicting  considerable  loss  upon  them. 

In  the  first  wreek  in  April,  1880,  a  portion  of  the  4th  Madras  N.l.  formed  part  of  the  expeditionary 
force  under  Brigadier-General  Doran  which  conducted  operations  against  the  Wazir  Kugianis  in  the 
first  week  in  April,  1880. 
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In  the  third  week  in  May,  1880,  a  portion  of  the  4th  Madras  N.I.  crossed  the  Kabul  River  with 
the  expeditionary  force  under  Brigadier-General  Doran,  and  took  part  in  the  operations  which  were 
conducted  against  the  Safis  and  men  of  the  Kunar  Valley  in  the  Besud  district,  including  the  action  of 
Beninga. 

In  the  first  week  in  June,  1880,  a  portion  of  the  4th  Madras  N.I.  took  part  with  the  expeditionary 
force  under  Brigadier-General  Doran  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  across  the  Kabul  River  in 
the  district  of  Kama. 

The  regiment  remained  serving  on  the  Khyber  line  till  the  evacuation  of  Kandahar  in  August,  1880, 
when  it  marched  back  to  India  and  returned  to  Bangalore. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
war,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Kam  Daka:— -

Major  E .  G.  Blenkinsop  commanded  at  Fort  Battye  when  it  was  attacked  during  the  night  of  the 
26th  March,  1880. 

Captain  J.  E.  Porteous  served  with  the  regiment  as  regimental  Transport  Officer  during  the  period 
it  was  employed  in  the  war,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Kam  Daka,  the  operations  against  the  Wazir 
Kugianis,  the  operations  in  Besud,  and  the  action  of  Beninga  (in  which  he  commanded  the  detachment 
engaged),  and  the  operations  in  Kama  (during  which  he  acted  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General 
Doran).  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 


15TH  REGT.  MADRAS  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

IN  September,  1879,  the  I5th  Regt.  Madras  N.I.  proceeded  on  field  service  from  Bangalore,  and  in 
November  joined  the  Reserve  Division  at  Peshawar. 

Till  the  middle  of  March,  1880,  the  regiment  performed  garrison  duty  at  Peshawar  and  Jamrud. 

In  the  third  week  in  January,  1880,  a  portion  of  the  regiment  formed  part  of  a  small"  flying  column 
under  the  command  of  Col.  Hearn,  15th  Madras  N.I.,  which  was  sent  out  from  Peshawar  to  operate, 
near  Fort  Michin,  on  the  left  flank  of  a  large  body  of  Mohmands  who  had  crossed  the  Kabul  River, 
and  were  about  to  be  attacked  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Daka  by  co-operating  columns  under  Brigadier- 
General  Doran  and  Col.  Boisragon. 

On  the  Reserve  Division  being  broken  up,  the  Head-quarters  15th  Madras  N.I.  moved  forward  to 
Daka,  detachments  being  furnished  for  Barikab  and  Haft  Chah.  The  regiment  now  appeared  as  a  unit 
of  the  1st  Section  Khyber  Line  Force,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Gib. 

In  the  early  days  of  June,  1880,  a  detachment  of  the  15th  Madras  N.I.  took  part  with  the 
expeditionary  force  under  Brigadier-General  Doran  in  the  operations  which  were  conducted  across  the 
Kabul  River  in  the  district  of  Kama. 

The  regiment  remained  serving  on  the  Khyber  line  till  the  evacuation  of  Kabul  in  August,  1800, 
when  it  marched  back  to  India,  and  returned  to  Bangalore. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  served  with  the  15th  Regt.  Madras  N.I.  during  the  period  it  was 
employed  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  G.  Hearn  (in  command  ;  also  commanded  a  flying  column  sent  out  from  Peshawar  in 
January,  1880,  to  operate  against  the  Mohmands),  Lieut.

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2 1 st  REGT.  MADRAS  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 


ON  the  nth  Feb.,  1879,  orders  were  received  at  Multan  for  a  wing  of  the  21st  Regt.  Madras  N.I., 
which  had  recently  arrived  at  that  station  from  Bellary,  to  proceed  to  Dera  Ghazi  Khan,  to  form 
part  of  a  column — subsequently  designated  the  Dera  Ghazi  Column,  Thal-Chotiali  F.F. — under  the 
command  of  Lt. -Colonel  Guy  Prendergast,  15th  Bengal  Cavalry.  Conformably  with  these  orders  the 
Left  wing  of  the  regiment,  under  Major  F.  Beckford  Middleton,  marched  from  Multan  on  the  13th  Feb., 
and  crossing  the  Cheneband  Indus,  arrived  at  its  destination  on  the  16th  idem. 

On  the  24th  Feb.,  1879,  the  Left  wing  marched  with  the  Column  from  Dera  Ghazi  Khan,  and 
taking  part  in  its  successive  advances  through  the  Chachar  and  Han  Passes,  arrived  on  the  3rd  April  at 
Chotiali,  where  a  junction  was  effected  with  the  leading  column  (Major  Keen’s)  of  Major-General 
Biddulph’s  force,  advancing  eastwards  from  Pishin.  On  the  5th  April,  part  of  the  Dera  Ghazi  Column, 
including  the  wing  of  the  21st,  accompanied  by  the  column  under  Major  Keen,  set  out  on  its  return 
march  to  the  Vitakri  Valley;  and  on  the  9th  April  the  Dera  Ghazi  Column  occupied  its  old  camping- 
ground  near  Nahar-Ki-Kot,  where,  by  the  12th,  the  whole  of  General  Biddulph’s  force  arrived.  On  the 
14th  the  greater  portion  of  the  assembled  troops  departed  for  India,  the  Dera  Ghazi  Column,  strengthened 
by  the  1st  Punjab  Infantry,  remaining  behind,  and  being  reconstituted  as  the  Vitakri  Field  Force,  under 
the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Nuttall.  As  a  portion  of  this  force,  the  command  of  which 
subsequently  reverted  to  Lieut. -Colonel  Prendergast,  and  eventually  devolved  on  Colonel  Georges,  30th 
Madras  N.I.,  the  Left  wing  of  the  21st  N.I.  continued  to  serve  until  the  final  evacuation  of  the  position 
in  December,  1879,  when  it  made  its  way  back  through  the  Chachar  Pass  to  Dera  Ghazi  Khan,  and 
eventually  to  Trichinopoly. 

During  the  latter  part  of  its  service,  the  regiment,  in  common  with  the  other  troops  at  Vitakri, 
suffered  much  from  the  severe  outbreak  of  scurvy  which  visited  the  Force  in  the  autumn  of  1879. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  served  with  the  wing  21st  Regt.  Madras  N.I.  in  the  Dera  Ghazi 
Column  Thai  Chotiali  F.F.  and  the  Vitakri  F.F.,  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war : — 
Major  T.  B.  Middleton  (in  command),  Major  W  Stainforth  (acted  as  Transport  Officer  of  the 
Vitakri  F.F.  from  15  April  till  31  Oct.,  1879),  and  Lieut.  M.  H.  S.  Grover  (as  Adjutant). 


30TH  REGT.  MADRAS  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 


T  the  end  of  November,  1878,  when  stationed  at  French  Rocks,  near  Mysore,  the  30th  Regt. 


Madras  N.I.  received  orders  to  proceed  on  service  to  Afghanistan;  and  quitting  its  station  on  the 


5th  Dec.,  made  its  way  to  Multan,  where  it  arrived  on  the  28th  idem. 

On  the  2nd  Jan.,  1879,  the  Head-quarters  and  Right  wing,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Georges, 
left  for  Mithankot,  and  were  encamped  there  from  the  7th  till  the  10th  Feb. :  on  that  date  they  proceeded 
to  Rajanpur,  and  for  the  next  eight  months  were  employed  in  supplying  a  line  of  Frontier  outposts,  and 
sending  convoys  with  supplies  to  the  more  advanced  posts. 

On  the  6th  Oct.,  1879,  the  Head-quarters  and  Right  wing  were  ordered  up  to  the  standing  camp  at 
Vitakri. 

In  the  meantime  the  Left  wing,  which  had  been  left  behind  at  Multan  under  the  command  of  Major 
St.  John,  received  telegraphic  orders  on  the  27th  Jan.,  1879,  to  proceed  by  forced  marches  to  Dera 
Ghazi  Khan,  where  it  arrived  on  the  31st  idem. 

Detailed  to  the  Dera  Ghazi  Column  of  the  Thal-Chotiali  F.F.,  under  the  command  of  Lt. -Colonel 
-Guy  Prendergast,  the  Left  wing  took  part  in  the  advance  of  that  force  at  the  latter  end  of  Feb.,  1880, 
through  the  Chachar  and  Han  passes  to  Chotiali,  where  a  junction  was  effected  with  the  brigade  under 
Brigadier-General  Nuttall’s  command  marching  eastwards  from  Pishin.  The  wing  remained  at  Chotiali 
three  days  after  General  Nuttall’s  brigade  continued  its  march  from  that  place,  and  then,  following  it, 
joined  the  remainder  of  General  Biddulph’s  Division  concentrated  at  Nahar-Ki-Kot.  After  a  brief  halt  at 
that  post,  ColonelPrendergast’s  column  was  ordered  on  to  Vitakri,  where  it  formed  a  standing  camp.  Here 
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the  Left  wing  remained  till  shortly  after  the  arrival  of  the  Head-quarters  and  Right  wing,  at  the  latter  end 
of  October,  1879,  when  it  was  sent  down  to  Dera  Ghazi  Khan,  the  remainder  of  the  regiment  following 
on  the  9th  Jan.,  1880. 

While  at  Dera  Ghazi  Khan,  the  regiment  supplied  all  the  Infantry  outposts  along  the  frontier,  the 
work  entailed  being  continuous  and  severe. 

On  the  22nd  Nov.,  1880,  the  30th  Madras  N.I.  marched  from  Dera  Ghazi  Khan  to  Multan,  from 
whence  it  was  railed  to  Trichinopoly. 

From  the  date  of  its  arrival  at  Multan  in  Dec.,  1878,  till  the  date  of  its  return  to  Trichinopoly  in 
Nov.,  1880,  the  regiment  formed  part  of  the  Reserve  Force  under  the  command  of  Sir  Donald  Stewart. 


The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  30th  Regt.  Madras  N.I.  served  in  the  war: — 

Colo?iel  T.  C.  Georges  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  of  its  service  in  the  war,  and 
the  Vitakri  F.F.  during  the  latter  part  of  the  second  campaign. 

Major  F.  C.  St.  John  commanded  the  Left  wing  throughout  the  period  the  regiment  was  employed 
in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  opening  up  from  the  eastward  of  the  Thal-Chotiali  route.  (Received  the 

thanks  of  Govt.)  .  . 

Major  F.  S.  Fitzpatrick  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  war,  being  detached  to  I  hal  to  escort

Lieut.  R.  H.  C.  Tufnell  served  with  the  Head-quarters  throughout  the  period  the  regiment  was 

employed  in  the  war.  .  ,  T  _  , .  ,  ,x  ,  ... 

Lieuts.  T.  IV.  J  M.  Georges  and  J.  M.  Clements ,  Ermpoorah  Irregular  Force  (Attached),  served  with 

the  Left  wing  throughout  the  period  the  regiment  was  employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  opening 
up,  from  the  eastward,  of  the  Thal-Chotiali  route.  Lieut.  Georges  acted  for  a  time  as  Staff  Officer  to  the 
Vitakri  F.F. 


2nd  REGT.  BOMBAY  LIGHT  CAVALRY. 


DURING  the  spring  and  early  summer  of  1880,  the  2nd  Bombay  Light  Cavalry  served  at  Jacobabad, 
Quetta,  and  Sibi,  in  the  Reserve  Division  Kandahar  Field  Force. 

On  the  forward  concentration  of  the  troops  in  August,  1880,  in  consequence  of  the  news  °f  the 
disaster  at  Maiwand,  the  regiment  was  moved  up  to  Kila  Abdulla,  and  as  a  unit  of  General  1  hayre  s 

relieving  force  took  part  in  the  advance  to  Kandahar.  .  .  • 

The  regiment  remained  serving  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kandahar  and  on  the  line  of  commu  a- 

tions  till  after  the  evacuation  of  that  city  by  the  British  Forces. 


The  under-mentioned  officers  served  with  the  2nd  Regt.  Bombay  Light  Cavalry  during  the  period  it 

was  Macnaghten,  Majors  IV.  H.  J.  Stopford and  j.  Fagan ,  Captain  W.  H.  D.  Jones, 

and  Lieut.  A.  Pringle. 


3rd  (QUEEN’S  OWN)  REGT.  BOMBAY  LIGHT  CAVALRY.

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On  the  27th  July,  1880,  the  3rd  Bombay  Cavalry  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Maiwand.  Broken 
up  in  detachments,  and  kept  standing  under  a  murderous  fire  for  four  hours,  without  a  vestige  of  cover, 
the  regiment  underwent  as  severe  an  ordeal  as  any  to  which  Cavalry  can  be  subjected ;  but  the  men 
remained  perfectly  steady  in  line,  although  shells  and  round  shot  were  raking  through  their  ranks.  When 
the  Ghazi  rush  took  place,  and  the  guns  and  Infantry  fell  back,  they  formed  up,  and  charged  to  the  best 
of  their  power,  sweeping  along  the  rear  of  the  retreating  Infantry  and  cutting  up  the  Ghazis,  who  were 
close  upon  and  hacking  down  the  Sepoys.  The  1st  Bombay  Grenadiers  subsequently  acknowledged 
publicly  the  great  assistance  rendered  them  by  the  3rd  Cavalry  at  this  critical  juncture.  The  regiment 
covered  the  retirement  of  the  four  Horse  Artillery  guns  from  the  field,  keeping  in  perfect  order  during  the 
trying  night  march,  and  was  the  last  portion  of  the  Brigade  to  cross  the  Argandab  River ;  Lieut. 
Geoghegan,  who  had  remained  behind  at  Hussa-Madat  with  40  sabres  to  bring  up  stragglers,  being  far  in 
rear  of  all.  For  this  officer  the  regiment  waited  at  the  ford  across  the  Argandab,  and  eventually  marched 
into  the  Kandahar  Citadel  at  3  p.m.  on  the  28th  July,  having  mounted  at  Khushk-i-Nakhud  at  5  a.m.  on 
the  27th,  and  having  been  thirty-four  hours  in  the  saddle  without  food.  Its  casualties  in  the  battle  were, 
1  officer  and  20  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  killed,  and  2  officers  and  19  non-commissioned 
officers  and  men  wounded.  58  horses  were  also  killed,  and  42  wounded. 

From  the  29th  July  to  the  30th  August  the  3rd  Bombay  Cavalry  was  employed  daily,  during  the 
defence  of  Kandahar,  in  reconnoitring  duty,  and  nightly,  in  guarding  a  portion  of  the  walls  against 
attack. 

On  the  1 6th  Aug.,  1880,  100  sabres  of  the  regiment  and  2  officers  took  part  in  the  sortie  and 
storming  of  Deh  Khwaja.  This  detachment  made  two  most  successful  charges,  driving  back  and  cutting 
up  80  to  100  of  the  enemy,  suffering  a  loss  of  5  men  killed  and  12  wounded,  and  13  horses  killed  and 
12  wounded. 

At  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  on  the  1st  Sept,,  1880,  the  3rd  Bombay  Cavalry  was  employed  nearly 
all  day  in  watching  large  numbers  of  Ghazis  collected  on  the  low  hills  in  front  of  the  Baba  Wali  Kotal, 
and  guarding  the  right  flank  of  the  force  which  made  a  feint  of  delivering  a  direct  attack  on  their  position 
on  the  Pass.  Crossing  the  Kotal  in  the  afternoon,  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  pursuit  of  Ayub's 
broken  army  for  15  miles  up  the  valley  of  the  Argandab,  getting  amongst  the  fugitives,  and  sabring  a 
considerable  number.  Its  casualties  during  the  pursuit  were,  1  native  officer  and  1  man  killed;  1  horse 
was  also  killed,  and  2  wounded. 

On  the  3rd  Sept.,  1880,  the  3rd  Bombay  Cavalry  marched  from  Kandahar,  and  occupied  the  road 
posts  extending  to  Kushdil  Khan,  in  the  Pishin  Valley,  and  was  engaged  throughout  the  succeeding 
severe  winter  in  escorting  the  daily  mails  both  ways,  and  in  giving  escorts  to  officers  and  others  passing 
to  and  fro.  The  Head-quarters  were  in  Kandahar  till  the  15th  Nov.,  1880,  when  they  marched  down  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Bolan,  escorting  a  sick  convoy,  and  encamped  at  Kushdali  till  the  regiment  was 
concentrated  there  in  April,  1880,  in  which  month  it  proceeded  to  India. 

The  3rd  Bombay  Cavalry  lost  by  death  during  the  campaign,  either  killed  in  action,  or  died  from 
wounds  or  disease,  x  European  officer,  53  Natives  of  all  ranks,  and  171  horses. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  3rd  Queen’s  Own  Regt.  Bombay  Light  Cavalry  served  in  the 

war 

Major  A.  P.  Currie  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  of  its  service  in  the  war :  at  the 
action  of  Girishk,  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 
(Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  J.  F  Willoughby  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  war,  being  in  Kandahar  throughout 
the  defence,  and  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Captain  M.  Mayne  and  Lieut.  T.  P.  Geoghegan  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it 
was  employed  in  the  war,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Girishk,  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  the  defence  of 
Kandahar,  the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  Captain  ALayne  was  twice  hit  at  the 
battle  of  Maiwand,  first  with  a  spent  ball  in  the  chest,  and  afterwards  with  a  piece  of  shell,  which  grazed 
his  shoulder.  While  reconnoitring  during  the  siege,  his  horse  was  wounded  under  him.  At  the  sortie 
to  Deh  Khwaja  he  commanded  the  detachment  of  the  regiment  which  was  engaged,  and  for  his  services 
on  that  occasion,  as  also  for  the  services  he  rendered  during  the  siege,  was  mentioned  in  despatches. 
Lieut.  Geoghegan  had  two  horses  shot  under  him,  one  at  Maiwand,  and  one  at  Deh  Khwaja.  For  his 
services  he  was  mentioned  in  despatches. 

Lieut.  J.  Monteith  served  during  the  second  campaign  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General 
Nuttall,  being  present  at  the  action  of  Girishk,  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  the 
sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  W.  C.  Owen.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 
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Lieut.  J.  H.  E.  Reid ,  King’s  Own  Borderers  (Attached),  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  campaign, 
being  present  at  the  action  of  Girishk  and  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  in  which  he  was  wounded,  and  being 
in  Kandahar  throughour  the  siege.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 


POONA  HORSE. 


ON  the  17th  Jan.,  1880,  the  Poona  Horse,  then  stationed  at  Sirur  in  the  Bombay  Presidency,  received 
orders  to  hold  itself  in  readiness  for  service  in  Southern  Afghanistan.  At  that  time  about  half  the 
regiment  was  serving  under  the  Civil  authorities  in  the  Poona,  Sholapur,  and  Sattara  Districts  :  these 
parties  were  ordered  to  rejoin  Head-quarters  at  Sirur  immediately ;  and  on  the  28th  of  the  month  the 
regiment  marched  for  Bombay,  where  it  arrived  on  the  5th  Feb.,  1880. 

From  Bombay  the  Poona  Horse  proceeded  in  four  detachments  to  Sibi ;  the  first  two  leaving  on 
the  7th  Feb.,  under  Major  Hogg  and  Lieut.  Minchin  respectively;  the  3rd,  on  the  13th,  under  Major 
Stevenson,  and  the  Head-quarters,  under  Lieut.-Colonel  La  Touche,  with  Captain  Erskine,  Lieut,  and 
Adjutant  Anderson,  and  Surgeon  Stewart,  on  the  15th. 

The  regiment  concentrated  at  Sibi  on  the  27th  Feb.,  and  remained  there  till  the  13th  March,  when 
a  wing,  under  Major  Stevenson,  commenced  its  march  to  Quetta.  On  the  22nd  March,  a  party  of  30 
sabres,  under  a  Native  Officer,  was  detached  as  escort  to  Major-General  Primrose,  who  was  proceeding 
to  Kandahar  to  take  the  command  of  the  Field  Force;  and  on  the  following  day,  the  Head-quarters 
started  for  Quetta,  a  small  party  being  left  behind  to  escort  Brigadier-General  Brooke  to  Kandahar. 
Head-quarters  arrived  on  the  10th  April  at  Quetta,  from  whence,  a  few  days  previously,  a  squadron 
under  Major  Erskine,  who  had  advanced  with  Major  Stevenson’s  Wing,  had  marched  to  Kushdil  Khan. 

On  the  20th  April  the  regiment  resumed  its  march  to  Kandahar,  leaving  detachments  at  the  six 
posts  on  the  line  from  Chamon.  Major  Stevenson,  who  had  been  left  behind  at  Quetta  on  the  departure 
of  Head-quarters,  died  there  on  the  26th  April  from  pleuro-pneumonia ;  Lieut. -Col.  H.  Phillipps,  of  the 
2nd  Bombay  Light  Cavalry,  being  appointed  to  succeed  him. 

Kandahar  was  reached  on  the  1st  May,  and  on  the  27th,  Lieut.-Colonel  Phillipps  arrived  to  take  up 
his  appointment,  Major  Hogg  on  the  following  day  being  appointed  Brigade-Major  to  the  Cavalry 
Brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Nuttall. 

On  the  departure  of  Brigadier-General  Burrows’s  Brigade  for  the  Halmand  at  the  end  of  June,  the 
Poona  Horse,  on  account  of  its  numerical  weakness  (only  some  180  men  of  all  ranks  being  with  Head¬ 
quarters)  remained  for  garrison  duty  in  Kandahar.  When  the  news  of  the  disaster  of  Maiwand  came  in, 
a  party  of  50  men,  under  Captain  Anderson,  proceeded  with  Brigadier-General  Brooke  s  force  to  Sinjiii 
to  cover  the  retreat  of  the  stragglers,  and  “  inflicted  ” — to  quote  the  words  of  the  Brigadier  s  despatch 
“considerable  loss  on  the  enemy  by  two  well-executed  charges.”  For  their  conduct  on  this  occasion, 
seven  men  were  recommended  for,  and  obtained  the  Order  of  Merit.  Another  party  of  30  men,  undei 
a  Native  officer,  was  sent  to  Mundi  Hissar  to  bring  in  the  post  stationed  there,  and  pass  on  oiders  foi 
the  posts  of  Abdul  Rahman  to  Gatai  to  fall  back  on  Chaman. 

During  the  siege  of  Kandahar  the  Poona  Horse  (total  strength  220  of  all  ranks)  was  employed 
every  day  on  covering  and  working  parties.  The  regiment  also  took  part  in  the  affair  at  Khairabad,  and 
the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja.  At  the  sortie,  in  which  100  of  all  ranks  were  engaged,  1  Native  officer  was 
killed,  and  Surgeon  Stewart  and  5  men  were  wounded.  9  horses  were  also  killed,  and  16  (of  which  3 
were  afterwards  destroyed)  wounded.  Two  men  of  the  regiment,  who  were  orderlies  to  General  Brooke, 

were  for  their  gallantry  on  this  occasion  decorated  with  the  Order  of  Merit. 

On  the  advance  guard  of  General  Roberts’s  force  being  signalled  at  Robat  on  the  27th  Aug.,  a  party 
of  co  sabres  proceeded  as  an  escort  to  Lieut.-Colonel  St.  John,  the  Resident,  to  communicate  with 
Brigadier-General  Hugh  Gough,  who  commanded  the  Cavalry  Brigade  and  advance  guard  of  the  Kabul 

At  the  battle  of  the  1st  September  the  regiment  was  out  with  the  Bombay  Cavalry  Brigade,  under 
Brigadier-General  Nuttall,  and  when  the  enemy  were  retreating,  was  detached  to  prevent  stragglers 

escaping  through  the  Kotal-i-Murcha  Pass.  .  , . ,  .  , 

The  parties  of  the  regiment  who  had  concentrated  at  Chaman  on  the  withdrawal  of  the  posts  from 
the  line  of  communications  were  during  the  investment  of  Kandahar  employed  under  Major  estmacott, 
Road  Commandant,  in  keeping  open  the  Khojak  Pass.  Later  on  they  were  joined  by  the  troop  undei 
Major  Erskine  from  Kushdil  Khan,  and  formed  part  of  Major-General  1  hayre  s  advance  force  for  the 

relief  of  Kandahar 
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On  the  8th  Sept.,  1880,  Head-quarters  and  200  sabres  marched  as  part  of  Brigadier-General 
Daubeny’s  Brigade  to  Maiwand,  for  the  purpose  of  searching  for  arms  and  prisoners  and  buYying  the 
dead.  After  a  three  days’  halt  at  that  place,  the  Brigade  marched  back  to  Kokaran,  at  which  place 
Major  Erskine  with  some  180  men  rejoined.  On  the  breaking  up  of  this  Brigade  the  regiment  was 
transferred  to  the  Cavalry  Brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Wilkinson,  and  on  the  16th  Oct.,  moved  with 
that  force  into  a  new  camping-ground  at  Kohak ;  Lieut. -Col.  Phillipps  being  at  the  same  time  detached 
with  one  squadron  to  Kandahar.  The  Head-quarters  and  remainder  of  the  regiment  followed  on  the 
3rd  Nov.,  and  remained  in  quarters  till  the  20th  Jan.,  1881,  when  it  was  ordered  to  proceed  with  a  force 
of  all  arms  under  command  of  Brigadier-General  Wilkinson  to  Maiwand.  On  the  12th  Feb.  the  regiment, 
with  the  other  units  of  this  force  returned  to  Kandahar,  and  remained  there  till  the  final  evacuation, 
when  it  made  its  way  back  to  India. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  Poona  Horse  served  in  the  war  :  — 

Colonel  C.  D'  U.  La  Touche  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  of  its  service  in  the  war  : 
during  the  siege  of  Kandahar,  at  the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja,  and  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  Commanded 
the  force  engaged  in  the  sortie  to  Khairabad.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut -Colonel  H.  Phihipps  served  with  the  Head-quarters  of  the  regiment  from  27  May,  1880,  till  the 
return  to  India,  taking  part  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  the  sortie  to  Khairabad,  and  the  battle  of 
Kandahar. 

Major  G.  C.  Hogg  served  with  the  Head-quarters  during  the  advance  to  Kandahar.  Was  appointed, 
1  May,  1880,  Brigade-Major  to  the  Cavalry  Brigade,  and  in  that  capacity  took  part  in  the  advance  to 
the  Halmand,  the  action  of  Girishk,  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  and  the  sorties  to 
Khairabad,  and  Deh  Khwaja,  in  which  his  horse  was  shot.  (Three  times  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  C.  M.  Erskine  commanded  the  squadrons  of  the  regiment  which  formed  part  of  General 
Phayre’s  force  marching  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captain  J.  W.  Anderson  served,  first  with  the  Head-quarters  of  the  regiment,  commanding  the  party 
sent  out  in  General  Brooke’s  force  to  cover  the  retreat  of  the  stragglers  from  Maiwand,  and  taking  part  in 
the  defence  of  Kandahar,  and  the  sorties  of  Khairabad  and  Deh  Khwaja.  Served  as  Brigade-Major 
Bombay  Calvalry  Brigade  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captain  H.  P.  Young.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Lieut.  LL.  D.  M.  Minchin  served  with  the  Head-quarters  throughout  the  period  the  regiment  was 
employed  in  the  war,  taking  part  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  the  sorties  to  Khairabad,  and  Deh  Khwaja, 
in  which  his  horse  was  shot,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 


2nd  REGIMENT  SIND  HORSE. 

A  SQUADRON  of  the  2nd  Regiment  Sind  Horse,  under  the  command  of  Captain  C.  A.  de  N 
Lucas,  took  part,  as  escort  to  Sir  R.  Sandeman,  the  Governor-General’s  Agent  for  Baluchistan, 
in  the  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  in  1878-1879,  It  ultimately  returned  by  the  Thal- 
Chotiali  route  to  India,  and  was  present  on  the  24th  March,  1879,  at  the  action  of  Baghao. 

The  regiment  proceeded  on  active  service  from  Jacobabad  in  February,  1880.  The  1st  Squadron, 
under  Captain  Lucas,  made  its  way  to  Thal-Chotiali,  and  the  2nd  Squadron  (which  was  joined  on  the 
21st  April  by  Captain  James,  who  took  over  the  command,)  under  Lieut.  Abbott,  to  Hurnai,  where  they 
assisted  in  protecting  the  line  of  communications.  A  troop  of  the  remaining  squadron,  under  Lieut. 
Monteith,  went  up  the  Hurnai  route  as  escort  to  Sir  R.  Sandeman ;  and  the  Head-quarters,  with  the 
remaining  troop,  went  to  Quetta,  and  protected  the  line  of  communications  from  there  to  Kila  Abdulla. 

On  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  battle  of  Maiwand  in  August,  1880,  the  regimental  Head-quarters 
were  ordered  to  Seggi.  By  the  26th  Aug.  the  2nd  Sind  Horse  was  concentrated  at  Kila  Abdulla,  and  the 
same  day  made  a  forced  march  of  60  miles  to  Akhta  Khan,  to  protect  the  water-supply.  The  Regiment 
returned  to  Gatai  on  the  30th,  and  marched  with  the  Cavalry  Brigade  of  General  Phayre’s  Division, 
under  Brigadier-General  Wilkinson,  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar.  When  within  25  miles  of  its  destination, 
news  was  received  by  General  Phayre’s  force,  on  the  3rd  Sept.,  of  the  defeat  of  Ayub  Khan’s  army  by 
General  Roberts. 
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The  2nd  Sind  Horse  remained  with  the  Cavalry  Brigade  in  the  vicinity  of  Kandahar  till  the  25th 
Sept.,  when  the  Head-quarters  and  two  squadrons  joined  the  1st  Infantry  Brigade  at  Khana  Girdal  and 
Dahila,  in  the  Argandab  Valley,  the  1st  Squadron  accompanying  the  Cavalry  Brigade  to  Kokaran.  On 
the  9th  Nov.,  the  Head-quarters  rejoined  the  Cavalry  Brigade,  with  which  the  regiment  remained  till  the 
24th  Feb.,  1881,  when  it  took  up  the  line  of  communications  to  Kila  Abdulla,  furnishing  Mundi  Hissar, 
Abdul  Rahman,  Mel  Karez,  Dubrai,  Gatai,  Chaman,  and  Kila  Abdulla. 

After  the  evacuation  of  Kandahar,  the  regiment  returned  to  Quetta. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  2nd  Regt.  Sind  Horse  served  in  the  war  : — 

Major  M.  M.  Carpendale  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
second  campaign.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captain  C.  A.  de  JV.  Lucas  commanded  the  xst  Squadron  in  both  campaigns,  taking  part  in  the 
original  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar,  and  the  opening  up  of  the  Thal-Chotiali  route  to 
India,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of  Baghao.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captain  M.  James  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war  from 
2 1  st  April,  1880.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captain  W.  Loch  served  as  Political  Officer  with  the  Cavalry  Brigade  during  the  advance  to 
Kandahar,  and  afterwards  in  charge  of  the  Pishin  district.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captains  F.  Abbott  and  D.  G.  Mackenzie  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was 
employed  in  the  second  campaign. 

Lieut.  J.  Monteith.  (For  services  see  3rd  Bombay  Cavalry.) 

Lieut.  E.  V.  P.  Monteith  served  as  Adjutant  3rd  Sind  Horse  throughout  both  campaigns,  being 
present  at  the  action  of  Girishk,  the  affair  of  the  23rd  July,  1880  (in  which  he  commanded  the  troop  of 
his  regiment  which  was  engaged),  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  the  sortie  to 
Khairabad,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches.) 


3rd  REGIMENT  SIND  HORSE. 

IN  September,  1878,  the  3rd  Sind  Horse  then  stationed  at  Jacobabad,  was  warned  for  service,  and  in 
December  made  its  way  through  the  Bolan  Pass  to  Quetta,  and  subsequently  across  the  Afghan 

frontier  into  the  Pishin  district.  .  .  . 

In  January,  1880,  the  regiment  accompanied  the  advance  of  General  Biddulph  s  division  on 
Kandahar,  30  sabres  forming  part  of  the  right  column  of  Brigadier-General  Pallisers  force  proceeding  by 
the  Ghwaja  route,  and  the  remainder  of  the  regiment  following  the  Khojak  route, _  40  sabres  being 
detached  at  Fort  Chaman  for  garrison  duty.  On  the  4th  Jan.  the  detachment  proceeding  by  the  Ghwaja 
route  was  engaged  in  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul,  and  on  the  8th  idem  the  regiment  took  pait  in  t  le  march 

through  the  streets  of  Kandahar.  .  ,  ,  ,  TT  , 

As  a  portion  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  under  Brigadier-General  Palliser,  the  3rd  Sind  Horse  took  part, 
in  the  middle  of  January,  1879,  in  the  advance  of  General  Biddulph  s  division  to  the  Ha  mand,  and 
besides  being  constantly  employed  on  reconnoitring  duty,  conducted  the  ferrying  operations  ot  the  force 
after  its  arrival  at  its  destination.  On  the  return  march  the  regiment  formed  part  of  the  rear-guard  ot 
the  Brigade  commanded  by  Col.  Maffiolmson,  3rd  Sind  Horse,  which  defeated  the  enemy  with  heavy 
loss  at  Khushk-i-Nakhud  on  the  26th  Feb.,  1880.  In  this  engagement  the  casualties  of  the  regiment 
were,  Major  Reynolds  (who  fell  w'hile  gallantly  leading  the  pursuit)  and  4  men  killed,  Colone  I  iaico  m- 

son  and  23  men  wounded :  3  horses  were  also  killed,  and  25  wounded. 

On  the  2 1  st  Jan.,  1879,  the  detachment  of  the  regiment  at  Chaman  moved  out  from  that  post  with 
other  details  under  Major  Tulloch,  26th  N.I.,  against  a  band  of  marauders.  The  expedition  was  highly 
successful,  Nashkar  Khan,  a  notorious  robber,  and  ten  of  his  followers  being  slain. 

On  the  7th  March,  1879,  the  3rd  Sind  Horse  left  Kandahar  with  General  Biddulph,  and  on  the  15th 
idem  arrived  at  Chaman.  Joining  there  the  Pishin  Moveable  Column,  the  regiment  remained  emp  oyet 
on  convoy  and  garrison  duty  in  and  about  the  Pishin  Valley  for  a  period  of  tv  e  vl  mon  s.  .  . 

In  March,  1880,  the  head-quarters  of  the  regiment  returned  to  Kandahar,  one  squadron  remaining 
at  Khushdil  Khan,  one  troop  at  Chaman,  with  detachments  at  Mundi  Hissar  and  Abdul  Rahman. 

From  the  30th  March  till  the  5th  April,  1880,  a  detachment  of  the  regiment  was  employed  with  the 
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force  under  Lieut.-Colonel  Durand,  ioth  N.I.,  on  the  expedition  from  Hurnai  to  the  Chapar  rift,  which 
resulted  in  the  recovery  of  the  body  of  Captain  Showers,  ist  P.I.,  who  had  been  murdered  by  Kakar 
Pathans. 

On  the  17th  April  a  troop  of  the  regiment  reconnoitred  from  Kandahar  to  Dubrai,  to  open  up 
communications  with  that  post  after  the  massacre  of  its  garrison,  which  included  two  sowars  of  the  3rd 
Sind  Horse,  and  on  the  same  day  a  detachment  marched  from  Khushdil  Khan  with  the  same  object. 

On  the  27th  April  a  detachment  of  the  regiment  was  engaged  with  other  details  in  the  destruction 
of  Abu  Said’s  Fort. 

In  the  beginning  of  May,  1880,  one  squadron  of  the  regiment  proceeded  from  Kandahar  to  Kalat-i- 
Ghilzai,  and  subsequently  remained,  forming  part  of  the  garrison  of  that  place  till  the  arrival  in  August  of 
the  force  under  Sir  F.  Roberts  marching  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar. 

Forming  part  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  of  Brigadier-General  Burrows’s  force,  Head-quarters  and  207 
sabres  of  the  3rd  Sind  Horse  marched  out  of  Kandahar  on  the  4th  July  for  the  Halmand,  50  sabres 
subsequently  arriving  as  a  reinforcement  after  the  brigade  had  reached  Kushk-i-Nakhud.  On  the  14th 
July  the  regiment  performed  distinguished  service  in  the  action  of  Girishk  ;  on  the  23rd,  it  assisted  in 
driving  back  a  strong  reconnoitring  party  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry;  and  on  the  27th  it  was  engaged  in 
the  disastrous  battle  of  Maiwand.  On  this  day  the  casualties  of  the  regiment  were,  14  men  killed  and 
5  wounded,  40  horses  killed  and  9  wounded. 

After  arriving  with  the  remnants  of  the  brigade  at  Kandahar,  the  3rd  Sind  Horse  was  employed 
throughout  the  siege  in  reconnoitring  duty  and  in  guarding  the  walls. 

On  the  1 6th  Aug.,  1880,  100  sabres  of  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja.  Its 
casualties  on  this  day  were,  6  men  killed,  and  Colonel  Malcolmson  and  2  men  wounded,  and  15  horses 
killed  and  7  wounded. 

On  the  ist  Sept.,  1880,  the  3rd  Sind  Horse  was  engaged  with  the  Cavalry  Brigade  under  Brigadier- 
General  Nuttall  in  the  defeat  of  Ayub  Khan’s  army  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  taking  part  in  the  pursuit 
which  was  carried  on  for  fifteen  miles  up  the  Valley  of  the  Argandab. 

After  taking  part  with  Brigadier-General  Daubeny’s  Brigade  in  the  expedition  to  the  field  of 
Maiwand,  •  and  being  employed  for  a  time  on  the  Kandahar  communications,  the  regiment  returned 
to  India,  making  its  way  back  to  Jacobabad. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  3rd  Regt.  Sind  Horse  served  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  J.  H.  P.  Malcolmson ,  C.B.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns.  In 
command  of  a  force  of  Cavalry  and  Infantry,  defeated  1,500  Alizais  at  the  action  of  Kushk-i-Nakhud. 
Took  part  in  the  action  of  Girishk,  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  the  sortie  to  Deh 
Khwaja,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Four  times  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  W.  Reynolds.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Major  J.  E.  Gordon  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  first  campaign  till  invalided,  3  May,  1879,  and 
again  during  the  second  campaign,  taking  part  in  the  actions  of  Shah  Jui  and  Girishk,  the  battle  of 
Maiwand,  and  the  defence  and  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captain  P.  J.  Maitland  served  in  the  first  campaign,  first  with  the  regiment,  from  27  Dec.,  taking 
part  in  the  action  of  Kushk-i-Nakhud  and  afterwards  with  the  Survey  Dept.,  mapping  the  country  round 
Kandahar.  In  the  second  campaign  served  as  Deputy  Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  3rd  Division 
Kabul  F.F.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captain  H  C.  Hogg  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  first  campaign,  taking  part  in  the 
action  of  Khushk-i-Nakhud.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Captain  E.  D.  N.  Smith  and  Lieut.  A.  JV.  Monteith  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  both 
campaigns,  taking  part  in  the  actions  of  Khushk-i-Nakhud  (in  which  Capt.  Smith’s  charger  was 
wounded)  and  Girishk,  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja, 
and  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  Both  were  mentioned,  for  their  services,  in  despatches,  Captain  Smith 
twice. 

Captain  E.  V.  P.  Monteith.  (For  services  see  2nd  Sind  Horse.) 


ist  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  INFANTRY  (GRENADIERS). 

THE  ist  Regt.  Bombay  Grenadiers  was  stationed  at  Ahmedabad  when,  in  November,  1878,  it  was 
ordered  to  hold  itself  in  readiness  for  service  in  Afghanistan.  In  December  it  embarked  for 
Bombay,  and  on  the  16th  of  that  month  arrived  at  Sukkur. 
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Till  June,  1879,  the  Bombay  Grenadiers  furnished  numerous  escorts  on  the  line  of  communications 
from  Jacobabad  to  Quetta,  and  small  posts  at  each  intervening  stage.  In  February,  1879,  Head¬ 
quarters  left  Jacobabad  and  crossed  the  frontier,  escorting  the  Siege  Train,  and  for  the  next  twelve 
months  were  employed  in  the  Bolan  Pass  in  making  roads  and  escorting  stores.  On  the  expiration 
of  that  period  the  regiment  marched  for  Kandahar,  escorting  the  Siege  Train  from  Quetta,  and  on  arriving 
at  its  destination  was  quartered  in  the  Citadel. 

As  a  unit  of  the  Infantry  Brigade,  the  1st  Grenadiers,  646  strong,  took  part  in  the  advance  of 
General  Burrows’s  force  in  July,  1880,  for  the  Halmand,  and  during  the  action  of  Girishk,  on  the  14th 
of  that  month,  assisted  in  guarding  the  camp.  At  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  on  the  27th,  476  of  all  ranks 
held  the  left  of  the  fighting  line,  170  being  on  baggage  and  rear-guard  duty.  On  this  disastrous  day  the 
losses  sustained  by  the  regiment  were  of  appalling  magnitude.  Of  the  7  British  officers  present,  2  were 
killed,  and  2  wounded  ;  of  the  15  native  officers,  8  were  killed,  and  4  wounded ;  and  of  the  624  men, 
347  were  killed,  and  55  wounded.  The  remainder  underwent  the  indescribable  horrors  of  retreat, 
straggling  into  Kandahar,  on  the  28th,  by  twos  and  threes. 

All  that  was  left  of  the  regiment  assisted  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar  from  28th  July  till  the 
31st  Aug. ;  and  on  the  1st  Sept,  two  companies  were  mustered  to  take  part  in  the  defeat  of  Ayub  Khan’s 
army. 

The  1st  Grenadiers  left  Kandahar  on  the  8th  Oct.,  1880,  for  India,  and  eventually  arrived  at 
Bombay  on  the  3rd  Dec. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  1st  Regt.  Bombay  Native  Infantry  (Grenadiers)  served  in 
the  war :  — 

Colonel  C.  T.  Heathcote ,  C.B.  (For  services  see  19th  Bombay  N.I.) 

Colonel  H  S.  Anderson  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
war,  except  during  an  interval  between  Nov.,  1879,  and  April,  1880,  when  he  was  invalided  to  England. 
Commanded  the  regiment  at  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  when  he  was  severely  wounded  by  a  shell.  Was 
present  in  Kandahar  throughout  the  siege.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut -Colonel  C.  M.  Griffith  joined  the  regiment  in  the  Bolan  Pass  in  Oct.,  1879,  and  served  with  it 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  campaign,  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  the  defence  of 
Kandahar,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  in  which  he  commanded  the  companies  under  arms.  (Mentioned 
in  despatches.) 

Major  W.  R.  Trevelyan  joined  the  regiment  in  May,  1879,  and  served  with  it  in  the  Bolan  Pass  till 
invalided  to  England  in  Feb.,  1880. 

Captain  J.  Grant  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  being 
present  at  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  in  which  he  was  severely  wounded.  Was  in  Kandahar  throughout  the 
siege.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  C.  W.  Hinde  served  with  the  regiment,  as  Adjutant,  till  killed  in  action  at  the  battle  of 
Maiwand,  27  July,  1880. 

Lieut.  IV.  C.  Aslett  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war, 
being  present  at  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  in  Kandahar  throughout  the  siege,  and  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 
At  the  battle  of  Maiwand  a  bullet  struck  his  helmet,  turning  it  completely  round,  and  another  smashing 
in  his  sword-guard,  killed  a  man  at  his  side'. 

For  the  services  of  Lieuts.  C.  G.  Whitby  and  F.  Whittuck ,  deceased,  see  Biographical  Division. 


4th  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  INFANTRY  (RIFLE  CORPS). 

THE  4th  Bombay  Rifles  left  Karachi  for  field  service  on  the  8th  Feb.,  1880,  and  during  the  ensuing 
hot  weather  was  distributed  in  detachments  along  the  Bolan  Pass,  Head-quarters  being  in  garrison 
at  Quetta. 

Early  in  July,  1880,  the  regiment  was  ordered  on  to  Kandahar,  and  arrived  shortly  before  the  news 
was  received  of  the  disaster  sustained  by  General  Burrows’s  Brigade  at  Maiwand.  1  hroughout  the 
ensuing  siege  it  was  detailed  to  guard  the  Herat  and  Kabul  faces  of  the  city,  and  daily  furnished 
working  and  covering  parties  which  were  employed  outside  the  walls. 

At  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  on  the  1st  Sept.,  1880,  the  regiment  formed  a  portion  of  and  led 
in  skirmishing  order  the  advance  of  the  Bombay  Brigade,  which  was  employed  in  keeping  the  enemy  in 
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check  at  the  Baba  Wali  Kotal.  For  the  good  service  it  rendered  on  this  occasion,  it  was  mentioned  by 
Sir  F.  Roberts  in  his  despatch.  The  following  morning  it  proceeded  to  Mazra,  and  took  over  the  charge 
of  Ayub  Khan’s  standing  camp  from  Brigadier-General  Macpherson’s  Brigade,  occupying  it,  and  forming 
an  outpost  to  the  remainder  of  the  force  at  Kandahar  till  the  8th  Sept. 

On  the  9th  Sept.,  1880,  the  4th  Bombay  Rifles  accompanied  the  brigade  under  Brigadier-General 
Daubeny  which  was  despatched  from  Kandahar  to  Maiwand  on  the  9th  Sept.,  1880,  for  the  purpose 
of  searching  the  villages  en  route  for  prisoners  and  arms,  and  burying  the  remains  of  those  who  fell  at  the 
battle  of  the  27th  July,  1880,  and  during  the  retreat. 

On  the  29th  Oct.,  1880,  the  4th  Bombay  Rifles  left  Kandahar  for  Kach  and  Chappar  on  the  Hurnai 
route,  and  has  since  been  employed  in  holding  those  outposts. 

The  regiment  had  no  casualties  in  action ;  but  many  men  died,  and  many  more  returned  invalided 
to  India,  from  the  effects  of  the  climate  and  constant  exposure. 

A  company  of  the  26th  Regt.  Bombay  N.I.  was  attached  to  the  regiment  from  the  date  of  its 
proceeding  on  service  until  November,  1880,  and  was  present  throughout  the  defence  of  Kandahar, 
during  which  it  had  one  man  wounded. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  4th  Regt.  Bombay  Native  Infantry  (Rifle  Corps)  served  in 

the  war  : —  . 

Colonel  IV.  Bannerman  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  m  the  war, 

being  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

. Lieut.-  Colonel  G.  B.  Crispin.  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Major  IV.  S.  Seton  served  with  the  regiment  from  7  April,  1880,  during  the  remainder  of  the  period 
it  was  employed  in  the  war,  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Major  F.  F.  Comyn  served  with  the  regiment  till  invalided  to  England  23  Feb.,  1880;  rejoined 

24  March,  1881. 

Major  IV.  Marshall.  (For  services  see  19th  Regt.  N.I.) 

Major  S.  Carter.  (For  services  see  27th  Regt.  N.I.) 

Lieuts.  D.  C.  JV.  Harrison  and  A.  W.  L.  Bayly  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it 
was  employed  in  the  war,  the  former  as  Adjutant,  being  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  Lieut.  Bayly 
acted  as  Station  Staff  Officer  at  Quetta  from  4  April  till  3  July,  1880. 

Lieut.  D.  FA.  R.  A  ticket  ill,  Lothian  Regt.  (Attached),  joined  the  regiment  at  Kandahar  30 

Sept.,  1880. 


5th  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  (LIGHT)  INFANTRY. 

DURING  the  spring  and  summer  of  1880  the  5th  Regt.  Bombay  L. I.  served  in  wings  and  detached 
companies  at  Thal-Chotiali,  Sibi,  and  Hurnai,  and  was  employed  in  protecting  the  Nari  Valley 

railway  line.  .  .  .  ,  -  , 

On  the  forward  concentration  of  the  troops  in  August,  1880,  in  consequence  of  the  news  of  the 
disaster  at  Maiwand,  the  regiment  was  moved  up  to  Kila  Abdulla,  and  as  a  unit  of  Brigadier-General 
Brown’s  Brigade  of  Major-General  Phayre’s  relieving  force,  took  part  in  the  advance  to  Kandahar. 

The  regiment  remained  serving  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kandahar  and  on  the  line  of  communica¬ 
tions  till  after  the  evacuation  of  that  city  by  the  British  forces. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  served  with  the  5th  Regt.  Bombay  L.I.  during  the  period  it  was 

employed  in  the  war . —  .  .  no  .  . 

Colonel  F.  Roome  (also  served  in  command  of  the  Thal-Chotiali  Force  during  1SS0),  Colonel 
R.  A.  C.  Hunt  (commanded  the  regiment  in  the  advance  to  Kandahar ;  mentioned  in  despatches), 
Majors  A.  Poole  and  R.  Hennell,  Captain  P.  C.  Heath  (deceased;  also  served  as  Brigade-Major  2nd 
Division  Kandahar  F.F.),  and  Lieuts.  C.  O.  Nicholetts  and  J.  C.  Francis. 
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8th  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

AS  a  unit  of  Brigadier-General  James’s  Brigade  of  Major-General  Phayre’s  Division,  the  8th  Regt. 

Bombay  N.I.  took  part,  in  August  and  September,  1880,  in  the  advance  to  the  relief  of  the 
beleaguered  garrison  of  Kandahar. 

The  regiment  remained  serving  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kandahar  and  on  the  line  of  communica¬ 
tions  till  after  the  evacuation  of  that  city  by  the  British  Forces. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  served  with  the  8th  Regt.  Bombay  N.I.  during  the  period  it  was 
employed  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  S.  Fellows  (in  command  ;  mentioned  in  despatches),  Major  H  S.  Tandy ,  Captain  F.  IV.  V. 
Leckie ,  and  Lients.  A.  L.  D.  Fordyce  and  J.  R.  Sandwith. 

Major  H  C.  Morse  served  with  the  9th  Regt.  Bombay  N.I.  in  the  second  campaign  till  14  Nov., 
1880.  Was  slightly  wounded,  6  Aug.,  1880,  in  one  of  the  skirmishes  in  the  Khojak  Pass. 


9th  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

THE  9th  Regt.  N.I.,  under  the  command  of  Major  V.  Birch,  left  Bombay  on  the  4th  Feb.,  1880,  and 
arrived  on  the  7th  idem  at  Karachi,  where  it  remained  as  part  of  the  Reserve  Division  of  the 
Kandahar  F.F.  until  the  nth  July.  During  this  interval  the  Left  half-battalion,  under  the  command  of 
Major  Morse,  was  pushed  forward  by  detachments,  which  were  engaged  in  making  roads  in  the 
Chappar  Mountains  near  Quetta,  and  in  holding  posts  in  the  Bolan  Pass,  and  on  the  line  of  rail. 

On  the  nth  July,  1880,  Head-quarters  and  the  other  half-battalion,  under  the  command  of 
Lieut.-Colonel  Sibthorpe,  who  had  rejoined  from  furlough,  followed,  and  joined  the  Left  half-battalion 
at  Quetta  on  the  25  th.  The  march  was  a  most  trying  one,  owing  to  the  excessive  heat.  On  the  27th 
July  the  regiment,  with  two  mountain  guns,  marched  to  Gulistan  Karez,  a  small  fort  in  the  Pishin 
Valley,  and  arrived  on  the  29th.  In  the  expectation  that  this  post  would  be  attacked,  three  days  were 
spent  in  strengthening  and  improving  the  defences.  About  10  p.m.  on  the  31st  July,  300  men  of  the  9th, 
and  two  guns,  marched  for  the  Khojak  Pass,  twenty  miles  distant,  and  arrived  at  8  o’clock  the  next 
morning.  The  crest  was  found  to  be  occupied  by  the  enemy,  who  had  been  emboldened  by  the  news 
of  the  reverse  sustained  by  the  British  arms  at  Maiwand  to  assemble  in  the  Pass,  with  a  view  to  inter¬ 
cepting  the  reinforcements  under  General  Phayre  on  their  march  to  Kandahar,  and  had  since  dawn 
detained  a  party  of  the  Poona  Horse,  firing  on  both  sides  having  been  smartly  kept  up.  After  a  slight 
skirmish,  in  which  the  two  mountain  guns  took  an  active  part,  the  Pass  was  cleared,  and  the  detachment 
9th  N.I.  encamped.  During  the  night  the  enemy  returned,  and  fired  into  the  camp — a  proceeding  which 
recurred  during  several  succeeding  nights,  with  constant  skirmishing  going  on  by  day.  On  the  4th  Aug., 
1880,  30  men  of  the  regiment,  under  Lieut.  Preston,  stormed  a  height  held  by  some  100  of  the  enemy, 
who  had  stopped  a  convoy  proceeding  towards  Kila  Abdulla,  and  drove  them  out  of  a  breastwork  they 
occupied.  On  the  5th  Aug.,  50  men  of  the  9th  and  the  two  guns,  acting  in  concert  with  a  similar  detach¬ 
ment  from  Chaman,  moved  out,  and  after  a  sharp  skirmish  with  another  body  of  the  enemy,  drove  them 
out  from  their  defensive  works.  After  this  no  further  annoyance  was  suffered,  and  convoys  moved 
through  the  Pass  without  molestation.  The  remainder  of  the  month  was  spent  in  throwing  up  earth¬ 
works  and  forming  an  entrenched  camp,  the  force  being  augmented  for  this  purpose  with  two  companies 
of  the  10th  N.I.  and  two  companies  of  Sappers. 

On  the  27th  Aug.,  1880,  Major  Birch,  with  a  detachment  of  157  men,  marched  for  Chaman,  and 
pushed  on  to  Gatai,  a  post  which,  in  common  with  all  the  other  posts  between  Chaman  and  Kandahar, 
had  been  abandoned  after  the  disaster  at  Maiwand ;  and  four  days  afterwards,  the  Head-quarters  left  the 
Khojak,  and  arrived  at  the  same  place.  On  the  2nd  Sept.  Majors  Birch  and  Morse  marched  with 
detachments  to  Mahomed  Arnan.  Lieut.  Godfray,  with  the  Gulistan  and  Bolan  detachments,  rejoined 
Head-quarters  on  the  4th  ;  and  on  the  10th,  Major  Birch,  with  his  detachment,  did  the  same.  On  the 
12th  a  detachment  under  Major  Birch  returned  to  Chaman  ;  and  on  the  1 8th,  the  Head-quarters,  leaving 
II.  U  U 
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behind  a  detachment  under  Major  Morse,  marched  for  Kandahar,  where  they  arrived  on  the  20th  Sept., 
1880. 

Majors  Birch  and  Morse,  with  their  detachments,  subsequently  rejoined  Head-quarters,  and  the 
regiment  remained  at  Kandahar  until  its  final  evacuation. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  9th  Bombay  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Lieut.- Colonel  L.  H.  Sibthorpe  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
war,  being  present,  in  command  of  the  field  detachment,  at  the  re-occupation  of,  and  skirmishing  in,  the 
Khojak  Pass. 

Major  V.  Birch  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  campaign  till  invalided,  2  Nov.,  1880,  being  present 
at  the  skirmishing  in  the  Khojak  Pass. 

Major  H.  C.  Morse.  (For  services  see  8th  Bombay  N.I.) 

Major  C.  H.  Coles  served  with  the  10th  Bombay  N.I.  in  S.  Afghanistan  during  the  second  campaign 
till  x  Nov.,  1880,  when  he  rejoined  the  9th  Bombay  N.I.,  and  served  with  it  during  the  remainder  of 
the  time  it  was  employed  in  the  war. 

Capt.  A.  IV.  Proudfoot  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  campaign  till  1  Feb.,  1881.  Was  Staff 
Officer  to  the  field  detachment  which  reoccupied  the  Khojak  Pass,  and  was  present  at  the  skirmishing. . 

Lieut.  H.  Godfray  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  commanding  the  detachment  at  Gulistan  in 
Aug.,  1880.  Was  Staff  Officer  in  Killa  Abdula 

Lieut.  R.  W.  Preston  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  being  present  at  the  skirmishing  in  the 
Khojak  Pass,  and  commanding  the  party  which  carried  a  position  held  by  the  enemy  on  the  4th  Aug.,  1880. 


i oth  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  (LIGHT)  INFANTRY. 

DURING  the  spring  and  summer  of  1880  the  10th  Regt.  Bombay  L.I.,  broken  up  into  detachments, 
served  at  Quetta,  Gwal,  Abdul  Rahman,  &c.,  as  a  portion  of  the  Reserve  Division  Kandahar  Field 

Force. 

At  the  latter  end  of  March,  1880,  a  detachment  of  the  regiment,  under  Lieut.-Colonel  Durand,  took 
part  in  the  successful  expedition  to  the  Chapar  Pass  for  the  recovery  of  the  remains  of  Captain 

Showers. 

At  the  latter  end  of  April,  1880,  a  wing  of  the  regiment  took  part  with  the  flying  column  under 
Major-General  Phayre  in  the  reconnaissance  of  the  Panizai  and  Sarangzai  Pathan  districts. 

On  the  forward  concentration  of  the  troops  in  August,  1880,  the  regiment  was  moved  to  Kila 
Abdulla,  and  as  a  unit  of  Brigadier-General  James’s  Brigade  of  Major-General  Phayre’s  relieving  force, 
took  part  in  the  advance  to  Kandahar. 

The  regiment  remained  serving  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kandahar  and  on  the  line  of  communica¬ 
tions  till  after  the  evacuation  of  that  city  by  the  British  forces. 

The  undermentioned  officers  served  with  the  10th  Regt.  Bombay  L.I.  during  the  period  it  was 
employed  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  H.  H.  James  (Commandant),  Lt. -Colonel  A.  Durand ,  Major  C.  E.  Blowers  (commanded  the 
regiment  in  the  advance  to  Kandahar;  mentioned  in  despatches),  Captains  B.  G.  Humfrey  and  L.  A.  T. 
M^Cudden,  and  Lieut.  HIS.  Widdicovibe. 

Lieut.  J.  Ashby  served  with  the  16th  Bombay  N.I.  till  17  June,  1880,  when  he  was  invalided  to 
England. 


i 6th  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

THE  i 6th  Regt.  Bombay  N.I.  left  Malegaon  on  field  service  on  the  9th  Jan.,  1880,  and  reaching 
Sibi  on  the  30th  idem,  continued  its  advance  to  Quetta,  where  it  arrived  on  the  23rd  Feb. 

After  the  murder  of  Capt.  Showers,  Commandant  Belooch  Guides,  on  the  Chapar-Quetta  road,  the 
Right  wing  16th  N.I.,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.-Colonel  Iredell,  with  Capt.  Watson,  was  sent  out  on 
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the  28th  March,  1880,  to  co-operate  with  a  column  from  Dargai  in  exacting  retribution  for  the  crime. 
With  this  column  a  junction  was  effected  on  the  3rd  April ;  and  the  village  of  Amadun  was  occupied. 
The  objects  of  the  expedition  were  successfully  carried  out,  Captain  Showers’s  body  being  recovered  and 
brought  back,  and  a  force  of  Kahars  being  driven  from  a  strong  position  taken  up  by  them  near  the 
Kujlak  defile. 

A  force  consisting  of  two  guns  No.  2  Mountain  Battery,  400  rifles  10th  Bombay  L.I.,  and  400 
rifles  1 6th  Bombay  N.I.,  having  assembled  at  Amadun,  marched,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.-Colonel 
Iredell,  with  Captain  Watson  and  Lieuts.  Seymour  and  Ashby,  and  accompanied  by  General  Phayre, 
through  the  Kowas  Valley  and  back  through  the  Chapar  Valley  to  Kach. 

^  On  the  6th  April  the  Head-quarters  and  Left  wing  16th  N.I.  marched  to  Gwal,  and  subsequently  to 
Kach,  where  they  arrived  on  the  2nd  June,  and  were  rejoined  by  the  Right  wing.  The  regiment  was 
now  employed  in  opening  up  a  new  road  between  Quetta  and  Kach. 

On  the  18th  July  the  Right  wing,  under  Lieut.-Colonel  Iredell,  was  sent  to  Chaman  to  garrison  that 
post,  and  remained  there  from  the  23rd  July  till  the  31st  Aug.,  when  it  was  sent  on  with  the  advanced 
force  of  the  division  under  General  Phayre  marching  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar. 

The  Head-quarters  and  Left  wing  of  the  regiment,  under  Colonel  Pierce,  with  Lieut.-Colonel  Davis 
and  Lieut.  Seymour,  were  attacked  on  the  16th  Aug.,  1880,  while  encamped  at  Kach  in  the  open,  by  a 
body  of  over  2,000  Kakar  Pathans.  After  over  three  hours’  hard  fighting,  the  enemy  were  driven  off 
with  considerable  loss.  The  strength  of  the  16th  N.I.  present  was  314  of  all  ranks,  besides  whom  there 
were  150  sick,  of  various  regiments,  also  encamped  in  the  open.  On  the  19th  Aug.  a  party,  including 
200  rifles  1 6th  N.I.  under  Lieut.  Seymour,  attacked  and  burned  the  villages  of  Kach  and  Amadun. 

The  Right  wing  16th  N.I.,  under  Lieut. -Col.  Iredell,  rejoined  Head-quarters  at  Kach  on  the  18th  Nov., 
and  the  regiment  marched  to  Quat  Mundai  in  the  Marri  country,  where  it  formed  part  of  the  Quat 
Mundai  F.F.,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Pierce,  from  1  Dec.,  1880,  till  8  March,  1881,  and  was 
employed  in  opening  out  roads  in  the  Marri  country. 

On  the  8th  March,  1881,  the  regiment  arrived  at  Sibi,  and  remained  garrisoning  that  post  and  the 
posts  in  the  Bolan  extending  to  Koita  till  the  22nd  May,  1881,  when  it  returned  to  India  to  be  quartered 
at  Poona. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  16th  Regt.  Bombay  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  T.  IV.  W.  Pierce  commanded  the  regiment  throughout,  and  at  the  action  of  Kach.  Com¬ 
manded  the  Quat  Mundai  F.F.  from  1  Dec.  till  8  March,  1881,  when  it  was  broken  up.  Commanded  at 
Sibi  from  9  March  till  4  May,  1881.  (Mentioned  in  Orders,  and  received  commendation  of  Govt,  of 
Bombay  and  Governor-General  in  Council.) 

Lieut.-Colonel  F.  S.  Iredell  served  with  the  regiment  throughout.  Commanded  the  Gwal  F.F.  from 
6  April  till  18  May,  1880,  and  the  Chaman  garrison  from  23  July  till  26  Aug.,  when  he  was  sent  in  com¬ 
mand  of  General  Phayre’s  advanced  force  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar.  Commanded  the  Argandab  F.F. 
from  1  till  17  Sept.,  1880.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.-Colonel  A.  H.  Davis  served  with  the  regiment  from  11  Jan.  till  25  Aug.,  1880,  being  present 
at  the  action  of  Kach. 

Lieut.-Colonel  W.  G.  Trevor  rejoined  the  regiment  at  Kach,  28  Oct.,  and  served  with  it  till  it  returned 
to  India. 

Captai?is  J.  R.  Watson  and  J.  T.  Carruthers  served  with  the  regiment  till  invalided,  28  July,  1880. 
Captain  Carruthers  acted  as  Station  Staff  Officer  at  Quetta  from  4  March  till  4  April,  1880. 

Lieut.  H.  W.  Seymour  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  except  during  an  interval  between 
6  May  and  31  July,  when  he  officiated  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  General  Phayre.  Was  present  at  the  action  of 
Kach,  in  which  he  was  slightly  wounded.  Was  Station  Staff  Officer  at  Sibi  from  8  March  till  20  May,  1881. 

Lieut.  J.  W.  Gordon  joined  the  Right  wing  of  the  regiment  at  Chaman,  31  Aug.,  1880,  and  took  part 
in  the  advance  of  General  Phayre’s  force  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar.  Was  Staff  Officer  of  the  Argandab 
F.F.  from  10  till  21  Sept.,  1880,  and  of  the  Quat  Mundai  F.F.  from  1  Dec.,  1880,  till  6  Feb.,  1881,  when 
he  was  sent  into  Sibi  sick,  and  invalided  to  England. 

Lieut.  P.  H.  Saulez  joined  the  regiment  at  Kach,  14  Sept.,  1880,  and  served  with  it  till  it  returned 
to  India. 
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i9th  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

ON  the  1 2th  Dec.,  1878,  the  19th  Regt.  Bombay  N.I.  left  Karachi,  where  it  was  then  stationed,  for 
Sukkur,  with  orders  to  join  the  Reserve  Brigade  about  to  assemble  there  under  the  command  of 
Major-General  Phayre.  It  arrived  at  its  destination  on  the  14th  idem,  and  proceeding  thence  to 
Jacobabad,  was  employed  from  the  16th  Dec.,  1878,  till  the  26th  Feb.,  1879,  in  making  a  military  road 
from  that  station  to  Dadar,  a  distance  of  109  miles. 

On  the  27th  Feb.,  1879,  the  regiment  left  Dadar  and  proceeded  up  the  Bolan  Pass,  making  en  route 
a  new  roadway  extending  to  Darwaza,  a  distance  of  63  miles,  passable  for  heavy  guns  and  the  like.  This 
important  piece  of  work  was  completed  in  the  month  of  September,  and  was  subsequently  reported  on 
by  Sir  R.  Temple,  who,  in  an  exhaustive  minute,  eulogizes  it  as  “a  signal  example  of  what  may  be  accom¬ 
plished  by  a  small  body  of  troops  with  their  trained  followers,”  and  refers  in  favourable  terms  to  the 
endurance  and  willingness  of  the  men  employed  upon  it. 

The  19th  N.I.  arrived  at  Dozan,  in  the  Bolan  Pass,  on  the  nth  April,  1879,  and  the  Head-quarters 
remained  there  till  the  28th  Jan.,  1880. 

In  June,  1879,  the  regiment  suffered  severely  from  an  outbreak  of  cholera,  about  fifty  of  the  Sepoys 
succumbing  to  this  disease. 

In  Septemper,  1879,  Major  R.  Le  P.  Trench,  with  a  detachment  of  105  rank  and  file,  was  sent  into 
the  Kakar  Pathan  and  Marri  country  as  an  escort  to  Sir  R.  Sandeman.  This  party  remained  in  and  about 
the  assigned  districts  till  January,  1880,  and  accompanied  Sir  R.  Temple  on  his  tour  made  through  them 
in  November,  1879. 

On  the  30th  Jan.,  1880,  the  regiment  proceeded  from  Dozan  to  relieve  the  Bengal  troops  in  the 
Pishin  Valley  and  at  Chaman,  and  was  shortly  afterwards  ordered  on  from  thence  to  Kandahar,  where 
Head-quarters  arrived  on  the  30th  March,  1880.  From  that  date  till  the  3rd  Sept.,  1880,  the  regiment 
formed  part  of  the  Kandahar  garrison,  under  the  command  of  General  Primrose. 

On  the  1 6th  April,  1880,  occurred  the  massacre  of  Major  Waudby,  19th  N.I.,  Road  Commandant, 
with  a  small  party,  at  Dubrai,  on  the  Chaman  road.  The  heroic  nature  of  the  defence  of  this  post  has 
stamped  it  as  one  of  the  most  brilliant  episodes  of  the  campaign.  The  party,  which  consisted  of  Major 
Waudby,  2  Sepoys  of  the  regiment,  1  Duffadar  and  2  Sowars  of  the  3rd  Sind  Horse,  and  some  servants, 
succeeded  in  holding  at  bay  for  upwards  of  two  hours,  before  being  finally  overwhelmed,  300  of  the  enemy, 
18  of  whose  dead  bodies  were  subsequently  found  in  the  immediate  proximity  of  the  mud  building  in 
which  the  final  stand  was  made.  On  the  receipt  of  news  of  the  attack  on  Dubrai,  a  small  force,  of  which 
two  companies  of  the  regiment  under  Lieut.  Phillipps  formed  part,  were  sent  out  from  Kandahar  to  conduct 
retributive  measures.  No  resistance  was  offered;  the  headmen  were  taken  prisoners ;  and  two  forts  and 
villages  were  destroyed. 

When  news  of  the  disaster  of  Maiwand  was  received,  the  19th  Regt.,  which  had  moved  into  and 
occupied  the  Kandahar  Citadel  on  the  departure  of  Brigadier-General  Burrows’s  Brigade,  was  told  off  to 
defend  the  Southern  or  Shikapur  face  of  the  city,  on  which  it  was  considered  likely  the  enemy  would 
deliver  their  attack.  From  the  28th  July  till  the  16th  Aug.  daily  covering  and  working  parties  were  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  regiment  for  clearing  the  ground  and  demolishing  cover  outside  the  walls.  In  one  of  these, 
which  on  the  12th  Aug.  had  to  retire  under  a  heavy  fire,  a  Havildar  and  private  of  the  regiment  displayed 
great  gallantry  in  assisting  Lieuts.  Waller  and  Jones,  R.E.,  in  bringing  a  wounded  man  into  cover  within 
the  walls,  and  for  their  conduct  were  recommended  by  Brigadier-General  Brooke  for  the  Order  of  Merit. 

In  the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja  on  the  16th  Aug.,  250  rank  and  file  of  the  19th  Bomhay  N.I.,  under 
Colonel  C.  T.  Heathcote,  who  also  commanded  the  column  (the  3rd)  of  which  they  formed  part,  were 
hotly  engaged.  In  this  engagement  Major  R.  Le  P.  Trench  and  Lieut.  F.  C.  Stayner  fell  while  gallantly 
leading  their  men  against  overwhelming  numbers,  and  50  Native  officers  and  rank  and  file  of  the  regiment 
were  also  killed  or  wounded. 

No  more  fighting  took  place  till  the  arrival  at  Kandahar  of  the  relieving  division  under  Sir  F.  Roberts, 
when,  on  the  1st  Sept.,  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  the  19th  Regt.  formed  part  of  the  brigade  under  the 
command  of  Brigadier-General  Burrows  which  threatened  the  Baba  Wali  Kotal  while  the  main  body  of 
the  army  attacked  the  right  flank  of  Ayub  Khan’s  position. 

Meantime,  on  the  26th  June,  1880,  Major  Jacob  was  ordered  to  occupy  the  line  of  outposts  between 
Kandahar  and  Chaman;  and  starting  with  210  rank  and  file,  he  posted  detachments  at  Mundi  Hissar, 
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Abdul  Rahman,  Mel  Karez,  Dubrai,  and  Gatai,  making  his  head-quarters  at  Mel  Karez.  On  the  28th 
July,  1880,  after  the  receipt  at  Kandahar  of  news  of  the  Maiwand  disaster,  he  was  directed  to  concentrate 
with  all  speed  his  detachments  on  Chaman.  Retiring  from  Mel  Karez  to  Gatai,  and  again  from  Gatai  to 
Chaman,  he  was  heavily  pressed  upon  by  large  bodies  of  the  enemy,  upon  whom,  however,  he  succeeded 
in  inflicting  considerable  loss.  For  “  the  soldierlike  manner  in  which  he  executed  the  difficult  duty 
entrusted  to  him,”  Major  Jacob  received  the  high  commendation  of  the  Major-General  Commanding, 
and  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Bombay  Army.  His  detachments,  during  the  siege  of  Kandahar, 
performed  excellent  work  in  keeping  open  the  Khojak  Pass,  and  in  escorting  through  it  convoys,  which  were 
frequently  attacked.  They  did  not  rejoin  regimental  Head-quarters  till  October,  1880,  when  the  19th 
Bombay  N.I.  marched  out  of  Afghanistan. 

On  the  3rd  Sept.,  1880,  the  19th  Bombay  N.I.  was  sent  out  from  Kandahar  to  open  up  communica¬ 
tions  with  General  Phayre’s  Division,  advancing  from  Chaman.  After  this  duty  was  performed,  the 
regiment  was  broken  up  into  detachments  on  the  line  of  communications  between  Kandahar  and  Chaman, 
and  were  employed  in  keeping  the  various  posts  supplied  with  fodder  for  the  large  numbers  of  Transport 
animals  passing  to  and  fro. 

On  the  23rd  Oct.,  1880,  the  19th  Bombay  N.I.  was  ordered  down  to  Sibi,  where  the  Head-quarters 
remained,  detachments  being  sent  forward  to  occupy  posts  for  some  distance  on  the  Bolan  and  Hurnai 
routes.  In  March,  1881,  the  regiment  returned  to  India,  proceeding  by  way  of  Karachi  to  Maligaan  in 
Khandiesh. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  19th  Regt.  Bombay  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Major-General  W.  Creagh  {Retired)  commanded  the  regiment  during  the  period  it  was  employed  in 
the  war  till  Dec.,  1880.  Held  temporary  command  of  the  Bombay  Reserve  Brigade  in  the  Bolan  Pass 
from  31  July  till  27  Nov.,  1879.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Colonel  C.  T.  Heathcote ,  C.B.,  commanded  the  1st  Grenadiers  from  Nov.,  1879,  till  April,  1880,  in 
the  Bolan  Pass  and  advance  to  Kandahar,  and  the  19th  Regt.  from  May,  1880,  till  the  end  of  the  war: 
throughout  the  siege,  and  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  commanded  the  Shikapur  face  of  the  city  walls 
during  the  siege.  Commanded  a  column  in  the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja,  and  all  three  columns  during  the 
retirement,  after  the  death  of  General  Brooke.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches ;  C.B.) 

Lieut.-Colonel  IV.  Jacob  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  war  from  April,  1880.  Commanded  the 
line  of  outposts  between  Kandahar  and  Chaman,  and  conducted  the  operations  resulting  in  their  successful 
withdrawal  at  the  end  of  July,  1880.  (Highly  commended  by  Commander-in-Chief  and  Govt,  of 
Bombay.)  Was  subsequently  in  command  of  the  outposts  in  the  Murree  Hills. 

Majors  S.J.  Wandby  and  R.  Le  P.  Trench.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Major  R.  IVestmacott.  (For  services  see  “  Staff.”) 

Major  IV.  Marshall,  25 th  Bombay  L.I. ,  served  in  the  second  campaign  till  Aug.,  1880,  with  the  4th 
Bombay  Rifles.  Joined  the  19th  Regt.  at  Kandahar,  and  served  with  it  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war, 
being  present  throughout  the  siege  and  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Lieut.  F.  Stevenson  served  with  the  regiment,  as  Adjutant,  till  Jan.,  1880,  when  he  was  appointed 
Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  Hughes.  Accompanied  the  Ghazni  F.F.  to  Kabul,  and  was  present 
at  the  battle  of  Ahmad  Khel  and  the  action  of  Arzu.  Took  part  in  the  march  from  Kabul  to  the  relief 
of  Kandahar,  and  entering  the  city  with  an  advanced  party,  served  for  two  days,  attached  to  the  2  5  th 
P.N.I.,  on  the  walls.  Was  present,  as  Adjutant  of  the  19th  Regt.,  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned 
in  despatches.) 

Lieut.  G.  E.  Walter  served  with  the  regiment  in  the  war  till  invalided  to  England  from  Dozan  in 
Oct.,  1879. 

Lieut.  F.  C.  Stayner.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  C.  R.  Phillipps  served  with  the  regiment  from  Nov.,  1879,  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war. 
Commanded  the  two  companies  sent  to  punish  the  villages  implicated  in  the  massacre  of  Major  vv audby 
and  party.  Commanded  several  covering  parties  during  the  siege  of  Kandahar,  and  was  present  at  t  ie 

battle  of  Kandahar.  ,  .  T 

Lieut.  H.  Melvill ,  26th  Bombay  N.L.,  served  with  the  regiment  from  Nov.,  1879,  till  invalided  inJNov., 

1880,  being  present  throughout  the  siege  and  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  _  ,  ,  f 

Mr.  Boteler,  Supt.  of  Telegraphs,  was  attached  as  a  subaltern  to  the  regiment  after  t  e  ea  o 
Lieut.  Stayner  on  the  16th  Aug.,  1880.  Acted  as  Asst.  Field  Engineer  to  the  Force  during  the  siege, 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches  )  ,  , 

Lieut.  G.  D.  Giles ,  1st  Sind  Horse,  served  with  the  regiment  during  the  war  till  transferred  to  the 

1st  Sind  Horse  in  Nov.,  1879. 
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23rd  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  (LIGHT)  INFANTRY. 

ON  the  10th  March,  1880,  the  23rd  Regt.  Bombay  N.L.I. — strength,  621  of  all  ranks — under  the 
command  of  Colonel  J.  Harpur,  left  Ahmadnagar  to  join  the  Reserve  Division  ordered  to  concen¬ 
trate  in  Sind,  and  on  the  17  th  March  arrived  at  Sukkur. 

The  Right  half-battalion,  under  command  of  Major  Gatacre,  with  Lieut.  Tobin,  crossed  the  frontier 
on  the  2nd  April,  and  occupied  the  posts  on  the  Sibi-Hurnai  route  as  far  as  Spin-Tangi. 

The  Head-quarters  and  Left  half-battalion,  under  command  of  Colonel  Harpur,  proceeded  to 
Jacobabad  on  the  5th  April,  and  on  the  5th  May  arrived  in  Sibi.  After  remaining  for  three  weeks  under 
canvas  on  an  open  sandy  plain,  with  the  thermometer  frequently  registering  120°  Fahrenheit,  the  half 
battalion  relieved  the  1st  Baluchis,  and  went  into  the  Sibi  outpost  lines  vacated  by  them.  During  the 
whole  period  the  Head-quarters  were  stationed  in  Sibi,  from  the  5th  May  till  the  21st  Aug.,  1880,  the 
regiment  was  broken  up  into  small  detachments,  on  outpost,  and  was  continually  employed,  during  the 
hottest  season  of  the  year,  in  the  harassing  and  trying  duties  of  convoy  and  escort  guards.  Several 
deaths  occurred  from  heat-apoplexy,  including  that  of  Dr.  Simpson,  the  Medical  Officer  of  the 
regiment. 

Major  Gatacre,  with  two  companies  of  his  half-battalion,  was  ordered,  on  the  1st  June,  1880,  to  the 
Sangan  Valley  for  the  protection  of  Government  Transport  Animals  which  had  been  sent  there  to  graze  ; 
and  Lieut.  Tobin,  with  the  remaining  two  companies,  was  left  to  guard  the  posts  and  line  of  communica¬ 
tions  between  Spin-Tangi  and  Sibi.  Owing  to  Major  Gatacre’s  exertions,  a  quantity  of  commissariat 
stores,  and  some  troop-horses,  which  had  been  plundered  by  the  Marris,  were  recovered. 

On  the  4th  August,  1880,  a  small  party  of  the  regiment,  under  Lieut.  Tobin,  attacked  and  dispersed 
a  band  of  Pathans  and  Marris  at  Sinari,  killing  ten  of  them,  who  had  assembled  to  waylay  and  plunder 
a  convoy  coming  from  Hurnai.  Lieut.  Tobin,  in  a  personal  encounter  with  a  Pathan,  received  a  severe 
sword-cut  on  the  left  arm,  and  had  his  horse  wounded,  but  killed  his  adversary. 

1  he  Right  half-battalion,  under  Major  Gatacre,  rejoined  Head-quarters  on  the  8th  Aug.  Lieut. 
Tobin  having  received  orders  to  withdraw  his  outposts  and  return  to  Sibi,  proceeded  to  do  so.  He  was 
attacked  en  route  by  the  Marris,  and  lost  6  men  killed  and  5  wounded.  His  men,  in  addition  to  escorting 
a  large  convoy  of  stores  and  treasure,  had  to  protect  a  gang  of  1,500  panic-stricken  railway  labourers,  by 
whom  they  were  greatly  hampered  and  impeded  in  their  movements.  Lieut.  Tobin,  for  his  excellent 
services  on  this  occasion,  received  the  commendations  of  the  Government  of  India,  and  was  also  thanked 
by  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief,  Bombay,  and  the  Major-General  Commanding  the  Lines  of 
Communication. 

The  regiment  left  Sibi  on  the  21st  Aug.,  1880,  and  proceeded  by  night  marches  through  the  Bolan 
Pass  to  Quetta,  from  whence  it  continued  its  advance  on  the  31st  idem,  with  a  convoy  of  300  carts  laden 
with  food  supplies  urgently  required  at  the  front.  The  drivers  had  deserted,  and  could  not  at  the  time 
be  replaced,  so  300  men  of  the. 23rd  undertook  the  work  of  driving  the  carts,  and  after  incessant  labour- 
draught  cattle  being  weak  and  ill-conditioned  and  scarcely  able  to  draw  their  loads — brought  the  convoy 
safely  to  its  destination,  and  deservedly  merited  the  approbation  of  the  Brigade  and  Divisional 
authorities,  which  was  conveyed  to  them,  for  their  services. 

On  the  6th  Sept.,  1880,  the  23rd  Bombay  N.I.,  reached  Killa-Abdula,  and  taking  part,  as  a  unit  of 
the  3rd  Brigade,  in  the  advance  of  General  Phayre’s  Division,  arrived  on  the  23rd  idem  at  Kandahar. 
There  it  remained  till  the  22nd  Oct.,  when  it  was  told  off  for  duty  on  the  line  of  communications,  and 
furnished  the  outposts  of  Abdul  Rahman,  Mel  Karez,  Dubrai,  and  Gatai :  two  companies  to  each. 

On  the  withdrawal  of  the  British  Army  from  Kandahar,  the  regiment  commenced  its  return-march 
to  India,  accompanying  the  last  brigade  of  General  Hume’s  force  to  Quetta,  and  eventually  making  its 
way  to  Ahmedabad,  where  it  arrived  on  the  28th  May,  1881. 

1  he  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  23rd  Regiment  Bombay  Native  (Light)  Infantry  served  in  the 
war : — 

Colonel  J.  Harpur  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war,  and 
the  troops  at  Sibi  from  6th  May  till  21st  Aug.,  1880. 

Colonel  M.  R.  Bruce  (Retired)  crossed  the  frontier  with  the  regiment,  6  May,  1880,  but  shortly  after¬ 
wards  returned  to  India,  and  retired  from  the  service. 
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Major  J.  Gatacre  served  with  the  regiment  throughout.  Recovered  a  quantity  of  looted  property 
from  the  Marns  in  the  Sangan  Valley,  and  destroyed  their  village.  Commanded  the  fort  of  Gulistan 
from  5  to  io  Sept.  1S80,  and  the  posts  of  Gatai  and  Dubrai  from  25  Oct.,  1880,  till  26  April,  1881 

Major  F  T.  Ebden  served  with  the  regiment  till  invalided  to  England  in  Sept.,  1880. 

Captain  E.  C.  Kellie  served  with  the  regiment  throughout.  Was  Staff  Officer  at  Sibi  from  2  s  May 
till  21  Aug.,  1880,  and  at  Abdul  Rahman  from  23  Oct.,  1880,  till  24  April,  1881. 

Lieut.  W.  St.  J.  Richardson  served  with  the  regiment  till  May,  1880,  and  subsequently  with  the  1st 
Belooch  N.I.  till  invalided  to  England. 

Lieut.  R.  L.  Scallon  served  with  the  and  Belooch  N.I.  from  Nov.  1879,  till  Sept.,  1880,  being 
present  at  the  affairs  of  Khan  Khel  and  Kaj-baj,  near  Khalat-i-Ghilzai,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and 
accompanying  Brigadier-General  Daubeny’s  expedition  to  Maiwand.  Rejoined  23rd  N.L.I.  in  Sept. 

Lieut.  F.J  Tobin  served  with  the  regiment  till  Aug.,  1880.  Commanded  the  detachment  engaged 
in  the  skirmish  of  the  4th  Aug.,  1880,  in  which  he  was  severely  wounded  in  a  personal  encounter  with 
one  of  the  enemy.  Commanded  the  detachments  of  23rd  N.L.I.  and  Cavalry,  on  withdrawal  of  outposts 
to  Sibi  in  Aug.,  1880,  and  repulsed  an  attack  of  a  large  body  of  Marris  en  route.  (Received  the  com¬ 
mendation  of  Government,  and  the  thanks  of  H.E.  the  Commander-in-Chief,  Bombay.) 


24th  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

THE  24th  Regt.  Bombay  N.I.,  while  at  Mehidpur  and  Agar,  received  orders  in  February,  1880, 
to  proceed  on  active  service,  and  left  for  Haidarabad  by  wings,  arriving  there  on  the  18th  and  20th 
March,  respectively. 

After  remaining  in  the  Reserve  for  three  months,  the  regiment  was  ordered  to  the  front,  and  crossing 
the  Sibi  frontier  on  the  14th  July,  1880,  marched  via  the  Bolan  Pass,  to  Quetta,  where  it  arrived  on  the 
28th  idem,  just  before  the  receipt  of  news  of  the  Maiwand  disaster. 

The  heat  of  the  weather  during  the  march  through  the  Bolan  was  so  excessive,  that  although  the 
regiment  left  Nari  Bank  at  10  p.m.,  on  a  march  of  only  ten  miles,  no  less  than  thirty  native  officers  and 
men  were  incapacitated  before  it  was  concluded.  One  man  died  on  the  spot,  a  Havildar  died  during 
the  course  of  the  day,  and  2  native  officers  and  about  22  men  had  to  be  invalided  from  Quetta,  as 
totally  unfit  for  further  service. 

The  24th  N.I.  remained  at  Quetta  till  the  25th  of  Aug.,  providing  the  outposts  of  Ghazaband  and 
Dina  Karez.  During  this  period  a  company,  under  the  command  of  Major  C.  P.  Newport,  was 
despatched  to  Kach  to  bring  in  a  sick  convoy  from  that  post,  and  arriving  there  on  the  day  after  it  had 
been  attacked,  took  part  in  the  burning  of  the  villages  of  Kach  and  Amadure.  Taking  place  as  it  did 
immediately  after  the  attack,  in  which  the  tribes  had  lost  heavily,  this  reprisal  completely  checked  all 
further  rising  amongst  the  Kakar  Pathans  in  that  part  of  the  country. 

On  the  25th  Aug.  the  24th  N.I.  was  ordered  to  the  Khojak  Pass,  where  it  arrived  on  the  31st.  It 
remained  in  defence  of  that  post  during  the  march  of  Sir  F.  Roberts’s  Brigade  from  Kabul  to  the  relief  of 
Kandahar  and  the  subsequent  defeat  of  Ayub  Khan,  and  till  after  the  force  had  passed  over  on  its 
return  to  India. 

At  10  p.m.  on  the  19th  Sept.,  sudden  orders  were  received  to  march  to  Kach  and  join  General 
MacGregor’s  force,  with  imperative  instructions  to  reach  that  destination  by  the  24th.  At  the  moment  of 
receiving  the  order,  there  was  not  a  draught  animal  with  the  regiment;  and  it  was  12  midnight  on  the 
29th,  before  the  transport  arrived  :  mostly  camels,  many  without  even  a  rope  to  hold  them  by.  The 
regiment  commenced,  however,  to  pack,  and  the  rear-guard  left  by  7  a.m.  The  whole  march  to  Kach 
was,  owing  to  the  disgraceful  state  of  the  transport,  most  fatiguing ;  kit,  tents,  and  hospital  stores  were 
abandoned  all  along  the  road,  the  rear-guard,  on  two  occasions,  carrying  the  boxes  of  ammunition  them¬ 
selves,  when  the  half-starved  animals  dropped  down  in  a  dying  state  under  their  loads.  On  reaching 
Kach  it  was  found  that  General  MacGregor’s  force  had  not  arrived,  and  the  regiment  remained  there, 
with  only  three  tents,  for  two  days.  It  was  then  ordered  to  proceed  to  Durgai,  two  marches  on,  and  was 
there  eventually  joined  by  the  remainder  of  the  brigade.  Two  companies  were  left  behind,  under  a 
native  officer  in  command  of  the  Durgai  post,  and  the  remainder  of  the  regiment  proceeded  to  Sharagh, 
where  two  more  companies,  under  the  command  of  Major  Newport,  were  detached.  The  Head-quarters 
and  Left  wing  then  proceeded  to  Hurnai,  arriving  on  the  2nd.  It  was  nearly  two  months  before  the 
tents  and  kit  left  at  the  Khojak  and  Kila  Abdulla  wrere  recovered,  and  the  end  of  November  armed 
before  any  extra  warm  clothing  was  issued  to  the  regiment.  The  result  of  such  severe  marching,  and  so 
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much  exposure  to  the  inclement  weather,  and  want  of  warm  clothes,  was  a  heavy  mortality  among  the 
men,  and  a  large  percentage  of  sick.  While  at  Quetta  the  regiment  provided  escorts  to  accompany 
the  Political  Officers  in  hunting  up  troublesome  bands  of  robbers,  and  received  praise  and  thanks 
for  the  way  in  which  both  native  officers  and  men  behaved. 

On  the  withdrawal  of  the  British  troops,  the  regiment  returned  to  India,  and  went  into  quarters  at 
Ahmadabad. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  24th  Regt.  Bombay  Native  Infantry  served  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel /.  H.  Henderson  commanded  the  regiment  in  its  advance  to  Quetta.  Was  appointed  to  the 
command  of  the  line  of  communications,  with  the  rank  of  Brigadier-General,  16  Aug.,  1880,  during  the 
absence  of  General  Phayre  at  Kandahar.  On  return  of  General  Phayre,  was  appointed  to  the  command 
of  the  Pishin  Moveable  Column,  from  which  he  was  transferred,  19  Jan.,  1881,  to  that  of  the  1st  Brigade 
S.  Afghanistan  F.F.  at  Kandahar. 

Lieut. -Colonel  R.  M.  Chambers  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the 
war,  commanding  it  from  14  Aug.,  1880.  Commanded  at  the  Khojak  Pass  from  25  Aug.  till  20  Sept., 
1880,  and  subsequently  at  the  Hurnai  post. 

Major  C.  P.  Newport  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  as  2nd  in  command.  Commanded  the 
force  which  attacked  and  burned  the  villages  of  Kach  and  Amadun,  receiving  the  thanks  of  the  Political 
Officer  for  valuable  assistance  rendered.  Commanded  the  post  of  Sharagh  on  withdrawal  of  Head¬ 
quarters. 

Captain  W.  J.  Morse  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  having  charge  of  the  regimental 
transport.  Officiated  as  Adjutant  from  14  Aug.,  1880. 

Captain  IV.  H.  Lyster  served  with  the  regiment  till  appointed  Brigade-Major  to  the  Brigadier- 
General  Commanding  the  Line  of  Communications,  16  Aug., 1880,  and  remained  at  Quetta  in  that 
capacity  until  invalided,  1  Nov.,  1880. 

Lieut.  A.  A.  Pearson  served  with  the  regiment,  as  Adjutant,  till  invalided  to  England  15  Feb.,  1881. 
Acted  as  Staff  Officer  during  the  time  the  regiment  was  in  Quetta,  and  also  during  the  occupation  of  the 
Khojak  Pass. 


27TH  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  INFANTRY  (ist  BELOOCH 

LIGHT  INFANTRY.) 

IN  October,  1878,  the  ist  Belooch  L.I.  left  Haidarabad  on  active  service,  and  proceeded  to  the 
frontier,  where  a  portion  of  the  regiment,  under  Major  Hogg,  was  employed,  during  the  first 
campaign,  in  the  Bughti  Hills  and  at  Sibi. 

On  the  6th  April,  1880,  the  Head-quarters  crossed  the  frontier  and  marched  by  the  Hurnai  route  to 
Sharagh,  arriving  on  the  nth  May.  Detachments  of  the  regiment  were  stationed  at  Nassik,  Kost, 
Durgai,  N.  Chapar,  and  Kach,  the  strongest,  consisting  of  150  men  under  Lieut.  Mackenzie,  being  at 
Durgai.  These  posts  were  furnished  to  assist  in  keeping  open  the  communications  with  Sibi  and  Quetta, 
and  to  protect  the  Sappers  who  were  constructing  the  road  for  the  railway.  In  June  the  detachment 
from  Sibi,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Richardson,  23rd  N.I.  (Attached),  rejoined  Head-quarters. 

On  the  9th  Aug.  1880,  conformably  with  the  forward  concentration  which  was  ordered  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  disaster  at  Maiwand,  the  Head-quarters  marched  from  Sharagh,  and  on  the  17th 
idem  arrived  at  Killa  Abdula.  A  detachment,  150  strong,  was  posted  at  Khushdil  Khan,  and  a  company 
at  Azad  Khan.  On  the  25th  Aug.  the  regiment  moved  on  to  Chaman,  and  the  following  day,  forming 
part  of  a  flying  column,  marched  to  Murgai  Chaman  and  Actai  Khan  to  collect  supplies  and  blow  up 
Abu  Said’s  Fort,  on  completion  of  which  duty  it  proceeded  to  Gatai,  and  there  joined  Brigadier-General 
T.  Brown’s  Brigade.  As  a  unit  of  that  force  it  subsequently  made  its  way  to  Kahdahar,  marching  into 
cantonments  on  the  20th  Sept. 

From  the  ist  to  the  25th  Oct.  the  regiment  was  employed  in  collecting  supplies  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Zungrabad  ;  and  on  the  2nd  Nov.  again  marched  out  of  Kandahar,  for  the  same  purpose,  to 
Khana  Girdab  and  Dahila,  remaining  absent  till  the  19th  idem.  On  the  20th  Jan.,  1881,  it  marched 
with  Brigadier-General  Wilkinson’s  column  for  Maiwand,  and  on  the  12th  Feb.  returned  to  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Kandahar.  On  the  25th  April  the  regiment  was  completely  washed  out  of  its  quarters  by  a 
terrific  storm  which  broke  over  and  flooded  the  village  in  which  it  was  encamped,  the  water  rising  to  a 
height  of  three  feet,  and  causing  many  houses  to  fall. 
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The  27th  N.L.I.  marched  from  Kandahar  for  India  on  the  20th  April,  and  arrived  at  Haidarabad 
on  the  1 8th  May,  1881. 

During  the  whole  of  the  first  campaign,  and  whilst  on  the  Hurnai  route  in  1880,  the  regiment  was 
constantly  employed  on  escort  duty  between  Jacobabad,  Sibi,  Quetta,  Kandahar,  Thal-Chotiali,  and 
Vitakri.  For  its  physique  and  military  bearing,  it  received  a  warm  encomium  from  Sir  R.  Temple;  and 
for  its  steadiness  and  good  conduct,  and  the  readiness  of  the  men  to  turn  out  on  every  occasion  when 
their  services  were  required,  it  was  highly  praised  by  Generals  Phayre  and  Hume,  under  whom  it  served. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  27th  Regt.  Bombay  Native  Infantry  (1st  Belooch  Light  Infantry) 
served  in  the  war  : — 

Colonel  T.  Bell  served  during  the  first  campaign  with  Jacob’s  Rifles,  first  at  Quetta,  and  afterwards, 
during  May  and  June,  in  detached  command  at  Kalat.  Commanded  the  1st  Belooch  Regt.  throughout 
the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war.  Commanded  the  “  Flying  Column,”  a  force  of  all  arms,  in  the 
advance  to  Murgai  Chaman.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  A.  Hogg ,  Captain  T.  H.  Mackenzie,  and  Lieut.  A.  C.  Yate  served  with  the  regiment  through¬ 
out  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war :  Major  Hogg  commanding  at  Sibi  from  Dec.,  1878,  till  May, 
1880  ;  Captain  Mackenzie  commanding  for  a  time  at  Durgai,  and  acting  as  Staff  Officer  to  the  Murgai 
Chaman  Flying  Column;  and  Lieut.  Yate  acting  as  Adjutant  from  7  April  till  9  Oct.,  1880. 

Major  S.  Carter  served  with  the  4th  Regt.  Bombay  N.I.  in  S.  Afghanistan  from  Feb.,  1881,  till  its 
return  to  India. 

Captain  J.  Grant ,  Lieut.  A.  L.  Sinclair ,  and  Lieut.  C.  E.  Peirse,  1st  W.L.  Regt.  {Attached),  served 
with  the  regiment,  respectively,  from  Oct.,  1880,  Nov.,  1880,  and  Nov.,  1880,  the  latter  acting  for  a 
time  as  Orderly  Officer  to  Brigadier-General  Henderson. 


28th  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

THE  28th  Bombay  N.I.,  with  one  company  of  the  20th  Bombay  N.I.  attached  .for  service,  left  Surat 
for  the  front  on  the  22nd  Jan.,  1880.  Strength  :  7  European  officers,  15  Native  officers,  720  rank 

and  file.  . 

The  regiment  marched  up  the  Bolan  Pass  in  five  detachments,  and  was  finally  distributed  as 
follows:  Head-quarters  at  Chaman,  15th  March;  three  companies  under  Lieut.-Colonel  Newport,  at 
Khushdil-Khan ;  two  companies  under  Major  Singleton  at  Kila  Abdulla;  one  company  under  Lieut. 
Fox  at  Gulistan  Karez. 

On  the  26th  April  a  force  consisting  of  100  Sepoys  28th  N.I.,  2  guns  No.  2  Mountain  Battery,  and 
40  sabres  Poona  Horse,  left  Chaman,  under  Major  Singleton,  to  co-operate  with  the  Wali  of  Kandahar 
in  bringing  to  submission  a  Native  Chief  of  the  Fort  of  Abu  Said,  30  miles  from  Chaman.  The  fort 
surrendered  on  the  27th  without  firing  a  shot. 

In  July,  the  country  beginning  to  be  much  disturbed,  the  regiment  was  ordered  to  march  on 

Kandahar  by  detachments.  . 

The  detachments  under  Colonel  Newport  and  Major  Singleton  reached  their  destination  on  the 
morning  of  the  25th  and  26th  July  respectively,  and  the  Head-quarters  arrived  simultaneously  with  the 
routed  troops  from  Maiwand,  on  the  morning  of  the  28th  July.  The  regimental  rear-guard  was  attacked 
while  marching  in  outside  the  walls ;  but  the  Pathans  were  driven  off,  with  the  loss  of  3  killed  and 

7  prisoners.  .  .  XT 

On  the  31st  of  July  three  companies  of  the  regiment  under  the  command  of  Lieut. -Colonel  Newport 

and  Lieut.  Reilly,  were  ordered  out  to  clear  the  village  of  Khairabad,  near  the  N.E.  bastion.  The 
village  was  cleared,  with  the  loss  of  1  Sepoy  killed  and  2  wounded. 

On  the  16th  Aug.  four  companies  of  the  regiment,  under  the  command  of  Lieut. -Colonel  JNimmo, 
Lieut.-Colonel  Newport,  and  Lieut.  Reilly,  with  Dr.  Keith  in  medical  charge,  took  part  in  a  sortie  to 
Deh  Khwaja.  The  attacking  line  under  Colonels  Nimmo  and  Newport  forced  its  way  through  the 
village,  and  debouched  on  the  other  side.  Casualties:  Lieut.-Colonel  Nimmo  twice  wounded,  once 
dangerously  ;  Lieut.-Colonel  Newport  and  30  rank  and  file  killed,  and  20  wounded. 

"Throughout  the  defence  of  Kandahar  the  regiment  was  engaged  in  almost  all  the  skirmishes  around 

the  walls,  and  contributed  its  full  share  to  all  covering  and  working  parties. 

II. 
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On  the  i st  Sept,  four  companies,  under  the  command  of  Major  Singleton  and  Lieut.  Chase,  took 
part  in  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  forming  a  portion  of  the  escort  to  General  Gough’s  Cavalry  Brigade  and 
to  E/B,  R.H.A.  The  remainder  of  the  regiment  remained  with  the  Bombay  Brigade,  under  Lieut.- 
General  Primrose  and  Brigadier-General  Burrows. 

On  the  2nd  Sept,  the  4th  (Rifles)  N.I.  and  28th  N.I.  marched  to  Mazra,  and  took  charge  of  Sirdar 
Ayub  Khan’s  captured  camp  and  stores. 

The  regiment  returned  to  Kandahar  on  the  8th  Sept.  On  the  12th  Oct.  it  marched  to  Chaman, 
and  was  located  there,  and  in  detachments  at  Khushdil  Khan  and  Kila  Abdulla. 

During  the  winter  of  1 880-1 881,  the  Head-quarter  companies  at  Chaman  were  almost  daily  engaged 
on  the  Khojak  Pass  in  passing  over  convoys  of  carts  and  beasts  preparatory  to  the  evacuation  of 
Kandahar.  On  most  occasions  the  weather  was  very  severe,  and  the  work  of  keeping  the  Pass  open 
most  trying  to  the  Sepoys. 

General  Hume,  C.B.,  Commanding  in  Southern  Afghanistan,  expressed  his  thanks  to  the  Commanding 
Officer  for  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  regiment. 

The  regiment  left  these  posts  for  India  on  the  1st  May,  and  arrived  at  Karachi  on  the  23rd 
May,  1881. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  28th  Regt.  Bombay  Native  Infantry  served  during  the  war  : — 

Colonel  J.  R.  Ninwio  commanded  the  regiment  till  5  Oct.,  1880,  when  compelled  to  proceed  to 
England  on  medical  certificate,  in  consequence  of  wounds  received  at  the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja.  Was 
present  throughout  the  siege  of  Kandahar,  and  commanded  the  portion  of  the  regiment  engaged  in  the 
sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja,  in  which  he  was  twice  severely  wounded.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Lieut.-Colonel  IV.  H.  Newport.  (Killed  in  action.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut. -Colonel  F.  C.  Singleton  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  commanding  it  at  the  battle  of 
Kandahar,  and  from  18  Oct.,  1880.  Was  in  detached  command  of  the  Killa  Abdula  post  until  ordered 
to  Kandahar.  Commanded  a  detachment  of  the  regiment  forming  part  of  the  force  under  General  Brooke 
which  marched  out  from  Kandahar  to  cover  the  retreat  of  the  fugitives  from  Maiwand.  Subsequently 
commanded  the  posts  of  Chaman  and  Killa  Abdula,  and  regulated  the  traffic  across  the  Khojak  during 
the  evacuation.  (Twice  mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Major  J.  Ketchen  joined  the  regiment  in  Dec.,  1880,  and  was  in  detached  command  of  the  Kila 
Abdulla  post  from  date  of  arrival  till  all  the  troops  of  the  Kandahar  Force  had  passed  through  after  the 
evacuation. 

Lieut.  E.  A.  Barclay.  (For  services  see  “Staff.”) 

Lieut.  R.  E.  D.  Reilly  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  as  Adjutant :  twice  acting  as  Staff 
Officer  at  Chaman ;  taking  part  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  the  attack  on  Khairabad,  the  sortie  to  Deh 
Khwaja,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar;  and  commanding  for  a  time  the  post  of  Kila  Abdulla. 

Lieut.  IV.  St.  L.  Chase ,  VC.  (For  services  see  Biographical  Division.) 

Lieut.  IV.  E.  K.  Fox ,  Royal  Lrish  Regt.  {Attached),  served  with  the  regiment  throughout,  taking  part 
in  the  defence  of  Kandahar,  the  sortie  to  Deh  Khwaja,  and  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  and  being  on  different 
occasions  in  command  of  the  posts  of  Gulistan  and  Gatai. 

Lieut.  P.  II.  J.  Aplin ,  East  Yorkshire  Regt.  {Attached),  took  part  in  the  advance  of  General  Phayre’s 
force  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and  joined  the  regiment  in  Sept.,  1880.  Marched  with  the  Head-quarters 
to  Chaman,  and  subsequently  commanded  the  South  Khojak  post  and  the  post  of  Kila  Abdulla. 


29TH  (2nd  BELOOCH)  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  INFANTRY. 

rT"'IIE  2nd  Belooch  Regt.  was  stationed  at  Dera  Ghazi  Khan  and  Rajanpur,  when,  on  the  24th  Sept., 
X  1878,  it  received  orders  to  proceed  to  Quetta  to  form  part  of  General  Biddulph’s  Division  of  the 
Army  of  Invasion.  The  Head-quarters  marched  from  Dera  Ghazi  Khan  on  the  2nd  Oct.,  and  picking 
up  the  Left  wing  at  Rajanpur,  proceeded  to  Quetta  via  the  Dera  Bughti  route  and  Bolan  Pass,  arriving 
on  the  2nd  Nov.,  1878. 

The  regiment  crossed  the  Afghan  frontier  on  the  21st  Nov.,  1878,  as  a  portion  of  the  advance  guard 
of  General  Biddulph’s  Division,  and  was  employed  during  the  remainder  of  the  month  in  making  roads 
across  the  Khojak  and  Gwaja  passes.  On  the  3rd  Jan.,  1879,  it  joined  Brigadier-General  Palliser’s 
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advance  Cavalry  Brigade  at  Hussi  Ahmed,  and  the  following  day  was  engaged  in  the  action  of  Takht-i- 
pul,  subsequently  continuing  m  the  advance,  and  taking  part  in  the  entry  of  Sir  Donald  Stewart’s  force 
into  Kandahar  on  the  8th. 

The  2nd  Beloochis  accompanied  General  Biddulph’s  Division  in  its  advance  to  Girishk  in  January, 
1879;  and  a.  poition  of  the  regiment  was  engaged  in  the  action  of  Khushk-i-Nakhud,  when  the  attack  on 
Colonel  Malcolmson  s  rear-guard  was  repulsed.  It  returned  with  the  Division  as  far  as  Kokaran,  and 
subsequently  formed  part  of  the  garrison  of  that  place  under  Brigadier-General  Palliser  from  March  till 
the  beginning  of  September,  1879,  when  it  was  ordered  back  to  India.  The  regiment  had  only  proceeded 
as  far  as  Chaman,  however,  when,  on  the  6th  Sept.,  1879,  in  consequence  of  the  receipt  of  news  of  the 
Kabul  massacre,  it  was  directed  to  return  with  all  speed  to  Kandahar,  where  it  arrived  on  the  8th. 

As  a  unit  of  Brigadier- General  Hughes’s  Force,  the  29th  N.I.  took  part  in  the  re-occupation  of 
Kalat-i-Ghilzai  in  September,  1879?  and  on  the  24th  Oct.  a  portion  of  the  regiment  was  engaged  in  the 
action  of  Shah  Jui. 

From  October,  1879,  until  relieved  by  the  Kabul-Kandahar  F.F.  in  August,  1880,  the  regiment 
formed  part  of  the  garrison  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Tanner.  Joining  Sir  F. 
Roberts’s  Force,  it  accompanied  it  in  the  remainder  of  its  march  to  the  relief  of  Kandahar,  and°on  the 
1st  Sept.,  1880,  took  part,  attached  to  Brigadier-General  Baker’s  Brigade,  in  the  crushing  defeat  of  Ayub 
Khan’s  army. 

From  the  9th  till  the  23rd  Sept.,  the  2nd  Belooch  Regt.  was  absent  with  Brigadier-General  Daubeny’s 
Brigade  on  its  expedition  to  the  field  of  Maiwand.  On  the  latter  date  the  regiment  returned  to  Kokaran, 
from  whence  it  was  ordered  down  to  garrison  Chaman  and  Kila  Abdulla. 

On  the  20th  Oct.,  1880,  the  regiment  marched  to  Sibi,  and  after  forming  the  reserve  of  Brigadier- 
General  MacGregor’s  force  till  December,  marched  into  the  Marri  country,  and  was  engaged  in  quelling 
the  rising  of  the  hostile  tribes.  In  January,  1881,  it  returned  to  Sibi,  and  from  that  month  till  the  middle 
of  March,  1881,  was  employed  as  a  portion  of  the  Pishin  Moveable  Column,  after  which  it  returned  to 
India. 


The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  29th  (2nd  Belooch)  Regt.  Bombay  Native  Infantry  served  in  the 
war : — 

Lieut.-Colonel  G.  Nicholetts.  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 

Colonel  O.  V.  Tanner ,  C.B. ,  served  with  the  regiment  as  2nd  in  command  from  the  outbreak  of  the 
war  till  1  June,  1879,  when  he  returned  to  India  to  take  up  his  appointment  of  A.A.G.,  Northern  Division, 
and  commanded  the!  regiment  from  Oct.,  1879,  till  appointed  Brigadier-General  Commanding  the 
Pishin  Column,  19  Jan.,  1881.  Commanded  a  reconnoitring  party  of  Cavalry,  Infantry,  and  Sappers 
during  the  advance  to  the  Halmand,  and  a  detachment  of  the  regiment  at  the  action  of  Khushk-i-Nakhud. 
(Mentioned  in  despatches ;  Brevet  of  Colonel.)  Commanded  the  garrison  of  Kalat-i-Ghilzai  from  12  Oct., 
1879,  till  it  was  relieved  by  the  Kabul-Kandahar  F.F.,  and  commanded  portions  of  the  garrison  at  the 
actions  of  Kaj  Baj,  1  May,  1880,  and  Sir-i-Asp,  1  July,  1880.  Took  part  in  the  advance  to  the  relief  of 
Kandahar,  and  commanded  the  regiment  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches;  C.B.) 

Lieut. -Colonel  J.  Galloway  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war, 
commanding  it  from  19  July  till  12  Oct.,  1879,  and  being  present  at  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul  and  the 
relief  and  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Major  G.  C.  Sartorius  and  Capt.  IV.  A.  Broome  served  with  the  regiment,  the  latter  as  Adjutant, 
from  the  outbreak  of  the  war  till  Sept.,  1879,  Captain  Broome  being  also  present  at  the  action  of 
Takht-i-pul. 

Major  G.  F.  Bryant  served  with  the  regiment  from  May,  1879,  till  March,  1881,  being  present  at 
the  relief  and  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Lieut.  H.  E.  W.  Beville  served  with  the  regiment  throughout  the  period  it  was  employed  in  the  war, 
from  Sept.,  1879,  as  Adjutant.  Was  present  at  the  action  of  Takht-i-pul  and  the  relief  and  battle  of 
Kandahar. 

Lieut.  R.  C.  G.  May ne  served  with  the  regiment  from  Jan.,  1879,  till  Dec.,  1880,  being  present  at 
the  relief  and  battle  of  Kandahar. 

Lieut.  J.  F.  M.  Campbell ,  70 th  Regt.  (Attached).  (Deceased.  See  Biographical  Division.) 
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3oth  REGT.  BOMBAY  NATIVE  INFANTRY  (JACOB'S  RIFLES). 

IN  September,  1878,  the  Right  wing  of  Jacob’s  Rifles,  under  Major  Humfrey,  with  Lieut.  Baugh,  left 
Jacobabad,  where  the  regiment  was  then  stationed,  for  Quetta,  as  Political  Agent’s  escort  to  Mikran 
Coast :  the  wing  was  halted  at  Quetta,  and  was  the  first  reinforcement  sent  to  the  garrison  from  India. 

In  October,  1878,  the  Head-quarter  wing  of  the  regiment,  under  Colonel  Mainwarmg,  _  also  left 
Jacobabad  for  Quetta,  where  it  arrived  during  the  first  week  in  November,  1878,  and  with  the  Right  wing 
formed  part  of  the  1st  Brigade  of  General  Biddulph’s  Division  of  the  Army  of  Invasion. 

At  the  latter  end  of  Nov.,  1878,  the  Right  wing,  under  Major  Humfrey,  proceeded  to  Kalat. 

During  the  winter  of  1878  the  Head-quarters  and  Left  wing  occupied  tents  inside  the  Fort  of  Quetta, 
Col.  Mainwaring,  as  senior  officer,  commanding  the  station.  Besides  heavy  guard  duties,  the  regiment 
supplied  numerous  escorts  to  Pishin  and  Kandahar,  the  Bolan  Pass,  and  the  Mustung  Valley.  < 

On  the  27th  March,  1879,  180  men  of  the  Kalat  detachment,  together  with  30  sabres  1st  Punjab 
Cavalry,  the  whole  under  Major  Humfrey,  totally  defeated  with  severe  loss  over  2,000  Barechi  Pathans 

at  Syud  But  in  Shorawak.  ,  ,  .  ,  ,  . 

During  the  summer  of  1879  the  companies  at  Quetta  suffered  from  choleia;  and  during  the  sue 

ceeding  autumn  the  wings  exchanged  quarters,  by  a  company  at  a  time.  . 

The  Left  wing  returned  from  Kalat  to  Quetta  in  April,  1880,  and  under  Major  Iredell  and  Lieut. 
Salmon,  marched  for  Kandahar.  After  the  massacre  of  Major  Waudby  and  his  party  at  Dubrai,  this  wing 
left  some  150  men  in  detachments  at  Gatai,  Dubrai,  and  Mel  Karez,  on  the  road  between  Chaman  and 
Kandahar.  On  the  23rd  April  the  Head-quarters  and  Right  wing  left  Quetta,  and  on  the  5th  May 
reached  Kandahar,  after  which  the  regiment  occupied  quarters  in  the  Garkha  village,  and  was  posted  to 
the  2nd  Brigade.  In  June,  1880,  one  company,  with  a  troop  3rd  Bombay  Light  Cavalry,  escorted  a 
surveying  party  to  Maiwand  and  back.  Towards  the  end  of  that  month  the  regiment  was  placed  under 
orders  to  relieve  the  Baluchis  at  Kalat-i-Ghilzai,  the  19th  N.I.  sending  a  wing  to  relieve  the  detachments 

on  the  Kandahar-Chaman  road.  .  .  .  ,. 

On  the  5th  July  the  regiment,  having  been  transferred  to  the  xst  Brigade,  proceeded  with  Brigadiei- 
General  Burrows’s  force  to  Girishk,  and  on  the  14th  three  Companies,  under  Captain  Harrison  and  Lieut. 
Salmon,  took  part  in  the  skirmish  resulting  in  the  capture  of  the  Wali’s  guns  from  the  mutineers.  On 
the  27th  July,  1880,  the  regiment  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Maiwand.  korming,  on  that  disastrous 
day,  the  centre  of  the  Infantry  line,  it  advanced  across  the  nullah,  the  Right  wing,  for  about  half  an  hour 
subsequently,  lying  down  on  the  open  stony  plain  to  avoid  the  enemy  s.  Artillery  fire,  and  the  Left  wing, 
under  Major  Iredell,  forming,  for  a  brief  interval,  a  reserve.  About  this  time  Captain  H.  F.  Smith  was 
struck  by  a  shell  and  killed.  Immediately  afterwards  Lieut.  Cole  and  two  companies  of  the  Left  wing 
were  sent  to  the  left  flank  of  the  1st  Grenadiers,  Major  Iredell,  with  the  other  two  companies,  forming 
up  on  the  left  of  the  Right  wing.  Even  at  this  state  of  the  engagement  thirst  began  to  be  felt,  the  day 
being  unusually  hot,  and  the  men,  owing  to  want  of  carriage,  having  been  obliged  to  carry  their  great- 
coats.  The  six  companies  forming  the  centre  of  the  line  now  advanced  up  to  and  lay  down  beside  the 
Horse  Artillery  guns,  where  they — and  more  especially  the  two  companies  to  the  left,  which  were  who  y 
destitute  of  cover — began  to  suffer  considerably,  the  enemy’s  fire  being  directed  chiefly  towards  the 
battery.  When  the  action  had  lasted  over  four  hours,  and  swarms  of  the  enemy  emerging  within  500 
yards  of  the  British  position,  from  a  nullah,  attacked  the  left  flank  of  the  line,  the  two  detached  companies 
30th  N.I. — which  had  lost  their  Commanding  Officer,  Lieut.  Cole,  killed,  and  two  Native  officers  out  of 
three  wounded,  and  had  otherwise  suffered  severely — fell  back  ;  and  the  Horse  Artillery  guns  and  1st 
Grenadiers  were  compelled  to  retire.  Their  left  flank  and  rear  being  thus  laid  open  to  the  enemy,  t  ie 
six  companies  30th  N.I.  fell  back  on  the  66th,  who  in  turn  moved  towards  the  garden  enclosures  on  the 
other  side  of  the  nullah  they  had  originally  crossed,  the  greater  portion  of  the  two  Native  Infantry 
regiments  making  for  the  same  cover.  Lieut.  Justice  fell  mortally  wounded  at  this  time,  and  died  while 
Lieut.  Rayner,  66th,  and  Captain  Harrison,  30th  N.I.,  were  attempting  to  carry  him  away.  Though 
short  of  ammunition,  the  troops  made  a  stand  at  the  garden  enclosures  until  they  were  oidered  by  the 
General  to  retire.  Here  Major  Iredell  was  dangerously  wounded.  After  a  night  of  terrible  suffering,  the 
remnants  of  the  regiment  reached  Kandahar  on  the  28th  July,  and  went  into  the  citadel.  Its  strength 
before  going  into  action  was,  of  the  Native  ranks,  about  600  :  of  these,  some  400  were  m  the  fighting  me, 
the  remainder,  being  either  sick,  or  protecting  the  baggage,  under  Lieut.  Salmon.  Over  200  of  the 
Native  ranks  perished,  and  about  30  wounded  reached  Kandahar.  Ot  6  European  officers  in  the  fighting 
line,  3  were  killed,  and  1  was  dangerously  wounded.

The  30th  N.I.  took  part  in  the  defence  of  Kandahar  throughout  the  siege,  having  charge  of  the  Bar 
Durani  Gate  front.  On  the  16th  Aug.  Lieuts.  Salmon  and  Adye,  83rd  Foot,  who  were  both  attached  to 
the  regiment,  highly  distinguished  themselves  by  affording  assistance  to  officers  and  men  wounded  at 
Deh  Khwaja.  During  the  battle  of  Kandahar,  on  the  1st  Sept.,  the  regiment  formed  part  of  the  city 
reserve,  which  Col.  Mainwaring  commanded.  The  following  day  a  company  under  Captain  Harrison 
brought  the^guns  captured  from  Ayub  Khan  over  the  Baba  Wali  Pass,  and  on  the  16th  Oct.  the  regiment 
finally  left  Kandahar  as  escort  to  the  same  as  far  as  Quetta,  from  whence  it  returned  to  Tacobabad  on  the 
8th  Nov.,  1880. 

During  the  two  campaigns  the  30th  N.I.  lost  by  death  over  300  of  the  Native  ranks. 

The  under-mentioned  officers  of  the  30th  Regt.  Bombay  Native  Infantry  (Jacob’s  Rifles)  served  in 
the  war  : — 

Colonel  IV.  G.  Mainwaring ,  C.T.E.,  commanded  the  regiment  throughout  both  campaigns,  being 
present  at  the  battle  of  Maiwand  and  the  defence  of  Kandahar.  Commanded  at  Quetta  from  Nov., 
1878,  till  April,  1S80.  Commanded  the  City  reserve  at  the  battle  of  Kandahar.  (Three  times  mentioned 
in  despatches.)  > 

Colonel  T.  Bell ,  1st  Belooch  Regt.  (For  services  see  1st  Belooch  Regt.) 

Colonel  IV.  T.  Mills  (Retired)  served  with  the  regiment  at  Quetta  and  Kalat  from  the  spring  till  the 
autumn  of  1879. 

Lieut.-Colonel  F.  T.  Humfrey  commanded  the  Kalat  detachment  from  Nov.,  1878,  till  Dec.,  1879, 
when  he  proceeded  to  Quetta,  and  from  thence  on  medical  certificate  to  Europe.  Rejoined  the  regiment 
at  Kandahar  6  Sept.,  1880,  and  returned  with  it  to  India.  In  command  of  a  detachment  30th  N.I.  and 
30  sabres  1st  Punjab  Cavalry,  defeated  over  2,000  Barechi  Pathansat  the  action  of  Syud  But.  (Mentioned 
in  despatches  ;  Brevet  of  Lieut.-Colonel.) 

Major  J.  S.  Iredell ,  20th  Bombay  N.I.,  rejoined  the  regiment  at  Quetta  in  Jan.,  1880,  and  com¬ 
manded  the  Left  wing  in  the  advance  to  Kandaher.  Was  present  at  the  battle  of  Maiwand,  in  which  he 
was  dangerously  wounded,  and  throughout  the  siege  of  Kandahar.  (Mentioned  in  despatches.) 

Bt. -Major  W.  C.  Harrison  rejoined  the  regiment  at  Quetta  in  Dec.,  1878.  As  Provost-Marshal  to 
the  force,  accompanied  Sir  D.  Stewart’s  first  advance  on  and  occupation  of  Kandahar  and  Kalat-i-Ghilzai.
